6  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

READER  SERVICES 

The  Reader  Services  Bureau  program  during  1968/69  continued 
to  emphasize  the  development  of  existing  programs  in  depth:  service; 
program,  publications,  workshops,  book  collections,  staff  training, 
and  work  improvement. 

1.  The  service  to  business  and  industry  of  scientific  and  technical 
materials  continued.  With  the  cessation  of  State  Technical  Serv- 
ices Act  funds,  the  total  cost  was  taken  over  by  the  State 
Library.  The  project  changed  its  name  to  the  California  State 
Library  Service  to  Industry  (CSLSI).  The  service  continued  to 
be  available  to  all  libraries  in  California.  Current  interest  bibli- 
ographies are  prepared  and  distributed.  The  collections  of  the 
State  Library  continue  to  be  enriched  in  special  materials  in 
science  and  technology. 

2.  The  State  Library,  in  cooperation  with  the  California  Library 
Association  and  the  State  Technical  Services  Act,  presented  a 
Workshop  in  Business  and  Industry  for  California  Public 
Libraries.  It  was  given  in  four  locations  in  the  state  for  refer- 
ence librarians  in  the  field  and  was  well  attended  and  well  re- 
ceived. 

3.  Staff  members  from  the  Bureau  attended  various  training  pro- 
grams during  the  year,  in  supervision,  specialized  training  for 
clerical  employees,  reading  abilities  (rapid  reading),  and  cata- 
loging, the  latter  to  develop  from  a  reference  standpoint  the 
librarians'  understanding  of  the  public  catalog.  Specialized 
training  relative  to  the  various  fields  of  subject  activity  in  the 
Bureau  was  also  provided  for  several  staff  members. 

4.  The  Principal  Librarian  of  Reader  Services  and  the  Supervis- 
ing Reference  Librarian  continued  their  program  of  visits  to 
public  library  systems  to  assist  in  interpreting  interlibrary  loan 
and  reference  use  of  the  State  Library  collections  by  the  sys- 
tems. New  library  systems  established  during  the  year  installed 
teletype  equipment,  making  it  possible  to  send  all  of  their  re- 
quests to  the  State  Library  by  this  means.  This  has  speeded  up 
both  reference  service  and  interlibrary  loan  service  from  the 
State  Library.  The  volume  of  teletype  use  has  continued  to 
increase. 

5.  Several  new  bibliographies  and  publication  services  were  started 
during  the  year;  these  are  detailed  in  the  individual  section 
reports. 
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Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section 

Reference  Service:  During  1968/69,  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  reference  transactions  recorded  occurred  in  services  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  may  be  ascribed  to  increased  research  activity  in  the 
Legislature  and  to  longer  legislative  sessions.  For  the  seventh  con- 
secutive year  the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Service 
recorded  an  increase  in  the  number  of  reference  transactions:  4,248 
in  1962/63,  10,383  in  1968/69.  There  has  been  no  comparable  in- 
crease in  the  Section  staff  during  this  period. 

Training  Programs  and  Conferences:  Members  of  the  staff  par- 
ticipated in  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  several  training  pro- 
grams and  conferences.  Notable  firsts  were  specialized  training  at 
the  Library  of  Congress  Legislative  Reference  Service  for  the  ALR 
supervisor,  and  a  workshop  for  State  Library  library  assistants,  the 
latter  arranged  by  the  ALR  supervisor  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
j Special  Libraries  Association,  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  Chapter. 

ALR  staff  participated  in  the  planning  of  the  Urban  Informational 
Services  Institute,  Davis,  and  the  Department  of  Education  Profes- 
sional Staff  Meeting. 

Departmental  Libraries  Consultant  Program:  The  librarian  con- 
sulted with  the  staff  of  thirteen  libraries  during  the  fiscal  year: 
(Health  Care,  Reclamation,  Architecture  and  Construction,  Water 
I  Resources,  POST,  Public  Works,  Plant  Pathology,  Social  Welfare, 
^Criminal  Justice,  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  Youth  Authority,  and 
Public  Health. 

The  ALR  librarian  assisted  in  the  organization  of  departmental 
library  assistant  meetings  and  tours  at  the  Resources,  Materials  and 
|Research,  Bridge  Department,  Urban  Planning,  and  Public  Works 
|Legal  Department  libraries.  The  librarian  also  surveyed  the  Public 
■Works  Department  Sacramento  headquarters  as  assigned  by  the  As- 
sistant State  Librarian  at  the  request  of  the  department  to  make 
(recommendations  on  consolidation  of  the  headquarters  libraries  and 
lother  matters.  A  report  was  submitted  to  the  Department  in  April. 
'The  librarian  also  attended  meetings,  as  an  observer,  of  a  committee 
ton  the  establishment  of  a  Human  Resources  Agency  library.  The 
Icommittee's  proposal  that  the  libraries  consolidate  was  not  adopted. 
Publications:     During  1968/69  recurring  bibliographies  were  as- 
signed to  the  newly  appointed  librarians,  and  these  bibliographies 
'were  still  an  active  part  of  the  Section's  service  program.  There  were 
po  special  ALR  publications  issued  by  the  Section  during  1968/69. 

'  iBoolcs  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Section 

Service  Program:  The  outstanding  event  of  this  fiscal  year  was 
'the  passage  of  a  bill  providing  for  a  tape  program  for  the  State 
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Library,  whereby  the  Books  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handi- 
capped Section  could  duplicate  books  on  tape  from  master  tapes 
provided  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  make  these  titles  available 
for  circulation.  The  bill  was  signed  by  Governor  Reagan  and  became 
effective  on  November  16,  1968.  The  necessary  equipment  and  sup- 
plies were  purchased  and  one  Clerk  II  was  added  to  the  Section's 
staff  to  handle  the  duplication  and  circulation. 

At  the  close  of  the  day  on  August  23,  1968,  the  California  State 
Library  discontinued  service  to  talking  book  readers  in  Nevada  and 
transferred  their  records  to  the  new  Regional  Library  for  the  Phys- 
ically Handicapped  in  Carson  City.  The  California  State  Library 
continued  to  serve  talking  book  magazine  readers  and  tape  readers 
for  about  one  more  month  until  the  Nevada  Library  could  get  or- 
ganized. Before  transferring  the  readers,  the  Library  sent  the  Nevada 
Library  one  copy  of  every  talking  book  title  and  five  copies  of  every 
magazine  for  the  preceding  three  months.  The  library  continued  to 
send  one  copy  of  each  new  title  received  and  five  copies  of  every 
magazine  issue  for  several  months  until  the  Nevada  Library  had  been 
assigned  a  quota  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  There  were  200  in- 
dividual readers  transferred  to  the  Nevada  Library,  resulting  in  a 
net  loss  this  year  in  number  of  readers  served. 

Special  Studies:  The  State  Library  cooperated  with  the  Library 
of  Congress  in  field-testing  cassette  players  and  books  recorded  on 
cassettes.  Some  readers  were  contacted  and  asked  if  they  wanted  to 
test  these  machines,  and  the  Library  of  Congress  was  sent  the  names 
of  32  readers  who  were  willing  to  assist. 

The  Section  prepared  and  sent  out  questionnaires  and  catalogs  of 
books  for  juvenile  readers  to  all  registered  readers,  thirteen  years  of 
age  and  under,  to  ascertain  what  kinds  of  books  they  liked  and  their 
age  and  grade  level. 

Nelson  Associates  in  August  conducted  a  Reader's  Interest  Survey 
for  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  Supervising  Librarian  arranged  for 
blind  readers  to  come  in  to  talk  with  Miss  Nina  Rott,  the  Nelson 
representative.  There  was  one  group  meeting  and  several  individual 
meetings.  Arrangements  were  made  also  with  the  Braille  Institute 
Library  for  interviews  in  southern  California. 

Meetings:  The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  and  spoke  at 
several  conferences  this  year.  On  October  5  she  spoke  to  the  semi- 
annual conference  of  the  California  Council  of  the  Blind  in  Los 
Angeles.  On  April  11  she  attended  one  afternoon  session  and  spoke 
to  the  semi-annual  conference  of  the  Associated  Blind  of  California 
in  Sacramento.  On  December  2-4  the  Library  of  Congress  held  a 
Conference  of  Regional  Librarians   for  the   Blind   and   Physically 
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Handicapped  in  their  new  quarters  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  Super- 
vising Librarian  also  attended  the  annual  conference  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Transcribers  and  Educators  of  the  Visually  Handicapped, 
held  at  the  Mission  Inn  in  Riverside,  March  20-22. 

Training:  The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  the  Supervisor's 
Workshop  led  by  Mr.  Boynton  Kaiser  on  June  5-6,  and  the  Senior 
Clerk  attended  the  Library  Assistant's  Workshop  conducted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Special  Library  Association  on  May  1-2.  Both  workshops 
were  held  in  Sacramento. 

Publications:  Copy  was  prepared  for  the  annual  report  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  State  Programs  for  the  Blind  and  sent  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  State  Services  for 
the  Blind.  The  Supervising  Librarian  wrote  an  article  on  recent  de- 
velopments in  library  service  to  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
readers  for  the  ABC  Digest,  which  is  the  quarterly  publication  of 
the  Associated  Blind  of  California. 

Work  Improvement:  In  order  to  make  room  in  the  stacks  for 
the  new  talking  book  titles  being  received,  it  was  necessary  to  return 
2,770  containers  of  talking  book  records  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
Reserve  Collection,  and  384  containers  of  the  old  33^  rpm  records 
were  returned  for  scrap.  At  the  request  of  Miss  Mary  Jack  Wintle, 
Assistant  Chief  for  Acquisitions  at  the  Division  for  the  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped,  a  list  was  made  of  the  old  titles  which  we 
recommended  for  re-recording. 

{California  Section 

Workload:  Interlibrary  loan  requests  increased  in  1968-69  from 
3,883  to  5,163.  Increases  were  also  evident  in  the  number  of  patrons 
using  the  section  and  in  the  number  of  reference  letters  answered. 
Photostat  and  photograph  orders  placed  in  the  California  Section 
increased  from  1,468  to  2,156.  Pictures  and  manuscript  items  proc- 
essed totaled  1,230  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Additions  to  the  California  Section:  Important  additions  to  the 
collection  included  the  diaries  of  California  pioneer  John  Bidwell 
from  1864-1900  (36  volumes),  D.  O.  Mills'  ledgers  (1849-1855) 
and  signature  book  (1870-1901),  and  a  group  of  account  books  re- 
flecting business  activities  in  Volcano,  Amador  County,  from  1860- 
1890. 

Services:  Patrons,  telephone  calls,  and  letters  have  come  to  the 
California  Section  from  all  over  California,  from  almost  all  other 
states,  and  from  other  countries  including  France,  England,  Japan, 
Iurkey,  Australia,  and  Canada.  The  unique  information  file  and  the 
Ban  Francisco  newspaper  index  continue  to  be  valuable  sources  of 
information  for  historians,  writers,  students,  and  genealogists. 
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Exhibits:  Displays  in  the  California  Section  focused  attention  on 
the  Railroad  Centennial  and  California  Bicentennial  Celebrations. 

Circulation  Section 

The  increase  in  circulation  was  approximately  six  percent  more 
than  the  previous  year.  In  November,  the  paging  functions  formerly 
performed  by  the  Government  Publications  Section  were  transferred 
to  this  Section.  The  staff  participated  in  training  courses  in  super 
vision,  personnel  management,  and  library  techniques  and  methods. 

A  pilot  study  was  conducted  in  the  section  to  determine  the  feasi 
bility  of  installing  mechanical  conveyor  equipment  in  the  library 
stacks.  The  section  supervisor  attended  a  preliminary  meeting  to  de- 
velop a  plan  for  open  stack  privileges  to  a  limited  number  of  patrons 

Government  Publications  Section 

Acquisitions :     In  acquisitions,  emphasis  was  placed  on  enriching 
the  Section's  resources  for  serving  business  and  industry.  With  the 
addition  of  U.S.  patent  specifications  on  microfilm  from  1966,  the 
Section  can  now  provide  full  information  on  U.S.  inventions.  To  com 
plement  the  collection  of  federal  specifications,  the  Section  was  for 
tunate  to  acquire  interim  federal  specifications   (those  which  have 
not  yet  been  made  mandatory)  and  a  complete  set  of  military  speci- 
fications, not  available  elsewhere  in  the  State.  In  the  technical  litera- 
ture field,  the  Section  purchased  on  microfiche  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Defense  research  and  development  (AD)  reports  for  1966-68  and; 
the  civilian  agency  (PD)  reports  from  1967.  Selected  technical  re 
ports  were  added  in  hard  copy,  notably  the  series  of  California  com-) 
munity  profiles,  one  for  each  county,  which  provide  economic  and 
social  data  as  of    1966,  updating  the  1960  census.  Some  older  U.S. 
government  publications  and  local  government  publications  were  ac 
quired  through  trade  with  dealers. 

Processing:  Through  the  use  of  temporary  help,  a  few  groups  of 
publications  from  the  California  State  backlog  and  three-fourths  of 
the  maps  in  the  cataloging  backlog  were  processed.  Brief  lists  of 
U.S.  duplicates  were  run  in  issues  of  From  The  California  State 
Librarian,  and  the  publications  themselves  were  quickly  requested 
and  sent  out.  In  the  limited  staff  time  available,  some  extra  copies 
of  California  state  publications  were  also  disposed  of. 

Reference:  Reference  inquiries  continued  to  increase  both  in 
number  and  difficulty,  partly  as  a  result  of  the  additional  materials 
available  noted  under  the  heading  Acquisitions  and  partly  as  a  result 
of  the  growth  of  library  systems  throughout  the  state.  The  Section 
began  contributing  to  the  nationwide  automated  indexing  and  re- 
trieval of  state  legislative  research  reports,  with  the  submission  of 
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(summaries  of  California  legislative  committee  reports.  The  project 
is  sponsored  by  the  National  Legislative  Conference  of  the  Council 
of  State  Governments  and  is  conducted  by  the  Aspen  Systems  Cor- 
poration, Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

Library  Distribution  Act:     In  addition  to  answering  many  in- 
I  quiries,  both  in  person  and  by  mail,  concerning  publications  and  pro- 
jjcedures,  the  California  State  Publications  Librarian  visited  twelve 
^southern  California  libraries.  She  also  visited  state  legislative  agen- 
;  (ties  in  Sacramento,  spoke  on  California  legislative  processes  and 
".  (publications  to  a  group  of  librarians  in  Fullerton,  and  planned  a  meet- 
l  jing  on  the  same  subject  for  departmental  librarians  in  Sacramento. 
VA  memo  was  drafted  and  sent  to  legislative  committees  regarding 
j  pending  transcripts  of  their  hearings  to  the  State  Library  and  to  other 
complete  depositories.  The  lists  of  depositories  for  California  state 
publications  were  updated  and  mailed  to  state  agencies  with  a  cover- 
ling  memo  on  LDA  distribution.  The  addresses  of  out-of-state  ex- 
change libraries  were  checked  with  the  libraries  for  correctness.  Staff- 
"  |ing  for  California  State  Publications  was  increased  to  one  full-time 
librarian  and  one  full-time  clerk,  making  it  possible  to  reduce  the 
jaacklog  of  publications  waiting  to  be  listed  and  to  begin  the  com- 
1  (Dilation  of  a  much-needed  periodicals  and  serials  list.  With  the  as- 
sistance of  a  Management  Analyst  from  the  State  Department  of 
General  Services,  requested  by  the  State  Library,  a  schedule  for  the 
jhompilation,  production  and  distribution  of  the  monthly  and  annual 
:  jists  was  established  and  maintained.  The  Government  Publications 
Ipection  staff  and  the  Management  Analyst  are  continuing  to  co- 
1  operate  in  seeking  ways  to  improve  the  operation  of  the  Library  Dis- 
tribution Act. 

U.S.  Regional  Depository:  The  principal  activities  of  the  Section 
Iks  a  U.S.  regional  depository  were  providing  information  and  inter- 
library  loan  service  and  assisting  other  depositories  to  dispose  of  their 
jio-longer-wanted  U.S.  government  publications.  The  position  of  U.S. 
government  Publications  Librarian  was  unfilled  during  the  year,  and 
Iks  a  result  it  was  possible  to  do  little  more  than  meet  the  minimum 
Obligations  of  a  regional  depository. 

GPS  Publications  Series:  The  1966  monograph  Legislative  Pub- 
lications: Charts  was  revised  and  issued  as  GPS  Publication  No.  3. 
The  Directory  of  Map  Collections  in  Alaska,  Arizona,  California, 
Hawaii,  Idaho,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Washington,  Alberta,  British 
{Columbia,  compiled  by  a  committee  of  the  Western  Association  of 
;  iMap  Libraries,  was  edited,  indexed,  and  sent  to  reproduction.  It  will 
*  jippear  as  GPS  Publication  No.  4. 

Training:     In  addition  to  section  training  sessions  on  reference 
resources,  members  of  the  staff  toured  the  State  Archives  and  at- 
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tended  institutes  or  workshops  on  supervision,  library  functions  and 
operations  (for  library  assistants),  the  Anglo-American  cataloging 
code,  archival  retrieval  methods,  library  service  to  industry,  ERIC, 
state  planning,  urban  information,  California  legislative  processes, 
data  communications,  and  telephone  usage. 

Work  Improvement:  The  study  of  centralized  paging  and  shelv- 
ing was  completed  and  implemented  December  1 .  In  connection  with 
the  removal  of  serial  cards  from  the  county  and  municipal  checklist, 
the  subject,  title  and  personal  name  entries  were  also  removed  and' 
filed  into  the  information  file,  eliminating  one  extra  place  to  search 
on  subject  requests. 

Reference  Section 

Meetings:  The  Reference  Librarian  attended  the  annual  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association  meeting  in  San  Diego  and  participated  in 
a  panel  discussing  the  availability  of  serials  to  libraries  on  inter- 
library  loan.  He  also  attended  all  four  of  the  STSA  workshops  and 
led  discussion  groups  in  two.  The  Assistant  Reference  Librarian  at- 
tended the  Sacramento  STSA  workshop  and  led  a  discussion  group. 

Professional  Training:  The  Reference  Librarian  attended  a  two- 
day  workshop  conducted  by  Boynton  Kaiser,  and  the  Assistant 
Reference  Librarian  attended  a  two-day  workshop  on  the  applica- 
tions of  the  Anglo-American  cataloging  rules. 

Publications:  The  Reference  Section  added  Publications  of  the 
California  State  Library  to  its  list  of  publications.  A  list  of  films  and 
filmstrips  in  the  State  Library  and  a  list  of  large-type  books  avail- 
able for  loan,  both  to  be  cumulated  annually,  were  begun. 

Services:  New  searching  procedures  were  instituted  to  speed  up 
the  handling  of  interlibrary  loan  requests  received  by  teletype.  The 
number  of  libraries  served  by  teletype  increased  to  87  and  telex 
facilities  were  also  installed. 

Equipment:  Two  acoustical  cabinets  were  built  and  installed 
around  the  teletype  machines  and  the  Xerox  machine  in  the  Refer- 
ence Room  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  noise  level. 

Sutro  Library 

The  most  interesting  accession  of  the  year  for  Sutro  Library  was 
the  private  library  of  Carlo  Sutro  Morbio.  Mr.  Morbio  is  founder 
Adolph  Sutro 's  grandson,  and  his  collection  extends  the  original 
nucleus  of  the  Sutro  Library  in  history,  biography,  and  literature  by 
some  3,000  volumes,  including  several  rare  books  and  numerous  ex- 
amples of  fine  printing. 
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TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

A  highlight  of  the  fiscal  year  was  the  receipt  of  the  first  three 
volumes  of  the  proposed  five-volume  work  authored  by  the  Institute 
of  Library  Research,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  titled  Cali- 
fornia State  Library:  Processing  Center  Design  and  Specifications. 
Implementation  of  the  automated  center  for  centralized  cataloging 
and  serials  control  will  begin  in  1970. 

The  head  of  the  Bureau  attended  a  full  semester  institute  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California,  Los  Angeles,  on  the  training  of 
information  science  faculty.  Other  special  training  attended  by  the 
professional  staff  included  a  special  two-day  institute  on  the  Library 
of  Congress  applications  of  the  Anglo-American  cataloging  rules. 

Professional  vacancies  still  exist  in  the  Acquisitions  and  Catalog 
Sections.  Workloads  continued  to  increase  in  all  six  sections. 

Acquisitions  Section 

Monographs:  During  the  fiscal  year,  the  Section  processed  11,108 
purchased  items  and  1,221  gifts.  Backlogs  of  items  to  be  ordered 
reached  a  high  of  3,864  titles  due  to  lack  of  funds.  In  addition  1,791 
gifts  remained  unprocessed  because  of  increased  workloads  in  other 
areas  and  staff  shortages. 

Serials:  The  number  of  serial  items  processed  increased  to  77,092 
for  the  year.  This  total  included  a  number  of  backfiles  of  periodicals 
as  well  as  the  current  periodicals,  continuations,  newspapers  and 
microfilms.  In  March  1969,  a  policy  and  program  of  delayed  binding 
was  instituted.  Periodical  issues  will  not  be  bound  for  five  years  in 
order  that  they  will  be  available  for  circulation  in  individual  issue 
form. 

Boole  Repair  Section 

For  many  years  the  Book  Repair  Section  has  requested  a  book 
stitcher  in  the  annual  budget.  It  was  granted  this  fiscal  year  in  the 
equipment  budget  for  the  Technical  Services  Bureau.  The  new  heavy- 
duty  stapler  or  book  stitcher  has  allowed  for  more  rapid  processing 
of  pamphlet  binders  and  miscellaneous  library  publications. 

The  Section  processed  36,856  new  items  for  library  use.  This  proc- 
essing includes  covering  the  books  with  plastic  jackets,  marking  the 
spines  and  stamping  ownership  on  the  top  edge.  In  addition,  144 
maps  were  mounted,  212  art  reproductions  framed,  and  approxi- 
mately 7,000  volumes  received  extensive  repair.  Another  15,000 
volumes  were  oiled  for  the  preservation  of  the  leather  bindings. 
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Catalog  Section 

New  titles  cataloged  during  the  year  totaled  9,673,  with  202  with- 
drawals. Approximately  2,000  reference  titles  and  continuations  were 
reclassified  and  recataloged,  which  represents  an  increase  of  100% 
over  the  previous  year.  Because  of  professional  vacancies  in  the  Sec- 
tion, the  year  ended  with  a  backlog  of  3,975  titles. 

The  Section  duplicated  24,444  card  sets,  including  titles  cataloged 
by  the  Catalog  Section  as  well  as  the  Law  Library,  Government  Pub- 
lications Section  and  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Service. 

Union  Catalog  Unit:  From  325,292  cards  submitted  by  81  mem- 
ber libraries,  57,869  new  titles  and  editions  were  added  to  the  Union 
Catalog  and  58,289  withdrawals  were  made  during  the  year.  Entries 
now  total  1,911,443  cards.  From  the  Lists  of  Unlocated  Books  sent 
to  135  libraries,  231  (approximately  64%)  out  of  the  357  titles  were 
located  for  interlibrary  loan  requests. 

Hewlett-Packard  Company,  Palo  Alto,  became  a  new  member  of 
the  Union  Catalog  as  of  December  20,  1968.  This  is  the  second 
special  library  contributing  to  the  catalog. 

Photo  Services  Section 

The  productive  accomplishments  in  this  Section  during  the  fiscal 
year  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year  in  all  categories.  Micro- 
film production  consisted  of  210  rolls  of  exposed  film,  or  18,549  feet, 
representing  scattered  early  dates  of  newspapers  from  Nevada,  Napa, 
San  Diego,  Tuolumne,  Imperial  and  Monterey  counties  (1872-1936). 
These  were  in  fair  to  poor  condition  and  required  a  great  deal  of 
mending  before  filming. 

Requests  for  photographic  negatives  and  prints,  at  1,660  units, 
showed  the  greatest  gain,  while  photostat  requests  numbered  1,940. 
A  total  of  39,116  quick  copy  prints  were  made  by  the  Section.  This 
was  an  increase  of  approximately  4,000  over  the  last  year. 

Processing  Center 

The  Processing  Center  began  the  1968-69  fiscal  year  with  31 
members.  During  the  year  addition  of  new  members  brought  the  total 
membership  to  38.  From  one  community  college  library  using  the 
Center  in  1967-68,  the  number  grew  to  five  community  college  li- 
braries and  a  total  of  six  members  receiving  processed  material  with 
Library  of  Congress  classification  instead  of  the  Dewey  Decimal 
classification. 

With  a  staff  of  13  full-time  employees,  68,503  volumes  were  proc- 
essed and  shipped  to  members.  The  number  of  fiction  titles  cataloged 
was  1,971;  non-fiction  13,963.  Card  sets  reproduced  and  finished  for 
Sacramento  City-County  Libraries  totaled  79,114  sets. 
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The  Advisory  Committee  met  during  the  annual  conference  of  the 
California  Library  Association  at  San  Diego.  One  topic  of  discussion 
was  the  service  given  by  the  principal  book  vendor.  It  was  decided 
Ito  continue  the  use  of  the  same  vendor  for  the  following  year. 

Looking  ahead  into  1969-70,  the  Center  will  have  42  members 
with  an  anticipated  production  of  over  100,000  volumes. 

Property  and  Shipping  Section 

The  Section  processed  298,843  incoming  and  295,976  outgoing 
shipments;  this  is  an  increase  of  approximately  six  percent  over  the 
previous  year.  The  reproducing,  addressing  and  mailing  of  State  Li- 
brary publications  increased  equally.  Other  activities  included  pur- 
phasing  and  maintaining  equipment,  as  well  as  the  purchasing  and 
storing  of  supplies. 

The  Section  weeded  and  shifted  the  complete  talking  book  collec- 
tion twice  during  the  year  to  allow  space  for  new  titles  of  talking 
books  from  the  Library  of  Congress.  Approximately  25  per  cent  of 
phe  library  materials  in  the  State  Library  book  stacks  were  relocated 
ind  compacted  to  open  space  for  new  materials. 


LAW  LIBRARY 

The  Law  Librarian  undertook  a  detailed  study  of  the  handling  and 
final  disposition  of  briefs.  Courts  and  law  libraries  in  the  various 
judicial  districts  were  visited,  and  the  results  of  the  study  were 
printed  in  Law  Library  Paper  no.  24:  "Survey  of  the  Distribution  of 
California  Court  Briefs  and  Their  Organization  in  Law  Libraries." 

The  collection  of  duplicate  session  laws  was  made  available  to 
county  law  libraries,  public  libraries,  law  schools  and  private  law 
libraries.  Over  70  libraries  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  start 
br  fill  in  their  collection  of  California  statutes. 

Nine  county  law  libraries  were  visited,  with  a  detailed  survey  and 
position  classification  being  completed  for  one  of  them.  A  plan  to 
send  a  main  entry  card  for  new  materials  cataloged  was  put  into 
pffect,  with  law  libraries  participating. 

In  addition  to  the  paper  on  briefs,  Law  Library  Paper  no.  21  was 
completed:  "A  Guide  to  Early  California  Court  Organization,  Prac- 
tice Acts  and  Rules,  With  the  Text  of  California  Supreme  Court 
Rules,  1850-1853."  Bibliographies  issued  were:  "Gun  Legislation," 
rPreparation  of  Briefs,"  "Law  Corporations,"  and  "Riots  and 
Demonstrations."  Other  publications  routinely  sent  out  were  the 
rl969  County  Law  Library  Basic  List"  and  "Information  on  New 
Materials"  sent  to  county  law  libraries.  Both  "Selected  Publications 
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Added  to  the  Law  Library"  and  the  "Index  to  California  Legal! 
Periodicals"  were  sent  out  on  a  quarterly  basis. 

Further  acquisitions  in  foreign  statutes  and  court  reports  were 
made,  notably  for  Kenya,  Nigeria  and  Malawi,  as  well  as  increased 
coverage  of  Hong  Kong,  Argentina,  Mexico  and  the  Philippines. 

Cataloging  and  classification  was  provided  for  3,220  titles,  plus  the 
remaining  half  of  the  periodical  collection.  With  the  increase  of  3,400 
volumes,  the  total  count  for  the  law  library  was  140,412. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Travel  Statistics  and  Visitors  to  the  Consultant  Services 

The  Library  Consultant  Services  activities  reflected  the  vacancy 
of  one  Consultant  during  the  year.  The  Consultants  made  521  visits 
to  95  public  and  State  Institutional  libraries  during  the  year.  There 
was  need  for  recurring  visits  to  many  of  the  libraries,  particularly 
those  receiving  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  and  Public 
Library  Services  Act  grants.  Library  system  formation  and  operation 
activities  demanded  considerable  attention  of  the  Consultants.  Co- 
operation of  libraries  of  varying  types  and  interstate  cooperation  be- 
came working  realities  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  with  the  libraries  and  librarians 
through  visits,  calls  and  correspondence,  there  were  65  visits  made 
to  the  Library  Consultant  Services  Bureau  by  librarians,  library  gov- 
erning officials,  foreign  visitors,  and  others  interested  in  public  li- 
brary or  institutional  library  service. 

Special  Studies  and  Publications 

Two  special  studies  were  completed  during  the  year : 

Report  for  Monterey  Park  Public  Library:  Advantages  of  Mem- 
bership in  a  Cooperative  Library  System  by  Louise  Stubblefield. 
Library  Service  Proposal  for  Lake  County  by  Claude  Settlemire. 

Additional  studies  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Bureau  publications  included  the  Salary  Information  Service  com- 
pilations and  regular  quarterly  issues  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries.  The  Fall,  1968,  issue  of  News  Notes  contained  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Governor's  Conference  on  Libraries  and  the  Winter 
issue  contained  the  annual  statistical  information  of  California  public 
libraries  and  State  institution  libraries. 

The  Spring  issue  was  devoted  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Library  Development  Board. 
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'if {Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  Services 

The  fifth  year  of  the  expanded  Library  Services  and  Construction 
tflAct  included  many  continuing  programs  which  contributed  to  total 
K  library  service  and  public  library  development  in  California.  Ex- 
panded reference  service  applications  approved  included  the  Black 
m  Gold  Cooperative   Library  System,   the   Metropolitan   Cooperative 
G[||Library  System,  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  the  North  Bay  Co- 
operative Library  System,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the  In- 
land Library  System,  the  Serra  Library  System,  Imperial  County, 
and  the  Lassen   County  cooperative   reference  program   with   the 
Washoe  County,  Nevada,  Library.  The  latter  is  a  joint  Title  I  and 
Title  III  Project. 

Continuing  projects  included  the  joint  young  adult  programs  of  the 
Santa  Clara  County  Library  System  and  the  San  Jose-Santa  Clara- 
Sunnyvale  Library  System,  and  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library 
System.  Other  "Outreach"  projects  included  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library,  the  Los  Angeles  County  Library,  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Library  System,  the  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System,  the  East 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System,  and  the  San  Mateo  County  Li- 
brary's East  Palo  Alto  program. 

A  grant  for  a  recruitment  demonstration  went  to  the  California 
Library  Association  and  the  Association  was  honored  with  a  Halsey 
Wilson  Award  for  outstanding  work  in  recruitment.  A  grant  was  ap- 
proved for  the  continuation  and  implementation  of  the  Metropolitan 
Cooperative  Library  System  and  its  total  library  service  program  in 
Pasadena  and  Pomona.  A  joint  Title  I  and  Title  III  application  was 
approved  for  a  study  of  potential  cooperation  among  the  libraries  in 
Humboldt  County. 

As  part  of  the  implementation  of  Title  I  of  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  in  fiscal  1969,  the  California  State  Library  of- 
fered to  the  library  systems  established  under  the  California  Public 
Library  Services  Act  the  opportunity  to  conduct  intern  programs 
during  the  summer  of  1969.  The  purpose  of  the  program  was  to  give 
supervised  work  experience  on  a  pre-professional  level  to  college 
undergraduates  who  are  potential  recruits  to  the  library  profession. 
Seven  systems  and  twenty-three  interns  participated. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  II,  Construction 

Total  Title  II  funds  allocated  to  California  for  the  year  were  con- 
siderably less  than  the  previous  year.  However,  two  projects  were 
approved  very  early  in  the  year  utilizing  funds  carried  over  from  the 
previous  year.  These  were  applications  submitted  in  the  previous 
year.  They  were  Kern  County  Library,  South  Bakersfield  Branch 
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and  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  Bell  Gardens  Branch.  The 
Modesto  Public  Library  and  the  Stanislaus  County  Library  con- 
solidated and  received  approval  for  a  construction  grant. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  III,  Interlibrary  Cooperation 

There  were  two  continuing  projects  under  Title  III.  These  were 
for  a  cooperative  information  network  including  all  types  of  libraries 
in  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  area,  and  the  inter- 
state cooperative  service  between  Lassen  County  and  Washoe 
County,  Nevada.  One  new  grant  was  approved  for  a  joint  Title  I 
and  Title  III  study  of  potential  cooperative  library  services  in  Hum- 
boldt County. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  IV A,  State  Institutional  Library 
Services,  and  Title  IVB,  Library  Services  to  the  Physically  Handicapped 

Funds  allocated  to  California  for  State  Institutional  Library  Serv- 
ices were  so  limited  that  no  new  projects  could  be  funded.  However, 
there  were  seven  continuing  projects — three  correctional  institutions 
(California  Conservation  Center,  California  Men's  Colony,  and  Cor- 
rectional Training  Facility),  three  hospitals  (Agnews,  Atascadero 
and  Metropolitan),  and  one  Youth  Authority  institution  (Los 
Guilucos  School  for  Girls).  Two  of  these  projects  (Atascadero  State 
Hospital  and  Los  Guilucos  School  for  Girls)  were  cooperative  pro- 
grams with  the  local  public  library  systems. 

Title  IVB  funds  were  sufficient  for  one  continuing  project,  which 
was  the  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System's  project  for  materials  for 
the  blind  and  physically  handicapped. 

Public  Library  Services  Act 

The  number  of  libraries  participating  in  the  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act  continued  to  grow  in  1968-69,  and  much  significant  organi- 
zation and  re-organization  occurred. 

In  order  to  give  better  library  service  to  residents  of  10  counties 
of  northern  California,  12  city  and  county  libraries  joined  together 
to  form  the  vast  North  State  Cooperative  Library  System.  With  the 
help  of  a  system  grant,  these  libraries  for  the  first  time  have  been 
able  to  tackle  some  of  the  problems  of  providing  improved  library 
service  to  widely  separated  and  sparsely  populated  areas.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  System  are:  Butte  County  Library,  Chico  Public  Library, 
Colusa  County  Library,  Modoc  County  Library,  Orland  Public  Li- 
brary, Oroville  Public  Library,  Plumas  County  Library,  Shasta 
County  library,  Siskiyou  County  Library,  Tehama  County  Library, 
Trinity  County  Library,  and  Willows  Public  Library. 
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The  Monterey  Bay  Area  Cooperative  Library  System,  also  ap- 
proved in  1968-69,  is  in  the  process  of  improving  service  to  residents 
of  that  area  through  the  benefits  of  combining  resources  and  coordi- 
nating activities  with  the  help  of  a  Public  Library  Services  Act  grant. 
The  Monterey  Bay  Area  Cooperative  Library  System  is  composed 
of:  Carmel  (Harrison  Memorial)  Public  Library,  Monterey  County 
Library,  Monterey  Public  Library,  Pacific  Grove  Public  Library,  and 
Salinas  Public  Library. 

Two  previously  approved  cooperative  systems  combined  into  one 
and  added  new  members :  The  Mother  Lode  Library  System  and  the 
Sacramento  City-County  Library  System  joined  together,  added 
Marysville  Public  Library  and  Sutter  County  Library,  and  became 
the  Mountain  Valley  Library  System. 

A  number  of  systems  took  in  new  members:  The  Oakland  Public 
Library  System,  formerly  a  single  library  system  approved  under  the 
Act,  joined  with  the  Berkeley  Public  Library  into  the  Berkeley-Oak- 
land Service  System.  The  Riverside  Public  Library,  which  also  serves 
most  of  Riverside  County,  joined  the  Inland  System.  The  Metro- 
politan Cooperative  Library  System,  still  re-organizing  from  the  ad- 
dition of  seven  new  members  in  1967-68,  added  another  four  mem- 
bers in  1968-69.  These  new  members  are:  Covina  Public  Library, 
Monterey  Park  (Bruggemeyer  Memorial)  Library,  Santa  Monica 
Public  Library,  and  Torrance  Public  Library.  Entry  into  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  was  approved  for  the  Tulare  Public 
Library. 

The  total  appropriation  for  the  state  aid  program  for  public  librar- 
ies   for    1968-69    was    1.2    million    dollars.    Establishment    grants 
I amounted  to  $535,959.00.  The  Act  specifies  that  funds  remaining 
after  establishment  grants  have  been  approved  will  be  allocated  by 
an  equalization  formula  to  all  eligible  systems  in  project  grants  (for 
sparsely  populated  areas)  and  per  capita  grants.  A  total  of  $25,482.00 
'was  allocated  to  systems  for  project  grants  and  $638,559.00  was  al- 
located in  per  capita  grants. 

16,412,331  (July  1,  1968)  Californians  are  served  by  the  111  li- 
ibraries  receiving  Public  Library  Services  Act  grants  in  1968-69. 

State  Library  Consultants  continued  working  with  existing  and 
i  prospective  systems  to  assist  them  in  the  planning  and  evaluation  of 
I  their  programs. 


CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 
ANNUAL  STATISTICS 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  species  that  the  State  Librarian  shall 
"collect  and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  to 
libraries,  which  shall  be  made  available  to  other  public  libraries 
within  the  State  applying  for  the  information." 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  imme- 
diately following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which 
the  statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's 
Consultant  Services  Bureau. 

Definitions 

A  single  library  system  includes  the  central  library  and  other  out- 
lets of  one  jurisdiction,  together  with  all  its  affiliated  libraries  and 
their  outlets,  and  any  library  service  points  operated  by  the  juris- 
diction, by  contract,  to  serve  another  jurisdiction  or  jurisdictions. 
Other  definitions  of  library  system,  as  they  legally  apply  to  the  im- 
plementation of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963,  are  given 
in  Education  Code  Division  20,  Chapter  1.5,  Article  5,  Section  27125. 

The  term  public  library  includes  city,  county,  and  district  libraries 
which  have  been  legally  established  by  public  officials,  are  supported 
by  income  from  taxation  or  other  public  funds,  and  have  their  own 
trustee  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  outlet  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch,  station,  or  bookmobile  station  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  library  system,  distributes  books  or  otherwise 
renders  library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  public  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  district 
library  which  has  joined  the  county  library  for  supplementary  serv- 
ice. The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other 
governing  body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local 
public  library  in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  library  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system 
and  with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days  a 
week.  It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than  1,400 
square  feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000  volumes. 
It  has  a  staff  equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one  non- 
professional employee  on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open  to  the 
public. 

A  station  is  a  library  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system.  A  branch  housed  in  a  school  but  giving 
service  to  the  whole  community  is  counted  as  a  community  agency; 
a  school  agency  affiliated  for  school  service,  as  a  school  agency. 
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Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to 
an  established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  materials  is  the 
count  of  one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamphlet,  or  periodical  lent 
for  home  use,  from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the 
count  of  each  renewal.  A  county  library  also  includes  the  circulation 
of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies,  including  affiliated 
libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their  own  annual  report 
I  totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  materials  is  counted 
separately  from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types 
of  sound  recording  is  by  disc  or  reel,  of  films,  by  title.  Circulation 
of  all  such  miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For 
example,  the  count  of  recordings  is  by  disc,  regardless  of  record  speed 
or  numbers  of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by  title, 
and  circulation  is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title  is 
in  use  for  showings,  regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
audience  for  such  showings. 

Interlibrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 

part  of  a  system.  (Such  intrasystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 

\ments.)  Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed 

on  interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation;  the  interlibrary  loan 

itself  is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to  one 
outlet  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time  equiva- 
lent of  part-time  and  other  employees.  Professional  employees  are 
defined  as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school 
graduates,  and  those  who  attained  professional  status  through  li- 
brary experience  and/or  examination.  They  perform  work  of  pro- 
fessional grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or 
scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely 
mechanical  parts).  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and 
building  force  are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  major  categories:  Sal- 
aries, library  materials,  service  and  supplies.  The  last  contains  a 
sub-category,  payment  of  funds  for  contract  services  and  system 
membership. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  build- 
ings, sites,  additions,  remodeling  and  major  repairs,  and  new  furni- 
ture and  equipment  purchased  for  new  or  enlarged  buildings.  Ex- 
penditures for  replacement  furniture  and  equipment,  and  for  mobile 
equipment,  are  listed  under  operating  expenses,  as  are  also  books 
and  other  library  materials.

Grouping  of  public  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  fol- 
lows to  some  extent  the  classification  of  libraries  employed  in  the 
Public  Library  Inquiry  and  specifications  in  the  Public  Library 
Service  Standards  for  California. 

This  listing  of  all  public  libraries  runs  together  county,  district,  and 
municipal  libraries  within  the  five  groups  of  population  they  serve. 

It  should  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  statistics  for  an  individual 
llibrary  affiliated  with  a  larger  library  will  appear  only  under  the 
larger  population  group  of  the  entire  library  system  (i.e.,  the  total 
population  served  by  all  affiliated  municipal  or  district  libraries,  or 
kuch  as  two  county  libraries) . 

Since  population  figures  are  for  area  taxed  and  served,  the  popu- 
lation listed  for  a  county  library  does  not  include  population  of  cities 
pr  districts  (in  that  county)  operating  independent  and  unaffiliated 
public  libraries.  Population  figures  of  affiliated  libraries  are,  therefore, 
listed  in  parentheses  to  indicate  that  they  have  been  included  in  the 
population  figure  for  the  larger  service  unit  or  library  system. 

The  basic  population  figure,  that  for  the  fiscal  year  of  report,  for 
2ach  library  jurisdiction  is  based  on  the  1960  U.S.  Census,  a  special 
;ensus  taken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  or  an  estimate 
Drepared  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  State  of  California, 
whichever  was  most  recent  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

The  grouping  of  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  and  the 
reatment  of  populations  served  by  libraries  affiliated  with  county 
ibraries  does  not  apply  to  cooperative  library  systems  established 
mder  the  California  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  to  the 
nember  libraries  of  those  systems.  For  present  reporting  purposes, 
)ublic  libraries  which  are  now  members  of  cooperative  library  sys- 
ems  are  still  grouped  as  they  have  been  in  past  years,  on  the  basis

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CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professional 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  the 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  of 
personnel  classification : 

Professional  Employee — An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires 
college  or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  and 
performance  of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  and 
skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as 
distinguished  from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in 
this  list. 

Assistant  Librarian. — Professional  employee  who  coordinates  the 
work  of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a 
major  portion  of  planning  and  policy-making  for  the  library  as  a 
whole. 

Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a 
regular  schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library  ma- 
terials. 

Chief  Librarian — Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation 
of  the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city 
or  county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other 
major  parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on 
policies,  plans  and  programs. 

Department  Head — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of 
the  library,  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,  and 
does  highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I) — Beginning  professional  position,  re- 
quiring a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no 
professional  experience  is  required. 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  or  departments  or  a  particular 
kind  of  work  (e.g.  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures;  develops 
programs  of  service.

Senior  Librarian  (Librarian  II) — Professional  employee  doing  varied 
and  difficult  professional  library  work  under  general  supervision; 
may  also  be  responsible  for  a  subordinate  function,  and  exercise 
supervisory  responsibility  over  a  small  staff  or  act  as  assistant 
supervisor  of  a  large  staff. 

Nonprofessional  Employee — Employee  in  a  position  the  duties  of 
which  are  of  a  mechanical  and/or  routine  nature,  not  requiring 
professional  library  education.

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INDEX  TO  NAMES  OF  LIBRARIES 

The  Index  to  Names  of  Libraries  has  been  prepared  to  guide  users 
to  the  place  of  entry  in  the  main  directory  of  special,  university,  col- 
lege, law,  and  public  libraries  not  otherwise  easily  located.  In  general, 
each  library  in  those  categories  which  bears  a  proper,  memorial  or 
technical  name  and  is  not  clearly  identified  with  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located  is  entered  here  under  the  first  word  of  the  name. 
Place  of  entry  in  the  directory  is  italicized. 

All  municipal  libraries  with  memorial  names  have  been  indexed. 
For  quick  reference,  all  county  free  libraries  and  county  law  libraries 
are  indexed,  unless  the  county  seat  and  county  have  the  same  name. 

A  few  libraries  with  geographical  names,  which  are  actually  lo- 
cated in  and  entered  in  the  directory  under  a  different  place,  are 
indexed  (i.e.,  San  Francisco  Theological  Seminary  Library,  San  An- 
selmo). 

Distinctively  named  departmental  branches  of  university  and  col- 
lege libraries  are  included,  but  the  index  does  not  cover  special  col- 
lections as  such. 

While  the  index  does  not  attempt  subject  approach,  a  few  general 
finding  references  are  used.  Armed  forces  installation  libraries  are 
listed  together  under  U.S.  Armed  Forces,  and  are  individually  in- 
dexed by  memorial  name,  if  needed. 

The  use  of  inverted  headings  is  limited.  Punctuation  will  indicate 
inversion;  the  entry  word  in  the  main  directory  follows  the  semi- 
colon. Multiple  entries  have  been  made  for  a  few  libraries  with 
proper  or  memorial  names,  when  usage  seemed  to  warrant  this  (i.e., 
Henry  E.  Huntington  and  Huntington;  Henry  E.).

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NTRODUCTION  TO  SEMINAR 

Raymond  M.  Holt 
Seminar  Director 

This  Seminar  began  many  months  ago  as  an  idea  voiced  by  the 
Library  Advisory  Committees  of  the  County  Supervisors  Association 
oi  California  and  the  League  of  California  Cities.  Looking  forward 
to  the  next  decade,  it  was  the  belief  of  the  members  of  these  two  com- 
mittees that  an  evaluation  of  library  systems  should  be  made  to  deter- 
mine the  parameters  and  the  goals  which  would  strengthen  and  im- 
prove library  systems  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act.  Since  neither  committee  alone  or  in  combination  was  in 
a  position  to  make  such  an  evaluation,  the  problem  was  referred  to 
the  California  Library  Association  and  eventually  assigned  to  the 
Library  Development  and  Standards  Committee,  of  which  I  was 
chairman. 

A  task  force  composed  of  representatives  of  the  two  Library  Ad- 
visory Committees,  the  California  State  Library,  the  California 
Library  Association,  and  the  Library  Development  and  Standards 
Committee,  was  formed  to  implement  the  original  request.  The  end 
result  is  this  Seminar  in  which  you  have  been  chosen  to  participate. 

In  establishing  a  pattern  for  the  Seminar,  the  task  force  and  its 
Hprogram  planning  committee  used  the  highly  successful  Standards 
I  (Workshop  which  was  held  in  Sacramento  in  1953  as  a  model.  Some 
of  the  elements  of  that  workshop  are  repeated  in  this  Seminar,  in- 
cluding attendance  limited  by  invitation,  the  use  of  qualified  and 
skilled  consultants,  and  reliance  upon  study  groups  with  specific 
assignments  to  formulate  conclusions  and  recommendations.  The  task 
force  further  recognized  the  advantages  of  holding  the  Seminar  at  a 
place  which  would  be  self-contained  and  as  isolated  from  distraction 
as  possible.  The  Yosemite  Valley  and  Hotel  Ahwahnee  fit  this  descrip- 
tion perfectly. 

Perhaps  now  a  few  words  are  in  order  regarding  the  goals  of  this 
Seminar.  Briefly,  we  are  here  to  (1)  assess  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia library  systems  established  under  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act,  (2)  determine  the  steps  necessary  for  further  system  develop- 
ment, (3)  evaluate  the  problems  of  funding,  required  to  carry  out  the 
program,  (4)  formulate  recommendations  which  we  believe  will  lead 
to  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  library  systems,  and  finally,  to 
take  steps  toward  developing  total  statewide  library  service,  including 
all  types  of  libraries. 

Tomorrow  we  will  begin  the  monumental  and  compelling  adventure 
through  the  presentation  first  of  a  series  of  papers  which  are  intended 
to  put  the  subject  of  library  systems  into  perspective  and  at  the  same 
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time  add  further  information  to  that  which  you  have  already  acquired 
from  both  reading  and  experience.  We  will  conclude  the  afternoon 
with  the  organization  of  our  study  groups.  After  dinner,  the  study 
groups  will  begin  their  deliberations.  On  Tuesday  morning  we  will 
concentrate  on  concepts  of  total  library  service.  The  study  groups 
will  meet  in  both  the  afternoon  and  the  evening  and  will  prepare  pre- 
liminary reports  for  presentation  on  Wednesday  morning. 

After  a  response  from  our  consultants  the  study  groups  will  then 
reconvene  to  consider  how  the  conclusions  of  other  study  groups  and 
those  of  the  consultants  will  affect  their  preliminary  conclusions.  Late 
Wednesday  afternoon  the  final  reports  will  be  given.  At  our  evening 
session  one  of  our  consultants  will  present  his  reactions  and  on  the 
following  morning  the  other  consultant  will  make  his  report.  At  that 
time  the  final  session  will  occur  and  the  implications  of  the  recom- 
mendations that  you  will  have  made  through  your  study  groups  will 
be  referred  to  a  panel  composed  of  representatives  of  the  various 
sponsoring  agencies  and  two  of  the  California  Library  Association's 
very  important  bodies,  the  Legislation  Committee  and  the  Trustees 
Section. 

Having  reached  that  point,  the  Seminar  will  not  really  conclude 
but  rather  adjourn;  each  of  us  going  to  his  own  library,  to  his  own 
post  to  assist  in  the  implementation  which  must  follow.  The  true 
success  of  this  Seminar  will,  in  fact,  be  measured  by  our  abilities  to 
implement.  In  agreeing  to  participate  in  this  Seminar,  each  of  us  has 
committed  himself  to  hard  but  vital  effort  which  we  have  every  hope 
will  culminate  in  making  full  progress  toward  greatly  improved  li- 
brary service  through  system  cooperation.  Such  is  the  goal  that 
beckons  us  in  this  great  adventure. 
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UBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEM  DEVELOPMENT  AND 
ORGANIZATION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES: 
A  BRIEF  DESCRIPTIVE  OVERVIEW

This  paper,  which  is  derivative  rather  than  original,  is  an  attempt 
to  bring  together  for  comparison  descriptions  of  the  most  important 
patterns  of  public  library  system  development  in  several  American 
states,  excluding  California.  It  deals  primarily  with  their  recent,  cur- 
jrent,  or  planned  development  and  is  only  incidentally  historical.  It  is 
evaluative  mainly  by  the  fact  that  the  five  states  selected  for  descrip- 
tion are  those  in  which  system  development  has  been  most  far-reach- 
ing and  successful,  so  that  later  in  this  seminar,  when  California's 
systems  are  under  examination,  they  can  be  assessed  comparatively 
against  major  patterns  elsewhere. 

At  the  outset  it  is  only  just  to  give  full  credit  to  the  recent  publica- 
tions by  Nelson  Associates,  Public  Library  Systems  in  the  United 
States,1  as  an  invaluable  source  of  information  in  the  preparation  of 
this  paper.  Whatever  merits  or  faults  in  this  study  Ray  Holt  may 
point  out  to  us,  it  is  indisputably  the  single  most  comprehensive  col- 
lection of  data  on  public  library  systems  so  far  assembled. 

Chapter  Two  of  the  Nelson  Associates  report  provides  such  a  com- 
plete and  concise  summary  of  the  historical  development  of  systems 
that  it  would  be  wasteful  indeed  not  to  take  advantage  of  their  work. 
As  they  point  out,  library  system  development  has  been  deeply  rooted 
in  the  search  for  the  larger  unit  of  service.  This  concept  was  based 
on  the  "virtually  unquestioned"  assumption  set  forth  in  turn  by 
Joeckel,  Martin,  and  Leigh,  and  accepted  by  library  service  planners 
on  both  state  and  national  levels  that  the  smaller  unit  could  not  pro- 
vide the  necessary  resources  for  full  service.  The  validity  of  the  sys- 
tem concept  was  buttressed  by  the  early  success  of  county  libraries 
in  California  and  Ohio  and  in  the  South.  Subsequent  development  has 
been  much  more  varied.  It  is  pithily  described  by  Nelson  Associates 
as  follows: 

The  literature  on  the  subject  suggests,  and  the  present  inquiry 
largely  corroborates  the  finding,  that  five  predominant  patterns 
have  emerged  in  the  search  for  the  larger  unit:  the  county  li- 
brary, the  multi-county  or  regional  library,  the  special  district 
library,  the  state  supplementary,  and  the  statewide,  state- 
governed  system.  Each  of  these  may  be  governed  in  one  or  a 
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combination  of  the  following  structural  patterns:   the  consoli 
dated   unitary   form,   contractual   consolidation,    federation   of 
whole  library  units,  cooperatives  of   individual  libraries,   and 
government  by  the  state  library.2 

Most,  if  not  all,  of  these  forms  are  exemplified  in  the  states  to 
which  our  special  attention  will  be  directed. 

The  Nelson  Report  also  reminds  us  that  systems  have  had  two 
goals:  increased  quality  and  increased  accessibility,  and  that  one 
could  be  sacrificed  to  the  other  if  balance  were  not  maintained.  As ' 
Lowell  Martin  has  pointed  out,  there  was  for  a  time  a  real  danger 
that  federal  and  state  funds  might  be  used  primarily  for  extension 
of  substandard  library  service.3  It  was  fortunate  just  at  the  point 
when  federal  support  legislation  was  greatly  increased  and  broadened 
to  cover  urban  as  well  as  rural  areas  and  to  provide  for  construction 
as  well  as  services,  that  revised  library  thinking  led  the  planners  of 
both  federal-  and  state-financed  programs  to  lay  stress  on  providing 
accessibility  to  major  resource  centers. 

As  we  examine  our  samples  of  public  library  systems  we  should  be 
looking  particularly  for  evidence  of  sturdy  and  progressive  develop- 
ment, of  state  plans  where  success  has  bred  success,  of  specialized 
and  innovative  programs,  and,  most  especially,  of  features  worthy  of 
emulation  in  California. 

The  remainder  of  this  paper  will  be  presented  mainly  in  outline 
form  in  order  to  facilitate  reference  during  the  course  of  the  seminar. 

New  York 
History 

The  story  of  New  York  State's  progress  from  pioneer  efforts  to 
the  very  peak  of  American  library  system  development  has  been  told 
and  retold  so  many  times  to  envious  California  audiences  that  it 
scarcely  needs  detailing  again.  Harold  Hacker,  Jean  Connor,  John 
Humphry — these  and  others  have  traced  for  us  the  steps  from  the 
early  Watertown  experiment  (1948)  to  1969.  Today  22  systems,  in- 
cluding all  62  counties,  serve  99  percent  of  New  York's  area  and 
population,  and  the  state  is  appropriating  $15  million  in  support  of 
those  systems. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  to  remember  that  even  in  New  York  early 
development  was  slow  and  halting.  The  1950  State  Aid  and  Systems 
Law,  although  it  was  certainly  an  historic  and  important  piece  of 
legislation,  did  not  provide  sufficient  incentives  for  larger  libraries  to 
enter  systems.  Moreover,  its  cumbersome  requirements  for  approval 
of  county  and  multicounty  systems  militated  against  rural  areas.  It 
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was  not  until  1958,  when  laws  with  more  flexible  and  inviting  provi- 
sions were  achieved,  that  New  York's  system  program  entered  a 
period  of  rapid  development.  Further  revisions  in  1966  encouraged 
substantial  improvements.  Now  in  process  of  fulfillment  is  the  pro- 
gram launched  in  1966 — Reference  and  Research  Library  Resources, 
known  as  the  "3  R's."  Nine  3  R's  systems  have  so  far  been  formed. 
These  are  superimposed  upon  the  22  library  systems  and  also  include 
about  150  college,  university  and  special  libraries.  New  York  City's 
METRO  was  the  first  and  largest  of  the  3  R's  systems  to  be  estab- 
lished. A  still  newer  development  is  a  statewide  system  for  cataloging 
and  other  processing  functions  called  the  Association  of  New  York 
Libraries  for  Technical  Services. 

Types  of  Public  Library  Systems 

The  following  description  of  systems  in  New  York  State  is  taken 
from  Emerging  Library  Systems;  the  1963-66  Evaluation  of  the  New 
York  State  Public  Library  Systems:4 

Essentially,  New  York's  systems  are  of  three  major  types, 
designated  as  consolidated,  federated,  and  cooperative.  The  con- 
solidated type  is  represented  by  the  large  city  library  systems,  or 
county  systems,  governed  by  a  single  director,  and  within  which 
all  of  the  library  outlets  are  branches  of  a  single  institution. 

A  federated  system  is  brought  into  being  by  action  of  a  county 
board  of  supervisors,  which  also  appoints  a  board  of  trustees 
that  governs  the  system.  The  system  trustees  negotiate  with  the 
county  for  fiscal  support  of  library  operations  in  the  area.  In 
the  federated  system,  however,  the  system  board  does  not  control 
the  member  libraries,  each  of  which  maintains  its  own  board  of 
trustees  and  continues  to  direct  the  disbursement  of  appropriated 
funds  and  manage  the  local  personnel,  plant,  and  program. 

The  unique  cooperative  type  of  system,  provided  for  in  the 
1958  legislation,  is  created  by  the  common  action  of  the  trustees 
of  the  member  libraries  which  will  make  up  the  system  (thus, 
it  is  possible  for  a  system  to  be  established  without  action  by  the 
governing  bodies  of  any  political  units)  and,  it  remains  the 
responsibility  of  the  boards  of  trustees  of  cooperative  system 
member  libraries  to  negotiate  with  their  respective  local  ap- 
propriating bodies  for  their  libraries'  fiscal  support.  The  ac- 
celeration of  system  development  after  1958  appears  traceable 
primarily  to  the  greater  flexibility  of  the  new  law  which  per- 
mitted system  establishment  without  action  of  political  govern- 
ing units  and  allowed  the  organization  of  libraries  into  systems 
even  when  they  constituted  less  than  entire  counties.  Increased 
State  aid  was,  of  course,  another  important  factor. 
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From  the  same  report,  this  statement  is  significant: 

A  major  reason  why  New  York  State's  present  structure  of 
cooperative,  federated,  and  consolidated  public  library  systems 
has  grown  to  the  point  where  it  now  covers  practically  the  entire 
state,  is  the  virtually  complete  autonomy  which  it  allows  to 
member  libraries;  very  few  commitments  were  required  of  mem- 
ber libraries  in  order  to  join  systems  and  be  eligible  for  system 
benefits.5 

The  New  York  Siate  Aid  Law 

New  York's  library  laws  are  fairly  long  and  detailed.  Extracted 
and  somewhat  paraphrased  here  is  only  that  portion  directly  pertinent 
to  system  funding.6 

State  aid  provisions  include: 

(1)  Funds  for  books  to  strengthen  central  library  collections 
to  a  minimum  of  100,000  volumes  of  adult  nonfiction 
(central  library  book  aid). 

(2)  Annual  grants:  $10,000  when  the  system  serves  less  than 
one  county;  $15,000  for  one  entire  county;  where  system 
serves  more  than  one  county,  $20,000  for  each  entire 
county  and/or  $10,000  for  each  county,  any  part  of  which 
is  served. 

(3)  40^  per  capita  of  population  of  area  served. 

(4)  Reimbursement  for  book  costs  in  excess  of  40^  per  capita. 

(5)  $8  per  square  mile  for  one  full  county;  $12  for  two 
counties;  $15  for  three;  $20  for  four;  $24  for  five. 

(6)  To  the  New  York  Public  Library:  an  amount  equal  to  its 
expenditures  for  books,  periodicals,  and  binding,  or  $525,- 
000,  whichever  is  less. 

(7)  5^  per  capita  or  $15,000  (whichever  is  greater)  for  central 
library  development. 

(8)  Establishment  grants  of  $10,000  for  one  county;  $20,000 
for  each  county  if  system  serves  more  than  one  county. 

Specialized  System  Developments 

The  3  R's  program  deserves  special  attention.  Designed  to  pro- 
vide full  access  to  the  state's  bibliographic  riches  by  all  who  require 
it,  this  program  recognizes  that  comprehensive  subject  acquisition 
is  not  possible  in  any  single  library  or  library  system. 

S.  Gilbert  Prentiss  has  described  the  two-level  program  based  on 
the  premise  that  it  would  be  wise  to  build  from  existing  strength. 
It  consists,  he  says:   "(1)   of  not  more  than  eleven  reference  and 
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research  library  systems  covering  the  state  at  the  regional  level;  and 
(2)  the  designation  at  the  state  level  of  specific  libraries  with  excep- 
tional strengths  in  certain  subjects  as  statewide  resource  centers  in 
irj  their  particular  areas  of  strength."  T 

Nine  of  the  eleven  reference  and  research  systems  proposed  are 
jjalready  in  operation.  $700,000  made  available  to  the  State  Education 
Department  in  1967  aided  formation  of  these  systems  and  also  fi- 
nanced two  statewide  experimental  programs: 

(1)  NYSILL  (New  York  State  Interlibrary  Loan),  also  described 
by  Mr.  Prentiss: 

Certainly  one  of  the  foundation  stones  on  which  the  whole 
library  network  concept  rests  is  the  idea  of  sharing  library 
materials;  and  of  all  the  techniques  for  sharing  materials, 
nothing  has  been  devised  yet  to  match  the  interlibrary  loan 
as  a  means  for  meeting  specialized  or  unusual  needs.  Essen- 
tially, the  NYSILL  program  does  two  things — it  ties  a  group 
of  strong,  specialized  academic,  public,  and  special  research 
library  collections  into  the  interlibrary  loan  network  of  the 
state  in  a  formal  and  compensated  way;  and  it  admits  into 
the  network  as  requesting  libraries  all  college  and  university 
libraries  and  special  libraries  in  the  state. 

Since  this  program  has  been  thought  of  as  applying  only 
to  the  more  advanced  user  needs,  requests  from  persons  under 
eighteen  years  old  were  not  admitted  into  the  network.  Thus, 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  are  expected  to  be  back- 
stopped  adequately  by  the  central  libraries  in  systems  and 
by  the  state  library,  and  by  whatever  other  facilities  are  sub- 
sequently developed  for  that  purpose.8 

(2)  FACTS  (Facsimilie  Transmission  System),  which  linked  the 
State  Library  with  14  major  libraries  in  the  state  and  served 
as  a  transmission  medium  for  NYSILL.  The  program  was  dis- 
continued after  15  months  trial,  "sadly  placed  on  the  closet 
shelf  in  the  spare  bedroom  until  conditions  are  more  favor- 
able." 9 

The  significance  of  the  3  R's  program  can  hardly  be  overrated. 
Again  to  quote  Mr.  Prentiss: 

.  .  .  What  is  evolving  already  in  New  York  State  is  a  series  of 
networks  within  networks — networks  which  exist  by  virtue  of 
certain  functions  or  common  objectives,  networks  based  on  geo- 
graphic proximity,  and  networks  which  represent  levels,  or 
layers,  of  responsibilities.  The  immediate  and  the  continuing 
problem  at  the  state  level  will  be  the  articulation  and  the  fund- 
ing of  these  networks  with  a  minimum  of  conflict,  competition, 
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overlapping,  and  other  waste  motion.  The  ultimate  goal  must 
be  an  integrated  library  service  program,  however  it  is  organized 
and  administered,  which  will  meet  all  of  what  are  finally  defined 
as  the  library  needs  of  the  state.10 

Highlights  of  New  York  Systems 

New  York  State  has  placed  great  emphasis  on  achieving  strength 
and  depth  of  library  resources  and  improving  access  to  them.  This 
is  illustrated  by: 

(1)  The  efforts  made  to  build  up  the  existing  central  libraries  of 
systems  through  book  aid  and  money  grants. 

(2)  The  development  of  the  3  R's  program,  which  aims  to  enhance 
access  to  advanced  materials  by  college,  university,  and  gradu- 
ate students,  researchers,  and  professional  persons. 

New  York's  system  development  reflects  the  great  flexibility  in 
structural  relationships  and  service  patterns  permitted  by  the  1958 
law.  A  wide  variety  of  contractural  arrangements  and  of  intersystem 
combinations  has  come  into  existence. 

Coordination  and  expansion  of  the  present  systems  and  of  the 
several  emerging  systems  to  achieve  something  approaching  a  totality 
of  library  service  and  of  access  to  it  throughout  the  state  seems  to 
be  an  ultimately  realizable  objective  of  current  planning  in  New  York 
State.

Michigan 
History 

Since  1943  Michigan  has  had  a  series  of  state  plans  for  public 
library  development.  For  more  than  20  years,  state  aid  totaled  about 
$400,000  annually,  or  five  cents  per  capita. 

In  1960  a  new  statewide  plan  that  had  been  four  years  in  the  mak 
ing  was  proposed  by  the  State  Board  for  Libraries.  It  was  based  on 
three  principles : 

( 1 )  Every  resident  of  the  state  should  have  equal  access  to  good 
public  library  service. 

(2)  The  public  libraries  of  the  state  should  form  a  network  of 
library  systems  made  up  of  three  levels  of  service,  local,  area, 
and  state,  each  with  its  unique  functions. 

(3)  The  cost  of  each  level  of  service  should  be  shared  by  the  li- 
braries which  benefit  from  it  and,  when  necessary,  by  the 
state.11 

Furthermore,  the  plan  assumed  that  library  service  for  the  future 
would  be  based  on  then-existing  libraries,  and  that  in  any  cooperative 
effort  no  library  should  be  expected  to  give  more  than  it  receives. 
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Acceptance  of  the  new  plan  was  hardly  instantaneous.  By  1962 
wo  demonstration  federations  of  rural  libraries  joined  together  by 
ontracts  and  aided  by  Library  Services  Act  funds  had  come  into 
xistence.  Statewide  progress  was  fouled  up  by  a  running  quarrel 
3etween  school  and  public  libraries  over  two  and  a  half  million 
dollars  in  penal  fines. 


The  scene  brightened  in  1964.  What  Genevieve  Casey  called  the 

Hundred  Years  War"  of  the  penal  fines  was  resolved,  making  avail- 

ble  to  public  libraries  about  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  more  than 

hey  received  five  years  before.12  Best  of  all,  the  last  million  Michigan 

Residents  previously  without  access  to  library  service  came  into  the 

ffiold  by  the  creation,  in  all  counties  with  unserved  populations,  of 

county  library  boards  with  authority  to  contract,  with  penal  fine 

[money,  for  public  library  service  with  existing  libraries  within  or 

ithout  the  county. 

The  following  year,  fears  of  librarians  and  trustees  quieted  at  last, 
a  new  state  aid  law  creating  public  library  systems  was  passed,  and 
systems  boomed.  Now,  in  1969,  24  public  library  systems  are  serving 
more  than  75  percent  of  the  population  of  Michigan.  State  funding 
for  1967/68  was  $1,200,000,  still  far  short  of  adequacy,  but  a  300 
percent  increase  over  1960. 

Salient  Provisions  of  the  State  Law  for  Systems  and  State  Aid  13 

(1)  "Library  system":  one  or  more  public  libraries  maintained  by 
one  or  more  local  governments,  serving  a  population  of  at 
least  100,000  or  serving  a  population  of  at  least  50,000  if  the 
area  served  has  a  population  of  35  or  less  per  square  mile, 
which  has  an  approved  plan. 

(2)  Kinds  of  systems 

(a)  A  library  maintained  by  a  single  local  government 

(b)  A  consolidated  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  local 
governments  merge  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library 
system. 

(c)  A  cooperative  or  federated  library  system  in  which  two 
or  more  libraries  or  local  governments  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  service  for  the  libraries 
or  local  governments  so  contracting. 

(3)  Eligibility:  To  be  a  library  system  or  to  become  and  remain  a 
member  of  a  library  system,  a  public  library  must  receive 
minimum  local  support  equal  to  3/10  of  a  mill  on  the  state 
equalized  valuation  of  its  governmental  unit  or  units. 
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(4)  System  support: 

(a)  Aid  based  on  population  density: 
Square  Mile  Population  Density  Grants  Per  Capita 

Over  35  30  cents 

26-35  40  cents 

16-25 50  cents 

Under  16  60  cents 

(b)  Contributions  by  members:  A  library  system  requires 
member  libraries  or  member  local  governments  to  con- 
tribute annually  to  support  of  the  system  on  a  formula 
prescribed  in  the  law. 

(c)  Additional  grants:  Any  public  library  receives  an  annual 
grant  of  five  cents  per  capita  if  it  meets  minimum  stand- 
ards. A  salary  grant  of  $4,800  a  year  is  paid  to  enable 
hiring  of  a  qualified  librarian  by  a  county  or  regional 
library  board. 

(5)  Certification  requirements:  To  receive  state  aid  a  library  sys- 
tem or  public  library  must  conform  to  certification  require- 
ments for  personnel  established  by  the  state  board. 

Further  Plans 

The  1960  statewide  plan  provided  that  the  collections  of  the  State 
Library,  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  the  Detroit  Public  Library 
should  be  state-level  resource  centers  in  the  total  network.  This  is 
still  short  of  realization  in  law.  In  1966,  however,  Nelson  Associates 
studied  reference  and  research  needs  and  concluded,  among  other 
things,  that: 

( 1 )  Intermediate  reference  centers  should  be  established  providing 
services  to  all  segments  of  the  state  community. 

(2)  The  Detroit  Public  Library,  the  Michigan  State  Library,  and 
the  Libraries  of  Michigan  State  University,  Wayne  State  Uni- 
versity, and  the  University  of  Michigan  should  all  be  desig- 
nated as  statewide  resource  libraries.14 

Illinois 
History 

Most  closely  akin  to  New  York  in  concept  and  program,  the 
Illinois  plan  for  public  library  system  development  has  produced 
an  astonishing  pattern  of  rapid  growth.  Its  brief  history  has  been 
very  thoroughly  documented,  particularly  by  Lester  Stoffel  and  by 
Ralph  Stenstrom.  In  fact,  unless  otherwise  noted,  this  account  has 
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been  almost  entirely  extracted  from  Mr.  Stenstrom's  1968  publica- 
tion, The  Emergence  and  Development  of  Public  Library  Systems 
\n  Illinois.15 

The  Illinois  plan  was  the  result  of  a  study  by  Robert  Rohlf,  who 
ivas  employed  during  1963  by  the  Library  Development  Committee 
)f  the  Illinois  Library  Association  under  a  grant  from  the  Illinois 
State  Library.  The  Rohlf  report,  A  Plan  for  Public  Library  Devel- 
opment in  Illinois,  was  endorsed  by  ILA,  and  a  bill  incorporating  its 
provisions  was  introduced  as  a  bipartisan  measure  in  both  houses  of 
the  legislature  in  1965.  Passed  overwhelmingly,  the  Illinois  library 
jaw  has  been  subsequently  implemented  by  appropriations  from  both 
jjtate  and  Federal  funds.  By  1968  these  had  reached  a  cumulation  of 
JDver  $14,000,000  for  library  systems.  For  fiscal  1967-69,  state  grants 
totaled  $8,918,337.  The  18  systems  created  thereby  include  about 
83  percent  of  Illinois'  tax-supported  libraries,  and  92  percent  of  the 
population.  In  less  than  three  years,  virtually  the  entire  state  was 
povered  by  the  system  network.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  other  state 
an  match  this  experience. 

Provisions  of  the  Illinois  Plan 

( 1 )  A  state  aid  payment  of  an  equalization  nature  to  all  qualifying 
libraries:  to  be  given  to  libraries  unable  to  raise  per  capita 
income  of  $1.50  after  levying  a  tax  of  at  least  0.6  mill.  (State 
would  pay  difference  between  amount  raised  and  $1.50.)  Li- 
braries would  not  be  permitted  to  reduce  levies,  and  no  aid 
would  be  given  to  libraries  serving  under  10,000  people  unless 
they  were  members  of  a  system. 

(2)  Creation  and  financing  of  cooperative  library  systems  through- 
out the  state:  "Library  system"  was  defined  as  a  public  library 
serving  more  than  one  community.  The  aim  was  to  give  all 
citizens  in  the  state  access  to  high  quality  service  and  to 
provide  a  plan  for  continuous  and  orderly  growth  of  library 
service. 

(a)  21  systems  were  planned. 

(b)  Minimum  size  of  4,000  square  miles  or  a  population  of 
150,000  required  before  full  approval. 

(c)  Membership  would  be  voluntary,  and  local  libraries  would 
retain  control  of  their  operations. 

(d)  State  support  recommended  in  form  of  establishment 
grants  (first  year  only— $25,000  and  $18,000  for  each 
added  county)  per  capita  grants,  and  area  grants. 
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(e)  Annual  support  to  be  on  basis  of  population  ($.40  pei 
capita)  and  area  ($5.00  per  square  mile  in  first  count) 
and  $3.00  per  square  mile  in  added  counties,  with  maxi 
mum  of  $14.00). 

(3)  Financing  of  four  reference  centers  to  serve  as  materials 
resource  centers  to  the  entire  state  (Chicago  Public  Library, 
Illinois  State  Library,  University  of  Illinois  Library,  and 
Southern  Illinois  University  Library).  To  supply  interlibrary 
loans  and  photocopy  service  to  all  systems  in  the  state,  and 
to  make  collections  available  to  all  with  legitimate  research 
need.  Coordinated  acquisition  was  recommended. 

(4)  Creation  by  the  State  Library  of  a  Union  Catalog  and  Union 
List  of  Serials. 

(5)  Change  in  State  Library  role:  to  relinquish  lending  of  supple- 
mentary materials  to  libraries  and  concentrate  on  role  as 
administrative  unit  for  the  development  plan  and  as  one  of 
the  reference  centers. 


Provisions  of  the  Law 

(1)  Recognizes  state's  financial  responsibility  for  improving  public 
libraries  as  vital  agencies  in  the  educational  process,  and  in 
keeping  with  this  policy  provides  for  a  program  of  state  grants 
"designed  to  aid  in  the  establishment  and  development  of 
a  network  of  public  library  systems  covering  the  entire  state." 

(2)  Library  system:  One  or  more  tax-supported  libraries  serving 
a  minimum  of  150,000  inhabitants  or  an  area  of  not  less  than 
4,000  square  miles.  May  consist  of  any  of: 

(a)  Cooperative  system:  Two  or  more  public  libraries  enter 
into  written  agreement  to  provide  any  or  all  library  serv- 
ices on  a  cooperative  basis. 

(b)  Consolidated  system:  Two  or  more  libraries  consolidated 
to  form  a  single  library. 

(c)  Single  public  library  serving  a  city  of  over  500,000 
population. 

(3)  State  grants: 

(a)  Annual  equalization:  Amount  equivalent  to  difference 
between  amount  obtained  from  a  tax  of  .06  percent  and 
an  annual  income  of  $1.50  per  capita.  (Libraries  serving 
less  than  10,000  population  must  join  system  to  receive 
grant.) 
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(Note:  The  equalization  program  has  not  been  success- 
ful. Of  the  496  libraries  in  the  state,  only  50  are  poten- 
tially eligible  for  equalization  aid.  For  1967-69,  no  funds 
were  appropriated  and  the  future  of  the  program  is 
uncertain.) 

(b)  Establishment:  $25,000  to  a  system  serving  one  county 
in  whole  or  in  part;  $15,000  for  each  additional  county, 
whole  or  part. 

(c)  Per  capita:  To  each  system,  $.40  per  capita  of  the  popu- 
lation served;  $5.00  per  square  mile  if  area  served  is  in 
one  county;  $15.00  per  square  mile  if  in  two  counties  or 
more. 

(4)  Reduction  of  tax  levy — reduction  of  grants : 

If  a  library  reduces  its  tax  levy  to  an  amount  less  than 
average  of  last  three  years  before  establishment,  grants  are 
reduced  25  percent. 

(5)  Research  and  reference  centers:  designated  as  in  Plan. 

>ec/a/  Features  of  Illinois  Systems 

(1)  All  the  systems  are  cooperative;  none  consolidated. 

(2)  System  board  of  directors  is  elected  from  boards  of  the  local 
libraries  and  receives  its  funds  from  the  state. 

(3)  Systems  are  quite  autonomous;  there  is  little  direct  control 
from  state,  once  approval  is  given  to  system;  there  is  some 
supervision,  however,  from  Library  Development  Unit  in 
State  Library.  The  Advisory  Committee  to  the  State  Librarian 
has  had  an  effect  on  the  way  systems  have  developed. 


roblems  and  Needs 

(1)  A  pressing  need  is  for  continued  planning  and  direction  from 
a  central  agency,  preferably  the  Library  Development  Unit 
of  the  State  Library. 

(2)  There  is  great  need  for  continued  adequate  financial  support 
for  full  service  in  the  systems,  for  extension  of  service  to 
unserved  areas.  Also,  the  equalization  program  should  be  re- 
instated at  a  higher  level. 

(3)  A  standardized  and  meaningful  form  of  reporting  system  ac- 
tivities is  needed. 

(4)  The  hierarchy  of  service  from  the  local  library  to  the  Re- 
search and  Reference  centers  is  not  functioning  properly. 

(5)  Evaluation  of  the  system  programs  is  needed. 
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(6)  As  Stenstrom  notes: 

The  cooperative  type  of  system  as  it  exists  in  Illinois  has 
enabled  the  rapid  development  of  the  system  network,  but 
has  the  serious  disadvantage  of  not  imposing  any  standards 
of  support  or  performance  on  local  libraries.  This  is  in  con- 
trast to  New  York  where  libraries  are  chartered  only  if  they 
meet  specific  requirements  with  regard  to  book  collections, 
income,  hours  of  opening,  and  other  conditions  established 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.16 

Summary 

Illinois  public  library  development  has  been  characterized  by  care- 1 
ful  planning,  enthusiasm,  and  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  Illinois) 
Library  Association,  and  spectacular  growth  of  the  program.  It  is 
evident,  however,  that  the  coverage  of  service  is  extensive  rather  than 
deep,  and  that  much  work  remains  to  be  done. 

Washington 
History 

Although  development  of  county  libraries  in  Washington  began1 
with  legislation  passed  between  1935  and  1941,  and  a  1947  law1 
authorized  formation  of  library  districts  in  unincorporated  areasi 
which  were  not  restricted  to  single  counties,  system  development  got 
its  major  impetus  following  a  study  made  in  1950.  The  report  of 
this  study,  entitled  A  Proposed  Regional  Library  Plan  for  the  State 
of  Washington,  still  provides  the  long-range  pattern  for  library  de- 
velopment. 

Several  important  factors  deserve  early  attention  because  they 
clearly  underlie  the  success  of  system  development  in  Washington. 

(1)  An  outstanding  history  of  close  cooperation  between  the 
Washington  Library  Association  and  the  State  Library  to 
further  legislation  leading  to  library  promotion  and  develop- 
ment and  to  develop  plans  for  the  utilization  of  LSA  and 
LSCA  funds  and  to  secure  state  funds. 

(2)  A  definite  decision  (early  1940's)  by  the  library  profession 
to  develop  fully  integrated  systems  with  "the  objective  of 
merging  administration  and  service  to  obliterate  lines  of  juris- 
diction to  achieve  maximum  service  value  for  each  tax  dol- 
lar." 17 

(3)  Establishment  (1941)  of  a  State  Library  Commission  which 
appoints  the  State  Librarian,  who  operates  the  State  Library. 
Included  among  the  functions  which  the  Commission  carries 
out  through  the  State  Library,  it  seeks  to  promote  coopera- 
tion, coordination,  integration,  and  regionalization  by: 
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(a)  "Providing  improved  supplementary  book  services  and 
consultant  services  to  unserved  and  inadequately  served 
areas  of  the  state; 

(b)  "Providing  grant  funds  to  assist  in  establishing  new 
libraries,  to  improve  existing  services,  and  to  continue 
and  extend  services  for  more  efficient  operation; 

(c)  "Holding  demonstrations,  within  any  or  all  of  the  regions 
and  for  specified  periods  of  time,  that  may  lead  to  the 
establishment  of  locally  operated  and  supported  library 
systems.  These  demonstrations  are  predicated  upon  pro- 
viding good  library  service  to  unserved  or  inadequately 
served  areas.  They  consist  in  establishing  new  service  and 
in  extending  existing  services  into  new  areas. 

"The  Commission  provides  assistance,  through  merger 
and  demonstration  grants,  to  existing  library  units  that 
may  consolidate  for  more  effective  service."  18 

The  Proposed  Regional  Library  Plan,  mentioned  earlier,  was  made 
or  the  State  Library  Commission  and  funded  by  the  Washington 
Library  Association.  It  divided  the  state  into  twelve  regions  for  li- 
brary service,  with  the  regions  determined  through  two  factors: 

(1)  The  geographic,  social  and  economic  unity  of  the  area. 

(2)  A  tax  base  which,  with  a  two-mill  ceiling,  could  produce  suffi- 
cient revenues  to  maintain  standard  library  service. 

Three  demonstration  projects  have  marked  the  course  of  regional 
ystem  development  in  Washington. 

(1)  The  Columbia  River  Demonstration  Project  has  become  al- 
most a  classic  in  library  annals.  As  John  Lorenz  has  pointed 
out,  it  was  "unusual  that  the  Washington  State  Library  for 
more  than  three  years  was  willing  and  able  to  put  all  of  its 
available  funds  into  developing  the  Columbia  River  Regional 
Library  up  to  ALA  standards,  one  of  the  best  regional  systems 
developed  under  LSA."  19  It  was  begun  in  1958,  and  was  a 
state-directed  and  administered  program.  It  involved  one 
county  already  with  service,  plus  four  unserved  counties  (ex- 
cept for  small-town  libraries,  the  majority  of  which  also  par- 
ticipated in  the  demonstration).  Designed  to  demonstrate  the 
provision  of  high-quality  service  to  the  five  counties,  the  proj- 
ect within  three  years  had  proved  its  worth,  and  was  voted 
into  permanent  establishment  as  the  North  Central  Regional 
Library.  Under  its  present  name  it  is  one  of  the  six  case 
studies  in  the  Nelson  Associates'  report. 
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(2)  The  Timberland  Library  Demonstration  Project,  which  began 
operations  in  1964  under  an  LSCA  grant,  involved  four  served 
counties  and  one  unserved,  plus  city  libraries  of  varying  sizes 
and  competency.  Like  Columbia  River,  it  was  a  state-directed 
and  administered  program.  After  early  administrative  prob- 
lems were  overcome  and  the  project  was  extended  to  allow 
fuller  demonstration,  it  was  accepted  by  the  voters  and  in 
January  1969  became  the  Timberland  Regional  Library. 

(3)  The  Sno-Isle  Regional  Library  was  established  in  1962.  The 
program  involved  a  large  served  single-county  library  district 
demonstrating  how  the  small  unserved  county  would  benefit 
by  combining  with  the  larger.  The  funding  of  the  extension  of 
service  was  from  the  state  and  a  State  Library  consultant  was 
assigned  to  assist  in  any  needed.  The  direction  of  the  cam- 
paign for  the  vote  was  100  percent  by  the  State  Library  Con- 
sultant. 

In  1969,  of  Washington's  39  counties,  25  have  library  service  in 
the  unincorporated  areas : 

(1)  Five  Multicounty  District  Libraries,  which  include  altogether 
16  counties  and  73  cities. 

(2)  Nine  Single  County  Library  Districts,  which  include  70  cities. 

If  geographic  area  is  the  criterion  used  for  reaching  the  goals  set1 
forth  in  the  1950  Plan,  five  areas  qualify:  North  Central,  Timber- 
land, King  County,  Pierce  County,  and  Sno-Isle.  But,  as  the  State  Li- 
brarian points  out,  if  concept  of  system  within  the  geographic  area 
is  used  as  a  criterion,  none  represent  regions  as  set  forth  in  the 
planned  pattern  of  twelve.20 

Features  of  Washington  Regional  Library  Systems 

(1)  Legal  provisions:21  Systems  are  based  on  a  single  or  multi- 
county  library  district  which  is  a  municipal  corporation  with 
power  to  tax  (to  the  two-mill  state  limit)  and  to  contract. 
Control  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of  either  five  or  seven 
trustees.  A  "rural  county  library  district"  is  a  library  serving 
all  the  area  of  a  county  not  included  within  the  area  of  in- 
corporated cities  and  towns.  An  "intercounty  rural  library  dis- 
trict" is  a  municipal  corporation  organized  to  provide  library 
service  for  all  areas  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns 
within  two  or  more  counties.  Incorporated  cities  are  not  or- 
ganizationally part  of  the  districts,  but  participate  by  contracts 
which  specify  that  the  cities  will  pay  the  same  mileage  rate 
set  by  the  district  and  that  in  return  the  district  will  supply 
library  service. 
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(2)  Organization:  All  the  systems  outside  the  larger  cities  are  a 
modified  consolidated  type,  with  a  central  headquarters  and 
with  community  libraries  which  are  operated  as  branches.  No 
formal  organizational  relationship  exists  between  the  State  Li- 
brary and  the  regional  library  systems,  but  there  are  close 
working  relations. 

(3)  Services:  Centralized  purchasing,  cataloging,  and  processing; 
interlibrary  loan  and  reference  referral;  fluid  book  collections 
which  belong  to  the  system)  their  selection  based  on  the  total 
needs  of  the  area;  communication  and  in-service  training; 
consultant  services. 

(4)  The  term  "Regional":  A  special  note  may  be  useful  with  re- 
gard to  the  meaning  of  "regional"  in  Washington.  Legally,  as 
shown  above,  there  are  city,  single-county  district  and  multi- 
county  district  libraries,  and  if  a  large  city  contracts  with 
either  type  district  library  the  term  regional  is  used.  The  term 
is  always  used  for  multicounty  districts. 

'Future  Plans 

Although  real  progress  has  been  made  since  1943,  the  state's  li- 
brary leaders  feel  that  the  rate  of  extending  coverage  and  consolida- 
;  ition  is  too  slow,  and  are  now  taking  time  out  to  see  if  they  can  find 
\  ja,  route  that  is  less  time-consuming.22 

The  Proposed  Regional  Library  Plan  is  being  studied  as  to  its 
yalidity  as  related  to  present  and  projected  patterns  of  economic  and 
.population  growth  as  well  as  to  other  proposed  in-state  regional  de- 
velopments. 

The  major  problem  in  Washington  is  financial.  Although  some 
ithreat  to  systems  is  always  present  in  the  ability  of  contracting  com- 
munities to  withdraw  from  participation  just  by  giving  notice,  this 
threat  is  not  as  critical  as  the  present  financial  bind,  since  superior 
service  offered  through  the  system  tends  to  keep  the  contract  stable. 
Since  the  library-support  difficulties  are  part  of  the  larger  picture  of 
government  finance  problems  in  Washington,  the  State  Librarian  re- 
iports,  this  aspect  is  being  worked  on  at  the  same  time  that  speedup 
;is  under  examination.  "It  certainly  would  provide  a  more  desirable 
{administrative  structure  and  simplify  communications  if  the  system 
were  an  integrated  whole,"  she  says.23 

A  recent  study  by  Becker  and  Hayes  looks  forward  to  establish- 
ment, by  1980,  of  a  library  network  which  will  utilize  modern  tech- 
nology to  facilitate  the  sharing  of  resources  among  all  types  of  li- 
braries. 
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Hawaii 

The  nation's  newest  state  is  virtually  unique  among  the  fifty  i: 
that  it  offers  the  one  completely  perfect  example  of  a  comprehensive 
and  statewide  library  system  administered  by  the  state  library.  Only 
two  states  are  close  rivals.  In  New  Mexico,  the  state  library  provides 
through  six  regional  libraries  a  statewide  service  to  the  otherwise  un 
served  population,  but  it  does  not  operate  local  libraries,  and  provides 
only  relatively  minor  services.  In  New  Hampshire,  the  state  library 
has  established  for  libraries  a  reference  referral  service,  consultant 
services,  a  public  relations  program,  a  union  catalog,  and  centralized 
purchasing  and  cataloging;  for  people  in  areas  not  served  by  local 
libraries  it  provides  direct  library  services;  to  serve  both  librarie; 
and  patrons,  it  has  established  regional  resource  centers.  In  this  last 
feature  New  Hampshire  is  joined  by  Vermont. 

But  Hawaii  stands  alone  as  a  monolith  of  centralized  operation,  a 
"daring  innovative  experiment"  as  Nelson  Associates  characterize 
it.24 

History 

In  1913  the  Library  of  Hawaii  was  established  with  Carnegie 
financing  as  a  territorial  library,  required  to  serve  all  the  islands 
This  service  was  achieved  through  stations  and  a  traveling  library 
system. 

During  the  ensuing  half-century,  two  complete  reversals  of  thi 
simple  organization  have  taken  place.   In   1921,  a  county  libra 
law  similar  to  California's  was  passed,  resulting  in  four  separa 
county  libraries.  These  were  funded,  however,  by  the  state,  n 
locally,  and  continued  to  cooperate  in  reference  and  research  service: 

In  1959,  upon  Hawaii's  admission  to  the  union,  a  far-reachin 
reorganization  of  the  new  state's  government  projected  again  a  state 
wide  operation,  this  time  under  the  Department  of  Education  as  t 
Division  of  Library  Services.  Thus  in  1961  Hawaii's  State  Libra 
System  came  into  being,  and  the  four  counties  were  consolidate 
therein. 

Further  major  reorganization,  begun  in  1965,  has  brought  scho 
libraries  and  instructional  materials  operations  within  the  Divisio 
of  Library  Services  in  the  Department  of  Education.  Since  that  tim 
continued  implementation  of  the  new  organization  has  given  great 
emphasis  to  the  central  state  library  function. 

Organization  and  Services 

The  Hawaii  State  Library  System  organizationally  is  a  model 
simplicity : 

(1)   Service  area:    6,450  square  miles,   772,000  population — the 
entire  state. 
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(2)  Administration:  a  completely  centralized  operation,  directed 
by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Library  Services  (State 
Librarian)  from  the  Office  of  Library  Services.  The  State 
Library  is  located  in  the  central  library  in  Honolulu. 

(3)  Structural  organization: 

(a)  Administration  and  Operations  Branch:  circulation  serv- 
ices for  State  Library;  clerical  services  for  State  Library; 
security  services;  public  information  services;  custodial 
and  maintenance  services;  personnel  services;  business 
services. 

(b)  State  Library  Branch:  reader  service,  bibliography  and 
research;  young  adult  services;  children's  services;  com- 
munity library  planning  and  consulting;  state  depart- 
ment library  services ;  services  to  the  blind  and  physically 
handicapped;  state  institution  library  services;  inter- 
library  cooperation  services.  (The  last  two  services  are 
not  yet  completely  developed.) 

(c)  Centralized  Processing  Center:  ordering  services;  cata- 
loging services;  preparation  and  binding  services;  print- 
ing services. 

(d)  Public  Libraries  Branch:  operation  of  public  libraries 
in  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  (Island  of  Oahu), 
in  Hawaii  County,  in  Maui  County,  and  in  Oahu  County. 

(e)  School  Libraries  and  Instructional  Materials  Branch: 
school  library  services;  audio- visual  services;  ESEA- 
Title  II  services;  media  planning  and  production  serv- 
ices. 

(4)  Access:  all  outlets  open  to  all  for  all  materials;  free  return 
to  any  outlet;  uniform  loan  regulations;  statewide  library 
card. 


Future  Plans 

In  1968  the  Office  of  Library  Services  to  the  Hawaii  Department 
pf  Education  published  Planning  for  Libraries  in  Hawaii,25  a  com- 
prehensive statewide  planning  and  feasibility  study  for  public 
libraries  and  joint  school  and  public  library  facilities.  The  massive 
document  presents  a  long-range  plan  developed  by  Booz,  Allen  and 
'Hamilton  for  the  whole  spectrum  of  library  organization  and  service 
iin  Hawaii.  Two  recommendations  are  of  special  interest: 

(1)  Overall  management  should  be  significantly  strengthened  in 
terms  of  the  planning,  control  and  evaluation  required  for 
statewide  library  leadership.

(2)  Public  library  services  should  provide  expanded  collection, 
and  services  of  greater  depth  at  central,  regional  and  com 
munity  levels:  specifically,  establishment  of  an  expandec 
central  resource  center;  establishment  and  implementation  o 
a  regional  library  system;  expansion  and  refinement  of  librar; 
service  development  and  technical  assistance  programs  t( 
regional  and  community  libraries. 

The  report  is  highly  laudatory  of  Hawaii's  organization  of  li 
braries  in  a  statewide  system,  pointing  out  that  it  provides  an  effec 
tive  base  for  library  development: 

While  other  states  have  many  individual  systems  and  inde 
pendent  libraries,  many  of  which  are  reported  to  be  highlj 
inefficient  due  principally  to  small  size,  Hawaii  is  in  a  position 
to  utilize  total  resources  without  duplication  of  effort  and  car. 
direct  attention  immediately  to  areas  of  greatest  need.  In  fact 
recent  experience  has  shown  the  statewide  library  organization 
is  capable  of  increased  service  and  effectiveness. 

The  breadth  of  scope  of  the  system  offers  the  opportunity  for 
operational  integration  among  many  library-related  functions 
State-level  offices,  public  libraries,  and  school  libraries  each  may 
receive  the  support  of  the  others  without  having  to  break  down 
administrative  barriers.26 

Summary 

This  paper  has  been  an  attempt  to  describe  how  five  states  have 
pursued  their  search  for  the  larger  unit  of  service.  The  variety  of 
their  approach  bears  out  the  prophetic  statement  of  Carleton  Joeckel 
in  1935:  "It  would  be  contrary  to  the  whole  history  of  American 
libraries  to  expect  that  this  result  will  be  achieved  by  uniform  meth- 
ods in  all  parts  of  the  country."  27

Jiink  a  number  of  the  critics  of  this  report  have  spent  ample  time 

*  :alling  attention  to  some  of  the  inadequacies  and  difficulties  that  are 
:  J  represented  here)  to  491  systems  throughout  the  United  States;  then 

58  systems  were  studied  in  some  depth  (these  are  called  "sample 
(wsystems"  in  the  report).  Finally  six  systems  were  used  as  "case 
rt  studies." 

y     Now  it  is  patently  impossible  to  review  in  any  really  meaningful 
Sajkay  the  results  of  this  report.  However,  I  would  like  to  emphasize 

pust  a  few  points  if  I  may.  It  should  be  noted  first  that  the  report 
ital  loes  not  include  California  library  systems  in  either  the  58  systems 
ffl  included  in  the  sample  systems  study  or  in  the  six  case  studies.  It 
j  is  equally  important  to  note,  because  some  of  the  conclusions  are 

affected,  that  more  than  half  of  the  systems  studied  serve  population 
tai;  bf  something  under  125,000  people.  In  California  most  of  our  systems 

serve  considerably  larger  populations,  so  this  does  affect  the  conclu- 

*  sions.  Only  twelve  of  the  systems  studied  served  a  half-million  or 
(more  population.  Therefore  the  information  obviously  tends  to  be 
weighted  toward  systems  serving  smaller  numbers  of  people  than  our 
California  library  systems. 

Nevertheless,  there  are  some  findings  that  deserve  our  attention. 
lOne  that  I  feel  very  strongly  about  is  a  statement  made  on  page  223 
of  their  report:  "The  single  decisive  factor  in  the  success  of  a  system 
appears  to  be  the  competence  of  its  director."  Unfortunately,  as  I 
see  it,  this  point  is  discussed  only  in  terms  of  the  challenge  that 
iis  offered  by  systems  to  "able  administrators";  it  is  not  elaborated 
i  upon  in  other  ways.  In  California,  I  believe  that  only  four  of  our 
'  jmultijurisdictional  systems  have  directors  or  coordinators  at  present. 
In  some  ways  I  find  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  intriguing  of  the 
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report's  revelations.  I  wonder  to  what  extent  the  record  of  librar 
system  development  in  our  state — past,  present,  and  future — woul( 
be  affected  by  an  acceleration  of  the  use  of  competent,  aggressive 
fulltime  system  administrators  capable,  as  the  Nelson  report  says 
of  "growing  in  the  demanding  situation  offered  by  library  systems. 
I  do  not  believe  that  many  of  us  would  argue  with  Nelson  Asso 
dates'  findings  that  the  service  characteristics  typical  of  systems  ar 
divided  into  two  basic  areas:  first,  service  to  patrons,  consisting  o: 
reciprocal  borrowing  privileges,  interlibrary  loan,  improved  reference 
service  and  the  maintenance  of  a  locating  device  or  tools  such  as  i. 
union  catalog,  serials  list  and  so  forth.  Secondly,  services  to  othei 
libraries,  including  augmentation  of  collections,  professional  advice 
and  instruction,  central  processing  (including  purchasing  and  cata- 
loging),  administration  and  planning. 

I  think  library  systems  in  California  would  also  agree  that  the 
chief  accomplishments  of  systems  as  established  in  the  report  include 
improved  access  for  the  public,  growth  in  collections,  increasing  circu 
lation  per  capita,  and  improved  reference  service. 

Mr.  Sabsay's  study,  which  will  be  reviewed  later  today,  documents; 
another  finding,  namely  that  "per  capita  support  from  local  govern- 
ment for  system  libraries  has  increased  faster  than  for  nonsystem 
libraries." 

Some  of  the  major  problems  revealed  by  the  Nelson  study  are  also 
known  to  us.  First,  "a  combination  of  weak  libraries  does  not  make 
a  strong  system."  Second,  inadequate  job  training,  particularly  lack 
of  knowledge  of  system  resources,  accounts  for  more  failures  in 
reference  service  than  any  other  single  factor."  Third,  "the  economics 
of  providing  centralized  processing  services  are  often  foiled  by  the 
affiliates  who  insist  upon  a  multiplicity  of  variations  rather  than 
adapting  to  system  standards." 

There  are  other  major  findings  (beginning  on  page  247)  from  the 
58  special  studies.  First,  that  "systems  tend  to  grow,  to  become  larger! 
in  area  and  multicounty  in  structure,  serving  increasingly  larger  popu- 1 
lations."  Second,  "the  county  government  continues  to  be  the  most  j 
frequent  source  of  major  financial  support  for  systems"  (I  don't  think 
this  is  typical  in  California) .  Third,  "the  state  continues  to  rank  as  I 
the  second  most  important  source  of  support."  The  federal  govern- 1 
ment,  however,  is  the  most  rapidly  rising  source  (remember  that  the  1 
report  was  done  in  1966-67  and  has  to  be  put  in  the  framework  of  I 
funding  at  that  point).  Fourth,  "sources  of  financial  support  fori 
systems  are  becoming  more  diversified,  more  bases  are  being  used." 
Fifth,  there  appears  to  be  "no  discernable  correlation  between  system  I 
structure  and  equality  of  service  or  system  structure  and  strength  of  | 
financing." 
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Five  conclusions  were  drawn  from  the  case  studies.  First,  that 
Systems  built  around  a  strong  headquarters  library  receive  an  ad- 
vantageous carryover  of  service  from  that  library's  professional  staff, 
sven  when  these  staff  members  are  not  assigned  to  system  work. 
cSecond,  the  depth  of  resources  available  in  the  system  is  largely 
^determined  by  its  strongest  library.  Third,  a  major  difference  be- 
tween the  operations  of  the  centralized  and  affiliated  systems  appears 
Jin  the  weeding  of  collections — centralized  systems  can  weed  without 
invitation.  The  fourth  conclusion,  that  bookmobile  service  remains 
an  effective  way  to  serve  certain  thinly  populated  areas,  again  re- 
flects the  number  of  systems  surveyed  in  very  small  and  sparsely 
opulated  areas.  Finally,  state  and  federal  funds  often  account  for  a 
ritical  difference  in  system  accomplishment,  even  when  such  funds 
epresent  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  budget — and  here  lies  one 
iof  their  major  findings.  I  am  sure  we  would  all  agree  further  that 
state  and  federal  financing  has  been  too  weak  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary backstopping  and  planning  support  needed  by  systems. 

The  study  then  concludes  with  a  series  of  recommendations  di- 
rected to  various  groups.  To  a  large  degree  these  are  repetitions  of 
what  we  already  know,  such  as  the  need  for  more  attention  to  in- 
equities existing  between  strong  and  weak  libraries  within  a  system, 
and  the  need  for  sharing  resources  and  closer  inner  relationships 
among  types  of  libraries.  A  strong  recommendation  is  made  to  en- 
courage state  officials  to  develop  substantial  ongoing  aid  for  incentive 
for  local  support  or  mandate  local  support  as  a  condition  of  state  aid. 

Finally,  there  are  recommendations  for  standards.  Nelson  Associ- 
ates recommend  that  library  systems  be  thought  of  in  terms  of  pri- 
mary systems,  which  include  multi jurisdictional  and  single-jurisdic- 
tional  systems,  and  of  special-purpose  systems.  The  latter  would  be 
created  to  perform  a  particular  function  such  as  reference.  This  may 
lead  to  new  relationships  and  the  intermingling  of  the  two  types  of 
systems.  The  special-purpose  system  might  be  used  to  implement 
total  library  service  concepts. 

In  spite  of  its  shortcomings,  we  must  recognize  that  the  report  does 
contain  a  wealth  of  information,  and  I  commend  to  you  the  findings 
and  recommendations  of  this  report  as  worthy  of  consideration  and 
certainly  worthy  of  deep  thought  during  this  seminar. 
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STRENGTHS  AND  WEAKNESSES  IN 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS

Presumably  in  discussing  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  coop 
erative  public  library  systems,  we  are  trying  to  determine  wha 
factors  make  the  systems  successful,  when  they  are,  and  what  an 
the  factors  that  might  contribute  to  failure. 

The  reason  for  embracing  the  system  concept  is  to  make  it  possible 
for  all  residents  of  the  state  to  receive  improved  library  service.  Th( 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  a  system,  therefore,  must  be  determinec 
on  the  basis  of  what  contributes  toward  improved  services  and  whai 
hinders  provision  of  service. 

Since  1909  the  concept  of  consolidated  systems  of  libraries,  as 
exemplified  by  county  libraries  throughout  the  state,  has  been  ac- 
cepted as  a  sound,  workable  method  of  operation.  The  strengths  oi 
this  kind  of  system  have  been  universally  acknowledged.  One  oi 
the  most  obvious,  of  course,  is  that  better  service  can  be  provided 
to  rural  communities  because  of  professional  staff  employed  at  the 
county  headquarters  library,  because  of  the  availability  of  a  good 
book  collection,  and  because  technical  services  necessary  for  pro 
vision  of  public  services  can  be  carried  out  without  expensive  dupli- 
cation of  effort.  The  weaknesses  of  the  consolidated  system  have 
been  that  not  all  communities  received  the  level  of  service  they 
thought  they  were  paying  for  and  that,  in  many  cases,  the  head- 
quarters library  staff  were  inclined  to  be  rigid  in  their  ideas  of  what 
should  be  included  in  branch  library  book  and  materials  collections, 
and  did  not  always  take  into  account  the  requirements  of  the  indi- 
vidual communities  which  vary  with  their  unique  characters. 

To  go  from  the  concept  of  consolidated  county  library  systems  to 
a  larger  cooperative  library  system  is  not  easy.  It  is  even  harder  to 
go  from  the  idea  of  providing  library  service  from  an  independent 
single  city  library  to  participating  in  a  cooperative  library  system. 
A  lot  of  people  in  California  have  done  this,  and  now  it  is  necessary 
to  look  at  our  strengths  and  weaknesses,  our  undoubted  successes 
and  our  unhappy  failures  in  the  light  of  our  goal  for  total  statewide 
service. 

In  order  to  try  to  get  an  objective  statement,  I  conducted  a  small 
research  project,  completely  unsubsidized  by  any  grant,  to  determine 
what  each  of  the  established  cooperative  library  systems  in  the  state 
believes  to  be  its  greatest  strength  and  its  greatest  weakness,  and 
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what  the  system  members  believe  is  the  single  factor  which  would 
contribute  most  to  achieving  our  overall  goal  of  universal  service. 

I  also  sent  the  same  short  questionnaire  (it  took  only  a  few  mo- 
ments of  their  valuable  time  as  all  questionnaires  do)  to  some  single, 
consolidated  successful  systems  in  order  to  have  a  sort  of  control 
group.  In  addition  I  used  some  of  the  material  in  a  study  of  the 
administrative  structure  of  public  library  systems  made  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Slanker  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  Research 
Center.  That  study  was  completed  this  year  and  will  be  published  as 
part  of  a  larger  research  project  by  the  University  of  Illinois  later 
this  fall. 

Tabulation  of  the  answers  to  my  questionnaire  show  a  high  degree 
of  correlation  between  the  strengths  noted  and  the  requirements  for 
system  service  to  be  provided  in  order  for  a  system  to  qualify  for 
state  aid.  Almost  all  of  the  questionnaires  returned  (and  only  one 
system  failed  to  return  the  questionnaire)  indicate  that  one  of  the 
greatest  strengths  is  the  availability  of  a  larger  and  stronger  collec- 
tion of  materials  than  can  be  found  in  the  individual  small  library. 
In  cases  where  a  system  is  established  around  a  central  area  library 
— the  Serra  System,  the  49-99  System,  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
System,  for  example — the  system  members  all  regard  their  easy  use 
of  the  collections  in  San  Diego  City  Library,  in  the  Stockton-San 
Joaquin  County  Library  and  in  the  Fresno  County  Library  as  the 
principal  contribution  of  the  system  to  the  participating  member  li- 
braries. In  other  systems  in  which  the  resources  of  a  number  of  li- 
braries of  about  the  same  size  and  strength  have  been  pooled  for 
system  use,  the  same  point  was  made.  It  seems  reasonable,  then,  to 
conclude  that  availability  of  more  books,  records,  films  and  other 
library  materials  is  one  of  the  real  strengths  of  the  system  concept. 

To  be  effective  the  larger  collection  must  be  available  throughout 
the  system  by  some  method  of  reciprocal  borrowing  which,  in  turn, 
can  only  be  effected  through  the  cooperation  of  all  of  the  system 
members.  This  cooperative  attitude  was  mentioned  by  several  respon- 
dents as  the  greatest  single  strength  of  their  system.  Part  of  the 
availability  of  materials  includes  use  of  the  materials  for  reference 
purposes,  of  course,  and  three  of  the  systems  believe  their  cooperative 
reference  services  to  be  their  strong  points.  One  system  member  be- 
lieves that  concentration  of  their  efforts  in  this  particular  area  at  the 
beginning  of  the  system  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  the  whole 
system  together  more  effectively  than  would  have  been  possible  if 
their  efforts  and  financial  resources  had  been  dissipated  over  wider 
fields  of  endeavor,  although  they  hope  to  provide  more  services  as 
time  goes  by. 
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Several  systems  mentioned  the  joy  of  having  experienced,  profes- 
sional staff  available  for  reference  service,  specialized  consultant 
service  (such  as  children's  and  young  adult  services),  and  help  in 
book  selection  and  in-service  training.  This,  they  feel,  is  one  of  the 
main  strengths.  At  least  one  system  believes  its  strong  points  include 
cooperative  processing  with  the  attendant  larger  discounts  made  pos- 
sible by  book  purchasing  in  bulk — a  benefit  noticed  primarily  by  the 
smaller  member  libraries  in  a  system. 

Provision  of  TWX  and  teletype  communication  networks  has  been 
a  strong  point  of  system  service  to  everyone  fortunate  enough  to  have 
this  included  in  his  operation.  Rapid  communication  facilitates  inter- 
library  loans  and  answering  reference  questions,  and  contributes  to 
a  better  working  relationship  between  system  members.  This  is  par- 
ticularly important  in  systems  encompassing  a  very  large  geographical 
area  with  a  fairly  sparse  population. 

So  those  are  the  notable  strengths:  access  to  a  larger  collection, 
cooperative  reference  service,  availability  of  experienced  professional 
staff  to  help  solve  problems,  cooperative  book  processing,  and  good 
communications  networks. 

Some  of  you  will  notice  that  I  omitted  the  provision  of  a  book 
catalog  as  a  strength.  Apparently  this  is  not  an  area  of  agreement. 
One  system  mentioned  this  specifically  as  the  most  important  single 
strength,  but  two  others  considered  it  a  definite  weakness — mostly 
because  of  the  delays  and  necessary  compromises  in  its  production. 
I  suspect  that  a  similar  questionnaire  sent  out  in  five  years  or  so 
would  give  an  entirely  different  picture  of  the  value  of  book  catalogs 
to  these  same  systems  as  computer  use  becomes  easier  and  less 
expensive. 

Weaknesses  of  the  systems  appear  to  be  overwhelmingly  the  result 
of  lack  of  a  sound  financial  structure  for  the  systems.  Frequently 
mentioned  were  the  impossibility  of  long-range  planning,  the  insecur- 
ity felt  by  system  employees  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  continued 
salary  funding,  and  the  lack  of  funds  to  provide  staff  to  undertake 
such  projects  as  union  catalogs,  which  almost  all  systems  feel  they 
need. 

Lack  of  salary  for  system  employees  is  primarily  a  worry  of  the 
systems  whose  headquarters  operation  is  carried  on  outside  the  nor- 
mal staffing  patterns  of  any  one  of  the  member  libraries.  In  systems 
where  the  work  of  the  system  is  handled  through  the  area  library 
of  the  system,  the  problem  exists  but  shows  a  slightly  different  face. 
In  these  cases  the  area  library  has  some  difficulty  in  isolating  system 
costs  from  costs  of  its  own  operation,  and  the  benefits  of  system 
membership  are  not  as  dramatically  noticeable.  It  becomes  difficult, 
then,  for  the  area  librarian  to  justify  continued  membership  in  the 
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system  to  the  governing  board  if  system  operation  entails  larger 
budgets  for  staff  and  supplies  that  must  be  supplied  by  local  tax 
increases.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  a  real  weakness  and  one  which 
can  only  be  overcome  by  substantial  state  support  for  the  area  library 
to  enable  it  to  continue  to  incorporate  system  work  with  its  own  in 
the  interests  of  economy  for  everyone. 

Several  interesting  comments  were  made  about  system  weaknesses. 
One  system  administrator  feels  that  the  democratic  method  of  con- 
sulting all  member  libraries  on  policy  matters  has  slowed  down  their 
progress.  Another  mentions  as  a  weakness  the  occasional  individual 
member  libraries  who  want  all  the  system  can  give  in  the  way  of 
increased  benefits  without  being  willing  to  let  other  member  libraries 
use  their  resources.  Fortunately  this  attitude  seems  to  be  compara- 
tively rare  and  so  must  be  considered  only  a  weakness  of  the  specific 
system  rather  than  of  the  concept  as  a  whole.  One  is  tempted,  though, 
to  remember  Alec  Guinness  in  "The  Lady- Killers"  saying  pensively 
at  the  end,  "It  was  a  good  plan,  and  it  would  have  worked  if  it  hadn't 
been  for  the  human  element." 

One  other  weakness  which,  like  the  others,  is  the  direct  result  of 
insufficient  funds,  is  that  most  systems  think  they  do  not  have  enough 
publicity  about  system  services  to  insure  local  support  of  the  system. 
Maybe  this  is  a  problem  that  can  be  solved  by  some  of  the  work 
sessions  this  week. 

A  number  of  respondents  pointed  out  that  better  service  would 
be  possible  if  no  islands  of  isolationism  existed  in  the  system  area: 
strength  lies  in  complete  coverage;  weakness  in  partial  coverage.  One 
other  source  of  strength  mentioned  by  several  people  is  the  possible 
inclusion  of  special  and  academic  libraries  in  the  system.  This  would 
certainly  bring  us  closer  to  our  goal  of  statewide  service. 

Uniform  circulation  procedures  were  considered  a  source  of  poten- 
tial strength,  too,  and  the  lack  of  them  was  considered  a  hampering 
weakness  in  three  cases. 

A  little  farther  afield,  but  rather  close  in  findings,  is  Mrs.  Slanker's 
research  project  directed  toward  determining  how  the  administrative 
structure  of  public  library  systems  relates  to  the  level  of  service 
offered  to  member  libraries.  In  her  study  she  interviewed  members 
of  both  cooperative  and  consolidated  systems,  and  non-system  librar- 
ies. There  are  comparisons  of  three  consolidated  systems,  similar  in 
service  pattern  to  California  county  library  systems,  three  cooperative 
systems  of  which  one  is  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System,  and 
three  independent,  single- jurisdiction  libraries.  The  hypothesis  on 
which  her  study  was  based  is  that  other  things  being  equal,  public 
libraries  that  belong  to  systems  will  be  able  to  offer  a  higher  level 
of  service  than  public  libraries  that  do  not  belong  to  systems. 
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Mrs.  Slanker's  list  of  benefits  to  be  derived  from  system  member- 
ship corresponds  rather  closely  to  the  items  listed  in  my  home-made 
survey  as  either  strengths  or  the  single  most  important  factor  for 
successful  service  to  the  system  area.  They  are  (1)  provision  of  a 
large  collection  of  resources  from  which  member  libraries  can  bor- 
row to  supplement  their  own  resources,  (2)  a  communication  system 
linking  the  members  of  the  system  to  the  central  library  and  to  each 
other,  (3)  maintenance  of  a  union  list  of  system  holdings,  and  (4) 
a  high  level  of  competence  in  the  staff  of  the  central  or  headquarters 
library.  This  fourth  point  is  a  more  or  less  indirect  benefit  and  is 
listed  because  the  assumption  made  is  that  the  central  library  of  a 
system  (the  area  library)  is  more  likely  able  to  recruit  well-qualified 
personnel  and  to  retain  them  than  are  small  independent  libraries. 
It  is  interesting  here  to  note  the  correlation  between  the  two  studies 
in  that  the  California  systems  listing  competent  professional  staff 
as  a  notable  strength  in  the  system  all  have  a  strong  central  library 
as  the  pivot  point  for  the  system. 

The  second  category  of  benefits,  or  strengths,  listed  in  Mrs. 
Slanker's  study  have  to  do  with  the  administrative  functions  of  the 
system  and  are  somewhat  less  directly  related  to  the  level  of  service 
offered  to  member  libraries.  They  are:  (1)  encouragement  of  inno- 
vation in  procedures,  (2)  evaluation  of  procedures,  and  (3)  policy-  | 
making.  In  expanding  on  these,  Mrs.  Slanker  says: 

"Encouragement  of  innovation  affects  the  level  of  service,  in  that, 
other  things  being  equal,  it  reflects  individual  desire  to  improve  the 
level  of  service.  It  is  assumed  that  active  system  encouragement  of 
new  procedures  may  promote  innovation  by  the  member  libraries, 
with  a  resulting  improvement  in  the  level  of  service. 

"Evaluation  procedures  seek  to  determine  how  well  the  needs  of 
the  users  are  being  met  by  the  libraries  in  the  system.  Attention  is 
focused  on  one  aspect  of  evaluation:  feedback  as  an  indication  of 
adequacy.  The  investigator  assumes  that  a  determination  of  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  present  services  in  meeting  the  needs  of  users  is  a 
necessary  preliminary  step  in  offering  a  higher  level  of  service. 

"Policy-making  is  centered  on  the  role  of  the  member  libraries  in 
the  making  of  system  policy.  From  the  member  library's  point  of 
view,  the  role  in  policymaking  is  a  formalization  of  the  first  two 
measures  in  this  category  (encouragement  of  innovation  and  evalua- 
tion). Active  participation  in  the  making  of  system  policy  by  mem- 
ber libraries,  it  is  assumed,  leads  to  a  higher  level  of  service  because 
the  member  libraries  are  a  more  integral  part  of  the  system." 

So  perhaps  the  use  of  the  democratic  process  in  making  policy 
decisions  may  be  interpreted  as  a  strength  rather  than  a  weakness 
in  that  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  process  are  greater  than 
the  detrimental  effect  of  slow  progress. 
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What  this  all  boils  down  to  seems  to  be  simply  this:  cooperative 
systems,  made  up  of  people  of  good  will  dedicated  to  the  idea  of 
total  library  service,  can  be  strong  if  they  have  sufficient  money  to 
get  the  job  done.  Cooperative  systems  with  uncooperative  members 
are  going  to  find  insurmountable  weaknesses  impeding  their  progress 
and  even  enough  money  cannot  offset  the  personality  difficulties.  I 
don't  know  what  the  answer  is  to  that  one.  Maybe  good  solid  state 
support  would  make  philanthropists  of  us  all. 

It  would  be  fun  to  find  out. 
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THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT

I. 

The  legislative  history  of  the  California  Public  Library  Services 
Act  is  well  known  to  most  of  those  present  today.  One  need  only  cite 
the  litany  of  bills— AB  1985,  1959;  SB  789,  1961;  AB  590,  1963; 
AB  1622,  1965;  AB  114,  1966 — to  call  to  mind  successive  ventures 
in  formulating,  drafting,  lobbying  and  compromising  in  which  those 
of  us  who  were  active  in  California  library  affairs  at  the  time  took 
part.  A  backward  look  is  conducive  not  only  to  a  re-affirmation  of 
the  mutual  goals  for  which  we  strove  and  of  the  camaraderie  which 
we  developed,  but  also  to  an  understanding  of  the  instrument  which 
we  succeeded  in  forging. 

The  genesis  of  the  Act  was  the  reports  of  the  California  Public  Li- 
brary Commission,  established  by  Chapter  2328,  Statutes  of  1957, 
after  a  not  inconsiderable  legislative  history  of  its  own.  The  Wight 
Report,  as  it  became  known — after  Dr.  Ed  A.  Wight,  the  Commis- 
sion's Director  of  Research — documented  major  deficiencies  of  the 
state's  public  library  "system."  (The  phrase  "system"  I  have  placed 
in  quotation  marks  because  it  did  not  then,  nor  does  it  now,  designate 
an  "organic  or  organized  whole" — in  Webster's  phrase — if  the  state 
be  considered  the  whole.  Indeed,  the  landmark  legislative  declaration 
of  1959,  now  section  27000  of  the  Education  Code,  avoids  the  use 
of  a  term  which  would  connote  even  informal  interaction  or  interde- 
pendence, while  confirming  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state 
in  "the  establishment  and  operation  of  public  libraries.") 

Simply  put,  it  was  the  argument  of  the  Wight  Report  that  1)  the 
public  libraries  of  the  state  were  deficient  in  resources  (measured  in 
books  and  staff);  2)  these  deficiencies  were  in  inverse  proportion  to 
the  size  of  the  library  unit;  3)  the  state  has  a  responsibility  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  public  library  resources,  but  in  such  a  way  as  to  pro- 
mote the  grouping  of  libraries  into  units  which  can  meet  resource 
standards  without  excessively  large  amounts  of  money.  From  this  one 
may  infer  the  converse  proposition  that  state  funds  in  the  amount 
likely  to  be  appropriated,  if  dispersed  to  the  then  210  public  libraries 
in  California,  would  in  few  instances  result  in  the  attainment  of 
standards.  There  was  advanced,  for  the  consideration  of  lawmakers, 
a  proposal  for  regional  library  systems,  composed  for  the  most  part 
of  groups  of  cooperating  libraries,  to  be  the  recipients  of  state  fi- 
nancial support.

The  concept  of  systems,  and  standards  for  them,  had  a  separate 
and  somewhat  longer  legislative  history  in  the  annals  of  the  state  and 
national  library  associations.  In  1953  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion adopted  landmark  public  library  service  standards  for  California 
which  contained  the  following  introductory  statements: 

"It  has  been  accepted  in  principle  that  it  is  a  responsibility  of  the 
state  as  part  of  its  provision  for  public  education  to  promote  the 
establishment  and  development  of  public  library  service.  Public  li- 
braries were  organized  in  California,  as  elsewhere,  as  independent 
local  units,  and  consequently,  they  have  not  reached  all  the  people 
of  the  state  with  uniformly  adequate  service.  The  revolution  in  trans- 
portation and  communication  now  makes  [it]  possible  ...  to  develop 
public  library  systems  that  can  furnish  all  the  people  of  the  state  with 
an  adequate  modern  library  service,  at  a  reasonable  cost,  a  service 
formerly  possible  only  in  the  large  city  and  county  units. 

"To  provide  such  total  service,  the  public  libraries  of  various  sizes 
need  to  be  thought  of  in  terms  of  library  systems.  Each  system  would 
have  a  central  library  or  libraries  with  branches  and/or  cooperating 
libraries,  and  with  small  library  service  points  jointly  providing  the 
public  library  facilities  of  the  area  ....  Instead  of  wiping  out  exist- 
ing units,  establishing  new  units  where  service  points  now  exist,  or 
creating  a  single  central  library  independently  providing  services  to 
large  sections  of  the  state,  these  ends  may  be  achieved  by  counties, 
districts,  and  municipalities  working  together  and  using  the  total 
reservoir  of  special  materials  and  other  facilities  in  the  state."  (How 
pregnant  seems  this  last  clause  in  light  of  our  current  concern  for 
cooperation  among  types  of  libraries.) 

The  standards  which  followed  were  thus  minimal  requirements  for 
library  systems— a  departure  from  the  traditional  yardsticks  for  in- 
dividual libraries.  (Some  large  city  and  county  libraries  did  come 
close  to  meeting  the  standards  and  were  to  be  considered  single  li- 
brary systems.)  Harsh  as  it  seemed  and  still  seems  to  some,  the 
library  profession  in  California  no  longer  recognized  the  ability  of 
the  small,  independent  city  or  county  library  to  meet  by  itself  the 
role  which  our  contemporary  civilization  has  thrust  upon  the  institu- 
tion of  the  public  library. 

It  is  well  known,  and  a  matter  of  justifiable  pride  to  Californians, 
that  the  1956  American  Librae  Association  document  Public  Library 
Service,  a  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum  Standards  borrowed 
significantly  from  the  California  Library  Association  approach.  There 
then  followed,  alternately,  the  1962  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries 
in  California;  the  A.L.A.'s  Minimum  Standards  for  Public  Library 
Systems,  1966;  and  the  1967  Master  Plan  for  the  Development  of 
Public  Library  Service  in  the  State  of  California. 
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One  must  appreciate,  however,  the  context  in  which  the  national 
plans  have  appeared.  Few  states  have  achieved  so  nearly  universal 
a  pattern  of  locally-supported  library  service  as  has  California  with 
its  county  libraries.  Current  state-by-state  comparisons  of  library 
progress  through  systems  should,  and  usually  do  not,  bear  in  mind 
this  distinction.  Thus  New  York  State's  commendable  program  of 
public  library  support  in  large  measure  may  be  said  to  provide  for 
villages  and  rural  areas  that  basic  library  service  which  in  California 
has  been  gradually  extended  to  them  through  county  libraries.  Today 
less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  state's  population  is  without 
locally  funded  library  service. 

In  California  presently,  state  financial  aid  is  wedded  to  regional 
and  to  statewide  library  service.  The  covenants  are  contained  in 
Section  27001  of  the  Education  Code  establishing  the  Division  of 
Libraries  (State  Library),  and  Section  27111,  which  reads,  "The 
Legislature  hereby  declares  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people 
and  of  the  State  to  aid  and  encourage  the  development  of  free  public 
libraries  throughout  the  State  by  grants  by  public  library  systems 
.  .  .  ."  Conversely,  systems,  like  the  State  Library,  are  intended 
to  be  funded  solely  by  the  state — the  latter's  contribution,  as  it  were, 
to  the  totality  of  public  library  service  in  California. 

That  this  goal  has  not  been  realized  is  in  part  because  it  has  not 
been  recognized.  It  has  not  been  recognized  in  part  because  system 
functions  have  not  been  clearly  defined  and  because  sufficient  distinc- 
tions have  not  been  made — in  theory  and  in  practice — between  these 
and  local  library  functions.  The  result  is  a  legislature  which  believes 
that  21  library  systems  in  regions  with  from  200,000  to  2  million  and 
more  people  each  are  flourishing  with  an  annual  appropriation,  after 
establishment  grants,  of  $700,000,  or  that  the  difference  is  easily 
made  up  from  ample  local  revenue  sources. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  system  (i.e.,  regional)  functions  can  be 
defined  and,  where  they  are  present,  costed,  actual  system  costs  can 
be  developed,  regardless  of  current  sources  of  revenue,  and  an  invoice 
prepared  for  the  state.  In  like  manner,  as  costs  rise,  users  increase 
or  new  functions  are  developed,  the  cost  of  this  state  program  can 
be  updated. 

II. 

When  the  P.L.S.A.  was  enacted,  it  was  necessary  for  the  State 
Librarian  to  describe  in  an  administratively  useful  way  what  a  system 
should  be,  as  guidelines  for  the  plans  of  service  to  be  drawn  up  by 
applicants  and  reviewed  by  the  state.  The  "elements  of  a  library 
system"  which  appear  in  the  Administrative  Code  (Section  20151) 
are  familiar: 
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"The  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or 
in  a  coordinated  manner. 

"The  organization  of  materials  for  use,  including  cataloging,  classi- 
fication, and  physical  preparation,  in  a  consolidated  or  in  a  coordi- 
nated manner. 

"The  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  with  the  return  of  such 
materials  unrestricted  as  to  service  outlet. 

"Reference  and  research,  including  assistance  to  library  users  by 
library  staff,  consolidated  or  coordinated  where  necessary  to  provide 
the  maximum  utilization  of  the  total  resources  of  all  participating 
libraries. 

"The  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among  all  serv- 
ice outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  a  method 
by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specific  holdings 
of  other  participating  libraries." 

These  are,  as  stated  in  the  Code,  basic  elements  of  library  service 
(selection  and  acquisition  of  materials,  organization  of  materials  for 
use,  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  reference  and  research) ,  with 
qualifying  phrases  ("in  a  consolidated  or  coordinated  manner,"  "un- 
restricted as  to  service  outlet,"  "providing  maximum  utilization  of 
the  total  resources")  and  a  final  statement  ("interavailability  of  ma- 
terials and  information")  which  define  a  regional  approach. 

System  activities  then,  while  not  themselves  the  basic  elements 
of  library  service,  may  be  said  to  be  those  functions  which  permit 
these  elements  regional  scope.  Three  groups  of  operations  can  be 
identified:  1)  Centralized  processes,  including  selection,  organization, 
and  physical  preparation  of  materials;  circulation  and  inventory 
control;  information  storage  and  retrieval — the  manipulation,  in 
other  words,  of  massive  amounts  of  material  and  data  which  require, 
and  at  the  same  time  make  feasible,  modern  mechanization  and  auto- 
mation equipment  and  techniques;  2)  Transportation  and  communi- 
cation systems — essential  for  interavailability  of  materials  and  infor- 
mation throughout  the  region;  3)  Administration  and  coordination, 
operating  system-wide  and  on  behalf  of  system  goals. 

In  addition,  we  have  come  to  realize  by  experience,  through  the 
urgings  of  the  Martin  Report,  and  in  the  formulation  of  the  current 
Master  Plan,  the  need  for  a  level  of  service,  i.e.,  material  and  per- 
sonnel resources,  of  a  regional  or  subregional  nature.  Based  upon 
existing  local  libraries,  which  together  are  strategically  located  for 
satisfactory  coverage  of  the  state,  these  area  libraries  constitute  the 
fourth,  though  delegated,  activity  of  systems. 

Special  regional  resources  may  be  used  to  designate  the  fifth  group 
of  system  activities,  a  catch-all  category  which  may  include  special 
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subject  or  nonbook  collections,  or  other  resources  such  as  biblio-i 
graphic  centers  or  deposit  centers  not  located  in  an  area  library, 
but  of  regional  as  opposed  to  local  significance. 

With  these  groups  of  activities  identified  and  separated  and  with  I 
cost  experiences  with  them  reported  by  each  system  to  the  State' 
Library,  it  is  possible  to  arrive,  as  noted  earlier,  at  average  perl 
capita  costs  for  them.  This  I  have  done  for  fiscal  1967-68  in  my 
Statistical  Study  of  Library  Systems,  1963-1968.  I  concluded  that 
centralized  processes,  if  performed  comprehensively,  would  cost  on 
the  order  of  25  cents  per  capita;  transportation  and  communication,; 
an  average  of  5  cents  per  capita;  and  administration  and  coordina-j 
tion,  10  cents  per  capita. 

To  these  extrapolations  I  added  a  somewhat  arbitrary  figure  of 
$100,000  per  area  library,  including  any  special  regional  resources. 
The  total  came  to  $8.4  million,  exclusive  of  establishment  grants,  for 
the  then  existing  systems  and  population  embraced  by  them.  For  the 
20  million  total  state  population,  and  assuming  40  area  libraries  at 
an  average  cost  of  20  cents  per  capita  (i.e.,  40  x  100,000/20,000,000), 
the  per  capita  cost  for  the  support  of  all  system  functions  statewide 
would  amount  to  60  cents,  or  $12  million,  exclusive  of  intervening 
inflation. 

The  current  statutory  limitation  on  appropriations  for  the  pro- 
gram— 10  per  cent  of  total  annual  operating  costs — is  unlikely,  even 
if  it  became  an  actual  ceiling,  significantly  to  depress  this  level  of 
support  for  several  years.  More  realistically,  it  is  an  advantage  of  this 
per  capita  breakdown  that  the  state  may  choose  any  one  group  of 
activities  or  combination  of  them  as  the  basis  for  a  staged  increase 
in  funding,  an  approach  favored  by  the  Assembly  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  last  session. 

III. 

The  difficulties  encountered  by  systems  in  attempting  to  report 
costs  were,  in  the  case  of  most  activities,  of  an  accounting  nature, 
and  thus  surmountable  when  the  stakes  become  sufficiently  high.  A 
more  fundamental  problem  exists,  however,  in  regard  to  area  library 
activities  and  special  regional  resources:  how  are  these  to  be  sepa- 
rated from  local  library  activities  carried  out  in  the  same  library? 

To  accomplish  this  we  need,  and  the  need  is  urgent,  the  "Guide- 
lines for  Library  Achievement"  promised  by  the  Master  Plan.  This 
document,  in  draft  form  with  the  working  title  "Guidelines  and 
Standards  for  Public  Library  Service  within  Systems,"  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Library  Development  and  Standards  Committee  of 
the  C.L.A.,  under  Mr.  Holt's  able  chairmanship,  and  is  currently 
undergoing  review  by  a  special  evaluation  committee.  The  committee, 
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of  which  I  am  a  member,  is  cognizant  of  the  reactions  to  the  docu- 
ment in  the  past,  and,  in  addition,  has  newly  solicited  comments 
from  the  several  Division  presidents  and  other  C.L.A.  councilors. 

Paradoxically,  the  relatively  new  concept  of  the  area  library  pro- 
vides fewer  problems  than  does  the  community  library  level,  with 
which  we  are  all  familiar.  It  may  be  that  this  very  familiarity  breeds 
contempt  for  any  guidelines  which  appear  to  be  in  violation  of  actual 
practice.  One  may  predict  similar  concerns  with  area  libraries  once 
the  concept  is  implemented  in  any  thoroughgoing  way. 

We  must  first  accept  the  complexity  of  community  library  service 
before  we  can  reach  agreement  upon  guidelines  for  it.  I  submit,  for 
example,  that  this  "first  level  of  service"  is  itself  composed  of  at 
least  four  levels  in  any  community  of  size — ranging  from  a  substan- 
tial central  library  to  small  bookmobiles  and  stations,  with  regional 
branches  and  lesser  branches  occupying  intermediate  positions. 

The  community  to  be  served  is  itself  expanding,  and  includes  ethnic 
and  other  social  minorities,  inmates  of  institutions,  and,  at  the  other 
extreme,  sophisticated  industries,  far  more  tangibly  than  has  been 
true  in  the  past.  New  facilities  and  combinations  of  facilities,  by  no 
means  all  revealed,  to  say  nothing  of  new  kinds  of  materials  and 
personnel,  are  needed  to  effect  service  to  such  specialized  segments. 

We  are  not  helped  in  our  endeavors  by  the  fact  that  no  body  of 
standards  has  been  developed  for  the  community  library  by  either 
the  A.L.A.  or  the  C.L.A.  since  the  Post-war  Standards  of  1944  (if 
we  except  the  Interim  Standards  for  Small  Public  Libraries,  of 
dubious  relationship  to  our  plan).  The  documents  cited  earlier  are 
directed  toward  library  systems  (however  visualized),  and  in  the  key 
area  of  collection  size,  at  least,  skirt  the  community  library  issue. 
(The  Martin  Report  does  contain  explicit  recommendations  for  com- 
munity libraries,  and  is  of  considerable  aid.) 

I  have  frequently  deplored  the  lack  of  guidelines  provided  by  the 
library  profession  for  use  in  planning  the  components  of  good  com- 
munity library  service.  I  have  been  a  horrified  witness  to  master  plans 
committed  by  unschooled  planners,  both  of  the  library  and  general 
varieties.  I  know  how  drastically  an  over-extended  branch  system  or 
poorly  located  central  facility  can  effect  the  total  quality  of  service 
available  to  a  community.  The  situation  cries  for  correction,  espe- 
cially in  an  era  of  new  library  construction  such  as  we  are  experienc- 
ing. 

Still,  I  would  give  priority  to  those  guidelines  which  would  allow  us 
to  distinguish  between  the  normal  community  library  level  and  the 
area  library  level  of  service.  It  is  this  distinction  which  will  set  the 
stage  for  state  support  of  the  latter. 
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IV. 

Guidelines  for  statewide  development  we  now  have,  in  the  "Geo- 
graphic  Plan  for  Public  Library  Systems"  issued  by  the  State  Librar- 
ian, Mrs.  Leigh.  It  is  based  upon  ideas  expressed  in  the  Martin  Re- 
port, the  experience  of  developing  systems,  the  thinking  of  the  State 
Library  consultant  staff,  and  the  judgment  of  the  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Board. 

It  is  late  in  coming,  in  my  opinion,  but  nonetheless  welcome.  I 
feared  we  younger  librarians  had  to  look  forward  to  a  future  legisla- 
tive program  designed  to  unite  an  overabundance  of  library  systems, 
as  the  current  one  has  united  city  and  county  libraries.  If  we  do  have 
systems  which  are  too  small,  and  more  than  one  in  an  area  where  one 
is  desirable,  we  probably  had  to  experience  those  handicaps  to  make 
us  willing  and,  indeed,  anxious  for  a  geographic  plan. 

I  think  this  plan  must  be  looked  upon  somewhat  as  a  massive 
zoning  ordinance,  designed  to  insure  a  sufficient  number  of  systems 
to  be  responsive  to  local  needs,  but  not  so  many  that  their  full  po- 
tential cannot  be  realized;  enough  area  libraries  to  be  within  reason- 
able reach  of  all  residents  of  the  state,  but  no  more  than  are  strictly 
necessary  for  this  purpose  when  funding  for  them  is  so  difficult  to 
obtain.  Like  all  zoning  ordinances,  it  provides  for  variances  to  fit 
special  circumstances,  and  it  is  itself  subject  to  amendment  as  experi- 
ence and  new  considerations  may  dictate. 

The  moratorium  on  the  establishment  of  new  systems  is  a  neces- 
sary adjunct  to  this  plan.  It  allows  us  to  concentrate  upon  the  ex- 
pansion of  existing  systems  to  cities  and  counties  not  yet  involved, 
and  upon  the  consolidation  of  systems  where  necessary  to  achieve 
viable  ones.  Finally,  it  will  block  any  tendency  for  a  system  to  break 
up  into  smaller  ones  due  to  the  exigencies  of  budgetary  and  other 
temporary  difficulties.  (It  will  not,  of  course,  prevent  a  library  from 
pulling  out  of  a  system  completely  if  it  determines  that  its  local 
contribution  to  the  system  far  outweighs  the  benefits  received,  and 
especially  if  the  promise  of  full  state  funding  remains  unfulfilled). 

V. 

When  all  systems  shall  have  been  established  along  the  broad  out- 
lines sketched  in  the  "Geographic  Plan,"  we  will  face  the  question  of 
intersystem  cooperation  and  access.  Indeed,  the  question  has  already 
arisen  in  a  few  places.  I  would  divide  the  matter  into  three  parts. 

First  is  the  ability  of  the  resident  of  one  system  service  area  fully 
to  use  library  services  in  another.  Bilateral  agreements,  I  understand, 
are  in  the  making  between  certain  parts  of  systems.  I  applaud  the 
intent,  but  I  deplore  the  method.  I  foresee  a  morass  of  entanglements, 
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understandable  to  the  jurisdictions  involved,  perhaps,  but  incompre- 
hensible to  others,  including  the  public  which  they  are  designed  to 
benefit.  Why,  when  the  day  arrives  that  sees  systems  serving  the 
entire  state,  fully  supported  in  their  regional  activities  by  the  state, 
cannot  we  simply  declare,  by  administrative  fiat,  that  henceforth  the 
remaining  bars  are  down;  that  use  of  library  service  in  any  one  sys- 
tem by  the  residents  of  any  other  system  service  area  shall  be  per- 
mitted; that  equal  access  shall  be  a  franchise  extended  to  all  Cali- 
fornians?  Since  they  will  all  support  the  program  through  their  state 
income  taxes,  they  should,  and  doubtless  will,  demand  no  less. 

The  second  need  for  reaching  across  system  lines  is  one  of  re- 
sources. The  Master  Plan  and  the  "Guidelines  and  Standards"  en- 
vision a  level  of  service  beyond  the  area  library,  that  is  to  say,  the 
system  level. 

The  research  library  level  is  one  which  we  can  only  dimly  perceive 
at  this  time — because  we  have  no  truly  comprehensive  library  in  this 
state  as  model,  and  because  the  present  requirements  of  the  state's 
inhabitants  have  never  been  measured,  and  will  most  certainly  ex- 
pand enormously  in  scope,  depth  and  volume.  I  hark  back  to  a  state- 
ment in  a  stimulating  report  prepared  in  1963  by  Coit  Coolidge  and 
Dr.  Wight  for  the  Public  Library  Executives  of  Central  California 
entitled  Planning  for  Public  Library  Service  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area.  Referring  to  the  need  for  a  high-level  research  library  to  serve 
the  area,  they  declared,  "This  library  would  be  planned  with  no  top 
limits  to  its  development.  .  .  .  [The  population  it  will  serve]  and  their 
businesses  will  have  world-wide  interests  in  all  subjects  known  to 
man  ....  There  would  be  no  top  limit  on  the  number  of  titles.  It 
should  contain  or  be  able  to  provide  the  text  of  almost  any  published 
title  that  can  be  borrowed  in  one  of  the  world's  libraries  and  may  be 
needed  by  a  Bay  Area  resident.  Its  librarians  should  be  outstand- 
ingly specialized  in  the  subject  areas  for  which  they  are  responsible. 
The  Bay  Area  research  library  should  be  connected  by  teletype  and 
wire  for  facsimile  transmission-printout  with  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  the  major  bibliographic  centers  of  the  country." 

A  resource  of  this  magnitude  will  be  costly  to  develop  and  to  main- 
tain, no  matter  what  the  existing  base  may  be.  Once  created,  it  can 
serve  a  major  portion  of  the  state,  whether  a  fourth,  a  third  or  a  half 
is  perhaps  academic  at  this  point.  Certainly  it  should  serve  systems, 
not  individual  libraries,  and  should  do  so  through  the  agency  of  the 
area  libraries  in  the  systems.  Its  cost  must  be  heavily  subsidized  by 
the  state,  as  part  of  the  statewide  service  structure.  It  would  be  a 
logical  Title  II  of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act,  once  the  existing 
provisions  are  funded. 
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We  must  break  out  of  the  system  as  delineated  here  in  another 
dimension  altogether.  Inter-type-of -library  cooperation  is  much  dis- 
cussed these  days.  A  great  deal  of  fuzzy  as  well  as  clear  thinking  has 
been  evident,  perhaps  more  of  the  former  than  the  latter.  One  posi- 
tive contribution  is  Dr.  Raynard  Swank's  study  Interlibrary  Coopera- 
tion Under  Title  III  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act. 
This  subject  will  receive  specific  attention  later  on  in  our  delibera- 
tions. Let  me  just  suggest  here  that  the  matter  is  neither  as  simple 
as  some  have  supposed,  nor  as  complex  as  others,  and  that  the  public! 
library  system  is  the  logical  key  to  the  puzzle.  No  other  library 
agency  is  without  a  special  clientele,  and  thus  so  well  situated  to  form 
the  backbone  of  such  a  composite  library  animal  as  we  hope  to  create. 
If  we  had  the  statewide  public  library  structure  which  I  have  de- 
scribed, the  other  pieces  would  fall  into  place — on  the  board  if  not 
in  actuality.  School  libraries  would  relate  to  community  libraries  as 
community  assets  themselves.  Junior  college  libraries,  in  their  tax 
and  service  areas,  are  on  a  par  with  public  libraries  of  large  cities  and 
of  counties,  and  indeed,  their  public  service  programs  are  aimed  at 
the  same  general  populace.  The  county  library  is,  in  my  opinion,  the 
logical  basis  for  comprehensive  library  service  to  state  institutions — 
penal  and  medical.  Undergraduate  colleges  would  find  it  efficacious  to 
cooperate  closely  and  as  formally  as  possible  with  the  area  libraries 
to  be  developed  having  potentially  as  much  to  gain  as  would  the 
latter. 

Special  libraries,  varying  widely  in  size  and  depth,  would  seek  their 
own  levels  within  this  structure,  allying  with  the  facilities  most  apt 
to  utilize  their  unique  offerings  and  to  supplement  them  usefully. 
The  major  special  libraries  and  the  university  libraries  would  cer- 
tainly find  that  rapport  with  the  research  libraries  which  they  cur- 
rently have  with  each  other — and  through  them  become  a  part  of 
the  total  informational  organism.  There  is,  in  fact,  reason  to  believe 
that  the  ideal  third  or  research  library  level  is  not  so  much  an  institu- 
tion as  a  conglomerate,  with  a  public  library  as  the  nucleus — for 
fissionable  reasons  if  for  no  other. 

VI. 

I  should  conclude  with  a  word  about  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act  and  its  future  as  a  piece  of  legislation.  Our  major  concern  at 
this  time  must  be  to  secure  full  funding  for  it  as  it  stands.  I  truly 
believe  that  we  are  on  the  thershold  of  this.  The  program  is  popular 
with  the  Legislature,  though  each  new  assemblyman  and  senator  must 
be  informed  about  it,  and  the  others  kept  abreast  of  it.  It  is  favored 
by  the  Administration,  as  few  new  programs  are.  In  part  this  is 
because,  after  six  years,  it  is  not  as  new  as  all  that.  Mainly,  however, 
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because  it  strikes  a  responsive  chord  in  a  business-oriented  regime. 
We  are  pooling  our  assets,  centralizing  and  streamlining  our  opera- 
tions, modernizing  our  equipment.  We  are  using  a  relatively  small 
amount  of  money  in  ways  which  will  bring  manifold  returns.  And 
we  are  doing  this  without  threatening  local  autonomy  or  inhibiting 
local  initiative. 

It  is  no  longer  a  case  of  if,  but  when,  the  funds  will  be  appropri- 
ated. The  Act  can  and  should  be  refined  through  amendments  and 
I  have  suggested  several  refinements  in  my  report.  None  should  be 
attempted,  however,  at  the  risk  of  turning  off  the  people  who  are  now 
with  it.  A  little  tightening  up,  on  the  other  hand,  might  be  exacted 
as  the  price  of  greater  appropriations ;  an  increase  in  the  local  support 
requirement,  perhaps,  or  more  specific  guidelines  for  expenditure  of 
program  funds.  Most  emphatically,  we  must  do  nothing  to  change 
the  direction  of  the  program  unless  we  are  willing  to  see  it  dropped 
by  both  an  Administration  and  a  Legislature  with  innumerable  good 
works  of  a  nonlibrary  nature  to  put  in  its  place.  If  it  were  to  be 
dropped,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  take  a  generation  to  pick  up  the 
pieces. 

I  have  already  alluded  to  a  second  title  which  we  will  want  to  add 
as  soon  as  practical,  for  the  support  of  research  level  libraries.  If 
prudence  requires  that  we  hold  off  for  the  time  being  in  introducing 
legislation,  this  does  not  mean  we  should  remain  inactive  in  this 
regard.  Projects  are  already  underway,  seeking  to  demonstrate  the 
efficacy  of  the  third  referral  level.  If  the  resources  are  not  there 
as  yet,  procedures,  communication  links,  mutual  understanding  can 
all  be  evolved  now,  and  must  be  to  justify  the  future  funding  and 
to  employ  the  money  wisely  when  it  comes. 

It  is  with  this  general  admonition  that  I  should  like  to  close.  We 
were  all  agreed  at  the  outset  upon  our  goals;  we  are  stumbling  a 
little  now  upon  the  means.  Before  we  receive  an  amount  of  money 
of  a  magnitude  that  will  bring  with  it  the  close  scrutiny  of  the  law- 
makers and  budget  framers,  let  us  be  certain  that  we  are  prepared 
to  employ  it  wisely,  fruitfully,  and  in  the  ways  intended. 
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REVIEW  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS 
DEVELOPMENT  IN  CALIFORNIA 

Margaret  K.  Troke 
Director  of  Library  Services 
Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library 

In  1963-64  we  began  with  five  multilibrary  or  single-library 
systems  in  California,  which  reached  about  6,000,000  people.  Today 
we  have  1 5  multilibrary  and  six  single-library  systems,  and  they  serve 
over  16,000,000  people.  This  coverage  will  soon  increase  to  19,- 
000,000.  This  is  an  immense  growth  in  a  short  period  of  time,  and 
it  is  continuing  and  will  continue.  We  are  trying  out  things  that  work 
and  things  that  don't  work.  We  are  finding  that  we  have  to  regroup 
to  do  some  of  these  things,  to  arrive  at  working  solutions  which  are 
sound. 

If  there  is  one  thing  that  can  be  said  for  the  scanty  financing  situa- 
tion we  are  in  which  might  be  considered  good,  it  may  be  the  grow- 
ing number  of  consolidations  of  small,  weak  libraries  with  the  larger 
libraries  in  their  areas.  In  my  view  this  is  a  growing  strength.  It  is 
one  of  the  hopeful  things  we  see  when  we  look  at  the  picture  at  the 
state  level,  because  it  shows  the  possibility  of  moving  across  bound- 
aries and  changing  our  patterns,  which  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  do. 
It  is  not  a  static  situation,  it  is  completely  dynamic — and  it  is  diffi- 
cult. 

(Mrs.  Troke  then  outlined  the  present  system  structure  in  north- 
ern and  central  California,  with  the  aid  of  slides.  She  stressed  the 
success  these  systems  have  had  in  working  together  across  govern- 
mental lines,  and  the  need  for  even  better  communication  and  more 
complete  coverage  of  the  areas  involved. 

Mr.  Raymond  Holt  continued  the  slide  presentation  by  comment- 
ing on  the  structure  of  multilibrary  systems  in  southern  California, 
and  their  complicated  interrelationships  with  the  single-library  sys- 
tems of  the  Los  Angeles  area.) 

Mrs.  Troke  concluded: 

We  can  see  that  we  have  a  structure,  and  now  we  are  going  to 
have  to  refine  it  in  terms  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do,  how  we  are 
going  to  get  local  agencies  and  local  governments  to  come  together 
and  be  willing  to  work  together  toward  the  goals  we  have  set  our- 
selves. The  structure  is  impressive,  I  think,  as  evidence  of  what  has 
happened  in  five  or  six  years'  time.  It  is  also  impressive  in  that  it 
shows  that  there  is  a  lot  of  work  ahead  for  us  as  well. 
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REVIEW  OF  "STATISTICAL  STUDY  OF  LIBRARY 
SYSTEMS,   1963-1968/'  BY  DAVID  SABSAY 

Raymond  M.  Holt

In  making  his  Statistical  Study  of  Library  Systems,  1963-68  for 
the  Public  Library  Development  Board,  Mr.  David  Sabsay  has  made 
a  monumental  contribution,  both  to  our  understanding  of  system 
operations  and  to  some  of  the  problems  systems  face  at  this  point 
in  their  history.  It  is  my  responsibility  to  review  the  findings  of  the 
study.  Following  this  review,  Margaret  Troke  will  discuss  the  recom- 
mendations of  Mr.  Sabsay's  study. 

Following  a  concise  statement  of  the  history  of  the  California 
Public  Library  Services  Act  and  its  implementation,  Mr.  Sabsay 
states  the  purpose  and  scope  of  his  study: 

"At  the  conclusion  of  the  fifth  year  of  operation  of  the  pro- 
gram, this  study  has  been  undertaken:  1)  statistically  to  deter- 
mine the  effect  upon  local  library  resources  and  services  of  library 
systems  qualified  under  the  program;  2)  to  determine,  if  possible, 
the  cost  of  "system"  activities  and  the  percent  of  this  cost  cur- 
rently supported  by  PLSA  grants;  3)  to  determine  the  current 
level  of  local  support  for  public  library  service;  and  4)  to  deter- 
mine from  the  above  facts  a  desirable  level  of  state  support  for 
local  library  systems. 

"It  was  thought  that  amendments  to  the  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act  might  suggest  themselves  as  a  result  of  evidence  developed 
in  the  study,  particularly  in  regard  to  levels  of  local  and  state 
support. 

"It  was  also  thought  that  new  or  revised  policies  and  guidelines 
for  consideration  by  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  might 
be  derived  from  the  study.  Finally,  it  was  assumed  that  deficiencies 
in  presently  employed  report  forms  would  come  to  light  during 
the  study,  and  thus  refinements  could  be  suggested." 

The  statistical  analysis  which  follows  involved  the  amassing  and 
analyzing  of  an  enormous  quantity  of  data.  To  simplify  the  presenta- 
tion, Mr.  Sabsay  used  three  benchmark  years:  1957-1958,  which 
coincided  with  the  establishment  of  the  California  Public  Library 
Commission;  the  year  1962-1963,  the  last  year  before  the  first  imple- 
mentation of  the  PLSA  program;  and  1967-1968,  the  last  fiscal  year 
for  which  statistical  information  was  available.  By  and  large,  infor- 
mation is  presented  for  three  different  groupings  of  libraries:  1) 
multilibrary  systems;  2)  single-jurisdictional  library  systems;  and 
3)  control  groups  which  approximated  the  basic  conditions  of  the  13 
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multilibrary  systems.  The  validity  of  this  grouping  is  borne  out  by 
statistics  concerning  population  and  assessed  valuation.  These  find- 
ings are  contained  in  Tables  1  and  2  of  the  report,  and  need  not  be 
reiterated  at  this  point. 

The  next  portion  of  Mr.  Sabsay's  work  relates  to  quantitative 
analysis  of  the  number  of  staff,  volumes  circulated,  and  volumes  bor- 
rowed through  interlibrary  loan. 

I  will  attempt  to  highlight  these  detailed  findings.  The  first  meas- 
urement concerns  the  number  of  volumes  added.  In  1957-58,  aver- 
ages ran  from  9.3  volumes  per  hundred  people  for  single- jurisdictional 
systems  to  13.3  average  for  the  control  groups.  Libraries  which  were 
eventually  to  join  systems  had  an  average  of  10.3.  By  1962-63  this 
figure  ranged  from  10.8  for  single-jurisdictional  systems  to  15.8  for 
the  control  group.  In  1967-68  the  multilibrary  systems  had  nearly 
closed  the  gap  with  16.4  volumes  per  hundred  population  to  16.8  for 
the  control  group.  While  showing  the  largest  percentage  increase  in 
the  5 -year  period  from  1962  to  1967,  single-jurisdictional  libraries 
were  still  lagging  behind  with  only  13.6  volumes  per  capita — approxi- 
mately the  point  where  the  control  group  was  10  years  before.  In- 
cidentally, this  correlates  with  the  findings  of  the  Nelson  Report. 

The  findings  concerning  the  full-time  staff  equivalent  showed  the 
multilibrary  systems  and  the  single-library  jurisdiction  systems  on  a 
par  with  3.9  staff  per  10,000  population.  By  1967-68,  these  two 
groups  made  comparable  gains  during  the  benchmark  periods.  By 
comparison,  the  control  group  jumped  from  3.7  per  10,000  popula- 
tion to  4.4  in  1963-64,  and  to  4.9  in  1967-68.  Mr.  Sabsay,  in  anaylz- 
ing  this  data,  observed  that: 

"The  correlation  of  staff  size  to  quality  of  service  is  not  so 
readily  made,  especially  when  one  considers  the  proportion  which 
personnel  costs  are  to  total  operating  costs.  Among  professional 
personnel,  reference  librarians  and  subject  specialists,  whether  en- 
gaged in  selection  of  materials  or  reference  work,  are  normally 
measures  of  a  library's  scope  and  ability  to  satisfy  reference  and 
research  needs.  Work  simplification  and  automation  have  had  rela- 
tively little  effect  upon  their  workloads.  (The  use  of  paralibrarians 
holds  considerable  promise  here,  however.)  Other  professional  per- 
sonnel, including  catalogers  and  administrators,  are  held  to  a  mini- 
mum in  an  efficient  operation,  as  are  most  classes  of  clerical  per- 
sonnel. Thus  a  declining  rate  of  growth  in  staff  per  capita,  if 
matched  by  an  increasing  rate  of  usage  and  user  satisfaction  per 
capita,  would  indicate  a  sound  service  unit." 

A  similar  analysis  was  made  of  the  professional  staff  and  it  was 
noted  that  there  was  a  decline  in  the  proportion  of  professional  to

total  staff  in  each  of  the  groups ;  and  while  this  suggests,  according  to 
Mr.  Sabsay,  "a  general  lack  of  application  of  modern  technology  in 
library  operations,"  it  is  further  noted  that  another  significant  factor 
may  be  in  the  changes  which  may  have  occurred  in  the  definition  of 
"professional  personnel"  during  this  period  of  time. 

The  significance  of  circulation  figures  as  well  as  the  pitfalls  of 
attempting  to  measure  library  services  by  this  method  are  known  to 
us  all.  On  the  other  hand,  per  capita  circulation  does  provide  a  use- 
ful measuring  stick  for  purposes  of  comparison.  While  there  has  been 
a  slight  increase  in  circulation  among  multilibrary  systems,  a  drop 
has  occurred  in  circulation  in  both  the  single-library  systems  and  the 
control  groups.  Mr.  Sabsay  further  notes  that: 

"If  one  assumes  that  non-professional  staff  is  largely  involved 
in  circulation-related  activities,  including  preparation,  maintenance 
and  inventory  control  of  collections,  it  is  instructive  to  note  that  the 
average  annual  circulation  per  full-time  equivalent  non-profes- 
sional employee  was  approximately  the  same  (18,000-20,000)  for 
multi-library  systems,  single  library  systems,  and  control  groups. 
This  reinforces  the  deduction  that  technology  is  insufficiently  em- 
ployed in  libraries  even  where  large  administrative  and  service 
units  exist." 

A  final  measure  of  public  usage  is  to  be  found  in  the  number  of 
volumes  borrowed  through  interlibrary  loan.  To  some  extent  inter- 
library  loan  may  also  be  considered  a  measure  of  the  inadequacy  of 
the  requesting  library's  collections.  Multilibrary  systems  have  had  a 
spectacular  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  borrowed  per  thousand 
circulation,  increasing  95%  between  the  years  1962-63  and  1967-68. 
Single-library  jurisdictions  showed  a  lesser  increase  and  a  much 
smaller  number  of  volumes  borrowed  per  thousand  circulation.  The 
author  has  not  commented  on  the  meaning  of  this,  which  perhaps 
could  be  attributable  to  a  number  of  factors,  including,  possibly, 
methods  of  reporting.  By  comparison,  the  control  groups  showed  an 
increase  of  19%  in  volumes  borrowed  per  thousand  circulation. 

Section  V  of  Mr.  Sabsay's  study  deals  with  the  level  of  local  sup- 
port for  library  service.  The  average  per  capita  expenditure  of  190 
public  libraries  reporting  in  1967-68  was  $4.58  and  the  median  $4.02. 
This  should  be  related  to  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  which  re- 
quires a  minimum  level  of  local  support  of  not  less  than  $2.00  per 
capita,  of  the  equivalent  of  a  tax  rate  of  10^  per  $100.00  of  assessed 
valuation.  It  is  quite  clear  that  libraries  spending  more  than  $4.00  per 
capita  must  have  a  higher  tax  rate  or,  as  this  has  been  interpreted, 
make  more  of  an  effort  to  support  local  library  service  than  those 
spending  less  than  $4.00  per  capita.  An  even  greater  discrepancy 
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exists  if  the  dividing  point  is  placed  at  $5.00  per  capita.  Whereas 
96  libraries  had  expenditures  of  more  than  $4.00  per  capita,  only 
55  expended  in  excess  of  $5.00  per  capita  for  library  service. 

In  the  decade  between  1957-58  and  1967-68,  the  average  tax  rate 
has  risen  from  $1.10  to  $1.60.  At  the  same  time  the  funds  expended 
per  capita  have  increased  from  $1.88  to  $3.80.  Among  other  things 
this  points  to  a  higher  assessed  valuation  per  capita  as  well  as  to 
supplementary  financing  of  libraries  both  from  local  general  fund 
sources  and  from  state  and  federal  subvention. 

Following  this  analysis  of  local  support,  Mr.  Sabsay  develops  the 
matter  of  state  support  for  the  PLSA  program.  The  amount  for  the 
total  grant  program  has  only  exceeded  the  original  $800,000  mark 
on  two  occasions  since  1963 — in  1966-67  when  it  totalled  $1,000,000, 
and  in  the  past  year  when  the  figure  was  $1,200,000.  The  amount 
expended  for  establishment  grants  has  been  fairly  consistent,  running 
from  $247,000  in  the  first  year  of  the  program  to  a  peak  of  $335,000 
for  the  following  year.  Per  capita  grants  have  varied  more  begin- 
ning with  $386,000  in  1963-64  and  running  as  high  as  $658,000  in 
1966-67.  It  is,  of  course,  the  per  capita  grants  which  should  under- 
write public  library  systems  and  provide  financial  stability.  This 
fluctuation  caused  by  changes  in  formula  and  in  allocation  can  be 
explained  but  is  still  a  difficult  factor  to  live  with  so  far  as  planning 
sustaining  programs  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Sabsay  cites  next  the  population  of  the  systems  receiving 
grants.  From  this  can  be  calculated  the  per  capita  allocation  of 
PLSA  funds.  The  population  serviced  has  jumped  from  6,154,500 
in  1963-64  to  16,412,331  in  1968-69.  Per  capita  equivalent  of  the 
total  PLSA  funds  has  varied  from  12.9^  for  the  first  year  to  a  low 
of  5.3^  for  1967-68.  Not  including  the  1963-64  year  when  only  a 
small  number  of  systems  were  involved,  the  average  per  capita  has 
stood  at  7#. 

When  we  compare  the  amount  of  money  made  available  per  capita 
by  PLSA  funds  to  the  distribution  made  in  per  capita  grant  alloca- 
tions under  the  program,  it  becomes  immediately  obvious  that  the 
per  capita  grants  are  directly  related  to  the  total  amount  of  money 
available.  However,  a  surprising  percentage  of  the  funds  has  been 
absorbed  in  other  than  per  capita  expenditures.  The  average  amount 
of  funds  available  for  the  5 -year  period  was  7^  but  the  amount  dis- 
tributed under  the  per  capita  grant  allocations  amounted  to  only  4.3^. 

Mr.  Sabsay  then  turns  his  attention  to  the  cost  of  the  public  library 
services  program.  Citing  the  provisions  of  the  PLSA  and  the  adminis- 
trative regulations  concerning  it,  Mr.  Sabsay  has  determined  that  the 
program  can  be  described  in  terms  of  five  distinct  groups  of  regional 
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activities  necessary  if  systems  are  to  demonstrate  all  of  the  elements 
of  a  library  system  denned  in  the  law  and  code.  These  five  are: 

1.  Centralized  processing,  including  system-wide  selection,  organi- 
zation, cataloging,  physical  preparation  of  materials,  circulation, 
inventory  control  of  materials,  information  storage  and  retrieval. 

2.  Transportation  and  communications,  including  delivery. 

3.  Administration  and  coordination. 

4.  Area  libraries  defined  as  resources,  including  materials  and 
personnel  necessary  for  service  of  a  regional  nature  within  the 
system. 

5.  Special  regional  resources. 

Using  such  information  as  could  be  found  in  the  revised  annual 
library  system  evaluation  reports  of  1967-68,  Mr.  Sabsay  ingeniously 
analyzed  each  of  these  activities  and  established  a  cost  on  a  per 
capita  basis.  The  following  shows  the  results: 

Centralized  processing — 250  per  capita 

Communications — 50  per  capita 

Administration  and  coordination — 100  per  capita 

Combination  of  area  library  and  regional  library  resources — 16.8^ 

This  combines  to  form  a  total  program  cost  of  56.80  per  capita,  con- 
trasting sharply  with  the  average  per  capita  yield  of  PLSA  funds 
from  1964  to  1969  of  only  70. 

And  finally,  we  are  able  to  determine  the  funding  requirements  as 
established  by  Mr.  Sabsay  to  fully  implement  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act.  Multiplying  the  56.80  by  the  14,900,000  system  popula- 
tion, Mr.  Sabsay  arrives  at  a  figure  of  $8,780,000.  Interestingly 
enough,  this  is  reasonably  close  to  the  estimated  financial  require- 
ments of  several  years  ago.  The  $800,000  actually  received  for  sys- 
tem implementation  in  1967-68  was  less  than  10%  of  this  figure.  If 
the  total  population  of  the  state  figured  at  19.2  million  were  included, 
and  Mr.  Sabsay's  adjusted  figure  of  600  per  capita  used,  the  annual 
program  cost  would  amount  to  $11,880,000. 

The  effect  of  this  financial  malnutrition  can  be  documented  by  any- 
one having  played  even  a  slight  role  in  system  development  or  man- 
agement. Some  of  the  inevitable  consequences  have  been  summarised 
by  Mr.  Sabsay  in  these  words: 

"Probably  as  a  result,  within  the  multilibrary  systems  the  cen- 
tralization and  automation  of  technical  processes  was  far  from 
complete;  transportation  and  communication  networks  were  not 
always  fully  developed;  coordination  of  resources  was  sporadic; 
designation  of  area  libraries  barely  begun,  and  the  funding  of  them

not  begun  at  all,  except  where  federal  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act  project  grants  could  be  employed  on  a  temporary 
basis. 

"Local  funds  must  increasingly  have  been  used  for  the  support 
of  system  activities  in  the  multi-library  systems,  as  they  have  al- 
ways been  in  the  single  library  systems.  As  a  consequence,  less 
funds  were  available  for  the  support  of  community  level  services 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  Moreover,  since  the 
larger  libraries  bear  the  major  cost  of  regional  service  within  the 
multilibrary  systems,  with  relatively  little  return  from  the  State, 
the  financial  basis  of  these  systems  appears  to  have  become  more 
precarious  each  year,  as  actual  costs  rose  and  per  capita  program 
funds  declined." 

Mr.  Sabsay's  thoughtful  appraisal  and  analysis  are  certainly  impor- 
tant resources  for  consideration  in  our  deliberations  at  this  seminar. 
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REVIEW  OF  LEGISLATIVE  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
"STATISTICAL  STUDY  OF  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS, 
1963-1 968,"  BY  DAVID  SABSAY

Any  attempt  to  approach  lightly  a  consideration  of  the  recommen- 
dations for  legislation  made  in  a  study  called  "Statistical  Study  of 
Library  Systems"  would  invite  disaster,  since  obviously  this  study  is 
not  to  be  taken  lightly.  On  the  other  hand,  I  hope  to  keep  you  alert 
in  trying  to  spell  out  these  recommendations  so  we  can  see  their  im- 
portance to  the  survival  of  the  Public  Library  Services  grant  program. 

In  a  study  as  necessary,  as  complicated  and  as  competent  as  this 
one  is,  one  looks  forward  to  the  recommendations  because  the  content 
is  so  intense.  The  subject  matter  is  difficult;  it  does  not  lend  itself, 
by  its  very  nature,  to  light  remarks  nor  does  it  offer  cheerful  bedside 
reading.  The  compilation  and  analysis  of  the  data  collected  is  serious 
as  the  situation  is  serious.  One  reads  through  the  body  of  work,  and 
if  you  react  as  I,  one  finds  oneself  somewhat  confused  as  to  its  mean- 
ing until — wonderful — here  are  the  recommendations.  They  are  stated 
simply.  They  offer  us  direction,  and  they  indicate  the  world  of  work 
ahead  for  us  if  we  are  to  produce  positive  legislation  which  will  bene- 
fit the  libraries  and  library  service  in  this  state. 

There  are  six  recommendations,  and  I  would  suggest  that,  if  you 
re-read  the  study,  you  approach  the  recommendations  first,  referring 
back  to  the  study  for  substantive  support. 

The  first  recommendation  is  for  full  financial  support  for  the  grant 
program;  the  second,  for  continued  local  support  levels;  the  third, 
for  a  change  in  the  equalization  formula;  the  fourth,  for  a  change  in 
the  low  density  allowance;  the  fifth,  for  area  library  standards  and 
the  sixth,  for  enforcement  of  regulations.  You  will  notice  that  four  of 
these  are  concerned  with  finances — MONEY;  two  are  concerned  with 
standards  and  regulations. 

From  the  review  of  system  activity  and  organization  which  this 
study  gives  us  and  from  our  own  knowledge  of  our  own  system  pro- 
grams, all  of  us,  I  am  sure,  realize  the  inadequacy  of  the  funding 
which  attempts  to  support  the  service.  Mr.  Sabsay  spells  it  out  in 
his  discussion  of  the  level  of  state  support  for  the  program.  Here 
briefly  is  the  financial  picture: 

1963-64 
$800,000  was  appropriated,  and  a  state  population  of  6,154,500 
was  included  in  the  program  by  qualifying  libraries;   the  basic 
support  per  capita  was  .08. 
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1964-65 
$800,000  was  appropriated,  and  a  state  population  of  10,066,800 
was  included  in  the  program  by  qualifying  libraries.  The  basic 
per  capita  support  was  .08  and  two  systems  could  not  be  funded. 

1965-66 
$800,000  was  appropriated,  and  a  state  population  of  11,292,400 
was  included  in  the  program  by  qualifying  libraries.  A  change 
in  the  law  raised  the  basic  per  capita  support  to  a  16-32-80  cents 
per  capita  formula.  Only  6  multi-library  systems  could  be  sup- 
ported at  an  average  per  capita  grant  of  .23.  Five  multilibrary 
and  five  single-library  systems,  10  in  all,  could  not  be  funded. 

1966-67 
$1,000,000  was  appropriated.  A  state  population  of  13,192,199 
was  included  and  all  qualified  systems  were  funded  at  an  average 
grant  of  .05  per  capita.  A  further  change  in  the  law  set  up  an 
equalization  formula  which  was  based  on  ability,  effort  and  need 
for  the  apportionment  of  funds. 

1967-68 
Only  $800,000  was  appropriated  to  cover  a  population  of  14,- 
901,200  in  qualified  systems.  The  basic  per  capita  support  dropped 
to  .031. 

A  look  at  the  1968-69  record  will  bring  this  painful  experience 
closer  home.  Qualifying  systems,  covering  a  state  population  of  16,- 
412,331,  were  supported  with  a  basic  per  capita  grant  of  .04.  The 
state  appropriation  was  set  at  $800,000;  but  was  raised  to  $1,200,000 
by  separate  legislative  action. 

This  record  certainly  underlines  why  Mr.  Sabsay  gave  appropria- 
tions a  number  one  priority.  He  recommends  full  funding]  and  by 
full  funding,  he  means  that  the  full  cost  of  the  system  program  be 
met  by  the  appropriation  of  state  funds  to  the  limit  authorized. 

As  a  commentary  on  this,  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the 
present  law  allows  an  appropriation  equal  to  10  percent  of  the  total 
operating  expenditure  of  all  public  libraries  of  this  state,  paid  from 
local  sources  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  percentage  limitation  set 
up  in  the  law  which  is  applicable  for  1969-70  and  which  is  applied 
to  the  previous  year's  local  expenditures  to  get  the  sum  possibly 
available  for  state  support. 

In  1967-68,  the  limitation  was  6  percent  which  could  have  yielded 
almost  four  and  one-half  million  dollars.  The  state  appropriation 
was  for  $800,000. 

Local  support  level  is  the  second  recommendation.  The  study  data 
show  that  local  libraries  have  increased  their  level  of  local  support. 
Since  the  legislature  wants  assurance  that  local  communities  are 
carrying  their  fair  share  of  costs  and  that  the  state  program  is  not 
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being  used  to  supplant  the  local  level  of  service,  it  is  important  that 
adequate  requirements  be  contained  in  the  state  law  to  guarantee 
this  level. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  increase  in  the  financial  qualifying 
requirement  be  made.  This  will  insure  stable  support  for  resources 
and  services  at  the  community  level.  The  median  tax  rate  of  17 
cents  per  $100  assessed  valuation  and  the  median  per  capita  expendi- 
ture of  $4.00  are  recommended  as  standards.  These  are  the  medians 
for  the  1967-68  year.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  this  recom- 
mendation is  conditioned  on  the  state's  full  funding  of  the  program. 

The  third  recommendation  which  calls  for  a  change  in  the  equali- 
zation formula  seems  appropriate  to  me.  The  present  formula  is  a 
complicated  method  for  adjusting  local  assessed  valuations  with  state 
norms  so  that  the  funds  can  be  distributed  on  an  equalized  base. 
Now  that  state  and  local  assessment  policies  and  procedures  are 
standardized,  it  seems  that  the  recommendation  to  directly  assist 
community  libraries  when  the  median  tax  rate  levy  cannot  produce 
the  median  per  capita  income  is  sound.  And  it  is  simple  to  under- 
stand and  apply. 

Along  with  the  change  in  the  equalization  principle  goes  the  fourth 
recommendation,  which  proposes  that  the  present  "low  density  al- 
lowances" or  "project  grants,"  which  are  made  to  library  systems 
containing  libraries  whose  populations  are  100  or  less  per  square 
mile,  be  discontinued.  As  a  substitute,  it  is  suggested  that  the  system 
be  allowed  an  extra  amount  for  transportation  and  communication. 
Further,  those  county  libraries  where  the  population  density  is  low 
might  get  grants  paralleling  those  given  to  libraries  where  the  tax 
base  was  deficient. 

Let  us  now  consider  the  chart  on  which  I  have  tried  to  capsulize 
the  financial  history  of  the  public  library  services  grants,  hoping  that 
a  visual  format  might  record  the  situation  more  clearly  for  us. 

This  chart  is  based  on  the  per  capita  grants  allowed.  There  are 
the  basic  support  grants  for  system  activity.  This  is  the  money  which 
is  used  to  sustain  and  develop  system-level  service  both  during  and 
after  the  happy  days  of  establishment  grants  and  federal  project 
grants.  When  these  supplementary  grants  are  used,  a  system  must 
rely  on  its  per  capita  grant  to  support  its  system  projects.  Of  course, 
as  library  systems  have  grown,  and  the  grant  money  used  for  estab- 
lishment grants  lessens,  there  should  be  more  money  for  distribution 
on  the  per  capita  base.  Examination  of  the  chart,  though,  will  show 
you  that  the  gap  between  the  state  support  and  the  local  library 
support  is  ever  widening.  State  population  included  in  qualifying 
|  systems  is  increasing.  State  support  is  not  increasing,  and  libraries 
I  involved  in  system  activities  are  facing  a  very  real  crisis.

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Let  us  return  now  to  the  last  two  recommendations.  The  fifth — onei 
I  consider  extremely  important — is  one  to  which  we  must  apply  all 
of  our  professional  know-how  and  experience.  To  quote  Mr.  Sabsay: 
"In  order  to  insure  satisfactory  implementation  of  this  aspect  of  the 
program,  it  is  recommended  that  standards  for  area  libraries,  accept- 
able to  the  library  profession,  be  incorporated  in  the  regulations." 

We  have  no  adopted  standards  for  area  libraries.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  doubt  if  we  completely  understand  the  area  library  concept 
and  the  responsibility  of  area  libraries  in  state  system  operations. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Board  earlier  this  year,  before 
its  dissolution,  adopted  and  recommended  to  the  State  Librarian 
that  a  "Geographic  Plan  for  Public  Library  Systems"  be  set  up  and 
used  as  a  guideline  for  the  logical  growth  formation  of  systems. 

This  plan  suggests  a  framework  for  regional  library  operations. 
I  know  that  the  Board  felt  it  imperative  that  area  libraries  be  de- 
veloped so  that  library  strength  in  California  could  grow  and  people, 
wherever  they  lived,  could  reach  for  and  obtain  the  materials  and 
information  they  wanted  and  needed. 

Mr.  Sabsay 's  sixth  and  last  recommendation  asks  for  enforcement 
of  all  administrative  regulations  governing  the  program  by  with- 
holding grants  to  non-complying  systems.  This  action  is  predicted 
on  the  state's  full  funding  of  the  program.  When  there  is  not  money 
to  enable  systems  to  meet  requirements,  one  cannot  expect  systems 
to  comply  to  standards.  I  believe  that  all  of  us  who  are  in  systems 
can  accept  the  state's  responsibility  to  enforce  regulations  that  govern 
their  proper  growth  and  development. 

In  review,  the  five  years  of  system  experience  reflected  in  this  study 
are  impressive  to  me.  They  reveal  a  reaching-out  for  experience,  for 
a  variety  of  approaches  to  new  patterns  and  levels  of  service.  They 
show  an  increasingly  rapid  alignment  of  libraries  organizing  into 
groups  to  get  some  things  done  and  done  more  effectively  than  they 
could  be  by  each  library  going  along  alone. 

The  five  years  of  experience  from  1963-64  through  1967-68  and 
to  date,  are  years  of  birth — a  period  of  formal  development.  We 
now  have  a  long,  lanky  frame  stretching  from  Modoc  County  in  the 
north  on  south  to  San  Diego.  This  frame  is  still  growing  and  chang- 
ing. But  we  are  already  suffering  the  pains  of  poor  nutrition.  Some 
of  our  local  libraries  are  stretching  their  local  resources  and  staffs 
too  thin  because  the  state  support  is  not  there. 

This  study  gives  us  solid  material  from  which  we  can  build  a  good 
legislative  program.  Mr.  Sabsay's  recommendations  are  pertinent.  I 
hope  we  can  consider  them  fully  and  decide  together  how  to  move 
the  body  forward  and  put  some  meat  on  its  frame. 
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COOPERATIVE  SYSTEMS  AS  A  BASIS  FOR 
TOTAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE

We  all  admit  that  libraries  are  an  essential  element  of  the  cultural, 
social,  and  educational  fabric  of  society.  In  every  state  of  the  union, 
population  change  has  been  going  on  at  a  rapid  rate,  and  this  change 
is  and  will  continue  to  be  very  important  in  determining  the  course 
of  library  development.  This  is  true  in  Hawaii,  and  no  less  true  in 
California.  I  hope  you  will  excuse  me  for  my  constant  references  to 
Hawaii  and  to  our  experiences  as  a  cooperative  system,  a  system  at- 
tempting to  provide  total  library  service.  I  could  not  do  otherwise. 

Hawaii  has  recently  completed  a  master  plan  for  libraries  entitled 
Planning  for  Libraries  in  Hawaii,  a  Comprehensive  Statewide  Plan- 
ning and  Feasibility  Study  for  Public  Libraries  and  Joint  School  and 
Public  Library  Facilities.  For  Hawaii,  it  is  a  monumental  study,  and 
charts  our  future  for  the  next  ten  years.  It  would  seem  to  me  that 
California  is  seeking  a  similar  expanded  master  plan,  and  a  fine  be- 
ginning has  been  made  in  the  master  plan  you  thus  far  have  for  the 
state. 

Hawaii  accepts  the  fact  that  libraries,  their  organizational  struc- 
ture, their  relationships  with  one  another,  and  their  attitude  to  and 
provision  of  service  to  the  library  user  will  and  indeed  must  change. 
Change  is  inevitable  in  the  library  structure  and  in  library  relation- 
ships— although  I  must  admit  with  Lura  Currier  that  rapid  changes 
in  libraries,  in  some  instances,  will  be  accomplished  only  by  "a  great 
number  of  deaths  and  retirements  of  existing  librarians." 

There  seems  to  be  no  common  agreement  among  librarians  as  to 
the  organization  of  library  systems.  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  library  system  can  be  almost  anything  its  creators  wish  it  to 
be.  Simply  put,  a  library  system  is  created  when  libraries  working 
together  share  their  services  and  materials  to  meet  the  complete  needs 
of  their  users.  For  purposes  of  this  paper,  I  will  assume  the  definition 
of  a  library  system  to  be  "an  aggregation  or  a  group  of  individual 
libraries  of  the  same  type,  organized  and/or  united  in  some  way  to 
provide  library  services  to  an  individual  library  user,  under  stated 
procedures,  contracts,  or  agreements  as  required  by  law."  Perhaps 
this  definition  may  be  too  simple  for  some,  but  it  will  at  least  provide 
a  basis  for  discussion.  I  would  also  propose  the  simple  definition  of  a 
library  network  to  be  "a  structure  composed  of  library  systems."  It 
is  a  supersystem  of  interlibrary  cooperation  between  different  types 
of  libraries.  Viewed  in  this  light,  Hawaii  may  be  the  only  state  which 
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has  a  relatively  complete  and  thoroughly  integrated  network  in  the 
United  States. 

The  network  in  Hawaii  is  composed  of  formerly  autonomous 
county  libraries,  which  were  legislated  into  a  single  public  library  net-| 
work  by  the  State  Reorganization  Act  of  1959.  Further  organizational 
development  of  the  present  loosely  organized  school  library  system 
(at  least  as  far  as  interlibrary  cooperation  is  concerned)  is  being 
carried  out  by  tying  the  existing  214  school  libraries  and  resource 
centers  into  a  closer  working  operation  on  a  day-to-day  basis  with  the 
statewide  network  of  public  libraries.  Other  state-supported  libraries 
cooperate  with  the  network  voluntarily,  without  subsidy  in  some  cases 
or  with  a  subsidy  under  Title  III  of  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 1 
struction  Act,  and  these  people  cooperate  for  interchange  of  materials 
and  copying  service  without  charge.  Private  libraries  also  cooperate 
without  charge  with  the  network  in  a  variety  of  activities. 

In  California,  it  would  be  my  view  that  the  structure  of  the  system 
and  network  as  stated  in  the  Master  Plan  for  California  accepts  the 
definitions  which  I  proposed  previously.  The  Master  Plan  is  well  de- 
veloped as  a  general  statement  and  should,  I  think,  be  used  as  a  model 
for  others  to  follow.  However,  one  word  is  used  the  connotation  of 
which  I  think  is  unfortunate,  and  that  word  is  "level."  This  word  is 
also  used  in  the  report  of  the  National  Advisory  Commission  on  Li- 
braries. My  objection  to  it  is  that  it  seems  to  connote  degrees  of  in- 
feriority and  superiority  on  the  part  of  some  libraries.  We  should 
view  libraries  for  purposes  of  interlibrary  cooperation  horizontally, 
rather  than  vertically,  and  avoid  the  use  of  words  like  big,  little, 
level,  or  others  that  seem  to  stratify  library  efforts.  We  should  see 
interlibrary  cooperation  and  the  establishment  and  development  of 
systems  and  networks  as  a  cooperative  scheme  in  which  all  par- 
ticipants are  equal. 

The  users  of  libraries,  as  a  rule,  do  not  differentiate  or  discriminate 
between  levels  of  library  service.  They  simply  want  efficient,  fast, 
immediate  service.  They  tend  to  see  every  individual  in  the  library 
as  a  librarian,  and  all  librarians  to  them  are  the  same.  True  library 
cooperation  leading  to  the  establishment  and  development  of 
smoothly  functioning  systems  and  networks  will  only  be  accomplished 
when  librarians  sit  down  as  equals.  This  equality  is  predicated  on 
the  fact  that  we  have  one  common  denominator — a  user  who  wants 
service.  With  this  attitude,  we  may  be  able  to  move  more  quickly 
to  the  establishment  of  equality  of  opportunity  for  library  users, 
which  we  must  admit  is  sadly  lacking  in  many  areas  in  the  United 
States.  We  will  be  able  to  overcome  barriers  in  order  to  provide 
more,  quicker,  and  better  service  to  more  users. 
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The  report  of  the  National  Advisory  Commission  on  Libraries 
reflects  this  concern.  In  response  to  the  question,  "What  part  can 
libraries  play  in  the  development  of  our  communications  and  infor- 
mation exchange  networks?"  it  answers  that  the  American  people 
should  be  provided  with  library  and  information  services  adequate 
to  their  needs,  and  that  the  federal  government  in  collaboration  with 
the  state  and  local  governments  and  private  agencies  should  exercise 
leadership  assuring  the  provision  of  such  services.  The  objectives  of 
the  report  bear  repeating.  They  are :  to  provide  adequate  library  and 
informational  services  for  formal  education  at  all  levels;  to  provide 
adequate  library  and  informational  services  for  the  public  at  large; 
to  provide  materials  to  support  research  in  all  fields  at  all  levels; 
to  provide  adequate  bibliographic  access  to  the  nation's  research  and 
informational  resources;  to  provide  adequate  physical  access  to  re- 
quired materials  or  their  texts  throughout  the  nation;  to  provide 
adequate  trained  personnel  for  the  varied  and  changing  demands  of 
librarianship.  The  recommendations  of  the  report  are:  the  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Commission  on  Libraries  and  Information  Sci- 
ence as  a  continuing  federal  planning  agency;  recognition  and  strength- 
ening of  the  role  of  the  Library  of  Congress  as  the  National  Library 
of  the  United  States  and  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Advisors; 
establishment  of  a  Federal  Institute  of  Library  and  Information 
Science  as  a  principal  center  for  basic  and  applied  research  in  all 
relevant  areas;  recognition  and  full  acceptance  of  the  critically  im- 
portant role  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  currently  plays 
in  meeting  needs  for  library  services ;  and  strengthening  state  library 
agencies  to  overcome  deficiencies  in  fulfilling  their  current  functions. 

The  report  gives  us  clear  indications  of  the  areas  in  which  librar- 
ians should  exercise  leadership,  and  this  seminar  is  a  clear  indication 
that  the  California  State  Library  is  providing  outstanding  leadership 
at  the  state  level  to  bring  about  maximum  interlibrary  cooperation. 
This  leadership  must  necessarily  continue,  for  if  it  does  not,  others 
who  are  nonlibrarians  must  and  will  provide  it.  Hawaii  is  an  excellent 
example  of  this,  for  we  have  had  some  experience  in  accepting  the 
leadership  of  nonlibrarians. 

Hawaii  did  not  until  recently  have  a  formally  organized  state 
library  like  those  of  the  other  states.  The  state  library  emerged  from 
the  structure  of  libraries  existing  in  Hawaii  and  was  accomplished 
by  simply  organizing  and  designating  the  former  Central  Library  of 
Hawaii  as  the  Hawaii  State  Library.  This  had  been  the  central  mu- 
nicipal library  on  the  island  of  Oahu,  where  80  percent  of  the  popu- 
lation resides.  Former  autonomous  central  county  libraries  were 
designated  as  regionals  for  the  respective  county  geographical  units. 
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You  might  say  that  Hawaii  by  legislative  fiat  created  an  instant 
library  network. 

The  legislature,  in  1963,  again  exhibited  library  leadership  by 
creating  a  centralized  processing  center  to  further  develop  and 
strengthen  the  network  and  to  provide  for  the  simultaneous  process- 
ing of  books  for  all  public  libraries  and  all  school  libraries.  Act  202 
of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  of  1963  stated  that  "sufficient  funds 
for  supplies  and  equipment  shall  be  transferred  to  the  centralized 
processing  unit  of  the  Public  Library  Services  Program  from  the 
Library  of  Hawaii,  the  school  libraries,  and  any  other  library  pro- 
gram which  receives  central  processing  services,  and  that  funds  to  be 
transferred  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  services  rendered, 
provided  further,  that  the  positions  assigned  to  centralized  processing 
from  both  the  Library  of  Hawaii  and  the  Department  of  Education 
shall  be  accountable  to  and  shall  serve  under  the  Director  of  Cen- 
tralized Processing." 

The  Hawaii  State  Library  System  has  processed  over  1,750,000 
books  for  both  public  and  school  libraries  since  it  first  began  service 
in  July  of  1963,  which  I  think  is  little  short  of  phenomenal.  Books 
are  processed  for  391  agencies,  including  213  school  libraries,  121 
private  schools  (this  includes  materials  processed  under  Title  II  of 
ESEA),  57  public  library  agencies,  and  a  special  agency  called  the 
Hawaii  Curriculum  Center,  which  is  devoted  to  the  development  of 
curriculum.  We  feel  that  a  centralized  processing  center  service  is 
one  of  the  basic  services  of  a  cooperative  system. 

Hawaii,  the  youngest  of  the  fifty  states,  has  seen  and  continues 
to  see  the  wisdom  of  organizing  itself  into  a  library  network  which 
also  includes  the  school  libraries  in  the  state.  To  some  in  our  pro- 
fession this  may  seem  heresy,  but  we  have  had  to  live  with  it 
very  closely  over  the  past  five  years  and  the  legislature  has  had 
community-school  libraries  on  the  books  for  the  past  ten  years.  It 
seems  reasonable  to  me,  then,  that  other  states,  while  not  adopting 
the  pattern  as  totally  as  it  exists  in  Hawaii,  might  well  review  the 
rationale  that  led  to  such  an  organizational  structure  of  centralized 
processing  in  Hawaii,  and  perhaps  review  this  structure  itself. 

We  know  that  the  organizational  arrangement  is  sound  from  the 
management  and  fiscal  standpoint.  In  the  present  fiscal  year  we 
anticipate  processing  over  450,000  book  and  nonbook  items.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year  around  500,000  items  were  processed,  using  only 
35.93  full-time  equivalent  positions — this  is  13,915  items  per  em- 
ployee. These  are  hard,  firm  statistics  which  indicate  the  advantages 
of  centralized  purchasing  and  processing,  or  at  least  a  glimpse  of 
them. 
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There  are  further  advantages  such  as  discount,  good  review  mech- 
anisms, etc.,  that  flow  from  this  centralized  effort.  Further,  the  cost 
benefits  of  the  program  can  be  dramatically  demonstrated.  While  I 
cannot  give  you  an  exact  cost  analysis  because  we  are  presently 
trying  to  ascertain  all  the  elements  of  indirect  costs,  I  think  we  can 
show  that  on  a  price  basis  our  processed  product  is  competitive  with 
commercial  firms.  We  do  have  service  hangups,  but  no  more  than  a 
single  library  or  a  commercial  processing  firm  would  have.  We  main- 
tain many  records  for  cost  analysis  purposes,  since  cost  and  finances 
must  be  a  major  concern  of  administrators  of  all  types  of  libraries 
today. 

Another  service  closely  coordinated  with  the  centralized  processing 
center  is  the  book  selection  mechanism,  which  again  is  a  basic  service 
of  a  total  library  system.  To  prepare  our  monthly  book  order  lists, 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  conducting  book  review 
meetings.  For  children's  and  young  adult  librarians,  a  meeting  is 
held  ten  times  a  year  under  the  direction  of  statewide  coordinators. 
A  school  librarian  and  a  children's  and  young  adult  librarian  from 
each  of  the  neighbor  islands  attend  these  monthly  meetings.  All 
children's  and  young  adult  librarians  working  in  public  libraries  on 
Oahu  attend.  In  addition,  there  are  elementary  and  secondary  school 
librarians  from  the  seven  school  districts,  four  of  which  are  located 
on  Oahu,  and  a  considerable  number  of  private  school  librarians  who 
are  invited  to  attend  if  they  wish. 

From  the  recommendations  of  this  group,  which  totals  SO  to  60 
librarians  at  a  given  meeting,  a  book  order  list  is  produced,  which 
is  then  sent  to  all  participating  agencies.  Over  47  private  school 
librarians  also  use  this  list  as  a  buying  guide,  but  as  yet  have  not 
been  able  to  purchase  books  through  the  Central  Processing  Center. 
We  have  had  requests  for  this  service  from  private  institutions,  and 
are  presently  working  on  arriving  at  a  firm  indirect  cost  which  can 
be  charged  to  nonpublic  institutions.  Governor  John  A.  Burns  has 
given  us  permission  to  work  with  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Ter- 
ritory of  the  Pacific,  and  Guam,  on  a  no-charge  basis,  and  librarians 
in  these  Pacific  outposts  are  presently  working  with  us  to  establish 
procedures  on  ordering  books  through  the  Hawaii  Central  Processing 
Center. 

Another  service  offered  to  libraries  in  Hawaii's  network  is  a  tele- 
communication service,  similar  to  the  service  which  many  of  Cali- 
fornia's library  systems  have  installed.  This  was  begun  over  a  year 
ago,  after  we  had  conducted  a  year's  experiment  on  Datafax,  which 
was  not  successful  for  us.  We  call  this  second  part  of  the  experiment 
"Total  Information  for  Hawaii."  The  use  of  Dataphone  has  been

operative  to  five  libraries  in  Hawaii's  interloan  circuit.  On  a  demand 
basis,  interisland  requests  for  materials  and  information,  to  and  from 
the  State  Library,  can  be  handled  by  voice,  tape,  or  keyboard  print- 
out. It  is  used  as  a  total  information  device  and  communicates  de- 
tailed information  of  a  variety  of  types  for  which  the  voice  mode  may 
be  time-consuming  or  costly.  The  University  of  Hawaii  Library  has 
also  agreed  to  become  a  part  of  this  system  and  has  an  automatic 
send-receive  machine  similar  to  the  one  installed  in  the  State  Library. 
This  project,  which  is  partially  funded  under  Title  III  of  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  has  brought  about  a  tremendous  in- 
crease in  interlibrary  loan  activity  as  well  as  in  general  communica- 
tion. Our  interlibrary  loans  have  gone  up  from  8,000  a  year  five 
years  ago  to  42,000  this  past  fiscal  year. 

There  is  one  other  service  I  think  you  might  be  interested  in,  that 
offered  by  our  public  information  unit.  The  Public  Information  Serv- 
ice Unit  prepares,  on  request,  press  releases  for  any  library  in  the 
state,  as  well  as  art  work,  art  exhibits,  bibliographies,  signs,  and 
specialized  exhibits  for  all  libraries.  It  coordinates  special  exhibits  of 
painting  and  sculpture  throughout  the  state  system.  As  a  result  of 
this  activity,  the  State  Foundation  on  Culture  and  Arts  has  indicated 
that  it  would  like  the  Hawaii  State  Library  System  to  become  the 
curator  for  its  collection.  Under  present  practices,  one  percent  of  all 
capital  improvement  project  funds  for  the  state  as  a  whole  must  be 
expended  for  works  of  art  to  be  placed  in  public  buildings.  It  is  the 
works  of  art  purchased  under  this  program  that  we  will  be  expected 
to  coordinate. 

While  exact  cost  figures  of  the  services  I  have  mentioned  have  not 
been  determined,  we  do  know  our  costs  are  lower  than  those  we  would 
have  to  bear  if  we  were  to  decentralize  many  of  our  operations.  We 
feel  our  programs  are  managed  well  and  our  costs  are  defensible. 

We  are  all  aware  of  the  financial  crises  of  big  city  libraries.  The 
Detroit  Public  Library's  budget  has  been  drastically  cut,  library 
hours  have  been  cut  back,  and  staff  has  been  reduced.  Other  large 
and  medium-sized  city  libraries  are  facing  similar  crises — Champaign 
and  Quincy,  Illinois,  for  example,  have  had  bond  issues  for  new  fa- 
cilities turned  down,  while  Peoria  had  to  go  through  two  referendums 
to  make  it. 

As  a  possible  method  of  meeting  such  crises,  and  still  preserving 
their  collections  and  staff  services,  libraries  could  look  to  new  ar- 
rangements vis-a-vis  their  respective  state  libraries  and  could  con- 
sider becoming  branches  of  the  state  library  or  modifications  thereof. 
This  may  shock  a  great  number  of  people.  It  has  been  seriously  pro- 
posed in  Detroit,  however,  that  the  Detroit  Public  Library  become  a 
state  resource.  Under  such  an  arrangenment  it  could  provide  services, 
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through  a  network  structure,  to  the  entire  state,  not  just  to  the  tax- 
payers of  Detroit.  I  think  that  bold  alternatives  of  this  kind  must  be 
explored  if  we  are  to  provide  the  library  user  with  fast,  efficient,  and 
economical  high-quality  service. 

I  would  recommend  that  librarians  and  boards  of  trustees  in  Cali- 
fornia explore  how  they  might  benefit  from  Hawaii's  experience. 
There  is  leadership  at  the  State  Library  to  guide  the  way  along  the 
path  of  increased  service  to  library  users.  Additional  manpower  and 
financial  resources  are  needed  in  state  library  agencies.  They  also 
need  additional  legal  strengthening  to  do  their  work  within  their 
states.  The  example  of  Hawaii  may  provide  some  sense  of  courage 
and  sense  of  urgency  to  proceed  more  quickly.  It  is  a  prototype  of 
centralization  of  library  services  that  might  be  applied  in  part  or  in 
whole  to  other  states.  The  urgency  is  apparent — much  courage  will 
be  needed.

CLIMATE  OF  FEDERAL,  STATE,  AND 
LOCAL  FINANCING

I  would  like  to  develop  a  factual  backdrop  which  I  think  will 
indicate  to  you,  unequivocally,  that  there  is  no  fiscal  or  economic 
foundation  for  the  crisis  in  library  finance.  I  would  also  like  to  dis- 
cuss with  you  the  climate  of  financing  at  the  federal  level,  the  state 
level,  and  the  local  level,  and  I  am  going  to  pose  the  question,  "What 
does  the  clmate  suggest  by  way  of  programs  and  implementation?" 

We  have  to  proceed  from  the  base  premise  that  public  services 
in  a  democratic  society  are  going  to  be  financed  from  the  resources 
of  the  private  sector.  By  the  very  nature  of  the  role  of  the  public 
sector  in  a  democratic  society  where  individualism  and  private  prop- 
erty rights  are  paramount,  the  resources,  which  are  the  key  to  the 
income,  are  owned  by  individuals  and  business  firms  in  the  private 
sector,  and  a  tax  is  a  payment  for  which  there  is  no  direct  quid  pro 
quo.  Therefore,  if  we  are  going  to  use  a  system  of  taxation  to  meet 
certain  public  needs,  we  have  to  ask  what  sacrifices  the  private 
sector — the  household  and  the  business  firm — are  willing  to  make, 
in  order  to  buy  adequate  services. 

The  $8,000,000,  the  $12,000,000  you  are  talking  about  are  much 
too  small.  Visualize  $8,000,000.  That  amount  would  involve  a  sacri- 
fice of  one  six-pack  of  beer  for  every  California  family  this  year,  or 
three  packs  of  cigarettes  and  one  martini.  This  indicates  that  we  are 
going  to  have  to  market  our  product  a  little  better,  and  show  pre- 
cisely what  the  tradeoffs  are  for  good  library  services.  You  can  see 
that  they  are  not  really  very  great,  and  obviously  the  social  gains  are 
much  greater. 

In  1968,  our  very  affluent  society  produced  866  billion  dollars 
worth  of  output  in  goods  and  services,  and  consuming  households 
spent  537  billion  dollars.  My  examples  of  the  six-pack  and  the  mar- 
tini would  look  very  ill  compared  to  the  actual  spending  pattern  of 
the  American  household.  There  is  no  basic  economic  rationale  for 
the  crisis.  Crisis  grows  out  of  certain  new  organizational  aspects  of 
library  service,  among  other  things,  and  out  of  the  simple  fact  that 
libraries  in  California  are  tied  to  a  revenue  structure  that  is  about 
50  years  out  of  date.  You  have  reasons  to  be  unhappy,  but  they 
should  be  the  right  reasons,  and  they  should  lead  to  some  logical 
programs  of  implementation. 

Let  us  look  at  employment  in  the  United  States.  In  1940,  this 
society  provided  47  million  jobs.  Today  there  are  78  million  people 
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at  work,  with  3  million  (about  4  percent)  of  the  labor  force  unem- 
ployed. The  consumer  price  index  is  an  indication  of  the  climate. 
Using  1957-59  as  equal  to  one  hundred,  the  current  index  is  128, 
while  in  1960  it  was  103  and  in  1940  it  was  48.8.  And  each  year 
for  the  past  several  years,  the  gross  national  product  has  increased 
by  70  billion  dollars.  I  am  sure  that  12  million  can  be  found.  This 
economy  has  been  in  104  months  of  upturn,  the  longest  in  the  history 
of  the  country. 

That  is  the  national  picture;  now  let  us  look  at  California.  I  have 
selected  three  key  indices  for  California:  population,  employment, 
and  personal  income.  In  1940,  the  California  population  was  6.9 
million,  employment  was  about  2.1  million,  and  personal  income,  6 
billion.  In  1969,  the  population  is  19.7  million,  employment  8  mil- 
lion, and  personal  income  in  the  state  is  about  84  billion  dollars.  This 
does  not  include  the  net  profit  accruing  to  the  business  sector.  If  we 
were  to  develop  a  gross  state  product  comparable  to  the  gross  na- 
tional product,  very  likely  in  California  it  would  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  125  billion  dollars.  You  might  be  interested  to  know  that 
next  year  the  national  economy  will  produce  a  one  trillion  dollar 
gross  national  product.  So  the  economic  resources  are  there. 

Let's  look  at  how  the  State  of  California  spends  its  money.  The 
so-called  state  budget  level  for  expenditures  in  fiscal  1969-70  is 
estimated  at  5.8  billion.  Our  state  bond  expenditures  will  be  400 
million,  for  a  total  of  6.2  billion.  This  6.2  billion  represents  7  cents 
out  of  every  dollar  of  personal  income  received  by  Californians.  The 
federal  government  this  year  will  pour  2.9  billion  into  California, 
to  be  spent  mainly  on  a  host  of  human-welfare-oriented  programs. 
There  is  an  interesting  split  here,  with  about  70  percent  of  our  state 
spending  this  year  state-generated,  and  about  30  percent  coming 
from  the  federal  government. 

Let's  look  at  what  has  happened  to  total  state  spending  in  the  last 
three  fiscal  years.  In  fiscal  1967-68  we  spent  7.5  billion  for  these 
three  items.  In  1968-69  we  spent  8.8  billion,  and  in  the  current  fiscal 
year,  9.1  billion.  State  spending  is  increasing.  The  question  is,  how  do 
we  get  our  part  of  it? 

As  for  federal  aid  programs,  in  fiscal  1959-60  the  federal  govern- 
ment allocated  605  million  dollars  to  the  State  of  California,  while 
this  year  it  is  2.9  billion.  W  cannot  be  unaware  of  the  impact  of  the 
federal  government  on  financing.  Ten  years  ago  we  talked  almost 
apoplectically  about  federal  aid  to  education — we  see  how  a  society 
adjusts. 

Finally,  a  brief  look  at  the  California  general  fund,  fiscal  1969-70. 
The  sales  tax  this  year  will  generate  1.7  billion,  and  this  represents 
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40  percent  of  the  general  fund.  Personal  income  taxes  will  generate 
29  percent  (it  is  interesting  to  note  that  69  percent  of  the  general 
fund  revenue  of  the  state  falls  directly  upon  the  household  unit). 
The  bank  and  corporate  taxes  will  generate  about  13  percent  of  the 
general  fund,  cigarette  taxes  about  4  percent,  and  a  host  of  miscel- 
laneous taxes  about  14  percent. 

Let  us  look  at  the  fiscal  climate  of  the  federal  government  today 
under  Mr.  Nixon's  leadership.  First  of  all,  Mr.  Nixon  has  to  be  fully 
cognizant  of  the  economic  stability  goals  which  have  been  established 
for  the  society.  The  President  has  to  walk  the  tightrops  of  trying  to 
mitigate  the  inflationary  pressures  which  he  inherited.  At  the  same 
time  he  must  maintain  the  high  employment  goal,  such  that  unem- 
ployment does  not  move  past  four  percent  of  the  civilian  labor  force. 
From  the  purely  economic  point  of  view,  then,  the  President  does 
not  have  a  very  enviable  position.  He  must  try  to  control  inflation 
and  minimize  growth  of  unemployment,  and  all  within  the  environ- 
ment of  tax  reform  which  is  taking  place  at  the  federal  level.  It  is 
also  against  the  backdrop  of  a  very  high  level  of  war  and  defense 
spending  and  a  very  unpopular  war. 

One  of  the  social  revolutions  of  the  sixties  is  the  focus  upon  human 
and  environmental  renewal  in  our  society  by  way  of  spending  pro- 
grams. In  the  current  year  we  will  spend  around  50  billion  dollars 
at  the  federal  level  on  human  and  environmental  renewal.  Another 
very  interesting  dimension  of  the  federal  fiscal  climate  is  a  rather 
apparent  conservative  fiscal  philosophy.  It  is  grounded  in  a  philo- 
sophical concern  with  inflation.  We  must  keep  the  dollar  honest,  and 
this  concern  with  inflation  control  translates  into  very  vigorous  at- 
tempts to  cut  federal  spending  and  reduce  tax  burdens  on  the  private 
sector.  So  the  general  climate  of  fiscal  affairs  at  the  federal  level  will 
not  translate  in  the  next  several  years  into  mass  increases  in  spending 
on  various  programs  that  might  benefit  library  services  at  the  local 
level. 

At  the  same  time,  the  base  economy  is  still  growing.  In  real  terms 
we  are  adding  30  billion  dollars  a  year  to  our  level  of  output.  We 
are  finding  about  a  million  and  a  half  new  jobs.  Mr.  Nixon  may  have 
the  dubious  distinction  in  the  next  few  months  of  having  interrupted 
the  longest  period  of  economic  upturn  in  the  history  of  the  American 
economy.  He  has  had  to  implement  what  his  own  administration's 
philosophy  held  to  be  proper  money  and  fiscal  policy  in  the  high- 
employment  state,  and  the  end  result  could  be  a  little  recession,  some 
sort  of  readjustment — not  a  bad  one. 

I  think  we  are  going  to  see  some  cutting  in  spending  levels,  and 
evidently  the  Congress  will  bring  us  some  tax  remission.  When  the 
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federal  government  reduces  taxes,  the  state  should  move  right  into 
the  breach. 

Now  for  a  look  at  the  fiscal  climate  of  the  state.  California  is  in 
a  very  interesting  period  of  fiscal  conservatism.  We  must  distinguish 
in  all  fairness  the  idealized  concept  of  fiscal  conservatism — which 
sells  at  the  polls — from  the  reality.  Your  program  to  enhance  the 
financing  of  libraries  is  going  to  have  to  deal  with  the  myths  and 
the  realities.  Fiscal  conservatism  at  the  state  and  federal  levels  cannot 
be  discounted.  Federal,  state,  and  local  governments  are  taxing  away 
about  30  percent  of  the  national  income.  Government  is  big  business, 
and  you  ought  to  be  a  part  of  it  and  get  your  share. 

A  second  dimension  of  the  state's  fiscal  climate  is  the  great  pressure 
for  property  tax  reform.  A  third  is  the  increasing  level  of  federal 
aid.  A  fourth  is  that,  because  of  the  economic  growth  of  the  state, 
general  fund  revenues  have  increased  very  steadily,  and  so  have 
expenditures,  under  the  stresses  of  population  growth  and  of  urbani- 
zation. State  spending  is  going  to  continue  to  increase  and  so  will 
the  revenue  take.  The  economic  growth  of  the  state  can  support 
rising  levels  of  expenditure,  as  well  as  rising  levels  of  revenue.  I  also 
think  we  are  seeing  an  increasing  trend  toward  state  sharing  with 
local  government  and  the  assumption  of  local  governmental  functions, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  human  welfare. 

Another  dimension  is  the  slowdown  in  population  growth,  which 
gives  us  a  chance  to  begin  to  look  at  certain  qualitative  dimensions 
of  the  public  sector.  Another  is  the  increasing  use  of  the  personal 
income  tax  as  an  integral  part  of  the  state  revenue  structure.  In 
fiscal  1959,  the  personal  income  tax  in  this  state  raised  less  than  200 
million  dollars,  representing  12  percent  of  the  general  fund.  This  year, 
the  state  income  tax  will  raise  1.3  billion,  or  29  percent  of  general 
fund  revenues.  I  consider  this  to  be  a  very  favorable  fiscal  trend  at 
the  state  level,  particularly  if  we  can  come  up  with  a  program  of 
sharing  that  will  benefit  libraries. 

You  will  be  interested  in  the  fact  that,  with  the  average  per  capita 
income  in  the  state  this  year  at  $4,000,  the  $4.00  per  capita  spent  for 
libraries  in  California  represents  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  per 
capita  income  that  is  being  allocated  to  this  all-important  social 
service. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  environment  of  local  government  in  Cali- 
fornia. First  of  all,  local  government  which  relies  on  the  property  tax 
for  45  percent  of  its  revenue  is  operating  on  a  totally  obsolete  fiscal 
system.  The  property  tax,  in  terms  of  its  primary  fiscal  role,  should 
at  least  have  been  phased  down  as  we  began  to  urbanize  and  become 
highly  industrialized.  When  millions  of  people  are  brought  together 
in  urban  areas,  demands  upon  state  and  local  government  go  up  ac- 
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cordingly.  This  has  been  going  on  for  thirty  years,  and  yet  we  have: 
clung  to  the  property  tax  as  the  mainstay  of  local  government — and: 
you  wonder  why  you  have  difficulty  with  local  library  finance. 

A  second  very  serious  dimension  of  the  climate  of  local  government 
in  California  concerns  the  highly  fragmented  structure  of  local  gov- 
ernment. Communities  grew  up  in  the  old  days  separated  by  citrus 
and  walnut  groves.  With  urbanization  and  industralization,  we  find 
that  the  geographic  definitions  of  an  incorporated  city,  in  terms  of  thej 
functions  to  be  performed  by  local  government,  make  no  sense.  We 
can  be  thankful  for  our  state  program  of  cooperative  and  consoli- 
dated library  systems.  If  other  functions  of  local  government,  such  as 
police  and  fire  protection,  could  move  in  this  direction,  we  would  be  a 
lot  better  off.  But  they  are  not,  and  local  government,  as  structured 
geographically,  is  highly  uneconomical  in  terms  of  many  public  func- 
tions. Libraries  will  be  too,  unless  we  continue  to  systematize  with  a 
vengeance. 

Another  very  important  dimension  is  the  high  degree  of  tax  con- 
sciousness which  exists  at  the  local  level  because  of  the  property  tax 
being  the  mainstay  of  the  local  revenue  system.  There  is  also  the 
incredible  ambivalence  of  the  citizen  taxpayer.  The  citizen  wants  the 
best  standards  of  service— library,  education,  police,  fire — but  is  the 
very  one  who  goes  to  the  polls  and  votes  down  the  tax  and  bond 
overrides.  We  have  to  face  the  fact  that  we  have  not  really  estab- 
lished a  legitimate  role  in  our  society  for  government.  People  have 
never  been  convinced  that  any  product  of  the  public  sector  has 
economic  and  social  value.  When  we  pay  taxes  we  are  convinced  that 
those  taxes  go  down  the  government  drain,  and  there  is  no  recogni- 
tion that  anything  comes  back.  Somehow,  we  have  to  convince  a 
very  ambivalent  citizenry  that  library  services  do,  indeed,  add  some- 
thing worthwhile  to  the  way  of  life  we  value. 

There  is  another  dimension.  The  local  elected  official  operates  on 
the  philosophy  of  the  fiscal  status  quo.  Local  officials  are  very  re- 
luctant to  promote  tax  reforms.  All  you  have  to  do  is  review  the 
postures  taken  by  local  government  on  Proposition  9,  which  tried  to 
nudge  us  along  the  way  to  property  tax  reform.  Most  local  officials 
were  the  most  vigorous  opponents,  because  they  would  have  had  to 
go  out  and  find  more  equitable  and  more  effective  fiscal  sources.  How 
can  the  local  official  be  expected  to  come  out  for  tax  reform  when 
his  constituency  doesn't  feel  that  there  is  any  real  role  for  govern- 
ment? 

Another  dimension  is  clearly  related  to  adequate  library  services. 
This  is  the  simple  fact  that  we  do  not  live  in  a  society  where  ap- 
preciation for  the  intellectual  runs  rampant.  I  wish  library  services 
were  being  marketed  as  effectively  as  dog  and  cat  foods.  What  does 
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this  climate  suggest?  It  suggests,  first  of  all,  that  local  government 
is  going  to  have  to  look  more  and  more  to  federal  and  state  revenue- 
sharing  as  the  key  to  the  future.  We  are  going  to  have  to  move  the 
financing  of  local  government  to  a  broader  geographic  base,  and  to 
a  broader  fiscal  base  also.  I  happen  to  be  a  very  strong  proponent 
of  a  state  and  local  shared  income  tax.  It  could  be  done  very  simply 
and  would  involve  no  new  administrative  machinery  or  any  tax 
revolution.  I  think  it  would  be  possible  to  work  out  a  very  good 
shareback  formula  for  libraries.  It  does  suggest  moving  away  from 
the  property  tax  (a  wealth  tax  which  was  very  good  when  we  were 
an  agricultural  society)  and  moving  to  the  income  base  of  an  urban 
industrialized  society. 

I  think  this  climate  suggests  more  aggressive  selling  of  the  product. 
Community  libraries  and  library  systems  generally  have  a  great  deal 
to  offer  to  society.  It  seems  to  me  also  that  we  must  support  some 
rational  program  for  tax  reform,  and  I  would  like  to  see  this  come 
from  county  Boards  of  Supervisors,  from  leagues  of  California  cities, 
from  the  business  sector,  from  the  library  community.  It  has  to  come 
from  the  grassroots  level  and  not  from  the  legislature,  which  is  too 
much  subject  to  the  economic  interest  groups. 

I  would  think  that  this  suggests  continuation  of  the  organizational 
cooperation  in  consolidation  which  you  people  have  well  under  way. 
One  of  the  ironies  of  this  fiscal  dilemma  which  libraries  face  is  that 
you,  as  professionals,  have  taken  the  logical  step  which  avoids  the 
limitations  of  fragmented  local  government.  The  systems  approach 
is  going  to  bring  more  efficiency,  more  effectiveness,  more  economy 
in  the  provision  of  service.  One  of  your  strongest  points,  it  seems 
to  me,  is  your  program  of  implementation.  You  should  put  a  great 
deal  of  stress  on  the  scientific  management  approach  which  you 
have  brought  to  your  profession.  Also,  stress  the  total  systems  ap- 
proach. 

In  this  administration,  you  are  dealing  with  a  business-type  phi- 
losophy. It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  what  is  good  for  General 
Motors  is  good  for  the  State  of  California,  but  nevertheless,  the 
decision-makers  think  this  way  and  you  must  adapt  your  strategy 
to  get  the  job  done.  If  we  are  going  to  have  to  shame  these  people 
into  more  fiscal  support,  maybe  that  will  have  to  be  part  of  the 
strategy.  We  need  to  establish  more  firmly  the  relation  between  li- 
braries and  the  educational  system  at  all  levels — most  people  are 
not  really  aware  of  this.  The  service  to  business  and  industry  of  the 
state  can  be  put  into  much  more  dramatic  perspective. 

We  live  in  the  age  of  the  "knowledge  explosion,"  and  libraries 
must  have  the  wherewithal  to  tell  the  story  of  this  explosion  in  all 
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areas.  Also,  there  is  great  emphasis  in  our  society  currently  on 
human  and  environmental  renewal.  Get  aboard;  that's  where  the 
money  is  going  to  be  in  the  next  decade.  Finally,  after  more  than 
a  hundred  years,  we  have  been  able  to  move  away  from  a  total  pri- 
ority of  property  rights  to  begin  to  recognize  the  value  of  human 
and  environmental  rights;  and  society  I  think  is  going  to  give  much 
more  attention  to  these  matters. 

The  library  fraternity  must  adopt  an  international  focus.  We  have 
tended  to  be  very  provincial,  and  yet  each  incorporated  community 
in  California  is  an  integral  part  of  the  greater  state  community,  and 
many  incorporated  communities  are  an  integral  part  of  gigantic 
urban-industrial  complexes.  When  this  occurs,  all  the  rules  of  the 
game  change.  The  systems  approach  is  a  very  logical  outgrowth 
of  this  in  terms  of  performing  services  for  20  million  people,  and  it 
is  equally  rational  from  the  point  of  view  of  financing  library  services 
in  the  state. 

Adam  Smith,  in  The  Wealth  of  Nations,  laid  out  the  three  basic 
functions  of  a  soverign  state.  The  first  had  to  do  with  the  protection 
of  the  rights,  property,  and  liberty  of  individuals,  the  second  with 
the  maintenance  of  a  system  of  law.  "The  third  and  last  duty  of  the 
sovereign  or  commonwealth  is  that  of  erecting  and  maintaining  those 
public  institutions  and  those  public  works  which,  though  they  may 
be  in  the  highest  degree  advantageous  to  a  great  society,  are,  how- 
ever, of  such  a  nature  that  the  profit  could  never  repay  the  expense 
to  any  individual  or  small  number  of  individuals  and  which  it  cannot 
therefore  be  expected  that  any  individual  or  small  number  of  indi- 
viduals should  erect  or  maintain.  The  performance  of  this  duty  re- 
quires, too,  very  different  degrees  of  expense  in  the  different  periods 
of  society."  Adam  Smith  elucidated,  for  a  society  he  knew  would 
inevitably  change,  a  very  dynamic  concept  of  the  role  of  government. 
"The  performance  of  this  duty  requires,  too,  very  different  degrees 
of  expense  in  the  different  periods  of  society."  I  think  we  have 
reached  the  point  in  our  society  where  different  degrees  of  expense 
must  be  allocated  to  the  support  of  libraries. 
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THE  CONCEPT  OF  TOTAL   LIBRARY  SERVICE

Again  I  must  refer  somewhat  to  Hawaii.  Total  library  service  has 
to  some  degree  been  forced  upon  us  by  reorganization  of  the  state. 
Approximately  118  units  of  government  in  the  Territory  were  con- 
densed into  20  state  departments.  We  had  autonomous  library  com- 
missions in  four  counties,  and  there  was  a  problem  of  whether  to 
place  them  within  the  Department  of  Education  or  within  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii.  Neither  of  these  wanted  public  libraries,  and  finally 
the  Legislature  had  to  make  the  decision.  They  looked  around  the 
country  for  patterns  to  follow.  Finding  none,  they  took  a  long  step 
and  placed  within  the  Department  of  Education  the  Division  of 
Library  Services.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  unhappiness  and  for  two 
years  the  concept  was  not  implemented.  Finally  in  1961,  by  executive 
order,  the  reorganization  was  accomplished. 

We  have  by  now  arrived  at  a  position  where  we  have  overall 
administration  of  school  and  public  libraries.  The  community-school 
library  concept  and  reality  have  been  much  debated  over  the  past 
40  years.  The  idea  is  one  that  fits  into  the  concept  of  total  library 
service.  I  think  it  is  a  national  shame  that  school  libraries  have  to 
a  great  extent  been  overlooked  in  overall  planning  for  library  net- 
works and  library  systems.  The  debate  continues  today,  and  relies 
for  the  most  part  on  outmoded  principles  of  thinking.  Today  this 
concept  offers  much  as  an  answer  to  library  service  to  a  large  segment 
of  the  community  in  rural  and  quasi-rural  areas.  It  is  also  possible 
that  the  concept  can  be  translated  and  organized  for  non-rural  areas. 
Hawaii's  public  officials,  legislators,  and  its  governor  have  been 
persistent  in  their  support  of  this  concept  and  have  supported  the 
construction  of  community-school  libraries  for  simultaneous  use  by 
students,  teachers,  and  the  general  community  in  areas  where  such 
facilities  are  located. 

The  first  community-school  library  in  the  state  was  funded  by  the 
legislature  in  1961.  It  was  at  Pahala  on  Hawaii,  and  was  to  a  large 
extent  the  brainchild  of  our  present  Superintendent  of  Education, 
who  was  then  District  Superintendent  of  the  Hawaii  District.  A 
second  community-school  library  was  opened  in  April,  1966,  on  the 
campus  of  Kahuku  School,  a  large  rural  elementary  and  high  school 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,419  students.  The  initial  facility  was  a  tem- 
porary remodeled  school  library.  Funds  for  a  new  community  library 
at  Kahuku  were  appropriated  in  1964,  1965,  and  1966,  and  a  new 
facility  designed  as  a  total  media  library  for  use  by  students,  teachers 
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and  the  general  public  was  completed  and  opened  on  November  25, 
1968. 

A  third  community-school  library  was  also  built  on  Hawaii  in  a 
rural  area  called  Pahoa.  This  facility,  an  enlarged  version  of  the 
Pahala  library,  was  completed  in  September,  1967.  At  this  moment 
a  design  has  also  been  completed  for  a  23,000-square-foot  total  media 
library,  to  be  located  within  a  school  complex  or  plaza,  and  expected 
to  serve  nine  public  schools.  It  will  serve  as  a  central  library  media 
center  to  one  high  school,  one  intermediate  school,  and  seven  elemen- 
tary schools,  plus  two  private  schools.  The  schools  are  located  within 
a  seven-mile  radius  and  will  retain  their  present  libraries  as  resource 
centers,  so  this  is  actually  a  supplementary  building.  It  will  also 
serve  a  general  community  population  of  approximately  32,000. 

The  legislature  and  governor  of  Hawaii  continue  to  see  a  great 
potential  in  this  type  of  facility.  Currently  the  legislature  has  appro- 
priated the  funds  for  four  additional  such  facilities  to  be  located  in 
rural  areas.  Requests  for  planning  funds  for  three  additional  com- 
munity-school libraries,  including  a  total  community-school  library 
for  the  physically  handicapped  on  the  campus  of  the  Hawaii  School 
for  the  Deaf  and  Blind,  will  be  presented  to  the  next  state  Legislature. 
Here  again  we  are  trying  to  bring  in  another  type  of  library  service. 
This  library  is  planned  to  provide  service  to  the  adult  physically 
handicapped  of  all  kinds.  Approximately  10%  of  our  population 
nationally  is  physically  handicapped  in  one  way  or  another,  and  I 
think  libraries  have  done  a  miserably  poor  job  of  providing  any 
service  to  these  people.  There  have  been  spotty  efforts,  but  there 
has  been  no  coordinated  effort  to  reach  these  people  with  total  library 
service. 

Much  of  the  innovation  and  structure  of  the  Hawaii  network  of 
information  is  due  to  the  combined  leadership  of  librarians,  educa- 
tors, legislators,  and  the  governor  of  Hawaii,  as  well  as  other  public 
officials  and  community  leaders.  Under  the  present  Superintendent  of 
Education,  Ralph  H.  Kiyosaki,  a  master  plan  for  public  education 
has  been  developed  in  which  the  public  school  system  with  its  school 
libraries  and  the  statewide  public  library  system  will  develop  side 
by  side  a  network  and  delivery  system,  with  all  levels  of  library 
services  to  match  the  level  of  demand.  The  Hawaii  network  of  li- 
braries is  built  upon  the  premise  that  school  libraries  and  public  li- 
braries must  work  hand  in  hand  within  the  Department  of  Education 
and  in  turn  with  all  other  libraries  in  the  state. 

I  would  like  to  digress  here  and  say  a  little  about  curriculum  de- 
velopments. We  are  talking  about  curriculum  these  days  in  terms  of 
individualized  instruction.  We  are  looking  at  education  on  a  one-to- 
one  basis.  Public  libraries  traditionally  have  viewed  their  service  on  a 
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one-to-one  basis,  school  libraries  have  not.  If  you  go  back  in  history 
you  can  say  that  public  libraries  really  have  their  roots  in  school 
library  service.  Melvil  Dewey  did  a  great  deal  to  convert  a  school 
library  concept  into  a  public  library  concept,  and  now  the  pendulum 
is  swinging  back  the  other  way.  Public  librarians  for  the  past  20 
years,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  school  librarians.  In  Hawaii  we 
say  that  the  first  school  librarians  were  school  secretaries — then 
teachers  gradually  became  the  librarians;  now  the  profession  of  school 
librarianship  as  a  distinct,  different  occupational  group  is  beginning 
to  emerge.  We  are  in  a  tremendous  period  of  transition,  and  as  far  as 
the  concept  of  total  library  service  is  concerned,  I  think  different 
types  of  librarians  can  use  this  transitional  period  to  begin  to  work 
on  system  development  on  a  parallel  basis,  if  this  is  advisable;  or 
perhaps  in  other  ways. 

In  Hawaii  we  are  beginning  to  look  at  another  type  of  cooperative 
approach  in  our  new  Kahuku  community-school  library,  an  8,100- 
square-foot  total-media  library,  air-conditioned  and  carpeted,  which 
has  the  latest  media  equipment  for  the  use  of  both  the  general  public 
and  students  and  teachers  in  the  school.  We  see  a  great  deal  of  re- 
levance of  the  video  equipment,  for  example,  to  public  library  pro- 
grams. We  have  already  used  it  in  minimal  ways  with  community 
groups  for  a  variety  of  purposes.  We  can  see  with  our  ethnic  groups 
a  great  use  of  CCTV  programs.  We  can  obtain  videotapes  from  other 
countries — the  Philippines,  for  example. 

We  have  placed  both  school  and  public  librarians  in  this  facility. 
We  have  additional  funds  from  the  Board  of  Education  for  this  proj- 
ect, and  we  are  studying  it  very  intensively.  We  have  no  structured 
school  librarian  positions — they  are  classified  and  paid  as  teachers. 
We  are  undergoing  a  classification  study  now  which  is  attempting 
to  differentiate  the  staffing.  We  could  have  these  librarians  go  on, 
give  them  continuing  education,  and  lean  heavily  on  the  graduate 
schools  of  library  service  to  give  us  a  quality  program  geared  to  the 
needs  of  library  service  today.  I  must  say  that  I  don't  think  our 
graduate  schools  of  library  study  are  with  some  of  the  current  de- 
velopments in  system  and  network  planning.  We  have  to  look  hard 
for  prototypes,  for  patterns  to  follow,  and  very  frequently  we  find 
ourselves  alone  in  trying  to  do  work  for  which  we  ought  to  have  a 
great  deal  of  help. 

In  Hawaii  almost  70%  of  the  use  of  our  public  libraries  is  by  stu- 
dents or  others  age  12  to  18.  We  can't  ignore  this  fact.  We  have  214 
centrally  developed  school  libraries.  We  have  2044  school  librarians, 
all  certified — in  Hawaii  we  have  perhaps  the  highest  statewide  cer- 
tification for  both  school  and  public  librarians.  We  are  beginning  to 
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see  the  possibility  of  interchangeability  of  school  librarians  and 
public  librarians — again  to  try  to  give  the  user  the  maximum  amount 
of  service.  If  students  are  using  our  libraries  at  this  great  rate,  then 
obviously  we  are  supporting  the  curriculum  to  a  great  extent.  There 
is  no  use  arguing  about  whether  we  ought  to  support  it  or  not.  The 
users  are  there,  we  must  give  them  service,  and  we  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  ask  for  the  money  to  perform  our  service  to  these  students. 

The  Booz,  Allen  and  Hamilton  study  showed  that  there  is  rela- 
tively little  difference  between  the  use  of  the  school  library  and  the 
use  of  the  public  library.  The  collections  are  not  that  dissimilar.  If 
you  look  at  them  title  by  title  you  find  very  little  real  difference,  and 
certainly  as  we  go  into  independent  study  and  individualized  instruc- 
tion, there  is  going  to  be  less  of  a  real  difference.  We  are  telling  our 
school  librarians  that  they  are  going  to  have  to  adopt  some  of  the 
expertise  of  the  public  librarians  in  learning  how  to  work  on  a  one- 
to-one  basis,  getting  out  of  group  psychology  or  class  psychology  and 
looking  at  each  student  as  an  individual. 

We  are  thinking  now  about  resource  centers  for  school  libraries 
in  which  the  concept  of  team  teaching  will  be  used.  The  librarian 
will  work  as  a  member  of  the  team  to  provide  instant  information 
for  the  student  and  teacher.  If  we  are  going  to  support  the  inde- 
pendent or  the  individualized  instructional  curriculum,  we  must  have 
a  delivery  system  capable  of  getting  to  any  student  or  teacher  within 
a  24-hour  period  any  type  of  material  they  need — transparencies, 
filmstrips,  or  whatever.  We  see  the  total  state  role  as  providing  for 
any  need — providing  a  member  of  the  general  community,  a  student, 
or  a  teacher  with  the  information  he  wants,  in  the  format  he  wants 
it  in,  within  the  confines  of  our  budget,  as  instantaneously  as  we 
can. 

Perhaps  in  California,  as  you  view  your  different  types  and  levels 
of  service,  you  may  have  to  conceive  other  patterns  of  cooperation 
within  your  12  different  system  complexes.  I  think  one  of  the  first 
things  we  have  to  achieve  is  a  great  degree  of  cooperation  with  the 
school  libraries,  because  this  is  where  the  problem  is  going  to  be. 
Simultaneously,  we  have  to  think  about  coordination  with  our  college 
and  academic  libraries.  We  have  a  workable  arrangement  with  the 
University  of  Hawaii  Library  and  all  other  private  and  community 
colleges,  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Again  the  idea  is  to  get  the  informa- 
tion to  the  user,  wherever  he  is  in  the  state,  within  24  to  48  hours. 
Perhaps  you  can't  do  this  as  easily  as  we  might  because  of  our  highly 
centralized  mechanism,  but  I  think  you  have  to  conceive  patterns 
of  doing  it  and  I  think  you  must  work  with  the  State  Library  to 
overcome  the  barriers  that  may  exist  in  order  to  achieve  this. 
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I  would  like  to  talk  about  these  barriers,  but  first  let  me  review 
the  opening  statement  in  Orin  Nolting's  paper,  "Mobilizing  Total 
Library  Resources  for  Effective  Service,"  which  was  presented  at 
ALA  last  summer  in  Atlantic  City.  He  says:  "Interlibrary  coopera- 
tion among  different  types  of  libraries  is  a  means  of  mobilizing  total 
library  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  user  without  regard  to 
the  type  of  library  involved  and  without  classifying  the  user  as  a 
public,  school,  academic,  or  special  library  patron.  The  goal  is  to  help 
all  library  users  make  more  effective  use  of  all  library  resources  and 
services  related  to  their  educational  as  well  as  work  and  recreation 
needs.  The  primary  responsibility  of  each  type  of  library  must  be 
respected,  but  no  one  library  can  satisfy  all  of  the  demands  made 
upon  it.  Cooperation  is  not  limited  to  one  type  of  library  in  one  par- 
ticular area.  It  involves  all  types  of  libraries  on  local,  regional,  state, 
and  national  levels.  It  calls  for  a  master  plan  for  sharing  resources 
and  the  adoption  of  policies  which  establish  freer  access  for  all  users. 
Finally,  cooperation  between  types  of  libraries  leads  to  further  joint 
action  in  creating  a  structure  for  cooperation,  for  contacts  and  con- 
sultation, for  overcoming  institutional  barriers,  and  for  planning 
methods  and  systems.  This  is  a  large  order  but  it  can  be  achieved 
if  all  librarians  maintain  an  attitude  of  flexibility  and  willingness  to 
experiment." 

As  for  planning  methods,  I  might  say  that  we  have  gone  into  pro- 
gram planning  and  budgeting  at  a  rapid  rate  in  Hawaii,  and  we  have 
used  people  from  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  as  our 
consultants.  Over  the  past  three  years  all  of  the  department  heads 
and  division  heads  within  state  government  in  Hawaii  have  had  to 
attend  two  and  three  week  seminars  on  program  planning  and  budget- 
ing, and  we  have  had  to  prepare  three  budgets  for  the  Legislature 
for  the  next  session.  It  has  been  a  harrowing  experience,  but  I  think 
it  has  given  us  some  insights  into  what  you  must  do  as  a  library  ad- 
ministrator today  in  the  program  and  planning  effort.  In  systems,  we 
are  going  to  have  to  have  more  program  planning  and  more  ac- 
countability, and  become  better  managers.  I  also  think  there  needs 
to  be  more  talk  about  necessary  and  unnecessary  duplication  than 
we  have  had. 

To  return  to  the  barriers,  Nolting  lists  46  of  them,  which  he 
divides  into  five  groups:  psychological  barriers,  lack  of  information 
and  experience,  traditional  and  historical  barriers,  physical  and  geo- 
graphical barriers,  and  legal  and  administrative  barriers.  The  full  list 
of  46  barriers  is  quite  an  indictment  and  it  certainly  gives  us  much 
to  talk  about,  but  I  think  with  courage  we  can  overcome  most  of 
them.  The  patterns  will  be  different  within  each  state,  and  I  suspect 
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within  the  jurisdictions  of  each  state.  However,  there  has  to  be 
simultaneous  development  of  all  levels  of  service  if  we  are  really 
to  give  library  users  the  maximum  opportunity  and  if  we  really 
believe  in  the  mission  of  public  library  service.  Public  librarians  can 
be  a  catalyst  to  bring  this  about.  It  is  going  to  take  a  great  deal  of 
vision  and  a  great  deal  of  energy  on  their  part.  It  is  an  exciting  age, 
it  is  an  exciting  challenge,  and  it  is  going  to  tax  every  one  of  our 
energies  to  bring  it  about.  But  I  think  it  is  an  effort  well  worth 
engaging  in.

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REVIEW  OF  "INTERLIBRARY  COOPERATION   UNDER 
TITLE  III  OF  THE  LIBRARY  SERVICES  AND 
CONSTRUCTION  ACT/7  BY  RAYNARD  C.  SWANK

Dr.  Swank's  study  was  made  in  1967  as  "a  preliminary  exploration 
of  possible  approaches  in  California  to  implementation  of  Title  III 
of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act."  In  his  introductory 
statement  he  indicates  that  this  is  not  a  definite  study  but  is  intended 
rather  to  "raise  questions  and  to  point  out  directions  for  further 
study." 

To  set  his  study  in  the  proper  frame  of  reference  he  notes  that 
the  stated  intent  of  Title  III  is  that  each  state  must  have  a  plan  which 
will  "provide  policies  and  objectives  for  the  systematic  and  effective 
coordination  of  the  resources  of  school,  public,  academic,  and  special 
libraries  and  information  centers  for  improved  service  of  a  supple- 
mentary nature  to  the  special  clientele  served  by  each  type  of  library 
or  center."  In  his  introductory  statement  Dean  Swank  indicates  that 
the  practical  problems  in  the  organization  of  inter-type-of-library 
systems  are  considerable:  diverse  loyalties  and  philosophies  of  the 
different  types  of  library,  variant  levels  of  service  and  resources, 
different  sources  of  financial  support  and  different  legal  bases. 

The  report  reviews  the  legislative  and  professional  background 
of  cooperative  library  systems  in  California,  describes  existing  library 
resources  by  geographic  areas  (counties  and  regions),  considers  exist- 
ing cooperative  efforts,  examines  the  objectives  of  these  efforts,  ex- 
plores possible  organizational  structures  and  bases  of  financial  sup- 
port, and  suggests  avenues  of  further  study  and  planning. 

Background: 

Federal  and  state  legislation  has  provided  a  stimulus  to  the  forma- 
tion of  cooperative  library  systems:  the  federal  Library  Services  Act 
and  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  and  California's  Public 
Library  Services  Act  focused  on  public  library  development.  The 
State  Technical  Services  Act  of  1965  was  directed  towards  strengthen- 
ing the  dissemination  of  scientific  and  technical  information  for  the 
business  and  industrial  community  of  the  state.  The  Martin-Bowler 
report,  issued  in  1965,  proposed  a  coordinated  structure  of  public 
library  systems  to  better  meet  the  total  library  needs  of  the  state,  and 
pointed  out  the  need  for  cooperation  of  all  types  of  libraries  to  meet 
these  needs. 
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Title  III  of  LSCA  seeks  to  meet  these  total  needs  through  co-j 
ordination  of  all  types  of  libraries;  since  Title  III  arises  from  LSCA 
and  since  the  greatest  momentum  for  cooperative  systems  is  in  the 
public  library  field,  Swank  uses  public  library  systems  as  the  frame- 
work for  his  proposed  system  network,  but  notes  that  there  are  areas 
of  library  responsibility  which  the  public  library  cannot  meet  without 
cooperation  from  other  types  of  libraries. 

Analysis  of  Library  Resources: 

In  order  to  present  an  overall  picture  of  the  total  library  resources  | 
of  the  state  and  their  distribution,  Dean  Swank  compiled  data  on  i B 
the  number  of  libraries  of  all  types  and  the  number  of  volumes  held  | 
by  them.  Data  was  compiled  from  available  sources;   the  libraries 
were  grouped  by  counties,  and  then  grouped  into  geographic  regions 
following  the  nine  regions  suggested  in  the  Martin-Bowler  report. 
Dean  Swank  notes  that  in  grouping  them  thus,  he  is  not  making  a  ! 
recommendation  that  these  particular  boundaries  be  observed  in 
programs  arising  out  of  Title  III,  but  is  merely  using  this  as  a  con- 
venient basis  for  presenting  the  data. 

The  library  resources  of  the  state  appear  to  be  considerable:  there 
are  over  2,000  libraries  in  California  with  combined  total  resources 
of  59,000,000  volumes:  7  million  in  high  school  libraries,  20  million 
in  college  and  university  libraries,  5  million  in  special  libraries,  27 
million  in  public  libraries.  These  figures  represent  volumes,  not  titles, 
since  data  on  the  latter  is  not  available.  Dean  Swank  notes  that  there 
is  undoubtedly  a  great  deal  of  duplication  of  resources  and  one  of 
his  recommendations  is  for  a  sophisticated  sampling  of  resources  to 
analyze  the  duplication  among  different  types  of  libraries  as  well  as 
among  libraries  of  the  same  type. 

I  will  not  attempt  a  detailed  presentation  of  the  statistical  data, 
but  will  merely  summarize  the  pattern  which  emerges.  Data  are  pre- 
sented by  type  of  library:  junior  high  school,  high  school,  community 
college,  college,  university,  public  and  special  libraries.  Special  li- 
braries are  grouped  by  broad  subject  specialization:  sci-tech,  medical, 
hospital,  biological,  museum-art  history,  and  law. 

The  analysis  of  the  geographical  distribution  of  these  resources 
shows  a  great  disparity — heavy  concentration  in  two  regions  (the 
Greater  Los  Angeles  Region  and  the  East  and  South  San  Francisco 
Bay  Regions)  and  extreme  poverty  of  resources  in  most  other  regions. 
73.6%  of  the  total  resources  of  the  state  are  concentrated  in  the 
above-mentioned  two  areas;  of  this  total,  30.8%  are  in  the  East  and 
South  San  Francisco  Bay  Region;  42.8%  in  the  Greater  Los  Angeles 
Region.  The  next  richest  region  is  Greater  San  Diego  with  6.4%; 
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the  poorest  is  the  North  Mountain  with  only  1.1%  of  the  total  re- 
sources of  the  state. 

The  data  also  show  that  the  counties  which  are  most  weak  in  school 
and  public  library  fields  are  even  weaker — by  a  couple  of  orders  of 
magnitude — in  the  academic  and  special  library  fields.  Academic  li- 
brary resources  are  least  well  distributed — 83.7%  are  in  the  Greater 
Los  Angeles,  East  and  South  San  Francisco  Bay  Regions. 

Thus  we  have  a  situation  in  which  extreme  weakness  in  school  and 
public  library  resources  can  be  locally  supplemented  only  by  still 
greater  weakness  in  academic  and  special  library  resources.  The  data 
emphasize  the  need  for  a  statewide  network  of  library  service,  and 
Dean  Swank  states  that  "it  is  urgent  .  .  .  that  initial  programs  and 
demonstrations  be  conceived  and  designed  from  the  beginning  as 
components  of  a  future  statewide  network  that  would  encompass  the 
entirety  of  the  library  communities  represented  in  [the  state]."  A 
very  valid  point,  which  thus  far  appears  to  have  been  ignored  or  dis- 
regarded by  the  library  community  of  the  state. 

Dean  Swank  has  not  attempted  to  relate  the  data  on  holdings  to 
population  because  of  the  various  "populations"  and  their  over- 
lapping— students  comprise  the  population  of  schools  and  also  of 
public  libraries,  similarly  professional  workers  and  faculty  are  a  com- 
ponent of  the  population  of  public  libraries  as  well  as  special  and 
academic  libraries.  Although  he  does  not  stress  the  need  for  some 
analysis  of  these  varying  populations  and  their  overlap,  it  would  seem 
to  be  a  relevant  area  for  study,  particularly  in  relation  to  his  recom- 
mendation of  per  capita  support  for  the  varying  types  of  libraries. 

Existing  Progams  of  Cooperation: 

The  study  then  proceeds  to  a  review  of  present  programs  and  plans 
for  inter-type-of-library  cooperation.  In  actual  fact,  these  are  mini- 
mal, generally  bilateral,  and  can  be  divided  into  the  following  types : 

a.  School-Public  Libraries:  Dean  Swank's  rather  harsh,  yet  valid, 
appraisal  is  that  "in  the  great  majority  of  communities  in  Cali- 
fornia there  is  still  no  communication,  let  alone  cooperation  be- 
tween public  and  school  libraries." 

b.  School  and  Special:  Examples  of  cooperation  here  are  "rare,  but 
exciting";  three  examples  of  aerospace  libraries  which  allow 
student  use  on  a  limited  basis  are  cited. 

c.  School  and  Academic:  Spillover  of  students  from  high  schools 
to  college  and  university  libraries  exists,  but  the  students  "are 
generally  not  welcomed" — this  I  believe  to  be  a  gracious  under- 
statement of  the  attitude  of  most  academic  librarians  on  this 
matter, 
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d.  Public  and  Academic  Libraries:  Students  make  wide  use  of 
public  libraries,  and  display  great  mobility  in  moving  from  one 
jurisdiction  to  another.  Academic  libraries,  however,  are  not  gen- 
erous in  their  provision  of  resources  to  the  non-academic  com- 
munity. Dean  Swank  notes  that  there  is  a  need  to  coordinate 
resources  of  academic  libraries  with  those  of  the  public  library, 
particularly  at  the  regional  level — just  what  is  meant  by  co- 
ordination in  this  context  is  not  made  clear. 

e.  Academic  and  Special:  Several  examples  of  planned  coordina- 
tion between  academic  and  special  libraries  are  cited:  Stanford 
University's  Technical  Information  Service,  Cal  Tech's  Indus- 
trial Associates. 

The  above  are  bilateral  forms  of  cooperation:  multi-type-of-library 
cooperation  is  more  fully  consonant  with  the  goals  of  Title  III.  The 
Associated  Science  Libraries  of  San  Diego  is  the  only  California  ex- 
ample cited  by  Swank:  this  links  19  college,  university,  special  and 
public  libraries  for  the  purpose  of  "facilitating  interlibrary  loans,  ex- 
changing information  about  collections,  and  providing  bibliographical 
assistance,  study  privileges  to  visitors,  and  referral  services."  Other 
examples  outside  California  are  the  Pacific  Northwest  Bibliographical 
Center,  Rocky  Mountain  Bibliographical  Center,  the  "3  R's"  pro- 
gram in  New  York  (Reference  and  Research  Library  Resources), 
and  the  new  National  Lending  Library  in  England.  This  latter  is  or- 
ganized to  facilitate  the  reproduction  of  its  resources  rather  than  to 
provide  direct  access  to  them. 

Objectives  and  Areas  of  Coordination: 

Dean  Swank  states  that  the  ultimate  goal  of  cooperative  ventures 
is  "more  realistic  and  effective  access  to  library  resources,  wherever 
they  may  be,  for  every  citizen,"  and  defines  "access"  as  "the  knowl- 
edge of  existing  books  and  information  and  the  ability  to  get  hold 
of  them."  "The  opportunity  of  a  reader  in  any  library  to  obtain 
materials  from  other  libraries  is  essential,  and  the  library  itself 
assumes  responsibility  for  identifying,  locating,  and  obtaining  them." 
The  whole  purpose  of  interlibrary  cooperation  is  aptly  summarized 
in  his  statement  that  "The  ultimate  criterion  of  value  to  the  reader 
is  not  the  size  or  quality  of  the  local  library  collection,  however 
important  they  may  be;  it  is  the  service  he  actually  receives  in  terms 
of  the  delivery  of  books  and  information,  regardless  of  where  or  how  | 
the  library  gets  them."  However,  a  library's  ability  to  serve  its  own 
clientele  should  not  be  impeded  by  its  services  to  supplement  the  I 
resources  of  another. 

All  librarians  would  do  well  to  ponder  Dean  Swank's  admonition 
that  "the  broad  educational,  cultural,  and  technical  interests  of  a 
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clientele  will  often  be  poorly  served  by  protecting  the  readers'  access 
to  inadequate  local  collections  at  the  expense  of  access  to  other  richer 
collections." 

Dean  Swank  then  considers  the  "network"  concept  which  includes 
the  development  of  cooperative  systems  of  libraries  on  geographical, 
subject  or  other  lines,  each  with  a  center  which  serves  both  as  a 
coordinating  agency  for  the  internal  activities  of  the  system  and 
as  a  link  to  other  systems — the  ultimate  goal  for  California  library 
service  would  be  a  network  which  provides  rapid  and  comprehensive 
access  for  any  citizen  to  all  library  resources  of  the  state  and  nation, 
even  those  in  the  least  populous  areas.  Such  a  network  would  supple- 
ment libraries  which  are  already  strong  as  well  as  those  which  are 
weak,  for  no  library  collection  can  be  totally  comprehensive. 

To  achieve  this  goal  will  require  the  substitution  of  a  spirit  of 
flexibility  and  experimentation  for  old  habits  of  thought  and  tradi- 
tional attitudes — and  a  recognition  that  all  citizens  have  some  right 
to  information  services  which  are  tax-supported. 

To  achieve  realistic  access  for  the  individual  patron  to  books  and 
information  regardless  of  their  location  will  require: 

1.  Improved  access  through  programs  of  joint  action  by  which 
libraries  supplement  each  other's  resources ; 

2.  Development  of  formal  library  systems  and  networks  as  a  com- 
prehensive means  of  joint  action;  and 

3.  Bold  experimentation  with  new  philosophies  and  methods  of 
library  service. 

The  report  indicates  that  Title  III  funds  will  not  be  available  for 
purchase  of  books  and  journals  but  rather  are  aimed  at  improvement 
of  communication  and  services  by  which  libraries  make  better  use  of 
existing  resources.  This  is  a  point  which  I  hope  will  be  clarified  in 
the  discussions  of  the  Systems  Seminar,  since  I  do  not  believe  the 
library  community  is  generally  aware  of  such  a  restriction  on  use 
of  the  funds. 

Swank's  recommendation  for  inter-type-of -library  access  to  mate- 
rials and  information  is  on  the  basis  of  interlibrary  provision  of 
material  rather  than  direct  patron  access,  and  he  presents  seven 
elements: 

1.  Communication  System 

All  or  any  one  of  the  following  may  be  utilized:  Postal  service, 
teletype,  telephone,  messenger  service  where  geographic  area 
is  small  enough  to  make  it  practical. 

2.  Bibliographic  Services 

"Access  to  bibliographical  information  about  the  resources  of 
the  several  types  of  libraries  is  probably  the  greatest  single 
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problem  in  the  development  of  systems  under  Title  III."  Al- 
though union  lists  and  catalogs  exist,  they  are  generally  for  a 
single  library  or  type  of  library  and  are  not  generally  available 
to  other  types.  The  application  of  computer  technology  to  the 
production  of  union  catalogs  is  a  promising  development  to 
meet  this  crucial  need. 

3.  Delivery  Services 

Materials  may  be  made  available  through  postal  service,  mes- 
senger and  delivery  service,  photocopy  and  facsimile  transmis- 
sion— it  is  this  reviewer's  opinion  that  this  last  has  limited 
practicality  until  the  method  has  been  refined  and  the  cost  is 
more  realistic. 

4.  Reference  Service 

Formal  arrangements  are  needed  to  provide  for  access  to  infor- 
mation as  contrasted  to  access  to  materials. 

5.  Centralized  Processing: 

This  is  an  area  which  has  been  implemented  at  the  local  or 
regional  level;  the  impact  of  computer  technology  and  utiliza- 
tion of  Library  of  Congress  computerized  data  will  undoubtedly 
result  in  a  shift  from  regional  centers  to  a  State  Center  or  a 
very  few  large  regional  centers  as  the  most  appropriate  level 
for  production  of  computerized  cataloging  data,  and  many  cata- 
logs will  undoubtedly  be  in  book  form. 

6.  Collection  Building: 

Although  the  report  indicates  that  Title  III  funds  may  not  be 
used  for  collection  building,  this  is  presented  as  an  area  for 
consideration  since  it  is  basic  for  improvement  of  library  serv- 
ice. Dean  Swank's  consideration  of  "collection  building"  is 
focused  on  procedures  by  which  libraries  in  a  system  may  divide 
their  acquisitional  responsibilities  in  order  to  expand  the  scope 
and  range  of  available  materials.  It  is  obvious  from  the  holdings 
data  presented  that  collections  are  grossly  inadequate  in  many 
areas  of  the  state,  and  although  interlibrary  access  can  serve 
to  supplement  such  inadequate  resources,  it  can  never  supplant 
the  need  for  improved  local  collections. 

7.  Mechanization: 

This  is  presented  as  a  seventh  area  for  coordination  in  order 
to  stress  its  importance  as  a  means  of  improving  all  of  the  other 
areas. 

Organization  and  Support  of  Systems  and  Networks 

Three  possible  patterns  of  organization  are  presented:  regional  or 
geographical;  subject;  and  specialized  service  under  contract  from  a 
major  research  library. 
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1.  Geographical:  This  development  would  be  along  the  lines  of 
present  planning  for  public  library  systems  and  would  essen- 
tially be  an  expansion  of  existing  public  library  systems  through 
incorporation  of  other  types  of  libraries  into  such  systems. 

2.  Subject:  Systems  developed  along  subject  lines  (e.g.  bio- 
medical, law,  agriculture)  would  serve  to  supplement  the  re- 
sources of  the  regional  or  geographic  systems.  This  is  where  the 
concept  of  a  network  of  systems  emerges — the  centers  of  one 
system  or  type  would  be  linked  together  and  the  individual 
system  members  would  have  access  to  the  resources  of  another 
system  through  its  own  system  center.  The  geographic  and  sub- 
ject systems  could  exist  side  by  side  without  overlapping  mem- 
bership, but  still  coordinating  their  services. 

Swank  believes  that  the  full  strength  of  specialized  research 
libraries  can  be  mobilized  only  through  such  subject  systems. 
He  also  states  that  such  systems  should  be  supported  by  Title 
III  funds  even  if  public  libraries  are  not  direct  participants, 
since  public  libraries  would  benefit  through  access  to  the  re- 
sources of  the  subject  systems.  As  librarian  of  a  Bay  Area 
library  which  for  many  years  has  been  denied  interlibrary  loan 
access  to  the  resources  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley due  to  its  geographic  proximity,  this  reviewer  would  not  be 
willing  to  make  such  an  assumption,  but  would  rather  recom- 
mend some  firm  legal  requirement  that  subject  systems  provide 
public  library  access  to  their  resources. 

3.  Contractual  Arrangements  for  Service  by  a  Major  Research 
Library:  This  would  be  a  means  of  making  the  services  and 
resources  of  major  research  libraries  available  to  other  libraries 
which  cannot  reciprocate  in  kind.  Research  libraries  such  as 
UCB,  UCLA,  Stanford,  Los  Angeles  Public  and  San  Francisco 
Public  must  be  viewed  as  resources  for  the  entire  state,  but  they 
cannot  be  expected  to  offer  statewide  services  at  the  expense 
of  their  own  clientele.  Swank's  proposal  is  that  the  State  Li- 
brary contract  with  these  libraries  on  behalf  of  all  regional  and 
subject  cooperatives;  requests  would  be  channeled  through 
system  centers  and  only  those  which  cannot  be  filled  at  these 
levels  would  be  referred  on  to  the  research  libraries. 

Role  of  State  Library. 

Implicit  in  Title  III  is  an  extension  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
State  Library.  Whereas  it  has  in  the  past  served  principally 
public  libraries,  it  would  serve  as  sponsoring  agency  for  systems  of 
non-public  as  well  as  public  libraries.  It  would  provide  the  mech- 
anism for  welding  the  two  together  at  the  network  level  and  function 
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as  the  communication  center  for  all  types  of  libraries.  However 
Swank  does  not  propose  that  all  requests  be  channeled  through  the 
State  Library — direct  channeling  of  requests  between  systems  centers 
would  frequently  be  obvious  from  the  nature  of  the  material  re 
quested,  or  from  the  availability  of  union  catalogs. 

Financial  Support: 

The  report  is  perhaps  weakest  in  this  area,  an  understandable 
weakness  in  view  of  the  inadequacy  of  "systems"  funding  at  both 
the  state  and  federal  level  and  the  general  lack  of  cost  data  for 
library  operations.  Swank  makes  a  few  general  recommendations  and 
stresses  the  need  for  further  study  in  this  area. 

He  proposes  that  regional-geographical  systems  as  well  as  subject 
systems  receive  grants  in  the  same  pattern  as  already  exists  fori 
public  library  systems  under  the  California  Public  Library  Services 
Act:  i.e.  planning,  establishment  and  per  capita  grants.  The  per  capita 
grants  would  be  based  on  the  particular  "population"  of  the  agency 
— i.e.  students,  faculty,  professional  workers,  etc.  It  should  be  noted 
that  planning  grants  are  no  longer  a  part  of  the  PLSA  program; 
since  Swank  also  recommends  "special  project"  grants,  these  might 
also  be  used  to  serve  the  purpose  of  planning  grants,  since  it  is  cer- 
tain that  systems  will  only  be  effective  if  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  careful  planning  and  study  prior  to  their  establishment  as  opera- 
tional entities. 

He  suggests  that  the  financing  of  the  statewide  research  centers  be 
on  a  contractual  basis.  Such  contracts  should  recognize  the  cost  of 
actually  providing  the  service  as  well  as  the  indirect  costs  of  acquir- 
ing and  maintaining  the  collections  utilized  in  providing  the  direct 
services. 

As  for  the  source  of  funding,  he  recommends  that  system  services 
of  the  statewide  research  centers  be  supported  solely  by  state  and 
federal  funds,  while  state,  federal  and  local  funds  would  support 
the  regional  and  subject  systems. 

Implementation  of  Report: 

The  concluding  chapter  of  the  report  is  a  presentation  of  steps  to 
be  taken  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  report.  These  are 
presented  in  two  stages — immediate  steps,  and  topics  in  need  of 
further  study.  Unfortunately,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  significant 
action  has  yet  been  taken  on  any  of  these  recommendations,  although 
this  workshop  is  along  the  lines  of  one  of  his  recommendations. 

1.  Addition  to  State  Library  staff  of  a  full-time  consultant  and 
supportive  staff  to  study  possible  inter-type-of-library  programs 
and  advise  potential  participants  of  such  systems.

2.  Sponsorship  by  the  State  Library  of  conferences  and  workshops 
of  inter-type-of-libraries. 

3.  Demonstration  projects  of  inter-type-of-library  systems:  one 
geographic  and  one  subject. 

4.  Exploration  with  major  research  libraries  of  possible  service 
contracts. 

5.  Development  of  interstate  cooperatives  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
extremely  isolated  northeast  section  of  California  (this  appears 
to  be  such  a  special  localized  situation  that  it  does  not  bear 
much  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  report). 

Topics  in  need  of  further  study: 

1 .  Thorough  survey  of  existing  relationships  among  different  types 
of  libraries. 

2.  Inquiry  into  the  goals  and  philosophy  of  the  various  library 
associations  in  the  state  (CASL,  SLA)  and  an  inquiry  into  the 
sense  of  community  responsibility  of  all  professional  library 
groups. 

3.  Updating  and  expansion  of  data  on  holdings  of  various  types  of 
libraries. 

4.  Compilation  of  data  on  clientele  or  special  "populations"  of  the 
non-public  libraries — number  of  students,  faculty,  professional 
workers,  etc. 

5.  Study  of  costs  and  bases  of  support  of,  or  reimbursement  for, 
services  rendered  in  existing  inter-type-of-library  cooperation. 

6.  Study  and  compilation  of  data  on  utilization  of  present  inter- 
library  services  by  the  several  types  of  libraries  within  the 
state — what  is  the  present  inter-type-of-library  traffic  in  this 
type  of  service? 

7.  Sophisticated  sampling  of  the  duplication  of  resources,  especially 
research  resources,  among  libraries  of  the  same  type  and  be- 
tween libraries  of  different  types.  An  analysis  of  resources  to 
describe  the  resources  that  any  type  of  library  can  really  offer 
in  supplementation  of  the  resources  of  another  type  of  library. 

The  report  is  a  valuable  analysis  and  makes  constructive  recom- 
endations.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  Systems  Seminar  may  serve 
is  the  impetus  for  some  of  these  recommendations.

The  California  Library  Association's  Committee  on  Library  Devel-  f 
opment  and  Standards  was  assigned  a  twofold  objective  for  thi<s 
year.  The  first  was  to  revise  the  Standards  and  Guidelines  for  Public  I 
Libraries  which  was  submitted  to  C.L.A.  at  their  conference  in  Octo 
ber  1968.  The  second  objective  was  to  develop  a  Master  Plan  for 
Total  Library  Services  embracing  all  types  of  library  service  in  the 
State  of  California. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  C.L.A.  representee 
each  type  of  library  and  all  areas  of  the  state.  The  eighteen  members 
were  divided  among  eight  different  types  of  library  service,  and 
spread  geographically  from  Sacramento  and  Oakland  to  Upland  and. 
Irvine.  Trustees  as  well  as  librarians  were  included  on  this  commit- 
tee. The  chairman  is  Raymond  Holt,  a  veteran  on  the  committee  who: 
has  been  involved  since  the  initial  idea  of  a  Master  Plan  for  library 
service  has  been  part  of  C.L.A.  activity. 

The  committee  activity  which  is  the  concern  of  this  report  is  the 
development  of  a  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services.  The  prob- 
lems involved  in  getting  eighteen  people  to  write  a  preliminary  docu- 
ment for  committee  discussion  can  be  understood.  Assignments  were 
made  to  develop  and  collect  background  information  which  would 
be  helpful.  Representatives  of  each  kind  of  library  were  to  present 
position  statements  of  their  unique  attitude  and  progress  in  utilization) 
of  resources  beyond  a  single  library  resource.  Cooperative  types  of 
library  service  were  studied  in  all  areas  of  the  state  and  in  other 
states.  An  excellent  bibliography  was  developed  at  the  State  Library: 
which  included  53  entries  relating  to  statewide  surveys  and  programs! 
for  cooperation  among  different  types  of  libraries.  One  of  the  surveys1 
covers  a  feasibility  study  of  cooperation  between  academic  and  spe-i 
cial  libraries  in  Pennsylvania.  Another  relates  to  total  library  co-l 
operation  in  Vermont.  Total  library  service  has  been  covered  and1 
programs  recommended  in  fourteen  states.  The  wide  variety  of  states 
at  this  same  point  of  thought  includes  Alaska,  Colorado,  Connecticut, 
Delaware,  Georgia,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
New  Hampshire,  Washington,  West  Virginia  and  Wisconsin. 
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Finally  a  task  force  was  appointed  to  put  together  a  preliminary 
tatement  to  be  considered  by  the  whole  committee.  Due  to  proximity 
ind  availability  the  following  seven  members  representing  different 
ibraries  were  appointed  by  the  chairman  to  work  with  him  as  the 
ask  force:  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton,  California  State  Library,  Sacra- 
nento;  Miss  Harriett  Genung,  Mount  San  Antonio  College  Library; 
Miss  Edythe  Moore,  Aerospace  Corporation  Library,  Pomona;  Miss 
lizabeth  Reining,  District  Library  Education  Center,  Upland;  Mr. 
|ohn  Smith,  University  of  California  Library,  Irvine;  Mrs.  Eleanor 
,Vash,  Pacific  State  Hospital  Library,  Pomona;  Miss  Marjorie  Don- 
aldson, Pasadena  Public  Library. 

These  committee  members  discussed  the  concept  and  basic  ideas 

presented  in  the  reports  already  studied.  One  of  the  early  statements 

e3f  library  service,  "The  right  book  at  the  right  time,"  might  be 

updated  to  imply  the  accessibility  that  is  inherent  in  cooperative 

ibrary  service  as  "The  book  needed  at  the  time  of  need." 

The  book  is  not  of  value  if  it  is  not  available,  and  facts  that  are 
Important  for  decision-making  must  be  at  hand  when  needed.  The 
1  ultimate  ideal  of  having  every  book  or  fact  delivered  by  electronic 
device  upon  demand  is  possible  but  still  impractical  for  today's  finan- 
cial resources.  The  idea  of  access  to  all  libraries  at  all  hours  by  all 
people  is  not  practical.  The  independence  of  institutions  and  their 
need  to  control  resources  for  the  use  of  their  immediate  supporters 
must  be  recognized.  Somewhere  between  the  ideals  of  use  by  anyone 
at  any  time  and  the  strict  prohibitions  of  private  libraries  there 
should  be  an  area  for  cooperation.  There  certainly  are  steps  that  can 
be  taken  to  make  material  more  easily  available  through  knowledge 
of  resources  and  rules  regarding  use.  The  greatest  steps  toward  total 
library  service  have  been  made  by  individuals — librarians  who  know 
their  subject  field,  know  where  resources  are  and  make  direct  requests 
for  vitally  needed  information.  This  type  of  direct  approach  has  built 
some  bridges  that  are  now  providing  access  to  funds  of  knowledge 
formerly  inaccessible  to  the  user.  All  of  these  thoughts  were  part  of 
the  committee's  consideration  before  the  present  draft  of  a  total 
library  service  master  plan. 

Knowledge  of  all  libraries  in  an  area  is  important  in  directing 
users  and  librarians  in  searching  for  facts — hours  of  service,  staff 
availability,  rules  relating  to  collection  use,  methods  of  communica- 
tion and  delivery,  and  reproduction  facilities.  Unequal  use  of  re- 
sources may  develop  which  will  need  to  be  studied  in  relation  to  cost 
of  total  service.  The  committee  discussed  methods  of  reimbursing 
libraries  for  use  of  specialized  material  and  staff  knowledge  through

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contracts,  cooperative  or  reciprocal  agreements,  or  per  unit  of  servic 
basis. 

The  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  starts  with  service  at  th 
community  level,  then  refers  to  the  second  level  in  the  area  whic 
provides  access  to  other  levels  and  types  of  service  through  research 
academic  or  special  libraries.  The  third  level  is  the  research  librar 
or  ultimate  resource,  of  which  there  might  be  two  or  three  in  thi  ■$ 
state.  The  community  colleges  are  considering  a  similar  proposal  foj  peci 
a  network  of  colleges  starting  with  an  area  of  eight  to  ten  in 
system,  referring  beyond  to  a  regional  center  of  which  there  migh  w 
be  two  in  the  state.  These  two  types  of  plans  might  well  be  inter  1st 
laced,  with  the  community  and  areas  cross-checking  before  goinji  i 
on  to  research  levels.  The  public  library  might  well  be  the  coordi 
nating  force  used  by  individuals  to  gain,  through  professional  librar 
ian  staff,  access  to  resources  at  another  level. 

Systems  have  developed  this  procedure  through  teletype  and  TWXj 
to  provide  the  book  or  facts  to  the  person  where  he  lives. 

These  ideas  and  considerations  plus  knowledge  of  interlibrary  coi 
operation  and  professional  resources  were  blended  into  a  preliminary 
statement  which  is  presented  to  you  now  as  the  Master  Plan  foil 
Total  Library  Services.  The  time  for  committee  study  and  editing 
has  been  too  short  for  this  presentation  to  be  considered  the  last/ 
revised  edition.  It  is  now  at  the  committee  evaluation  stage  and  is 
read  as  such,  a  working  draft.*

Inter/library  cooperation  is  not  a  new  idea  to  special  libraries.  You 

^  lay  think  that  all  we  ever  do  is  borrow,  but  that  is  not  true.  Although 

pecial  libraries  have  been  backward  in  promoting  cooperation  with 

ublic  libraries,  there  have  been  successful  endeavors  toward  co- 

peration  between  special  libraries  themselves.  In  order  to  lessen 

to  iie  burden  imposed  upon  college  and  university  libraries,  borrowing 

i"!  nd  photocopying  have  been  facilitated,  at  least  in  the  Southern 

California  Chapter  area,  by  the  publication  of  a  union  list  of  peri- 

dicals  in  special  libraries  in  southern  California,  and  a  subject  index 

lirectory  of  special  library  resources,  similar  to  the  ones  mentioned 

1  a  the  Master  Plan  and  Dr.  Swank's  report.  These  have  come  out 

,t  a  propitious  time  because  the  universities  have  begun  to  charge 

"4ox  interlibrary  loan,   and   with   the   budget   limitations    imposed, 

"Ispecially  in  the  aerospace  industry,  using  one  another's  libraries  has 

4ecome  very  popular. 

In  reading  both  Miss  Ross'  and  Miss  Donaldson's  papers,  which 
eal  with  an  organized  system  and  network  of  interlibrary  coopera- 
ion,  my  own  feeling  is  that  formal  organization  may  be  the  road- 
dock  to  100  percent  participation  by  special  libraries  and  to  total 
ibrary  service.  Informal  cooperation  will  be  the  key  to  library 
,ctivity  by  profit-oriented  corporations,  it  seems  to  me.  The  legal 
mplications  of  participation  by  large  companies,  the  ones  with  the 
esources  that  will  help  fulfill  the  total  library  service  picture,  are 
mong  the  problems.  As  Dr.  Swank  says  (and  the  Master  Plan 
econfirms  this),  the  special  library's  first  responsibility  is  to  its 
lients — its  work  must  not  be  impaired  by  library  demands  from 
mtside  the  company.  Although  this  could  be  a  problem,  I  think  we 
Ivill  not  be  swamped.  My  own  organization  participates  informally 
jn  the  Black  Gold  Library  System,  and  there  was  fear  at  first  that 
me  would  be  swamped  with  requests  and  people  coming  in  to  use  our 
Resources.  It  hasn't  happened  that  way,  and  I  don't  think  the  special 
libraries  are  going  to  be  swamped  as  management  feels  they  will  be. 

I  I  believe  the  type  of  organization  that  will  lead  to  the  utilization 
bf  the  untapped  resources  of  special  libraries — the  types  of  informa- 
tion not  generally  available  to  the  public — is  the  centralized  informa- 
tion and  referral  system  of  the  kind  envisioned  by  the  Information 
Network  for  Southern  California  (INFO)  which  is  about  to  be  in- 
porporated.  This  is  "a  formal  cooperative  system  of  libraries  designed 
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to  broaden  awareness  of,  and  to  ease  access  to,  information  resource 
Although  some  libraries  are  relatively  richer  in  total  resources  tha 
others,  it  must  be  stressed  that  reciprocity  is  the  heart  of  such 
cooperative  system  and  that  with  the  access  to  resources  afforde 
member  libraries  comes  the  responsibility  of  active  participation 
This  is  the  kind  of  thing  the  special  libraries  are  going  to  be  abl| 
to  participate  in  and  really  make  a  contribution. 

I  question  two  comments  in  the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Librar 
Services.  One  is  that  when  a  request  originates  in  a  library  other  tha 
a  public  library,  the  librarian  of  the  initiating  library  is  encourage 
to  use  the  public  library  system  for  locating  the  desired  resources, 
think  the  public  library  system  is  going  to  have  to  become  mor 
aware  of  the  time  element  and  deadlines  that  are  regularly  faced  b; 
librarians  in  profit-oriented  organizations.  The  old  adage,  "time  i 
money,"  is  never  more  true  than  in  our  business  world.  Next  week 
next  month  may  be  too  late  for  an  engineer  designing  a  device  t 
combat  smog  before  a  competitor  comes  up  with  one  and  patents  itfa 
The  answer  does  not  have  to  be  positive,  but  can  be  negative,  as  iiL 
cases  where  it  is  found  that  there  is  no  information  on  the  subjectlea 
My  point  is  that  the  nonpublic  library  has  to  be  able  to  go  to  the  re  C 
ferral  center  rather  than  to  its  local  public  library  first  to  get  amot 
answer.  ;cr 

My  second  bone  of  contention  is  the  idea  that  the  majority  of  thc|nt 
the  information  needed  to  satisfy  requests  will  be  found  within  thi 
boundaries  of  the  geographic  network.  Twenty-five  percent  of  our  re 
quests  have  to  go  outside  the  State  of  California.  We  have  spent  s?or 
lot  of  time  and  money  developing  information  on  resources  every] l 
where  so  that  we  can  find  out  who  has  what,  where,  how  long  it  takeif ( 
to  get  it,  and  how  much  it  will  cost  us.  We  may  always  have  to  g(fra 
outside  of  California  25  percent  of  the  time,  because  it  is  just  tocr 
costly  to  duplicate  already  collected  and  well-organized  materialist 
that  are  available  elsewhere.  ^ 

I  agree  with  Mr.  Hunt's  comments  on  school-community  relation-* 
ships.  I  think  the  special  libraries,  at  least  those  in  southern  Cali-r 
fornia,  have  attempted  to  do  something  to  help  the  school  libraryn 
situation.  Our  own  library  is  open  during  its  regular  hours  to  higbJe 
school  students  recommended  by  their  teachers,  and  we  have  some;/ 
very  bright  students  who  have  come  in  and  used  it  regularly.  We 
haven't  been  inundated.  fJI 

Finally,  special  libraries  have  much  to  offer  in  making  total  li- 
brary service  an  actuality — uniqueness  of  collections;  experience  with; , 
ways  of  answering  questions  immediately;  shortcuts;  tenacity  in  find- 
ing an  answer  even  if  it  is  an  unwelcome  one;  experience  with  newi. 
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ichniques  and  equipment,  with  systems  analysis,  planning  and  budg- 
ing, and  so  on. 

Last  night  I  heard  music  coming  from  downstairs,  and  the  sound 
as  quite  appropriate  to  our  seminar — "The  Impossible  Dream." 
7e  are  dreaming  The  Impossible  Dream.  Special  librarians  must  be 
willing  to  give,  and  the  world  will  be  better  for  this."  The  message 
will  carry  back  to  the  Southern  California  Chapter  is  that  special 
braries  must  turn  their  dynamic  force  to  cooperative  efforts,  to 
^  reach  the  impossible  goal"  of  total  library  service.

As  librarians'  ambitions  to  provide  top-level  library  service  to  all 
^alifornians  collide  with  the  financial  squeeze  we  face,  the  coordina- 
ion  of  library  resources  changes  from  an  idealistic  goal  to  a  realistic 
ecessity. 

Of  all  academic  libraries,  I  believe  the  community  college  is  closest 
0  the  public  library  in  several  respects.  Both  are  supported  by  and 
erve  the  tax-paying  community  in  which  they  are  located.  Both  are 
ritically  affected  by  the  socio-economic  and  ethnic  mix  of  the  im- 
lediate  vicinity.  Some  students  attend  college  and  never  use  the  li- 
rary.  On  the  other  hand,  local  residents  call  upon  the  college  library 
or  information  although  they  may  never  be  students. 

Since  the  community  college  program  is  limited  to  the  freshman 
nd  sophomore  level,  few  students  do  research  in  great  depth.  Li- 
»rary  materials  range  from  high  school  through  senior  college  levels, 
ttracting  general  readers  as  well  as  students.  In  addition,  libraries 
upply  books  for  recreational  reading  and  extracurricular  interests. 
foot  only  is  there  a  population  overlap,  but  a  significant  holdings 
)verlap.  Neighboring  residents,  especially  those  who  enjoy  the  col- 
egiate  atmosphere,  occasionally  ask  for  library  privileges.  In  some 
pases,  courtesy  cards  are  issued  to  them,  but  more  frequently  they  are 
velcomed  and  given  reference  help  but  not  borrowing  privileges.  Most 
unior  college  librarians  feel  community  residents  should  be  allowed 
o  use  library  facilities.  Extending  these  informal  arrangements  to 
^operative  systems  requires  more  flexibility  in  thinking  and  action 
han  we  have  begun. 

It  is  my  impression  that  college  and  university  librarians  feel  their 
bligation  to  their  own  academic  community  forestalls  all  but  the 
[nost  limited  cooperation.  Their  partnership  at  the  research  level  is 
pighly  desirable. 
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Junior  college  students  should  be  able  to  find  the  books  and  info's 
mation  they  need  for  virtually  all  class  assignments  and  researc 
papers  right  in  their  own  library.  I  feel  we  are  failing  our  respons 
bility  if  we  must  continually  inconvenience  students  by  asking  thei 
to  go  elsewhere  to  find  what  they  need. 

Because  City  College  of  San  Francisco  is  within  a  quick  phorj 
call  of  several  large  libraries,  the  librarians  turn  to  them  rather  tha 
to  other  junior  colleges.  Geographic  proximity  is  a  powerful  influenc 
on  libraries  cooperating  at  the  community  level.  When  local  arrange' 
ments  satisfy  most  needs,  there  is  less  urgency  for  libraries  to  joi 
systems  even  though  the  common  good  is  understood.  You  know  c 
the  successful  cooperative  arrangement  between  Moorpark  Colleg 
and  the  Black  Gold  System  which  catalogs,  classifies  and  processe! 
books  for  the  college  library.  In  addition,  the  system  backs  up  colleg 
library  resources  with  a  collection  of  some  800,000  volumes.  Fror 
November,  1968  when  the  college  installed  teletype,  through  June 
1969,  the  college  sent  430  outgoing  requests  for  materials  and  answer 
to  reference  questions.  There  were  349  incoming  requests.  The  Moor 
park  periodical  holdings  are  also  incorporated  in  the  Black  Gol< 
Union  List  of  Serials,  further  increasing  interlibrary  loan  activities 

Without  some  formal  arrangement  and  teletype  tie,  cooperatioi 
between  public  and  junior  college  libraries  is  likely  to  remain  on 
casual,  intermittent  basis.  Librarians  who  have  installed  teletype 
report  it  quickly  becomes  a  useful  tool,  and  users  soon  think  o: 
additional  ways  to  take  advantage  of  it.  Interlibrary  loans  increase 
because  teletype  simplifies  them. 

At  the  CLA  Conference  in  San  Diego  in  October,  1968,  the  Junioi 
College  Libraries  Division  formed  a  committee  to  explore  the  possi 
bilities  for  cooperation  and  to  make  recommendations  for  action.  The 
committee  met  in  January,  1969,  to  consider  plans  for  a  network  of 
systems  throughout  the  California  Junior  Colleges.  Committee  mem- 
bers, asked  to  state  their  own  interests,  opted  for  small  units  of 
cooperation.  Much  of  their  time  since  then  has  been  given  to  consid- 
eration of  geographic  divisions.  Two  regional  centers,  one  in  the  north 
and  one  in  the  south,  each  having  a  number  of  satellites  made  up  of 
a  group  of  neighboring  colleges,  have  been  suggested.  In  the  spring 
of  1969,  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  California  junior  college 
libraries  to  determine  what  projects  for  cooperation  were  desired. 
Fifty  colleges  responded  (31  in  the  south,  19  in  the  north)  with 
these  results:

A  number  of  librarians  question  the  value  of  union  lists  of  junior 
;ollege  holdings,  reasoning  that  there  is  too  much  similarity  for 
:he  information  to  be  useful.  Students  are  generally  impatient  and 
mwilling  to  wait  for  interlibrary  loan. 
A  junior  college  technical  processing  center  is  another  frequently- 
iei  suggested  project.  Some  librarians  feel  the  problems  and  costs  make 
j0I  this  impractical,  particularly  since  the  California  State  Library  Pro- 
3 1  :essing  Center  offers  this  service  already.  So  far  this  year,  seven 
m,  :olleges  have  contracted  with  the  Center  to  process  34,000  volumes. 
0  A.  few  junior  colleges  are  anxious  to  develop  data  banks  essential  for 
jji  mechanization  of  their  own  operations.  Four  years  ago,  serveral  Bay 
Area  colleges  successfully  cooperated  in  the  development  of  a  regis- 
tration system.  Subsequently,  librarians  and  data  processing  directors 
peld  a  number  of  meetings  to  explore  the  feasibility  of  developing 
{computerized  library  systems  cooperatively.   These  meetings  were 
premature  and  came  to  naught  but  interest  has  continued.  Junior 
college  librarians  want  the  computerized  data  provided  on  the  1VLA.RC 
tapes  available  to  them. 

As  Dr.  Swank  observed,  practical  problems  complicate  the  organi- 
zation of  systems.  As  you  see,  only  50  out  of  90  colleges  responded 
to  the  questionnaires.  Lack  of  interest,  diverse  jurisdictions,  and  ad- 
ministrative considerations  complicate  planning.  Right  now  junior 
colleges  do  not  have  funds  for  big  projects.  Budgets  are  so  limited 
that  administrators  won't  be  enthusiastic  about  contributing  funds 
to  a  new,  outside  agency  no  matter  how  great  the  returns.  The  diver- 
sity of  projects  suggested  indicates  that  once  the  systems  are  begun, 
there  will  be  plenty  to  keep  them  occupied. 
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Public  and  junior  college  librarians  want  systems  for  the  sam( 
reasons.  We  want  to  share  the  advantages  of  reference  centers,  large 
collections,  union  catalogs  and  periodical  lists,  film  collections  anc 
technical  processing.  Cooperation  between  us  is  logical,  natural,  anc 
practical.

It  is  inconceivable  to  me  that  any  group  of  librarians  I  represent 
would  oppose  any  cooperative  idea  that  is  efficient  enough  to  pro- 
vide better  service  to  their  own  clientele  for  the  same  cost.  They 
would  not  if  it  were  clearly  presented.  If  it  were  not  clearly  pre- 
sented, then  I  feel  sure  there  are  enough  people  who  dislike  coopera- 
tion, or  have  enough  fear  or  bias  about  the  problems  of  cooperation, 
that  they  would  probably  oppose  it  on  irrational  grounds,  and  that 
is  the  hardest  kind  to  combat.  I  personally  favor  any  kind  of  co 
operation.  I  think  it  is  apparent  from  what  has  been  said  here  today 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  cooperation  going  on  on  an  informal  basis.  The 
real  question  seems  to  be  whether  we  want  to  have  the  impossible 
dream  of  formal  cooperation,  as  opposed  to  the  muddling  through 
of  informal  cooperation  that  we  have  had. 

I  think  that  if  we  are  going  to  make  this  change,  it  is  going  to 
have  to  be  shown  very  clearly  and  without  any  question  that  there 
are  some  benefits  to  be  obtained  from  it.  I  don't  think  we  can  ap- 
proach it  as  a  grand  philosophical  scheme.  We  really  ought  to  sepa- 
rate the  notion  of  the  cost  and  efficiency  of  the  system  from  the  idea 
of  improving  services.  They  are  both  important,  but  I  think  that  as 
long  as  you  combine  them  in  such  a  way  that  you  cannot  separate 
the  cost  of  the  one  from  the  cost  of  the  other,  you  are  going  to  have 
trouble.  I  would  suggest  that  you  work  out  a  way  of  figuring  out  the 
cost,  analyze  it  thoroughly,  and  see  if  it  is  really  saving  anyone  any 
money.  If  it  is,  be  willing  to  go  ahead  on  the  basis  of  the  system  itself 
as  an  economy  measure.  Then  leave  the  improved  services  to  a  differ- 
ent type  of  argument. 

I  suggested  this  to  Ray  Holt  this  morning,  and  he  said  that  it 
wouldn't  get  done  if  you  just  asked  people  to  do  it  because  it  would 
save  some  money.  I  said,  "Well,  that  is  an  indictment  of  the  profes- 
sion." If  it  costs  some  money  to  get  started  in  order  to  make  long-term 
savings,  then  work  out  some  kind  of  plan  to  pay  it  back.  I  think  I 
have  made  it  clear  that  I  am  in  favor  of  a  network  and  in  favor  of 
improved  services;  but  some  formal  arrangements  I  have  seen  have 
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involved  so  many  people,  other  than  librarians,  that  they  have  turned 
out  to  be  rather  poor  cooperative  arrangements.  If  we  can  definitely 
show  that  there  are  benefits  to  everyone  from  a  formal  operation, 
let's  have  it.  But  I  think  it  would  require  a  specific  plan,  and  it  may 
have  to  be  done  on  a  local  geographical  basis  or  on  a  system  such 
as  the  community  colleges. 

You  would  have  to  show  how  academic  and  special  research  li- 
braries could  really  benefit  from  a  network  with  the  public  libraries. 
What  would  they  get  out  of  it?  Cooperation  is  nice,  but  it  doesn't 
pay  the  bills.  Reform  is  a  difficult  thing  unless  it  is  imposed  from 
outside.  I  suppose  the  Legislature  could  decide  that  we  are  going  to 
have  total  library  service.  But  if  we  got  nothing  out  of  it  but  an 
increased  workload,  we  would  be  unhappy  with  the  arrangement  and 
it  probably  wouldn't  work  very  well. 

How  can  joining  a  network  of  public  libraries  increase  the  re- 
sources of  the  libraries  I  represent?  You  have  some  materials  we 
don't  have,  but  we  have  permission  to  use  those  already.  There  are 
certain  benefits  that  could  come  from  such  a  network.  One  of  them 
would  be  just  finding  out  where  things  are.  Bucknell  University  in 
Lewisburg,  Pennsylvania,  was  designated  as  a  resource  library  for 
the  area,  and  the  public  was  allowed  to  use  this  private  university's 
library.  As  compensation,  Bucknell  received  a  teletype  and  some 
money.  They  were  not  inundated  by  the  public  and  it  was  generally 
a  good  arrangement.  If  you  can  come  up  with  a  plan  that  includes 
this  kind  of  thing,  I  don't  think  you  will  have  any  problems  with 
college,  university  and  research  libraries.

As  Law  Librarian  of  the  University  of  San  Diego  for  the  past  ten 
years,  I  have  always  welcomed  students  and  other  users  to  our  law 
library  and  encouraged  other  members  of  our  library  staff  to  do  like- 
wise. These  have  included  students  and/or  graduates  of  San  Diego 
State  College,  the  University  of  California  at  San  Diego,  Interna- 
tional University,  and  judges,  attorneys  and  ordinary  citizens  from 
our  area  or  from  any  part  of  California  or  the  United  States.  During 
the  summer  months,  we  have  had  many  users  from  the  law  schools 
of  Harvard,  Yale,  the  University  of  Chicago,  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan, and  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 

In  dealing  with  these  users,  and  also  as  an  officer  of  the  Special 
Libraries  Association,  I  have  seen  the  need  of  some  coordination  and 
cooperation  to  make  these  library  resources  known  and  available, 
especially  to  people  of  our  area  and  our  state. 
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I  was  happy  and  at  the  same  time  disappointed  to  hear  from  Vir- 
ginia Ross  that  the  Associated  Science  Libraries  of  San  Diego  is  the 
only  California  example  of  multi-type-of-library  cooperation  cited  by 
Dean  Swank.  I  was  happy  because  it  was  in  San  Diego  that  this  co- 
operation took  place,  but  disappointed  that  it  was  the  only  such 
example. 

In  San  Diego,  we  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  city  (which  is  cele- 
brating its  200th  anniversary  this  year)  is  slowly  but  surely  becoming 
a  college  and  university  town,  and  also  that  the  San  Diego  Chapter  of 
the  Special  Libraries  Association  brings  us  in  closer  contact  and  co- 
operation with  the  other  libraries  of  our  area.  These  include  medical 
libraries,  law  libraries,  and  many  excellent  scientific  and  corporation 
libraries,  as  well  as  our  county  and  city  public  libraries.  This  is  the 
very  reason  for  this  fruitful  and  enjoyable  seminar  here  at  Yosemite. 
In  itself,  this  is  a  big  step  forward  in  our  cooperation  among  libraries 
and  librarians  and  others  to  give  total  library  service  to  more  and 
more  of  our  citizens. 

As  an  example  of  cooperation  among  special  libraries  to  avoid 
unnecessary  duplication  while  giving  better  service,  the  three  major 
law  libraries  of  San  Diego  (the  San  Diego  County  Law  Library,  the 
International  University  Law  Library,  and  the  University  of  San 
Diego  Law  Library)  have  agreed  to  stock  certain  classes  of  law 
books.  Because  the  University  of  San  Diego  was  funded  and  founded 
by  the  Catholic  Diocese  of  San  Diego,  we  were  requested  by  the  other 
two  law  libraries  to  stock  books  on  canon  law,  which  pertain  more  to 
church  law  than  to  civil  law.  The  others,  in  turn,  have  tried  to  stock 
other  collections  of  law  books  which  all  of  us  share  when  needed. 

This,  of  course,  is  only  a  start.  This  seminar  has  brought  new 
facets  to  cooperation  and  total  library  service,  many  of  which  only 
the  State  Library  can  coordinate  and  help  to  foster,  for  better  service 
to  our  citizens,  with  the  financial  help  of  the  State  of  California.

I  don't  see  how  we  can  possibly  think  of  total  library  service  unless 
some  way  is  worked  out  of  making  school  libraries  a  part  of  the  sys- 
tems approach.  I  am  not  sure  we  need  to  go  to  the  legal  limits  as  they 
have  in  Hawaii  to  make  it  work.  If  we  could  just  eliminate  some  of 
the  psychological  barriers,  we  would  be  close  to  having  it  solved.  It 
is  about  time  that  both  sides  gave  a  bit  in  order  to  resolve  some  of 
the  differences  between  the  two  programs.  School  librarians  them- 
selves have  had  to  do  some  soul-searching.  They  can't  even  cooperate

among  themselves.  We  have  had  school  library  systems,  really,  for  a 
long  time — a  unified  school  district  is  in  a  sense  a  library  system.  Yet 
)y  I  know  of  cases  where  two  high  school  librarians  in  the  same  unified 
school  district  do  not  even  know  each  other  by  name. 

Certainly  the  schools  need  to  be  involved  in  the  system,  in  order 
to  give  the  kind  of  service  to  their  students  that  they  need.  School 
library  resources  have  not  kept  pace  with  curriculum  development.  I 
think  we  are  about  ten  years  behind  in  providing  the  resources 
needed.  That  is  why  it  is  necessary  for  students  to  move  on  to  the 
public  library  and  the  academic  library  to  get  assistance.  I  think  this 
is  deplorable.  In  school  libraries  we  are  still  operating  under  the 
theory  of  30  years  ago,  that  you  discard  all  magazines  at  the  end  of 
five  years  because  that's  as  far  back  as  students  would  ever  go. 
Where  can  a  student  go  when  he  comes  into  the  library  to  do  a  piece 
on  World  War  II?  All  the  contemporary  things  are  gone. 

With  the  funds  we  have  had  in  the  past,  we  have  been  able  to  do 
much  to  build  up  school  library  resources.  So  it  seems  that  the  schools 
too  can  contribute  to  the  total  library  program,  particularly  in  the 
field  of  nonbook  materials.  Much  of  the  money  from  ESEA  and 
earlier  from  NDEA  went  into  these,  and  there  are  great  collections 
now  of  films,  filmstrips,  recordings,  things  that  might  not  logically 
be  a  part  of  every  public  library  collection. 

But  the  school  libraries  have  not  gone  far  enough  in  developing 
their  collections  to  fit  their  curriculum  needs.  They  continue  to  need 
help  from  the  regional  libraries,  the  public  libraries,  the  academic  li- 
braries. I  hope  that  as  the  system  concept  develops,  we  can  bring 
the  school  libraries  in.  Dr.  Swank's  report  mentions  greater  coopera- 
tion among  the  professional  associations.  I  think  it  is  a  lamentable 
fact  that  the  3,000-member  California  Association  of  School  Librar- 
ians and  the  California  Library  Association  go  their  own  ways,  side 
by  side,  and  never  find  a  point  where  they  can  come  together.  It  was 
a  great  step  forward  when  the  school  libraries  came  together  with  the 
audiovisual  people.  But  fuller  cooperation  has  got  to  come  if  we  are 
to  have  the  total  library  service  we  are  talking  about.

Interlibrary  cooperation,  including  inter-type-of -library  coopera- 
tion, is  an  accepted  requirement  for  total  library  service,  but  the 
policies  and  mechanisms  for  achieving  cooperative  service  are  not 
so  easily  determined.  Special  librarians  have  tried  various  cooperative 
arrangements  and  may  have  some  experience  which  is  applicable  on 
the  larger  scale. 
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Special  libraries  include  not  only  large  and  small  business  am 
industrial  libraries  but  also  subject  departments  in  academic,  publi< 
and  government  libraries.  As  professionals  with  a  dedication  to  serv- 
ice, special  librarians,  for  example  those  in  small  electronics  compa 
nies,  have  looked  with  covetous  eyes  on  the  science  collections  ir 
university  libraries  and  on  the  business  collections  in  public  libraries 
And  librarians  in  small  companies  want  to  use  the  rich  collection; 
which  large  companies  have  set  up.  Single  issues  of  periodicals  are 
the  most  commonly  needed  items,  and  special  librarians  are  the  strong 
promoters  of  union  lists  of  periodicals.  Union  lists  help  spread  the 
lending  load  as  well  as  reduce  the  number  of  unproductive  phone 
calls. 

For  fellow  librarians,  the  staffs  of  large  business  and  industrial 
libraries  have  often  made  informal  lending  arrangements.  Usually 
these  have  occurred  becauce  of  friendship  and  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  management  of  these  large  libraries.  Occasionally  these  ar- 
rangements are  mutually  beneficial;  more  often  the  benefit  is  unequal 
Sometimes  a  borrowing  library  is  judged  to  be  taking  undue  advan- 
tage of  this  access.  Reimbursement  is  not  acceptable,  and  reciproca- 
tion is  usually  not  possible.  The  Interlibrary  Loan  Code  was  never 
applicable  to  these  borrowing  needs,  and  there  has  been  no  real  at- 
tempt to  set  rules  for  the  business  and  industrial  library  community, 
Many  special  librarians  feel  the  present  arrangements  are  not  very 
satisfactory,  and  most  would  agree  that  any  substantial  increase  in 
requests,  as  could  be  expected  to  be  generated  by  publicity  for  the 
Total  Library  Service  concept,  would  bring  an  end  to  this  kind  of 
service. 

Special  libraries  within  public  library  systems,  such  as  business 
branches  and  science-technology  departments,  are  often  approached 
by  non-supporters  for  service  other  than  simple  use  of  the  collections. 
In  some  cases,  the  public  libraries  extend  their  services.  There  is 
almost  no  reciprocity,  for  various  reasons.  These  arrangements  would 
also  be  expected  to  break  down  under  heavier  use. 

Subject  libraries  in  large  colleges  and  universities  generally  have 
had  to  restrict  use  of  their  services  by  non-academic  libraries.  In 
order  to  cope  with  the  pressure  of  neighboring  industry,  some  schools 
have  made  arrangements  for  paid  use,  usually  a  flat  fee  plus  a  transac- 
tion charge.  Where  such  service  is  available,  some  industrial  libraries 
rely  heavily  on  it,  because  the  relationship  is  a  business-like  one  in 
which  they  can  require  and  pay  for  satisfactory  service. 

Such  has  been  the  experience  of  special  libraries  in  cooperation. 
Obviously  these  libraries  have  much  to  gain  from  greater  cooperation 
leading  to  total  library  service.  Responding  to  the  planning  presently 
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i under  discussion,  I  have  no  consensus  from  those  I  am  here  to  repre- 
sent, but  feel  sure  my  opinions  are  not  simply  personal. 
)a-     The  job  to  be  done  seems  well-stated  in  the  draft  of  the  Library 
in  Development  and  Standards  Committee,  as  "The  book  needed,  at  the 
es.time  of  need,"  the  term  "book"  standing  for  all  related  information 
ds materials.  Because  the  objective  is  not  within  easy  reach,  we  might 
re  approach  it  in  two  steps,  the  first  being  a  difficult  one  and  the  second 
ogeven  more  so.  The  first  phase  might  be  summed  up  as  "The  known 
kbook  needed,  at  the  time  of  need."  The  service  to  be  achieved  would 
lebe  the  provision  of  specifically  requested  items  at  the  time  of  their 
request.  This  service  would  be  an  optimized  circulation  system.  The 
second  phase  could  be  stated  as  "The  book  needed,  at  the  time  of 
known  need,"  indicating  the  provision  of  service  to  all  users  with 
expressible  needs  but  lacking  specific  titles  to  answer  this  need.  This 
phase  would  be  an  optimization  of  the  reference  service.  The  first 
phase,  circulation,  would  be  recordable  on  a  unit  basis;   service  in 
the  second  phase  would  be  as  hard  to  record  as  reference  service 
always  has  been.  Because  of  the  difficulty  of  measuring  it,  such 
service  would  be  hard  to  administer  and  to  recompense. 

With  agreement  on  the  job  to  be  done,  we  turn  to  the  means  to 
do  it,  which  is  presently  envisioned  as  a  system  of  interrelated  net- 
works. Viewed  in  the  frame  of  the  hard  work  necessary  to  achieve 
the  present  cooperative  library  systems,  this  seems  a  reasonable  goal 
to  strive  for,  but  looked  at  in  the  light  of  the  ultimate  goal  of  total 
library  service,  a  loose  federation  of  different  systems  seems  an 
unfortunate  compromise.  For  acquisition,  such  a  loose  cooperation 
would  be  adequate,  but  for  service,  it  would  be  inefficient  for  libraries 
and  confusing  to  users.  Among  the  difficulties  to  be  anticipated  are 
the  overlaps  and  lacunae  resulting  from  spontaneous  growth  of  sys- 
tems, and  the  variations  in  rules  and  conditions  for  service.  The 
problems  of  geographically-based  networks  would  be  compounded 
by  an  overlay  of  subject-based  networks. 

While  a  network  of  libraries  has  proved  of  value  it  may  not  follow 
that  a  network  of  networks  is  a  further  step.  The  concept  of  a  large 
network  would  seem  more  practical,  assuming  that  if  libraries  can 
make  the  arrangements  necessary  for  network  activity,  and  if  net- 
works could  make  arrangements  for  interrelated  network  cooperation, 
it  would  be  even  simpler  to  supplant  the  intermediate  network  with 
a  larger  one  to  which  all  the  libraries  were  related.  The  geographic 
unit  which  would  seem  optimal  is  the  state. 

Elements  which  still  seem  lacking  in  the  interrelated  networks  plan 
include: 

— a  common  dependable  means  of  support  for  service. 
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— an  equal  incentive  for  all  to  contribute 

— an  equal  compensation  to  each  for  equal  service  units 

— an  economy  of  effort  from  clear  definition  of  procedures 

Clear  procedures,  common  support,  equal  incentive,  equal  compensa- 
tion; all  would  appear  to  be  best  sought  under  a  statewide  system 

We  might  plan  most  objectively  if  we  adopted  the  concept  of  a 
communication  network  rather  than  a  library  network.  Again, 
single  network,  rather  than  overlap,  lapses  and  redundancies.  As  in 
the  telephone  system,  a  uniform  rate,  a  single  billing,  a  standard  and 
recognizable  point  of  contact  with  the  system.  As  with  the  telephone, 
the  user  would  be  aware  of,  but  not  inconvenienced  by,  the  network 
aspects. 

If  the  prospect  of  such  a  single-library  network  in  the  near  future 
seems  unlikely,  we  should  remember  how  recent  is  the  development 
of  the  Bankamericard  and  Master  Charge  systems,  which  would  have 
seemed  impractical  a  few  years  ago,  and  we  can  note  what  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  state's  criminal  record  system.  These  two 
types  of  communication  network  correspond  in  some  ways  to  library 
operations;  the  charge  system  is  applicable  to  a  library  circulation 
system,  and  the  criminal  record  system  to  a  reference  retrieval  system. 

In  working  out  the  arrangements  for  a  statewide  network  we 
should  try  to  allow  natural  social  forces  to  work  for  us.  Among  those 
to  be  considered,  and  some  ways  to  take  advantage  of  them,  are: 

Personal  Preference 

Assume  the  user  may  approach  the  library  installation  he  chooses. 
Arrange  service  to  all  comers  by  all  communication  means. 

Supply  and  Demand 

Assume  inequities  in  quantity  of  service  required  of  different  instal- 
lations, and  arrange  to  build  collections,  keep  staff,  and  give  monetary 
support  in  relation  to  the  demand  on  the  particular  installation. 

Means  of  Exchange 

Arrange  bookkeeping  and  currency  to  allow  proportionate  com- 
pensation to  libraries  for  units  of  circulation  activity  both  to  users 
and  to  other  libraries. 

Special  librarians  can  claim  to  have  two  professional  characteristics 
somewhat  more  developed  than  other  librarians  have:  a  high  degree 
of  obligation  to  produce  the  desired  material  for  their  users,  and  an 
awareness  of  the  monetary  value  of  information  service.  These  char- 
acteristics may  be  seen  to  prompt  the  foregoing  observations  and 
opinions  of  this  special  librarian  acting  as  a  representative.  I  believe 
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the  experience  of  special  librarians  in  all  organizational  situations  has 
been  such  that  they  would  like  to  participate  in  total  library  service, 
and  would  expect  to  find  that  concept  workable  under  a  statewide  net- 
work with  standard  uniform  rules  and  compensations.

The  idea  of  total  library  service  for  the  State  of  California  is  going 
to  take  some  adjusting  on  the  part  of  medical  librarians,  and  will 
come  as  even  more  of  a  surprise  to  the  physicians  who  administer 
and  staff  the  hospitals.  Doctors  have  always  been  very  much  aware 
of  the  dangerous  effect  that  misinterpreted  medical  information  can 
have.  They  tend  to  feel  that  use  of  medical  books  and  journals  by 
the  uninitiated  is  not  only  unnecessary,  but  downright  dangerous. 
Many  librarians  in  the  hospitals  and  institutions  of  the  state  would 
go  along  with  this  viewpoint. 

Modern  communications  media,  however,  have  made  withholding 
of  medical  information  from  the  public  an  unrealistic  goal.  The  sub- 
ject matter  of  a  popular  magazine  ranges  from  intrauterine  surgery 
and  birth  control  pills  to  the  latest  on  organ  transplants.  The  pre- 
mature release  of  the  news  about  the  carcinogenic  properties  of  cycla- 
mates  is  another  example.  The  public  knew  all  about  it  before  it  was 
generally  known  by  the  medical  community.  Since  it  is  no  longer  pos- 
sible to  keep  these  matters  a  secret  from  the  public,  librarians  have 
a  responsibility  to  help  see  that  the  information  received  is  accurate. 

On  the  other  hand,  medicine  is  beginning  to  branch  out  into  what 
were  considered  non-medical  concerns.  Journals  in  sociology,  psy- 
chology, biological  sciences,  and  education  are  constantly  required. 
With  interdisciplinary  research  the  order  of  the  day,  we  will  do  well 
to  remember  Ray  Swank's  admonition,  "the  broad  educational,  cul- 
tural, and  technical  interests  of  a  clintele  will  often  be  poorly  served 
by  protecting  the  readers'  access  to  inadequate  local  collections  at  the 
expense  of  access  to  other  richer  collections." 

Total  library  service,  of  course,  does  not  propose  that  the  doors 
of  every  library  in  the  state  be  thrown  open  to  everyone  without  re- 
striction. What  it  does  propose,  that  cooperative  networks  and  sys- 
tems be  set  up,  has  long  been  fully  understood  and  practiced  by  the 
medical  library  community.  There  is  no  space  here  for  a  description 
of  MEDLARS  (Medical  Literature  Analysis  and  Retrieval  System) 
or  PSRMLS  (Pacific  Southwest  Regional  Medical  Library  Service). 
These  networks,  funded  by  the  federal  government  through  the  Na- 
tional Library  of  Medicine,  are  already  in  operation,  and  when  fully 
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implemented  will  make  medical  literature  available  to  even  the 
smallest  hospital  library  and  to  individual  physicians  in  areas  where 
there  are  no  libraries.  Local  libraries  receive  these  services  without 
cost. 

To  conclude:  although  total  library  service  among  all  types  of  li- 
braries is  going  to  be  news  to  medical  and  institutional  librarians,  as 
far  as  interlibrary  cooperation  goes,  they  have  long  been  sold  on  the 
general  idea.  So,  on  behalf  of  these  librarians,  I  think  I  can  say, 
"Welcome  to  the  group!" 
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RESPONSE  FROM  CONSULTANTS  TO  PRELIMINARY 
REPORTS  FROM  STUDY  GROUPS

It  seems  to  me  we  are  talking  about  four  or  five  major  concerns. 
I  suggest  first  that  we  state  the  mission  of  libraries  in  California. 
A  very  general  statement  of  why  libraries  exist  might  be  put  into 
the  Constitution. 

You  cannot  do  the  job  ahead  of  you  alone.  You  have  to  have  sup- 
port from  every  segment  of  the  total  community — boards  of  educa- 
tion, religious  groups,  lobbyists  for  large  corporations  with  a  vested 
interest  in  library  service.  Contacts  with  these  people  have  to  be 
made,  so  that  they  understand  where  you  are  going  and  what  you 
want  and  how  much  money  you  need.  This  has  to  be  planned:  you 
have  to  know  exactly  what  you  want  to  do,  whom  you  want  to  see, 
what  you  want  to  get  out  of  them,  and  why.  This  will  be  part  of  your 
job  over  the  next  three  or  four  months,  to  reach  your  immediate  goal 
or  objective.  Then  you  may  consider  intermediate  objectives.  Last 
will  be  your  long-range  objectives.  These  again  should  be  carefully 
planned,  so  that  you  know  what  you  want  to  achieve  in  the  first 
year,  the  second  year,  and  so  on. 

From  all  the  recommendations  that  came  forth  this  morning,  you 
will  have  to  decide  what  are  your  immediate  objectives.  Will  they 
include  funding?  If  so,  how  much  and  by  when?  How  will  you  make 
your  needs  known  to  other  professional  groups,  to  groups  who  might 
also  reach  their  legislators?  What  will  each  of  you  do  within  his  local 
jurisdiction  to  get  legislative  support?  All  of  this  should  be  pro- 
grammed week  by  week,  if  necessary,  so  you  will  know  where  you 
should  be  at  any  given  time.  If  you  are  going  to  have  various  studies, 
perhaps  there  is  a  priority  of  study — obviously,  one  study  must 
follow  another  in  an  orderly  manner,  so  that  you  are  constantly 
accumulating  information  and  building  up  to  a  total  information 
pattern  on  which  you  can  develop  your  intermediary  objectives  or 
your  long-range  objectives.  It  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work,  but 
it  is  the  only  way  it  can  be  done. 

Into  your  program  you  will  try  to  build  something  for  everyone. 
If  you  know  of  legislators  who  have  certain  prejudices  or  proclivities, 
you  build  those  in.  You  must  sell  the  Legislature,  and  they  must 
know  that  you  have  a  program.  They  must  be  able  to  carry  back 
to  their  constituency  a  real  involvement  in  what  they  have  done  for 
public  libraries,  that  will  help  them  get  votes — politicians  exist  by 
being  elected  and  reelected,  and  they  only  get  reelected  by  votes. 
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You  must  translate  your  library  program  into  votes  without  becoming 
politically  involved  in  the  negative  sense,  but  involved  positively 
to  such  a  degree  that  you  get  your  funding.  It  is  my  view  that  if 
you  take  this  approach,  you  can  write  your  own  ticket  as  far  as 
money  is  concerned.  But  it  must  be  planned  out  in  detail,  so  that  you 
will  know  your  part  and  your  role. 

Contacts  have  to  be  made  with  groups  whose  support  is  meaning- 
ful— county  supervisors,  school  superintendents,  religious  groups,  for 
example.  If  you  are  putting  out  87  million  dollars  a  year  to  support 
libraries  on  the  local  level,  if  you  have  a  total  capital  investment  of 
four  to  five  billion  in  buildings  and  resources  of  all  kinds,  you  have 
to  have  support.  Don't  worry  about  other  claims  on  the  Legislature — 
worry  about  libraries.  You're  selling  yourself  and  you  have  got  to 
sell  yourself  to  the  fullest  extent  you  can. 

I  would  suggest  that  out  of  all  your  recommendations  a  two-  or 
four-page  flyer  could  be  made,  which  could  be  printed  in  large  quan- 
tities and  circulated  locally  to  explain  to  everyone  exactly  what  the 
problem  of  libraries  is.  You  have  to  have  all  this  information  together 
and  it  has  to  be  understandable  to  the  layman.  He  has  got  to  know 
what  you  want  to  do.  It  seems  to  me  that  California  libraries  ought 
to  petition  for  a  statement  on  public  libraries  to  be  included  in  the 
Constitution.  We  are  in  a  democratic  society  and  should  use  every 
process  and  device  we  have  to  make  the  will  of  the  people  known. 

In  the  recommendations,  the  user  was  not  mentioned  much.  What 
is  the  target  group  of  your  service?  The  target  group  is  the  20,- 
000,000  users,  potential  or  otherwise,  in  California.  That  figure  can 
be  broken  down.  Studies  can  show  us  who  the  user  is  and  who  the 
nonuser  is.  Why  does  the  nonuser  not  use  the  library?  I  would  hope 
that  any  user  surveys  would  make  use  of  professional  pollsters 
making  door-to-door  polls.  This  can  tell  you  why  you  are  not  reach- 
ing all  of  the  20,000,000,  and  give  you  more  grist  for  your  mill  as  you 
turn  it  into  a  positive  approach  for  funding. 

You  are  going  to  have  to  exercise  a  tremendous  amount  of  local 
leadership.  Look  at  how  your  local  society  is  organized.  Where  are 
the  power  points?  Who  are  the  power  structure  and  how  can  you 
convince  them  about  libraries?  Librarians  to  a  great  extent  have 
remained  away  from  the  power  structure  and  have  whined,  "no  one 
understands  the  great  thing  we  are  doing  for  society."  No  one  under- 
stands because  we  haven't  taken  the  time  to  explain  it  in  their  terms. 
We  expect  them  to  come  to  us.  We  have  an  attitude  of  cultural 
superiority.  But  if  you  go  to  them  you  will  find  some  very  rich  jewels 
in  their  power  structure,  who  will  support  3^ou  all  the  way  once  they 
know  you  are  approachable.  We  must  go  to  the  market  place  and 
make  people  understand  what  we  are  trying  to  get  for  public  libraries. 
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I  did  not  hear  anything  in  the  recommendations  about  the  public 
library  as  a  nucleus  for  the  system  or  as  a  base  from  which  all  this 
emanates.  I  think  we  ought  to  get  this  in.  There  were  a  few  state- 
ments about  the  State  Library.  Here  again  I  think  that  this  concept 
has  to  be  clarified  to  show  what  the  relationships  are. 

As  you  can  see,  I  feel  intensely  about  all  this.  For  too  long  we 
have  allowed  people  to  go  on  not  understanding  what  libraries  are, 
not  understanding  the  contribution  we  have  made  to  American  so- 
ciety and  the  development  of  American  culture.  It  is  a  propitious 
time  to  begin  to  toot  our  own  horn.

First  of  all,  apropos  of  marketing,  financing,  and  systematizing, 
there  must  be  much  more  involvement  of  your  fraternity  in  the 
decision-making  process.  That  involves  developing  much  closer  ties 
as  a  profession  with  the  legislature  and  the  executive  branch  of  state 
government  in  particular — but  remember,  the  real  dollars  are  at  the 
federal  level  in  this  society  and  in  this  tax  system. 

You  will  notice  that  one  group  has  recommended  the  use  of  the 
legislative  advocate.  This  would  be  a  step  along  the  way,  but  you 
want  to  think  it  through  very  carefully.  It  should  be  done  very  pro- 
fessionally, although  it  does  not  have  to  take  on  all  the  techniques 
of  the  unhidden  persuaders.  It  should  not  be  too  blatant,  because 
that  would  contradict  what  you  really  value  in  terms  of  your  mission. 
I  would  like  to  see  some  extension  of  the  legislative  advocate;  but 
it  is  important  that  you  are  sure  about  what  this  person  is  going  to 
do.  What  standards  of  performance,  what  guidelines,  what  ground 
rules  are  you,  as  professionals,  going  to  set  up? 

Second,  we  must  broaden  the  participation  and  involvement  of 
interest  groups  in  the  mission  of  the  library.  You  all  have  your 
Friends  of  the  Libraries,  but  I  am  talking  about  bringing  into  the 
dialogue  of  the  library,  in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  word,  all  the 
interest  groups  who  in  turn  can  help  carry  the  banner.  In  the  de- 
cision-making process,  there  are  going  to  be  other  interest  groups 
telling  their  story,  and  it  is  going  to  be  about  money.  Who  is  going 
to  have  how  much  appropriated,  and  for  whom?  It  does  no  harm 
to  have  some  of  the  same  interest  groups  convinced  that  library 
services  and  facilities  have  great  social  value.  Don't  let  them  think 
that  if  you  have  seen  one  library  you  have  seen  them  all.  That  is 
too  much  the  way  our  society  views  itself.

Third,  I  believe  this  seminar  should  pay  a  little  more  direct  atten- 
tion to  the  local  revenue  structure  and  take  a  position  on  the  need 
for  property  tax  reform.  Your  financial  problems  are  functionally 
related  to  the  incredible  inadequacies  of  the  existing  local  revenue 
structure.  Take  an  unequivocal  position  for  reform  of  the  property 
tax  in  particular,  and  have  some  positive  proposals  for  strengthening 
the  local  revenue  structure.  Your  fiscal  destiny  on  balance  over  the 
next  several  decades  is  going  to  be  determined  at  the  local  level  of 
government,  according  to  your  state  formula.  Think  through  a  posi- 
tive revenue  structure  for  local  government  that  will  automatically 
solve  your  problem.  You  are  working  in  a  financial  environment  of 
local  government  which  is  very  bad. 

Administrators  in  government  are  very  reluctant  to  take  postures, 
so  it  is  up  to  the  professional  to  establish  some  rational  guidelines 
for  bringing  revision  to  our  society,  its  institutional  structure,  and 
its  functioning,  wherever  appropriate.  The  professional,  when  he  does 
become  involved,  can  be  a  misguided  missile,  and  that  is  why  you 
must  think  through  these  programs  very  rationally.  It  involves  look- 
ing at  alternatives,  establishing  criteria  which  you  really  believe  in. 

Fourth,  it  is  very  good  that  the  concept  of  intergovernmental  co- 
operation runs  through  all  the  reports.  There  is  no  question  that  as 
professionals  you  should  work  very  hard  at  strengthening,  articulat- 
ing and  refining  the  concepts  and  programs  of  intergovernmental 
cooperation.  There  is  much  emphasis  on  this  these  days  because  of 
our  changing  philosophy  with  respect  to  the  federal  government,  an 
uneasy  fear  that  it  has  assumed  too  much  power  in  our  society.  I 
know  that  you  have  nominal  ties  with  school  board  trustees  and 
County  Boards  of  Supervisors,  city  councils  and  Leagues  of  Cali- 
fornia Cities,  but  you  will  have  to  admit  that  the  ties  are  nominal. 
Each  of  these  groups,  including  librarians,  has  been  talking  to  itself 
in  beautiful  professional  monologues  for  the  last  fifty  years. 

Fifth,  set  up  your  PERT  system  right  now  for  revision  of  the  state 
financing  formula.  Begin  now  to  get  the  attention  of  the  decision- 
makers by  raising  your  sights.  Raise  them  so  high  that  it  seems 
outrageous — at  least  get  them  to  ask  if  libraries  can  be  that  valuable. 
The  short-term  objective  is  to  get  that  8  or  12  million,  but  get  the 
formula  revised  now,  because  it  will  take  a  couple  of  years. 

One  of  the  groups  has  recommended  that  we  determine  what  the 
local  responsibility  and  the  state  responsibility  for  financing  libraries 
should  be.  This  is  a  very  good  idea,  and  it  should  be  expanded 
considerably.  I  think,  too,  that  we  must  have  more  facts  about  library 
users — several  groups  were  concerned  with  this.  Knowing  your  cli- 
entele will  help  you  considerably  in  the  matter  of  these  interest-group

committees.  These  facts  also  provide  a  very  good  platform  for  telling 
your  story.  Remember  that  the  typical  citizen  has  very  little  concept 
of  who  the  library  user  is  and  why  he  uses  it. 

In  the  matter  of  the  marketing  program,  spot  public  service  an- 
nouncements could  be  used  on  a  mass  basis.  Some  of  you  are  doing 
this  to  some  degree,  and  it  can  be  expanded  massively. 

Last  is  the  matter  of  implementing  PPBS  at  all  levels  with  the 
PERT  framework,  as  Jim  Hunt  has  described.  This  is  most  essential 
because  it  brings  a  scientific  set  of  tools  of  decision-making  into  your 
programs  against  a  time  dimension.  You  can  identify  the  variables 
that  are  important  in  the  whole  stream  of  causality,  and  you  can 
become  very  scientific  managers. 
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PROGRAM  BUDGETING  AND  PERT 

James  R.  Hunt

Program  budgeting  is  simply  a  system  of  budgeting  in  and  of  itself. 
Built  into  the  system  are  devices  for  management,  for  review  and 
evaluation,  which  leads  again  into  programming,  further  budgeting, 
and  so  on.  Program  planning  and  budgeting  is  a  system  of  trying 
to  accomplish  whatever  the  goals  of  the  individual  agency  might  be. 
It  is  considered  to  be  a  circular  process  in  that  it  never  stops.  You 
program  and  set  up  your  objectives  and  you  plan,  you  implement 
to  reach  your  objectives.  As  you  reach  or  do  not  reach  your  objec- 
tives, you  evaluate,  you  change  your  program,  you  do  further  plan- 
ning, etc.  It  keeps  you  continually  aware  of  all  the  elements  that  go 
into  planning  and  programming,  reviewing  and  evaluating. 

PERT  is  another  technique  of  management.  It  stands  for  Program 
Evaluation  and  Review  Technique  and  is  exactly  what  it  implies. 
You  schedule  certain  achievements  of  objectives  at  certain  given 
times,  to  lead  into  an  overall  objective  that  you  wish  to  reach.  We 
made  a  PERT  chart  for  our  feasibility  master  plan  for  Hawaii.  It 
was  simply  a  schedule  of  the  seven-month  period  for  the  master  plan, 
listing  all  the  major  activities  associated  with  getting  it  done.  Month 
by  month  and  week  by  week,  we  knew  exactly  when  we  had  to  finish 
each  sub-element  of  the  overall  program.  For  example,  our  public 
library  survey  and  our  school  library  survey  had  to  be  done  by  a 
certain  date  and  fed  into  the  computer  so  it  would  give  us  printout 
material  for  discussion  with  community  groups  throughout  the  state. 
Everything  dovetailed  so  that  we  knew  at  every  moment  what  we 
were  doing  and  why  we  were  doing  it.  That  is  what  I  was  trying  to 
put  across  to  you  this  morning.  If  you  have  a  legislative  program,  you 
should  know  exactly  what  you  want  to  do,  step  by  step. 

Essentially,  it  is  a  marketing  technique.  One  of  the  Booz,  Allen 
and  Hamilton  people  who  worked  with  us  was  a  marketing  expert, 
and  he  simply  structured  our  efforts  to  sell  the  feasibility  report  to 
the  Legislature,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  our  Library  Advisory 
Commission.  Everyone's  viewpoints  were  accommodated  and  we  could 
say,  when  it  was  finally  recommended  for  approval,  that  we  had 
touched  bases  with  everybody.  It  represented  the  views  of  the  entire 
state  about  public  library  service  and  school  community  libraries. 
It  was  all  programmed. 
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FINANCIAL  IMPLICATIONS  FOR  IMPLEMENTATION

I  have  tried  to  establish  for  you,  as  a  group  of  professionals,  that 
this  very  affluent  society  does  have  the  economic  and  the  fiscal  capa- 
bilities of  financing  the  level  of  library  services  that  you,  as  profes- 
sionals, deem  necessary.  You  can  see  by  now,  thinking  as  the  econo- 
mist does,  that  this  is  a  matter  of  alternatives.  It  is  a  matter  of  how  a 
society  chooses  to  utilize  its  scarce  resources.  It  involves  setting  social 
priorities  and  establishing  the  criteria  which  support  the  concept  of 
social  values  for  the  product  in  which  you  are  interested.  There  is 
no  question  in  my  mind  that  we  can  afford  better  library  systems 
in  California  from  the  economic  and  fiscal  point  of  view.  The  problem 
is  not  quantitative  in  nature,  it  is  largely  qualitative.  It  is  convincing 
this  society  that,  indeed,  the  investment  of  more  of  its  resources  in 
good  library  service  would  produce  a  considerable  payoff. 

I  have  also  spent  some  time  dealing  with  the  fiscal  environment 
of  the  late  sixties  and  the  early  seventies,  and  I  have  pointed  out  that 
our  society  is  in  the  mainstream  of  an  era  of  fiscal  conservatism.  This 
complicates  your  task.  Don't  be  too  fatalistic  about  this  fiscal  con- 
servatism. We  must  distinguish  between  the  ideal,  the  real  and  the 
I  myth  where  fiscal  matters  are  concerned.  It  is  simply  a  fact  that  our 
society,  at  the  federal,  state,  and  local  levels,  is  going  to  continue  to 
spend  large  amounts  of  money  through  the  governmental  decision- 
making process — and  this  profession  has  to  get  into  this  fiscal  stream. 

The  two  consultants  accepted  certain  premises  of  yours  as  we 
embarked  upon  this  adventure  here  on  Sunday  evening.  The  first  was 
that  libraries,  in  general,  are  underfinanced.  Second,  there  is  a  need 
to  expand  the  library  resources  of  this  affluent  society,  and  third, 
there  is  a  need  to  expand  the  use  of  the  existing  resources.  You  know 
that  you  have  at  your  disposal  library  resources  which  are  the  key  to 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  this  society,  and  that  are  absolutely 
untapped  by  segments  of  our  society.  Another  premise  was  that  we 
as  a  fraternity  believe  in  the  systems  approach  to  establishing  the 
optimum  organizational  structure  of  library  systems,  and  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  functions  of  libraries.  We  operated  on  the  premise 
that  the  systems  approach  provides  an  excellent  management  and 
decision-making  framework  that  translates  into  the  most  effective  ap- 
proach. 
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May  I  remind  you  of  the  Adam  Smith  quotation — that  our  society 
has  a  dynamic  changing  concept  of  what  government's  role  shall  be 
as  the  conditions  of  that  society  change.  We  live  in  an  age  of  social, 
technological,  and  cultural  revolution.  Do  you  think  you  can  main- 
tain the  guidelines  and  the  ground  rules  of  the  twenties  and  thirties, 
in  terms  of  operations,  of  finance,  of  what  is  important,  and  still  be 
in  the  mainstream  as  an  effective  force?  I  would  also  like  to  remind 
you  of  a  statement  of  Justice  Louis  Brandeis,  which  I  think  is  very 
apropos  of  library  systems  in  California  in  the  1970's:  "It  is  one  of 
the  happy  incidents  of  the  federal  system  of  government  that  a  single 
courageous  state  may,  if  its  citizens  choose,  serve  as  a  laboratory  in 
trying  novel  social  and  economic  experiments  without  risk  to  the  rest 
of  the  country."  So  you  see  that  we  really  have  license  here  to  lead 
the  way  and  be  innovative,  in  this  field  to  which  you  have  committed 
your  lives  as  professionals. 
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IMPLICATIONS  FOR  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  DEVELOPMENT 

Raymond  M.  Holt

I  think  that  our  consultants  have  placed  the  work  of  this  seminar 
into  the  context  of  a  meaningful  program  aimed  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  total  library  service.  In  addition,  I  believe  there  are  some 
further  implications  worthy  of  our  attention. 

First,  a  substantial  portion  of  our  discussion  time  has  been  devoted 
to  telling  one  another  how  it  is  back  home.  Besides  serving  as  a 
healthy  and  effective  mechanism  for  communicating  our  ideas,  con- 
cerns, and  frustrations,  such  dialogue  seems  to  document  the  great 
difference  which  exists  in  the  actual  world  of  experience.  If  we  are  to 
understand  one  another,  if  we  are  to  speak  a  common  language,  if 
we  are  to  communicate  our  program  to  others,  then  it  seems  neces- 
sary for  us  to  become  familiar  with  one  another's  workaday  worlds 
through  such  a  vicarious  method. 

I  would  therefore  strongly  urge  consideration  of  structuring  meet- 
ings which  would  provide  specific  opportunities  for  a  continuing 
exchange  of  views  and  a  sharing  of  experience,  on  both  a  statewide 
and  on  a  smaller  geographical  basis.  These  meetings  should  not  be 
left  to  chance  or  assumed  to  take  place  in  conjunction  with  other  pro- 
grams, workshops,  or  conferences  such  as  CLA  or  the  State  Library 
may  hold.  System  chairmen,  system  workers,  system  coordinators 
need  the  opportunity  and  are  ready  to  benefit  from  such  opportunities 
of  discussion. 

Second,  more  recognition  must  be  given  to  the  fact  that  the  co- 
ordination and  administration  of  multijurisdictional  systems  become 
more  and  more  complex  as  the  number  of  members  increases  and 
as  services  and  activities  are  added.  Our  present  methods  of  multi- 
jurisdictional system  coordination  and  administration  are  often  ex- 
temporaneous, and  they  lack  the  finesse  and  effectiveness  that  system 
management  requires.  I  believe  this  is  a  serious  problem  which 
deserves  the  attention  of  a  specialist  knowledgeable  in  the  administra- 
tion of  complex  cooperative  units  of  service.  Through  case  studies 
or  other  techniques,  at  least  some  of  the  basic  problems  should  be 
susceptible  to  identification  and  to  solution. 

My  third  point  concerns  the  great  differences  between  single- 
jurisdictional  systems  and  multijurisdictional  systems.  These  differ- 
ences require  attention  and  understanding.  Whereas  single-system 
membership  requires  little  or  no  administrative  or  organizational 
change  in  the  system,  multijurisdictional  system  membership  estab- 
lishes whole  new  patterns  of  organization  which  must  be  assimilated, 
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incorporated,  or  in  some  way  accommodated  by  the  libraries  which 
become  members  of  the  system.  Again,  it  must  be  observed  that  the 
degree  of  change  appears  to  increase  with  the  size  of  the  system, 
in  terms  of  the  number  of  its  members  and  the  number  of  activities 
and  services  provided  or  engaged  in  by  the  system.  Obviously  there 
must  be  more  opportunity  for  dialogue  here  to  improve  the  range  of 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  one  another's  problems. 

Fourth,  the  stated  need  of  stronger,  more  effective  coordinators 
and  the  possibility  or  desirability  of  separate  headquarters  evoked 
an  interesting  response  from  many  of  those  in  the  seminar.  My 
impression  was  that,  again,  the  difference  of  opinion  was  couched 
in  terms  of  librarians'  concern,  of  systems  having  more  members  or 
fewer  members,  and  of  those  that  had  complex  organizational  pat- 
terns as  compared  to  those  that  had  simpler  organizational  patterns. 
We  must  become  attuned  to  the  complexities  of  system  operation  and 
become  aware  of  the  demands  that  these  make  upon  administration 
and  coordination.  Again,  study,  research,  and  more  experience  and 
improved  familiarity  should  help  to  resolve  these  problems. 

Fifth,  the  role  of  the  system  coordinator  or  administrator  came 
into  a  number  of  the  discussions  that  I  heard,  and  some  of  the  con- 
clusions reflect  this  dialogue.  Again  there  is  the  fact  that  in  most 
instances,  for  lack  of  funding  or  other  reasons,  librarians  have  as- 
sumed this  activity  as  a  part  of  their  regular  activities  and  duties, 
using  such  time  as  they  may  have  and  giving  such  priority  as  they 
may  determine  to  system  cooperation  and  coordination.  In  some 
systems  leadership  appears  to  be  fairly  well  concentrated  in  one  indi- 
vidual over  a  fairly  long  period  of  time.  In  other  systems  it  seems 
that  responsibility  is  rotated  on  either  a  scheduled  basis  or  divided 
into  various  elements  and  shared  by  several  or  all  of  the  library 
administrators  making  up  the  system  board.  Regardless  of  the 
normal  load  carried  by  the  administrator  and  seemingly  with  only 
a  token  concern  for  special  skills  or  lack  thereof,  system  administra- 
tion is  expected  to  move  forward. 

So  far,  few  systems  have  seemed  to  recognize  the  real  and  po- 
tential weakness  in  such  an  administrative  pattern.  We  appear  oblivi- 
ous to  the  problems  which  this  kind  of  administration  creates  or  the 
effect  it  has  in  the  implementation  of  system  programs.  Just  because 
we  have  managed  to  create  and  operate  library  systems  in  this  man- 
ner does  not  invalidate  the  conclusion  in  the  Nelson  report,  based  on 
a  considerable  body  of  evidence,  that  the  decisive  factor  in  the  effec- 
tiveness of  a  system  lies  in  the  competence  of  the  director.  It  would 
seem  inevitable  that  the  growth  of  systems  as  a  specialized  form  of 
organization  with  a  particular  and  peculiar  range  of  functions  should 
give  rise  in  the  near  future  to  a  new  kind  of  specialized  library  ad- 
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ministrator,  or  coordinator  if  you  prefer  that  term.  Again,  I  believe 
it  is  pertinent  that  we  should  attempt  to  compare  the  potential  of  li- 
brary systems  operating  under  part-time  leadership,  with  varying 
qualities  of  skills  and  time  available,  to  what  progress  might  be  made 
if  systems  were  universally  to  employ  competent  full-time  system  co- 
ordinators or  administrators. 

Growing  out  of  this  consideration  comes  point  six,  which  is  the 
need  for  system  administrators.  Where  do  we  get  them?  Systems  re- 
quire all  kinds  of  personnel,  not  only  administrators.  Many  of  these 
must  come  with  specialized  skills  and  a  concept  of  service  which  is 
based  upon  total  library  resources  and  their  utilization.  This  must  in- 
deed have  tremendous  implications  for  library  education.  It  would 
seem  pertinent  for  the  library  schools  to  investigate  the  market  in 
terms  of  both  the  near  and  the  more  distant  future.  A  systems  ref- 
erence librarian  is  not  just  a  reference  librarian  with  a  different  title. 
It  requires  a  new  concept  in  reference  work.  And  what  of  the  research 
access  centers?  Who  will  man  these?  And  what  will  be  their  train- 
ing? I  believe  this  requires  research,  specialized  activity  on  the  part 
of  the  library  schools.  It  would  appear  that  the  networks  created  for 
implementing  the  concepts  of  total  library  resources  must  also  create 
a  whole  new  range  of  positions  and  activities,  for  job  responsibilities 
and  job  tasks  will  differ  in  concept  and  command  of  library  tools 
from  that  of  the  librarian  in  the  single  library  of  today. 

Seven,  it  is  obvious  that  the  role  of  the  State  Library  is  expanding 
and  changing.  This  is  detailed  repeatedly  in  the  recommendations. 
There  has  been  criticism  and  concern  in  the  past  over  the  role  of  the 
State  Library.  At  times  it  has  been  represented  as  a  kind  of  octopus, 
a  growing  monster  that  is  going  to  devour  us.  I  think  we  have  to  over- 
come this  in  our  minds.  This  is  not  a  concern.  One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting things  in  this  whole  concept  of  total  library  service  is  the 
fact  that  inevitably  we  must  look  to  the  State  Library  for  leadership, 
for  implementation,  for  many  other  roles.  I  think  it  is  high  time  that 
we  give  this  more  than  lip  service.  We  can  start  by  insisting,  through 
every  possible  device  that  we  have,  not  only  that  the  State  Library 
budget  not  be  cut,  but  that  it  must  be  significantly  augmented  im- 
mediately. 

Eight,  it  also  appears  obvious  that  we  do  not  feel  we  have  all  the 
facts  and  information  we  might  like  to  have,  or  that  we  feel  is  re- 
quired, for  system  development.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  number  of 
recommendations  for  studies  and  so  on,  categorized  under  the  term 
of  research  and  development,  in  the  presentation  of  Mr.  Hunt.  Again, 
this  may  be  due  not  so  much  to  our  inability  to  keep  records  of  es- 
sential data  as  to  the  lack  of  some  one  person  or  some  one  group  to 
identify  with  precision  the  exact  kinds  of  information,  statistics,  and 
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facts,  that  we  need  for  effective  and  accurate  analysis.  One  need  only 
refer  to  Mr.  Sabsay's  cogent  comments  on  the  lack  of  comparable 
and  measurable  data,  which  hampered  him  in  his  statistical  study, 
to  verify  this. 

It  is  true  that  some  steps  have  already  been  taken  in  the  light  of 
his  findings  to  improve  our  statistical  gathering  capabilities  and  our 
reporting — and  this  certainly  is  to  the  good.  However,  I  submit  that 
again  this  is  not  all  that  we  should  be  doing.  It  should  be  an  ongoing 
process.  We  need  the  help  of  professionals  who  know  what  kind  of 
statistical  material  should  be  gathered  and  how  it  can  be  utilized.  Ex- 
pert professional  guidance  from  other  disciplines  is  needed  to  shape 
our  information-gathering  into  productive  resources. 

At  the  same  time  we  need  expertise  in  extracting  data  and  pre- 
senting it  in  a  cogent  and  effective  manner  to  a  variety  of  consumers, 
including  governmental  officials  and  legislative  bodies  to  say  the  least. 
Obviously,  we  should  be  concerned  now  with  the  computerization  of 
such  library  data  to  increase  its  accessibility  and  to  multiply  its  value 
through  multiple  correlation  and  interpretation.  Certainly  library 
statistics  should  be  capable  of  comparison  with  the  tremendous 
variety  of  social,  economic,  and  other  demographic  data  which  will 
be  a  part  of  the  1970  census  findings.  I  think  we  should  be  aware  of 
this,  and  should  be  moving  in  that  direction  in  our  own  libraries  and 
in  the  library  systems  throughout  the  state. 

Nine,  the  inability  of  our  study  groups  to  define  easily  some  of  the 
cornerstones  in  our  current  Master  Plan,  such  as  the  area  and  re- 
search libraries,  would  appear  to  support  the  opinions  of  those  who 
have  worked  on  or  studied  the  Master  Plan  closely  over  the  past  sev- 
eral years — namely  that  these  concepts  are  really  complex  in  nature 
and  are  more  capable  of  definition  and  description  in  theory  than 
they  are  in  terms  of  implementation  and  practice.  Perhaps  we  will 
either  have  to  live  awhile  with  these  concepts,  only  partially  and 
inadequately  defined,  or  find  some  new  approach  and  terminology 
more  susceptible  to  accurate  definition,  or  at  least  arrive  at  defini- 
tions upon  which  we  can  concur. 

Finally,  our  faith  that  the  interaction  of  the  democratic  processes, 
though  sometimes  slow  and  often  painful,  is  still  capable  of  producing 
a  dynamic  program  has  again  been  substantiated.  Few  I  think  would 
argue  that  every  word  or  detail  of  the  findings  is  acceptable  to  all  of 
us.  Some  may  challenge  one  or  more  of  the  major  concepts,  but  in 
general  we  have  done  together  what  would  have  been  a  difficult  if 
not  impossible  task  as  individuals.  You  can,  I  believe,  take  both  pride 
and  satisfaction  in  the  results  of  your  deliberations.  And  now  it  is 
our  task  to  move  forward  with  the  results,  into  our  period  of  imple- 
mentation. 
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PANEL  RESPONSE:  IMPLEMENTATION  AND  ACTION 

Phyllis  I.  Dalton 

President,  California  Library  Association 

The  California  Library  Association  has  much  ahead  of  it  to  develop 
fully  library  systems  and  total  library  service.  I  do  not  wish  to  seem 
mercenary,  but  I  must  say  that  the  most  important  and  crucial  issue 
before  us  is  funding.  While  I  do  not  scorn  $l,200,000-plus,  I  do  say 
that  it  is  truly  remarkable  that  library  service  in  systems  has  come 
as  far  as  it  has  on  a  starvation  diet.  A  first  priority  of  the  Association 
must  be  full  funding  of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act.  Such  a  goal 
is  not  a  selfish  goal  on  the  part  of  public  librarians,  as  whatever  pro- 
motes public  libraries  assists  other  types  of  libraries,  and  vice  versa. 
I  have  said  many  times,  and  I  shall  repeat,  that  the  power  of  the 
librarians  in  California — the  power  of  persuasion  or  political  power, 
whatever  you  wish  to  call  it — is  greater  than  we  know,  because  we 
have  never  really  exerted  it  as  a  body.  This  is  the  number  one  priority 
to  implement  all  that  we  have  been  saying  here. 

But  working  hand  in  hand  with  full  funding  of  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act  is  the  urgent  need  to  develop  a  plan  for  total  library 
service.  This  should  not  be  one  that  detracts  in  any  respect  from  the 
primary  purpose  of  each  type  of  library,  but  rather  one  that  enlarges 
its  service  abilities  through  a  plan  that  will  bring  all  services  together. 
We  should  be  developing  all  this  ourselves  from  our  own  creativity 
and  dedication  to  library  service;  but  if  we  do  not,  it  will  be  forced 
upon  us.  We  do  live  in  a  land  of  plenty,  but  the  milk  and  honey  are 
not  flowing  to  the  libraries.  A  plan  is  not  the  total  answer,  but  it  is 
a  beginning.  Working  with  the  funding  agencies  rather  than  against 
them  and  finding  the  best  in  what  they  say  we  must  do — and  they 
say  it — and  capitalizing  on  that  in  our  planning  will  take  us  a  long 
way  toward  the  implementation  of  all  that  we  are  discussing  here. 
The  California  Library  Association  in  cooperation  with  others  must 
take  the  initiative  in  such  a  plan. 

The  California  Library  Association  must  develop  a  vigorous  pro- 
gram of  public  relations  to  make  the  California  public  aware  of  the 
contribution  of  libraries  to  our  society  and  to  further  programs  of 
library  service  statewide  and  locally.  Are  librarians  going  to  plan  the 
future  of  libraries  on  a  broad  natural  basis,  using  other  disciplines 
where  needed,  or  will  other  disciplines  and  new  ones  take  the  initia- 
tive, with  librarians  cooperating  only  to  the  extent  that  they  are 
allowed  to  do  so? 

How  can  the  California  Library  Association  plan  for  this  total 
service,  total  as  far  as  the  individual's  needs  are  concerned,  and  total 
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as  far  as  library  resources  are  concerned?  It  is  simple  in  the  talking, 
but  less  simple  in  the  doing. 

The  California  Library  Association  will  need  to  assist  in  developing 
a  plan  that  keeps  the  individual  library  strong  and  enables  that 
library  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  its  service  area  and  to  receive 
adequate  local  support  for  this  service.  The  Association  then  needs 
to  optimize  and  equalize  the  service  over  the  geographic  areas  being 
served.  Within  the  group  there  needs  to  be  backstop  information  and 
referral.  Working  all  of  this  into  the  plan  is  the  job  ahead  of  the 
California  Library  Association. 

While  I  see  many  priorities,  three  that  are  important  are: 

1 .  Full  funding  for  the  Public  Library  Services  Act 

2.  Development  and  endorsement  of  a  plan  for  total  library  service 

3.  Letting  the  people  know  about  libraries  and  becoming  involved 
with  more  than  librarians. 

The  California  Library  Association  must  take  to  heart  Matthew 
Arnold's  answer  to  his  own  question:  "Hath  man  no  second  life? 
Pitch  then  this  one  high."  We  may  also  take  to  heart  H.  G.  Wells' 
prediction  that  "the  future  is  a  race  between  education  and  disaster." 
We  must  prevent  the  disaster  by  being  a  part  of  that  education.

County  Supervisors  Association  of  California 

Of  course  I  can't  speak  for  all  county  supervisors,  but  the  general 
feeling  I  get  from  CSAC  is  very  heartening.  Supervisors  have  seen 
some  of  the  results  of  what  little  funding  there  has  been.  I  would 
not  have  believed  it  possible  that  we  would  have  the  North  State 
Cooperative  System  by  now,  and  I  think  it  is  a  remarkable  achieve- 
ment. Think  of  where  we  were  just  a  few  years  ago.  The  County 
Supervisors  Association  of  California  has  been  giving  more  than  lip 
service — it  has  been  doing  a  hard  selling  job. 

The  North  State  System  demonstrates  to  me  the  essential  need  for 
the  local  level  to  develop.  Funds  from  Sacramento  are  not  coming 
as  easily  as  we  might  think.  I  think  they  will  come,  but  not  easily — 
and  thus  the  need  to  develop  as  we  have  been  doing  at  the  local  level, 
rather  than  sitting  back  and  waiting  for  manna  from  the  state.  This 
applies  to  systems  over  the  entire  state. 

I  was  interested  in  Ray  Holt's  comments  about  the  need  for 
developing  more  multilibrary  system  coordinators.  You  ought  to  ask 
county  librarians  about  this.  We  have  been  running  single-library 
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systems  with  lots  of  branches.  There  is  a  wealth  of  experience  avail- 
able. County  librarians  might  have  a  few  helpful  hints  to  pass  on  to 
the  coordinators  of  the  multilibrary  systems. 

I  think  I  am  going  to  be  asked  by  CSAC,  ' 'Which  agency  is  going 
to  do  all  this  developing  of  total  library  service  for  California?" 
I  think  it  is  essential,  and  cannot  be  overemphasized,  that  the  role 
of  the  State  Library  has  to  be  defined  and  agreed  to  by  librarians 
up  and  down  the  state,  librarians  of  all  persuasions,  so  we  can  work 
together  with  the  State  Library.  We  ought  to  do  it,  and  soon. 


Gerald  P.  Harrington 

Friends  of  California  Libraries 

I  feel  I  have  been  playing  three  roles  here.  One  is  representing  the 
Friends  of  California  Libraries.  We  are  now  completing  five  years 
of  existence.  We  are  mainly  an  advisory  group,  which  helps  local 
citizens  form  Friends  groups  and  shows  them  how  to  get  things 
done.  We  are  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  ourselves  so  we  can 
become  politically  active.  We  are  making  a  survey  to  find  out  if 
Friends  groups  are  interested  in  having  the  Friends  of  California 
Libraries  provide  an  information  service  about  current  legislation 
and  what  can  be  done  to  be  effective  at  both  the  state  and  the  local 
level. 

My  second  role  is  working  as  a  legislative  advocate  for  PG  &  E. 

We  have  132  local  offices  and  132  local  managers  whose  primary 
responsibility  is  community  relations.  We  have  a  representative  in 
every  service  area,  at  every  city  council  meeting,  every  planning  com- 
mission meeting,  every  board  of  supervisors  meeting.  He  may  not  say 
anything,  but  he  is  there  to  answer  questions  and  do  what  is  neces- 
sary. We  have  only  132  outlets.  How  many  outlets  do  you  have? 
Isn't  this  an  opportunity  for  you  to  be  a  political  part  of  your  city? 

My  third  role  is  as  a  citizen  user  of  the  library.  As  a  citizen,  I 
think  the  only  way  you  are  going  to  accomplish  the  goals  of  your 
seminar  is  to  make  your  needs  known  to  your  citizens,  your  tax- 
payers, and  your  politicians.  I  would  like  to  leave  just  this  one  word 
with  you :  in  politics,  silence  is  not  golden. 


Carma  R.  Leigh 
California  State  Librarian 

It  seems  to  me  that  several  important  concepts  and  ideas,  and 
some  real  directions  for  development,  are  already  beginning  to  fall 
into  place.  I  am  very  eager  to  see  this  kind  of  planning  and  total 
approach  move  ahead.  I  believe  that  the  important  key  elements 
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of  our  discussions  can  be  brought  together,  difficult  as  this  may  be 
to  do.  I  believe  that  this  systems  approach  to  total  statewide  plan- 
ning can  rationalize  our  planning  in  terms  of  objectives,  both  long- 
range  and  immediate.  With  a  plan  for  total  library  services,  which 
I  hope  can  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  we  should  be 
able  to  take  the  individual  steps  toward  the  long-range  objectives 
with  greater  effectiveness  and  less  confusion,  and  less  conflicting  ex- 
penditure of  time  and  energy. 

I  am  also  convinced  that  this  approach  will  get  us  farther  in  the 
fiscally  conservative  climate  in  which  we  now  live  and  have  all  the 
prospects  of  continuing  to  live.  Dr.  Rostvold  has  been  very  convin- 
cing in  showing  us  the  basic,  irrefutable  facts  that  California  clearly 
can  afford  and  would  be  willing  to  support  the  best  in  library  and 
information  services,  if  these  are  rationally  planned,  systematically 
developed,  and  presented  to  the  widest  possible  public.  I  think,  too, 
that  we  can  certainly  as  individuals,  and  perhaps  also  in  our  organi- 
zational relationships,  lend  our  weight  to  the  needed  and  sound  tax 
reform  that  everybody  agrees  must  be  brought  about. 

As  Dr.  Rostvold  has  told  us,  we  have  problems  that  are  sometimes 
frustrating  and  discouraging,  but  our  problems  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  economic  capability  of  the  state.  If  we  are  looking  for 
excuses  for  not  yet  having  accomplished  the  best  in  library  and 
information  services,  we  no  longer  have  that  one  to  hide  behind.  We 
now  have  to  crack  this  seeming  economic  barrier  by  taking  the 
systems  approach  to  planning  and  accomplishing  the  job  of  total 
library  service  in  California.  Our  problems  may  not  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  capability  of  the  state  to  support  good  library  serv- 
ices, but  they  do  have  to  do  with,  and,  in  fact,  they  arise  from,  in- 
adequate planning  and  inadequate  approaches  to  the  competitive 
political  world  in  which  we  have  to  create  a  delivery  system  for 
library  services.  We  have  lacked  and  we  still  lack  sufficient  knowl- 
edge of  the  systems  approach  to  bringing  this  delivery  system  to 
reality.  But  we  must  learn,  and,  for  the  good  of  library  and  informa- 
tion services,  we  must  learn  this  approach  rapidly. 

There  are  things  I  believe  the  State  Library  can  do  to  help  with 
this.  I  think  the  State  Library  can  make  no  better  use  this  coming 
year  of  its  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  Title  III  funds, 
small  as  they  are,  than  to  devote  them  to  intensive  planning  for  total 
library  service.  Title  III  funds  are  for  inter-type-of-library  coopera- 
tion. Our  first  Title  III  funds  were  used  for  the  preliminary  study 
by  Ray  Swank,  and  this,  as  has  been  urged  here,  should  now  be 
followed  up.  We  will  do  this  as  rapidly  as  we  can,  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  the  funds.  It  will  be  the  first  priority  on  these  funds. 
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We  will  also  give  serious  consideration  to  another  proposal  made 
tere,  for  the  State  Library  to  hold  regional  workshops  on  total  library 
ervice  in  different  parts  of  the  state.  How  they  will  be  carried  out 
las  as  yet  to  be  developed.  This  is  exactly  in  line  with  our  policy 
nd  our  practice  since  1952  of  convening  such  intensive  sessions  on 
ubjects  of  the  most  urgent  importance  to  libraries  in  California. 
There  is  no  area  or  subject  that  is  more  important  or  urgent  for  our 
najor  workshop  efforts  for  1970  and  the  years  immediately  ahead. 

Next,  because  we  have  seen  such  gratifying  results  in  new  and  im- 
)roved  library  services  in  California  from  the  demonstration  method, 
\  believe  that  we  should  carry  forward  a  regional  demonstration  of 
;otal  inter-type-of-library  service  in  some  area  of  California,  as  soon 
is  we  can  see  sufficient  federal  funds  with  which  to  finance  it.  From 
;he  beginning  of  our  demonstration  programs  in  1957,  we  have  found 
;hat  it  is  sound  and  effective  to  involve  as  many  who  will  be  affected 
is  possible.  I  think  this  accounts  in  great  part  for  what  we  think  is 
i  successful  and  good  record  in  these  programs.  Federal  funds  are 
essential  to  all  of  this,  and  we  all  know  federal  funds  are  in  jeopardy, 
Dut  we  must  go  ahead  with  the  planning.  I  hope  and  believe  that  fed- 
eral and  state  funds  will  not  dry  up.  I  believe  the  time  is  here  to  do 
such  a  demonstration  as  soon  as  funds  and  planning  will  permit.

I  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  a  thing  we  used  to  talk  about 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  some  30  years  ago:  the  cultural  lag. 
We  are  in  a  society  where  we  are  technologically  able  to  do  many 
things  we  can't  understand  and  really  can't  use.  The  cultural  lag  has 
jecome  acute,  and  this  is  what  led  me  personally  into  wanting  to 
)ecome  involved  in  the  public  library. 

I  think  of  the  underprivileged  as  the  underapplied,  the  people  who 
have  not  learned  how  to  read,  the  people  who  do  not  choose  to  read, 
as  against  the  very  small  group  that  you  professionals  serve  (as  one 
of  our  key  state  legislators  said  to  me  the  other  day,  "Well,  really 
very  few  people  use  libraries").  The  schools  cannot  address  the  prob- 
lem of  the  underprivileged  really  adequately.  It  is  great  institutions 
such  as  the  library  system  which  can  make  tremendous  inroads  in  the 
solution.  I  think  the  library  has  to  be  in  a  position  to  attract  the 
underapplied,  the  underwhelmed,  who  are  concerned  but  don't  know 
what  to  do  about  it.

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No  matter  how  enthusiastic  one  may  be  about  a  field  of  endeavor, 
it  is  necessary  to  go  to  the  professionals  to  find  out  what  they  are 
thinking,  because  that  is  where  the  real  planning  occurs.  As  a  trustee, 
I  cannot  make  a  plan  for  library  service  for  California.  You  have  to 
establish  the  plan,  and  then  the  trustees  will  band  together  with 
Friends  and  others  who  are  interested,  and  act  as  a  sales  force.  So 
I  came  here  to  try  to  find  out  what  it  was  I  wanted  to  sell. 

I  have  learned  that  you  have  a  truly  worthy  goal,  one  worthy  of 
citizen  support  across  the  state.  It  has  built  into  it  the  extension  of 
service  that  makes  it  possible  for  the  individual  to  have  at  his  beck 
and  call  the  tremendous  amounts  of  information  being  generated  to- 
day. This  is  your  goal.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  am  convinced  that  you 
know  how  you  want  to  achieve  this  goal  yet,  but  I  don't  find  that 
bad.  I  think  it  is  wise  that  you  have  differences  of  opinion  and  that 
you  take  the  time  to  settle  those  differences  in  order  to  come  up  with 
a  unified  approach  to  the  solution.  Studies  alone,  management  tools 
alone  won't  do  it,  and  it  is  going  to  take  a  lot  of  hard  work  on  your 
part.  As  professionals,  you  know  what  the  objective  is.  You  have 
bridged  the  cultural  lag  in  a  sense — the  rest  of  us  have  to  come  along 
with  you. 

But  I  think  you  have  an  obligation  to  help  the  rest  of  us  under- 
stand your  objectives  and  the  ways  in  which  you  hope  to  achieve 
them.  We  will  support  you.  A  good  deal  has  been  said  about  funding 
here.  A  very  strongly  conservative  friend  of  mine  has  an  interesting 
point:  in  this  best  of  all  systems,  we  will  buy  and  pay  for  what  we 
have  to  have.  I  am  not  much  worried  about  funding  in  the  long  run, 
but  I  would  like  to  counsel  you  from  my  own  experience  that  fund- 
ing is  something  that  has  to  be  sold.  We  have  first  to  find  out  what 
the  professional  needs  are,  and  then  to  translate  those  needs  into 
terms  that  the  sources  of  funds  can  understand.  What  is  the  value  of 
a  project?  What  does  it  propose  to  achieve?  When?  What  are  the 
alternatives?  When  these  factors  are  addressed,  then  the  cost  can  be 
addressed  effectively.  A  responsible  definition  of  the  needs  and  of  the 
solution  proposed  is  what  it  takes. 

I  am  going  back  to  my  own  community  and  do  everything  I  can  to 
tell  my  colleagues,  my  friends,  the  public  about  your  goal  and  why 
I  think  it  is  economically  defensible  and  extremely  desirable  to  sup- 
port. Then  I  am  going  to  go  to  other  trustees  and  to  everyone  else 
who  is  interested  in  the  library  program.  I  would  hope  for  a  workshop 
for  trustees  in  every  area  of  the  state  next  year.  I  intend  to  go  and 
talk  with  them  and  point  out  the  needs  that  exist.  I  want  to  thank 
all  of  you  for  such  a  very  good  briefing.

League  of  California  Cities 

I  believe  that  one  of  the  first  steps  we  need  to  take  to  help  imple- 
ment the  recommendations  discussed  here  this  week  is  to  plan  ways 
to  gain  the  support  of  the  governing  bodies  of  public  libraries.  These 
are  people  who  can,  if  they  will,  easily  reach  their  local  elected  offi- 
cials, as  well  as  their  state  legislators.  Many  of  them  meet  socially. 
Although  reports  of  this  seminar  will  be  published  in  the  CLA  News- 
letter and  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  I  remind  you  that 
only  200  or  so  public  library  trustees  are  members  of  CLA,  and  even 
they  do  not  receive  News  Notes.  The  other  900  on  our  mailing  list 
receive  neither  of  these  publications.  So  I  see  the  need  for  a  special 
communication  directed  solely  to  this  group  of  people  that  will  give 
the  facts,  explain  the  goals,  and  ask  for  their  active  support. 

I  also  firmly  believe  that  we  have  much  to  gain  from  the  League 
of  California  Cities.  Dr.  Rostvold  said  early  in  this  meeting  that 
librarians  can't  sell  themselves.  I  am  afraid  one  example  of  that  is 
that  there  is  no  library  division  in  the  League  of  California  Cities. 
Municipalities  send  department  heads  and  board  members  of  other 
city  departments  to  the  League's  annual  meetings,  but  they  don't  send 
librarians  because  there  is  no  library  division  with  programs  and 
meetings  for  them  to  attend.  Some  progress  was  made  when  the 
League  appointed  a  library  services  committee  several  years  ago.  I 
hope  the  committee  will  be  continued,  and  with  the  same  membership. 
It  includes,  in  addition  to  librarians  and  trustees,  some  councilmen, 
some  mayors  and  some  city  managers.  Having  governing  boards  and 
elected  officials  working  with  you  is  a  goal  worth  pursuing. 
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CONCLUDING  REMARKS 

Raymond  M.  Holt

As  we  move  into  the  final  moments  of  this  Seminar,  there  are  a 
few  thoughts  that  I  would  like  to  leave  with  you. 

I  think  we  have  all  observed  one  thing.  Few  things  have  impressed 
me  more  than  the  realization  of  how  fast  we  are  moving,  how  swiftly 
master  plans  and  standards  and  guidelines  become  outdated  and  we 
become  dissatisfied  with  them  because  they  are  outdated.  This  is  a 
real  challenge  to  the  profession. 

If  you  have  been  disappointed  in  the  seeming  failure  of  the  Seminar 
to  produce  practical  solutions  to  daily  system  problems,  I  would  refer 
you  to  the  Prologue  of  our  program.  The  second  paragraph  reads: 
"The  purpose  of  this  seminar  is  to  focus  attention  on  the  concepts  of 
system  development  for  the  1970's  and,  through  intensive  study, 
determine  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  assure  the  healthy  growth 
of  this  promising  child."  I  think  you  have  directed  yourselves  to  this 
task.  Perhaps  the  major  accomplishment  of  the  Seminar  is  the  fact 
that  for  the  first  time  librarians  representing  all  types  of  libraries 
have  met,  have  considered,  and  have  seemed  to  accept  enthusiastically 
the  concept  of  total  library  service  and  the  necessity  for  early  imple- 
mentation. I  think  this  is  something  we  must  capitalize  on. 

Another  observation  is  that  we  have  become  critically  aware  of 
the  financial  malnutrition  on  the  one  hand  and  the  healthy  state  of 
the  financial  larder  on  the  other.  We  have  also  begun  to  see  that  there 
is  some  hope  that  we  can  find  the  key  to  that  larder.  We  feel  that 
there  is  a  possibility  that  systems  can  become  fully  funded. 

I  want  to  repeat,  with  all  the  emphasis  I  can  give  to  it,  that  action 
must  result  from  this  meeting — action  on  the  part  of  each  of  us. 
Since  state  appropriations  for  fiscal  1970-71  for  support  of  library 
systems  established  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  are  being 
formulated  this  week,  it  is  urged  that  all  organizations  represented 
at  this  seminar  communicate  with  the  Governor  to  urge  full  funding 
of  PLSA  in  his  annual  budget  request  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature  in  January,  1970.  Let's  place  this  upon  our  calendars  as 
the  first  item  of  business  when  we  return.  We  know  the  political 
methods  that  are  required.  Let's  get  going.  We  can  do  this  job! 
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APPENDIX  A 

MASTER  PLAN  FOR  TOTAL  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

Adopted  by  the  membership  of  the  California  Library  Association  at  its  annual 
conference  in  San  Francisco,  December,  1969. 

/.  Introduction. 

The  librarians  of  the  State  of  California  recognize  that  the  infor- 
mation needs  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  often  exceed  the  resources 
of  any  one  type  of  library.  Meanwhile,  there  exists  within  the  state 
a  reservoir  of  materials  consisting  of  the  holdings  of  public,  school, 
academic,  special,  and  institutional  libraries.  While  each  of  these 
types  of  libraries  is  obligated  to  give  priority  to  its  own  clientele, 
there  is  a  further  opportunity  and  responsibility  for  sharing  resources 
to  provide  total  service  to  the  entire  public. 

It  is  further  recognized  that  the  cooperation  of  all  types  of  libraries 
will  create  certain  imbalances  of  service  which  may  require  correction 
through  formalized  exchanges  of  service  or  some  other  form  of  equali- 
zation. 

It  is  the  aim  of  total  library  service  to  make  available  any  service 
or  resource  necessary  to  meet  the  demonstrated  need  of  an  individual 
who  has  exhausted  his  normal  local  resources.  Therefore,  the  basic 
concept  in  this  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services  is  the  provi- 
sion of  a  structure  through  which  the  individual  may  be  provided 
unimpaired  access  to  the  entire  library  resources  and  services  in  the 
state.  The  Master  Plan  provides  a  rationale  for  cooperation  and  joint 
effort  of  all  types  of  libraries  in  a  program  designed  to  guarantee 
such  access. 

//.  The  General  Plan. 

The  general  plan  conceives  of  libraries  forming  inter-related  net- 
works based  both  on  geography  and  on  subject  materials.  Working 
together  in  Systems  and  in  larger  networks,  libraries  will  cooperate  in 
their  programs  of  acquisition  to  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  the 
largest  possible  range  of  titles  of  both  print  and  non-print  materials 
Centralized  processing  and  cataloging  will  be  encouraged,  as  will  th 
development  of  union  catalogs,  lists  of  periodicals,  serials,  audio- 
visual holdings,  etc.  The  network  will  create  means  of  rapid  com- 
munication and  delivery  using  electronic  equipment  where  practical. 

Each  network  will  maintain  a  referral  center  staffed  with  resource 
specialists  who  will  handle  the  requests.  When  a  request  originates  in 
a  library  other  than  a  public  library,  the  librarian  of  the  initiating  li- 
brary is  encouraged  to  use  the  public  library  system  for  locating  the 
desired  resource  and  obtaining  the  required  materials. 


i- 
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///.  The  Geographic  Network. 

Using  the  existing  public  library  systems  as  nuclei,  all  other  types 
of  libraries  within  a  given  geographic  area  should  cooperate  in  main- 
taining a  referral  center  staffed  by  resource  specialists.  The  referral 
center  will  maintain  files  concerning  available  information  resources 
in  both  the  Geographic  and  Subject  Networks  which  may  be  used  in 
response  to  user  needs.  In  most  instances  it  should  be  possible  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  the  individual  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Geo- 
graphic Network.  When  additional  resources  are  required,  referral 
may  be  made  to  other  Geographic  Networks,  or  to  Subject  Networks. 

IV.  The  Subject  Network. 

In  addition  to  the  Geographic  Networks  in  which  all  types  of  li- 
braries within  a  given  area  are  related,  Subject  Networks  shall  also 
be  developed.  Each  Subject  Network  shall  seek  to  link  together  in  a 
usable  framework  all  libraries,  regardless  of  type,  which  have  strong 
subject  emphasis  expressed  in  highly  specialized  collections  and  staff. 
Some  Subject  Networks  are  already  in  existence,  such  as  those  con- 
cerning medicine.  Subject  Networks  may  be  developed  around  sub- 
jects and  disciplines  without  regard  to  location  or  type  of  library. 
A  given  library,  regardless  of  type,  may  be  a  member  both  of  a  Geo- 
graphical Network  and  of  as  many  separate  and  distinct  Subject  Net- 
works as  the  nature  of  its  collections  dictates.  Membership  in  Subject 
Networks  may  include  agencies  and  institutions  which  are  not  nor- 
mally considered  as  libraries. 

V.  Network  Coordination. 

The  California  State  Library  will  serve  as  the  coordinating  agency 
for  the  Networks,  including  the  administration  of  appropriate  State 
and  Federal  Assistance  Programs,  provision  of  consultation  services 
to  all  types  of  libraries,  the  maintenance  of  a  centralized  cataloging 
service  available  to  all  libraries,  and  will  collect,  analyze,  and  dis- 
seminate through  appropriate  communications  media  pertinent  li- 
brary statistics  to  reveal  trends  and  needs  in  services.  In  carrying  out 
i  the  responsibility  for  coordinating  the  Plan  for  Total  Library  Serv- 
ice, the  State  Library  will  also  build  resources  at  the  State  level,  de- 
velop specialized  bibliographic  tools,  conduct  and  promote  research 
programs,  provide  leadership  in  the  field  of  public  relations,  and 
maintain  a  continuing  education  program  in  cooperation  with  the 
library  schools  of  California  and  other  appropriate  schools. 

VI.  The  Plan  of  Referral. 

The  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan  depends  upon  the  avail- 
ability of  a  referral  center  in  each  network  with  whom  cooperating 
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libraries  may  communicate  their  patron  needs.  Normally,  the  indi 
vidual  will  initiate  access  through  the  public  library  and  the  publii 
library  system.  The  Plan  of  Referral  further  assumes  that  in  mos 
instances  service  beyond  the  point  of  origin  will  be  provided  througl 
cooperating  staff  rather  than  by  user-initiated  contact. 

So  far  as  possible,  the  nearest  probable  resource  will  be  consultec 
first,  keeping  in  mind  the  immediacy  of  the  patron's  need.  Th< 
Referral  Center  staff  would  normally  be  responsible  for  making  con 
tact  with  cooperating  libraries,  using  the  public  library  system' 
channels  of  communication  and  delivery  wherever  possible.  Full  us( 
should  be  made  of  teletype,  facsimile  transmission  and  other  elec- 
tronic devices  of  communication  helpful  in  shortening  the  time  re- 
quired for  response  between  libraries. 
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APPENDIX  B 

KEY  PROGRAM  ELEMENTS  FOR  IMPLEMENTATION  OF 

TOTAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE  FOR  THE   1970's 

IN  CALIFORNIA 

1 .0  Program  Element — Funding 

1.1  Full  financing  of  systems  at  the  earliest  possible  date  is  the 
first  priority  in  achieving  the  most  effective  administration 
and  coordination  of  public  library  systems.  Since  time  is  of 
the  essence  in  securing  funding,  the  several  library  organiza- 
tions and  associations  represented  here  shall  promptly  sup- 
port the  effort  of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  by  com- 
municating with  the  Governor's  office  to  urge  its  inclusion 
in  the  Governor's  budget  early  in  November. 

1.2  Systems  should  have  a  qualified  coordinator  and  adequate 
headquarters.  Only  by  adequate  funding  can  the  systems 
attract  qualified  coordinators  and  personnel  required  for  the 
sensitive  task  of  accomplishing  smooth  functioning  of  the 
system. 

1.3  The  role  of  the  State  Library  should  be  financially  rein- 
forced to  enable  it  to  provide  evaluative  and  consultative 
services  to  insure  implementation. 

1.4  The  Research  Access  System  to  be  funded  by  the  State 
Library. 

1.5  Eliminate  the  current  ceiling  upon  the  funding  of  the  state 
program. 

1.6  Tie  the  appropriation  for  the  state  program  to  an  appropriate 
expanding  base;  for  example,  the  total  educational  appro- 
priation. 

1.7  The  library  profession  should  go  on  record  as  favoring  alter- 
native methods  for  funding  the  local  share  of  public  library 
support  consonant  with  the  pressing  need  for  total  tax  reform. 

1.8  Inter-system  cooperation  will  require  increased  funding  at  the 
state  level  to  make  total  library  service  possible. 

1.9  Funds  must  be  sought  from  state,  federal  and  private  sources 
to  support  the  development  of  total  library  service  requiring 
the  participation  of  non-public  as  well  as  public  libraries  in 
network  activities. 
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2.0  Organizational  Structure 

2.1  Recognizing  the  existing  library  systems,  public  library  sys- 
tems are  the  bases  upon  which  total  library  service  can  be 
built.  Since  the  existing  law  already  provides  for  their  opera- 
tion and  funding,  the  plan  of  each  system  is  regarded  as  the 
vehicle  whereby  both  orderly  development  and  necessary 
regulation  can  be  achieved. 

2.2  System  coordinators  and  representatives  of  systems  should 
be  convened  by  the  State  Librarian  to  interchange  ideas  and 
develop  further  plans  for  system  and  inter-system  coordina- 
tion. 

2.3  It  is  recommended  that  the  public  research  needs  of  the  state 
should  be  served  by  a  Research  Access  System. 

2.4  Research  Access  System  to  be  developed  which  would  have 
Referral  Centers. 

2.5  Present  systems  must  fulfill  their  plans  of  service  and  con- 
tribute through  cooperation  with  other  systems  to  the  con- 
cept of  total  library  service. 

2.6  Simplest  possible  methods  and  techniques  should  be  adopted 
on  mutually  accepted  terms  to  insure  the  fullest  cooperation 
among  systems. 

2.7  Systems  accepting  funding  should  be  required  by  the  funding 
agency  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  total  inter-system 
cooperation. 

2.8  Interfacing  between  systems  should  remain  flexible  as  de- 
termined by  optimum  communication  paths  within  networks 
and  between  networks. 

3.0  Research  and  Development 

3.1  That  this  meeting  be  followed  by  others  involving  state  and 
local  elected  officials  so  that  full  understanding  of  state  and 
local  funding  requirements  for  quality  library  service  can  be 
understood. 

3.2  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  unite  CASL  and  CLA  into  a 
single  association  because  of  the  need  to  relate  community 
and  school  libraries,  especially  at  the  appropriate  personnel 
level. 

3.3  A  demonstration  network  be  established  in  a  given  geographic 
region,  utilizing  funds  from  every  available  source. 

3.4  Inventory  of  all  research  level  resources  within  the  region. 
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3.5  A  qualified  expert  in  finance  should  be  hired  to  determine 
costs  of  state  and  local  functions. 

3.6  A  user  survey  be  made  by  a  professional  firm  and  funded  by 
any  means  possible. 

4.0  Public  Information 
(Marketing) 

4.1  A  professional  public  information  person  or  firm  must  be 
employed  to  tell  the  library  story. 

4.2  That  the  California  Citizens  for  Better  Libraries  be  reacti- 
vated and  continued,  with  its  first  commitment  to  aid  and 
guide  us  in  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan. 

4.3  System  operations  should  be  interpreted  to  citizens  and  gov- 
ernment agencies  through  the  use  of  competent  financial, 
managerial  and  marketing  experts. 

5.0  Policy 

5.1  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  California  Congres- 
sional delegates  informed  so  that  Federal  Legislation  will 
continuously  support  the  development  of  Total  Library 
Service. 

5.2  The  state  to  consider  extension  and  revision  of  present 
reference  projects,  now  called  SCAN  and  BARC. 

5.3  Levels  1  and  2  of  the  state's  Master  Plan  should  include 
various  types  of  libraries. 

5.4  The  Research  Access  System  would  include  various  types 
of  libraries. 

5.5  The  State  Library  is  responsible  for  implementing  and  dis- 
seminating information  of  the  program  of  state-wide  net- 
work. 

5.6  The  State  Processing  Center  is  a  key  element  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  a  state-wide  network. 

5.7  Effectiveness  of  inter-system  activities  and  programs  should 
be  periodically  reviewed  and  evaluated. 

5.8  The  individual  library  user  should  be  provided  free  total 
library  service  within  the  next  five  years. 

5.9  A  PERT  schedule  should  be  initiated  immediately  by  quali- 
fied experts  for  the  five  year  program  for  free  total  library 
service  in  California. 
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5.10  Position  papers  from  appropriate  divisions  of  CLA,  SLA, 
CASL,  Medical  Library  Association,  Western  Hospital  As- 
sociation, Archivists,  Music  Library  Association,  etc.,  should 
be  requested  which  delineate  their  role  in  implementation  of 
total  library  service  in  California. 

5.11  Local  financing  is  responsible  for  maintaining  standards  of 
service  for  community  libraries. 

5.12  The  library  user  should  have  access  to  all  resources  of  the 
state  at  the  first  point  of  library  contact. 

5.13  Full  financing  of  systems  at  the  earliest  possible  date  is  the 
first  priority  in  achieving  the  most  effective  administration 
and  coordination  of  public  library  systems. 

5.14  During  the  first  year  the  State  Library  would  sponsor  a 
series  of  regional  workshops  on  total  library  service. 
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APPENDIX  C 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27111-27146) 

Article  1.    Policy 

27111.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  development  of  free  public  libraries  throughout  the  state 
by  grants  to  public  library  systems  for  the  purpose  of : 

(a)  Assisting  them  in  establishing,  improving,  and  extending  library 
services. 

(b)  Encouraging  them  to  establish  library  systems  in  areas  where 
such  co-operation  would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

27111.5.  Legislative  intent.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature 
under  this  act  to  distribute  grants  for  the  development  and  improve- 
ment of  public  library  service  to  library  systems  by  a  formula  that 
recognizes  factors  of  need,  ability,  and  effort.  Need  is  recognized  by 
basing  the  distribution,  in  part,  on  the  population  served  by  library 
systems  and  by  allowing  a  special  weighting  for  low  density  of  popula- 
tion. Ability  is  recognized  by  adjusting  the  population  estimates  by 
the  relative  standing  of  such  systems  with  respect  to  assessed  valuation 
per  capita.  Effort  is  recognized  by  establishing  as  a  qualification  for 
receiving  a  grant  a  minimum  level  of  local  support,  expressed  either  as 
a  tax  rate  or  as  an  amount  of  expenditure  per  capita,  and  by  establish- 
ing minimum  standards  of  service. 

27112.  Legislative  policy.  In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legisla- 
ture declares  that  its  policy  shall  be : 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration 
of  public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a 
supplement  to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment,  nonbook  services,  or  particular  book  or 
periodical  titles. 

Article  2.    Definitions 

27113.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  chapter : 

(a)  "Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency 
created  pursuant  to  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  6500)  of 
Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code)  authorized  by  law  to 
provide  public  library  services. 

(b)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such 
libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  pursuant  to  this 
chapter. 

(d)  "Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board. 
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(e)  "Plan  of  service"  means  a  statement  describing  the  specific 
purposes  for  which  a  system  is  formed,  the  means  and  the  agencies  by 
which  such  purposes  are  to  be  accomplished,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
funds  necessary  for  their  accomplishment  and  the  public  agency  or 
agencies  who  are  to  receive  those  funds. 

Article  3.    Administration 

27114.  Administration  by  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian 
shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

27114.1.  Expenditure  of  funds.  The  State  Librarian  may  expend 
any  funds  appropriated  for  expenditure  under  this  chapter. 

27115.  Public  Library  Development  Board.  There  is  in  the  Divi- 
sion of  Libraries  of  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Public  Library 
Development  Board  which  shall  consist  of  the  State  Librarian  and 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  follows: 

(a)  Three  members  of  library  boards  or  commissions,  or  of  govern- 
ing bodies  of  libraries. 

(b)  Three  librarians  presently  employed  in  libraries. 

(c)  Three  members  at  large,  known  for  their  interest  and  leadership 
in  library  development. 

The  State  Librarian  shall  be  a  nonvoting  member. 

27115.1.  Term  of  office.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualify  except  as  provided  in  Section  27115.2. 

27115.2.  Time  of  appointments.  The  Governor  shall  make  the  first 
appointments  to  the  board  on  or  before  October  1,  1963,  for  terms 
expiring  respectively,  on  the  first  day  in  October,  two  each  in  1964, 
1965,  and  1966,  and  three  in  1967. 

27115.3.  No  compensation ;  expenses.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
serve  without  compensation  except  that  each  member  shall  be  allowed 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  including  travel 
expenses. 

27115.4.  Headquarters;  meetings.  The  board  shall  maintain  its 
headquarters  at  Sacramento  and  shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times 
and  at  such  places  as  shall  be  determined  by  it. 

27116.  Chairman.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  select  one  of 
the  members  to  serve  as  chairman,  who  shall  hold  office  as  chairman 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

27116.1.  Duties.  The  board  shall  confer  with,  advise,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  State  Librarian  with  respect  to  any  matters 
and  subjects  under  this  chapter. 

27116.2.  Annual  reports.  The  board  shall  prepare  and  submit 
annual  reports  to  the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  and  the  State  Li- 
brarian, 
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27116.3.  Furnishing  State  Library  staff.  To  the  extent  that  funds 
are  available  therefor,  the  State  Librarian  shall  employ,  or  furnish 
to  the  board  from  his  staff,  such  technical  and  clerical  assistance  for 
the  board  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties 
and  may  purchase  or  rent  for  the  board  any  necessary  supplies,  instru- 
ments, tools,  equipment,  and  conveniences. 

Article  4.    Local  Control 

27121.  Local  control.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
as  authorizing  the  state  to  require  libraries,  as  a  condition  for  receiving 
grants,  to : 

(a)  Acquire  or  exclude  any  specific  book,  periodical,  film,  picture, 
or  other  material,  or  any  specific  equipment,  or  to  acquire  or  exclude 
any  classification  of  books  or  periodicals  by  author,  subject  matter  or 
type. 

(b)  Institute  or  eliminate  any  particular  type  of  library  service. 

(c)  Include  or  exclude  for  employment  any  particular  number  or 
class  of  personnel  or  to  include  or  exclude  any  specific  person  for  em- 
ployment. 

(d)  Require  minimum  qualifications  of  library  personnel. 

Article  5.     Library  Systems 

27125.  Library  systems.  A  library  system  may  consist  of  any  of 
the  following  systems : 

(a)  A  library  system  consisting  of  a  library  operated  by  a  single 
public  agency. 

(b)  A  consolidated  library  system,  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  consolidate  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library. 

(e)  A  co-operative  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  enter  into  a  written  agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  serv- 
ice for  the  agencies  so  contracting. 

27126.  Formation.  The  formation  of  a  library  system  shall  be 
accomplished  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  An  application  for  grants  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Li- 
brarian, together  with  a  plan  of  service  approved  by  the  participating 
public  agency  or  agencies.  The  application  for  grants  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  resolution  passed  by  the  city  council  in  the  case 
of  a  city,  the  county  board  of  supervisors  with  respect  to  county  li- 
braries, or  the  governing  board  of  a  library  district  with  respect  to 

j  library  district  libraries.  The  system  plan  of  service  shall  be  incor- 
I  porated  by  reference  in  the  resolution.  A  plan  of  service  shall,  among 
|  other  things,  where  a  co-operative  library  system  is  involved,  designate 
.  an  executive  committee  for  the  system  appointed  by  the  governing 
|  bodies  of  the  appropriate  public  agencies. 

(b)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  plan  of  service  to  the 
{ board. 

i  (c)  The  board  shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  any 
i  recommendations  on  a  plan  of  service  within  30  days  from  the  date 
!  the  plan  is  so  submitted  to  the  board.  Failure  of  the  board  to  submit 
I  recommendations  within  30  days  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  plan  be  approved  as  submitted. 


tyi 
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(d)  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  approve  an  application  until  funds 
are  available  for  the  grants  sought  nor  until  at  least  30  days  have 
elapsed  from  the  date  that  the  plan  of  service  for  that  application  has 
been  submitted  to  the  board. 

(e)  If  the  State  Librarian  approves  the  plan  of  service  and  the  appli 
cation,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  execute  a  contract  with  the 
State  Librarian  specifying  the  services  to  be  rendered  in  order  to  im- 
plement the  plan  of  service.  The  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions provided  in  Article  4  and  shall  contain  the  minimum  provisions 
specified  in  Section  27132. 

27127.  Assistance  from  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
assist  public  agencies  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  applica- 
tions for  inclusion  in  an  existing  library  system. 

27128.  Final  date  for  grant  applications.     The  State  Librarian  ti 
shall  determine  the  final  date  each  year  for  the  submission  of  requests 
for  grants,  and  any  remaining  funds  which  had  been  tentatively  allo- 
cated for  grants  which  subsequently  did  not  qualify  shall  be  distributed 
on  a  pro  rata  basis  among  those  grants  which  did  qualify. 

Article  6.     Grants  in  General 

27130.  Program  of  grants.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  grants, 
as  follows : 

(a)  Establishment  grants. 

(b)  Annual  per  capita  grants. 

27131.  Requirements  to  qualify.  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this 
chapter,  a  library  system,  once  established,  must : 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents 
of  the  area  served  by  the  system.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent 
the  negotiation  of  agreements,  or  the  exchange  of  funds,  or  the  estab- 
lishment of  individual  user  charges  designed  to  wholly  or  partially 
correct  any  imbalance  of  service  caused  by  adherence  to  this  subdivi- 
sion; provided  that  over  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  the  public 
agencies  exchanging  funds  or  the  public  agency  imposing  the  user  fee 
find  that  an  imbalance  of  service  exists. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles 
to  each  library  system  which  has  a  population  of  less  than  75  persons 
per  square  mile,  and  the  annual  addition  of  7,000  book  titles  to  each 
library  system  which  has  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square 
mile. 

(c)  Have  available  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than 
75  persons  per  square  mile  at  least  100,000  volumes,  40,000  of  which 
have  been  acquired  within  10  years,  and  in  each  system  having  a  popu- 
lation of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile  at  least  200,000  volumes, 
60,000  of  which  have  been  acquired  within  10  years. 

(d)  Have  available  in  the  system  at  least  7,500  reference  book  titles 
in  its  noncirculation  collection. 

(e)  Have  acquired  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than 
75  persons  per  square  mile  subscriptions  to  at  least  400  periodicals,  in- 
cluding both  juvenile  and  adult  types,  with  one-half  of  such  periodicals 
being  on  microform  or  in  back  files  for  the  past  10  years,  and  in  each 
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to  system  having  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile  sub- 
scriptions to  at  least  700  periodicals,  including  both  juvenile  and  adult 
types,  with  three-quarters  of  such  periodicals  being  on  microform  or  in 
back  files  for  the  past  10  years. 

(f )  Have  expended  funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  ex- 
penses, excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  each  library  within  the 
system,  in  the  fiscal  year  immediately  preceding  that  in  which  applica- 
tion is  made,  and  also  have  budgeted  for  the  year  in  which  application 
is  made  equivalent  to  the  minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  That 
minimum  shall  be  either  (1)  the  equivalent  of  a  tax  rate  of  fifteen  cents 
($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system,  as 
shown  by  the  equalized  assessment  roll  or  rolls  of  such  area  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  or  (2)  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  annually  per 
capita  in  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system, 
whichever  is  less. 

(g)  Not  expend  less  funds  per  capita  from  local  sources  for  operating 
expenditures  than  it  did  in  the  preceding  year. 

(h)  Carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  entered  into  with  the 
State  Librarian  designed  to  implement  the  plan  of  service. 

27131.5.  Legislative  review.  The  financial  qualifications  required 
for  grants  by  Section  27131(f)  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Legislature  at 
its  1969  Kegular  Session. 

27132.  Requirement  of  contracts  for  grants.  All  grants  shall  be 
made  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  terms  of  the 
written  contracts  entered  into  between  the  respective  public  agencies 
and  the  State  Librarian.  These  contracts,  for  establishment  and  per 
capita  grants,  shall,  among  other  things : 

(a)  Specify  the  public  agency  or  agencies  to  which  payment  is  to 
be  made,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  grants  are  to  be  expended. 

(b)  Specify  the  amount,  time,  and  manner  of  payment. 

(c)  Specify  that  payment  is  to  be  conditioned  upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  any  progress  report  from  the  system,  if  it  is  one  which  has 
been  requested  for  submission  by  the  date  of  payment  by  the  State 
Librarian. 

(d)  Specify  that  the  grant  can  be  expended  only  in  augmentation, 
and  not  in  lieu  of,  local  appropriations. 

(e)  Specify  that  all  requirements  of  Section  27131  shall  be  met. 

(f)  Specify  that  if  no  state  grants  are  made  the  public  agencies 
will  not  be  bound  to  follow  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

27133.  Limitation  on  expenditures,  (a)  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  that  the  total  amount  which  may  be  appropriated,  for 
expenditure  during  any  fiscal  year,  under  this  chapter  shall  not  exceed 
the  percentage  limitations  provided  for  in  Section  27133.5  of  the  total 
operating  expenditure  of  all  the  public  libraries  of  the  state  from  funds 
received  from  local  sources  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  An  establishment  grant  for  a  system  shall  not  exceed  25  per- 
cent of  the  total  operating  expenditures  for  the  library  or  each  of  the 
libraries  within  that  system,  excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  the 
last  completed  fiscal  year,  except  where  there  were  no  expenditures 
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for  the  library  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year,  in  which  case  th<i 
establishment  grant  for  the  system  shall  be  the  maximum  provide^ 
for  in  Section  27144. 

27133.5.  Limitation  of  increases.  The  percentage  limitation  fo:1 
the  indicated  fiscal  years  shall  be  as  follows:  4  percent  in  1966-67,  tc 
6  percent  in  1967-68,  to  8  percent  in  1968-69  and  to  10  percent  ir 
1969-70.

Article  8.     Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

27144.  Annual  maximum  grants  in  amount  of  $10,000.  Establish} 
ment  grants  in  the  annual  maximum  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  shall  be  made  for  the  system :

Librarian.  From  funds  remaining  after  allocations  for  establishment . 
grants,  annual  per  capita  grants  shall  be  made  for  each  library  system ,

Money  not  distributed  under  initial  allocations  may  be  reapportioned

ion  of  all  the  library  systems  receiving  grants. 

27146.  Consolidated  or  co-operative  systems.  If  a  public  agency 
>r  two  or  more  public  agencies  desiring  to  form  a  consolidated  or  co- 
>perative  system,  applying  for  grants  is  unable  to  meet  all  of  the  mini- 
num  standards  of  Section  27131,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  may 
ubmit  to  the  State  Librarian  a  plan  of  service  officially  adopted  by  the 
rablic  agency  or  agencies  concerned  for  meeting  all  of  the  standards 
within  a  period  of  four  completed  fiscal  years,  the  plan  to  indicate  how 
nuch  progress  toward  meeting  the  standards  it  is  anticipated  will  be 
ichieved  each  year.  The  State  Librarian  may  then  approve  grants  in 
he  full  amount  to  which  the  public  agencies  would  be  eligible  were 
;hey  to  meet  all  standards,  subject  to  the  condition  that  a  review  will 
be  made  by  the  State  Librarian  of  the  provisional  annual  reports  for 
the  library  systems,  and  that  the  second  annual  per  capita  grant  will  be 
aontingent  upon  satisfactory  achievement  of  the  goals  set  up  for  the 
first  fiscal  year,  according  to  the  plan  of  service.

(e)  The  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among  al 
service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  j 
method  by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specifi< 
holdings  of  other  participating  libraries. 

20151.  Plans  of  Service.  To  qualify  for  grants  pursuant  to  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  a  system  must  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  set  forth  in  Education  Code  Section  27131.  A  plan  oi 
service  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  grant  as  required  in  Th(

on  the  other  hand,  by  each  member  of  the  system.  The  computation  by  ™ 
which  such  amount  of  annual  surcharge  is  determined  by  the  members  ^ 
of  a  system  shall  be  included  in  such  system's  plan  of  service. 

Such  participation  shall  not  exceed  three  fiscal  years  from  the  date  * 
a  library  is  admitted  to  a  system. 
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Article  4.    Qualifications  for  Keceiving  Grants 

20200.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  their 
Respective  terms  as  used  in  this  subchapter  and  in  The  Public  Librarv 
Services  Act  of  1963,  or  in  some  section  of  said  Act,  where  such  section 
lis  more  particularly  referred  to  in  a  definition. 

(a)  "A  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such  libraries,  operated 
py  a  public  agency"  shall  mean  a  public  library  which  has  a  single 
[administration  and  organization. 

(b)  "A  single  library  area"  is  that  area  serviced  by  a  single  public 
library  plus  that  area  serviced  by  it  under  a  total  library  services 
contract. 

(c)  "Equal  access"  shall  mean  that  all  of  the  services  of  each  library 
In  a  system  are  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of  the  area 
served  by  the  system.  If  after  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  a 
member  library  finds  an  imbalance  of  service  and  wishes  to  negotiate 
agreements  or  exchange  of  funds  or  establish  individual  user  fees  the 
system  shall  amend  its  plan  of  service  to  incorporate  the  proposed 
changes. 

(d)  "New  book  titles"  shall  mean  individual  titles,  new  to  the  system 
and  currently  useful. 

(e)  "Program  for  the  maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for 
reference  use  of  periodicals"  shall  mean  a  systemwide  program,  co- 
ordinated among  the  various  units  of  the  system,  and  providing  a 
means  of  access  to  all  such  back  files  and  indexes  by  all  residents  of 
pe  area  served  by  the  system. 

(f)  "Capital  expenditures,"  which  are  to  be  excluded  from  the 
computation  of  operating  expenses,  in  accordance  with  Education  Code 
(Section  27131  (f),  as  the  term  is  used  in  said  section,  shall  mean  funds 

xpended  for  land  and  buildings,  including  remodeling,  the  initial  pur- 
hase  of  furniture  and  equipment  for  such  buildings,  and  school  library 
ervices. 

(g)  "Assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served"  shall  mean  the  assessed 
aluation  of  all  property,  secured  and  unsecured,  upon  which  local 
axes  are  levied  for  the  support  of  a  given  library.  The  assessed  valua- 
tion shall  be  equivalent  to  that  used  for  the  purpose  of  subjecting  such 

roperty  to  such  local  taxes. 
(h)  "Funds  from  local  sources"  as  used  in  Education  Code  Section 
127131  (f )  shall  include  tax  funds  levied  and  expended  by  local  public 
agencies  for  public  library  purposes  as  well  as  other  local  funds  ex- 
pended for  public  library  purposes.  However,  where  one  public  agency 
maintaining  a  public  library  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public 
agency  which  also  maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  in 
exchange  for  the  payment  of  which  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service  to  certain  residents  of  the  area  from  which 
the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public  library  purposes,  any 
funds  so  paid  by  any  such  former  public  agency  to  any  such  latter 
public  agency  for  the  purposes  mentioned  shall  be  taken  into  account 
I  only  once  and  the  former  public  agency  alone  shall  be  credited  with 
(having  paid  such  funds. 

j     (i)  "Subscriptions"  shall  mean  titles. 
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20201.  Population  Count  Where  Residents  Served  by  Another 
Public  Agency.  Where  one  public  agency  maintaining  a  public  li- 
brary contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public  agency  which  also 
maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  for  the  purposes,  in  the 
manner,  and  under  the  conditions,  expressed  in  Section  20200  (h),  the 
residents  of  the  area  from  which  the  former  public  agency  collects 
taxes  for  public  library  purposes,  to  which  residents  the  latter  public 
agency  provides  free  public  library  service,  shall  be  considered  a  popu- 
lation of  the  former  public  agency  only  where  a  population  count  is 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  making  of  grants. 

20202.  Expenditure  Year.  The  minimum  expenditure  of  funds 
from  local  sources  as  required  by  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f ) 
shall  be  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  that  in  which  an  application  for 
a  grant  is  made.  The  actual  expenditure  of  local  funds  for  library 
purposes  shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  public  agency, 
upon  a  form  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  and  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  shall  not  apply  to  a 
library  established  in  an  unserved  county. 

20203.  Per  Capita  Expenditures.  In  computing  the  per  capita 
expenditures  from  local  funds  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
27131  and  by  this  subchapter,  the  population  of  the  area  served  by  a 
library  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  from  local  sources  were 
expended  shall  be  based  upon  one  of  the  following  official  sources, 
whichever  was  the  most  recent  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year : 

(a)  The  latest  decennial  census  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce;  or 

(b)  A  special  census  taken  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce;  or 

(c)  An  estimate  prepared  by  the  California  State  Department  of 
Finance,  Budget  Division,  Financial  and  Population  Eesearch  Section. 

20204.  Affiliated  Libraries.  A  library  affiliated  with  a  county 
library  may  elect  to  participate  jointly  with  the  county  library  for 
establishment  grants  or  per  capita  grants.  In  such  a  joint  application 
the  combined  expenditures  of  the  affiliated  library  and  the  county 
library  shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  qualifications  of 
both  libraries  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f). 

Article  5.    Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

20250.  Purpose.  An  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  implementing  a  plan  of  service  for  a  previously  unserved 
county,  or  a  plan  which  involves  two  or  more  libraries,  or  two  or  more 
library  systems  as  defined  in  Education  Code  Section  27125. 

20251.  Consolidation.  If  two  or  more  public  agencies  wish  to 
consolidate  their  libraries  into  a  single  library  an  establishment  grant 
for  each  such  agency  may  be  made  for  this  purpose,  pursuant  to  Edu- 
cation Code  Section  27144  even  though  one  or  more  of  the  libraries  does 
not  qualify  individually  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f )  or 
Section  20310  (e)  of  this  subchapter,  provided  that  the  resulting  con- 
solidated library  shall  qualify  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f ) 
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or  Section  20310  (e)  of  this  subchapter  as  a  library  system  or  part  of 
a  qualifying  library  system  under  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of 
1963  and  this  subchapter. 

20252.  Capital  Expenditures.  An  establishment  grant  may  be  used 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  or  buildings,  or  the  construction  of  buildings, 
or  the  remodeling  of  existing  buildings,  but  only  if  such  improvements 
are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  service  or  services  to  the  entire 
area  to  be  served  by  the  system  or  are  necessary  to  a  consolidation 
made  pursuant  to  Section  20251. 

20253.  Limitations.  An  establishment  grant  shall  not  be  made  to 
implement  a  plan  of  service  involving  only  a  single  public  agency 
except  where  such  agency  establishes  or  extends  service  to  a  previously 
unserved  county  and  where  such  establishment  or  extension  is  a  part 
of  a  plan  of  service  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Services  Act  of  1963. 

20254.  Renewal  of  Grants.  Establishment  grants  for  each  library 
that  has  participated  in  forming  a  library  system  will  be  paid  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  for  each  such  library,  unless  otherwise  limited  by 
the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27133  (b),  both  in  the  first 
year  of  establishment  and  in  the  second  year,  provided  said  system 
continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are 
unavailable. 

20300.  Population.  In  computing  the  population  of  the  area 
served  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  total  amount  of  the  grant 
as  provided  in  Education  Code  Section  27145.5  the  sources  set  forth 
in  Section  20203  shall  be  used.  Whichever  source  of  population  figure 
is  used  shall  be  that  which  is  most  recent  as  of  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  the  application  for  a  grant  is  made.  More  than  one  per  capita 
grant  shall  not  be  made  simultaneously  with  respect  to  persons  resident 
in  any  given  area. 

20301.  Population  Per  Square  Mile.  In  computing  the  average 
population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served  by  a  library  system  or 
portion  thereof,  in  the  event  that  the  size  of  such  area  is  not  readily 
ascertainable  from  official  sources,  the  average  population  per  square 
mile  of  the  area  in  question  within  a  given  county  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  same  as  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  county 
as  a  whole. 

20302.  Renewal  of  Grants,     (a)  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State 
[Librarian  to   give   priority  to   Establishment   Grants.    Contracts   for 

i  Establishment  Grants  shall  be  written  to  cover  a  two  year  period.  The 
j  system  must  present  evidence  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  of  the 
;  grant  as  to  its  eligibility. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State  Librarian  to  renew  annually 
(the  per  capita  grant  made  for  a  system,  provided  said  system  contin- 
ues to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Services  Act 
I  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  unavailable. 
|  Award  of  an  establishment  grant  shall  not  of  itself  guarantee  the  sub- 
j  sequent  award  of  per  capita  grants.

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Article  6.    Provisional  Systems 

20310.  Interim  Standards.  In  order  that  there  be  reasonable  as! 
surance  that  a  provisional  system  proposed  for  grants  under  Educatio: 
Code  Section  27146  can  attain  all  of  the  minimum  standards  required  & 
within  a  four-year  period,  the  provisional  system  must  meet  intern;  ;f 
minimum  standards  as  stated  in  this  section.  The  four-year  period  fo 
existing  provisional  library  systems  shall  begin  July  1,  1966.  For  li  $ 
brary  systems  established  subsequent  to  this  date,  the  four-year  perio 
shall  begin  on  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  system  is  estafc 
lished.  The  following  interim  minimum  standards  must  be  met  by  th 
provisional  system  at  the  time  of  application: 

(a)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  pe:!^ 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  annua 
addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  200,000  volumes 
40,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten  years 

(b)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  pe 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  purchasiiflfi 
annually  of  400  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(c)  The  provisional  library  system  having  less  than  75  populatioiifljjiiti 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  th 
annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  100,000 
volumes,  30,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ter 
years. 

(d)  The  provisional  library  system  having  under  75  population  pei 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  purchase 
annually  of  at  least  200  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(e)  The  library  or  libraries  participating  shall  have  expended  funds 
from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses  excluding  capital  ex 
penditures  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the  following 
minimums,  whichever  is  less : 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  rate  of  ten  cents, 
($0.10)  on  each  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  total  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  area  served  by  the  library  as  shown  by  the  equalized 
assessment  role  of  such  areas  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year ;  or 

(2)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  capita  in  the  area  served  by  the 
library.

20311.  Limitation.     A  public   agency  or   agencies   comprising  as 

provisional  library  system  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  provisional 
grants  under  Education  Code  Section  27146  for  more  than  four  con-| 
secutive  years.

Sixth  Annual  Report 


Six  years  have  passed  since  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  was 
passed  and  today,  because  of  this  legislation,  the  people  of  California 
are  being  benefited  by  systems  of  public  library  services  which,  we 
believe,  are  essential  to  future  California  library  progress  and  de- 
velopment. 

Large  libraries  and  small  libraries  are  now  working  together — 
their  plans  crossing  city  and  county  lines — toward  the  goal  of  provid- 
ing for  all  residents  of  California  an  effective  system  of  connecting 
links  through  the  development  of  strong,  efficient  library  systems.  Im- 
proved book  collections,  faster  interlibrary  exchange  of  books  and  in- 
formation, more  efficient  and  advanced  techniques  of  book  ordering 
and  cataloging,  borrower  satisfaction  in  having  free  access  to  all  the 
libraries  in  a  system,  and  expanded  reference  services  which  give 
every  resident  access  to  the  latest  and  most  reliable  information  are 
among  the  benefits  now  being  offered. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Board  is  confident  that  you  will 
be  gratified,  as  we  are,  to  learn  that  now,  in  1969,  111  public  libraries 
have  organized  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  and  are  work- 
ing together  to  make  their  resources  available  to  approximately 
16,412,331  Californians. 

We  are  attaching  the  geographic  plan  and  policies  for  California 
public  library  systems  voted  by  the  California  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Board  on  May  8,  1969,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the 
State  Librarian  for  the  administration  and  allocation  of  the  California 
Public  Library  Services  Act  funds.  This  represents  the  best  thinking 
of  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  and  the  resulting  benefits 
should  be  ever  increasing. 

Our  recommendation  to  the  State  Librarian  that  a  statistical  study 
of  the  state's  library  systems  be  made  resulted  in  a  report:  Statistical 
Study  of  Library  Systems,  1963-1968,  by  David  Sabsay.  This  valu- 
able study,  which  was  published  in  the  Summer  1969  issue  of  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries,  gives  us  data  for  evaluation  and  pro- 
vides recommendations  for  the  future  of  library  development  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

Much  good  has  been  accomplished  and  much,  much  more  remains 
to  be  done.  Small  but  significant  steps  have  been  taken  and  it  is  now 
time  to  take  giant  strides. 
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Only  through  full  funding,  as  authorized  in  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act,  can  California  libraries  develop  and  improve  library 
services  to  the  point  where,  as  President  Nixon  states,  they  "play 
a  more  prominent  role  in  our  campaign  against  ignorance  and  for\ 
fullness  of  educational  opportunity." 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  interest  in  and  support  of  this  ex 
tremely  worthy  program.

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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Board  does  hereby  adopt  the  following  statements  of  policy  in 
furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT 
Public  Library  Development  Board  Policies 

Definition.  The  following  definition  shall  apply  as  used  in  Public 
Library  Development  Board  policy  statements:  A  "system"  is  a 
Public  Library  Services  Act  system  approved  by  the  State  Librarian. 

1.  The  "Geographic  Plan  for  California  Public  Library  Systems  (PLSA)"  will 
be  used  as  a  general  guide  in  making  recommendations  to  the  State  Librarian 
regarding  the  geographic  grouping  of  libraries  into  systems. 

2.  No  new  systems  will  be  recommended  for  approval  after  June  30,  1969. 
Applications  of  qualifying  libraries  to  join  existing  systems  shall  be  recom- 
mended for  approval  in  accordance  with  the  "Geographic  Plan  for  California 
Public  Library  Systems  (PLSA)".  Two  or  more  existing  systems  which 
combine  to  establish  a  single  system  shall  not  be  considered  to  have  formed 
a  new  system  under  the  meaning  of  this  policy,  such  combination  (two  or 
more  existing  systems),  in  accordance  with  the  "Geographic  Plan  for  Cali- 
fornia Public  Library  Systems  (PLSA)",  shall  be  encouraged. 

3.  No  library  will  be  recommended  to  the  State  Librarian  for  approval  for 
simultaneous  membership  in  more  than  one  California  library  system. 

4.  No  separate  part  or  geographic  portion  of  a  single  library  jurisdiction  will 
be  recommended  to  the  State  Librarian  for  approval  as  a  member  of  a 
system. 

5.  No  establishment  grants  will  be  recommended  to  the  State  Librarian  for 
payment  to  systems  for  individual  libraries  which  withdraw  from  one  sys- 
tem and  join  another,  if  establishment  grants  have  already  been  paid  to  the 
first  system  for  the  withdrawing  library.  Establishment  grants  of  $10,000 
per  system  for  each  of  2  years  may  be  recommended,  however,  when  two 
or  more  existing  systems  combine  within  the  same  system  area,  as  defined 
in  the  "Geographic  Plan  for  California  Public  Library  Systems  (PLSA)". 

6.  Approval  of  grants  will  not  be  recommended  to  the  State  Librarian  for  any 
system  that  denies  membership  to  a  library  located  within  the  system  area, 
as  defined  in  the  "Geographic  Plan  for  California  Public  Library  Systems 
(PLSA)"  so  long  as  that  library  meets  the  legal  requirements  for  member- 
ship. 

7.  The  Public  Library  Development  Board  supports  the  State  Librarian  in 
efforts  to  obtain  the  proper  reports  from  library  systems  and  recommends 
that  the  State  Librarian  withhold  payment  to  systems  which,  in  the  admin- 
istrative judgment  of  the  State  Librarian,  have  not  made  sufficient  progress 
in  the  accomplishment  of  their  goals  as  set  forth  in  their  Plan  of  Service.

Computation  of  the  allocation  of  the  1968-69  state  Public  Library 
Services  Act  funds  was  done  by  the  California  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation, reviewed  by  the  California  State  Library,  and  notification  sent 
to  each  qualif}dng  library  system  on  January  14,  1969.  Contracts  for 
the  total  amounts  for  each  system  were  completed  and  all  allocations 
for  state  financial  assistance  to  public  libraries  from  1968-69  funds 
have  been  made. 

Distribution  according  to  law  of  the  available  $1,200,000  was  made 
to  the  library  systems  eligible  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act 
as  amended  by  the  1966  Legislature.

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WELCOME 

Mrs.  Carma  Leigh

I  want  to  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  all  of  you  on  behalf  of  the 
California  State  Library  to  this  two-day  workshop  on  Library  Build- 
ings for  the  70's. 

I  congratulate  you,  too,  on  your  courage  in  looking  ahead  and 
planning  to  build  needed  library  buildings,  despite  all  the  ominous 
talk,  from  all  levels  of  government  and  elsewhere,  about  construc- 
tion cutbacks — to  say  nothing  of  money  cutbacks.  It  is  essential  to 
our  future  library  progress  that  you  go  on  planning.  The  needs 
are  acute  in  many  places,  and  unless  there  are  plans  ready  to  move 
quickly  when  opportunities  come,  we  will  slide  farther  back,  despite 
all  the  progress  that  has  been  made. 

California  has  had  something  of  a  library  building  boom  in  the 
last  15  years,  as  I  am  sure  you  know  from  looking  at  the  number 
that  have  been  constructed  since  fiscal  1955-56.  The  California 
Public  Library  Commission  research  staff,  in  its  1957  study  of  con- 
ditions and  needs  of  public  libraries  throughout  the  state,  reported 
that  91  central  library  headquarters  buildings,  standing  and  in  use 
in  1955-56  in  California,  had  been  constructed  in  the  decades  1900- 
1919.  That  was  53.8%  of  all  the  central  libraries  in  the  state  at 
that  time.  The  research  staff  found,  also,  that  over  half  of  those 
91  buildings  had  less  than  5,000  square  feet  of  floor  space — and 
they  were  serving  as  central  library  headquarters,  not  branches. 

In  1965,  about  ten  years  later,  when  Dr.  Lowell  Martin  surveyed 
public  library  service  in  California,  he  found  and  reported:  "On 
library  buildings  the  record  is  a  little  better  than  will  shortly  be 
seen  for  books  and  staff.  .  ."  (You  will  remember  the  Martin  report 
showed  we  were  even  farther  behind  in  numbers  of  books  and  staff 
in  relation  to  population,  growth,  and  books  published.)  "Over  60 
percent  of  library  buildings,"  Dr.  Martin  wrote,  "have  been  con- 
structed since  1950,  reflecting  the  building  boom  in  California.  On 
the  other  hand,  over  one-third  are  over  25  years  old  and  one-fifth 
have  been  used  for  a  half-century  or  more.  As  to  space  within  the 
buildings,  almost  three-quarters  do  not  have  the  number  of  seats 
needed  to  handle  increasing  reference  and  study  use  of  libraries.  In 
field  visits  made  by  the  surveyors,  lack  of  shelf  space  for  books  was 
noted  repeatedly.  California  has  been  building  public  libraries,  but 
70-80  older  structures  are  now  showing  definite  signs  of  age,  and 
very  few  of  the  newer  structures  have  been  made  large  enough  to 
handle  either  the  readers  or  the  books  that  will  be  coming  into  the 
buildings  within  the  next  few  years."  (Italics  mine.) 
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Dr.  Martin  did  not  underline  that  last  long  phrase  in  his  report, 
"very  few  of  the  newer  structures  have  been  made  large  enough  to 
handle  either  the  readers  or  the  books  that  will  be  coming  into  the 
buildings  within  the  next  few  years,"  but  I  would  like  to  underscore 
it  in  your  thinking  at  this  workshop.  I  am  sure  you  can  think,  as  I 
can,  of  several,  perhaps  many,  quite  new  library  buildings  con- 
structed in  recent  years  in  which  the  space  seems  to  have  been 
planned  to  provide  only  for  the  year  in  which  the  building  was  to  be 
completed,  or  only  three  or  four  or  at  most  five  years  into  the  future. 
In  some  or  most  of  these,  the  building  programs  stated  that  the 
buildings  were  to  provide  for  20  years  ahead.  Something  was  wrong 
with  the  projections  or  the  population  forecasts,  or  a  serious  com- 
promise had  to  be  made  to  get  any  new  library  building  at  all.  In 
most  cases,  it  was  a  desperate  compromise,  undoubtedly,  for  which 
real  solutions  were  put  off  into  the  future  years.  But  it  was  in  the 
long  run — in  some  cases  in  the  short  run — an  expensive  compromise, 
as  space  in  some  of  them  has  already  run  out  and  in  others  it  will 
run  out  in  the  very  near  future. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  some  new  library  buildings  have  been 
planned  with  seemingly  enough  space,  although  their  size  has,  dur- 
ing the  planning  and  building  stages,  appeared  to  be  and  is  enor- 
mously greater  than  that  of  the  old  buildings  they  have  replaced, 
quite  beyond  the  imaginations  of  many  appropriating  authorities  and 
the  taxpaying  public  as  being  really  needed.  The  brave  souls  who 
have  held  out  for  the  larger  and  more  adequate  buildings  have  really 
had  to  fight  to  keep  from  being  cut  down.  I  predict  that  very  soon 
the  entire  communities  these  new  and  larger  libraries  serve  will  see 
how  wise  it  was  to  go  ahead  with  the  larger  plans,  and,  hard  as  it 
was,  pay  for  them,  for  library  square  footage  will  surely  cost  many 
times  more  in  the  future.  Most  important  of  all,  the  larger,  more 
adequate  library  buildings  have  the  capability  of  accommodating 
the  books  and  the  readers,  and  of  adapting  to  the  new  and  expanded 
services  the  communities  need  and  certainly  will  use  when  provided. 

As  you  know  if  you  have  looked  at  the  list  of  California  public 
library  headquarters  and  branch  library  buildings  that  have  been 
constructed  from  January  1,  1967,  to  July  31,  1969,  there  were  55 
such  new  buildings  completed  in  that  two  and  one-half  year  period. 
Eighteen  of  them  were  central  headquarters  buildings  and  37  house 
branch  libraries.  Looking  at  the  square  footage,  we  see  that  they 
range  from  the  smallest  two,  with  slightly  over  2,000-square-feet 
areas  for  small  branches  of  county  libraries  in  Alameda  and  Shasta 
Counties,  to  64,608  for  Palos  Verdes  District  Library,  61,800  for 
the  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County  headquarters,  and  45,000  for  Buena 
Park  Library  District,  the  Santa  Cruz  Public  Library  at  43 ,000,  and 
the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  of  Los  Angeles  County  at  41,000 
square  feet. 

Besides  the  extremely  important  factor  of  good  planning  for  new 
library  buildings,  the  big  hang-up,  of  course,  is  money  and  where  it 
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is  coming  from.  This  is  becoming  a  more  and  more  difficult  problem 
every  year,  at  the  same  time  that  we  are  becoming  a  richer  and 
richer  state  and  nation.  I  wish  someone  could  really  explain  that 
paradox. 

Until  about  four  years  ago,  the  only  source  except  gifts  and  be- 
quests for  funds  for  library  building  construction  was  local  govern- 
ment, except,  of  course,  for  state  college  and  university  library  build- 
ings. In  1964,  Congress  amended  the  federal  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  to  provide  matching  public  library  construction 
funds  to  each  state ;  and  also  passed  the  Higher  Education  Facilities 
Act  providing  funds  to  improve  academic  facilities  including  libraries. 

I  don't  have  the  figures  on  how  many  academic  libraries  in  Cali- 
fornia have  been  aided  by  HEFA  Title  I  construction  funds,  but,  be- 
cause we  administer  the  LSCA  Title  II  funds,  we  know  that  60  public 
library  buildings  received  financial  assistance  for  approximately  one- 
third  of  their  cost,  from  the  LSCA  II  Congressional  appropriations. 
Altogether,  from  fiscal  year  1965  through  fiscal  year  1969,  $10,727,- 
507  in  LSCA  II  funds,  combined  with  $23,009,888  in  local  funds, 
has  made  possible  1,157,318  square  feet  of  new  public  library  space 
in  the  60  new  buildings.  This  was  a  tremendous  stimulus  toward 
meeting  California's  public  library  building  needs.  But  there  were  17 
library  buildings  for  which  local  governments  had  the  matching  funds, 
that  we  could  not  assist  in  fiscal  1969,  because  of  lack  of  enough 
federal  funds.  $3,848,885  more  would  have  been  needed  to  fund  them. 

The  federal  Bureau  of  the  Budget  included  nothing  at  all  for  public 
library  construction  in  its  budget  request  to  Congress  for  this  cur- 
rent fiscal  year,  but  the  House  of  Representatives  has  voted  to  re- 
store $9,185,000  for  that  purpose,  for  the  whole  country  (California's 
share  of  that  amount  would  be  about  $500,000).  For  higher  educa- 
tion construction,  including  libraries,  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  asked 
$43  million  for  community  college  construction  (part  could  be  used 
for  libraries),  and  the  House  of  Representatives  has  added  $33  mil- 
lion more,  making  a  total  of  $76  million  for  HEFA  I. 

All  of  this  will  have  to  be  approved  by  the  U.S.  Congress,  before 
there  can  be  more  federal  funds  with  which  to  assist  library  con- 
struction. Then  the  President  will  have  to  decide  whether  to  rear- 
range public  priorities  and  release  the  funds.  Although  Congress  in 
1968  voted  its  intent  (and  has  reaffirmed  it  in  1969)  that  no  funds 
appropriated  to  the  Office  of  Education  should  be  withheld  after  Con- 
gressional approval,  the  President  does  have  the  constitutional  au- 
thority to  withhold  certain  funds  voted  by  Congress,  when  such  funds 
are  allocated  to  states  by  formulae,  unless  specifically  prohibited  by 
Congress  from  doing  so.  Although  he  indicated,  in  a  statement  from 
San  Clemente  on  August  12,  that  he  might  withhold  the  extra  funds 
added  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  if  you  read  the  statement 
very  carefully,  it  is  seen  that  he  did  leave  a  small  loophole,  that  he 
would  wait  and  review  final  action  on  all  appropriations.  In  that  re- 
view, it  would  seem  he  would  have  to  give  serious  consideration  to 
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the  overwhelming  action,  so  far  only  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
but  hopefully  soon  also  of  the  U.S.  Senate,  which  appears  clearly  to 
reflect  the  desire  and  intent  of  the  nation  that  national  priorities 
should  be  rearranged  to  provide  for  library  and  other  educational 
needs. 

Former  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Charles  L.  Schultze, 
in  a  chapter  titled  "Budget  Alternatives  After  Vietnam,"  in  Agenda 
for  the  Nation  (edited  by  another  former  Director  of  the  Budget 
Bureau,  Kermit  Gordon),  wrote  recently  that  extra  funds  after  Viet- 
nam— if  the  Vietnam  war  does  end — would  be  small  in  fiscal  1970 
and  1971,  giving  the  reasons.  But  he  said  that  "in  the  subsequent 
three  years  the  annual  fiscal  dividend  will  increase  rapidly,  amount- 
ing to  almost  $40  billion  by  fiscal  1974."  Note  that  he  said  "annual," 
and  that  he  based  this  on  unchanged  federal  tax  rates.  If  they  go 
higher  the  amount  will  go  higher.  I  recommend  the  book,  or  at  least 
that  chapter,  as  one  outlook  toward  the  future. 

Another  recent  note  of  interest  to  library  building  hopers-and- 
planners  is  the  recent  ruling  by  Superior  Judge  John  Hauck,  Sutter 
County,  that  the  State  Constitution's  provision  that  school  and  local 
government  bonds  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  is  illegal,  in  that 
it  is  contrary  to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  "one-man,  one-vote"  inter- 
pretation of  the  14th  Amendment.  Of  course,  the  case  will  go  higher. 
The  ruling  maintains  that  the  two-thirds  requirement  makes  "Yes" 
votes  worth  less  than  "No"  votes,  thus  destroying — or  not  abiding 
by — the  one-man,  one-vote  principle  that  most  people  consider  to  be 
the  most  important  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  in  several  decades. 

So  there  are  some  indications  that,  if  sustained,  could  do  much  to 
put  foundations  under  the  beautiful,  functional  library  buildings  that 
for  many  of  us  are  still  only  gleams  in  the  eye. 

Someone  very  knowledgeable  about  the  design  and  construction  of 
public  buildings  said  to  me  this  year,  with  great  urgency,  "libraries 
today  should  be  cordial  places,  not  meant  to  awe  or  overwhelm,  but 
to  make  overtures  to  the  public,  to  whom  they  belong.  They  should 
not  be  glorified  supermarkets,  in  which  books  are  shelved  instead  of 
corn  flakes,  but  should  be  in  themselves  expressions  of  a  local  ethos 
which — even  in  a  small  city — is  very  complex.  Small  children  should 
not  be  given  a  rigid  library  layout,  but  a  place  where  young  minds 
are  supposed  to  flourish  independently.  Similarly,  teenagers  should 
have  their  own  'turf — a  place  where  they  can  be  comfortable  in 
body  and  soul  .  .  .  The  library  should  be  a  friendly  anticipation  of 
the  future,  rather  than  a  coldly  forbidding  (but  essentially  frightened 
and  ignorant)  recollection  of  the  past  .  .  .  The  best  way  to  achieve 
truly  classic  architecture  today — that  is,  architecture  which  so  pro- 
foundly expresses  the  highest  values  of  our  own  time  that  it  tran- 
scends time  and  belongs  to  the  ages — is  to  design  expressly  for  con- 
temporary needs.  What  we  don't  need,  physically  or  spiritually,  is 
more  artificial  plants  in  our  already  plastic  culture." 
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I  hope  that  out  of  this  workshop  will  come  the  humane  library 
architecture  my  friend  was  talking  about,  and  that  out  of  all  the 
whirlwinds  of  pressure  for  funds,  priorities  will  arise  that  will  reflect 
President  Nixon's  statement  in  the  fall  of  1968,  in  which  he  said, 
in  part: 

American  opportunity  begins  in  the  classrooms  of  this  nation  for 
young  and  old  alike  .  .  . 

When  we  talk  about  cutting  the  expense  of  government — either 
federal,  state  or  local — the  one  area  we  can't  short-change  is  edu- 
cation .  .  . 

Education  is  the  area  in  which  we  must  keep  doing  everything  that 
is  necessary  to  help  achieve  the  American  Dream. 
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WHAT  SHOULD  THE  BUILDING  PROGRAM  INCLUDE?

When  John  Jolly  asked  me  to  address  myself  to  what  a  building 
program  should  be,  I  was  a  little  at  a  loss  as  to  how  to  approach  this, 
because  I  think  a  program  should  be  what  the  principals  make  it.  If 
you  start  with  a  very  strong,  rigidly  detailed  program,  you  are  going 
to  limit  and  inhibit  the  activities  of  everyone  working  within  the 
program.  We  keep  our  own  organization  small  so  that  we  are  able  to 
give  very  personal  service.  This  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the  current 
trend  in  architecture,  with  offices  growing  larger  and  more  impersonal, 
and  I  think  dealing  with  people  less  personally.  I  think  some  of  the 
results  are  self-evident:  the  buildings  that  are  coming  out  lack  scale, 
lack  warmth,  lack  invitation  to  the  people.  Mrs.  Leigh  this  morning 
mentioned  that  if  an  architect  is  worth  his  salt  he  has  to  get  away 
from  the  idea  that  library  buildings  should  be  monumental  and  awe- 
inspiring.  Those  are  things  of  the  past.  Things  are  changing  so  rapidly 
today  that  we  literally  have  to  disregard  the  past  in  many  instances. 

When  John  asked  me  to  put  a  few  of  my  ideas  down  so  he  would 
know  what  I  was  going  to  cover,  I  broke  my  thinking  into  three  areas 
so  that  I  could  concern  myself  with  detail,  because  this  is  the  way 
I  think  library  service  and  almost  all  architectural  service  is  best 
served.  Even  an  architect,  approaching  the  design  of  a  large  build- 
ing, finds  it  very  hard  to  decide  where  to  start,  because  the  big 
building  by  itself  is  an  impossible  task,  just  as  a  program  if  looked 
at  in  its  entirety  very  often  seems  an  impossible  task.  Where  do  you 
start? 

I  started  with  administrative  classification,  because  I  feel  this  is 
the  first  necessary  area  of  investigation,  and  I  broke  it  into  five  areas. 
First,  library  organization.  You  must  know  what  type  of  organization 
you  have,  whether  you  have  an  authoritarian  board  that  will  be 
second-guessing  the  librarian's  decisions,  or  whether  the  librarian 
is  going  to  be  the  authority  you  work  with — you  must  establish  au- 
thority. Next,  you  must  know  when  your  approvals  are  coming.  Archi- 
tecture is  one  of  those  unprecise  arts  that  allow  for  continual  refine- 
ment and  development — time  and  knowledge  continue  to  grow,  and 
you  could  continue  indefinitely  to  refine  and  develop  and  improve 
if  you  had  no  limitation  on  the  time  in  which  to  do  it.  Your  time 
schedule  of  approvals  is  very  important.  If  they  come  immediately 
upon  presentation,  that's  one  thing.  If  considerable  intervals  of  time 
are  to  be  allowed  for  individual  concern,  that's  another,  because  the  i 
architect  will  continue  to  refine  and  develop  during  these  periods,  and 
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he  may  insist  on  coming  back  to  you  with  another  proposal  if  time  is 
lost  in  that  way. 

I  think  that  time  scheduling  is  as  important  as  budgeting.  You  have 
to  know  the  length  of  time  that  your  program  is  to  concern  itself 
with.  Start  today.  One  of  the  sayings  I  like  best  is  "Congratulations, 
this  is  the  first  day  of  the  rest  of  your  life — live  it  that  way."  This  is 
the  architectural  philosophy  we  live  and  we  use.  So  we  schedule  time 
as  though  it  were  a  valuable  commodity,  because  it  is  one  of  the  few 
things  that  you  can  neither  make  more  of  nor  buy  more  of. 

I  like  to  think  that  a  building  is  built  to  serve  a  purpose,  and  in 
order  to  do  that  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  purpose  must  be 
developed,  and  an  understanding  of  the  changing  purposes  as  well. 
Is  this  going  to  be  a  principal  library,  or  a  regional  one,  a  branch 
within  a  system,  or  an  institutional  library  that  will  start  out  small 
and  grow?  What  type  of  service  are  you  going  to  provide?  Type  of 
funding  should  be  considered  at  this  point.  Is  it  going  to  be  built  for 
cash?  Will  it  be  built  through  public  bonds?  Will  it  be  a  combined 
effort  of  citizenry,  public  funds,  and  (if  and  when)  federal  funds? 
You  should  know  at  the  outset  just  exactly  how  you  are  planning  to 
pay  for  it. 

These  are  concerns  and  considerations  that  you  should  have  in 
mind  from  the  administrative  standpoint — and  then  you  start  to  talk 
architecture.  My  first  consideration  is  site,  because  I  think  all  other 
things  are  subservient  to  the  site  that  has  been  selected  (or  sites 
that  are  being  considered) .  Site  is  the  most  physically  limiting  factor, 
and  in  architecture  we  start  with  that  which  is  most  limiting  and 
work  toward  that  which  is  most  free.  In  interior  planning,  for  exam- 
ple, many  times  the  carpeting  is  the  most  limiting  because  it  comes 
in  very  few  patterns.  So  we  start  with  carpeting  and  work  our  way 
up  to  paint,  which  is  the  most  flexible — there  are  thousands  of  shades 
of  paint  available  at  the  request  of  the  architect  and  designer.  A  site 
may  be  too  small,  it  might  be  oriented  differently  from  what  you 
would  like,  service  may  be  difficult — these  are  the  things  that  site 
begins  to  dictate. 

Secondly,  I  think  that  budget  must  enter  fairly  high.  We  are  talk- 
ing about  public  funds.  We  realize  that  library  service  is  one  of  those 
very  necessary  and  personal  services  that  every  community  must 
maintain.  You  are  dealing  in  a  service  that  can  show  a  profit,  but 
not  in  the  normal  sense.  Your  profit  has  to  be  in  public  acceptance 
of  the  library  program.  So  budget  has  to  be  a  very  necessary  item. 
You  have  to  know  how  much  you  can  afford  on  the  current  market. 

Next  I  have  placed  theme.  What  type  of  theme  are  you  going  to 
suggest?  Sometimes  neighborhood,  site,  community  all  have  an  effect 
on  the  type  of  theme  you  want  to  generate.  Style  is  not  exactly 
what  I  am  referring  to;  I  am  talking  more  about  the  kind  of  atmos- 
phere you  are  trying  to  create.  I  will  come  back  to  that.  Then, 
identity.  How  do  you  identify  a  library  in  a  community?  You  have 
seen  all  kinds  of  identity — in  small  rural  areas,  libraries  are  often  in 
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homes;  in  large  metropolitan  areas  they  are  very  often  in  rented 
stores.  In  between  you  have  such  awe-inspiring  monumental  struc- 
tures as  Los  Angeles  is  struggling  with  now.  I  hope  the  time  is 
coming  when  library  buildings  can  maintain  their  identity  and  their 
integrity  and  be  looked  upon  as  the  centers  of  information  and 
education  and  knowledge  that  they  are. 

Size,  of  course,  is  a  relative  thing.  It  is  dependent  upon  most  of 
the  factors  we  have  already  discussed,  and  I  think  it  is  one  of  the 
least  important  (although  one  of  the  more  critical  as  you  are  be- 
ginning to  define  the  program,  because  sooner  or  later  you  have  to 
talk  size).  A  person's  idea  of  size  depends  upon  his  previous  ex- 
perience. When  we  did  a  lot  of  residential  architecture,  my  opening 
question  would  usually  be,  "What  size  of  living  room  would  you 
like?"  and  very  often  the  answer  would  be,  "We  would  like  a  large 
living  room."  I  would  then  ask,  "How  large  would  you  like  your 
living  room  to  be?"  because  I  know  people  have  different  frames  of 
reference.  Communication  with  the  architect  is  very  important  here. 
He  is  trained  to  be  "objective" — depending  upon  what  my  inter- 
pretation and  your  interpretation  of  objective  is.  He  will  be  as  objec- 
tive as  he  is  allowed  to  be,  and  as  you  are. 

The  program  of  relationships  I  think  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant. What  functions  or  services  should  be  placed  in  relationship  to 
each  other?  How  is  the  public  going  to  use  these  areas?  Which 
areas  will  they  be  allowed  to  enter  freely  and  which  not?  How  will 
the  employees  be  using  the  areas,  how  will  materials  be  brought  in 
and  used?  The  relationship  of  the  program  and  the  areas,  one  to 
another,  is  a  most  important  one.  I  think  once  you  have  outlined 
a  preliminary  preferral,  the  architect  can  be  fairly  well  trusted  to 
work  out  any  conflicts. 

Architecture  really,  in  most  instances,  begins  with  a  compromise. 
Very  few  people  have  an  ideal  set  of  conditions  to  offer.  Very  seldom 
do  you  know  enough  about  the  architect  to  know  whether  you  haven't 
already  compromised.  I  think  this  is  in  itself  where  an  understanding 
between  the  two  people  must  begin.  One  of  the  richest  experiences 
I  have  had  was  working  with  the  City  of  Anaheim  and  with  Bill 
Griffith.  Because  Bill  had  the  opinion  that  he  had  to  know  a  man 
before  he  could  work  with  him,  we  spent  a  week  getting  to  know 
each  other.  We  talked  libraries  most  of  the  time  but  we  talked  about 
each  other  a  lot  too.  We  had  a  very  thorough  understanding  of  each 
other,  and  then  we  spent  10,000  miles  looking  at  libraries  before  we 
drew  the  first  line.  We  started  with  the  program  of  goals,  then,  be- 
cause we  thought  we  were  adequately  prepared  to  define  what  we 
were  going  to  do.  That  was  one  of  the  most  challenging  parts  of 
the  whole  job.  Physically,  we  knew  what  we  were  supposed  to  do; 
but  to  put  it  in  terms  that  could  be  published  and  that  the  public 
would  understand  and  would  support  was  quite  a  challenge.  If  you 
have  to  design  a  very  small,  precisely  functioning  operation,  you 
need  a  definite  personal  understanding  of  everything  that  is  going 
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into  it.  It  really  demands  much  more  detailed  planning  than  you 
would  normally  think. 

What  about  your  mechanical  requirements?  How  will  toilet  facil- 
ities work  and  who  will  be  allowed  to  use  them?  What  type  of  heat- 
ing, ventilating,  air-conditioning  will  you  provide?  The  longevity  of 
your  materials — books,  microfilm,  and  so  on — is  very  dependent  upon 
atmospheric  control.  What  about  services?  Many  of  us  have  a  tend- 
ency to  take  for  granted  lights,  water,  sewer,  gas.  It  is  not  always 
that  easy.  If  you're  rural,  you  may  have  a  gas  tank  in  the  back  of 
the  building  that  has  to  be  filled  twice  a  month  by  the  local  dis- 
tributor. And  how  is  the  library  system  going  to  be  serviced?  Are 
you  going  to  carry  books  in  by  hand?  Will  you  have  a  truck  backing 
up  to  the  back  door  once  a  week  to  pick  up  books? 

I  call  the  third  category  of  considerations  atmospheric.  The  atmos- 
pheric conditions  within  a  library  have  changed  considerably  since 
I  was  a  small  boy  shushed  by  librarians.  Libraries  have  tried  to  be- 
come places  of  warmth  and  acceptance  where  children  will  begin  a 
positive  association  with  them.  When  you  go  to  the  public  for  a  bond 
issue,  the  parents  of  those  children  are  going  to  be  already  impressed 
with  what  you  are  doing. 

You  achieve  feeling  in  atmospheric  conditions  by  your  handling 
of  colors,  lighting,  texture,  and  graphics.  Each  of  you  must  decide 
which  of  these  is  most  important  with  your  architect  or  at  least 
within  your  own  mind.  I  use  colors  because  I  think  they  are  very 
often  overlooked  and  are  most  easily  attained  for  the  least  money. 
Paint,  by  and  large,  costs  the  same  regardless  of  color.  The  bright 
greens,  the  dark  purples,  the  vivid  oranges  sometimes  cost  more  be- 
cause they  take  a  little  longer  to  mix,  but  most  cost  the  same. 

Lighting  is  I  think  the  most  subtle  of  all  of  these.  People  take  light- 
ing for  granted.  But  I  think  lighting  atmosphere  is  one  of  the  most 
important  new  considerations  being  given  buildings  throughout  the 
country.  There  are  consulting  firms  now  that  do  nothing  but  create 
atmosphere  by  lighting  techniques  and  lighting  systems.  You  can 
create  literally  any  atmosphere  you  want  by  proper  control  of  light- 
ing techniques  and  by  knowing  what  kind  of  effect  you  want.  A 
children's  storytelling  area  can  be  a  good  example  of  this.  You  can 
create  all  kinds  of  theatrical  effects,  and  I  think  the  theatre  is  the 
only  place  that  is  using  lighting  to  its  fullest  advantage. 

As  for  textures,  there  is  a  great  tendency  to  treat  everything  as  a 
flat  surface,  except  for  drapes  which  are  used  to  enhance  the  acous- 
tical properties  of  a  given  area.  But  textures  are  very  important. 
They  are  necessary,  particularly  in  large  libraries,  to  break  up  the 
monotony  of  row  upon  row  of  stacks,  and  to  give  personnel  the 
change^  in  atmosphere  and  the  change  in  environment  they  need  to 
maintain  interest. 

I  think  graphics  have  been  overlooked  to  a  great  degree  in  most 
public  buildings.  Supermarkets  have  probably  been  the  most  ac- 
curate in  anticipating  what  people  need  and  how  best  to  direct  them. 
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In  the  brightly  lighted  newer  supermarkets,  symbolized  examples  of 
the  type  of  produce  displayed  and  sold  under  them  are  used.  Dairy 
products  have  been  glamorized  with  nice  colors.  Also,  merchandising 
is  an  excellent  method  of  improving  library  service.  In  the  super- 
market you  will  find  milk,  butter,  and  cheese  at  the  extreme  rear,  so 
that  you  have  to  go  through  the  whole  store  to  get  to  them.  The 
things  you  would  buy  on  impulse  are  always  near  the  checkstand. 
The  same  is  true  of  department  stores.  I  think  the  same  application 
can  be  made  to  libraries. 

Furnishing  is  an  art  in  itself.  It  can  enhance,  can  complete,  can 
make  a  real  entity  of  the  total  structure,  or  it  can  partially  destroy. 
The  stacks  are  every  bit  as  much  a  part  of  the  furnishings  as  the 
tables  and  chairs,  the  couches,  or  the  tables,  depending  again  on  the 
atmosphere  you  are  trying  to  create.  Furnishings  must  be  considered 
right  at  the  beginning,  not  after  everything  else  is  finished.  Other- 
wise, you  might  come  up  with  walnut  tables  and  chairs  in  a  light 
cheerful  area,  and  kill  the  whole  effect. 

I  have  said  that  programming  is  planning,  but  planning  must  be 
real.  Projections  must  be  proven  and  the  public  must  be  convinced. 
Service  should  be  interpreted  as  a  profit,  and  there  are  a  number  of 
ways  of  doing  that,  using  comparisons  as  your  analogies.  By  and 
large,  I  think  libraries  should  have  warmth,  should  be  inviting,  should 
be  easy  and  convenient  to  use,  should  be  simple  and  complete.

John  Jolly  said  at  the  beginning,  "For  whom  is  the  program?" 
For  everybody,  say  I.  In  college  and  university  libraries,  and  I  think 
in  public  libraries,  it  has  become  a  habit,  a  good  habit,  a  laudable 
habit — but  one  which  should  not  become  a  continuing  habit,  because 
it  is  a  strenuous  and  challenging  exercise  all  the  way  through.  First 
of  all  it  is  a  reminder  of  a  record  of  a  long  series  of  discussions, 
soul-searchings  about  basic  policy,  detailed  examinations  of  the 
relations  of  areas  one  to  another.  As  such  it  is  probably  best,  at  the 
beginning  stages,  for  the  librarians  and  their  governing  boards  them- 
selves, because  it  should  force  them  to  be  quite  clear  about  what 
they  have  done  well  and  what  they  have  done  poorly,  and  what 
they  want  to  accomplish,  in  the  new,  expanded,  or  modified  struc- 
ture. For  all  of  this  a  building  program,  I  believe,  is  the  first  essential 
(and  a  great  many  people  in  the  college  and  university  library  fields 
accept  this). 

Then  it  becomes  a  contract  with  the  architect.  In  a  very  good 
article  on  writing  a  building  program,  Ellsworth  Mason  made  the 
point  that  "the  architect  is  a  businessman;  he  has  to  make  money 
to  live.  He  runs  an  expensive  operation,  and  cannot  work  exclu- 
sively on  one  project  until  it  is  finished,  before  he  takes  up  the 
next  one."  He  says  (and  this  is  the  phrase  that  I  thought  would  jar 
the  architects  on  the  platform  or  in  the  audience),  "the  architect 
lives  by  rotating  his  neglect  among  the  clients,  working  on  one  job 
periodically,  in  turn  with  the  seven  others  he  has  on  the  line."  So 
a  good  general  statement  of  what  you  want  to  accomplish  in  your 
building,  followed  by  detailed  tables  of  interrelationships  and  so  on, 
becomes  a  reminder  both  to  the  client  and  to  the  architect  and 
others  involved  in  the  program. 

Ellsworth  Mason  goes  on  to  make  other  remarks  of  a  similar 
nature.  He  points  out  that  a  variety  of  projects  in  the  architect's 
mind  makes  for  discontinuity.  And  in  a  final  word  of  warning  about 
architects,  he  says  that  "their  temperament  is  essentially  artistic, 
and  such  grubby  things  as  counting,  to  make  sure  that  there  are 
still  seats  for  the  programmed  200  students,  do  not  come  naturally 
to  them."  1  So  if  you  have  your  program  statements  quantified  in 
tabular  form,  have  your  relationships  of  one  area  to  another  set  up, 
preferably  in  words  and  also  with  some  schemes,  you  are  on  better 
ground.

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Do  not  compromise  in  the  statement  of  program.  Obviously  you 
are  not  going  to  be  able  to  get  everything  close  together  in  your 
scheme  of  relationships,  and  you  are  not  going  to  be  able  to  accom- 
plish everything  you  want  to  accomplish,  but  your  program  should 
set  the  ideal — the  compromising  can  come  later.  I  think  Joe  Jordan 
said  that  the  program  should  be  short.  I  certainly  would  agree  it 
should  be  short  on  background — I  have  seen  programs  in  which 
people  are  carried  away  in  giving  the  history  of  their  own  libraries. 

Everybody  would  agree  that  definite  agreements  are  needed  on  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects.  "The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  define 
the  library  building  for  the  architect  as  interacting  separate  units 
of  the  library  operation.  Each  unit  must  be  specified  in  terms  of 
square  footage,  and  in  terms  of  relationships  to  each  other."  2  Some 
statements  of  relationships  can  go  too  far,  and  I  think  this  is  what 
Mr.  Jordan  was  getting  at.  State  relationships  in  the  abstract — don't 
tell  the  architect  what  floor  to  put  your  office  on.  Keep  away  from 
drawing  plans.  I  have  seen  plans,  even  if  only  sketches,  formulated 
in  the  minds  of  librarians,  that  inhibited  the  future  development  of 
the  building.  Don't  even  asume  that  you  are  going  to  get  a  rec- 
tangular building  with  two,  three,  or  four  equal-sized  floors.  Don't 
play  architect  in  the  planning  stages.  Tell  them  how  large  areas 
should  be,  what  units  should  be  included,  and  what  will  go  on  in 
each. 

For  a  recent  article  in  Library  Trends?  I  went  through  an  exer- 
cise in  synthesis,  involving  visits  to  a  number  of  British  and  Ameri- 
can university  libraries.  It  is  a  period  in  which  architecture  is  coming 
back  into  the  library  picture,  and  I  saw  some  notable  buildings.  I 
came  out  of  this  exercise  in  synthesis  with  the  conviction  that  there 
is  one  prime  planning  problem:  librarians  have  the  initiative  for 
only  a  very  short  time,  at  best,  very  early  in  the  process  of  planning 
a  building.  Therefore,  it  behooves  them  to  think  on  a  macrocosmic 
scale,  similar  to  that  into  which  architects  professionally  move,  al- 
most immediately  when  facing  a  new  problem.  What  does  this  mean? 

In  the  process  of  thinking  about  a  program,  after  you  decide  the 
basic  policy  and  what  you  want  to  do,  you  will  have  been  talking  to 
staff,  looking  at  other  libraries,  attempting  to  determine  specific  space 
requirements  and  relationships,  and  you  will  inevitably  become  in- 
volved with  the  microcosmic  side  of  things,  the  detailed  relationships, 
which  you  will  want  to  bring  to  the  architect's  attention.  But  he  is 
already  thinking  about  such  things  as  theme,  site,  etc.  One  of  the 
most  important  things  is  to  think  of  positions  on  basic  space  in  large 
units,  because  we  must  assume  that  libraries  are  going  to  change 
and  are  going  to  be  unpredictable  in  their  expansion  needs  or  their 
flexibility  needs.  One  of  my  tests  when  I  look  at  a  plan  is  to  see 
whether  there  are  any  spaces  in  a  relatively  large  building  less  than 
three  bays  square — 70  feet  or  so,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  bay —

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in  a  modular  building,  whether  there  are  obstructions  to  the  free  flow 
of  space  required  for  change. 

What  do  you  want  to  do  about  windows?  Don't  be  shocked  when 
the  library  you  have  been  dreaming  about  comes  up  with  a  completely 
different  idea  about  windows.  If  you  want  your  staff  to  see  outside, 
state  this  as  a  requirement.  If  you  have  had  experience  with  plate 
glass  on  the  south  and  you  don't  really  trust  air-conditioning,  make 
some  statements  on  this  subject.  Develop  positions  in  advance  for 
your  program  on  stairs— architects  are  hard  to  convince  about  steps 
leading  into  libraries.  Even  the  wheel  chair  test  has  occasionally 
failed  in  buildings  being  planned  today.  Develop  positions  on  the 
movements  of  people,  staff,  books,  and  information  into,  around,  up, 
down,  and  out  of  the  proposed  building. 

Buildings  too  easily  can  go  in  directions  not  desired  because  the 
client — the  librarian — is  not  ready  to  talk  to  the  architect  about  such 
macrocosmic  features  are  those  here  suggested.  The  price  of  a  good 
building  is  constant  attention  to  details,  all  the  way  through  the 
electrical  and  mechanical  drawings  (and  the  biggest  failures  in  recent 
buildings  seem  to  be  in  the  mechanical  engineering).  It  really  be- 
hooves librarians  to  get  advice  about  the  placing  of  these  things.  But 
while  I  say  that  details  are  important,  the  main  thing  is  holding  to 
the  large  view  and  the  early  initiative  that  you  have  in  writing  a  pro- 
gram. 


RESPONSE

I  like  what  Mr.  Jordan  said  about  compromise.  A  building  is  noth- 
ing more  or  less  than  a  series  of  compromises.  A  good  building  is  one 
in  which  the  best  compromises  have  been  made.  However,  in  spite  of 
the  give-and-take  which  must  occur,  certain  priorities  should  still  be 
observed. 

_  I  would  like  to  discuss  first  the  impression  that  programming  be- 
gins with  the  architect.  Many  of  us,  I  am  sure,  have  attended  nu- 
merous sessions  of  the  American  Library  Association  Library  Build- 
ings Institute,  and  we  have  heard  the  question,  "when  do  you  start 
programming?"  debated  repeatedly.  Who  should  write  the  program? 
The  architect,  the  consultant,  or  the  librarian?  When  should  it  be 
written?  It  seems  problematical  that  anybody  knows,  because  each 
situation  appears  to  be  slightly  different.  In  many  cases  an  architect 
is  not  available.  The  jurisdiction  (whether  school,  college,  or  public) 
fails  or  does  not  choose  to  retain  an  architect  at  the  moment  it  de- 
cides to  authorize  a  building  project.  Therefore,  you  dare  not  wait  to 
draw  up  your  program.  You  may  find  that  your  particular  architect 
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wants  a  program  statement  before  he  talks  to  you  about  the  project.. 
He  may,  in  fact,  not  want  to  enter  into  this  relationship  Mr.  Jordan 
discussed. 

Lest  some  of  my  remarks  sound  otherwise,  I  want  to  state  here 
categorically  that  I  love  architects!  They  are  my  favorite  people  be- 
cause they  are  always  challenging  and  creative  and  imaginative,  and 
fun  to  be  with.  I  enjoy  being  around  them  and  working  with  them.  I 
think  that  many  of  us  who  become  involved  in  more  than  one  build- 
ing project  in  a  lifetime  find  that  this  is  one  of  the  reasons — there 
is  a  stimulation,  an  awareness  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  library  field 
that  comes  through  working  with  architects  that  we  might  not  get  on 
our  own. 

There  may  also  be  a  lack  of  time  in  the  scheduling  of  your  proj- 
ect which  precludes  the  lengthy  preliminary  contract  with  an  archi- 
tect described  by  Mr.  Jordan.  Jurisdictions  have  a  way  of  scheduling 
projects  without  resort  to  standard  procedures.  In  many  cases  they 
don't  even  ask  the  architect  how  long  it  will  take  to  design  the 
building — they  just  set  deadlines,  all  too  frequently  very  unrealistic 
in  terms  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished.  I  am  a  firm  believer  in 
adequate  programming.  By  adequate  I  mean  spending  a  great  deal  of 
time  in  the  program  phase  and  in  the  development  of  schematic 
designs.  I  think  the  time  spent  here  is  well  worth  while.  It  doesn't 
cost  much  to  change  your  mind  and  its  costs  relatively  little  to 
change  schematic  plans.  It  costs  a  great  deal,  however,  when  you 
get  into  working  drawings.  In  fact,  it  becomes  next  to  impossible 
in  many  instances.  The  time  to  experiment,  to  change  your  mind, 
to  consider  various  angles  of  approach,  is  during  the  program  stages 
rather  than  at  some  later  point  in  the  building  project. 

Another  variable  lies  in  the  librarian's  attitude  toward  his  role  in 
the  project.  This  varies  widely.  For  example,  I  recall  one  librarian 
who  declared  that  she  wanted  nothing  whatsoever  to  do  with  the 
building  project  except  to  choose  the  colors.  Unfortunately,  her  li- 
brary now  stands  today  in  mute  testimony  to  this  narrow  vision  of 
her  role.  This  is  a  terribly  unfortunate  attitude  on  the  part  of  some 
people.  We  librarians  must  face  the  fact  that  certain  problems  do 
indeed  lie  in  our  province.  True,  librarians  on  the  whole  do  not  feel 
themselves  competent  engineers,  familiar  with  the  latest  in  air-con- 
ditioning apparatus,  for  example.  But  we  should  know  enough  about 
air-conditioning  to  know  that  we  don't  want  drafts,  we  don't  want 
noisy  equipment,  and  we  don't  want  systems  that  produce  ugly,  dirty 
smudges  around  the  ceiling.  We  also  know  enough  about  lighting  to 
know  that  lighting  has  to  be  adequate.  I  would  go  even  further  and 
say  that  the  building  program  must  not  only  deal  with  the  elements 
of  color,  light,  texture,  and  graphics  which  he  discussed,  but  also 
with  setting  the  desired  mood  in  terms  of  acoustics,  for  instance. 
Most  of  us  can't  be  sure  what  decibel  rating  will  be  tolerable  in  a 
certain  room,  but  we  certainly  know  whether  the  area  is  one  that 
should  be  extremely  quiet  or  one  in  which  a  certain  amount  of  con- 
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versation  can  be  tolerated.  The  level  of  acoustics  around  the  circula- 
tion desk  will,  for  instance,  be  very  different  from  that  of  a  rare 
books  room. 

I  would  also  like  to  emphasize  the  graphics  problem  he  mentioned. 
It  is  essential  for  the  building  program  to  set  forth  desired  patterns 
of  traffic,  for  the  proper  movement  of  people  and  materials  in  a 
library  is  critical.  The  public  should  be  able  to  tell  at  a  glance  where 
the  major  elements  of  service  are.  Once  established  in  the  program 
and  schematics,  appropriate  graphics  to  give  directions  should  be 
devised.  Signing  where  needed  should  be  carefully  done  and  should 
be  part  of  the  total  building  plan,  not  tacked  on  at  the  end. 

As  for  color,  we  have  broken  away  from  the  old  Carnegie  spirit 
of  landlord  browns  and  grays  and  drab  colors — non-colors,  almost — 
and  gone  to  the  other  extreme  of  using  virtually  the  entire  color  spec- 
trum in  libraries.  Colors  can,  of  course,  serve  many  purposes.  I 
recall  a  library  in  the  east  in  which  the  end  panels  of  the  book  stacks 
had  a  very  interesting  rainbow  effect  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  pleas- 
antly low-keyed  general  color  scheme.  Upon  inquiry  I  discovered 
that  the  librarian  had  decided  to  color-code  the  stacks  so  that  each 
end  panel  would  be  a  different  color.  Since  there  were  35  or  more 
end  panels,  it  was  necesary  to  subdivide  the  primary  colors  and 
use  various  shades.  When  the  panels  were  finally  installed  the  staff 
found  it  was  impossible  to  direct  anyone  by  these  colors — what  was 
green  to  one  was  grey  to  another,  etc.  I  hope  we  are  through  trying 
to  decorate  with  these  rainbow  effects  and,  instead,  emphasizing 
the  need  for  color  coordination.  The  interior  design  is  an  integral 
jpart  of  the  building  and  color  is  an  indispensable  part  of  this  code. 
It  can  make  or  break  the  building,  and  it  needs  to  be  as  carefully 
planned  as  it  is  in  your  own  home. 

Now,  back  to  the  building  program.  If  it  is  written  before  the 
architect  comes  and  if  it  is  an  adequate  program,  it  should  serve  as 
a  formal  document — part  of  the  contract  agreement  as  it  were  be- 
tween the  client  and  the  architect.  This  does  not  mean  the  architect 
has  to  follow  it  to  the  letter,  because  you  may  find  you  don't  want 
some  of  the  things  you  have  recommended,  after  all.  But  it  is  a  start- 
ing point,  a  place  of  departure,  and  one  that  you  can  come  back  to 
las  a  basis  of  evaluation.  A  building  program  becomes  a  major  ele- 
ment in  holding  a  project  together.  You  can't  rely  solely  upon  per- 
sonal relationships  between  you  and  your  architect  to  solve  all  the 
(building  problems — there  are  too  many  of  them. 

There  are  so  many  things  to  say  in  a  building  program,  each  inter- 
jwoven  with  the  other,  that  it  is  hard  to  know  how  to  begin  a  logical 
presentation.  Programs  must  be  involved  both  with  the  "what"  and 
with  the  "how  much,"  but  also — and  more  important  in  many 
respects — the  "why"  of  the  library  operations.  Thinking  through  the 
("why"  of  an  operation  may  lead  you  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not 
as  necessary  as  you  thought.  I  remember  the  midwest  library  in 
which  the  order  department  was  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  base- 
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merit  and  the  cataloging  and  processing  departments  in  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  third  floor.  This  apparently  dated  back  to  the  arrrange- 
ment  in  the  former  building  and  to  two  supervisors  who  couldn't  get 
along.  It  is  the  kind  of  mistake  that  habit  can  lead  to,  and  that  is 
why  the  "why"  is  so  important. 

Librarians  should  acquire  a  knowledge  of  such  common  architec- 
tural terms  as  "bay,"  "module,"  and  so  forth,  and  they  should  know 
enough  about  plans  to  be  able  to  read  them  reasonably  well.  One  of 
the  most  difficult  problems  is  the  matter  of  visualizing  space.  If  you 
are  planning  a  building  that  is  three  or  four  times  as  big  as  the  one 
you  are  now  in,  you  find  it  difficult  to  visualize  the  large  areas  to  be 
encompassed.  But  you  have  to  be  able  to  visualize  them  in  your  pro- 
gramming, and  it  often  helps  to  go  to  department  stores  or  other 
kinds  of  public  or  commercial  buildings  to  find  such  spaces  of  similar 
dimensions. 

I  want  to  come  back  to  the  building  program  for  a  moment.  The 
purpose  of  the  building  is  to  house  or  shelter  functions  which  inter- 
relate people  and  things  in  a  complex  pattern  of  operations — a  family 
in  a  house,  children  and  teachers  in  schools  and  colleges,  materials, 
staff,  and  public  in  a  library  building.  The  essential  interrelationship 
of  people,  things,  and  operations  create  problems,  and  you  can't  have 
the  solution  you  want  every  time.  Compromises  have  to  be  made.  One 
of  the  purposes  of  the  building  program  is  to  explore  these  problems 
and  to  suggest  possible  solutions  to  the  architect.  Again,  I  want  to 
underscore  the  fact  that  librarians  should  not  play  architect.  The 
poorest  building  programs  are  those  in  which  plans  have  already  been 
drawn.  If  you  already  know  what  your  building  is  going  to  look  like, 
hire  a  draftsman,  not  an  architect. 

Compromises  cannot  always  be  foreseen  or  worked  out  in  the  writ- 
ten building  program — they  will  have  to  come  afterwards.  However, 
when  alternatives  suggest  themselves,  the  building  program  should 
present  the  best  solutions  that  you  as  a  librarian  can  suggest  for  each 
of  the  problems  you  can  foresee  in  the  building.  (Sometimes  these 
solutions  may  appear  incompatible,  but  may  prove  to  have  the  neces- 
sary germ  of  an  acceptable  compromise  upon  further  analysis.)  We 
know,  for  instance,  before  we  start,  that  we  can't  put  everything  in 
one  place.  Decisions  have  to  be  made  as  to  priority  of  arrangement. 
Do  you  want  the  children's  services,  for  instance,  on  the  main  level 
next  to  the  front  door,  or  somewhere  else?  Or  do  you  want  this  loca- 
tion reserved  for  the  adult  popular  collection? 

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  problem  is  the  shortness  of  time  we  have 
in  which  to  identify  these  problems  and  work  out  alternative  solu- 
tions. In  most  cases  the  librarian  has  been  so  hard  at  work  getting 
the  project  authorized  and  getting  funding  that  little  or  no  thought 
has  been  given  as  to  the  nature  of  the  building  to  be  designed. 

If  possible,  the  building  program  should  be  prepared  months,  or 
even  years,  in  advance  of  the  building  to  allow  ample  time  for  study 
and  review.  Staff  committees  can  be  very  helpful  in  working  on  cer- 
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tain  essential  problems  and  services.  Preparation  of  the  building  pro- 
gram also  offers  a  unique  "once  in  a  lifetime"  opportunity  to  establish 
new  patterns  of  service  and  organization. 

In  summary,  then,  the  building  program  must  tell  the  architect 
what  the  services  of  the  library  are  to  be,  how  they  are  to  be  provided, 
who  is  involved,  what  quantities  of  materials  will  be  involved,  and 
how  people  are  going  to  move  and  relate  to  these  materials.  Patterns 
of  traffic  become  very  important.  Where  will  the  public  be  going, 
where  will  the  staff  be  going,  how  will  they  move  through  the  build- 
ing? What  is  the  pattern  of  movement  of  materials  within  the  build- 
ing, as  well  as  out  of  and  into  the  building?  How  are  we  to  handle 
new  materials,  materials  in  circulation,  in  reference,  those  being 
taken  from  the  shelves  and  returned,  not  necessarily  to  the  same  de- 
partment? 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  comment  on  the  fine  statement  Joe  made 
about  the  importance  of  relating  the  building  and  the  program  to  the 
community.  A  library  building  should  be  an  outgrowth  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  has  its  being,  whether  this  be  a  college,  a  school, 
a  special  library,  or  a  public  library  community.  It  is  not  something 
set  apart.  If  it  were  we  could  develop  a  single  plan  that  would  be 
satisfactory  to  everyone.  But  if  it  is  to  be  successful  the  library 
should  and  must  be  an  outgrowth  of  the  community  it  serves.  This 
means  knowing  the  history  of  the  community  as  well  as  its  present  di- 
mensions, and  it  requires  projection  of  the  parameters  of  the  present 
[community  into  some  target  date  of  the  future.  The  successful  li- 
brary building  must  be  programmed  and  designed  to  meet  those  who 
will  live  in  the  community  next  year,  the  next  decade,  a  quarter  or 
half  century  from  now. 

So,  as  librarians  we  must  be  able  to  tell  the  architects  in  our  build- 
ing programs  not  only  what  kind  of  a  library  we  want  and  how  it  is 
to  function,  but  also  the  kind  of  people  we  anticipate  it  will  serve.  We 
should  include  all  the  pertinent  socio-economic  data  we  can  find  to 
^describe  the  future  community  residents,  age  levels,  levels  of  educa- 
tion, occupational  and  avocational  interests,  economic  levels,  etc.  This 
information,  combined  with  a  thorough  description  and  discussion 
lof  the  library  functions  and  internal  operations  and  relationships, 
i  should  comprise  the  building  program,  setting  the  stage  for  the  design 
iof  a  facility  suited  to  the  particular  requirements  of  your  community. 

1DISCUSSION 

After  the  presentation  by  Mr.  Jordan  and  the  responses  by  Mr. 
I  Davidson  and  Mr.  Holt,  questions  from  the  floor  were  invited.  Among 
ipiem  were  the  following: 

Q.  What  can  be  done  to  prevent  an  architect  from  insisting  on 
lideas  of  his  own  which  may  not  be  practical  for  libraries?  Mr. 
Jordan:  It  behooves  a  librarian  to  be  familiar  enough  with  architec- 
ture, and  with  the  architect  he  is  dealing  with,  to  be  able  to  set  con- 
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trols  at  the  beginning  of  the  project.  Architect  and  librarian  should 
each  know  enough  of  the  other's  language  to  be  able  to  communicate 
effectively  and  avoid  misunderstandings. 

Q.  What  is  the  role  of  the  library  board  in  planning  a  building? 
Mr.  Holt:  Boards  vary  greatly  in  their  interest  and  involvement  in  a 
building.  It  is  up  to  the  librarian  to  function  as  the  communication 
channel.  The  board  should  trust  him  to  make  the  necessary  internal 
decisions  as  planning  progresses.  The  board  should  be  sufficiently  in- 
volved in  the  program  to  maintain  its  interest  and  support,  but  over- 
involvement  should  be  avoided  because  it  can  delay  progress.  It  can 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  handle. 

Mr.  Jordan  added  that  political  considerations  must  often  be  kept  in 
mind.  With  the  board  often  directly  responsible  to  the  city  council, 
these  considerations  may  affect  the  granting  of  necessary  approvals. 

Q.  What  if  a  board  fails  to  approve  a  program  and  refuses  to  fund 
it?  Mr.  Holt:  It  is  advisable  to  ask  the  board  for  formal  approval 
of  the  program  as  early  as  possible.  It  can  be  changed  if  necessary, 
while  it  would  be  much  more  difficult  to  make  changes  after  plans 
had  already  been  drawn. 

Q.  To  what  extent  should  a  college  faculty  be  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  a  program,  and  how?  Mr.  Davidson:  Faculty  should 
be  involved  through  the  established  library  committee,  or  through  a 
special  committee  or  other  ad  hoc  group.  Students  should  be  involved; 
as  many  interested  groups  as  possible  should  be  involved — in  small 
numbers. 

Q.  Because  librarians  are  not  always  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
mechanical  requirements  of  a  building,  should  the  city  maintenance  i 
and  engineering  departments  be  involved  in  the  early  planning 
stages?  Mr.  Holt:  It  depends  on  the  competence  of  these  depart- 
ments— if  they  are  capable,  they  should  be  brought  into  the  planning 
wherever  possible.  Maintenance  is  particularly  important,  and  good 
advice  is  often  available  from  this  department.  But  such  questions 
should  not  be  turned  over  entirely  to  these  departments — the  li- 
brarian must  retain  the  power  of  decision  at  all  times. 
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REMODEL,  EXPAND,  OR  BUILD?

If  you  have  an  ideal  site,  centrally  located  with  desirable  traffic 
patterns;  if  you  have  a  dedicated  library  board  and  an  enlightened 
city  council  or  other  source  of  financing,  in  a  city  with  a  high  as- 
sessed valuation,  a  reasonable  tax  rate,  good  sales  tax  revenue,  a 
IJ generous  operating  budget,  a  dedicated  staff  and  a  literate  citizenry; 
I  if  you  have  an  architect  with  talent  and  experience  with  whom  you 
I  have  a  rapport — then  you  have  no  reason  to  listen  to  what  I  have 
I  to  say.  In  most  cases,  however,  circumstances  prevent  a  direct  ap- 
proach toward  selecting  a  site,  hiring  an  architect  and  constructing 
la  fine  library  building.  There  are  so  many  factors  that  come  into 
Iplay,  which  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  designing  of  a  library,  that 
I  another  and  perhaps  more  creative  approach  has  to  be  found. 
One  approach  might  well  be  to  expand  the  present  facilities.  This 
can  be  an  appealing  possibility,  particularly  to  an  economy-minded 
city  administrator,  council  or  library  board.  But  this  approach  de- 
mands close  inspection  because  it  is  fraught  with  peril.  It  is  my  ex- 
perience that  most  inadequate  library  facilities  are  not  just  inade- 
quate, but  woefully  inadequate,  disgracefully  inadequate — they  have 
to  be  before  the  citizens  and  their  elected  representatives  will  pay  any 
heed  to  the  librarian  and  his  board.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  been  dead 
over  half  a  century  now,  but  there  are  a  lot  of  his  buildings  still 
around  to  be  buried.  It  is  obvious  that  they  can't  be  remodeled,  be- 
cause they  are  in  that  category  of  woeful  inadequacy. 

Not  all  libraries  are  in  this  condition.  If  you  have  a  library  that  has 
character  and  is  structurally  adequate,  then  it  is  possible  to  take  a 
look  at  it  and  see  if  it  is  worthwhile  to  expand  it.  In  taking  that 
second  look  you  must  consider  many  factors.  Remodeling  is  inher- 
ently a  costly  proposition,  primarily  because  general  contractors  and 
(subcontractors  are  afraid  of  the  unknown.  They  don't  know  what 
jthey  are  going  to  get  into,  and  they  raise  their  bids  accordingly.  There 
are  always  surprises  hidden  underneath  and  discovered  after  the  skin 
pis  torn  away;  and  they  are  usually  costly  surprises.  In  addition,  it 
naturally  costs  more  if  you  must  tear  part  of  the  building  down  before 
jyou  start. 

A  basic  consideration  in  the  decision  to  expand  is  site  adequacy. 
tts  it  really  adequate?  Will  there  be  sufficient  parking  after  the  build- 
|ing  is  expanded  and  is  receiving  greater  use?  Does  the  facility  to  be 
[expanded  have  rest  rooms,  work  rooms,  other  small  cut-up  spaces 
between  the  existing  area  and  the  direction  in  which  you  want  to 
jexpand?  This  can  make  for  a  very  difficult  planning  situation.  Is 
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there  area  on  the  property  in  the  direction  you  want  to  expand,  or  will 
the  property  line  prevent  it?  In  short,  do  site  limitations  dictate  so 
many  compromises  that  the  final  result  is  in  jeopardy? 

After  site,  the  next  considerations  must  be  structural  considera- 
tions. There  are  many  buildings  in  California  that  look  very  strong 
and  sturdy  but  which  were  constructed  before  the  earthquake  laws. 
Many  old  buildings  in  use  may  look  to  be  very  solid  and  strong  but  in 
reality  are  unsafe.  Many  old  buildings  were  built  stone  upon  stone 
with  no  reinforcing  steel  to  tie  them  together.  The  citizenry  can  look 
at  such  a  structure  and  say  that  it  is  built  like  the  Rock  of  Gibraltar, 
it  has  stood  there  for  fifty  years  and  is  good  for  another  fifty.  Such 
is  not  the  case — with  a  good  earthquake  it  could  come  down. 

If  the  building  is  structurally  adequate,  the  next  most  obvious  con- 
siderations would  be  the  mechanical  and  electrical  systems.  Usually 
these  old  buildings,  if  they  are  of  any  age  at  all,  are  out  of  date  both 
mechanically  and  electrically.  They  are  probably  not  air-conditioned 
and  lighting  levels  do  not  meet  present  standards.  We  must  start 
from  the  beginning  in  these  areas.  The  building  shell  is  a  minor  cost — 
a  market,  warehouse  or  industrial  type  structure  can  be  as  low  as  four 
dollars  a  square  foot.  But  you  will  have  to  spend  another  20  dollars 
per  square  foot  on  it,  in  addition  to  taking  care  of  the  maintenance 
items  the  shell  might  have — perhaps  a  roof  that  needs  replacing, 
openings  that  have  to  be  closed  up,  new  doors  and  hardware,  repaint- 
ing, and  many  other  items.  In  most  cases  it  is  cheaper  to  raze  the 
building  and  start  over  than  it  is  to  try  to  use  it.  It  is  difficult  to  get 
this  point  across,  and  the  best  way  is  usually  to  call  in  an  outside  ex- 
pert to  tell  you  how  inadequate  the  building  is.  Nobody  in  town  will 
be  believed. 

Another  possibility  might  be  to  find  another  building  that  is  being 
used  for  a  different  purpose.  You  might  be  able  to  find  a  good  solid 
building,  one  built  more  recently  than  the  Carnegie  libraries,  that  is 
structurally  adequate  and  that  will  have  other  features  compatible 
with  library  use.  A  supermarket,  a  furniture  or  department  store, 
even  a  warehouse — any  well-situated,  structurally  sound  building  in 
relatively  good  condition  might  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

We  were  involved  in  a  project  a  few  years  ago  in  the  City  of  Com- 
merce. They  had  a  large  warehouse  of  approximately  40,000  square 
feet  of  which  15,000  square  feet  were  being  used  for  city  hall  pur- 
poses, leaving  25,000  square  feet  of  available  space.  The  city  wanted 
to  face-lift  the  outside  of  the  entire  building  and  put  a  library  and 
city  council  chambers  in  the  remaining  area.  This  was  a  case  in  which 
remodeling  seemed  to  make  a  great  deal  of  sense — they  had  the  prop- 
erty, the  front  part  of  the  building  was  in  good  condition,  the  offices 
were  usable,  and  there  was  no  more  land  available.  The  building  was 
at  dock  height,  about  Z\  feet  above  ground,  wide  open,  with  spans 
approximately  20  feet  in  one  direction  and  50  feet  in  the  other.  It  was 
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a  corner  property  so  that  the  library  could  have  its  own  identity 
around  the  corner  from  City  Hall.  The  site  was  large  and  there  was 
plenty  of  parking. 

We  had  our  troubles,  even  though  we  had  a  clean  open  building 
with  which  to  work.  We  were  limited  on  ceiling  height,  but  were  able 
to  maintain  it  at  slightly  over  10  feet  which  was  not  too  low.  We  put 
a  270-seat,  sloped-noor  auditorium  in  the  council  chamber.  It  can  be 
used  for  lectures,  films,  and  other  purposes,  and  is  available  to  the 
library  as  well  as  to  the  Council.  We  were  able  to  put  in  a  sloped 
floor  by  excavating  downward,  thus  raising  the  ceiling  height.  We 
boxed  in  some  of  the  overhead  trusses  and  were  able  to  get  a  nice 
effect  even  with  the  limitations.  We  also  installed  restrooms  and  quite 
an  elaborate  foyer  in  addition  to  the  library  areas. 

We  spent  approximately  15  dollars  a  square  foot  on  the  interior 
of  the  library.  It  is  difficult  to  prorate  the  exterior  costs,  but  I  would 
estimate  them  to  be  five  to  six  dollars  more,  making  a  total  cost  of 
between  20  and  21  dollars  a  square  foot.  Had  we  designed  a  new 
j building  at  that  time  we  could  have  spent  the  21  dollars  per  square 
foot  and  accomplished  the  same  thing  without  the  limitations  found 
in  the  old  building.  However,  those  limitations  were  relatively  minor, 
and  we  felt  that  the  result  was  quite  good. 

There  was  one  fortunate  circumstance.  We  found  that  the  floor 
was  so  poorly  finished  that  we  couldn't  put  down  the  tile  that  the 
|City  Council  had  insisted  we  use.  The  contractor's  price  for  patching 
and  rebuilding  the  floor  was  so  staggeringly  high  that  we  turned  to  a 
more  economical  material,  and  we  carpeted  the  library.  Usually  the 
jsurprises  found  in  remodeling  are  not  that  pleasant. 

I  might  mention  some  factors  you  can  keep  in  mind  in  regard  to 
construction  in  general.  The  structural  shell  of  the  building,  as  I 
mentioned  earlier,  is  a  relatively  minor  part  of  the  total  cost  of  a  li- 
brary building.  Today's  more  sophisticated  buildings  demand  higher 
lighting  levels,  proper  air-conditioning,  and  better  interior  atmos- 
pheres, acoustically  as  well  as  esthetically.  Electrical  costs  can  run  as 
pigh  as  ten  to  fifteen  percent  of  the  total  cost.  Mechanical  costs,  in- 
cluding plumbing  and  air-conditioning,  can  easily  run  up  to  25  per- 
cent. So  you  must  look  very  closely  at  an  old  tired  building,  and  must 
realize  that  you  will  have  to  spend  these  large  sums  for  electrical  and 
Imechanical  systems  in  addition  to  other  remodelling  costs. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  few  comments  on  new  construction.  This  is 
p  subject  dear  to  all  our  hearts,  and  it  is  the  easiest  and  most  enjoy- 
able part  of  the  whole  situation.  With  the  agonizing  problems  of  site 
selection,  financing,  and  selling  the  project  to  the  community  taken 
(care  of,  we  can  begin  to  enjoy  ourselves  as  we  are  with  a  current 
project,  the  Glendora  Library.  The  basic  concept  of  this  facility  grew 
put  of  the  search  for  a  more  economical  and  creative  use  of  the  land. 
On  the  master  plan  for  the  civic  center  which  we  did  several  years 
pgo,  we  located  the  future  city  hall  and  the  police  facility  on  the  civic 
(center  site,  and  we  planned  to  use  the  present  very  small  library  for 
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a  community  building.  The  library  was  to  be  on  another  site.  The  for- 
mer librarian  and  the  city  planner  realized  that  if  we  could  put  the 
library  on  the  civic  center  site  also,  the  money  that  would  have  to  be 
spent  for  a  site — some  quarter  of  a  million  dollars — could  be  spent 
on  a  building.  The  planner  conceived  the  idea  of  using  the  natural 
slope  of  the  land  by  excavating  so  that  the  north  end  of  the  library 
roof  came  close  to  grade,  and  using  the  roof  of  the  main  portion  of 
the  library  as  a  large  plaza,  thereby  maintaining  open  space.  We 
could  then  make  double  use  of  the  site  by  raising  the  future  city 
hall  up  one  floor  above  the  plaza,  creating  half  an  acre  of  plaza  with 
half  an  acre  of  library  underneath.  On  or  adjoining  the  plaza,  a  forum 
or  meeting  space  would  be  planned,  mainly  for  library  use  but  for 
other  community  uses  as  well.  From  this  concept,  we  developed  the 
final  design  that  has  been  so  well  received. 

We  have  made  a  model  of  the  project,  and  some  photographs  of 
the  model  are  included  in  the  exhibits.  I  would  strongly  recommend 
the  use  of  models  if  you  can  find  the  funds  for  them.  They  are  ex- 
pensive, but  they  do  show  very  graphically,  especially  to  the  layman, 
what  the  project  will  be.  They  can  be  a  great  tool  in  selling  the  proj- 
ect to  the  community  and  they  can  assist  the  architect  in  his  final 
design.  After  study  of  the  Glendora  Library  model,  we  are  making 
some  changes  in  the  design.  They  are  minor,  but  they  are  important 
refinements. 

In  closing  I  would  say  that  the  pressures  to  remodel,  make  do,  get 
by  are  great;  however,  the  compromises  in  efficiency  of  operation,  in 
level  of  service  that  can  be  provided  are  usually  greater.  It  is  a  rare 
case  when  remodelling  of  an  older  building  is  the  best  long-range 
solution. 

DISCUSSION 

Asked  about  the  extra  cost  of  providing  for  parking  on  the  roof  or 
in  an  excavation  under  the  building,  Mr.  Anthony  replied  that  either 
can  be  done  successfully.  Rooftop  parking  is  not  particularly  expen- 
sive to  build;  it  is  somewhat  more  expensive  to  raise  the  building  for 
parking  underneath. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  wide  variation  in  the  cost  per  square 
foot  of  library  buildings,  and  Mr.  Anthony  noted  that  this  results 
both  from  actual  differences  in  costs  and  also  from  different  methods 
of  counting  the  cost. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  possibility  that  jurisdictions 
might  enter  into  competition  with  each  other  to  build  the  largest 
library.  It  was  pointed  out  that  factors  other  than  prestige  (zoning, 
for  example)  also  entered  into  the  determination  of  size. 
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PLANNING  LIBRARY  BUILDINGS  FOR  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS 

Howard  M.  Rowe

In  the  years  that  I  have  been  attending  library  building  institutes 
and  workshops  at  both  state  and  national  levels,  I  have  noticed  that 
there  are  usually  several  different  types  of  individuals  or  groups  in 
attendance  at  these  gatherings: 

1.  Those  who  hope  that  someday  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  plan 
a  library  building. 

2.  Those  who  learned  just  last  week  that  suddenly  they  have  the 
responsibility  for  planning  a  library  building.  (You  can  usually  spot 
this  group;  they  have  good  sharp  pencils,  plenty  of  pads  of  paper,  and 
stay  awake.  Members  of  this  group  are  usually  accompanied  by  a 
recently  selected  project  architect  or  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Trustees.) 

3.  The  experienced  library  planners,  the  perennial  attenders,  the 
sometime  consultants  who  attend  to  see  "what's  new,  if  anything." 
Members  of  this  group  are  usually  somewhat  critical  of  participant 
presentations,  and  ask  most  of  the  questions  in  the  question  and 
answer  period. 

4.  The  architects  who,  for  the  most  part,  hope  sincerely  to  gain 
insight  into  viewpoints  of  librarians — to  get  a  feeling  or  sensing  of  the 
thinking  of  librarians  in  the  process  of  planning  library  buildings. 

These  observations  are  made  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  not  just 
one  audience  is  assembled  before  the  speakers,  but  at  least  four  or 
more  different  audiences,  all  hoping  that  the  speakers  will  touch  upon 
something  of  vital  interest  for  them. 

The  concept  of  larger  units  of  service  is  not  new  to  public 
librarians,  but  today,  California  public  librarians  speak  somewhat 
knowingly  about  cooperative  library  system  networks  providing  li- 
brary service  to  from  one  to  eight  counties  with  common  access  to  all 
libraries  by  patrons  residing  in  the  geographic  areas  served  by  these 
system  libraries.  Although  the  cooperative  library  systems  concept  is 
a  fairly  recent  approach  to  library  service  and  systems  organization  in 
California,  there  has  been  sufficient  experience  on  the  part  of  librar- 
ians (here  and  elsewhere),  and  acceptance  of  the  service  program  of 
systems  on  the  part  of  patrons,  to  learn  that  the  systems  concept  is 
practical  and  does  offer  almost  unlimited  opportunities  to  improve 
efficiency  in  operations  and,  hopefully,  will  continue  to  offer  a  greater 
variety  of  services  to  patrons. 
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At  this  particular  point  in  the  development  of  library  systems, 
little  or  nothing  appears  in  the  literature  that  treats  specifically  the 
subject  of  planning  library  buildings  that  will  function  as  part  of 
library  systems.  A  few  library  administrators  were  fortunate  at  the 
time  of  entering  system  membership  to  have  a  relatively  new  library 
building  which  contained  sufficient  space  to  permit  the  undertaking  of 
certain  system  functions.  Others  had  to  accommodate  system  opera- 
tions in  limited  space,  and  a  very  few  were  able  to  renovate  or  slightly 
enlarge  existing  quarters  to  provide  needed  space  for  system  opera- 
tions. In  a  survey  conducted  in  California  a  few  months  ago,  it  was 
discovered  that  only  one  building  was  designed  specifically  to  serve  as 
a  systems  headquarters  building,  and  one  other  system  rented  quarters 
to  serve  as  the  system  headquarters.  Probably  something  could  be 
learned  about  planning  buildings  for  system  use  by  observing  the 
adequacies  or  inadequacies  of  these  two  buildings  relative  to  system 
operations. 

However,  it  will  be  through  the  experience  of  librarians  who  are 
now  attempting  to  carry  on  the  functions  of  library  systems  in  present 
buildings  that  we  will  learn  the  most  about  planning  for  future  sys- 
tems buildings.  We  have  learned  a  little  at  this  point.  We  do  know 
that  the  library  in  the  system  with  the  best  collection  will  have  an 
increase  in  patronage  from  the  geographic  area  served  by  the  system. 
This  situation  creates  a  need  for  additional  books  in  specialized  areas, 
more  personnel,  and  more  seating  capacity  in  these  buildings.  Most 
member  libraries  acquiring  teletype  equipment  for  system  use  had  to 
put  the  equipment  in  available  space.  We  know  that  such  equipment 
does  make  noise,  and  noise  of  this  nature  is  distracting  to  staff  and 
patron  alike.  Specially  designed  areas  are  needed  for  this  and  other 
noise-producing  equipment. 

Perhaps  the  most  dramatic  change  was  in  the  dispersal  of  functions 
among  system  members.  In  most  systems,  the  library  assuming  the 
responsibility  for  system  fiscal  affairs  became  the  headquarters  li- 
brary and  assumed  certain  administrative  duties  for  system  members. 
Perhaps  these  added  duties  put  little  or  no  space  burden  upon  these 
libraries,  but  undoubtedly  efficient  space  planning  for  these  duties 
would  improve  the  efficiency  of  operation. 

Usually,  the  library  in  the  system  most  capable  of  doing  acquisition 
and  processing  of  materials  had  these  functions  for  the  system  cen- 
tralized in  this  library.  Here  again  adaptation  of  available  space  was 
the  course  of  action.  Certainly  many  innovations  producing  greater 
efficiency  are  possible  in  a  well-planned  area  to  carry  on  these  impor- 
tant centralized  functions.  Other  libraries  in  systems  assumed  func- 
tions for  member  libraries  such  as  audio-visual  centers,  document 
centers,  and  certain  subject  specializations.  To  assume  these  functions 
most  libraries  had  to  accommodate  them  as  best  they  could  in  avail- 
able space — sometimes  to  the  detriment  of  ongoing  programs.  With 
these  examples  of  changes  in  functional  organization,  what  course  of 
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action  might  be  pursued  logically  in  planning  buildings  for  coopera- 
tive library  systems? 

If  the  aim  of  cooperative  library  systems  is  service  to  all  people, 
then  it  follows  that  all  activities  undertaken  by  system  librarians  are 
means  to  this  end.  Buildings  and  equipment  provide  the  physical 
means  for  achieving  high  levels  of  service. 

A  comparatively  new  administrative  arrangement  guides  the  activi- 
ties of  the  system.  This  is  administration  by  committee.  The  con- 
tractual arrangements  between  member  libraries  give  this  (executive) 
committee  a  strong  measure  of  control  and  responsibility  for  system 
activities.  It  appears  logical  that  any  system  program,  building  or 
otherwise,  should  concern  this  administrative  group.  Therefore,  this 
committee  should  have  the  responsibility  of  judging  how  a  specific 
building  will  fit  into  and  contribute  to  the  total  system  program.  The 
committee  should  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  the  assignment  of 
specific  services  or  operational  functions  to  planned  buildings.  Al- 
though the  building  may  be  partially  financed  by  a  local  political  sub- 
division, the  objective  should  be  to  fit  the  building  to  the  best  possible 
use  within  the  system.  The  local  patronage  should  benefit  from  sys- 
tem-wide services.  Planning  should  be  on  a  system-wide  basis  in 
keeping  with  an  adopted  master  plan. 

In  non-system  areas  it  is  possible  for  libraries  in  different  political 
subdivisions  to  be  constructed  within  blocks  of  each  other.  With  the 
system-wide  concept  of  accessibility,  the  geographic  area  served  by 
the  system  should  be  the  area  planning  unit  rather  than  the  political 
subdivision.  User  and  area  surveys  or  studies  should  extend  beyond 
these  single  political  subdivisions  and  become  system-wide.  Only  when 
the  administrators  of  member  libraries  think  in  terms  of  system 
development  can  the  library  attain  the  full  benefits  of  this  modern 
approach  to  library  service.  It  is  a  reasonable  suggestion  that  adminis- 
trators of  non-system  libraries  who  are  planning  buildings  should 
consult  with  the  administrative  group  of  the  system  which  the  non- 
system  library  might  logically  join  at  some  future  date. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  systems  librarians  can  anticipate  greater 
functional  dispersal  among  member  libraries,  as  well  as  improved 
communications  both  surface  and  electronically.  There  will  be  greater 
use  of  microforms  to  save  space  and  to  improve  quick  communication. 
The  attractive  costs  and  information  capacity  of  microforms,  espe- 
cially microfiche  (sheet  film),  can  allow  libraries  to  achieve  much 
higher  levels  of  service  to  users.  The  field  of  reprography  has  pro- 
vided significant  equipment  advances  that  have  improved  the  copying 
process  both  in  terms  of  quality  and  cost.  We  can  anticipate  greater 
use  of  automation.  A  recent  report  concerning  technology  in  libraries 
states : 

Less  than  three  percent  of  the  approximately  25,000  libraries  in 
the  United  States  are  making  use  of  data-processing  equipment. 
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Most  of  these  libraries  have  focused  on  only  one  or,  perhaps, 
two  library  functions.  The  functions  that  have  thus  far  received 
the  most  attention  are  those  of  serial  management,  the  account- 
ing portions  of  the  acquisition  process,  and  circulation  control. 
Attention  has  also  been  paid  to  cataloging,  particularly  the  pro- 
duction of  book  form  catalogs,  and  to  a  much  less  extent  the 
reference  functions.1 

Some  system  libraries  have  access  to  computer  equipment,  and 
more  anticipate  greater  use  of  electronic  data  processing  equipment. 
Although  the  contribution  of  automation  to  greater  efficiency  in  li- 
brary operations  in  the  very  near  future  remains  to  be  seen,  it  would 
be  foolhardy  not  to  recognize  the  need  for  planning  for  the  housing 
of  anticipated  equipment  in  buildings  of  the  future.  Even  with  our 
capacity  for  anticipation,  it  is  very  difficult  to  look  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy  too  far  into  the  future.  We  can  study  trends,  we  can  use 
to  good  advantage  the  results  of  research  in  problem  areas,  and  most 
of  all  we  can  apply  educated  guesses  about  the  future.  With  our  pres- 
ent knowledge  about  developing  service  patterns,  expanding  needs, 
and  trends  in  programs  of  library  systems,  what  criteria,  principles 
or  guidelines  might  be  considered  in  planning  buildings  which  will 
become  important  elements  in  cooperative  library  systems? 

1.  Perhaps  we  should  not  build  our  libraries  with  the  idea  that 
they  will  be  used  for  library  service  until  they  lose  all  or  most  of  their 
usefulness  and  become,  for  want  of  a  better  term,  "historical  monu- 
ments." Perhaps  we  should  plan  for  a  shorter  use  period.  Not  twenty 
to  forty  years,  but  ten  to  twenty  with  carefully  built-in  expansion 
possibilities  as  part  of  the  original  plan. 

2.  Prospective  architects  should  be  thoroughly  indoctrinated  in  the 
systems  concept  to  permit  them  to  plan  the  physical  aspects  of  the 
building  which  will  permit  the  building  to  contribute  to  the  total  sys- 
tems program.  It  is  acknowledged  that  this  sort  of  planning  takes 
vision,  but  architects  are  visionary  individuals  as  well  as  being  ex- 
ceedingly practical. 

3.  Buildings  should  be  planned  as  part  of  the  total  system,  al- 
though the  immediate  purpose  may  be  to  serve  a  particular  political 
subdivision. 

4.  Because  of  possible  changing  patterns  of  service,  and  the  need 
to  accommodate  sudden  changes  in  systems  programs,  all  buildings 
should  contain  a  considerable  element  of  flexibility. 

5.  All  shelving  should  be  free-standing  to  permit  moving  as  needed. 
It  should  also  be  adjustable  to  be  capable  of  housing  different  types 
of  communications  media. 

6.  Certain  library  activities  should  be  grouped  to  permit  taking  ad- 
vantage of  future  developments  in  the  area  of  information  retrieval.

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7.  Careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  wiring  system  of  the 
building.  There  should  be  ample  provision  made  for  running  cables 
out  of  the  building  to  reach  future  computer  facilities.  There  should 
be  electrical  output  flexibility  between  floors  and  horizontally  in  each 
floor.  The  use  of  double  floors  to  carry  cables  should  be  considered. 

8.  Careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  air-conditioning  equip- 
ment. It  may  be  wise  to  consider  initial  installation  of  oversized  ducts 
to  provide  for  expansion  of  the  system.  Computer  tapes  and  some 
microforms  may  require  controlled  temperatures.  Dust  control  should 
be  considered.  Magnetic  tapes  may  be  affected  by  dust. 

9.  Since  we  anticipate  the  greater  use  of  mechanical  equipment, 
care  should  be  exercised  in  providing  sufficient  and  adequate  acous- 
tics. All  machines  are  noisy  and  they  should  be  placed  in  planned 
areas  to  lessen  the  noise  distraction. 

10.  Future  modifications  will  probably  be  trade-offs  in  space  rather 
than  need  for  additional  space. 

It  is  often  assumed  that  through  the  greater  use  of  microforms, 
space  needs  for  storage  may  be  reduced.  This  may  be  true,  but  in 
estimating  total  space  requirements,  the  situation  may  be  that  as 
libraries  acquire  more  materials  and  a  diversity  of  materials,  greater 
patron  use  of  these  materials  will  require  space  consideration  for 
people.  Space  will  also  be  required  to  house  equipment  needed  to 
utilize  the  microforms — so,  again  we  may  have  trade-off  in  space. 

Many  questions  need  to  be  considered  in  planning  buildings  for 
library  systems: 

1.  Organizational  psychologists  tell  us  that  good  organization  is 
not  confined  to  producing  goods  and  services,  but  attention  must  also 
be  paid  to  the  personnel  that  produces  the  goods  and  services.  Should 
greater  attention  be  given  to  the  comforts  of  the  staff  (lighting,  ven- 
tilation, flooring,  acoustics,  colors,  parking,  seating,  equipment,  work 
environment)  ?  Should  the  staff  have  a  greater  role  in  planning  build- 
ings for  library  systems? 

2.  Do  we  need  to  develop  a  set  of  building  standards  which  will 
be  helpful  to  those  responsible  for  planning  system  libraries? 

3.  Should  public  library  systems  forget  about  trying  to  be  all  things 
to  all  people  and  depend  upon  other  types  of  libraries  in  the  geo- 
graphic area  to  provide  the  more  specialized  types  of  materials?  If 
this  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  statement,  how  will  such  procedure 
affect  the  planning  of  buildings  for  library  systems? 

The  cooperative  library  systems  concept  will  require  careful  at- 
tention from  librarians  in  planning  future  buildings  if  these  buildings 
are  to  contribute  to  further  development  of  library  systems  and  im- 
proved service  to  patrons. 
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DISCUSSION 

There  was  discussion  of  the  various  types  of  microform  now  in 
use,  and  of  the  storage  of  microfilm  in  libraries.  The  question  was 
raised  of  the  usefulness  of  the  book  catalog  as  compared  to  the  card 
catalog.  Users  of  the  former  described  the  space  factor  as  comparable 
and  the  book  catalog  as  less  expensive.  The  flexibility  of  the  book 
catalog  was  praised;  they  can  be  placed  wherever  needed  in  the  li- 
brary, as  well  as  in  local  schools,  other  libraries,  etc.  Maintenance 
was  described  as  no  more  difficult  than  for  the  card  catolog. 

Coit  Coolidge,  chairman  for  this  session,  asked  for  opinions  on 
whether  library  staff  members  should  take  part  in  the  planning  of  a 
new  building.  John  Anderson,  Librarian,  San  Francisco  Public  Li- 
brary, spoke  in  favor;  the  administration,  he  noted,  cannot  know  all 
the  requirements  of  a  building.  Staff  can  learn  from  the  experience 
also ;  by  looking  critically  at  work  patterns  during  the  planning  proc- 
ess, they  might  be  able  to  improve  some  of  these  immediately. 

Mr.  Coolidge  asked  for  discussion  of  whether  a  library  system 
should  have  its  own  headquarters  building.  A  statement  opposing  this 
was  made  by  Ray  Holt,  and  one  in  favor  by  Mrs.  Marialice  Maxwell, 
Solano  County  Librarian. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  use  of  microforms  by  the  public, 
and  of  the  future  of  data  processing  and  computers  in  libraries.  Mr. 
Holt  stated  that  libraries  should  look  to  eventual  on-line  use  of  com- 
puters, not  simply  printouts  of  needed  material.  Mr.  Rowe  discussed 
the  usefulness  of  compact  storage,  and  State  Librarian  Mrs.  Carma 
Leigh  mentioned  that  it  is  in  use  in  libraries  throughout  the  state  of 
Victoria,  Australia. 
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A  NEW  LIBRARY  BUILDING  FOR  LOS  ANGELES 

Harold  L.  Hamill

Some  five  or  six  years  ago  we  began  to  talk  about  the  fact  that  our 
distinguished  old  building,  designed  by  Bertram  G.  Goodhue  and 
opened  in  1926,  was  becoming  outdated,  hard  to  live  with,  and  badly 
crowded.  Two  or  three  years  ago  we  had  to  take  200,000  volumes 
out  of  our  collection  and  put  them  in  storage.  In  December,  1966,  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  issued  their  first  statement  on  the 
need  for  a  new,  functional,  modern  building  to  replace  the  old  one, 
and  said  that  in  their  opinion  the  present  location  at  Fifth  and  Grand 
streets  in  downtown  Los  Angeles  was  probably  the  best  site.  That 
was  three  years  ago,  and  we  have  had  nothing  but  controversy  ever 
since.  Some  people  have  refused  to  believe  that  the  distinguished  old 
building  is  not  functional  or  not  perfect  in  every  respect. 

We  submitted  a  bond  issue  to  the  people  of  Los  Angeles  in  the 
spring  of  1967,  asking  for  $58,000,000  to  build  a  new  central  library 
on  this  site  and  to  refurbish  our  branch  system  completely.  The 
proposition  failed  by  a  substantial  margin — we  needed  a  two-thirds 
majority  and  got  less  than  50  percent.  After  we  were  defeated,  and 
after  much  controversy  about  the  central  library  and  where  it  should 
be  located,  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  in  January,  1968 
asked  Mayor  Yorty  to  appoint  a  committee  of  city  department  heads 
to  restudy  this  matter  in  detail.  The  Mayor  appointed  the  committee, 
which  consisted  of  the  City  Administrative  Officer,  the  City  Librarian, 
the  department  heads  of  city  planning,  off-street  traffic,  parking  au- 
thority and  public  works,  and  the  City  Attorney.  This  committee  has 
worked  very  hard  in  the  past  2 1  months,  has  had  scores  of  meetings, 
and  has  reviewed  and  reexamined  the  whole  proposition.  A  few  months 
ago  they  made  a  new  report  and  a  new  recommendation,  which  was 
that,  all  things  considered,  the  present  location  was  the  best  location. 

As  part  of  our  committee  work  we  had  a  study  made  by  the  In- 
stitute of  Library  Research  at  UCLA,  of  the  users  of  the  central  li- 
brary. Some  5,000  to  6,000  people  a  day  come  in.  They  were  asked 
about  their  age,  occupation,  education,  means  of  reaching  the  library, 
reasons  for  using  it,  frequency  of  use,  and  residence,  among  other 
questions.  To  no  one's  surprise  we  found  that  users  came  from  all 
over  southern  California  as  well  as  from  all  over  the  city.  What  was 
surprising  and  perhaps  significant  was  what  we  learned  about  the 
distance  users  lived  from  the  library.  A  great  number  said  that  they 
lived  within  five  miles  or  so  of  the  library,  even  though  downtown 
Los  Angeles  has  few  residential  sections.  Many  said  they  came  from

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within  ten  miles.  Thousands  came  from  20  and  30  miles  away,  and 
from  as  far  away  as  San  Diego.  There  was  a  very  close  relationship 
between  distance  traveled  and  use  of  the  library.  We  also  learned 
that  over  two-thirds  of  our  users  were  men. 

After  all  this  information  had  been  gathered  and  evaluated  very 
carefully,  the  surveyors  reported  to  us  that  in  their  opinion  the  pres- 
ent site  was  an  excellent  one,  and  probably  the  best  one.  They  added 
that  there  was  no  way  to  prove  that  another  site  would  not  be  as  good, 
provided  it  were  not  too  far  away;  but  they  did  seem  to  confirm 
what  we  had  originally  said  back  in  1966. 

Our  subcommittees  then  went  to  work  and  a  few  months  ago  pro- 
duced a  report  recommending  that,  if  the  present  site  can  be  proved 
to  be  capable  of  supporting  a  new  library  by  its  own  value,  a  new 
one  should  be  built  there.  Their  criteria  for  locating  on  the  present 
site  or  anywhere  else  in  the  central  city  were  centrality,  accessibility, 
and  a  sense  of  place  and  pride.  Centrality  is  defined  as  the  heart  of 
the  city's  business,  civic,  and  cultural  activities,  the  place  in  which 
the  major  concentration  of  human  interest  occurs,  rather  than  the 
geographical  center  or  the  center  of  population.  It  was  agreed,  second, 
that  the  library  should  be  at  a  point  of  greatest  accessibility  by  auto- 
mobile; where  sufficient  parking  can  be  provided;  where  access  by 
foot  is  available  to  the  greatest  possible  number  of  residents;  and 
where  access  by  public  transportation  is  most  convenient,  or  will  be 
when  rapid  transit  plans  are  fulfilled.  The  third  criterion,  "a  sense 
of  place  and  pride,"  may  be  defined  as  a  location  which  provides 
ready  visibility  to  large  numbers  of  citizens,  attractive  and  inviting 
surroundings,  and  ready  incorporation  into  the  city's  master  plan  for 
development  of  the  central  city. 

That  brings  us  up  to  date  on  the  reports  and  investigations.  The 
trouble  is  that  too  few  people  are  willing  to  accept  the  conclusions. 
Everyone  has  his  own  opinion  and  opinions  are  divided.  Some  feel 
that  to  tear  down  the  present  library  or  even  destroy  a  blade  of  grass 
would  be  a  barbaric  act. 

In  July  of  1969  Mayor  Yorty,  on  his  own  initiative,  recommended 
that  a  combined  library  and  academy  of  the  performing  arts  (which 
had  previously  been  projected)  be  built  on  the  site  immediately  south 
of  the  Music  Center  in  downtown  Los  Angeles,  and  that  they  be 
jointly  financed  by  the  city  and  county.  The  idea  is  still  pending  but 
I  think  that  it  will  die.  There  was  some  talk  that  this  would  be  a  good 
time  to  combine  the  city  and  county  libraries,  but  various  city  offices 
made  it  clear  that  they  were  emphatically  against  the  merger  of  the 
two  libraries. 

Then,  approximately  two  months  ago,  much  space  was  given  in  the 
newspapers  to  the  idea  of  placing  the  library  in  what  is  being  called 
The  Educational  Square.  This  is  a  slum  area  at  present,  located  be- 
tween Third,  Sixth,  and  Wall  Streets  in  Los  Angeles,  southeast  of 
City  Hall.  Some  insurance  companies  are  said  to  be  willing  and  ready 
to  spend  over  $100,000,000  to  rebuild  the  area.  It  would  include  cul- 
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tural  and  auditorium  facilities,  and  the  library  would  be  the  true 
center  of  it  all.  The  scheme  does  not  seem  to  have  much  backing  by 
those  in  political  power. 

The  Southern  California  Chapter  of  the  AIA  has  a  new  plan  which 
is  based  upon  their  complete  opposition  to  the  destruction  of  the  old 
building  or  any  of  the  grass  around  it.  Their  suggestion  is  that  we 
buy  the  Bible  Institute  property  next  door  and  build  an  annex.  We 
could  then  alter  the  present  1926  building  and  have  a  very  fine  fa- 
cility, all  for  $17,000,000.  I  do  not  believe  this  plan  is  workable — 
the  present  building,  with  its  walls  three  to  five  feet  thick,  cannot  be 
made  functional.  What  the  plan  does  not  provide,  furthermore,  is 
any  financing  for  any  of  this. 

We  are  convinced  that  a  bond  issue  for  a  new  central  library  in  Los 
Angeles  will  not  pass  in  the  next  several  years  or  even  decades.  We 
have  plans  for  another  bond  issue  for  something  like  $30,000,000  to 
build  branch  libraries  and  other  facilities;  but  we  believe  that  any 
plans  for  the  central  building  will  have  to  be  based  on  the  value  of 
the  present  site.  This  site  appears  to  be  worth  something  like  $25,- 
000,000  in  cold  cash.  With  the  activity  going  on  around  us — Atlantic- 
Richfield,  Dillingham  Corporation,  the  Stock  Exchange,  and  the 
whole  Bunker  Hill  area — around  half  a  billion  dollars  of  construction 
is  on  the  drawing  boards  or  already  in  process.  There  is  a  possibility 
that  the  piece  of  land  we  now  occupy  may  in  time  become  the  most 
valuable  lot  in  America.  There  we  sit,  facing  a  considerable  dilemma 
— and  this  little  story  has  no  ending. 

I  predict  that  it  will  be  two  or  three  more  years  before  the  basic 
decisions  are  made.  I  have  read  that  Mayor  Yorty  has  said  he  would 
turn  the  problem  over  to  Greater  Los  Angeles  Plans.  This  is  a  group 
which  is  producing  a  very  good,  big  convention  center  at  Eleventh 
and  Figueroa  streets.  Our  relief  may  come  from  this  group  in  due 
time.  There  is  also  a  Central  City  Committee,  a  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary committee.  Dr.  Piper's  committee  of  eleven  city  department 
heads,  and  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  which,  if  it  will, 
has  the  authority  to  make  a  determination. 

I  want  to  say  a  little  about  our  branch  system.  We  have  built  32 
branch  libraries  in  the  last  20  years,  ond  our  system  is  ahead  of  every 
other  library  in  the  country  in  circulation.  We  are  proud  of  our  sys- 
tem and  the  good  things  we  have  done,  but  we  have  made  a  lot  of 
mistakes.  We  never  seem  to  tell  about  our  mistakes  in  these  library 
conferences  and  institutes.  In  our  case,  we  did  a  lot  of  good  work  in 
building  28  branches  through  a  branch  bond  issue  and  four  others 
from  general  funds — but  we  built  them  too  small.  We  built  branches 
of  5,000  and  6,000  square  feet  from  plans  made  in  1956.  We  made 
some  unrealistic  estimates  of  the  cost  of  lots  we  wanted  to  buy — one 
lot  for  which  we  had  budgeted  $30,000  eventually  cost  us  $53,000. 
This  is  the  kind  of  mistake  we  can  make  when  we  build  libraries. 
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There  is  room  for  a  thousand  mistakes  in  a  simple  6,000-square-foot 
building. 

The  first  mistake  you  can  make,  of  course,  is  in  the  selection  of  an 
architect.  I  think  I  have  a  fairly  good  acquaintence  with  architects, 
and  the  point,  of  course,  is  that  they  are  human  beings  and  there  are 
good,  bad,  and  indifferent  ones.  They  have  to  be  salesmen,  to  sell 
themselves;  they  have  to  be  designers  and  engineers,  they  have  to 
watch  out  for  crooked  builders.  We  made  some  mistakes  in  selecting 
architects,  but  we  also  had  some  excellent  ones.  Building  a  library  of 
any  kind  is  an  enormous  challenge,  it  is  a  chance  to  be  creative  and 
to  practice  librarianship  in  the  highest  terms — but  it  is  a  golden 
opportunity  to  make  mistakes. 

Looking  to  the  future,  we  do  have  a  plan.  It  is  a  plan  without  any 
money  attached  to  it  at  the  present  time.  It  will  provide  a  central 
library,  I  think,  somewhere  downtown.  It  will  build  a  number  of 
branches  from  SO  to  75  percent  larger  than  the  ones  we  built  between 
1957  and  1964.  We  plan  to  build  a  $6,000,000  Area  Library,  housing 
up  to  500,000  volumes  and  with  a  limited  departmental  approach,  for 
the  San  Fernando  Valley.  I  do  not  think  that  we  are  anywhere  near 
the  reality  of  submitting  all  this  to  the  voters  or  of  getting  the  central 
library  problem  solved.  It  is  not  an  era  of  good  feeling,  what  with  the 
Vietnamese  war,  social  problems  of  violence,  school  unrest,  and  so 
on,  that  plague  our  times.  However,  we  must  be  optimistic,  and  I  am. 
I  am  convinced  that  eventually  a  new  central  library  will  be  built, 
which  I  hope  will  be  one  of  the  great  and  exciting  public  libraries  of 
America,  and  it  can  be  if  an  outstanding  architect  is  chosen.  And  I 
believe  that  people  will  go  back  to  passing  bond  issues,  in  less  abrasive 
times.  I  have  confidence  that  these  plans  which  we  have  been  making 
for  six  years  now  will  someday  become  a  reality,  and  we  will  be  able 
to  boast  that  our  mistakes  were  smaller  than  they  have  been  in  the 
past. 
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WHY  HIRE  AN  INTERIOR  DESIGNER?

"Why  try  to  do  it  yourself — you  have  a  full-time  job.  Your  designer 
is  in  a  profession  of  his  own,  one  which  is  not  necessarily  your  forte." 
I  like  this  remark  made  by  Dan  Gibson  of  the  Beverly  Hills  USD 
Library  to  another  librarian.  I  would  like  to  build  on  it  by  examining 
four  questions  that  always  seem  to  arise  when  I  am  approaching  a 
client.  They  could  be  considered  planning  considerations  for  you,  if 
you  are  beginning  to  put  together  a  budget,  or  if  you  have  a  budget 
and  are  thinking  of  hiring  a  designer. 

Before  doing  this,  I  would  like  to  distinguish  between  a  designer 
and  a  decorator.  A  designer  sells  time  only.  He  has  the  capability  to 
detail  built-ins  and  storage  or  other  special  features  in  the  empty 
shell  of  a  building.  He  is  sensitive  to  scale  and  proportion,  and  he 
also  knows  construction.  He  may  be  a  frustrated  architect,  but  knows 
the  furniture  industry  well.  I  look  upon  a  decorator  as  one  who  works 
with  furniture,  selection  of  fabrics,  and  things  of  this  nature.  For  the 
most  part,  unless  a  special  contract  has  been  written,  he  will  sell 
furniture  and  make  his  profit  on  that. 

The  first  of  my  questions  is:  is  there  enough  money  in  the  budget 
for  a  designer?  No,  as  a  generalization,  there  usually  is  not.  The 
architect,  however,  who  does  not  want  the  contract  himself,  is  in  a 
position  to  help  you  by  pointing  out  to  administration  that  there  is 
someone  available  who  specializes  in  these  services.  Therefore,  if  you 
are  setting  up  a  program,  try  to  get  to  administration  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

It  may  surprise  you,  but  designers  can  have  some  control  over 
budgets.  Those  who  know  bidding  techniques  and  have  gone  through 
it  over  and  over  again  have  leverage.  They  can  effect  a  savings  and 
actually  offset  their  own  fee.  I  can  save  a  client  my  fee  by  putting 
items  to  competitive  bid.  The  client  gets  his  furniture  at  the  most 
advantageous  price  because  it  is  put  to  bid — when  you  put  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  or  even  $60,000  worth  of  furnishings  to  bid,  your 
suppliers  are  going  to  sharpen  their  pencils. 

Second,  is  it  really  important  to  have  a  designer?  Naturally  I  be- 
lieve it  is.  Some  amazing  things  are  being  done  with  current  tech- 
nology— in  plastics,  for  instance— and  it  is  the  designer's  job  to  know 
about  them.  Often  the  client  with  the  smallest  budget  can  benefit 
most  from  the  services  of  a  designer,  because  the  designer  is  required 
to  make  the  most  of  the  money  available.  He  is  the  one  who  is  able 
to  pick  out  the  makers  of  good  serviceable  library  furniture  and  weed 
out  the  ones  who  are  only  pretending  to  be  in  the  field.  If  we  are 
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really  building  libraries  that  will  last  into  the  2000's,  we  have  to  think 
of  what  we  are  choosing,  will  it  last  and  whether  it  will  continue  to  be 
considered  good  design. 

Third:  Isn't  there  almost  always  a  resistance  on  the  part  of  an 
administrator  to  hiring  a  designer?  I  find  it  all  the  time.  This  may 
be  because  many  designers  and  decorators  have  an  emotional  ap- 
proach to  their  work,  based  on  how  things  affect  them.  Perhaps  it  is 
a  lack  of  professionalism  in  the  field.  I  have  found  myself  that  a 
businesslike,  logical  approach  to  a  client  has  always  succeeded. 

A  good  point  was  made  yesterday  about  maintenance,  to  the  ef- 
fect that  maintenance  people  should  be  a  part  of  the  planning  team 
for  a  library.  I  would  say  that  80  percent  of  the  maintenance  factor 
falls  on  the  shoulders  of  the  interior  designer.  It  is  up  to  him  to 
foresee  such  problems  as  wax  being  tracked  off  a  tiled  floor  onto 
nearby  carpets,  stains  and  wear  on  the  arms  of  sofas  and  chairs  if 
they  are  covered  in  fabric  rather  than  in  a  plastic  material,  and  so  on. 
He  is  concerned  about  what  the  job  is  going  to  look  like  five  years 
after  installation. 

Regarding  the  scope  of  professional  services,  there  are  seven  points 
your  interior  designer  or  decorator  should  be  able  to  offer.  The  first 
is  budget  analysis,  which  may  be  defined  as  a  comprehensive  study 
relating  projected  expenditures  to  specific  requirements.  It  is  here 
that  the  cost  of  a  particular  piece  of  furniture  in  a  particular  location 
is  tied  down.  The  next  point,  design  phase  one,  is  an  environmental 
work  flow  study  and  evaluation  of  existing  equipment.  This  is  the 
place  for  us  to  save  you  money  by  recommending  the  use  of  existing 
equipment,  if  this  is  practical.  Design  phase  two  involves  recommen- 
dations for  colors.  Design  phase  three  is  graphic  layouts  delineating 
the  furniture  placement.  This  is  a  coded  plan  which  will  become  a 
bid  drawing. 

Next  is  presentation,  which  consists  of  a  budget  review  and  formal 
explanation  of  the  design  by  way  of  a  verbal  trip  through  the  new 
space.  This  is  a  very  important  step,  and  is  the  one  which  usually 
sells  the  job.  Specifications  or  procurement,  a  sufficiently  detailed  and 
refined  list  of  recommended  furnishings  to  ensure  proper  ordering,  is 
next.  Here  is  where  we  work  with  a  vendor  or  bidder,  if  there  is  one 
involved,  to  be  sure  that  things  are  ordered  as  specified.  Last  is 
supervision  of  installation,  a  very  important  phase  where  the  whole 
job  can  be  lost  if  it  is  not  properly  executed. 

Returning  to  my  four  questions,  the  last  is:  do  you  require  guid- 
ance of  this  nature?  The  designer  is  able  at  this  point  to  prove  what 
the  architect  has  done — the  distribution  of  the  collections,  the  num- 
ber of  reader  stations,  carrel  and  table  seating,  lounge  seating,  for 
example.  He  is  able  to  select  and  coordinate  all  of  the  interior  items, 
both  technical  and  non-technical.  He  also  acts  as  intermediary  be- 
tween you  and  the  manufacturers.  He  knows  what  is  in  the  catalogs, 
and  he  knows  what  can  be  modified  without  additional  cost.  Because 
of  the  volume  of  his  dealings  with  the  manufacturers,  the  designer  is 
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in  a  position  to  ask  for  and  get  services  that  might  not  be  available 
to  the  individual  librarian. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  make  this  statement:  "the  designer  can 
be  only  as  good  as  the  criteria  he  has  been  given  to  work  with.  He  is 
a  tool  for  you  to  use;  it  is  your  responsibility  to  use  him  properly." 

DISCUSSION 

Q.  What  is  the  advantage  of  having  a  small  friendly  interior  de- 
signer and  architect  over  a  large  institutionalized  architectural  firm 
with  its  own  designers?  Mr.  Hutchinson:  The  large  ones  are  es- 
sentially selling  an  underling's  time,  while  the  small  ones  sell  their 
own  prime  time,  thus  giving  the  client  more  personal  attention  and 
experience. 

Q.  If  you  are  not  sure  your  architect  has  a  competent  interior  de- 
signer and  you  feel  he  should  at  least  consider  hiring  an  outside  per- 
son, how  can  you  persuade  him  to  do  this?  Mr.  Hutchinson:  Appeal 
to  his  good  judgment.  Remember  that  it  is  your  money  you  are  spend- 
ing and  you  are  the  one  to  say  where  it  goes.  You  might  ask  your 
architect  to  sit  in  while  you  interview  several  candidates.  Research 
them,  and  ask  the  architect  to  help  make  the  decision. 

Q.  Can  you  spell  out  the  criteria  to  be  given  the  designer  which 
you  mentioned  at  the  end  of  your  talk?  Mr.  Hutchinson:  These  cri- 
teria vary  with  each  project,  and  should  be  a  beginning  point,  some- 
thing from  which  you  move.  It  is  our  obligation  to  do  the  best  job 
we  can  for  you.  I  always  ask  for  tight,  positive  criteria  on  my  jobs, 
and  attempt  to  force  decisions  along  the  way  to  keep  the  whole  thing 
on  a  schedule. 
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COLOR  AND  LIGHTING  IN  THE  LIBRARY

In  trying  to  decide  how  to  approach  the  subject  "Color  and  Light- 
ing in  the  Library"  at  this  particular  workshop,  I  decided  not  to  de- 
pend on  props  or  talk  very  much  about  colors.  I  felt  it  would  be  more 
helpful  to  any  of  you  who  are  building  or  about  to  build  new  libraries 
if  we  discussed  all  the  factors  that  influence  color. 

With  a  background  of  interest  in  the  arts  generally,  my  involve- 
ment with  the  office  of  my  husband,  architect  Joe  McCarthy,  span- 
ning many  years,  offered  a  unique  opportunity  for  growth  and  under-  j 
standing  of  the  way  architects  approach  their  design  problems.  One 
of  the  important  things  I  learned  was  not  to  look  upon  a  building  as 
fragmented.  Each  portion  might  have  its  separate  function,  but  the 
flow,  rhythm,  traffic,  and  in  general,  total  building,  is  of  utmost  im- 
portance, so  that  in  thinking  of  color  it  is  this  whole  that  must  be 
considered.  However,  before  any  actual  thought  on  color,  or  a  solu- 
tion for  a  building,  there  is  much  to  be  explored. 

I  have  always  felt  that  there  were  a  number  of  elements  to  be  con- 
sidered first,  before  you  are  allowed  the  joy  of  putting  together  a  job. 
Not  long  ago  it  took  many  days  and  evenings  of  time  to  formulate  a 
statement  that  would  explain  in  the  most  succinct  manner  possible 
how  I  felt  that  "color  in  architecture"  should  be  approached  from  the 
point  of  view  of  an  outside  consultant.  The  part  of  this  statement 
which  I  feel  can  be  included  here  as  an  outline  is  as  follows : 

"Color  appropriate  to  any  structure  results  from  consideration  of 
the  elements  which  contribute  to  architectural  design:  program,  site, 
climate,  orientation,  light,  materials. 

"We  may  as  well  try  to  take  these  elements  in  just  that  order. 

"The  need  of  a  community  for  a  library,  out  of  which  comes  the 
program,  of  course  must  come  first.  It  is  difficult  to  say  in  what  way 
the  program  actually  has  to  do  with  color.  All  of  these  elements  are 
so  interrelated.  However,  the  program  does  affect  color  in  an  import- 
ant way,  by  its  size,  as  actual  scale  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  color. 
The  smaller  the  spaces,  the  more  color  is  intensified.  Also  the 
nature  of  the  program,  which  outlines  functions,  has  a  marked  in- 
fluence on  color.  In  the  case  of  a  library,  the  colors  of  books  are  a 
factor,  which  in  a  way  you  almost  have  to  disregard,  as  such  a  patch- 
work quilt  of  color  will  of  necessity  have  to  adjust  itself  somewhat 
and  be  absorbed  into  total  color;  unless  it  is  a  special  library,  as  in 
the  case  of  a  particular  law  library  where  the  predominant  color  of 
the  books  was  a  natural  buckram  with  red-orange  accents  on  the 
bindings,  and  these  books  in  large  quantities. 
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"In  a  library,  the  staff  and  work  areas  should  relate  to  the  whole, 
but  consideration  of  those  areas  as  to  color  is  no  different  from  con- 
sideration of  color  for  the  public  areas,  the  total  effect  'Variety  with 
Unity,'  with  the  definition  of  variety  taken  to  mean  'a  limited  class 
of  things  that  differ  in  certain  common  peculiarities  from  a  larger 
class  to  which  they  belong.'  " 

Each  program  should  be  approached  individually  for  reasons  which 
will  be  apparent  from  subsequent  remarks  on  the  other  elements  that 
influence  color.  Nothing  can  be  said  about  particular  colors  in  a  work- 
shop such  as  this.  I  only  know  there  are  no  panaceas  for  color 
problems. 

Ideally,  color  should  be  developed  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  in- 
volved: the  client,  the  architect,  the  consultant  and  the  public,  that 
large,  abstract  body.  However,  the  old  cliche,  "It's  impossible  to 
please  everybody,"  applies.  I  imagine  you  also  have  your  problems  in 
that  direction,  but  you  try,  as  do  the  architect  and  his  staff  and  con- 
sultants. The  very  nature  of  the  building  will  make  its  own  demands 
and  if  every  effort  is  bent,  through  color,  to  enhance  the  architecture, 
you  will  no  doubt  come  as  close  as  possible  to  achieving  a  sense  of 
fitness  and  unity. 

There  is  a  word  which  has  come  into  rather  bad  usage  and  that 
word  is  "experts."  Everyone  is  an  expert.  Just  read  some  decorating 
publications  and  take  it  from  there.  Rather,  you  want  to  have  a  group 
of  well-informed  people  working  together  to  achieve  an  end.  A  well- 
informed  librarian  and  library  board  are  of  immeasurable  help,  and 
thereby  an  architect  will  be  chosen  who  will  work  well  with  you  and 
your  board,  to  work  toward  outlining,  then  solving  the  needs  of  your 
program.  However,  color,  this  facet  of  the  whole,  seems  to  be  an  area 
that  can  sometimes  include  prejudice,  which  cannot  be  allowed  to 
determine  anything!  A  building  is  going  to  last  a  long  time  and  the 
individual  preferences  or  prejudices  of  anyone  involved  must  be  dis- 
regarded. 

The  person  doing  the  color  for  a  library  must  think  of  the  building 
and  its  use.  No  personal  preferences  whatsoever.  Knowing  what  one 
likes  for  personal  things,  home,  attire  and  so  on,  is  one  thing,  but  a 
building  for  others  is  another — and  a  library  in  particular,  as  there 
is  probably  no  other  building  type  which  brings  together  so  many 
people  of  all  age  groups,  from  children  through  the  elderly.  How  to 
please  them  all?  It's  a  large  order.  So  with  this  large  order,  or  pro- 
gram to  be  filled,  color  should  be  allowed  to  evolve  naturally,  with 
due  consideration  being  given  to  all  the  factors  which  influence  it. 

As  well  as  program,  the  actual  site  for  a  building  will  bring  its 
influence  to  bear  on  color.  Perhaps  it  will  be  a  library  to  be  incorpo- 
rated into  an  already  existing  group  of  buildings,  such  as  a  new  col- 
lege library,  wherein  a  greater  sense  of  order  can  be  achieved  if  the 
new  building  relates  in  some  way  to  the  old,  and  perhaps  that  way 
will  be  color.  I  have  heard  it  said  that  "architects  are  always  trying 
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to  make  order  out  of  chaos,"  and  I  am  sure  your  architect  will  be 
counting  on  your  help  in  that  direction. 

There  is  another  way  in  which  site  has  to  do  with  color.  An  indivi- 
dual library  in  a  wooded  site  will  be  very  different,  for  example,  from 
a  downtown  library  in  a  southern  California  valley  town,  or  a  big  city 
library  where  perhaps  the  building  may  reach  in  on  itself  rather  than 
include  vistas  of  surrounding  terrain. 

All  of  these  factors  will  have  meaning  to  the  architect  and  color 
consultant. 

However,  sometimes  a  whole  new  approach  is  just  what  is  needed 
to  start  a  community  in  a  new  direction,  both  as  to  design  and  color. 
A  new  building  such  as  a  library  can  possibly  be  the  impetus  for 
growth  in  a  healthy  manner  and  toward  a  way  of  waking  up  from 
lethargy.  This  can  include  fresh  color  ideas,  which,  if  they  are  good 
and  reasonable,  can  stand  on  their  own.  For  example,  the  repainting 
of  the  town  of  Mill  Valley.  I  have  a  feeling  that  we  are  all  currently 
attuned  to  more  color  in  our  environment,  which  perhaps  started 
with  color  photography,  augmented  by  color  T.  V. 

The  site  then — open,  hilly,  flat,  country,  city,  town,  rocky,  grassy — 
in  fact,  all  the  surrounding  environment  will  make  its  demands  as 
does  the  program. 

Consideration  of  the  site  as  an  element  that  influences  color  nat- 
urally introduces  the  subject  of  climate.  In  the  way  in  which  the  site 
influences  color,  so  does  the  climate,  which  includes  altitude.  Tropical 
countries  have  always  used  more  colorful  exteriors,  and  the  same  can 
apply  to  buildings  at  high  altitude.  This  has  to  do  with  the  actual 
quality  of  light,  which  is  perhaps  the  most  important  of  all  this  dis- 
cussion and  will  be  taken  up  more  fully  later  on.  However,  aside  from 
the  quality  of  light,  the  visual  aspects  of  climate,  to  a  certain  degree, 
will  help  to  ordain  the  color  pattern  to  be  developed. 

If  there  is  great  variability  in  the  climate,  the  color  in  the  building : 
becomes  more  difficult.  In  spite  of  air-conditioning,  which  should  keep 
the  building  comfortable  at  all  times,  if  you  enter  from  the  snow  it 
will  be  a  different  visual  experience  from  entering  a  building  from 
an  outside  temperature  of  110  degrees,  and  in  some  communities  the 
climate  from  winter  to  summer  is  just  that  variable.  Therefore,  to 
make  the  building  visually  not  too  hot  in  color  in  summer  and  not 
too  cold  in  winter  is  something  to  be  considered. 

A  color  we  might  describe  as  "ice  blue"  might  be  welcome  in  July 
and  a  color  we  might  call  "sun  yellow"  welcome  in  winter,  so  if 
neither  will  do,  you  must  look  for  much  more  subtlety  than  that,  and 
it  is  perfectly  possible  to  do.  Somehow  it  works  out.  I  can't  give  you 
any  formula,  but  perhaps  it's  the  combination  of  the  colors  and  the 
materials.  This  conclusion  can  only  be  arrived  at  given  the  problem. 

During  all  this  discussion  so  far,  I  haven't  said  that  the  architect 
is  looking  at  these  things  all  at  once  and  the  design  process  is  already 
underway.  It  must  be  a  little  like  looking  into  a  kaleidoscope,  wherein

the  turn  of  the  wrist  makes  the  patterns  change;  nevertheless,  held 
steady,  the  moving,  varying  patterns  do  fall  into  place  and  achieve 
order  and  design.  Frankly,  I  don't  know  how  they  do  it — from  the 
practical,  which  includes  bond  issues  and  budgets,  to  the  building  it- 
self, which  includes  function,  aesthetics  and  myriads  of  other  factors. 
The  way  in  which  orientation  affects  color  has  again  to  do  with 
light,  but  includes  the  consideration  of  site  and  climate,  which  we 
have  already  touched  upon.  However,  there  are  a  few  things  to  be 
considered  which  might  just  be  orientation. 

The  same  paint  color  for  a  wall,  for  example,  will  in  the  north 
portion  of  a  building  appear  to  be  different  from  the  same  color  in 
the  south.  If  you  want  them  to  appear  the  same,  you  may  have  to 
modify  one  or  the  other.  That  is  usually  not  necessary,  because  the 
apparent  change  in  the  color  can  actually  add  interest  and  variety 
without  such  modification.  It  is  something  like  the  sense  one  has  when 
summer  is  getting  to  the  edges  of  fall  and  there  is  a  change  in  the 
air,  however  undefinable. 

Actually,  I  think  we  should  forego  any  further  discussion  of  orienta- 
tion, as  a  general  discussion  of  light  will  include  much  that  can  be 
included  here.  For  example,  the  subject  of  glare,  depending  on  orien- 
tation and  design,  could  be  included,  but  this  also  belongs  to  explora- 
tion into  how  light  can  influence  color  selection,  after  a  little  discus- 
sion on  color  itself. 

Your  architect  will  have  chosen  his  materials  with  regard  to  their 
size,  their  suitability,  and  their  aesthetic  "togetherness",  all  within 
the  framework  of  their  cost,  which  naturally  has  to  do  with  budget 
j  limitations. 

"Limitations"  is  a  word  not  ordinarily  liked.  It  has  a  narrow  sound, 
like  parallel  railroad  tracks  without  any  starting  point  and  no  vanish- 
ing point,  but  you  have  to  think  that  the  train  on  the  confines  of  the 
track  is  taking  you  somewhere.  If  you  take  "limitation"  to  mean 
"restriction"  you  will  be  defeated  before  you  start.  If  you  take  it  to 
mean  "define,"  "to  determine  precisely,"  or  "bring  out  the  outlines 
of,"  you  can  find  imagination  instead.  This  is  a  challenge,  and  color 
I  solutions  should  be  found  which  belie  the  narrow  definition.  The  ar- 
il chitect  in  his  total  building  has  this  multiplied  to  the  point  of  in- 
finity; nevertheless,  he  must  come  up  with  a  solution. 

Manufactured  products  such  as  laminated  plastics,  vinyl  asbestos 
flooring  and  the  like,  are  limited  to  what  is  available,  from  the  color 
j  aspect.  In  today's  market  there  are  so  many  products  available  it  is 
dizzying,  and  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  keep  up  with  all  the  new 
materials.  The  filing  of  such  material  in  an  architect's  office  is  an 
(ongoing  problem  of  keeping  it  up  to  date.  They  all  need  someone  to 
catalog  the  material. 

However,  although  there  is  an  abundance  of  products  from  which 
to  choose,  each  separate  one  will  have  its  certain  number  of  colors 
javailable,  and  you  usually  wind  up  working  (on  a  particular  building) 
with  just  one  company  of  laminate  plastic,  and  so  on,  which  will 
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have  its  own  color  palette.  Thanks  to  the  fluidity  of  paint,  much  can 
be  accomplished  to  tie  together  other  materials,  especially  if  the 
specifications  aren't  tied  down  to  a  paint  company's  standard  colors, 
which  doesn't  seem  to  happen  too  often,  and  the  painter  can  match 
anything  you  want. 

Even  carpet,  if  the  area  is  large  enough.  Special  colors  which  are 
not  in  the  line  as  available  colors  can  be  made  with  enough  lead 
time,  if  it  is  so  written  in  the  specifications  and  it  seems  necessary 
to  go  outside  of  what  is  available.  The  architect  has  gone  into  all 
of  this  and  set  the  standards,  and  when  the  bids  are  finally  in,  the 
consultant  at  that  point,  or  shortly  thereafter  (perhaps  a  month  to 
get  all  the  substitutions  in)  can  do  some  final  thinking  on  a  job  and 
really  put  it  together.  Prior  to  that  time  there  is  much  study  of  the 
drawings  and  specifications  for  products  specified,  which  in  a  public 
building  are  usually  more  than  one  of  each  kind,  as  all  products  con- 
sidered up  to  standards  of  the  specifications  must  be  given  a  chance. 

Prior  to  final  selection  of  color,  a  concept  has  been  formulating  as 
to  how  to  enhance  the  architecture,  but  it  is  difficult  to  make  final 
selections  until  all  the  facts  are  in.  Generally  speaking,  I  would  say 
that  in  the  end  it  is  usually  possible  to  come  close  to  this  color  con- 
cept for  the  building.  Some  modifications  happen  sometimes  that  can 
even  be  good  for  the  project.  We  always  hope  so,  at  any  rate. 

Looking  at  a  sample  folder  it  is  evident  that  selection  from  it  has 
the  limitations  I  spoke  of  earlier.  There  might  be  a  certain  blue  which 
you  would  like  but  it  just  isn't  there,  the  very  brightness  of  some  of 
the  colors  makes  them  difficult  to  use  in  a  public  building  for  one 
reason  or  another,  and  some  of  the  colors  change  drastically  depend- 
ing on  what  lighting  there  is  in  the  building.  Look  at  any  of  them 
under  a  different  lighting  system  and  you  will  have  another  set  of 
colors.  I  recall  one  instance  in  an  office  where  they  allowed  one  girl 
to  have  a  different  color  globe  in  the  fixture  overhead,  as  she  had 
some  kind  of  eye  problem.  The  wall  next  to  her  became  two  drastic- 
ally different  colors  just  because  of  the  light,  with  what  appeared  to 
be  a  line  drawn  right  down  the  center  separating  the  colors,  and  as 
the  wall  was  directly  ahead  as  you  entered  the  room,  they  moved  her 
desk  so  this  change  would  be  less  obvious. 

Some  of  the  patterned  things  would  also  be  difficult  to  use  in  a 
public  building  such  as  a  library,  although  the  overall  textured  ones 
can  usually  be  included  to  select  from.  However,  in  some  lines,  these 
are  just  repetitions  of  the  plain  colors,  so  you  have  no  actual  ampli- 
fication of  the  line  as  far  as  color  is  concerned. 

For  a  library,  fashions  in  colors  should  be  avoided  at  all  costs. 
Many  products  definitely  have  obsolescence  in  mind  when  they  are 
set  up  for  manufacture.  We  all  know  the  automobile  and  refrigerator 
obsolescence  pattern.  This  subject  always  brings  to  mind  two  women's 
lounges  in  San  Francisco  department  stores.  One  is  lavender  and 
green  with  black  fixtures,  and  the  other  I  can't  thoroughly  recall,  but 
it  follows  close  on  the  first.  That  kind  of  color  is  fashionable  in  its 
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time,  I  suppose,  but  perhaps  it  was  even  ugly  initially.  Something 
classic  and  simple  and  clean  is  not  going  out  of  date  so  soon,  and  if 
it  is  well  chosen  initially,  it  will  be  comfortable  to  live  with  even 
though  worn  and  old. 

If  you  want  fashion,  you  will  have  to  be  willing  to  pay  for  it.  In 
other  words,  replace  it  with  a  new  fashion  when  the  original  is  no 
longer  considered  "in." 

Within  this  framework,  then,  of  limitations,  color  in  a  library 
should  induce  a  desire  to  stay  to  read,  or  take  out  a  book,  and  do 
so  over  and  over  again.  It  should  be  intimate  and  peaceful,  yet  stimu- 
lating to  thought  and  study.  That's  quite  a  big  order.  It  shouldn't  be 
too  romantic  or  the  problems  librarians  have  with  young  peoDle  will 
be  compounded.  However,  if  you  don't  make  it  appealing  enough  and 
it  does  not  become  a  meeting  place,  where  will  future  generations  of 
librarians  and  architects— and  color  consultants — spring  from?  A  li- 
brary might  just  start  things  off  right. 

This  general  discussion  of  materials  and  color-created  atmosphere 
brings  up  an  extremely  important  factor,  which  is  light.  The  quality 
of  light  comes  first  before  even  thinking  about  color.  Daylight,  in- 
candescent, fluorescent — the  difference  between  any,  or  all.  The  mix- 
ture, lights  at  night,  lights  during  the  day  plus  daylight,  all  have  a 
terrific  bearing  on  what  is  done  with  color  in  materials. 

A  technical  discussion  of  light  reflection,  and  all  the  things  to  do 
with  light  of  which  the  architect  must  be  aware,  had  best  be  left  to 
lighting  engineers  and/or  ophthalmologists.  There  is  even  the  factor 
of  actual  differences  in  the  human  eye,  from  near-sighted  people  to 
far-sighted.  It  has  been  increasingly  evident  to  me  that  near-sighted 
people  can  take  far  brighter  light.  For  others,  fluorescent  is  difficult, 
and  any  or  all  of  this  can  influence  color  selection. 

Colors  have  great  variability  as  to  their  light  reflection  or  light 
absorption  qualities.  This  is  an  enormously  important  factor.  The 
necessarily  enormous  clarity  of  light  in  a  room  full  of  computers 
is  hardly  the  light  one  would  want  for  a  library.  It  would  be  too 
antiseptic,  although  the  young  generation  might  actually  enjoy  this 
clarity  of  light.  They  are  used  to  more  noise  and  perhaps  more  light, 
so  perhaps  fifty  years  from  now  things  will  be  different  in  that  aspect. 
To  many  people,  I  am  sure  such  strong  light  jumps  like  rock-and-roll, 
but  the  young  evidently  enjoy  that,  so  who  knows  what  will  happen 
when  all  sorts  of  new  techniques  in  lighting  come  about. 

Until  such  a  brilliant  change  in  lighting  does  come  about,  my  per- 
sonal hope  would  be  that  in  a  library,  all  such  equipment  which  re- 
quires such  light  can  be  tucked  in  a  back  room  somewhere  to  leave 
room  for  a  warmer  color  atmosphere,  although  the  aforementioned 
clarity  of  light  is  appropriate  to  some  other  building  types. 

In  order  to  project  oneself  into  what  the  quality  of  light  will  be 

in  a  particular  building,  a  library  for  example,  the  drawings  must  be 

I  studied  in  order  to  try  to  envision  what  that  quality  of  light  will  be, 

and  all  I  can  ask  is  that  you  try  to  see  it.  Waiting  until  the  building 
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is  built,  or  even  partly  built,  is  not  possible,  as  most  of  the  materials 
have  to  be  ordered  way  ahead  of  time  so  they  can  be  on  the  job 
when  needed.  Paint  is  a  happy  thing,  as  usually  you  will  have  time 
to  modify  it  on  the  job  if  necessary. 

Also  the  scale  of  the  building  must  be  understood.  Imagined  might 
be  a  better  word.  To  be  able  to  walk  around  the  building  in  your 
mind  is  necessary.  Touch  it,  imagine  its  plastic  or  sculptural  qualities 
— just  as  the  librarian,  through  a  close  association  with  the  architect, 
can  envision  functioning  as  librarian  in  the  as  yet  unbuilt  building, 
from  having  helped  to  program  the  whole  thing. 

In  speaking  of  light,  we  could  begin  an  epic  poem  with  "glow-glare- 
glitter-gleam-and-glisten." 

If  the  building  were  to  be  a  restaurant  perhaps  we  would  choose 
"glow"  to  describe  the  quality  of  light  and  color  desired.  If  a  night- 
club, we  might  choose  "gleam  and  glisten,"  and  as  mentioned  earlier, 
clarity  was  the  word  used  to  describe  the  quality  appropriate  to  a 
room  housing  computers. 

What  quality  of  light  is  needed  in  a  library?  Perhaps  when  we  are 
through  with  this  part  of  the  meeting  you  will  take  up  this  point  and 
discuss  what  you  think  is  appropriate  to  a  library.  It  could  be 
enormously  helpful. 

So  far,  until  you  tell  me  further,  I  feel  we  need  enough  clarity  to 
read  and  work,  yet  subdued  or  soft  enough  to  make  an  environment 
suitable  for  people  using  the  library  to  relax  and  enjoy  what  they 
are  doing,  but  not  so  subdued  as  to  induce  the  feeling  of  descending 
doom.  All  this  questioning  of  the  desired  quality  of  light  has  been 
introduced  because  light  can  modify  colors  and  vice  versa. 

The  architect  has  these  things  in  mind  in  designing  the  library. 
There  will  be  overhang  if  necessary,  some  kind  of  sun  screen  if  it 
seems  advisable,  perhaps  some  color  in  the  glass  to  reduce  glare. 
Given  more  or  less  stable  conditions,  these  problems  can  be  solved. 
There  will  be  many  things  the  architect  will  do  to  make  the  light, 
among  other  things,  just  right  for  the  purpose,  sacrificing  neither  ef- 
ficiency nor  atmosphere. 

At  the  point  where  final  color  comes  in,  the  architect  doesn't  want 
undone  what  he  has  labored  so  hard  to  do,  and  perhaps,  given  time 
enough,  he  has  had  color  in  mind  all  along. 

However,  anyone  else,  staff  or  consultant,  should  have  the  lines 
of  communication  wide  open,  since  it  is  the  result  which  is  important, 
and  anything  that  can  be  learned  through  discussion  should  be  ap- 
preciated and  acted  upon  unless  there  is  a  valid  and  provable  reason 
to  do  otherwise. 

After  long  association  with  it,  some  of  this  handling  of  color  you 
might  say  is  intuitive.  The  imagination  should  soar  first.  Let  the 
ideas  come,  but  be  willing  to  modify  them  for  the  good  of  the  job. 
For  example,  a  clear  water  color  yellow  might  seem  just  what  would 
be  needed  to  cheer  up  some  subterranean  space,  but  if  that  yellow 
has  even  a  hint  of  being  on  the  green  side,  you  may  have  a  real 
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chartreuse  on  your  hands,  depending  on  the  lighting,  and  there  is 
something  to  be  said  for  not  using  chartreuse.  There  seems  to  be  an 
avoidance  of  its  use  in  large  quantities,  which  indicates  that  it  is  not 
a  color  easy  for  most  people  to  live  with.  Lavender  is  another,  al- 
though both  colors  might  be  just  right  for  some  other  purpose. 

I  must  avoid  any  further  naming  of  colors.  What  is  pink  to  one 
person  is  mauve-pink  to  another,  and  when  colors  are  greyed,  it 
depends  on  what  goes  into  the  pot  to  grey  it.  Just  the  difference  be- 
tween lamp  black  and  umber  makes  a  complete  other  set  of  colors, 
so  it  is  of  no  use  to  try  to  talk  about  colors  themselves. 

I  don't  know  how  much  of  this  last  discussion  has  been  helpful  to 
you.  I  certainly  haven't  been  able  to  offer  any  rules.  It  would  be  too 
bad  to  make  any  as  they  no  doubt  would  have  to  be  broken.  I  have 
seen  color  systems  which  purport  to  tell  you  what  to  do,  which,  if 
followed,  would  make  every  ten  foot  space  like  every  other  ten  foot 
space  and  this  just  isn't  so  and  it  would  be  dull  if  it  were. 

All  the  factors  herein  discussed  apply  to  all  building  types,  the  im- 
portant point  being  that  the  program  makes  the  difference.  The  pur- 
pose for  which  the  building  is  being  built  will  influence  design,  hence 
color.  Your  help  can  be  invaluable  in  clarifying  the  program. 

This  wide  discussion  of  the  elements  that  influence  color  do  apply 
to  your  program  of  projecting  yourselves  into  building  a  new  library. 
All  the  foregoing  elements  should  be  considered — site,  climate,  orien- 
tation, light,  materials.  Since  it  is  also  to  libraries,  different  from 
other  building  types,  to  which  these  elements  are  applicable,  that  dif- 
ference could  perhaps  be  pointed  up  by  saying  that  a  library  should 
be  a  place  one  wants  to  go  into,  as  opposed  to  a  jail,  which  I  am 
sure  we  would  all  rather  stay  out  of,  and  for  which  no  doubt  color 
[would  be  difficult  to  do.  Above  all,  color  should  be  a  part  of  and  en- 
hance the  architecture  so  as  to  make  the  most  pleasing  environment 
possible  for  the  purpose  at  hand,  which  is  to  bring  together  books  and 
people. 

Besides  color  and  all  it  involves,  and  assuming  it  would  be  help- 
ful, I  would  like  to  discuss  a  few  other  aspects  of  projecting  your- 
jselves  into  building  a  new  library,  which  have  nothing  to  do  with 
color,  but  have  to  do  with  how  perhaps  the  selection  of  consultants 
comes  about.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  architect  knows  how  he 
wants  his  building  to  look  and  feel,  texture  and  so  on,  but  just  as  a 
jlibrarian  hasn't  time  to  do  every  job  in  a  library,  so  does  the  archi- 
tect at  times  have  to  rely  on  consultants  or  staff,  depending  on  the 
|size  of  his  office. 

When  he  is  deeply  involved  in  bond  issues  as  well  as  design,  he 
perhaps  has  to  give  over  to  others  more  than  he  would  choose:  me- 
chanical engineers,  electrical  engineers,  specification  writers,  drafts- 
men, landscape  architects  and  so  on,  even  to,  at  times,  a  color  con- 
sultant, all  of  which  services  may  vary  according  to  the  size  and  abil- 
ities of  his  staff.  As  some  of  this  use  of  consultants  actually  has  to  do 
with  the  size  of  an  office,  a  smaller  office  will  perhaps  have  to  call  in 
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consultants  for  a  particular  job,  whereas  an  enormous  office  could 
well  have  staff  for  all  functions,  just  as,  I  imagine,  in  smaller  li- 
braries, librarians  have  to  double  up  on  their  functions  depending 
on  the  actual  size  of  a  library,  which  makes  the  individual  thing  quite 
personal  and  the  large  less  so,  but  nevertheless  competent,  depending 
on  staff. 

Many  offices  have  an  arrangement  whereby  they  work  on  all  proj- 
ects with  the  same  consultants  over  a  long  period  of  time,  which 
makes  for  flexibility,  yet  dependability  and  good  communication,  and 
which  puts  the  small  office  on  the  same  footing  as  a  larger  one.  It  is 
in  the  medium-size  architect's  office  where  things  are  pretty  much 
managed  within  the  office  framework  and  the  architect  is  involved  in 
all  facets,  and  he  no  doubt  works  much  too  hard  and  spends  his  eve- 
nings and  Saturdays  in  his  office,  but  I  am  sure  that  can  also  be  re- 
warding in  many  ways. 

The  position  of  the  librarian  and  the  architect  as  professionals  is 
different  from  that  of  the  publisher  or  the  contractor,  both  of  whom 
are  in  their  chosen  work  for  entirely  different  reasons  from  those  of 
the  librarian  or  architect.  However,  within  that  framework,  one  hopes 
that  in  spite  of  divergent  points  of  view,  there  will  be  teamwork. 

The  architect  has  your  dream  and  his  foremost,  and  your  under- 
standing is  of  tremendous  support  to  help  him  accomplish  what  you 
all  want.  An  informed  client  is  invaluable  in  achieving  something  be- 
yond mediocrity.  Hopefully,  from  the  outset,  you  will  have  a  team, 
with  each  member  willing  to  take  the  responsibility  called  for,  so  that 
the  sense  of  accomplishment  for  all  involved  is  constructive  and  re- 
warding. In  your  case,  a  beautiful  and  well  built  library  will  be  the 
result. 

DISCUSSION 

Discussion  topics  after  Mrs.  McCarthy's  presentation  included  the 
psychological  use  of  color  and  the  idea  of  varying  the  color  of  a  room 
with  light  at  different  times  of  day.  Mrs.  McCarthy  spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  choosing  colors  for  a  public  building  with  the  majority 
of  its  users  in  mind,  and  of  the  necessity  for  tact  and  for  substantiat- 
ing one's  choices  in  the  process.  Most  important,  the  colors  used  in  a 
building  should  be  the  ones  the  building  needs,  not  simply  those  the 
client  (or  consultant  or  architect)  might  prefer. 
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LIBRARY  BUILDINGS  FOR  THE  70'S 

Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton 

President,  California  Library  Association 

A  recent  dedication  speech  for  a  library  building  went  this  way: 
"We  do  not  here  today  dedicate  a  building  but  a  doorway  into  worlds 
of  thought  and  imagination  beyond  number,  a  place  where  dreams 
are  kept  .  .  .  within  these  portals  lives  something  for  everyman 
.  ."  I  know  that  we  really  are  building  libraries  that  have  some- 
thing for  everyman,  but  we  must  be  sure  that  our  program  of  service 
reflects  our  intent  and  that  our  buildings  do  result  in  a  world  of 
thought,  imagination  and  dreams  with  something  for  everyman. 

I  know  you  have  emphasized  in  this  very  important  workshop  that 
a  library  is  not  a  building  but  a  service.  To  know  the  physical  facili- 
ties required  we  need  to  know  the  pattern  of  service  that  is  en- 
visioned. Because  the  service  program  of  each  library  must  reflect 
the  needs  of  the  people  served,  library  buildings  are  standard  only 
in  the  sense  that  they  have  certain  basic  requirements,  the  most  vital 
one  being  that  the  buildings  reflect  the  needs  of  the  people,  both 
short  and  long  range,  and  that  they  provide  a  facility  for  a  service 
program  reflecting  these  needs. 

I  am  sure  the  workshop  has  emphasized  the  fact  that  it  is 
most  important  that  a  library  community  know  what  type  of  facili- 
ties will  best  serve  its  needs — headquarters  building  or  branch 
building. 

What  have  you  determined  as  to  the  site  of  the  building?  I  am 
sure  you  have  decided  that  the  site  is  a  key  to  its  use.  Should  a 
library  be  located  near  the  seat  of  government,  in  a  shopping  center, 
the  center  of  the  campus — what  determination  should  be  made  in 
its  location  in  relation  to  other  libraries? 

The  planning  team  is  most  crucial  in  building  a  library — the 
librarian  and/or  a  building  consultant,  the  architect,  and  others 
essential  to  the  actual  accomplishment  of  a  building.  The  studies 
(preceding  the  actual  building  must  be  reflected  in  the  building — the 
(study  of  the  population  to  be  served,  present  and  potential,  both  as  to 
i numbers  and  types  of  service  required. 

The  economic  development  of  a  community  is  of  primary  con- 
isideration,  for  on  it  depends  the  financial  support  of  the  library 
J  program.  Without  such  consideration  a  community  may  have  a  build- 
I  ing  of  beauty  but  lack  the  funds  for  books,  staff  or  operations.  Many 
5  aspects  of  the  community  reflect  the  favorable  or  unfavorable  eco- 
nomic conditions.  The  educational  level,  the  general  attitudes,  the 
1  overall  vitality  of  the  community,  the  ability  of  the  community  to 
{attract  and  hold  quality  residents,  the  healthy  functioning  of  gov- 
ernment and  many  other  like  factors  are  keys  to  the  economic  con- 
tditions. 
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In  building  any  library  physical  facility,  future  growth  is  a  most 
important  factor — not  only  increased  population,  but  the  shifting  of 
traffic  routes  as  a  community  develops;  the  development  of  new 
technology;  the  development  of  a  higher  level  of  education  and 
intellectual  sophistication  in  a  larger  proportion  of  the  population. 

I  think  we  know  that  in  any  community  there  is  no  one  place 
where  a  library  building  should  be  located;  but  we  do  know  it  should 
be  where  people  cannot  miss  it.  In  planning  the  library  the  planning 
team  must  study  the  needs  of  the  community  to  be  served;  determine 
the  type  of  service  to  be  provided;  read  about  library  buildings;  visit 
libraries;  learn  about  the  need  for  flexibility  in  library  buildings 
because  you — even  after  you  have  done  all  of  this — can't  be  all- 
seeing. 

It  is  as  you  know  not  easy  to  isolate,  describe  and  define  the  basic 
elements  in  library  building  planning.  Library  buildings  do  have  ele- 
ments in  common  but  I  would  say  their  differences  are  more  signifi- 
cant than  their  similarities.  As  you  know,  beauty  is  subjective.  There 
is  no  simple  right  or  wrong  in  appearance.  What  you  like  is  right 
for  you  but  wrong  for  someone  else. 

When  the  Council  of  State  Governments  recently  dedicated  its  new 
headquarters  building  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  the  positive  effect  of 
the  new  building  on  revitalization  of  state  government  was  the  recur- 
ring theme  of  the  speakers  at  the  dedication.  I  am  sure  that  every 
dedication  speech  for  a  library  building  could  in  all  good  faith  em- 
phasize the  revitalization  of  library  service  through  the  new  building. 

Is  an  annual  buildings  workshop  important  to  the  California  Li- 
brary Association's  program  for  "Libraries  for  the  70's"?  I  firmly 
believe  it  is.  If  anything  in  the  world  was  ever  static,  it  isn't  now. 

Many  of  you  have  received  a  copy  of  "Library  Automation,  a  State 
of  the  Art  Review."  This  ALA  pre-conference  held  one  session  on 
"Building  Implications  of  Library  Automation."  While  much  in  this 
publication  is  still  valid,  over  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  time 
the  conference  was  held  and  the  review  was  published.  Much  has 
happened  since  that  time.  So  you  can  read,  but  more  importantly  you 
must  have  the  opportunity  to  talk,  to  discuss,  to  agree  and  to  differ. 

Why  should  CLA  sponsor  or  co-sponsor  such  a  workshop?  Because 
CLA  includes  all  types  of  libraries,  it  is  vital  that  we  have  a  cross- 
section  discussion  among  librarians  from  all  types  of  libraries.  To 
provide  library  service  for  the  70's  we  are  discussing  all  types  of  li- 
braries, and  in  the  best  of  situations  will  take  into  consideration  all 
libraries  in  the  area  before  building  any  library  building. 

It  has  been  said  that  "technology  has  mastered  the  art  of  saving 
time  but  not  the  art  of  spending  it."  With  our  library  buildings  and 
our  programs  of  library  service  for  "Libraries  for  the  70's"  it  will  be 
no  problem  for  every  man  to  develop  the  art  of  spending  it  with  his 
place  for  thought,  imagination  and  dreams!

LIBRARY  FACILITIES 

An  Introductory  Guide  to  their  Planning  and  Remodeling 

PRESENT  SITUATION  AND  FUTURE  POSSIBILITIES 

If  your  present  library  building  fails  to  provide  adequate  room  for 
the  development  of  the  library  program  to  its  fullest  extent,  you  may 
wish  to  consider  new  or  additional  facilities.  One  starting  point  for 
such  planning  would  be  to  examine  the  future  development  of  the 
community,  municipal  or  academic,  in  which  your  library  is  located. 
Included  should  be  the  following  considerations: 

1.  Geographic  Factors — For  public  libraries,  the  direction  of 
growth  of  the  community  would  help  in  determining  site  and  future 
location  of  additional  branches.  For  the  college  or  university  li- 
brary this  would  mean  discussing  with  school  officials  the  future 
expansion  of  the  educational  and  housing  facilities  of  the  school. 

2.  Demographic  Aspect — Extremely  valuable  is  the  estimated 
rate  of  growth  for  the  community  or  school.  Such  projections 
should  be  made  for  at  least  a  twenty  year  period. 

3.  Composition  of  the  Group  Served — For  colleges  this  means 
percentage  of  undergraduates  versus  graduates,  number  of  faculty 
members  and  the  chief  interests  of  these  groups.  For  the  public 
library  this  means  the  cultural  and  educational  structure  of  the 
community:  average  education,  cultural  interests,  etc. 

Again  this  background,  you  will  want  to  evaluate  your  present  service 
and  plan  for  the  future.  But  before  continuing  further  it  might  be 
wise  to  seek  advice  from  a  different  viewpoint. 


BUILDING  TEAM 

Since  the  new  structure  or  addition  which  is  being  contemplated 
will  cost  a  sizeable  amount  of  money  and  will  be  a  long  run  invest- 
ment, the  most  thorough  planning  will  be  desired.  While  the  number 
of  people  on  the  building  team  varies  with  the  size  and  needs  of  the 
particular  library,  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  following: 

1.  Architect — The  architect,  the  most  indespensable  member  of 
the  team,  is  involved  with  the  procedure  from  start  to  finish.  Work 
includes  help  in  site  determination,  schematic  designs,  preliminary 
drawings,  working  drawings  and  specifications,  estimations  of  con- 
struction costs  and  supervision.  Fees  are  usually  a  certain  per- 
centage of  the  construction  cost  ranging  from  6%  to  8%. 

2.  Library  Consultant — An  increasing  number  of  librarians  are 
becoming  qualified  spokesmen  on  library  building  problems.  Hav- 
ing such  a  person  who  is  knowledgeable  in  both  library  and  archi- 
tectural problems  is  an  asset  to  the  program.  Normally,  the  average 
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librarian  does  not  have  the  experience  needed  to  deal  with  planning 
problems,  since  he  is  not  accustomed  to  thinking  in  terms  of  space 
relations,  blueprints  and  building  materials.  The  consultant  usually 
aids  in  site  selection,  advises  on  the  building  program  and  consults 
with  the  librarian  and  architect  on  the  functional  layout  of  the  li- 
brary. If  the  consultant  is  involved  from  the  very  beginning  of  the 
building  program,  he  receives  1  %  of  the  total  cost  of  the  building. 
If  he  does  not  participate  in  the  entire  building  program,  he  will 
charge  a  per  diem  rate  of  $50-$200. 

3.  Interior  Designer  or  Decorator — This  member  aids  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  functional  and  aesthetic  quality  of  the  structure 
by  advising  on  color  and  equipment.  This  includes  suggestions  on 
choice  of  materials  for  walls,  floors,  lighting  and  equipment.  Many 
times  the  designer  is  associated  directly  with  the  architectural  firm. 
Fees  are  usually  a  percentage  of  the  furniture  and  equipment  costs 
or  of  the  entire  construction  cost. 

4.  Librarian — This  member  is  in  the  position  of  knowing  the 
most  about  the  particular  library  and  its  needs.  With  the  required 
needs  of  his  library  and  its  clientele  and  with  knowledge  of  the 
functional  aspects  of  the  library  in  mind,  he  drafts  the  library  pro- 
gram and  is  responsible  for  preliminary  planning.  Though  in  the 
latter  stages  he  is  working  in  cooperation  with  the  architect,  con- 
sultant and  designer,  the  responsibility  for  a  building  which  is 
adequate  and  functional  for  his  own  specific  needs  is  still  largely 
The  Librarian's. 

ALTERNATIVES  TO  A  NEW  BUILDING 

If  your  library  building  is  not  worn  out,  yet  does  not  give  adequate 
service,  you  may  wish  to  consider  remodeling  or  adding  to  the  pres- 
ent structure.  Old  library  buildings,  however,  can  present  difficult 
problems  which  are  not  always  easy  or  economical  to  solve.  One 
should  take  into  consideration  the  following  factors: 

1.  Because  of  the  shift  in  activity  in  the  community,  on  the 
campus  or  within  the  school,  the  present  site  is  no  longer  suitable. 

2.  Costs,  such  as  the  removal  of  walls,  might  be  too  expensive. 

3.  The  difference  in  reading  room  heights  might  require  either 
irregular  floor  levels  or  extremely  high  and  expensive  ceilings  in  the 
new  addition. 

4.  An  older  building  plus  an  addition  might  be  more  costly  to 
service  than  a  completely  new  one.  For  example,  the  older  structure 
might  require  a  second  entrance,  thereby  raising  the  control  costs. 

5.  Older  styles  of  architecture  are  expensive  and  difficult  to 
match,  yet  an  addition  of  a  different  style  might  prove  to  be 
aesthetically  unpleasant. 

6.  Plumbing  and  wiring  systems  may  prove  to  be  inadequate 
for  further  expansion, 
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(Some  public  libraries  have  solved  their  library  building  problems 
by  arranging  with  private  enterprises  to  erect  a  structure  specifically 
designed  for  library  purposes.  Most  of  the  buildings  can  be  readily 
converted  to  commercial  use  if  it  becomes  necessary.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  library  takes  a  long  term  lease  which  specifies  that 
the  owner  is  responsible  for  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  that  the 
library  is  responsible  for  maintenance  of  the  interior.) 

SITE  SELECTION 

If  remodeling  is  not  feasible,  the  first  step  in  the  planning  could 
be  the  selection  of  a  satisfactory  site.  Following  are  several  items  to 
keep  in  mind  during  this  process : 

1.  Is  the  site  adequate  in  terms  of  size?  This  means  adequate 
not  only  for  the  proposed  building,  but  in  terms  of  expansion  needs 
for  twenty-five  years,  in  terms  of  parking  facilities  and  in  terms  of 
aesthetic  considerations. 

2.  What  is  its  relationship  to  traffic  patterns?  This  means  it 
should  be  located  in  areas  where  people  carry  on  their  daily  ac- 
tivities: business  districts  being  preferred  over  residential  areas, 
classroom  areas  over  dormitory  areas  for  students.  If  in  doubt,  it 
might  be  wise  to  make  pedestrian  and/or  traffic  counts. 

3.  What  is  its  relationship  to  other  buildings?  For  college  and 
university  libraries  this  means  proximity  to  its  faculty  and  students 
but  with  consideration  given  to  the  current  use  and  placement  of 
departmental  libraries.  For  public  libraries  this  means  a  location 
near  to  the  business  and  industrial  people  who  use  the  reference 
service,  but  also  in  a  close  relationship  to  the  major  school  facili- 
ties. For  school  libraries  this  means  a  fairly  centralized  location  to 
serve  all  faculty  and  students. 

4.  Are  there  advantages  or  disadvantages  in  the  slope  of  the 
land?  For  example,  a  favorable  slope  might  allow  natural  lighting 
into  the  basement  area.  Public  libraries  should  be  able  to  be 
equipped  with  a  street  level  entrance  with  a  well  lit  and  attractive 
entry  way. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  building  program,  usually  developed  by  the  librarian  with  the 
laid  of  the  library  consultant,  is  a  written  statement  of  the  philosophy, 
functions  and  services  of  the  library  with  the  spatial  requirements 
jneeded  to  develop  such  a  plan.  The  program  should  be  written  with 
the  next  twenty  years  in  mind.  A  suggested  outline  for  this  statement 
[follows : 

1 .  Institution  or  Community  Analysis 

2 .  Site  Analysis 

3.  Services — It  is  time  to  set  down  your  library's  philosophy 
and  determine  what  will  be  needed  to  give  adequate  service  to 
the  patrons.  For  college  and  university  libraries  this  will  be  deter- 
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mined  to  a  large  degree  by  the  educational  policy  of  the  institution 
One  should  consider  what  services  should  be  added,  what  shoulc 
be  deleted  or  combined  and  any  other  changes  which  need  to  be 
made. 

4.  Size — Discussion  of  both  present  and  future  size  of  book  col- 
lection, clientele,  and  staff. 

5.  Space  Requirements — Present  and  needed  room  for  books 
readers,  staff  and  additional  areas  such  as  storage,  heating  and  air- 
conditioning  equipment  or  auditorium. 

6.  Special  Features — Features  such  as  air-conditioning,  after- 
hours  book  returns,  restrooms  should  be  outlined. 

7.  Cost — Estimated  expenditures  should  be  weighed  againsl 
money  available. 

An  abbreviated  list  of  standards  which  have  been  useful  to  library 
planners  follows: 

1.  Book  Space — Space  should  be  allowed  for  6  to  8  volumes  pei 
linear  foot,  estimating  that  it  will  take  one  square  foot  of  flooi 
space  for  every  ten  volumes. 

2.  Reader  Space — Thirty  square  feet  per  reader  is  a  general 
guide. 

Public  Libraries — Allow  approximately  5  seats  per  1,000  oi 
population  served. 

College/University  Libraries — Space  varies  with  type  of  reader. 
Thirty  square  feet  is  adequate  for  undergraduates  and  some 
graduate  work,  but  SO  to  75  square  feet  should  be  allowed  for 
graduate  students  or  faculty  members  doing  research.  Building 
should  house  25  to  33%  of  the  student  body. 

3.  Staff  Space — Allow  125  to  150  square  feet  per  employee. 

4.  Space  for  other  purposes — Additional  space  should  be  in- 
cluded for  items  such  as  audio-visual,  auditorium,  elevators  and 
lifts,  exhibitions,  heating  and  cooling  equipment,  lobbies,  supplies, 
micro  reproduction,  restrooms,  smoking  room,  stairways  and  stor- 
age area.

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FINANCING  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION 

by   BERTHA   D.  HELLUM,   BRUCE  LINSLEY  AND   ROLAND    MAYNE 
POLICY  ON  SPACE  REQUIREMENTS 

Public  Library  services  in  communities  that  choose  to  be  part  of 
the  Contra  Costa  or  the  Alameda  County  Library  system  are  predi- 
cated on  the  local  community  providing  an  adequate  physical  fa- 
cility. When  such  a  building  is  provided,  the  County  Librarian,  under 
authority  of  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  will  furnish  library 
services  commensurate  with  the  adequacy  of  the  space. 

During  the  interim  required  to  furnish  permanent  library  build- 
ings, communities  may  lease  quarters  either  b}^  payment  from  reve- 
nue acquired  from  (1)  the  private  sector,  (2)  city  taxes  (if  within 
incorporated  communities),  or  in  Alameda  County  (3)  by  indicating 
willingness  to  be  included  in  a  zoning  tax  for  that  purpose. 

Rental  payments  for  community  branches  and  outlets  have  been 
excluded  from  the  operating  budget  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Li- 
brary since  1955-56  and  Alameda  County  Library  since  1965-66  in 
order  to  avoid  the  unfairness  of  double-taxation  for  communities  that 
had  previously  paid  taxes  for  a  local  library  building. 

ADEQUATE  SPACE  REQUIREMENTS 

In  general  terms,  an  adequate  facility  is  one  which  contains  one 
square  foot  of  floor  space  for  every  two  persons  in  the  area  to  be 
served,  plus  one  to  two  acres  of  land  to  meet  zoning  requirements  for 
setbacks  and  parking  for  cars  and  cycles.  It  is  the  practice  of  the 
staff  to  relate  library  service  areas  to  an  existing,  or  anticipated 
twenty  year  growth,  minimum  population  of  25,000. 

Therefore,  for  complete  community  library  services,  the  building 
should  contain  at  least  12,500  square  feet.  No  buildings  containing 
less  than  4,800  square  feet  should  be  constructed. 

COSTS  OF  SPACE 

At  the  current  (1969)  cost  of  library  construction  ($30  per  square 
foot),  a  typical  library  facility  of  12,500  sq.  ft.  would  cost  approxi- 
mately $375,000,  plus  land  costs.  As  this  cost  sometimes  seems  pro- 
hibitive to  communities,  the  staff  recommends  building  a  first  phase, 
or  6,000-8,000  square  feet  ($180,000-$240,000),  with  design  fea- 
tures included  for  later  expansion  to  a  complete  facility.  It  is  import- 
ant, however,  that  the  site  acquisition  include  sufficient  acreage  for 
the  ultimate  building  and  parking  (twenty  year  population  projec- 
tion) and  that  financing  arrangements  be  planned  for  no  longer  term 
than  ten  years. 

Land  costs  suitable  for  library  buildings  will  vary  from  location  to 
location  and  depend  to  some  extent  upon  the  motivations  of  the 
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pwner.  Some  land  developers  consider  inclusion  of  a  library  an  en- 
hancement to  their  total  development,  or  may  consider  their  tax  situa- 
tion in  either  donating  the  site  or  requiring  a  lower  price  than  for 
;ommercial  purposes.  On  the  other  hand,  land  costs  can  presently  be 
expected  to  be  as  high  as  $60,000-$  100,000  per  acre  in  choice  library 
ocations. 

An  important  factor  to  be  considered  in  library  financing  is  the 
late  when  actual  construction  will  begin.  This  must  be  known,  as  it 
lirectly  relates  to  increases  in  total  cost  (inflation),  cash  availability 
[accrual),  interest  payments,  and  in  Federal  grant  prospects.  At 
Present,  Federal  matching  grants,  allocated  by  the  California  State 
.library,  may  be  obtained  for  up  to  ^  financing  for  land,  building  and 
uilt-in  furnishings.  The  current  Federal  program  expires  June  30, 
L971,  and  may  or  may  not  be  extended. 

\EANS  OF  FINANCING  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION 

Listed  below  are  ways  in  which  a  community  can  furnish  a  perma- 

ent  facility  for  library  service.  These  are:  (1)  Gift  and/or  donation, 

[2)  Cash  accrual,  from  an  annual  tax  rate,  (3)  Bond  election,  (4) 

Borrowing  (lease  with  option  to  purchase),  (a)  From  private  sector, 

^b)  From  public  agency,  or  (5)  Revenue  bonds. 

Each  of  these  methods  has  advantages/disadvantages  in  its  ap- 
)lication.  The  following  consideration  of  each  method  is  based  on  a 
ypical  community  grouping  of  25,000  population,  where  either  the 
bounty  or  a  city  government  provides  a  common  local  political  juris- 
liction.  Cost  of  a  6,000  sq.  ft.  building  with  necessary  land  is  esti- 
mated at  $240,000  for  purpose  of  comparison. 

1.  Gift  and/ or  Donation.  This,  of  course,  would  be  the  simplest 
ind  least  expensive  method  to  obtain  library  service.  However,  it 
'equires  that  a  donor,  or  donors,  provide  sufficient  resources — and 
le,  or  they,  may  be  difficult  to  find.  The  donor  can  be  a  public  or 
)rivate  body  or  an  individual  who  furnishes  an  outright  gift  of  funds 
md/or  land  to  allow  for  the  construction  of  a  building.  If  a  donor (s) 
)f  a  minimum  of  $160,000  can  be  found  before  January  1,  1971,  a 
federal  grant  may  be  obtained  to  meet  the  remaining  total  cost  re- 
quirement of  $80,000.  Smaller  donations  would  result  in  less  Federal 
:|unding,  and  construction  of  a  smaller  library,  unless  other  funding 
•  sources  are  found.  Under  any  circumstance,  any  cash  and/or  ade- 
quate land  contribution  by  public  or  private  bodies  or  individuals 
frill  reduce  the  cash  which  must  be  obtained  by  other  financing 
■  inethods. 

■II  This  method  is  most  desirable  if  adequate  donations  can  be  timely 
[lound;  however,  it  would  normally  take  several  years  to  accrue  the 
•hecessary  amounts,  and  the  total  cost  of  construction  can  be  expected 
i  to  materially  increase  (a  working  factor  would  approximate  5% 
inflation  annually) .  Gifts  or  donations  to  a  library  construction  fund 
)  should  be  actively  solicited,  but  they  do  not  appear  to  be  the  most 
i  feasible  approach  to  prompt  completion  of  library  construction.  In 
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the  gift  approach  a  public  body  need  not  be  involved  until  a  Federal  i 
grant  is  applied  for  or  until  actual  public  library  service  is  desired,  j 
In  the  remaining  four  approaches,  public  agency  support  is  neces-< 
sary  to  provide  a  legal  base  for  obtaining  tax  supported  funding. 

2.  Cash  Accrual.  This  method  of  financing  is  accomplished  by  an 
annual  assignment  of  a  tax  rate  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  library  j 
County  Service  Area  (usually  five  cents  to  fifteen  cents  per  $100 
assessed  valuation).  The  amount  received  from  this  annual  assess-  J 
ment  is  then  placed  in  a  reserve  until  the  necessary  amounts  for  land  | 
purchase  and/or  building  construction  are  available.  The  advantages  j 
of  this  method  are  that  no  part  of  the  tax  receipts  is  expended  on  I 
interest  charges,  time  is  provided  to  augment  the  tax  assessments  i 
with  funds  and/or  land  from  solicitations  for  gifts  and  donations  and 
the  increase  in  time  may  allow  for  development  of  a  better  total 
library  service  plan.  This  was  the  legal  base  used  in  Alameda  County  i 
for  the  Castro  Valley  and  San  Lorenzo  *  branches,  and  in  Contra 
Costa  County  for  Lafayette,  El  Sobrante,  Walnut  Creek,  San  Ramon 
Valley,  Pleasant  Hill,  Kensington,  Antioch,*  Pittsburgh,*  and  the 
addition  *  to  the  Orinda  Library  (under  construction).  Actual  financ- 
ing of  these  libraries  was  accomplished  by  use  of  donation,  cash 
accrual  and/or  borrowing  of  cash  where  County  Service  Areas  were' 
established  under  authority  of  the  California  County  Service  Area1 
Law. 

With  the  establishment  of  a  County  Service  Area,  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Local  Agency  Formation  Commission,  tax  assessments 
may  be  made  on  property  within  the  established  boundary  for  the 
specific  service  for  which  the  service  area  was  formed.  When  the 
purpose  has  been  accomplished,  the  service  area  is  subject  to  dissolu- 
tion by  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  disadvantages  of  this  method  may,  however,  outweigh  the: 
advantages.  Foremost,  the  time  necessary  to  accrue  funds  is  rela-: 
tively  long  unless  a  high  assessment  rate  is  established.  Further,! 
residents  have  only  minimal  library  service  until  an  adequate  facility 
is  provided.  Also,  many  of  the  residents  being  taxed  may  have  left 
the  area  before  the  library  is  opened.  Finally,  as  previously  indicated, 
cost  factors  would  have  increased  and  the  possibility  of  receiving  a 
Federal  grant  is  lessened. 

3.  Bond  Election.  A  third  method  of  library  financing  is  for  the 
Library  Service  Area  to  obtain  authorization  for  a  public  bond  sub-! 
scription.  This  would  require  the  service  area  to  hold  an  election, 
obtain  approval  by  a  two-thirds  voting  majority  and  then  to  sell  the 
bonds.  The  repayment  of  the  bond  issue  would  then  be  accomplished 
by  an  annual  property  tax  assessment  against  area  taxpayers  over  a 
pre-established  period. 

This  approach  would  expedite  the  availability  of  funds  for  con- 
struction over  that  possible  under  the  cash  accrual  method.  It  does 
allow  for  early  application  for  a  Federal  grant  (upon  election  ap- 

*  Matching:  Federal   funds   under  LSCA,    Title   II,   were   allocated   by   the    California 
State  Library. 
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proval  of  the  bond  subscription).  It  allows  for  repayment  at  current 
public  interest  rates  which  are  lower  than  can  be  obtained  from  pri- 
vate borrowing.  And  amortization  of  the  bond  issue  is  accomplished 
over  a  long  period  of  time  which  will  allow  a  great  number  of  library- 
patrons  to  pay  a  pro  rata  share  of  costs. 

The  disadvantages,  however,  are  numerous.  First,  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  a  two-thirds  voter  majority  may  be  doubtful,  thus  mini- 
mizing the  desirability  of  using  this  technique.  Second,  the  time 
involved  in  obtaining  necessary  voter  approval  is  relatively  long. 
Also,  the  overall  total  interest  payment  is  high,  although  at  a  rela- 
tively low  current  rate,  because  of  the  fixed  total,  or  increment,  re- 
payment and  long  (twenty  year)  amortization  period.  Finally,  long 
before  repayment  is  completed  it  can  be  expected  that  the  library 
facility  would  need  to  be  enlarged  to  meet  total  community  require- 
ments, thus  requiring  a  period  of  possible  dual  tax  assessment. 

4.  Borrowing  of  Cash.  If  a  community  can  find  a  lender,  it  is  pos- 
sible for  a  group  to  obtain  a  commercial  loan  for  library  construc- 
tion. The  group  can  then  either  construct  the  facility  itself  or  donate 
:he  monies  to  a  public  jurisdiction  and  have  the  jurisdiction  construct 
:he  facility.  Repayment  for  such  commercially  borrowed  monies  must 
pe  arranged  by  the  local  group  without  any  anticipated  public  tax 
support.  The  difficulties  to  be  expected  in  open-market  commercial 
porrowing  and  repayment  by  a  local  group  tend  to  preclude  the  ac- 
ceptability of  this  borrowing  technique  for  library  construction. 

I  5.  Lease  with  Option  to  Purchase.  The  construction  of  a  building 
>y  an  individual  or  group  that  has  funds,  or  has  the  ability  to  raise 
noney,  provides  an  attractive  way  to  finance  library  buildings.  The 
;eneral  procedure  is  for  the  library  to  lease  the  building  with  an 
ption  to  purchase  from  this  party.  The  lease  payments  would  then 
ie  sufficient  to  amortize  the  construction  cost.  Before  such  a  contract 
an  be  entered  into,  there  must  be  some  governmental  unit  with  tax- 
ig  power  to  assure  that  the  rental  payments  will  be  met.  Cities, 
Community  Services  Districts,  or  County  Service  Areas  will  meet  this 
2quirement.  Such  funds  can  be  made  available  by  three  different 
ethods:  (a)  employees'  retirement  association,  (b)  private  non- 
ofit  corporations,  and  (c)  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreements. 

(a)  Employees'  Retirement  Association.  If  a  County  Service 
Area  is  established  to  provide  a  branch  library  building,  the  County 
employees'  retirement  association  funds  can  be  made  available  to 
construct  such  a  building,  with  the  County  leasing  the  building 
from  the  association  with  sufficient  rental  payments  to  amortize  the 
building  at  a  fixed  rate  of  return  to  the  association.  Use  of  this 
approach  allows  for  property  tax  support  repayments  over  a 
snorter  or  longer  period  of  time  as  determined  by  the  community. 
The  willingness  of  the  retirement  system  to  enter  into  such  an  ar- 
rangement would  provide  immediate  availability  of  the  necessary

cash  to  finance  library  construction  and  to  apply  for  a  Federal 
Grant.  This  technique  does  not  require  the  two-thirds  voters'  ap- 
proval, as  is  true  for  bond  subscriptions.  The  rate  of  return  to  the 
association  would  probably  be  higher  than  that  charged  for  general 
obligation  bonds,  but  would  be  somewhat  lower  than  revenue  bonds 
required  by  other  methods  of  lease-purchase  financing. 

(b)  Private  Nonprofit  Corporation.  A  taxing  agency  can  contract 
with  an  individual  for  a  building  that  would  be  constructed  to  suit  I 
the  library  and  then  leased  to  the  agency  with  an  option  to  pur- 
chase. The  rental  payments  would  guarantee  the  investor  a  fixed 
return.  If  a  single  investor  in  a  project  the  size  of  a  library  cannot 
be  found,  a  nonprofit  corporation  may  be  established.  This  corpora- 
tion may  then  sell  revenue  bonds  secured  by  the  lease  on  the  li- 
brary building,  and  these  payments  will  retire  the  bonds  and  the 
corporation  will  then  dissolve. 

(c)  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement  for  Revenue  Bonds. 
Two  or  more  public  agencies  can  contract  to  perform  jointly  any 
function  which  each  agency  is  authorized  to  do  separately.  When 
two  or  more  governmental  agencies  so  contract,  a  third  quasi-inde- 
pendent agency  is  established.  It  is  governed  by  the  contracting 
parties,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  contract.  This  agency  has 
authority  in  the  Government  Code,  Section  6540  et  seq.,  to  issue 
revenue  bonds,  secured  by  the  operation  of  the  joint  powers  agency. 
For  example,  a  city  and  a  county,  or  two  cities,  could  agree, 
through  a  joint  powers  agency,  to  construct  a  building,  with  each 
city  or  county  agreeing  to  pay  a  certain  amount  of  rent  on  the 
building.  The  rental  agreement  between  the  agency  and  the  parties 
would  be  the  security  for  retiring  the  revenue  bonds  and  paying  the 
interest  thereon.  This  has  become  a  rather  common  means  of  fi- 
nancing capital  improvement  in  this  State  and  the  interest  of  one 
of  the  parties  to  such  an  agreement  may  be  considerably  less  than 
that  of  the  other.  The  advantage  of  this  type  of  operation  over  the 
nonprofit  corporation  lease-purchase  arrangement  is  that  the  gov- 
ernmental jurisdictions  involved  remain  firmly  in  control  of  the 
joint  powers  agency  and  the  question  of  tax  exemption  for  the 
bonds  is  established.  The  disadvantage  of  this  type  of  financing  is 
that,  like  the  nonprofit  corporation  revenue  bond  arrangement,  the 
cost  of  financing  is  higher  than  general  obligation  bonds.  There  is 
also  adverse  criticism  that  it  circumvents  the  will  of  the  people 
by  not  presenting  it  to  a  referendum. 

Several  financial  consulting  firms  can  provide  detailed  analysis 
of  specific  projects  on  a  contingency  basis;  there  would  be  no 
charge  until  the  agreements  are  adopted  and  the  revenue  bonds  is- 
sued. 

These  describe  some  of  the  principal  techniques  available  for  public 
library  financing  in  California.  The  community  leadership  should 
render  its  own  decision  as   to  which  technique,   or  combinations 
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thereof,  it  desires  to  use  for  financing  library  construction  and  convey 
its  advice  to  its  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and/or 
City  Councils.

THE    HERE    AND    NOW  Phyllis  I.  Dalton 

Libraries  are  among  the  vital  instruments  of  a  democratic  life  as 
such  and  librarians  realize  that  they  and  the  libraries  which  they 
serve  do  have  a  social  responsibility.  The  social  responsibility  of 
libraries  and  librarians  is  an  important  one  at  any  time  in  a  self- 
governing  society;  it  is  vitally  important  at  a  time  of  change  in  this 
age  of  information  systems.  The  purpose  of  all  such  systems  is  to 
work  within  the  framework  of  the  social  responsibility  of  libraries  by 
reducing  economic,  social,  and  psychic  suffering  and  providing  en- 
richment of  life  and  opportunities  for  all. 

The  aim  of  the  information  reference  and  research  networks  is  to 
bring  information,  reference  and  research  and  the  user  together  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  The  community  has  a  serious  stake  in  the  welfare 
of  research.  The  media  through  which  this  information  is  published 
vary  widely  with  periodicals,  technical  reports,  journals,  government 
documents,  newspapers  and  books  available ;  but  computer  tapes  and 
programs  and  computer  print-outs  must  also  be  available.  The  infor- 
mation explosion  must  be  brought  into  manageable  proportions 
through  these  information  systems. 

The  information  programs  described  in  this  issue  of  NEWS 
NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  are  capable  of  providing 
this  service  and  are  in  the  process  of  developing  their  capabilities.  In- 
formational needs  to  which  these  systems  relate  vary  widely  not  only 
in  content  but  in  the  level  of  complexity.  They  must  have  a  working 
relationship  with  the  users — libraries  or  individuals — continuing  in 
time  and  increasing  in  mutual  understanding.  Avenues  for  distribu- 
tion of  vital  information  can  be  maintained  if  the  desire  to  know  is 
present. 

We  know  that  the  information  needs  of  people  often  exceed  the 
resources  of  any  one  type  of  library,  and  there  is  a  reservoir  of  ma- 
terials in  the  State  of  California.  All  of  this  cooperative  use  of  ma- 
terials in  a  planned  system  implements  the  "Master  Plan  for  Total 
Library  Services."  The  1969  information  systems  provide  the  struc- 
ture through  which  the  individual  may  be  provided  unimpaired  access 
to  the  entire  library  resources  and  services  of  the  state.  Networks  are 
both  people  and  equipment — the  use  of  rapid  communication  and 
delivery  using  electronic  equipment  is  most  important  but  so  is  a 
staff  of  resource  specialists  and  the  technical  library  services  to 
answer  questions  or  make  referrals.  The  programs  described  in  this

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issue  promote  and  implement  the  plans  for  increased  sharing  of  re- 
sources by  libraries  of  different  types  and  in  different  jurisdictions. 
They  use  modern  technology  in  an  appropriate  economic  manner  to 
facilitate  the  sharing  of  resources;  they  expand  the  availability  of 
library  material  to  every  resident  of  the  State  of  California. 

The  "Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services"  indicates  that  each 
network  will  maintain  a  referral  center  staffed  with  resource  specialists 
who  will  handle  requests.  The  referral  center  will  maintain  files  con- 
cerning available  information  resources  in  networks  which  may  be 
used  in  response  to  user  needs.  The  implementation  of  the  "Master 
Plan"  depends  on  the  availability  of  a  referral  center  in  each  network 
to  which  cooperating  libraries  may  communicate  user  needs.  The 
"Master  Plan"  recommends  that  full  use  be  made  of  teletype,  fac- 
simile transmission  and  other  electronic  devices  of  communication 
helpful  in  shortening  the  time  response  among  libraries. 

The  ability  to  meet  the  library  needs  of  every  Californian  requires 
that  every  Californian  have  access  to  all  of  the  state's  library  re- 
sources and  to  regional  and  national  resources  when  needed.  Such  ac- 
cess can  be  provided  through  the  networks  now  set  up  and  described 
here.  All  of  these  centers  described  can  identify  the  user's  need  at  the 
point  where  the  request  originates — the  local  library;  each  has  com- 
munication devices  which  enable  the  local  library  staff  to  send 
speedily  and  accurately  the  user's  request  to  the  center;  each  center 
has  access  to  information  about  the  location  of  resources  outside  the 
center ;  each  has  a  delivery  system  through  which  the  needed  material 
may  be  sent  from  the  center  to  where  the  user  can  have  access. 

All  of  these  programs  are  in  the  developing  stages  and  have  much 
ahead  of  them  in  meeting  users'  needs.  There  is  general  agreement 
that  much  must  be  done  to  improve  the  speed  and  the  quality  of  li- 
brary services  and  that  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  promote  that 
objective.  Reference  and  research  libraries  are  being  drawn  into  joint 
uses  of  resources  and  facilities  through  information  networks.  We 
must  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  community  to  be  served  to  de- 
vise the  best  in  information  networks  to  meet  these  needs. 

The  articles  which  follow  describe  the  beginning  of  the  network  to 
satisfy  user  needs.  We  know  that  further  developing  will  follow,  and 
it  will  be  reported  in  subsequent  issues  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA LIBRARIES. 
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THE  MOUNTAIN-VALLEY  INFORMATION  CENTER 

Dale  Perkins  and  Virginia  Short 

The  Mountain- Valley  Information  Center  was  formed  because  of 
some  basic  and  simple  assumptions  of  the  librarians  involved: 

Library  reference  services  could  be  improved  by  mutual  coopera- 
tive action. 

Pooling  resources  would  help  not  only  the  smaller  libraries,  but 
also  the  larger  ones. 

People  in  rural  outlying  areas  should  have  the  same  opportunity 
to  read  and  grow  as  those  living  in  urban  areas. 

Statewide  planning  was  sound  and  should  be  implemented  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  overall  goal  in  formulating  the  project  was  to  form  one  large 
network  to  answer  reference  questions  and  locate  books  that  could 
not  be  found  in  a  particular  member  library.  Instead  of  each  library 
being  independent,  each  member  was  regarded  as  part  of  a  pool  cumu- 
lating to  over  a  million  volumes.  In  order  to  utilize  fully  this  pool  of 
resources,  a  staff  was  employed  to  find  the  books  and  information 
and  to  deliver  them  to  the  user  at  his  local  outlet.  There  would  be 
two  main  parts  to  the  reference  network:  the  reference  center  itself, 
which  would  work  toward  being  a  "research  library,"  located  in  the 
Sacramento  City-County  Main  Library,  and  an  "area  library," 
located  at  Auburn,  serving  the  surrounding  counties. 

Perhaps  the  most  lofty  goal  of  the  project  is  someday  actually  to 
serve  as  a  "research  library"  for  northern  California.  Statewide  plan- 
ning indicates  that  Sacramento  should  serve  not  only  the  Mountain- 
Valley,  but  also  two  other  systems  in  a  2  5 -county  area  surrounding 
Sacramento.  Presumably,  ties  would  also  extend  to  academic,  special, 
and  virtually  all  other  types  of  libraries  in  a  unified  network  provid- 
ing total  library  service.  Multisystem  and  "total  library  service"  must 
necessarily  remain  a  dream  for  the  immediate  future,  but  in  reality, 
the  Mountain-Valley  Information  Center  itself  was  a  dream  only 
three  years  ago.  So  if  today's  dreams  are  tomorrow's  realities,  it's  at 
least  clear  where  we  want  to  go,  if  not  how  we  are  to  get  there. 

Originally  the  Information  Center  was  formed  for  the  benefit  of 
two  separate  and  independent  library  systems,  the  Sacramento  City- 
County  System  and  the  Mother  Lode  Library  System.  Within  the 
Mother  Lode  System  an  area  library  LSCA  project  had  been  de- 
veloped for  several  years  and  a  reference  network  already  existed  be- 
tween the  libraries  in  Placer  and  El  Dorado  Counties.  The  addition

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of  Sacramento  completed  the  project  as  originally  envisioned.  New 
members  were  welcomed,  however,  and  subsequently  Sutter  County, 
Marysville,  the  Nevada  County  Library  Demonstration  and,  later, 
Woodland  Public  Library  all  joined.  Eventually  all  of  these  members, 
including  the  two  previously  existing  systems,  combined  to  form  a 
single  system — the  Mountain- Valley.  This  was  the  first  merger  of 
two  existing  independent  library  systems  in  California,  and  the  sys- 
tem has  now  grown  to  serve  832,000  people  in  five  complete  counties 
and  parts  of  two  others. 

There  is  very  little  doubt  that  the  Information  Network  works, 
because  it  has  significantly  increased  the  number  of  transactions 
completed  at  the  local  level.  During  March  and  April,  over  2,000  items 
were  requested  through  the  Network  and  75%  of  those  requests  were 
filled.  The  statistics,  however,  do  not  show  the  time  element,  which 
is  of  critical  importance  in  serving  the  public.  In  both  the  Area  Li- 
brary and  the  Information  Center,  as  well  as  at  the  California  State 
Library,  no  adequate  amount  of  response  time  has  been  developed 
for  proper  evaluation,  and  of  course  this  varies  considerably  with 
the  work  load. 

It  is  difficult  to  consider  reference  centers  apart  from  systems  be- 
cause their  functions  often  overlap.  Consequently,  the  two  organi- 
zations share  not  only  the  same  goals  but  also  the  same  problems, 
especially  financing.  No  single  piece  of  legislation  at  either  the  state 
or  the  federal  level  authorizes  either  reference  networks  or  "research 
libraries,"  but  the  existing  legislation,  such  as  LSCA  and  PLSA,  has 
been  used  to  build  up  these  types  of  programs.  Current  indications 
are  that  both  the  federal  and  state  programs  will  suffer  from  reduced 
funding.  Consequently,  until  such  time  as  both  systems  and  reference 
networks  can  be  put  on  a  continuing  and  adequately  funded  base, 
there  is  very  little  hope  that  the  substantial  gains  made  through  co- 
operative programs  can  be  sustained  and  enlarged  for  future  pro-! 
grams.  This  is  the  overwhelming  problem  being  faced  by  both  sys- j 
terns  and  reference  networks  in  California,  and  Mountain- Valley  is 
no  exception. 

Another  problem  of  different  proportions  is  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  Sacramento  "research  library"  and  the  California  State 
Library,  and  how  much  to  build  and  duplicate  resources  between  the  • 
two  institutions,  which  are  only  four  blocks  apart.  With  the  limited 
funding  available,  the  problem  is  perhaps  not  of  overwhelming  im- 
portance, but  as  the  system  grows,  some  policy  or  definition  is  advis-  j 
able.  In  Sacramento's  case  the  problem  is  made  somewhat  more  dif- 
ficult because  residents  of  the  Sacramento  postal  zone  are  allowed  to  i 
use  the  State  Library  directly,  and  this  has  undoubtedly  slowed  the 
growth  of  the  city  library. 

Aside  from  these  considerations,  the  future  of  the  Information; 
Center  is  clear.  The  goal  is  to  develop  better  patterns  for  serving  the 
member  libraries,  to  develop  beneficial  relationships  with  other  types 
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of  libraries,  and  to  take  the  proper  role  in  regional,  statewide,  and 
someday  even  nationwide  formal  reference  networks  for  total  library 
service.  Much  of  the  planning  has  been  done,  librarians  are  convinced 
of  the  value  of  cooperation,  and  local  leadership  is  adequate.  Now  all 
we  need  is  proper  legislation  and  adequate  funding  to  implement  the 
plans. 
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CALIFORNIA  STATE  LIBRARY  SERVICE  TO  INDUSTRY 

Marion  Bourke 

The  California  State  Library  Service  to  Industry  is  designed  to 
encourage  economic  growth  by  facilitating  the  dissemination  of 
scientific,  technical,  and  business  information.  Originally  serving  in- 
dustry only,  this  special  program  has  been  broadened  to  supply  serv- 
ices and  materials  to  people  in  business  and  the  professions,  as  well 
as  industry,  through  the  library  outlet  most  convenient  to  them. 

This  State  Library  service  is  channeled  in  two  directions :  ( 1 )  pro- 
viding subject  reference  service,  literature  searches,  and  loan  services, 
and  (2)  encouraging  improved  library  service  to  California  industry 
by  developing  workshops  to  keep  librarians  abreast  of  what  is  occur- 
ring in  the  field. 

Subject  and  Author  Services 

The  California  State  Library's  service  to  industry  includes  both 
subject  reference  service  and  author  interlibrary  loan  service.  Ma- 
terials are  supplied  in  answer  to  requests  for  information  on  subjects 
which  range  from  the  operation  of  a  restaurant  to  the  design  of  fuel- 
injection  engines.  Requests  for  names  and  addresses  of  companies 
which  manufacture  or  sell  a  particular  item  are  frequently  answered. 
Because  of  the  large  number  of  statistical  publications  which  the 
California  State  Library  receives  from  the  federal  government,  as 
well  as  other  resources  of  a  statistical  nature,  it  is  also  possible  to  fill 
many  requests  for  statistics  on  a  variety  of  subjects.  Another  large 
part  of  the  work  involves  searching  for  proceedings  of  conferences 
and  other  items  which  are  difficult  to  find.  Of  course,  standard  inter- 
library  loan  service  is  also  provided,  including  free  photocopying  of  a 
reasonable  number  of  pages  of  any  item  which  cannot  be  sent.  Lend- 
ing policies  are  liberal.  Any  requests  for  information  or  material,  if 
marked  "CSLSI,"  the  designation  for  California  State  Library  Service 
to  Industry,  will  receive  the  special  handling  which  is  offered  by  this 
service.  Requests  may  be  referred  to  the  State  Library  by  teletype, 
telephone,  mail,  and  very  shortly,  telefacsimile.  Replies  will  be  re- 
turned by  the  most  rapid  means  available. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  library  of  the  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles  to  provide  access  to  materials  in  its 
collections  which  are  not  available  elsewhere.  Mrs.  Mary  Jane 
Schmelzle,  a  California  State  Library  and  CSLSI  reference  librarian, 
is  on  duty  at  UCLA.  On  a  plan  developed  especially  for  CSLSI,  the 
State  Library  may  refer  requests  by  telephone  to  Mrs.  Schmelzle.  The 
same  services  provided  from  the  State  Library  in  Sacramento  can  be 
provided  from  the  UCLA  collections. 

Mrs.  Bourke  is  Reference  Librarian,  California  State  Library  Service  to  Industry. 
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Because  the  collections  of  the  libraries  at  UCLA  and  the  State 
Library  complement  each  other  to  some  degree,  the  combined  re- 
sources are  very  useful  to  CSLSI  patrons.  The  State  Library  has  an 
extensive  collection  of  U.S.  and  California  state  government  docu- 
ments, including  U.S.  patents  beginning  with  those  granted  in  1966, 
and  the  Official  Gazette  which  gives  abstracts  of  U.S.  patents  from 
1872  to  the  present.  Also  of  use  to  the  technologist  is  the  collection  of 
federal,  interim,  and  military  specifications,  and  the  standards  de- 
veloped by  the  American  Society  for  Testing  and  Materials  and  the 
United  States  of  America  Standards  Institute. 

Both  libraries  have  various  series  of  technical  reports  of  engineer- 
ing and  other  research  by  government  contractors  published  by  such 
U.S.  government  agencies  as  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Ad- 
ministration, the  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  the  Department  of  De- 
fense, and  the  Clearinghouse  for  Federal  Scientific  and  Technical  In- 
formation. The  specialized  indexes  and  abstracts  necessary  for  infor- 
mation searches  are  available  at  both  libraries.  The  collections  of 
books  and  periodicals  at  the  two  libraries  differ  in  that  the  emphasis 
at  the  University  Library  is  on  the  theoretical  aspects  of  science  and 
engineering,  while  at  the  State  Library  it  is  on  applied  aspects  of 
technology  and  engineering.  If  requested  materials  are  not  in  either 
of  these  two  collections,  the  State  Library's  union  catalog  of  other 
California  library  collections  can  be  checked  and  a  listing  of  locations 
given. 

Mini-bibliographies 

These  bibliographies,  with  which  many  librarians  are  already 
familiar,  are  prepared  by  the  California  State  Library  Service  to  In- 
dustry. They  are  brief  four-  or  five-item  bibliographies  of  periodical 
articles  and  books  on  subjects  of  interest  to  people  in  industry.  Cur- 
rentness  of  titles  listed  and  their  availability  through  the  State  Li- 
brary are  emphasized.  The  bibliographies  are  for  the  use  of  librarians 
as  well  as  their  patrons. 

Workshops  on  Library  Service  to  Industry 

These  workshops  were  sponsored  in  1969  by  the  Business  and  In- 
dustry and  the  Reference  Librarians  Divisions  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association  and  by  the  State  Library,  and  in  1970  by  the  State 
Library  alone.  They  are  carried  out  with  the  cooperation  of  local 
libraries  and  librarians.  The  purpose  of  these  workshops  is  to  help 
other  libraries  build  their  service  to  business  and  industry.  Methods 
used  have  included  panel  presentations,  talks  by  specialists  in  infor- 
mation services,  and  discussion  groups.  The  speakers  demonstrate 
(1)  how  to  carry  out  the  reference  interview  with  the  businessman  or 
technologist  in  such  a  way  as  to  find  out  exactly  what  information  he 
needs  and  to  assure  him  that  the  library  can  assist  him;   (2)  what 
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kinds  of  information  sources,  including  library  networks  and  fed- 
eral information  services,  are  available  to  answer  his  question;  and 
(3)  how  to  publicize  this  information  service  to  business  and  in- 
dustry. 

The  objective,  then,  of  the  California  State  Library  Service  to  In- 
dustry is  to  help  and  encourage  other  libraries  in  the  state  to  build  a 
reliable  information  system  to  meet  the  needs  of  business  and  in- 
dustry. To  attain  this  objective,  the  CSLSI  program  already  provides 
reference  and  interlibrary  loan  service,  prepares  mini-bibliographies 
which  supply  information  on  the  resources  available,  and  sponsors 
and  helps  to  organize  workshops  on  Library  Service  to  Industry. 
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SAN    FRANCISCO'S    BARC  William  L.  Ramirez 

It  was  in  the  summer  of  1967  that  BARC  was  born. 

From  its  earliest  days  the  Bay  Area  Reference  Center  has  con- 
tinually sought  to  show  in  tangible  ways  that  regional  cooperation  in 
reference  services  among  Bay  Area  libraries  is  not  merely  a  realizable 
goal  but,  in  fact,  a  practical  necessity. 

Funded  by  the  federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
(Title  I)  and  under  the  administration  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, the  Bay  Area  Reference  Center  has  cooperated  with  par- 
ticipating library  systems  in  providing  a  broad  range  of  reference 
services  to  the  residents  of  the  region.  The  immediate  goal  in  view 
has  been  to  establish  a  reference  center  for  the  entire  Bay  Area, 
headquartered  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 

During  the  past  three  years  BARC  and  the  North  Bay  Coopera- 
tive Library  System  (California's  pioneer  library  system)  have 
worked  closely  together  in  initiating  and  developing  a  successful  pro- 
gram of  regional  reference  referral  service.  In  the  course  of  this  co- 
operative venture  considerable  experience  has  been  gained  which  will 
be  beneficial  in  developing  even  further  a  smoothly  functioning  ref- 
erence network  between  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  the 
members  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System.* 

In  carrying  one  step  forward  the  concept  of  regionalized  library 
service  set  forth  in  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California 
and  in  the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services,  the  Bay  Area  Ref- 
erence Center  on  July  1,  1970,  extended  its  informational  services  to 
three  additional  systems,  the  objective  being  to  demonstrate  the  prac- 
ticality and  value  of  a  multi-system  information  network.  Tied  to- 
gether with  BARC  now  are  the  Berkeley-Oakland  Service  System 
(BOSS),  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System,  the  Peninsula 
Library  System,  and  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System,  with  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  serving  the  function  of  central  research 
library  for  all  of  these  systems. 

BARC's  long-range  objective  is  to  offer  its  reference  services  and 
resources  to  all  systems  assigned  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library, 
serving  as  research  library  under  the  provisions  of  the  Master  Plan 
for  Total  Library  Services. 

To  assist  in  strengthening  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library's  posi- 
tion as  the  central  research  unit,  BARC  has  devoted  a  portion  of  its 
budget  to  the  purchase  of  many  important  and  specialized  reference 
works;  more  than  $150,000  will  have  been  invested  for  this  purpose

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by  June  30,  1971,  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  of  BARC's  operation. 
With  these  funds  are  purchased  books  and  other  materials  which  will 
be  useful  in  serving  the  informational  and  research  needs  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  and  other  participating  system  members. 

BARC's  service  program  includes  providing  high-level  reference 
support  to  participating  library  systems  based  on  five  elements. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  extensive  resources  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  whose  basic  strengths  lie  in  its  considerable  holdings 
of  book  titles,  government  publications,  periodicals  and  serials. 

The  second  vital  element  is  a  trained  Bay  Area  Reference  Center 
staff  of  reference  librarians  experienced  in  dealing  with  a  variety  of 
informational  sources.  Although  the  book  and  the  printed  word  are 
basic  to  virtually  all  informational  searches,  BARC's  reference  staff 
is  not  limited  to  these.  Increasing  use  is  made  of  other  resources; 
often  outside  organizations  and  experts  are  consulted,  whenever  these 
sources  of  information  are  the  quickest  or  the  most  authoritative  ones 
available. 

A  third  factor  is  the  principle  of  rapid  contact  with  other  libraries, 
library  systems,  bibliographical  and  information  centers  throughout 
the  United  States,  by  means  of  telephone  and  modern  electronic  com- 
munications equipment,  including  TWX  and  facsimile  transmission 
devices. 

Next,  smooth  and  effective  functioning  of  this  network  requires 
that  the  concept  of  levels  of  library  services  to  match  levels  of  de- 
mand be  applied.  Thus,  requests  are  answered  at  each  appropriate 
level  and  a  relatively  small  number  of  inquiries  are  referred  to  BARC, 
most  of  these  being  difficult  or  highly  specialized  in  nature. 

Fifth,  and  last,  is  the  fact  that  this  is  a  program  committed  to  ex- 
perimentation and  innovative  approaches  in  seeking  effective  methods 
of  making  the  best  informational  resources  of  the  region  and  the 
highest  level  of  reference  service  available  to  all  residents  wherever 
they  live. 

These  elements  do  not  come  together  without  some  assistance.  The 
device  providing  the  unifying  spirit,  giving  them  shape  and  direction, 
is  the  workshop. 

BARC's  workshops  come  in  two  forms  and  sizes.  Formal  work- 
shops are  open  to  staff  members  of  participating  system  libraries. 
Typically  they  have  been  large  group  presentations.  Some  of  the  more 
popular  of  these  have  attracted  over  a  hundred  persons. 

A  variety  of  subjects  has  been  treated  in  these  workshops: 
"Natural  Sciences  in  the  Bay  Area,"  "Contemporary  Man's  Beliefs," 
and  "Aiding  Libraries  to  Meet  the  Needs  of  the  Spanish-Speaking 
People"  are  but  a  few.  Special  bibliographies  and  other  materials 
prepared  for  the  workshops  are  duplicated  and  distributed  to  those 
attending. 

Mini-workshops  are  smaller  affairs,  involving  about  12  to  IS  people, 
presented  by  the  BARC  staff  at  libraries  in  the  various  systems. 
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They  serve  a  dual  purpose.  They  acquaint  the  staffs  of  the  participat- 
ing libraries  with  BARC  and  its  activities.  In  addition,  this  vehicle 
enables  BARC's  reference  staff  members  to  meet  their  counterparts 
in  each  of  the  libraries  in  the  network.  We  have  found  this  to  be  the 
most  effective  way  to  improve  communication  skills  between  refer- 
ence units  in  the  system,  since  it  allows  for  discussion  and  suggestions 
for  better  service  from  all  of  the  staff  involved  in  the  entire  system. 
It  satisfies  the  requirement  for  an  active,  ongoing  in-service  training 
program. 

Through  its  workshop  proceedings  and  through  its  bimonthly 
newsletter  Synergy,  BARC  has  produced  valuable  bibliographies  on  a 
number  of  topics.  These  important  informational  aids  have  assisted 
numerous  libraries  and  librarians  in  developing  coverage  and  depth 
in  many  subjects  which  might  have  been  otherwise  overlooked. 
Astrology;  the  underground  and  right-wing  press;  women's  libera- 
tion; the  American  Indian;  ecology;  these  and  other  topics  have  been 
considered  bibliographically  in  the  pages  of  Synergy.  An  "Update" 
section  appears  in  each  issue,  listing  changes  in  city,  state,  national 
and  international  officials.  Synergy  is  becoming  increasingly  valuable 
to  reference  librarians,  the  strongest  and  most  concrete  recognition 
of  this  being  the  presentation  of  the  H.  W.  Wilson  Library  Periodical 
Award  to  Synergy  during  the  recent  American  Library  Association 
Conference  in  Detroit. 

BARC's  particular  contribution  to  the  advancement  of  statewide 
library  reference  service  may  be  evaluated  in  terms  of  the  Center's 
success  in  (1)  delivering  needed  information,  (2)  providing  effective 
methods  and  opportunities  for  developing  bibliographical  competence 
and  communications  skills  in  network  reference  librarians,  (3)  de- 
veloping special  bibliographical  aids  and  resource  files,  and  (4)  en- 
couraging and  assisting  participating  systems  in  an  effort  to  bring 
other  kinds  of  libraries  and  informational  resources  into  the  network. 

Although  achievement  in  these  areas  so  far  has  been  gratifying  in 
varying  degrees,  much  still  needs  to  be  done,  particularly  regarding 
the  involvement  of  other  than  public  libraries  in  the  network.  Since 
there  appears  to  be  increasing  interest  expressed  by  academic  and 
special  librarians,  BARC  will  strengthen  efforts  to  enlist  their  co- 
operation. 

BARC  has  been,  and  is,  experimental  in  nature.  This  quality  has 
provided  the  project  with  an  ability  to  change  and  to  meet  new  de- 
mands quickly  and  effectively.  We  have  tested  different  types  of  com- 
munications equipment  and  experimented  with  their  various  applica- 
tions. Our  workshops  have  dealt  with  both  conventional  and  unusual 
topics.  BARC  has  assisted  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  in  a 
number  of  demonstrations;  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  these  was 
the  Fillmore  Street  Reference  Project.*

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Some  problems,  particularly  those  related  to  budget  and  financing 
the  network,  are  formidable.  Nevertheless,  BARC  is  confident,  even 
enthusiastic,  about  the  future.  Our  belief  is  strong  that  the  value  of 
the  multisystem  information  network  will  become  increasingly  ap 
parent  to  its  participants.  We  feel  that  this  realization  will  assure  the 
interest  and  support  BARC  needs  in  order  to  contribute  further  to 
the  ultimate  aim  of  high-level  reference  service  within  easy  reach  of 
every  California  resident. 
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SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  ANSWERING  NETWORK 

Evelyn  Greenwald 

Knowledge  explosion,  population  explosion,  information  explosion 
— these  catch-phrases  have  had  an  impact  on  libraries  and  their  in- 
formation services.  More  people,  who  know  more,  need  more  infor- 
mation. The  library  patron,  wherever  he  lives,  in  Santa  Maria,  in 
Granada  Hills,  in  Whittier,  expects  accurate  answers  to  complex 
questions. 

The  Southern  California  Answering  Network,  or  more  familiarly 
SCAN,  is  a  reference  referral  project  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Li- 
brary, an  attempt  to  widen  the  availability  of  the  reference  resources 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Central  Library.  The  goal  of  the  service  is  to  give 
answers  to  questions  to  millions  of  Southern  Californians  without 
making  it  necessary  for  people  to  travel  farther  than  to  their  nearest 
library. 

The  Martin  report,  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge 
of  California,  designated  the  Los  Angeles  Central  Library  as  one  of 
the  regional  research  centers  through  which  the  citizens  of  California 
should  be  able  to  obtain  higher-level  reference  service.  SCAN  is  the 
information  and  communication  network  set  up  to  implement  this 
idea. 

From  the  outset  it  was  felt  that  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library 
could  not  give  this  higher  level  of  service  to  other  library  systems  and 
not  provide  it  for  its  own.  So,  in  addition  to  two  major  library  sys- 
tems, SCAN  serves  the  61  branches  and  10  subject  departments  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 

From  headquarters  in  the  Central  Library,  SCAN  is  linked  by 
closed-circuit  teletype  to  the  seven  regional  branches  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library.  By  means  of  TWX  we  communicate  with 
the  two  cooperative  library  systems  we  serve — the  Metropolitan  Co- 
operative Library  System  with  headquarters  in  the  Pasadena  Public 
Library  and  a  membership  of  18  libraries,  and  the  Black  Gold  Co- 
operative Library  System,  with  headquarters  in  the  Santa  Barbara 
Public  Library  and  a  membership  of  seven  libraries.  In  this  way, 
SCAN  service,  outside  Los  Angeles  itself,  extends  through  the  head- 
quarters of  two  cooperative  systems  to  25  libraries — public  libraries 
as  diverse  as  Ventura,  Torrance,  Pomona,  Santa  Maria,  Monterey 
Park.  The  geographic  range  extends  from  Palos  Verdes  north  to  San 
Luis  Obispo. 

What  makes  SCAN  exciting  is  the  knowledge  that  people  are  get- 
ting a  service  they  need  and  that  they  didn't  have  before.  SCAN 
is  improving  and  extending  the  reference  service  of  the  Los  Angeles 

Miss  Greenwald  was  formerly  Project  Director,  Southern  California  Answering  Network. 
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Central  Library.  To  my  mind,  this  reference  service  consists  of  two 
parts — the  wealth  of  the  collections  in  the  Central  Library,  combined 
with  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  five  specialist  reference  li- 
brarians. 

For  member  libraries,  SCAN  does  two  things.  It  provides  an  or- 
ganized means  of  access  to  the  vast  collections  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Central  Library.  And  it  provides  the  services  of  subject  specialist 
librarians  who  search  for  answers  to  questions  in  those  collections. 

Despite  the  extent  and  the  depth  of  the  materials  in  the  Central 
Library,  it  is  often  more  practicable  to  seek  answers  outside  the 
library:  from  other  libraries,  from  subject  authorities,  from  govern- 
mental agencies. 

The  Subject  Specialists  are  an  addition  to  the  staff.  They  are  in  the 
enviable  position  of  having  the  time  that  most  reference  librarians, 
pressured  by  desk  schedules  and  necessary  routines,  don't  have.  No 
formal  time  limits  have  been  set  on  how  long  is  spent  on  a  question. 
In  pursuing  answers  the  Subject  Specialists  are  limited  only  by  their 
own  judgment,  knowledge  and  imagination. 

Theoretically,  all  this  is  true;  in  reality  we  do  work  under  dead- 
lines. Those  deadlines  are  imposed  by  the  librarians  who  refer  ques- 
tions to  SCAN.  We  specifically  ask  for  deadlines — one  day,  two 
hours,  one  week,  what  have  you? — to  give  us  an  estimate  of  how 
much  time  is  available  on  a  particular  question.  Another  deadline  is 
imposed  by  the  number  of  questions  any  individual  Subject  Specialist 
has  to  answer  within  a  specified  time.  The  Science  Specialist  who 
receives  a  number  of  questions  in  one  day,  all  due  on  the  next  day, 
makes  a  judgment,  based  on  her  knowledge  and  experience,  of  how 
much  time  she  can  allocate  to  a  single  question. 

SCAN,  as  the  third-level  referral  center,  feels  an  urgent  responsi- 
bility to  find  the  answer  to  a  patron's  question.  We  know  that  at 
least  one  librarian  has  already  searched  for  the  answer.  Often,  if  the 
question  comes  from  a  community  library,  two  librarians  have 
searched:  one  in  the  local  library's  collection  and  one  in  the  regional 
or  headquarters  collection.  So  that,  literally,  all  questions  are  screened 
before  they  reach  SCAN.  We,  therefore,  accept  all  questions,  relying 
on  the  local  librarian  to  determine  the  extent  and  the  "seriousness" 
of  the  patron's  needs. 

The  emphasis,  you  may  note,  is  on  the  local  or  community  level. 
The  local  librarian,  from  his  contact  with  the  patron,  initiates  the 
query  to  headquarters,  or  directly  to  SCAN.  Answers  from  SCAN 
are  directed  to  the  requesting  librarian  in  the  community  or  head- 
quarters library.  The  decision  to  pursue  a  reference  question  lies  al- 
ways with  the  individual  librarian.  Ultimately,  the  reference  service 
the  patron  receives  depends,  of  course,  on  what  his  librarian  does,  or 
doesn't  do.  If  adequate  answers  can't  be  found  in  the  collection  at 
hand,  it  is  the  librarian's  responsibility  to  go  beyond  the  local  level 
for  the  patron.  SCAN,  as  the  back-up  reference  service  for  seven 
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regional  and  two  headquarters  libraries  in  three  systems,  gives  the 
librarian  and  his  patron  in  those  systems  that  wider  access  that  adds 
up  to  total  library  service. 

One  of  the  goals  of  SCAN  is  to  alert  librarians  to  the  availability 
of  higher-level  reference  service  for  their  patrons.  Thinking  beyond 
the  immediate  library  collection  is  not  too  difficult  for  most  librarians. 
Usually,  however,  the  burden  of  going  afield  is  put  upon  the  patron. 
Persons  living  far  from  a  large  research  library  are  less  able  to  use 
its  resources  than  those  close  to  it  and  thus  may  be  handicapped  in 
their  business  or  educational  pursuits.  In  this  era  of  rapid  and  cheap 
communication  there  is  no  reason  for  the  seeker  of  information  to 
travel  great  distances  to  obtain  answers  from  specialized  resources 
or  to  gain  the  services  of  librarians  trained  in  the  use  of  those  re- 
sources. The  SCAN  communication  network  and  referral  service 
makes  it  possible  for  the  patron  to  get  answers  to  his  questions  in 
his  community,  at  his  local  library.  In  my  mind,  the  SCAN  service 
will  be  successful  when  librarians  in  the  systems  make  it  a  natural 
part  of  their  reference  work  to  refer  unanswered  questions  to  their 
next  level  library.  In  addition  to  demonstrating  the  validity  of  ex- 
tended reference  service,  the  SCAN  project  is  also  showing  the  valid- 
ity of  the  Subject  Specialist  concept.  The  level  of  questions  received 
ranges  from  the  simplest  to  the  most  complex,  with  emphasis  on  the 
more  involved  and  difficult.  Working  with  collections  as  extensive,  as 
diverse  and  as  rich  as  those  in  the  Los  Angeles  Central  Library  re- 
quires a  depth  of  knowledge  and  experience.  The  nature  of  the  ques- 
tions demands  librarians  conversant  not  only  with  materials  in  one 
library,  but  also  with  the  resources  of  other  libraries.  Here,  again, 
the  background  and  experience  of  the  Subject  Specialist  is  of  major 
importance. 

Traditionally,  interlibrary  cooperative  programs  using  teletypes 
have  concentrated  heavily  on  interlibrary  loan,  on  expediting  the 
moving  of  books  from  place  to  place.  The  idea  of  using  teletype 
communication  for  rapid  reference  referral  has  been  slower  catching 
on.  Another  goal  of  SCAN  is  to  make  that  concept  as  attractive,  as 
easy,  and  as  common  as  teletyping  interlibrary  loan  requests. 

During  this  coming  year,  SCAN  will  seek  to  find  sources  of  finan- 
cial support  to  continue  the  program  beyond  the  contracted  two  years. 
We  would  hope,  since  SCAN  service  is  multi-jurisdictional,  that  fed- 
eral or  state  funds  would  be  available.  (At  present,  SCAN  is  fed- 
erally funded.)  Or,  if  federal  or  state  funding  is  not  feasible,  we 
might  turn  to  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  to  support  some  of  the  SCAN 
services. 

Another  approach  that  has  been  suggested  is  a  fee  for  service  on  a 
contractual  basis  with  member  libraries.  All  these  possibilities  re- 
main to  be  explored. 

The  SCAN  referral  service  has  pointed  up  a  major  deficiency 
in  regional  resources.  That  is  the  lack  of  a  bibliographic  center,  of  an 
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information  clearinghouse.  SCAN  Subject  Specialists  spend  much 
time  consulting  bibliographic  tools,  indexes,  union  lists,  etc.,  trying  to 
find  sources  of  information  in  the  area.  The  Central  Library  in  no 
way  approaches  the  status  of  a  bibliographic  center.  In  fact,  because 
of  the  complete  subject  departmentalization  and,  most  pressing,  be- 
cause of  lack  of  space,  basic  bibliographic  tools  are  often  physically 
housed  in  widely  separated  locations.  The  lack  of  a  central  biblio- 
graphic unit  makes  the  work  of  the  Subject  Specialist  more  difficult. 
At  the  moment,  digging  out  information  depends  to  a  great  extent 
on  the  ingenuity  of  the  Subject  Specialist,  on  his  knowledge  of  other 
libraries  and  of  research  facilities,  on  his  knowledge  of  how  govern- 
ment works,  and  often,  on  his  awareness  of  authorities  in  specific 
fields,  and  on  his  ability  to  track  down  those  authorities.  At  its  best, 
this  is  a  hit-or-miss  and  time-consuming  method  of  search.  I  believe 
that  access  to  a  centralized  information  clearinghouse  is  as  much  a 
necessity  for  a  higher  level  reference  service,  as  area  level  reference 
service  (in  this  case,  SCAN)  is  a  necessity  for  local  and  community 
libraries.

INFO-A  STEP  TOWARD  MASTER 

PLAN    IMPLEMENTATION  Ernest  Siegel 

To  justify  the  ambitious  claim  of  the  title,  this  article  begins  with 
quotations  from  the  California  Library  Association's  Master  Plan 
for  Total  Library  Services: 

"The  librarians  of  the  State  of  California  recognize  that  the  infor- 
mation needs  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  often  exceed  the  resources  of 
any  one  type  of  library.  Meanwhile,  there  exists  within  the  state  a 
reservoir  of  materials  consisting  of  the  holdings  of  public,  school, 
academic,  special,  and  institutional  libraries.  While  each  of  these 
types  of  libraries  is  obligated  to  give  priority  to  its  own  clientele, 
there  is  a  further  opportunity  and  responsibility  for  sharing  resources 
to  provide  total  service  to  the  entire  public.  .  .  . 

"It  is  the  aim  of  total  library  service  to  make  available  any  service 
or  resource  necessary  to  meet  the  demonstrated  need  of  an  individual 
who  has  exhausted  his  normal  local  resources.  Therefore,  the  basic 
concept  in  this  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services  is  the  pro- 
vision of  a  structure  through  which  the  individual  may  be  provided 
unimpaired  access  to  the  entire  library  resources  and  services  in  the 
state. . . . 

"The  general  plan  conceives  of  libraries  forming  inter-related  net- 
works based  both  on  geography  and  on  subject  materials.  .  .  . 

"Each  network  will  maintain  a  referral  center  staffed  with  resource 
specialists  who  will  handle  the  requests.  When  a  request  originates  in 
a  library  other  than  a  public  library,  the  librarian  of  the  initiating 
library  is  encouraged  to  use  the  public  library  system  for  locating  the 
desired  resource  and  obtaining  the  required  materials. . . . 

"The  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan  depends  upon  the  avail- 
ability of  a  referral  center  in  each  network  with  whom  cooperating 
libraries  may  communicate  their  patron  needs.  Normally,  the  indi- 
vidual will  initiate  access  through  the  public  library  and  the  public 
library  system.  The  Plan  of  Referral  further  assumes  that  in  most 
instances  service  beyond  the  point  of  origin  will  be  provided  through 
cooperating  staff  rather  than  by  user-initiated  contact."  * 

INFO  (Information  Center  for  Southern  California  Libraries)  did 
not  begin  as  a  conscious  effort  to  design  a  program  compatible  with 
the  Master  Plan  then  under  discussion.  The  INFO  idea  developed 
over  a  two-year  period  from  luncheon  talk  about  local,  i.e.  greater 
Los  Angeles,  information  needs,  to  a  bull-by-the-horns  decision  to 
assemble  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  discuss  these  needs  in  depth,

Mr.  Siegel  is  Director  of  the  Central  Library,  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 
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through  a  series  of  meetings  resulting  in  adoption  of  a  statement  of 
objectives,  drafting  of  by-laws,  and  the  formal  process  of  incorpora- 
tion as  a  non-profit  organization. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  took  place  at  the  UCLA  Re- 
search Library  on  August  27,  1968.  Invitations  were  kept  deliber- 
ately low  in  number  for  purposes  of  manageable  discussion  and  were 
extended  on  the  basis  of  representation  of  all  types  of  libraries  to 
librarians  who  were  assumed  to  be  favorably  inclined  toward  cooper- 
ative effort.  Present  were  the  writer,  Harold  Hamill,  and  Katherine 
Laich,  Los  Angeles  Public  Library;  William  Emerson,  Metropolitan 
Cooperative  Library  System;  Donald  Black,  Systems  Development 
Corporation;  Dr.  Arnold  Goodman,  Shirley  Jones,  McDonnell  Doug- 
las Corporation;  Mrs.  Carma  Leigh,  California  State  Librarian;  Mrs. 
Vesta  Bruner,  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library;  Everett  Moore, 
UCLA;  Harald  Ostvold,  California  Institute  of  Technology;  Rich- 
ard Johnson,  Claremont  Colleges;  Morris  Polan,  California  State 
College  at  Los  Angeles. 

The  invitation  read  in  part:  "We  have  no  formal  agenda,  but  will 
attempt  to  determine  what  some  of  the  barriers  to  access  of  infor- 
mation are,  and  what  might  be  done  to  remove  them."  With  such  a 
general  goal  it  is  surprising  that  we  emerged  with  such  a  clear  and 
unanimous  sense  of  direction.  Indeed,  it  has  been  this  conviction  that 
we  were  on  the  right  track,  and  the  continuing  interest  of  the  original 
participants,  that  has  brought  us  this  far. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  report  of  that  first  meeting  will 
illustrate  the  tenor  of  the  discussion  and  the  conclusions: 

"Mr.  Siegel  opened  the  morning  session  by  explaining  that  he 
was  moved  to  organize  the  meeting  because 

(a)  of  a  concern  that  too  often  libraries  limit  their  effort  at 
satisfying  patron  needs  to  their  own  resources;  that  their 
use  of  other  libraries'  resources  are  generally  limited  to 
conventional  inter-library  loan  channels;  and  that  many 
unsatisfied  inquiries  might  be  more  adequately  met 
through  a  formal  referral  service  or  clearing  house; 

(b)  there  are  apparently  numerous  uncoordinated  efforts  out- 
side the  library  field  to  establish  data  banks  or  other 
methods  of  meeting  information  needs  (e.g.,  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Urban  Coalition,  SCAG),  which  may  be  re- 
dundant or  better  handled  through  existing  library  fa- 
cilities; 

(c)  the  apparent  success  of  libraries  in  the  New  York  area  in 
improving  access  to  libraries  through  the  METRO  sys- 
tem; 

(d)  the  impressive  example  of  the  public  library  cooperative 
systems  in  improving  access  to  information  for  their  com- 
munities. 
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The  morning  discussion  generally  pointed  to  the  need  for  a  formal 
system  for  exchange  of  information  about  library  resources  and  a 
clearinghouse/referral  center  through  which  patron  inquiries  can  be 
channelled  to  those  libraries  best  equipped  to  answer  them.  Such  a 
center  should  provide  a  visible  apparatus  for  the  referral  of  inquiries, 
and  must  be  in  a  position  to  facilitate  the  availability  of  materials 
within  the  policy  limits  of  the  member  libraries  .  .  ." 

"In  the  afternoon  each  participant  was  invited  to  comment  on  how 
he  felt  a  cooperative  effort  should  develop,  what  kinds  of  services 
are  most  needed,  what  individual  libraries  might  contribute.  Some 
of  the  comments  are  as  follows: 

'What  is  apparently  needed  is  a  library  for  libraries,  a  place 
where  information  concerning  the  holdings  of  participating  li- 
braries may  be  stored,  and  staff  provided  to  give  such  information. 
Probably  it  would  be  best  to  start  on  a  small  scale.' 

'Such  a  facility  could  function  as  a  referral  center,  that  is  deter- 
mine where  material  is  available  and  arrange  with  the  holding  li- 
brary for  its  use.  Cooperating  libraries  might  also  establish  an  ar- 
rangement for  sharing  gifts  of  books.' 

'The  technical  libraries  particularly  need  a  system  for  facilitat- 
ing access  to  long  runs  of  journals  and  historical  materials.  In 
return  they  can  contribute  by  providing  access  to  unclassified  De- 
partment of  Defense  and  NASA  material.' 

'Cooperation  should  not  be  limited  to  access  to  materials,  but 
should  include  cooperative  services — for  example,  to  better  serve 
minority  group  college  students  with  transportation  problems,  re- 
serve books  could  be  placed  in  public  library  branches.' 

'A  cooperative  program  could  do  more  than  provide  information 
about  library  resources.  People  as  well  as  books  can  be  brought 
into  the  program — a  directory  of  who  knows  what.' 

Others  stressed  the  need  for  a  central  cooperative  base  for  the 
exchange  of  information;  that  such  a  center  should  assume  an 
active  rather  than  passive  role  in  the  dissemination  of  information 
and  that  an  organ  of  communication  would  be  desirable  .  .  ." 

The  notes  of  that  first  meeting  also  remind  me  that  we  adjourned 
with  an  agreement  to  meet  again  in  November,  a  long  wait  it  seems 
now,  but  the  committee  members  had  vacations  and  other  commit- 
ments. The  results  of  that  meeting  held  at  McDonnell  Douglas 
Corporation,  Santa  Monica,  on  November  21,  however,  indicate  that 
neither  our  ideas  nor  our  cooperative  ardor  had  cooled,  for  it  pro- 
duced the  statement  of  purpose  (formally  adopted  on  June  2,  1969) 
that  has  guided  INFO  to  this  point.  The  statement  reads: 

"Recognizing  the  scope  and  variety  of  information  needs  in 
Southern  California  and  the  inability  of  individual  libraries  to  meet 
all  the  needs  of  their  own  constituencies,  the  Committee  on  Inter- 
library  Cooperation  urges  the  formation  of  INFO  (Information 
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Center  for  Southern  California  Libraries),  a  formal  cooperative 
system  of  libraries  designed  to  broaden  awareness  of,  and  to  ease 
access  to,  information  resources.  Although  some  libraries  are 
relatively  richer  in  total  resources  than  others,  it  must  be  stressed 
that  reciprocity  is  the  heart  of  such  a  cooperative  system  and  that 
with  the  access  to  resources  afforded  member  libraries  comes  the 
responsibility  of  active  participation. 

It  is  proposed  that  all  types  of  libraries,  academic,  special,  school 
and  public,  in  Southern  California  be  eligible  for  membership.  It  is 
emphasized  that  no  system  of  comparable  scope  exists  elsewhere. 

The  system  will  accomplish  its  purposes  by: 

1.  Gathering  in  a  central  location  information  about  the  infor- 
mation resources  of  the  area  including  book  catalogs,  serials 
holding  lists,  technical  report  holdings,  data  sources,  experts 
in  other  fields  and  other  pertinent  published  and  unpublished 
material  relating  to  library  collections. 

2.  Collecting  information  about  the  conditions  of  access  to 
area  libraries. 

3.  Developing  a  machinery  for  facilitating  access  to  these  li- 
braries and  for  properly  screening  inquiries  so  that  they  are 
most  equitably  distributed. 

4.  Disseminating  information  about  resources  and  conditions 
of  access  through  a  regular  publication  and  other  ap- 
propriate public  information  activities. 

5.  Maintaining  a  listing  of  individuals  having  expertise  in 
various  fields  as  well  as  a  listing  of  resources. 

6.  Maintaining  a  headquarters  location  in  downtown  Los 
Angeles,  probably  at  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  with 
a  budget  for  staff  (a  professional  director  and  appropriate 
clerical  support),  materials  (such  as  the  UCLA  book  cata- 
log) and  communication  equipment." 

An  important  element  in  our  discussions  at  these  two  meetings  was 
the  matter  of  money.  Title  III  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act,  the  appropriate  source  of  support  for  an  inter-type  library 
cooperative,  had  never  been  given  more  than  perfunctory  funding  and 
the  future  outlook  for  aid  from  this  source  was  bleak.  Our  discussion 
had  frequently  referred  to  the  naivete  and  inexperience  of  libraries 
applying  for  grant  funds  from  non-library  sources.  It  was  known  that 
there  are  federal  funds  to  aid  local  projects  outside  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act,  and  that  most  such  funds  are  disbursed  in 
southern  California  through  the  Southern  California  Association  of 
Governments  (SCAG).  A  sub-committee  consisting  of  Ernest  Siegel, 
Dr.  Arnold  Goodman,  William  Emerson  and  Everett  Moore  was  ap- 
pointed to  informally  approach  SCAG  to  assess  its  willingness  to  as- 
sist in  the  procurement  of  funds. 
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INFO  chronology  is  badly  recorded  from  this  point.  Even  the  date 
when  it  was  named  INFO  is  unclear,  following  a  period  when  it  was 
jocularly  called  BCLS  (Bootleg  Cooperative  Library  System)  or 
Metro-Cal,  and  a  fruitless  struggle  to  find  an  appropriate  unused 
acronym.  Additional  meetings  were  held  at  the  Palos  Verdes  Library, 
California  State  College — Los  Angeles,  and  Cal  Tech.  A  set  of  by- 
laws modelled  after  METRO'S  was  hammered  out  at  one  meeting,  and 
was  found  unsatisfactory.  The  subcommittee  became  a  steering  com- 
mittee with  authorization  to  revise  the  by-laws  and  file  papers  of  in- 
corporation, and  was  augmented  by  the  addition  of  that  long-time 
proponent  of  intertype  cooperation,  Edythe  Moore  of  Aerospace 
Corporation. 

The  State  Library  maintained  a  watchful  interest  in  INFO  prog- 
ress with  consultant  Ann  Kirkland  a  helpful  participant  at  many 
meetings.  A  special  trip  to  Sacramento  was  made  by  the  steering 
committee  in  February  of  1970,  to  discuss  the  concept  with  the  State 
Librarian,  the  Assistant  State  Librarian,  the  consultants  and  other 
members  of  the  State  Library  staff. 

INFO  had  its  first  public  unveiling  at  a  Southern  District/CURLD 
meeting  at  Occidental  College  in  April  of  1969,  as  part  of  a  panel 
discussion.  Additional  presentations  were  made  before  the  Los  An- 
geles Chapter  of  SLA  and  to  the  Business  and  Economics  Section  at 
the  CLA  annual  conference  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  mentioned  fre- 
quently at  the  Yosemite  Seminar  on  Library  Systems  for  the  1970's. 

Somewhere  along  the  way  it  occurred  to  the  committee  that  a  suc- 
cessful application  for  federal  or  foundation  funding  might  be  a  long 
time  coming  and  that  organization  on  a  sufficiently  firm  basis  to  at- 
tract such  support  would  entail  some  expenses.  A  tentative  schedule 
of  membership  dues  and  a  first  year  operating  budget  were  drawn  up 
as  follows:

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The  matter  of  dues  has  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  fac- 
ing INFO.  First  of  all,  the  organizers  have  been  cognizant  of  the 
guiding  principle  that  cooperative  programs  making  the  resources  of 
larger  institutions  available  beyond  their  usual  constituencies  should 
be  financed  at  the  state  or  federal  level.  There  is  no  intention  of  cir- 
cumventing this  principle.  However,  it  is  INFO's  conviction  that  the 
need  for  a  program  of  this  type  is  too  pressing  to  wait  for  adequate 
funding  from  the  appropriate  sources,  and  that  a  demonstration  of 
this  need  by  a  formal  organization  may  indeed  strengthen  the  case 
for  proper  support. 

In  early  spring  of  1970,  invitations  were  mailed  to  about  150 
librarians  throughout  southern  California  to  attend  a  meeting  to 
formally  organize  INFO.  That  meeting,  held  on  April  17  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  California  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion, was  attended  by  150  librarians  representing  81  libraries.  Mem- 
bers of  the  steering  committee  presented  a  review  of  INFO  history 
and  objectives  and  answered  many  questions  from  the  audience. 
Much  of  the  discussion  was  challenging  and  skeptical. 

The  relation  of  INFO  to  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library's  SCAN 
project  was  a  real  bone  of  contention,  some  questioners  feeling  that 
INFO  duplicates  or  supersedes  SCAN.  INFO  aims  to  be  a  resource 
for  SCAN  and  similar  cooperative  reference  programs  by  greatly  im- 
proving and  refining  knowledge  of  area  library  holdings.  Others  felt 
that  INFO  should  provide  SCAN-type  services  (and  possibly  inter- 
library  loan)  to  all  of  southern  California.  A  laudable  aim  but  we 
must  crawl  before  we  learn  to  walk,  and  we  have  settled  on  a  basic 
and  readily  achievable  goal  based  on  limited  funding  for  the  time 
being.  With  a  viable  inter-type  cooperative  well  established  we  may 
indeed  go  on  to  bigger  and  better  things. 

Some  questioners  expressed  doubt  that  INFO  really  was  offering 
enough  to  justify  the  high  dues  cost,  especially  since  some  patrons 
would  still  have  to  travel  long  distances  to  get  at  resources  after  they 
have  been  identified.  Again  we  feel  that  the  limited  objective  is  a 
valid  one,  and  that  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  libraries  to  invest 
in  a  program  which  will  pay  substantial  dividends  in  improved  serv- 
ice if  wide  enough  participation  is  achieved.  Many  libraries  have 
poured  huge  sums  into  automation  programs  in  the  hope  of  long-range 
benefits. 

Some  of  those  present  attacked  the  validity  of  the  INFO  concept, 
feeling  that  resources  were  sufficiently  well  identified  already  through 
the  National  Union  Catalog,  the  California  State  Library's  Union 
Catalog,  and  other  specialized  directories  and  catalogs.  Others  felt 
that  it  was  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Library  and  the  public 
library  to  provide  this  service  without  a  proliferation  of  organizations. 
The  answer  to  these  objections  is  simple:  no  existing  documentation 
of  library  resources  has  aimed  at  completeness  and  no  existing  in- 
stitution has  had  the  ability  to  pull  all  this  information  together,  nor 
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has  any  single  institution  been  in  a  position  to  address  itself  effec- 
tively to  the  problems  of  access  and  dissemination  of  information 
about  resources — this  is  necessarily  a  cooperative  effort.  Particularly 
important  is  identification  of  the  rich  resources  of  smaller  special 
libraries. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  was  devoted  to  whether  all  of  southern 
California  isn't  too  big  an  area  for  a  single  cooperative  to  serve  ef- 
fectively. Perhaps  it  is,  but  there  is  no  more  logical  geographical 
limitation  apparent  to  us ;  certainly  no  one  has  come  up  with  a  work- 
able definition  of  the  Los  Angeles  metropolitan  area.  Moreover,  in- 
terest has  been  expressed  by  institutions  at  the  geographical  extremes 
of  southern  California:  San  Diego,  San  Bernardino/Riverside,  and 
Kern  County.  Time  and  interest  will  define  INFO's  boundaries  and 
the  point  has  also  been  made  that  we  might  include  northern  Cali- 
fornia. We  hope  that  northern  California  will  follow  our  lead  and 
establish  a  similar  network. 

Thirty  librarians  have  said  they  think  it  likely  their  libraries  will 
become  members.  An  additional  thirty-five  have  expressed  an  interest 
in  future  progress.  Not  bad  for  a  first  effort,  we  think.  Special  li- 
braries have  responded  especially  well  possibly  because  of  their  more 
direct  concern  with  information  problems,  and  their  long-standing 
orientation  to  the  resources  of  other  institutions. 

With  most  libraries  operating  on  a  July- June  fiscal  year,  many  who 
would  like  to  join  may  find  it  difficult  to  get  their  membership  fee 
budgeted  in  time.  If  memberships  do  not  produce  the  $50,000  pro- 
jected for  a  first  year's  operation  (and  it  seems  probable  that  they 
won't)  we  plan  to  at  least  begin  to  acquire  resources  and  to  pursue 
grant  funding. 

INFO  was  incorporated  on  March  3,  1970,  as  "an  organization  to 
facilitate  research  and  scholarship,  to  promote  science  and  tech- 
nology and  to  operate  a  clearing  house  of  information  about  the  re- 
sources and  conditions  of  access  of  libraries  and  other  research 
sources  of  all  types  in  Southern  California  for  total  library  service 
as  envisioned  by  the  [California  Library  Association's]  Master 
Plan."  It  has  been  the  result  of  nearly  two  years  of  work.  The  steer- 
ing committee  of  five  has  been  expanded  to  nine  as  an  interim  Board 
of  Directors  in  keeping  with  the  by-laws.  Committees  to  collect  re- 
sources, explore  funding,  and  encourage  membership  are  being  estab- 
lished. The  interim  Board  will  meet  in  late  June  and  a  general  mem- 
bership meeting  is  planned  for  July  10.  It  is  apparent  that  we  don't 
have  all  the  answers  yet  to  effective  cooperation  between  all  types  of 
libraries  but  in  the  words  of  one  INFO  enthusiast,  "we  want  to  get 
with  it." 
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SERRA  REGIONAL  LIBRARY  SYSTEM'S  REFERENCE 

DEMONSTRATION    PROJECT  Barbara  Anderson 

In  the  Beginning  .  .  . 

Several  studies  of  library  service  formed  the  basis  of  trie  Serra  Re- 
gional Library  System.  The  survey  made  by  Joseph  L.  Wheeler  in 
1964,  Proposed  Regional  Library  System  for  the  San  Diego  Area,  led 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Serra  System.  Originally  there  were  four 
member  libraries — Carlsbad  City  Library,  National  City  Public  Li- 
brary, Oceanside  Public  Library,  and  San  Diego  Public  Library.  In 
1965  a  Reference  Center  was  located  in  San  Diego  Public  Library 
and  staffed  to  provide  in-depth  reference  service  to  member  libraries. 
In  1967  and  1968  the  system  added  Chula  Vista  Public  Library  and 
Coronado  Public  Library,  and  recently  has  expanded  further  to  in- 
clude Escondido  Public  Library  and  San  Diego  County  Library.  All 
public  libraries  within  San  Diego  County  are  now  members. 

As  the  beginning  of  a  special  project,  Mrs.  Grace  T.  Stevenson, 
former  Deputy  Executive  Director  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion, was  requested  to  study  and  make  a  plan  of  extended  library 
services  to  the  Imperial  Valley  area  in  1969.  As  a  result  of  this 
study  *  the  Serra  System  was  enabled  that  same  year,  with  the  help 
of  federal  funding,  to  begin  a  demonstration  project  to  the  public 
libraries  of  adjacent  Imperial  County:  Brawley,  Calexico,  El  Centro, 
Imperial,  and  Imperial  County  Library.  The  services  provided  to 
these  libraries  are  of  a  more  limited  nature,  emphasizing  reference 
and  research,  interlibrary  loan,  and  consultant  services.  A  Reference 
Coordinator  was  employed  to  work  especially  with  this  project,  and 
other  recommendations  in  Mrs.  Stevenson's  report  were  implemented. 

Purpose  and  Objectives 

The  purpose  of  the  SRLS  is  to  make  all  library  materials  in  the 
system  available  more  easily  and  completely  to  everyone,  to  improve 
communications  between  libraries,  and  to  advance  new  concepts  in 
library  service.  The  objective  is  to  combine  libraries  into  a  function- 
ing unit  which  will  give  better  library  service  to  all  without  infringing 
on  the  autonomy  of  the  individual  library,  and  to  provide  the  patron 
with  total  library  service  through  his  neighborhood  library. 

Statewide  Service 

The  Serra  Regional  Library  System  advances  the  concept  of  total 
library  service  by  its  inclusion  of  all  public  libraries  within  its  geo- 
graphical area  and  by  extending  services  to  public  libraries  in  Im-

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perial  County.  It  plays  a  unique  part  in  the  development  of  state- 
wide service  in  that  it  affords  an  entrance  to  the  libraries  of  this  area 
which  might  otherwise  be  difficult.  The  SRLS  knows  and  is  able  to 
point  out  the  special  resources  which  public,  university,  and  special 
libraries  have,  and  through  the  locator  file  at  the  State  Library,  Serra 
libraries  become  part  of  a  pool  from  which  all  libraries  can  draw. 

Area  of  Service 

The  SRLS  covers  the  southernmost  part  of  California  within  a 
naturally  defined  area.  The  Mexican  border  forms  its  southern  limits, 
the  great  reservation  of  Camp  Pendleton  and  adjoining  relatively 
undeveloped  land  form  the  northern.  The  west  fringes  the  Pacific 
Ocean  and  a  mountain  range  forms  an  effective  divider  from  Imperial 
County  to  the  east.  Beyond  that  is  arid  and  semi-desert  land  to  the 
Arizona  border. 

The  total  area  of  San  Diego  County  is  4,314  square  miles  and  it 
has  a  population  of  1,366,500  people.  It  is  an  area  of  rapid  popula- 
tion expansion,  has  a  large  and  sometimes  transient  military,  is  both 
agricultural  and  industrial,  has  several  universities  and  colleges,  and 
maintains  an  education  level  above  the  national  and  state  level. 

Special  Extension 

From  1969  to  1971  the  SRLS  includes  the  public  libraries  of  Im- 
perial County  in  a  special  reference  demonstration  project.  This  ex- 
tends the  system  to  another  4,507  square  miles  and  85,200  people, 
five  independent  public  libraries  and  ten  branches.  Special  grants  were 
made  to  strengthen  book  collections,  and  the  libraries  participate  in 
interlibrary  loan  and  reference  services  as  well  as  the  services  of  the 
Reference  Coordinator.  As  these  project  members  become  full  mem- 
bers of  the  system,  they  will  have  votes  on  the  Executive  Committee 
which  governs  the  system,  as  well  as  sharing  in  total  system  services, 
equal  access  for  all  users,  film  circuit,  etc. 

Improvement  of  reference  collections,  interlibrary  loan  services 
and  reference  services  have  given  the  area  a  broader  outlook.  Three 
of  the  libraries  are  connected  with  the  Reference  Center  via  teletype 
and  the  other  two  use  the  mail  system.  Librarians  and  staff  are  en- 
couraged to  attend  system  workshops,  training  sessions,  book  review 
meetings  of  the  San  Diego  Public  Library,  and  Executive  Committee 
meetings  of  the  SRLS.  Meetings  are  sometimes  arranged  to  make 
travel  more  convenient  for  both  coastal  and  inland  libraries. 

Because  the  Imperial  Valley  is  a  definite  geographical  unit  and 
isolated,  it  has  been  possible  to  develop  area  concepts  to  meet  mutual 
problems  through  the  Serra  System.  A  union  holdings  list  of  book 
selection  tools,  indexes,  and  a  statement  of  nonbook  resources  have 
been  compiled.  A  holdings  list  of  books  on  Mexican-American  culture 
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and  relations  has  been  developed  for  the  area,  and  cooperative  buy 
ing  of  representative  newspapers,  books,  magazines  and  recordings 
for  the  Mexican- American  is  under  way.  A  workshop  on  storytelling 
and  book  selection  for  children  was  held  in  cooperation  with  San 
Diego  State  College  at  Calexico,  that  included  participants  from  the 
community,  college,  and  staff  of  the  libraries.  Four  of  the  five  Im- 
perial County  libraries  meet  the  requirements  for  system  membership 
and  have  applied  to  join. 

Special  Contributions 

A  regional  library  card  has  been  developed  to  make  all  books  more 
available  to  the  member  libraries.  With  the  inclusion  of  San  Diego 
County  and  Escondido  libraries,  many  problems  are  being  resolved 
which  arose  when  part  of  the  area  was  eligible  for  Serra  cards  and 
part  was  not. 

From  system  funds  individual  collections  have  been  strengthened, 
microfilming  of  local  papers  has  been  advanced,  and  new  projects  are 
under  way. 

Through  the  Reference  Center  the  SRLS  uses  outside  agencies.  I 
Special  and  research  libraries  have  been  called  in  seeking  answers  to  t 
system  questions.  Other  systems  have  been  contacted  when  necessary  " 
and  the  Reference  Center  reciprocates.  The  quantity  of  work  handled 
by  the  Center  has  increased  as  more  libraries  have  been  added.  Inter- 
library  loans  of  May  1970  totaled  456;  those  of  May  1969  were  214. 
Of  questions  received  by  the  Reference  Center,  approximately  90% 
could  be  answered  locally  or  from  outside  information  centers. 

A  series  of  workshops  within  special  libraries  carries  on  the  state 
program  for  all  library  service  to  utilize  existing  resources  and  agen- 
cies. These  workshops  acquaint  the  staff  of  Serra  libraries  with  the 
content  and  some  of  the  basic  materials  of  special  libraries.  A  work- 
shop on  oral  history,  for  example,  was  held,  using  the  facilities  of  the 
Serra  Museum  Library  which  houses  the  largest  collection  of  oral 
history  tapes  in  the  area.  The  Fine  Arts  Gallery  Library  in  Balboa 
Park  was  the  center  for  a  July  workshop  on  art  reference  books. 

The  College  Level  Examination  Program,  sponsored  by  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board,  is  publicized  in  Serra  member  and 
project  libraries  and  is  a  direct  connection  between  the  library  patron 
and  the  education  structure.  The  program  affords  the  adult  an  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  college  credit  through  a  series  of  tests  for  knowledge 
gained  through  life  experiences.  The  libraries  distribute  informational 
materials  and  give  reading  guidance  when  requested,  and  testing  is 
held  at  San  Diego  State  College.  The  results  are  transformed  into 
credits  upon  application  to  local  colleges  and  universities. 

A  film  circuit  has  been  established  among  libraries  having  film  col- 
lections. These  films  are  rotated  among  member  libraries,  but  are 
available  to  anyone  having  a  SRLS  card. 
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Problems  Along  the  Way 

The  problems  of  SRLS  are  much  the  same  as  those  of  other  sys- 
tems— Serra  learns  as  it  grows  and  individual  differences  and  library 
personalities  determine  the  direction  of  growth.  The  independent  li- 
braries within  the  system  range  in  size  from  those  serving  communi- 
ties of  less  than  15,000  to  ones  of  over  600,000.  The  problems  within 
one  library  are  sometimes  foreign  to  another  library. 

The  Serra  card  has  been  a  problem,  but  is  being  resolved.  Political 
boundaries  within  the  county  have  placed  pressure  on  some  small  in- 
corporated cities  which  are  adjacent  to  large  county  populations.  In 
turn,  some  new  housing  developments  pressure  areas  of  the  county 
by  city  dwellers.  This  is  the  problem  which  underlines  the  necessity 
of  the  Serra  System  and  makes  the  system  a  natural  and  acceptable 
idea  to  most  communities. 

Long-range  planning  concerning  cooperative  projects  needs  to  be 
crystallized.  Much  of  the  delay  in  these  projects  is  caused  by  bud- 
getary pressures  within  local  libraries,  limited  staff  time  available  to 
work  on  such  projects,  and  limited  space. 

In  this  system  the  Reference  Coordinator  is  really  the  project  co- 
ordinator, whose  main  concern  is  the  development  of  libraries  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  area  and  arranging  for  workshops  and  in-service 
training.  Much  of  the  other  work  of  the  system  is  handled  by  commit- 
tees who  are  appointed  to  pursue  particular  jobs  or  when  special  needs 
arise.  The  Reference  Coordinator  is  often  a  member  of  these  com- 
mittees. The  cooperative  ventures  of  book  reviewing  and  evaluation 
have  not  developed  to  any  great  extent. 

The  SRLS  is  attuned  to  the  needs  and  problems  of  the  times.  Be- 
cause of  the  proximity  to  Mexico,  and  a  large  Spanish-speaking  popu- 
lation, there  is  a  need  for  continued  awareness  of  this  portion  of  the 
community,  and  in  some  cases  library  service  has  been  improvised  to 
meet  its  needs.  Bilingual  staff  and  unlimited  funds  would  be  the  ideal, 
but  since  neither  of  these  is  available,  a  compromise  must  be  made.  A 
Spanish-English  dialogue  for  library  workers  has  been  developed,  the 
holdings  list  for  Imperial  Valley  libraries  already  mentioned  has  been 
used,  story  hours  in  Spanish  for  children  are  being  explored,  book- 
lists, library  informational  literature  and  directional  signs  have  been 
written  in  Spanish  as  well  as  English,  more  and  more  material  is 
being  purchased  by  individual  libraries  according  to  their  need  in 
Spanish  or  of  interest  to  the  Mexican-American,  staff  members  on 
their  own  are  attending  community  action  groups,  etc.  The  same  sort 
of  program  is  being  carried  on  to  meet  the  needs  of  other  special 
groups — the  Negro  community,  the  American  Indian,  the  Pacific  Is- 
lander. Of  course,  these  programs  are  not  being  carried  out  at  the 
same  level  in  all  libraries. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  reach  special  groups  through  other 
programs — youth,  the  art-minded,  the  elderly,  the  businessman,  etc. 
— with  varying  degrees  of  success. 
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In  this  time  of  political  activity,  a  committee  has  been  appointed 
to  keep  legislators  aware  of  the  library's  needs  and  contributions. 

Public  Relations 

Good  public  relations  are  important  to  the  success  of  any  venture. 
In  the  Serra  Regional  Library  System  it  is  the  work  of  the  entire 
system.  On  every  level  and  in  each  library  the  system  is  praised  and 
broadcast.  This  ranges  from  the  librarian  giving  formal  talks  to  com- 
munity leaders  about  the  advantages  of  the  cooperative,  to  the  worker 
in  the  library  who  proudly  points  out  the  books  purchased  with  sys- 
tem funds,  or  mentions  that  although  the  material  is  not  available  in 
this  library  "we  can  get  it  for  you  through  Serra." 

A  publicity  committee  carries  on  a  concentrated  program  of  inform- 
ing the  public  about  the  Serra  System.  Informational  material  has 
been  developed  to  tell  the  SRLS  story.  The  first  is  an  informal 
brochure  which  lightly  traces  the  history,  purpose  and  services  of  the 
Serra  System.  On  the  front  is  a  sketch  of  the  two  counties  and  on  the 
back  is  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  member  and  project  libraries 
This  pamphlet  is  given  out  to  new  patrons  when  they  register  for  li- 
brary cards,  taken  to  community  activities  for  distribution,  and  sent 
along  with  other  publicity  material  to  newspapers  and  radio  and  tele- 
vision stations  to  briefly  explain  the  system. 

A  longer  booklet  defining  the  aims  and  objectives,  the  funding,  and 
the  responsibilities  of  the  system  has  been  compiled  for  those  who 
want  to  know  more  about  the  operation  and  background  of  the  sys- 
tem. 

Third  is  a  letter  which  is  sent  to  the  patron  along  with  his  Serra 
Library  Card  which  explains  what  the  card  is  and  how  the  system 
works.  It  too  contains  the  names  and  addresses  of  participating 
libraries. 

Newspaper  articles  appear  about  various  aspects  of  the  SRLS — its; 
benefits  to  the  local  library,  its  reference  services,  and  its  taking  part] 
in  the  CLEP  program.  At  the  time  of  the  system's  expansion  in  July, 
information  appeared  in  all  media.  Sometimes  these  articles  are  gen-;i 
eral  in  nature,  referring  to  the  system  and  "your  local  library";  at 
other  times  it  has  been  possible  to  individualize  the  articles  to  include 
the  names  of  both  librarians  and  library.  Material  has  been  sent  out 
to  librarians  with  the  encouragement  that  they  take  the  news  article 
to  the  local  paper  themselves. 

Radio  spot  announcements  are  sent  to  stations  and  are  frequently ! 
heard.  Billboards  were  posted  in  both  counties  for  National  Library! 
Week.  Librarians  have  appeared  on  television  interview  shows  tc| 
talk  about  library  service  and  the  Serra  System.  One  television  station 
plans  to  broadcast  "live  and  direct"  story  hours  from  the  Oceansidci 
Public  Library.  Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  media  excited  aboui1 
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library  service,  but  when  it  is  combined  with  a  program  such  as 
CLEP  the  library  as  a  service  agency  is  easier  to  promote. 

Contacts  with  community  organizations  have  been  made  through 
distribution  of  Serra  publications,  among  which  was  an  annotated 
bibliography  of  large  print  books  available  within  the  system.  These 
booklists  were  sent  and  taken  to  civic  agencies,  senior  citizens  groups, 
optometric  associations,  and  adult  education  offices,  and  displayed  in 
all  libraries.  Press  releases  were  issued  a  little  in  advance  and  the 
inews  item  was  picked  up  by  many  local  papers. 

Individual  libraries  have  been  involved  in  some  rather  wonderful 
public  relations  activities.  Oceanside  Public  Library  entered  its  book- 
mobile, appropriately  decorated,  in  the  Christmas  parade ;  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  at  Carlsbad  each  year  has  a  very  profitable  book  sale 
for  the  library  in  a  local  park  which  takes  on  the  dimensions  of  a 
fiesta,  jubilee  and  Fourth  of  July  celebration;  San  Diego  County  Li- 
brary has  sponsored  a  lecture-film  series  on  ecology  in  one  of  its 
|busiest  branches — the  El  Cajon  Library — conducted  and  initiated  by 
faculty  members  from  San  Diego  State  College;  San  Diego  Public 
Library  provides  the  oldest  ongoing  music  series  in  the  city  through 
its  Chamber  Music  Concerts,  which  employ  and  display  the  talents 
of  the  finest  musical  groups  and  musicians  in  the  area. 

When  possible,  outside  agencies  are  involved  in  Serra  workshops, 
and  individual  librarians  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  community 
activities. 

For  the  Future 

Escondido  Public  Library  and  San  Diego  County  Library  have  re- 
cently become  members  and  will  be  influencing  the  administration  by 
their  active  votes.  It  is  hoped  that  by  September  of  1971  the  four 
eligible  libraries  in  the  Imperial  Valley  will  become  members  and 
that  progress  will  be  made  in  making  the  fifth  eligible.  Further  ex- 
pansions being  considered  include  extending  reference  and  interli- 
brary  loan  services  across  state  and  even  national  boundaries,  and 
extending  services  to  other  types  of  libraries  not  now  served  by  the 
system. 

Cooperative  evaluation,  buying  and  processing  of  books  and  ma- 
terials will  be  investigated  again.  A  union  list  of  serial  holdings  has 
t  been  planned  for  some  time  and  perhaps  will  be  completed.  The  pos- 
sibility of  a  union  catalog  needs  to  be  considered.  Working  more 
closely  with  other  systems  in  special  areas — film  reviewing  and  ref- 
erence searching,  for  example — would  benefit  all  Serra  libraries.  In- 
vestigation and  installation  of  new  equipment  is  a  continuing  pro- 
gram. 

In  terms  of  accomplishing  the  goal  of  providing  the  best  library 
i|  service  possible  to  the  individual,  the  SRLS  is  succeeding.  It  is  only 
t  necessary  to  look  back  on  the  years  before  1965  to  realize  how  much 
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has  been  accomplished.  From  a  group  of  independent  libraries  with 
little  or  no  contact  with  each  other  to  a  functioning  organization 
which  is  concerned  with  service  for  the  whole  area,  and  through  the 
system  the  entire  state,  is  a  great  step. 
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Introduction:  Total  Library  Services  for  California 

At  the  week-long  seminar  on  "Library  Systems  for  the  70's"  held 
in  November,  1969  at  Yosemite  National  Park,  a  gathering  of  librar- 
ians, Trustees  and  Friends  deliberated  on  the  theme  of  Total  Library 
Services  for  California.  Out  of  that  meeting  came  the  document 
Key  Program  Elements  for  Implementation  of  Total  Library  Service 
for  the  1970's  in  California.  A  month  later,  at  the  annual  conference 
of  the  California  Library  Association  in  San  Francisco,  CLA  members 
pledged  themselves  to  support  of  the  concept  by  voting  to  approve 
the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services.  Thus  as  the  decade  of 
the  70's  began,  the  direction  in  which  the  various  library  services 
of  the  state  were  committed  to  move  had  been  made  clear.  The  great 
task  remained  of  examining  ways  and  means  to  this  end,  the  mapping 
of  the  routes  each  type  of  library  would  take  on  its  way  to  the  com- 
mon destination. 

In  the  hope  of  contributing  to  the  processes  of  planning  and  im- 
plementation, NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  has 
invited  representatives  of  various  types  of  libraries  in  California  to 
examine  the  concept  of  Total  Library  Services  in  the  light  of  the 
Master  Plan  and  of  their  own  experience.  Academic,  law,  and  special 
libraries,  and  public  library  systems,  are  all  represented.  There  has 
been  a  special  sense  of  excitement  and  commitment  on  the  part  of 
those  who  have  contributed  to  this  issue,  and  their  enthusiasm  might 
well  stand  as  an  example  for  us  all. 

This  issue  also  contains  an  article  on  a  new  California  public  li- 
brary branch  which  is  distinguishing  itself  by  its  total  involvement 
in  the  life  of  the  community  it  serves.  The  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  shaken  off  the  formalities 
of  traditional  library  service,  whenever  necessary,  in  order  to  come 
closer  to  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  for  whom  it  exists.  In  doing 
so,  it  seems  to  us,  it  is  already  practicing  a  very  real  and  vital  version 
af  Total  Library  Service.

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"Let  Us  Hear  Anytime,  Glad  to  Help"

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services, 
we  have  been  hearing  a  great  deal  about  Total  Library  Service.  Most 
librarians,  in  theory  at  least,  support  the  concept.  Faced  with  actual 
participation,  however,  many  of  these  same  librarians  are  not  so  sure 
they  want  to  become  involved.  Usually  this  is  because  it  is  not  really 
clear  to  them  what  is  meant  by  Total  Library  Service,  or  what  its 
implications  are  for  their  libraries. 

It  all  hinges,  it  seems  to  me,  on  the  word  "total,"  which  carries 
with  it  the  promise  of  complete  access  to  the  resources  of  any  type  of 
library,  wherever  it  may  be;  by  anyone,  wherever  he  may  be;  and 
whenever  the  need  arises. 

In  itself,  this  is  really  not  a  very  startling  idea,  but  it  embodies 
much  that  is  new,  and  certainly  calls  for  a  whole  new  way  of  thinking, 
on  the  part  of  many.  For  years,  library  services  and  policies  were 
restricted  by  the  type  of  clientele  served,  and  librarians  tended  to 
limit  their  thinking  accordingly.  Interchange  of  information  or  ma- 
terial with  other  types  of  libraries  was  neither  sought  nor  expected. 
True,  there  was  interlibrary  loan,  but  for  the  most  part,  this  activity 
was  between  the  same  types  of  libraries. 

Fortunately,  librarians  are  now  beginning  to  realize  that  people's 
needs  are  limitless,  and  that  we  have  not  only  a  right,  but  an  obliga- 
tion, to  tap  every  resource  known  to  us.  When  we  consider  the  extent 
to  which  information  needs  have  developed,  and  are  continuing  to 
develop,  we  can  see  it  is  going  to  require  the  combined  efforts  of  all 
types  of  libraries  working  together  to  meet  these  needs.  Add  to  this 
the  tremendous  proliferation  of  published  material  in  recent  years, 
and  it  becomes  obvious  that  no  one  library  or  type  of  library  can 
hope  to  remain  entirely  self-sufficient. 

Cooperation  does  not  diminish  the  individuality  of  a  library 
Actually,  it  is  this  very  individuality  which  brings  strength  to  co- 
operative activity.  This  holds  true  for  cooperation  between  like  li- 
braries, but  especially  is  it  a  fact  when  different  types  of  libraries  join 
forces.  Nevertheless,  there  is  still  a  fear  on  the  part  of  some  that 
once  they  embrace  the  concept  of  Total  Library  Service,  their  library 
will  be  so  beseiged  by  outside  demands  they  will  be  unable  adequately 
to  meet  the  needs  of  their  own  clientele.  Such  just  isn't  the  case, 
however,  as  we  in  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System,  and 
many  other  systems,  have  found.  Cooperation  is  a  give-and-take 
proposition.  Libraries  must  contribute,  obviously;  less  obvious  to 
many  is  the  fact  that  libraries  must  also  be  willing  to  seek  and  accept 
assistance  from  others.  In  this  give  and  take,  one  should  not  neces- 
sarily seek  a  direct  exchange.  Cooperation  may  take  various  forms, 
but  the  benefits  balance  out  in  the  long  run.  In  effect,  a  sort  of  chain 
reaction  takes  place  as  libraries  turn  to  one  another  for  assistance, 
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some  of  them  admittedly  with  reluctance  at  first  and  then,  recogniz- 
ing the  advantages  to  be  gained,  go  on  to  establish  a  working  re- 
lationship. 

Within  cooperative  programs,  no  one  library  need,  or  should,  bear 
more  than  its  share  of  the  load.  We  in  the  Black  Gold  System  are 
most  fortunate  to  have  the  facilities  of  the  University  of  California 
at  Santa  Barbara  so  readily  available  to  us,  and  much  of  what  we 
have  been  able  to  accomplish  has  been  due  to  the  excellent  support 
of  Dr.  Donald  Davidson  and  his  staff.  We  use  their  facilities  heavily 
-a  member  of  our  staff  visits  the  UCSB  library  two  or  three  times  a 
week;  but,  except  in  extreme  cases,  we  do  our  own  research  and 
photocopying.  In  this  way,  we  would  hope  to  lessen  the  demands 
which  might  otherwise  be  made  upon  the  university  by  our  patrons 
jand  by  other  libraries  in  the  area.  We  feel,  in  fact,  quite  protective 
of  the  services  of  UCSB,  and  whenever  practical  or  feasible,  draw 
upon  other  resources. 

Herein  lies  the  value  of  the  network  concept,  a  basic  element  of 
[Total  Library  Service  and  The  Master  Plan.  Through  networks,  we 
'achieve  an  orderly  progression  of  interlibrary  loan  and  reference  ac- 
tivity as  requests  move  up  and  down  the  line.  In  our  System,  requests 
go  first  from  the  branch  libraries  or  bookmobiles  to  the  central  li- 
braries; then,  when  more  extensive  research  is  indicated,  on  to  our 
Information  Center.  At  this  point,  those  requests  which  we  cannot 
answer  locally  are  channeled  to  the  most  expedient  resources  known 
to  us — in  many  cases,  the  State  Library  or  SCAN  (Southern  Cali- 
fornia Answering  Network),  our  backup  reference  service.  In  other 
cases,  we  will  go  directly  to  a  source  outside  the  network  pattern;  this 
might  be  another  library,  a  governmental  agency,  an  organization,  or, 
quite  frequently,  a  specialist  in  a  field.  This  same  procedure  is  fol- 
lowed when  we  receive  requests  from  other  types  of  libraries  in  our 
area  working  in  association  with  our  System.  In  this  way,  what  is 
poming  to  be  known  as  the  "switching"  capability  comes  into  play, 
jind  demands  are  channeled,  thus  creating  a  greater  balance  of  par- 
ticipation by  all  libraries  in  providing  Total  Library  Service.  This 
switching  or  directing  function  also  enables  libraries  in  business  and 
ndustry  to  share  resources  they  could  not  otherwise  offer  to  out- 
siders, without  endangering  proprietary  interests. 
I    As  the  network  centers  enlarge  their  roles  to  embrace  both  a  ref- 
erence and  switching  function,  a  broader  approach  to  research  is 
leveloping.  This  entails,  in  addition  to  the  use  of  reference  tools, 
jocating  and  establishing  contacts  with  outside  sources  of  informa- 
ion,  some  of  which  might  be  quite  obscure  and  unrelated  to  the 
ibrary  field.  Along  with  this,  methodology  as  a  technique  in  retriev- 
ng  information  becomes  increasingly  significant.  Most  of  the  ref- 
erence centers  maintain  files  not  only  of  reference  requests  and 
linswers,  but  of  the  methodology  followed  in  obtaining  the  desired 
Information  or  material  as  well.  In  this  way,  on  future  requests,  un- 
necessary delays  can  be  avoided  by  following  the  methodology  used 
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earlier,  or  by  bypassing  leads  which  proved  to  be  unproductive 
Many  of  us  envision  the  time  when  such  information  can  be  com-! 
puterized  and  stored  in  data  banks,  so  that  network  centers  every- 
where can  draw  upon  these  resources. 

The  libraries  in  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  are 
presently  in  the  process  of  formalizing  a  program  of  cooperation  with 
approximately  35  libraries  of  all  types  in  an  area  encompassing  sev 
eral  counties.  Cooperation  on  an  informal  basis,  however,  has  beer 
going  on  between  most  of  these  libraries  for  some  time.  Although  the 
administrators  were  the  ones  instrumental  in  establishing  these  rela- 
tionships, they  recognize  that  it  is  going  to  fall  to  the  staff  members 
of  each  library  to  make  cooperation  a  reality  to  the  library  user.  Con 
sequently,  detailed  guidelines  and  procedures  are  being  drawn  up  to 
facilitate  implementation  of  the  program  at  all  levels. 

This  brings  up  a  point  which  I  consider  to  be  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance in  promoting  Total  Library  Service — total  involvement  of 
the  entire  library  staff.  Those  of  us  directly  involved  in  cooperative 
activity  at  a  higher  level  have  an  obligation  to  communicate  our 
ideas  and  goals  to  everyone  on  the  staff — particularly  those  who  work 
with  the  public.  To  the  patron,  the  individual  at  the  desk  represents 
the  library.  What  he  is  offered  in  the  way  of  service  at  this  point 
may  well  be  all  he  will  ever  expect  from  his  library,  or  for  that  matter 
from  any  library. 

These  staff  members  need  to  be  made  aware  of  their  role  in  the 
overall  program;  to  know  that  they  are  an  essential  part  of  the  ac 
tivity,  so  they,  too,  might  be  stimulated  to  encourage  use  and  to  pro- 
mote Total  Library  Service.  This  is  a  continuing  process,  because 
of  new  developments  in  program,  and  because  of  changes  in  staff 
personnel.  Once  staff  members  realize  the  potential  of  service  avail- 
able to  them,  they  will  be  more  apt  to  broaden  their  thinking,  and 
will  better  be  able  to  judge  when  requests  should  be  passed  on  for 
further  research.  Also,  as  they  become  more  involved,  their  con 
fidence  in  the  program  will  grow.  I  feel  that  those  of  us  in  the  refer 
ence  centers  must  return  such  confidence  by  accepting  any  request 
passed  on  to  us. 

While  the  library  staff  members  are  the  key  to  successful  inter 
library  cooperation  at  the  working  level,  their  efforts  must  also  receive 
support  at  the  policy-making  level.  As  activity  between  different 
kinds  of  libraries  increases,  some  libraries  are  finding  it  necessary  to 
modify  their  policies  to  make  them  more  compatible  with  this  broader 
concept  of  service.  Understandably,  there  are  some  policies  which 
simply  cannot  be  changed,  but  they  still  need  not  stand  as  barriers 
to  service.  Recently,  for  instance,  the  New  York  Public  Library, 
whose  fiscal  policy  requires  payment  in  advance  for  photocopy  serv- 
ice, established  deposit  accounts  for  libraries  in  an  effort  to  expedite 
this  service  by  permitting  the  use  of  telephone  and  TWX  for  such 
requests. 
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The  same  flexibility  in  approach  to  policies  governing  interlibrary 
loan  has  enabled  system  libraries  to  overcome  many  obstacles  which 
previously  existed.  By  means  of  systemwide  communications  net- 
works, transactions  have  been  simplified  and  greatly  expedited. 
Favorable  patron  reaction  to  such  service  is  reflected  by  the  fact 
that  many  libraries  have  more  than  doubled  their  interlibrary  loan 
activity.  Even  with  these  advances,  there  are  still  some  procedural 
hang-ups,  such  as  duplication  of  paper  work,  which  need  to  be 
eliminated.  It  is  gratifying,  also,  to  find  an  increasing  number  of  li- 
braries throughout  the  nation  willing  to  transact  reference  and  inter- 
library  loan  service  via  TWX  and  telephone.  Despite  considerable 
resistance  on  the  part  of  some  libraries  to  converting  to  this  method 
of  service,  indications  are  that  the  day  is  not  too  distant  when  inter- 
J  library  loan  by  TWX  will  become  the  accepted  method. 

Of  course,  teletype  and  TWX  service  are  still  quite  expensive.  It 
would  seem  rather  obvious,  therefore,  that  when  such  equipment  is 
installed  by  a  library,  there  follows  a  definite  commitment  to  utilize 
this  equipment  to  the  fullest.  This  means  not  only  sending  and  re- 
jceiving  requests  and  information  for  that  particular  library,  but, 
where  there  is  an  existing  communications  network,  a  willingness  to 
relay  messages  for  other  libraries  in  the  network.  This  also  makes 
sense  from  a  budgetary  standpoint,  since  unit  costs  decrease  as  use 
increases.  It  is  time  we  approached  communications  as  we  have  other 
innovations  in  library  service  by  considering  it  a  vital  part  of  our 
continued  development.  Business  has  long  recognized  that  direct  com- 
munication by  telephone  or  wire  can  prove  less  costly,  and  certainly 
less  time-consuming,  than  going  by  mail.  Today  libraries  cannot 
afford  delays  any  more  than  business.  If  we  do  not  keep  pace  with 
the  information  needs  of  our  people,  some  other  service  will  step 
in  to  fill  the  breach,  and  ironically,  will  probably  prove  more  costly 
to  everyone  in  the  long  run. 

Much  remains  for  us  to  accomplish  in  our  efforts  to  bring  about 
Total  Library  Service,  but  we  are  making  progress.  Those  of  us  who 
are  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  part  in  the  development  of  cooperative 
activity  with  other  types  of  libraries  know  that  there  is  a  special 
kind  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure  in  working  with  others  to  bring 
about  effective  service.  How  can  one  measure  the  value  of  service 
such  as  we  often  receive  from  our  Associates  and  others  who  drop 
everything  to  come  to  our  rescue  on  a  rush  request.  Or  the  excitement 
of  knowing  that  cooperation,  like  needs,  has  no  geographical  bound- 
aries, as  demonstrated  by  the  following  TWX  message  recently  sent 
by  the  Knoxville  Public  Library  in  response  to  our  request: 

"Sending  '69  city  directory.  Hope  this  will  be  all  right.  Current 
one  in  use  constantly,  so  cannot  spare  it.  Should  get  out  tomorrow, 
Wednesday,  Aug.  5. 

"Glad  to  hear  from  y'all  out  there  .  .  .  Let  us  hear  anytime,  glad  to 

lip." 

To  me,  this  is  what  Total  Library  Service  is  really  all  about. 
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Special  Libraries  and  the  Master  Plan 

Edythe  Moore 

Can  special  libraries  play  a  very  definite  and  positive  role  in  the 
implementation  of  a  total  system  network? 

The  answer  is  most  assuredly  and  emphatically  yes.  Why  is  this 
so? 

— Special  libraries  have  core  collections  which  are  organized 
uniquely  and  analyzed  to  a  depth  and  specificity  unmatched  in 
the  public  and  academic  world.  They  usually  possess  the  most 
current  information  in  their  subject  speciality,  particularly  in  the 
journal  literature  and  the  very  specialized  services  compilations. 
Oftentimes  they  maintain  their  own  in-house  packaging  of  raw 
data  on  a  current  awareness  basis,  in  many  cases  obtaining  this 
data  before  it  is  available  in  published  form. 

— Special  librarians,  working  in  a  pragmatic  environment,  possess 
a  high  degree  of  motivation,  single-endedness,  goal-orientation, 
and  total  concern  with  service  as  an  objective.  They  identify 
with  their  library  user;  his  problem  is  their  problem.  Special 
librarians  have  no  alternative  to  producing  results;  they  are 
accustomed  to  going  beyond  their  own  collections  to  obtain 
needed  information.  And  the  search  strategies  and  techniques 
which  they  have  developed  have  broad  network  implications.  In 
fact,  special  libraries  presently  act  as  nodes  in  their  own  internal 
information  networks,  and  as  such,  serve  as  switching  centers 
between  the  generators  and  consumers  of  the  literature.  As  re- 
tailers of  information,  special  librarians  are  already  familiar  with 
the  complex  network  of  literature  services  available. 

- — The  climate  for  such  participation  is  excellent.  Special  libraries 
have  a  long  history  of  successful  cooperative  working  interrela- 
tionships, largely  informal  and  discipline-oriented.  These  include 
relationships  with  libraries  of  all  kinds — other  special  libraries 
in  business  and  industry,  government  institutions,  and  in  public 
and  academic  libraries;  the  specialized  Information  Analysis 
Centers;  the  large  general  collections  of  public  and  academic 
libraries — and  with  the  generators  of  the  specialized  literature 
as  well. 

— Special  librarians  have  used  their  subject-oriented  professional 
associations  to  help  strengthen  these  informal  cooperative  rela- 
tionships. Not  only  have  these  organizations  enabled  members  to 
become  familiar  with  the  speciality  and  expertise  of  their  peers, 
but  they  also  serve  as  a  mechanism  for  compiling  and  publishing 
tools — such  as  resource  directories  and  union  lists  of  journal 
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holdings — tools  which  special  librarians  have  recognized  they 
need  and  have  brought  into  being. 

Yes,  special  libraries,  through  their  specialized  collections  and  the 
knowledge,  experience  and  expertise  of  their  personnel,  can  and  will 
make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  provision  of  total  information 
service  in  the  State  of  California. 

So,  the  question  at  this  point  in  time  is  one  of  how — how  can  we 
bring  this  about  effectively  as  soon  as  possible?  How  can  we  expand 
the  informal  cooperative  systems  which  already  exist,  largely  within 
the  special  library  community,  to  include  other  libraries  in  the  state- 
wide network?  How  do  we  formalize  these  systems  in  order  to  maxi- 
mize the  greatest  attainable  effective  and  efficient  utilization  of  in- 
formation? 

Today  we  have  only  a  rough  idea  of  the  distribution  of  special 
libraries  in  the  state.  We  know  that  in  general  the  special  libraries 
connected  with  industry  and  government,  as  well  as  those  which  are 
departments  within  public  and  academic  libraries,  cluster  around 
three  major  metropolitan  areas.  The  largest  number  appear  to  be 
located  in  the  greater  Los  Angeles  area;  the  smallest  clusters  around 
San  Diego.  In  central  California  they  move  eastward  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, through  the  Bay  Area,  to  Sacramento  and  beyond. 

We  know  from  directories  that  special  libraries  in  California  num- 
ber somewhere  over  800.  We  can  estimate  that  about  20%  of  these 
are  connected  with  academic  institutions  and  perhaps  5  %  are  depart- 
ments of  the  public  libraries  in  these  metropolitan  areas.  We  know 
Ithat  we  can  group  them  into  broad  subject  categories:  aircraft,  aero- 
space, banking,  electronics,  law,  medical,  petroleum,  pharmaceutical 
and  the  like.  We  know  that  the  specialities  of  these  libraries  cover 
the  alphabetical  spread  of  knowledge  from  advertising  and  agri- 
culture to  urban  planning  and  zoology. 

But  we  do  not  really  know  the  strength  of  each  collection;  we  do 
not  know  what  makes  it  unique.  We  do  not  know  which  one  of  these 
libraries  will  be  able  to  provide  a  current  overview  of  work  being 
done  in  a  particular  subject  area  which  will  be  more  up-to-date  than 
any  overview  put  together  from  the  literature  available  at  a  local 
public  library.  Nor  do  we  know  which  one  of  these  can  put  us  in 
touch  with  an  expert  working  in  the  field,  providing  us  with  informa- 
tion about  "who's  doing  what." 

We  must  determine  which  special  libraries  in  this  very  hetero- 
geneous group  of  libraries  are  potential  nodes  or  switching  centers  for 
either  geographic  or  subject  networks,  in  order  to  know  where  each 
fits  into  the  total  picture.  To  accomplish  this  we  need  an  organized 
plan;  on  this  we  can  start  immediately. 

We  must  expand  the  informal  systems.  The  already  existing  public 
library  systems  should  encourage  and  welcome  those  special  libraries 
which  can  and  are  willing  to  join  their  cooperative  endeavors  in  a 
geographical  area. 
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A  carefully  controlled  pilot  program  involving  public  and  special 
libraries  is  called  for  in  order  to  supplement  the  already  existing 
projects,  e.g.,  Black  Gold's  inter-type-of -library  system  and  the  bud- 
ding INFO,  a  cooperative  system  of  all  types  of  libraries  in  southern 
California.  This  pilot  must  explore  the  mechanics  of  such  coopera- 
tion, methods  of  cost  allocations,  the  realization  of  benefits;  it  must 
document  the  costs,  and  the  cost-savings,  as  the  case  may  be.  It  must 
break  down  traditional  barriers,  try  the  untried.  Documentation  of 
this  program  will  provide  definitive  guidelines  for  future  planning. 

Cooperation  is  desirable  only  if  it  benefits  the  participating  li- 
braries and  makes  them  work  more  effectively,  but  specific  benefits 
in  differing  situations  in  the  case  of  special  libraries  cannot  be  known 
in  advance.  True  experimentation,  which  may  result  in  yet  unthough- 
of  advantages,  is  essential  and  objective  appraisal  of  the  results  of 
these  experiments  in  cooperation  is  critical. 

We  must  develop  new  and  improved  in-depth  resource  tools.  These 
will  help  to  formalize  the  approaches  to  the  collections  of  other  li- 
braries, and  make  the  realization  of  the  advantages  of  cooperation 
more  immediate. 

Until  the  time  when  cooperating  libraries  will  be  able  to  share  com- 
mon master  data  bases,  we  must  have  directories  which  describe  the 
collections  of  special  libraries  in  specific  terms  which  call  out  strength, 
depth,  and  uniqueness.  We  need  statewide  union  lists  of  special  li- 
brary journal  holdings  and  we  need  directories  showing  the  location 
of  specialized  reference  works  and  services  in  these  libraries.  These 
tools  are  essential  to  the  development  of  subject-oriented  networks; 
without  them  we  cannot  ever  hope  to  effectively  and  efficiently  im- 
plement the  Master  Plan. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  members  of  the  profession,  through  their 
professional  associations  and  whatever  other  assistance  is  necessary, 
see  to  it  that  such  projects  are  undertaken  immediately  and  brought 
to  completion  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  that  a  regular  updating 
mechanism  is  firmly  established. 

Today's  greater  and  more  sophisticated  demands  for  information, 
combined  with  spiraling  costs,  make  it  mandatory  that  all  types  of 
libraries  share  the  responsibility  for  maximizing  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  library  service  and  for  minimizing  the  cost  of  providing 
such  service. 

The  need  to  coordinate  horizontally  the  resources  and  services  of 
different  types  of  libraries  is  urgent.  The  time  to  implement  an  or- 
ganized plan  for  bringing  about  this  coordination  is  now. 
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Cooperation  or  Coercion:  A  Case  for  Caveats  .   .   . 

Sherry  Terzian 

.  .  .  [Franz]  Alexander  .  .  .  says  that  in  our  free  and  competitive 
society  we  are  at  one  and  the  same  time  both  friends  and  rivals:  we 
live  in  an  'antagonistic  co-operation'  with  our  fellowmen.  This  life 
pattern  can  lead  to  fears  and  hostility,  frustrations  and  thwarted 
hopes,  exaggerated  ambitions  and  discouragement,  all  of  which  can 
cause  disturbed  human  relations  and  can  lead  to  mental  and  nervous 
symptoms.* 

*  A  footnote  to  a  quotation  from  a  pioneer  in  psychoanalysis  doesn't  belong 
down  below  but  rather  at  the  very  start:  Hinsie,  L.E.,  and  R.J.  Campbell, 
\Psychiatric  Dictionary,  4th  ed.,  New  York,  Oxford  University  Press,  1970,  p.  163. 
JThis  is  a  definition  of  "co-operation,  antagonistic,"  and  begins  "Alexander  uses 
this  term  to  describe  the  organizational  nature  of  our  present-day  society";  to 
I  me  it  is  quite  relevant  both  to  library  cooperation  and  to  the  Master  Plan. 

Library  literature  of  course  abounds  in  pieces  on  cooperation,  hence 
jmy  decision  to  explore  definitions  further.  I  was  rather  startled  at 
j"See  also:  Competition,  Conflict"  following  the  definition  in  the 
UNESCO  Dictionary  of  the  Social  Sciences}  The  one  in  the  Inter- 
national Encyclopedia  of  the  Social  Sciences  concludes  with  a  section 
entitled  "Cooperation  and  competition"  which  states:  "Although  co- 
operation is  commonly  contrasted  with  competition  (a  process  in 
jwhich  efforts  toward  a  common  objective  are  separate  and  in  rivalry 
(with  one  another),  it  must  be  emphasized  that  the  two  rarely,  if  ever, 
loccur  separately.  Indeed,  each  may  have  a  contributory  relation  to 
jthe  other  .  .  .  elements  of  competition  are  to  be  found  side  by  side 
with,  indeed  often  embedded  in,  those  of  cooperation."  2  The  bibliog- 
raphy begins  with  one  of  my  favorite  books  on  the  subject:  W.  C. 
lAllee,  Cooperation  Among  Animals,  With  Human  Implications?  and 
pncludes  Margaret  Mead's  Cooperation  and  Competition  Among 
Primitive  Peoples} 

The  terseness  of  the  Dictionary  of  Psychology  intrigued  me:  "the 
subordination  of  egocentric  interests  to  the  welfare  of  the  group  in 
Ijoint  endeavors"  which  is  followed,  in  logical  sequence,  by  "coordina- 
tion." 5  I  also  felt  that  the  definition  of  "creative  thinking"  °  is  per- 
linent  to  our  theme  and  worth  considering,  as  is  any  discussion  which 
(might  clarify  the  concept  of  cooperation. 

For  to  be  a  librarian  is  to  be  instinctively  cooperative:  I  some- 
times think  that  we  are  born  with  a  prenatal  Pavlovian  reaction  to 
cooperation  which  is  fortified  by  training  and  education  and  cer- 
tainly magnified  by  experience.  We  are  taught  to  rise  and  respond 
to  our  requestors'  requirements;   even  while  a  user  is  outlining  his 
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problem,  we  have  begun  the  process  of  cooperation:  which  source 
what  methodology,  sometimes  listening  with  the  third  ear.  Certainl) 
it  is  not  necessary  to  sell  the  idea  of  cooperation  to  any  librarian 
since  cooperation  is  our  stock  in  trade;  and  most  of  us  have  beer 
aware  and  supportive  of  and  have  applauded  the  various  trends  to- 
ward cooperation  which  have  culminated  in  the  Master  Plan. 

Moreover,  ours  is  a  profoundly  dedicated  profession:  we  are  sc 
well-meaning,  so  well-intentioned,  so  service-oriented,  sometimes 
floundering  in  the  midst  of  sophisticated  professionals  not  so  wide- 
eyed  as  we,  who  have  settled  down  to  the  business  of  making  a  living 
often  as  a  matter  of  fact.  Or  else,  we  are  surrounded  by  the  pros  oi 
industry,  the  Organization  Man  and  his  ilk — as  the  saying  goes — 
who  are  determined  to  go  Up  the  Organization  and  nothing  will  stanc 
in  their  way.  And  in  any  workaday  world,  there  are  the  subordinates 
the  nonprofessionals,  the  clock-watchers,  the  game  players,  the 
clericals,  the  organizers,  the  joiners,  the  Smiths  and  those  othei 
neighbors  keeping  up  with  each  other,  vying  with  each  other  in  a 
manner  and  in  a  world  we  never  made — but  into  which  we  are  often 
indoctrinated  and  involved,  suddenly  one  summer  or  winter  or  fal] 
■ — and  the  time  comes  when  we  wonder  why} 

Well,  what  has  all  this  got  to  do  with  the  Master  Plan  and  coopera 
tion?  A  great  deal,  I  think;  certainly  it  has  for  me,  and  what  I  pro 
pose  to  do  is  to  begin  at  the  beginning  with  my  introduction  to  the 
Master  Plan,  relate  some  of  my  involvements  with  cooperation  as  a 
special  librarian  in  industry  for  over  a  decade  and  as  an  autonomous 
State  specialist  at  UCLA  for  almost  a  decade,  take  some  leeway  with 
the  concept  of  cooperation,  discuss  some  of  the  psychodynamics  from 
my  experiences,  and  conclude  with  some  reflections  and  hopefully 
with  some  suggestions  pertinent  to  the  Plan. 

Let  me  begin  by  recalling  the  CLA  conference  in  Pasadena,  just  a 
decade  ago,  when  the  Master  Plan  was  first  on  the  agenda.  Dr 
Andrew  Horn,  who  was  presiding  over  CURLS,  asked  me  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  CURLS  program  primarily  about  the  future  implica 
tions  of  the  Master  Plan.  My  assignment:  to  relate  my  reactions,  as  a 
special  librarian,  to  those  of  the  college  and  university  librarians  as 
well  as  the  school  and  public  library  people  who  preceded  me  on  the 
panel.  As  I  listened  to  them,  it  was  very  much  apparent  to  me  that 
my  nonspecial  colleagues  were  already  involved  in  an  overall  master 
plan:  that  is,  they  were  already,  by  tradition,  facets  of  an  overall 
library-information  network,  with  or  without  an  official  plan. 

For  instance:  your  local  library,  or  your  school  or  college,  is  by 
definition  a  known  entity;  and  a  direct  referral  might  be  made  by 
one  colleague  to  another  or  to  a  known  institutional  library  as 
matter  of  course.  Whereas  as  a  specialist  in  industry,  I  felt  as  though 
I  were  a  weak  link;  I  was  by  my  very  position  a  weakling  (despite 
all  my  SLA  activities) ;  and  my  pleas  to  panel  participants  and 
audience  alike  was  to  make  both  aware  of  the  inherent  duality  and 
difficulty  of  my  position.

Another  for  instance:  if  one  of  you  sought  cooperation  from  me 
about  anything  in  my  line  of  expertise — and  I  were  in  a  position  to 
extend  it  to  you — don't  you  think  I  honestly  would,  if  I  could,  time- 
wise  or  otherwise?  Of  course,  I  wanted  to  take  part  in  an  overall 
Master  Plan — but  the  crucial  point,  to  me,  was  the  methodology  and 
with  what  kind  of  support — indeed,  if  any  at  all?  The  spirit  was  will- 
ing but  the  willingness  was  weakened  to  the  point  of  annihilation 
without  support  from  the  organizations  in  outer  space.  Cooperation 
without  concrete  support  from  the  very  pavements,  from  the  very 
foundations,  if  you  will,  is  a  virtual  impossibility;  not  only  that,  but 
you  could  be  deadlocked  into  a  do-it-yourself  corner. 

At  one  time,  many  SLAers  of  my  vintage  were  naive  enough  to 
believe  that  you  could  convince  any  management  that  a  special  li- 
brary was  a  good  thing,  saving  time  and  money  for  the  company. 
Our  basic  assumption,  of  course,  was  that  to  save  time  and  money 
was  a  good  thing.  Some  of  us  had  to  learn  the  hard  way  that  the 
[Pyramid  Builders  can  go  Up  The  Organization  in  their  own  fashion 
I — which  does  not  necessarily  mean  saving  time  and  money,  but  could 
conceivably  mean  building  empires  and  thereby  asserting  their  ter- 
ritorial imperatives.7  And  anyone  who  comes  along  and  somehow 
manages  to  bypass  the  pyramids  and  shows  the  highest  echelon  that 
creating  and  servicing  a  special  library  might  produce  an  answer  to  a 
question — and  thereby  kill  a  whole  pet  project,  or  eliminate  a  long- 
distance trip  on  an  expense  account,  or  simplify  a  procedure  to  save 
pme  and  money  and  thereby  reduce  staff — such  a  person,  be  it  you 
and  certainly  it  was  me,  was  eyed  with  suspicion  by  all  the  echelon! 
[Their  question  being:  Why?  Why  do  you  want  to  do  all  that  you  say 
rtou  can  do  and — embarrassingly  enough — are  actually  doing?  What's 
your  pitch?  Have  you  ever  tried  to  answer  that  one?  One  doesn't 
Exactly  give  up,  but  one  learns  that  they  also  serve  who  get  busy 
poing  all  the  other  things  that  they  have  to  do.  (Once,  in  the  process, 
lome  kindhearted  executive  called  me  a  humanitarian — to  get  rid  of  a 
guilt  complex,  I  couldn't  help  wondering?) 

Speaking  about  the  territorial  imperative,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl- 
dge,  Dr.  Robert  Hayes  has  been  the  only  one  thus  far  who  has 
rawn  our  attention  to  the  workings  of  the  territorial  imperative  in 
he  management  of  information  networks,  which  of  course  are  basi- 
ally  cooperative  undertakings.  At  a  local  SLA  meeting  a  few  years 
go,8  Dr.  Hayes  demonstrated  how  the  territorial  imperative  is  often 
tai  underlying  factor  in  the  administrative  and  organizational 
broblems  of  leading  information  networks.  He  indicated  that  when  a 
particular  library  places  itself  voluntarily  into  a  network,  that  library 
mmediately  and  simultaneously  places  itself  at  the  mercy  of  the 
lervices  provided  by  that  network.  Moreover,  who  is  responsible  for 
what  function  is  sometimes  determined  by  the  territorial  imperative 
extant.  If  someone  else  is  presumably  responsible  for  an  undertaking 
Miich  falls  outside  of  your  own  jurisdiction,  there  is  no  reliable  way 
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in  which  you  can  depend  upon  that  individual  for  the  completion  of] 
the  job  at  hand. 

When  one  becomes  part  of  any  cooperative  venture,  one  is  not  only 
becoming  the  server  of  one's  own  clientele,  but  is  actually  assuming 
the  responsibility  of  a  far  greater  constituency.  The  formal  inter- 
library  loan  procedure  is  an  example  of  how  steps  were  finally  taken 
to  protect  the  servicing  facility  from  overwhelming  demands  upon  its 
services  to  the  point  where  the  library  is  unable  to  function  in  any 
service  capacity. 

Even  though  special  libraries  and  special  librarians  are  known  to 
flourish  on  cooperation  within  their  own  specialties,  nevertheless  they 
too  can  get  out  of  hand;  and  it  was  for  these  very  reasons  that  a 
prominent  practitioner  once  accused  us  of  being  parasites.  Harsh 
though  his  words  were,  they  were  grounded  in  fact;  and  having  been 
drawn  into  some  form  of  cooperation  over  the  years,  I  often  recall 
Samuel  Sass'  provocative  piece.9  You  can't  help  feeling  the  drain;  the 
more  you  do,  the  more  you're  expected  to  do,  until  you  finally  realize 
that  that  kind  of  cooperation  is  not  the  kind  you  can  keep  up  being 
a  party  to.  At  first  it  is  contagious,  then  confusing,  eventually  detri- 
mental— until  finally,  out  of  sheer  desperation  and  sheer  survival,  you 
put  a  halt  to  it.  Because  you've  had  it. 

If  I  were  outlining  the  territorial  imperative  of  the  Master  Plan, 
certainly  I  would  want  to  expand  it  in  all  directions — but  with  full 
appreciation  of  the  publics  engaged  in  the  enterprise,  that  is,  both 
those  benefiting  from  the  services  together  with  the  professionalism 
of  those  involved  in  extending  these  services.  And  this,  to  me,  would 
mean  to  be  aware  not  only  of  the  lay  public,  with  its  unrelenting  de- 
mands on  library  time  and  patience  and  ingenuity,  but  also  of  the 
professional  publics  of  our  own  domain,  as  well  as  the  colleagues 
who  are  often  equally  guilty. 

So  I  would  admonish:  by  all  means,  let  us  all  pitch  in  and  become 
active  participants  of  the  Master  Plan — but  with  full  appreciation  of 
the  dynamics  of  such  an  undertaking.  Let  us  be  aware  of  those  who 
demand  in  the  guise  of  service  elsewhere:  I  am  reminded  of  the  li- 
brary client  who  expected  me  to  tell  her  how  to  set  up  a  library  for 
her  professional  group  while  she  was  checking  out  a  book;  of  the 
businessman  who  wanted  to  bring  his  whole  department  over  to  get 
ideas  from  our  setup  in  a  couple  of  hours  (on  my  time,  of  course); 
of  the  clubwoman  who  received  donations  for  her  service-oriented 
organization  and  in  the  process  wanted  me  to  offer  to  organize  their 
library  (on  my  time,  of  course:  "My  dear,  you  have  such  talent  and 
we  need  you  so  badly!");  of  the  volunteers  who  demanded  profes- 
sional knowhow  for  overseas  delivery;  of  the  members  of  various 
professions  who  have  been  the  recipients  of  free  goodies  in  time  and  <f  Is 
service  and  experience  and  energy  and  directions  and,  and,  and  .  .  j 

On  the  other  hand,  there  have  been  representatives  of  each  of  these 
categories  and  others  who  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  the 
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recipients  of  boundless  treasures  which  are  gladly  given  because  serv- 
ice, after  all,  is  our  most  important  motto.  Who  among  us  is  not 
pleased  when  a  whole  bundle  of  duplicates  finds  a  neat  and  ready 
destination?  Or  the  quick  (and  sometimes  not  so  quick)  and  com- 
petent answer  that  produces  a  grateful  response  from  a  client?  Or  a 
colleague's  quiet  appreciation  that  makes  it  all  so  worthwhile,  with- 
out necessarily  expecting  something  in  return?  Which  reminds  me  of 
the  time  I  actually  saw  a  five-cent  stamp  being  returned  in  a  six-cent 
envelope,  in  answer  to  a  form  letter  admonishing  the  recipient  for 
neglecting  to  reimburse  the  postage  for  duplicates!  Now,  really! 
When  it  comes  to  duplicates,  do  please  be  my  guest:  just  cart  it 
away  is  all  I  ask.  Does  some  of  this  sound  as  if  I  were  disillusioned? 
Or  skeptical?  Far  from  it:  I  am  simply  trying  to  point  out  some  of 
the  pitfalls,  the  problems  which  might  arise  in  any  human  situation, 
and  pleading  instead  for  a  more  realistic  approach  to  cooperation. 

Presumably  I  am  pleading  for  a  climate  for  cooperation  in  which 
we  would  not  be  victimized  by  our  clientele  but  would,  in  fact,  uphold 
professional  courtesy  and  professional  integrity — even  though  it 
might  occasionally  be  a  question  of  coexistence  amidst  coercion.  Life 
at  best  is  sometimes-simply  a  question  of  survival;  but  rather  than 
going  along  with  the  status  quo,  I  would  advocate  a  system  of  free 
cooperation  with  the  flair  and  style  of  creative  librarianship  so  beauti- 
fully described  by  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton.10 

And  I  would  plead  for  the  right  to  dissent;  that  is,  rather  than  pay- 
ing lip  service  and  cooperating  simply  as  a  matter  of  routine  (and 
thereby  hindering  and  obstructing  changes  which  might  prove  to  be 
beneficial),  I  would  hope  to  retain  the  vested  right  to  dissent — but  in 
the  constructive  manner  once  advocated  by  Dr.  Martha  Boaz.11  Per- 
haps my  sensitivity  stems  from  the  fact  that  I  have  been  blessed 
with  a  situation  at  the  NPI  in  which  professionalism  in  all  its  pro- 
gressive forms  has  been  the  very  climate  of  my  relations  with  ad- 
ministration and  personnel  and  the  professional  staff.  "A  little  con- 
flict is  a  good  thing,"  Ernest  Sable,  the  outgoing  administrator,  has 
reminded  me  time  and  time  again  over  the  years.12  His  expectations 
of  my  performance  have  not  been  that  I  should  be  a  yes-woman  per 
se — but  a  mature  professional  person,  with  a  sense  of  responsibility 
for  initiating  changes  within  a  framework  of  cooperation. 

My  other  pleas  would  be  an  awareness  to  be  against  the  freeloader, 
the  hangeroner,  the  timewaster,  the  dogooder,  at  our  expense;  and  to 
be  for  professionalism  and  professional  courtesy  as  a  modus  operandi 
wherein  each  member  of  our  cooperative  relationship  emerges  vic- 
torious: the  client,  because  his  request  has  been  properly  handled; 
the  librarian  who  delivers  the  goods  because  professional  knowhow 
is  his  raison  d'etre  and  professional  fulfillment  his  daily  bread;  the 
1  institutions  involved  because  they,  too,  need  to  face  up  to  their  public 
l  and  private  images. 

Let's  not  be  naive,  though:  sometimes  professional  courtesy  re- 
I  quires  careful  delineation  on  our  part,  and,  competently  done,  can  once

again  culminate  in  beneficial  results  for  all  concerned.  In  the  case  of 
the  young  professional  who  wanted  me  to  tell  her  how  to  organize  a 
library  because  she  was  so  impressed  by  all  that  she  saw  (flattery, 
thy  name  is  woman ! )  it  was  elucidated  to  her  and  to  her  superior 
that  that  would  be  like  my  asking  them  something  about  their  dis- 
ciplines, for  practical  application,  over  a  coffee  break.  We  made  time 
for  a  dialogue  and  references  were  made  to  professional  training  and 
experience;  and  from  a  certain  smile  on  the  supervisor's  face,  I  think 
he  appreciated  the  lesson  for  the  day.  Certainly  both  have  been  more 
considerate  of  our  collection,  with  a  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
professional  knowhow  backing  up  the  services.  Did  I  cooperate?  I 
believe  so — but  not  by  immediately  dropping  my  own  priorities, 
which  must  of  necessity  take  precedence,  but  by  proclaiming  quietly 
but  firmly  where  it's  at,  and  all  three  of  us  are  the  better  for  it.  And 
so  will  the  librarian  who  will  eventually  be  engaged  for  the  under- 
taking, as  I  recommended. 

In  the  case  of  the  composite  clubwoman  who  expected  me  to  volun- 
teer my  services  because  her  group  lacked  funds,  I  offered  to  assist 
her  by  appearing  before  her  board  of  directors  and  suggesting  that 
they  allocate  some  funds  for  professional  services  ("You  pay  for  a 
janitor,  don't  you?").  Yes,  she  was  compelled  to  admit  that  I  had 
convinced  her.  So  was  another  professional  when  I  made  a  similar  re- 
mark to  his  request  for  free  goods  and  services  in  the  name  of  co- 
operation. "You've  got  an  important  point  there" — the  point  being 
that  although  a  janitor  was  not  a  member  of  the  professional  team 
treating  the  patient,  nevertheless  he  was  on  their  payroll  for  his 
services.  (Logic,  thy  name  can  sometimes  be  woman!) 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  is  long  overdue  for  the  library  school 
curriculum  to  include  practical  applications  of  library  theory  to  prac- 
tice in  a  truly  professional  manner.  Or  else  students  could,  through 
sound  field  experience  as  an  adjunct  to  the  curriculum,  be  trained  in 
professional  practice  with  all  its  potentialities  as  well  as  limitations. 
And  surely  all  of  us  could  benefit  from  a  program  of  continuing  edu- 
cation on  some  of  the  complexities  of  the  profession. 

We  went  through  all  this  once  in  SLA  when,  at  one  time,  consul- 
tation service  was  offered  to  prospective  employers  free  the  first  day 
— in  the  hopes  that  (once  again  we  assumed! )  the  employer  would  be 
so  impressed  with  our  services  that  he  would  immediately  call  the 
local  SLA  placement  person  and  ask  for  a  special  librarian  to  place 
on  his  payroll.  Well,  having  served  the  local  SLA  chapter  as  place- 
ment director  for  three  harassing  years,  I  can  attest  to  the  fact  that 
things  just  don't  work  out  that  way.  In  fact,  even  some  of  our  job 
applicants  who  were  being  sent  out  on  interviews  were  finding  them- 
selves giving  of  their  time  and  service  for  free  while  presumably 
being  considered  for  a  job  (which  never  materialized) .  Finally,  it  was 
suggested  to  SLA  headquarters  that  the  word  "free"  be  omitted  and 
that  the  term  "professional  courtesy"  be  substituted,  which  made  for 
some  local  changes,  happily  during  my  term   of   office.    Can  you 
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imagine  any  other  professional  group,  old  or  young,  offering  anything 
to  prospective  clients,  wholesale,  for  free?  Please  tell  me. 

Let  me  tell  you  that  I  believe  the  way  for  us  to  do  it  is,  once  again, 
to  do  it  within  a  professional  structure,  with  complete  understanding 
on  the  part  of  the  lay  public  of  the  fact  that  the  professional  services 
are  being  offered  by  a  specialized  discipline.  Our  clinical  staff,  for 
example,  contribute  their  services  four  hours  a  week;  other  disciplines 
represented  on  our  professional  staff  donate  their  services  to  bona  fide 
organizations  voluntarily  and  because  they  want  to,  expecting  only 
professional  satisfaction  and  progress  in  return.  But  isn't  that  what 
we  want,  too?  Some  small  recognition  for  the  discipline  and  know- 
how  which  we,  too,  represent — and  for  which  there  is  a  definite  and 
vital  need  in  our  complex  civilization.  And  that  we,  too,  contribute  to 
the  welfare  of  society. 

As  every  administrator  is  aware,  the  element  of  recognition  is  im- 
portant in  any  undertaking.  I  was  most  interested  to  see  that  "lack 
of  understanding  by  laymen  of  library  needs  and  self  satisfaction" 
was  considered  serious  enough  to  be  listed  as  a  barrier  to  cooperation 
by  the  Association  of  Cooperative  Library  Organizations  at  its  meet- 
ing during  the  recent  Detroit  Conference  of  ALA.13 

In  the  Master  Plan,  there  will  undoubtedly  be  many  types  of  new 
clientele,  with  a  variety  of  needs,  and  I  can  think  of  no  better  op- 
portunity to  make  our  disciplines  better  known  and  better  understood 
than  through  such  a  medium.  Perhaps  I  am  belaboring  the  point,  but 
let's  face  it — there  are  still  in  this  state  virtually  thousands  of  people, 
who  will  be  calling  for  our  services,  to  whom  a  professional  person 
such  as  you  and  me  is  still  an  unknown  entity.  This  vast  segment  of 
the  state's  population  could  very  well  include  the  very  people  who 
determine  salaries  and  budgets  and  staffing — and  what  better  way 
to  improve  our  still  traditional  image  than  to  make  ourselves  and 
our  services  known  professionally?  Is  that  bad? 

My  conclusion:  rather  than  considering  the  concept  of  cooperation 
as  a  cure-all  or  catchall,  my  proposal  would  be  to  think  of  it  in  terms 
of  professional  courtesy — and  that  we  be  prepared  to  define  the 
guidelines  rationally  but  realistically,  while  opening  up  new  horizons 
for  professional  services.  I  grant  you  that  all  this  will  call  for  the 
highest  form  of  competence,  plus  the  tact  and  diplomacy  of  an  elder 
statesman.  But  isn't  it  well  worth  it?  Instead  of  indulging  whole- 
heartedly (as  we  are  prone  to  do)  and  generously  (as  we  are  prone 
to  do)  in  a  free-for-all  attitude,  why  not  do  it  with  the  lessons  learned 
from  the  Ugly  American?  Cooperation  within  the  framework  of  the 
Master  Plan  is  a  professional  responsibility — but  let's  be  prepared  to 
master  it — before  it  masters  us.

Government  and  cooperation  are  in 
all  things  the  laws  of  life. 

John  Ruskin,  1819-1900 

"Everyone  talks  about  cooperation  but  very  few  do  anything  about 
it"  was  a  comment  made  by  a  panel  member  at  last  year's  CLA  con- 
ference in  San  Francisco.  He  was  critiquing  a  proposal  submitted 
by  the  Committee  on  Cooperation  to  the  Community  College  Di- 
vision. This  proposal,  later  adopted  by  the  division,  was  to  establish 
a  state-wide  cooperative  network  of  community  college  libraries.  At 
this  same  conference  the  association  adopted  the  Master  Plan  for 
Total  Library  Services.  This  certainly  proves  the  panelist's  point 
and  also  indicates  that  at  least  two  segments  of  the  profession  are 
doing  something  about  it- — the  public  and  community  college  libraries. 
As  a  member  of  the  aforementioned  committee  since  its  formation  at 
the  1968  conference  and  as  a  more  recent  informal  affiliate  with  the 
North  State  Cooperative  Library  System,  I  have  had  various  forms 
of  cooperation  occupying  my  time  and  thoughts  for  the  past  two 
years.  As  a  result  of  these  experiences  and  associations,  it  would  seem 
more  practical  and  beneficial  for  all  types  of  libraries  to  be  part  of 
one  geographic  system,  especially  in  the  more  rural  northern  area.  It 
is  time  that  libraries  stressed  their  similarities  instead  of  their  dif- 
ferences and  started  doing  something  about  cooperation,  across-the- 
board. 

Having  come  from  an  urban  environment  where  one  community 
college  district  was  10  to  15  miles  from  the  next,  it  took  some  time 
to  adjust  to  the  fact  that  the  nearest  neighboring  district  is  50  to  70 
miles  away.  Because  of  this  geographic  isolation  from  the  same  type 
of  library,  it  was  necessary  to  form  a  close  relationship  with  other 
types  of  libraries  in  the  immediate  area.  As  one  librarian  stated  it, 
"we  must  cooperate  to  survive."  From  the  beginning  of  the  Butte 
Junior  College  District,  when  it  was  housed  in  a  small  office  building 
in  Oroville,  the  staff  of  the  county  and  the  county  school  library  were 
most  generous  in  allowing  the  use  of  bibliographic  materials  and  in 
their  continuing  professional  interest  and  encouragement  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  college  library.  During  that  first  year,  I  joined  the 
school  librarians  group  active  in  Butte  County  which  opens  its  meet- 
ings to  school  librarians  in  Tehama  and  Glenn  Counties  on  a  regular 
basis.  Cooperative  projects  included  a  one-day  workshop  for  the 
volunteer  mothers  who  serve  the  elementary  school  libraries  and  co- 
operative publicity  for  National  Library  Week. 

Mr.  Johanns  is  Director  of  Library  Services,  Butte  College,  Durham. 
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Various  efforts  to  organize  the  community  college  librarians  in  the 
northern  area  as  a  part  of  the  statewide  system  have  met  with  limited 
participation  and  similar  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  those  in  attend- 
ance. A  union  list  of  periodicals  was  developed  for  eight  colleges  out 
of  a  potential  of  16  in  the  Chico-Sacramento  areas.  Geographical  dis- 
tance is  probably  the  primary  reason  for  this  lack  of  interest.  Other 
reasons  voiced  included  unequal  resources — the  haves  are  not  anxious 
to  share  with  the  have-nots.  Some  feel  that  collections  in  various  com- 
munity colleges  are  so  similar  in  nature  that  there  is  no  particular 
advantage  to  cooperation  with  like  institutions — cooperation  is  to  ex- 
tend services  and  materials,  not  to  share  weaknesses.  Others  are 
happy  with  the  status  quo  and  do  not  want  to  do  anything  to  disturb 
it.  All  of  these  reasons  have  some  validity,  and  as  a  consequence  any 
cooperative  effort  restricted  to  community  college  libraries  in  the 
more  rural  north  will  continue  to  meet  with  limited  success.  This  is 
not  to  say  that  these  efforts  should  be  abandoned.  Some  cooperation 
is  better  than  none. 

The  real  hope  for  the  future  of  cooperation  rests  with  the  public 
library  systems  expanding  to  include  the  community  colleges  and  the 
state  colleges  and  universities.  As  indicated  earlier,  librarians  in  these 
rural  areas  realize  the  significance  of  cooperation.  It  is  the  only  way 
in  which  these  libraries,  removed  from  urban  centers  and  existing 
research  centers,  can  hope  to  serve  the  needs  of  their  public.  The  sys- 
tems developed  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  have  proved 
that  cooperation  expands  the  services  to  their  patrons.  Their  patrons 
and  the  community  college  patrons  are  often  one  and  the  same.  The 
college's  clientele  is  just  one  segment  of  the  public  library's  public. 
Many  times  the  college  student  relies  on  his  local  public  library  more 
than  on  that  of  his  college  because  of  geographical  proximity.  The 
reverse  situation  is  not  nearly  as  common  and  in  fact  is  often  dis- 
couraged. 

The  coalition  of  academic  libraries  and  public  libraries  to  form  one 
total  geographic  system  should  be  a  reasonably  painless  phenomenon 
and  much  less  costly  than  establishing  parallel  systems  for  one  or 
more  types  of  libraries.  Because  of  the  geographic  spread  of  com- 
munity college  libraries,  they  can  be  readily  absorbed  into  the  exist- 
ing machinery  of  public  library  systems.  Their  collections  are  natural 
complements  to  each  other.  A  real  application  of  this  theory  is  being 
proposed  in  Humboldt  County.  The  proposal  entitled  "California 
North  Coast  Libraries — A  Plan  for  Interlibrary  Cooperation"  recom- 
mends that  the  several  types  of  libraries  in  Humboldt  County,  includ- 
ing the  county,  city,  state  college,  community  college  and  school 
libraries,  form  an  interlibrary  cooperative.  The  first  step  toward  co- 
operation with  the  North  State  Cooperative  Library  System  was  an 
informal  agreement  to  exchange  union  lists  of  periodicals  and  sub- 
sequent requests  from  them  on  a  reciprocal  no-cost  basis.  Other 
obvious  advantages  are  fast  delivery  and  communication  service.  The 
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monthly  meetings  of  the  system  provide  an  opportunity  for  an  ex- 
change of  ideas  as  well  as  conducting  the  business  of  the  system. 

Through  these  meetings  and  the  day-to-day  business  of  the  system, 
the  similarities  of  all  libraries  would  be  reinforced,  and  Total  Library 
Service  strengthened. 


The  Law  Library  and  the  Cooperative  Library  System 

Evalyn  M.  Casey 

Why  does  expansion  of  a  cooperative  library  system  interest  a 
county  law  library?  How  will  the  professional  clientele  served  by  a 
legal  research  library  benefit  from  the  association  of  their  library 
with  other  libraries  in  an  area  such  as  the  three  counties  served  by 
the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System?  What  can  this  type  of 
special  library  contribute  to  the  system  without  impairing  its  ability 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  primary  users  of  the  county  law  library,  at- 
torneys and  the  trial  court  judiciary? 

Answers  to  these  questions  will  not  be  completed  until  time  allows 
experience  with  this  new  expansion  of  interlibrary  communication  to 
accumulate.  However,  some  of  the  benefits  from  formalizing  and  ex- 
tending the  forms  of  cooperation  which  have  existed  informally  be- 
tween individual  librarians  can  be  anticipated. 

In  Santa  Barbara  County,  as  in  most  counties,  the  law  library 
provides  immediate  local  access  to  basic  law  publications  and  spe- 
cializes in  collections  of  case  law,  that  is,  the  published  decisions  of 
appellate  and  supreme  courts  of  the  states  and  of  the  United  States. 
We  rely  on  interlibrary  loan  services  to  provide  access  to  a  wide 
variety  of  in-depth  research  publications  which  are  supplementary  to 
the  bulk  of  law  publications  in  use  in  California  at  state  and  federal 
court  levels. 

The  invitation  to  place  loan  requests  using  the  Black  Gold  Infor- 
mation Center  and  TWX  has  been  of  immediate  usefulness.  A 
marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  speed  and  variety  of 
sources  for  the  interlibrary  loan  services  we  offer  attorneys  who  need 
law  publications  beyond  the  scope  of  our  collection.  Being  able  to  cut 
from  one  to  three  days  from  the  time  it  has  taken  in  the  past  to  obtain 
copies  of  code  sections,  administrative  decisions  or  some  of  the 
hundreds  of  law  reviews  which  we  cannot  collect,  is  a  service  of  real 
value  to  the  busy  practicing  attorney  who  may  be  preparing  a  brief 
under  the  pressure  of  a  time  limit  on  filing  a  cause  of  action. 

In  a  special  library  where  the  staff  is  small,  as  it  is  in  most  county 
law  libraries,  time  to  provide  supplementary  services  must  be  re- 
stricted to  the  primary  users  of  the  library.  We  do  not  attempt  to 
provide  laymen  with  the  type  of  reference  assistance  given  to  mem-

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bers  of  the  community  by  public  library  reference  librarians.  Gen- 
erally, the  best  starting  point  for  a  layman  who  wants  reference  as- 
sistance in  reading  about  law  is  the  public  library.  There  he  probably 
will  find  books  that  can  answer  the  majority  of  his  questions  regard- 
ing the  California  Codes,  local  ordinances  and  the  legal  directory  with 
digests  of  laws  of  other  states  and  of  foreign  countries. 

The  public  library  patron  is  best  served  if  he  is  sent  to  a  special 
library  such  as  the  county  law  library  only  when  the  information  or 
publication  he  needs  can  be  supplied  by  that  library.  Improvements 
in  communication  and  understanding  between  general  library  ref- 
ence  librarians  and  librarians  of  special  collections  is  one  of  the  by- 
products of  a  cooperative  association  and  can  make  more  productive 
the  referral  of  public  library  patrons  to  special  libraries. 

Just  as  improved  communication  between  libraries  can  improve 
service  to  public  library  patrons,  knowledge  of  and  access  to  docu- 
ment and  other  law-related  collections  in  the  cooperative  system  area 
can  improve  service  the  law  librarian  gives  to  trial  court  counsel.  Be- 
cause time  to  locate  cited  publications  often  is  critical,  the  importance 
of  familiarity  with  all  local  library  resources  is  well  recognized  by  law 
librarians. 

The  cooperative  library  association  can  provide  new  impetus  to  the 
exchange  of  knowledge  about  other  library  collections  in  a  geographic 
area  by  bringing  together  the  librarians  of  public,  academic,  institu- 
tional, medical,  legal  and  other  special  libraries. 

The  Black  Gold  Information  Center  is  the  key  to  benefits  this 
county  law  library  anticipates  from  membership  in  the  Black  Gold 
Associates.  Much  of  our  access  to  publications  in  other  library  col- 
lections, both  within  the  tri-county  system  and  at  the  state  library 
level,  is  expected  to  be  through  the  Center. 

However,  use  of  the  center  does  not  diminish  the  need  to  know 
about  law  collections  in  other  libraries.  An  attorney  or  other  user  of 
the  law  library  who  wants  to  read  a  document  available  locally  only 
in  another  library  should  be  referred  directly  to  that  library,  not 
routed  through  the  same  channels  as  a  loan  request. 

The  information  center  provides  the  best  means  by  which  reference 
questions  from  other  libraries  in  the  association  can  be  researched  in 
the  law  library  collection.  It  is  at  the  research  or  specialized  reference 
level  that  the  law  library  as  a  special  library  can  be  of  assistance  to 
the  Black  Gold  Associates. 

The  chief  way  in  which  the  county  law  library  serves  the  public  is 
by  meeting  the  research  needs  of  the  legal  profession  at  the  level 
where  people  are  most  often  affected  in  daily  life,  at  the  county  trial 
court  level.  In  Santa  Barbara  County  the  cooperative  library  system 
facilities  of  the  Black  Gold  Associates  are  beginning  to  be  put  to  use 
to  expand  the  research  resources  of  the  county  law  library  collection 
and  provide  better  service  to  the  legal  profession  and  to  the  citizens 
served  by  courts  and  counsel. 
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The  State  Law  Library  and  Total  Library  Services

The  California  State  Law  Library's  principal  role  in  implementing 
the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services  is  subsumed  within  the 
State  Library  responsibilities  outlined  in  Section  V,  Network  Coor- 
dination. Others  tasks  are  found  in  Section  IV,  The  Subject  Network, 
and  elsewhere. 

This  article  will  outline,  first,  the  types  of  law  libraries  in  Cali- 
fornia, whose  cooperation  is  a  sine  qua  non  of  Total  Library  Service; 
second,  what  the  State  Law  Library  has  done,  and  what  it  must  do, 
in  terms  of  responsibilities  under  the  Master  Plan;  and  third,  the 
specific  State  Law  Library  activities  that  pertain  to  the  individual 
types  of  law  libraries  enumerated  in  the  first  section. 

California  Law  Libraries 

County  Law  Libraries.  The  most  direct  access  to  legal  materials 
throughout  California  is  through  the  58  county  law  libraries.  These 
are  funded  by  a  surcharge  on  court  filing  fees,*  and  generally  operate 
under  provisions  of  Business  and  Professions  Code  Sections  6300- 
6365. 

Because  each  county  law  library's  income  is  dependent  upon  the 
quantity  of  local  litigation,  their  size  and  quality  vary  enormously. 
Los  Angeles  County  has  over  half  the  litigation  in  the  state,  and  the 
resultant  income  to  the  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library  results  in 
one  of  the  outstanding  law  libraries  in  the  world,  with  eight  branches 
and  over  a  half-million  volumes.  At  the  other  extreme,  Alpine  and 
Sierra  Counties  lack  even  a  resident  private  attorney,  and  the  filing 
fee  income  is  near  non-existent;  only  through  Supervisors'  contribu- 
tions from  the  general  fund  can  even  a  few  thousand  volumes  be 
maintained. 

Although  county  law  libraries  are  required  to  be  open  to  the  public 
by  Business  and  Professions  Code  Section  6360,  several  factors  fre- 
quently combine  to  discourage  public  access  unintentionally.  One 
such  factor  is  that  most  are  not  staffed  by  someone  whose  sole  or 
even  principal  duty  is  the  library.  Another  factor  is  that  they  are 
generally  located  in  the  county  courthouse,  and  to  the  uninitiated 
may  seem  the  private  preserve  of  the  local  bench  and  bar,  even 
though  the  costs  ultimately  come  out  of  litigants'  pockets. 

Law  School  Libraries.  California  enjoys  many  outstanding  uni- 
versity law  collections,  the  largest  being  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia School   of   Law.    But   there   are   also   many   small    schools,

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proprietary  and  otherwise,  whose  libraries  consist  as  much  of  refer- 
rals to  a  nearby  larger  library  as  they  do  of  use  of  their  own  ma- 
terials. Happily,  the  larger  law  school  libraries  customarily  extend 
courtesy  to  local  attorneys,  and  many  occasionally  assist  others  as 
well. 

Government  Libraries.  Except  for  the  State  Law  Library,  which 
serves  both  state  government  and  the  world  of  libraries  in  general, 
government  libraries  of  necessity  serve  their  parent  organizations. 
The  courts  have  their  law  libraries;  the  California  Attorney  General 
has  several  professionally-staffed  ones;  specialized  agencies,  such  as 
the  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Water  and  Power,  have  respectable 
collections.  These  rarely  are  open  to  outsiders. 

Company  Libraries.     These  are  principally  law  firms,  although  J;J 
some  corporate  legal  departments  have  modest  collections.  Several 
firms  have  more  than  20,000  volumes,  with  the  largest  collection,  at 
Pillsbury,    Madison    and    Sutro    in    San    Francisco,    having    36,000 
volumes.  As  with  any  company  library,  use  is  for  the  parent  firm. 

Other.  There  are  also  many  other  libraries  with  sizable  holdings 
of  law  books,  including  large  public  libraries,  general  academic  li- 
braries, and  the  prisons  at  San  Quentin  and  Folsom. 

State  Law  Library  Contributions 

There  are  several  specific  responsibilities  given  the  California  State 
Library  under  Master  Plan  Section  V,  Network  Coordination.  This 
next  section  will  outline  the  Law  Library's  opportunities  for  each  one. 

Coordinating  Agency  For  Networks.  This  first  responsibility  is 
the  most  challenging.  California  law  libraries  collectively  hold  a  rich- 
ness of  materials  which  can  most  effectively  be  approached  through  a 
subject  network.  Many  law  librarians  in  California  are  concerned  with 
implementing  this  goal  of  Total  Library  Service,  and  fortunately 
existing  conditions  offer  hope  that  the  goal  can  be  achieved. 

At  present  interlibrary  loan  and  reference  service  in  law  is  good, 
on  a  conventional  basis.  California  law  libraries  and  law  librarians 
enjoy  cordial  relationships,  particularly  focussed  through  the  two 
local  chapters  of  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries. 

The  task  before  the  State  Law  Library  is  to  encourage  building 
upon  these  hopeful  conditions,  with  a  view  ultimately  to  participate 
in  creating  a  structured  network  of  law  libraries,  bound  together  by 
equitable  arrangements,  capable  of  rapid  response  to  the  legal  infor- 
mation needs  of  each  citizen  of  California. 

Administration  of  Assistance  Programs.  For  law  libraries,  there 
are  no  such  programs.  The  benefits  presently  available  to  public 
libraries,  medical  libraries,  etc.  are  not  available  for  law  libraries.* 

The  State  Law  Library  must  develop  for  legislative  consideration 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  law  library  service.  A  first  attempt  at  \ 

*  ^,aw  school  libraries,  especially  smaller  ones,  may  get  federal  assistance.  The  House 
special  Subcommittee  on  Education  showed  interest  in  their  problems  in  hearings 
neld  April  15,  1970.  Of  course,  any  such  assistance,  like  other  federal  higher  edu- 
cation assistance,  would  not  likely  be  administered  by  the  State  Library. 
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this  was  tabled  in  the  1970  California  Legislature;  SB  791  would 
have  provided  funds  with  which  the  State  Law  Library  would  give 
additional  service  to  county  law  libraries. 

Consultation  Services.  The  Law  Librarian  has  acted  as  consultant 
to  law  libraries  since  1959,  and  in  recent  years  has  been  given  special 
funds  to  use  for  consultant  travel.  He  averages  over  a  dozen  con- 
sultant visits  annually.  The  most  active  year  was  1966/67,  when  24 
such  visits  were  made,  and  surveys  and  reports  for  eight  county  law 
libraries  were  made  at  their  request. 

Centralized  Cataloging  Service.  This  is  centrally  done  in  the  State 
Library  through  its  Processing  Center.  However,  the  Law  Library 
offers  for  law  libraries  a  deposit  card  program,  whereby  one  copy  of 
each  main  entry  card  made  for  the  Law  Library  is  sent  to  participat- 
ing libraries.  These  may  be  used  for  cataloging,  or  for  selection, 
awareness,  or  generating  interlibrary  loan.  Currently  25  libraries  re- 
ceive these  cards — -18  county  law  libraries,  4  law  schools,  and  3 
others. 

Statistics  Service.  In  the  past  the  Law  Library  has  been  asked  to 
provide  data  on  salaries,  circulation  policies,  etc.  for  specific  libraries 
interested  in  a  problem  of  the  moment.  Continuing  interest  in  law  li- 
brary statistics,  especially  among  county  law  libraries,  prompted  the 
Editorial  Librarian  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  and  the 
Law  Librarian  jointly  to  prepare  a  special  statistical  questionnaire  de- 

I signed  for  the  interests  of  county  law  libraries.  The  figures  furnished 
by  cooperating  libraries  will  appear  for  the  first  time  in  the  Winter 
1971  issue  of  News  Notes. 

Building  Resources  at  the  State  Level.  This  statutory  require- 
ment has  been  the  focus  of  State  Law  Library  activity  for  many 
years.  Only  5  law  libraries  in  the  state  exceed  the  140,000  volumes 
here  (University  of  California,  Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles;  Stanford 
University;  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  County  Law  Libraries). 
There  is  little  in  the  way  of  Anglo-American  law  that  cannot  be  pro- 
vided, and  there  is  a  good  core  for  all  other  legal  systems.  Growth 
of  the  collection  has  been  guided  by  a  series  of  development  plans, 
which  are  revised  every  few  years  in  the  light  of  new  experience. 

In  consonance  with  overall  State  Library  policy,  the  emphasis  is  on 
making  the  collection  available.  A  comprehensive  card  catalog  in- 
cludes ephemera;  a  liberal  electrostatic  duplication  policy  extends 
the  use  of  noncirculating  material,  as  does  judicious  purchase  of  cir- 
culating copies  of  "reference"  books  (e.g.,  a  Spanish-English  legal 
dictionary) ;  use  of  telephone  and  teletype  helps  refine  interlibrary 
requests,  enabling  attorneys  and  others  to  meet  court  appearance 
deadlines  (and  facsimile  transmission  will  further  improve  this 
service) . 

Specialized  Bibliographic  Tools.     There  are  many,  with  three  of 

special  interest.  One  is  an  abbreviations  file,  currently  comprising 

Hover  4,000  items  found  in  legal  citations.  The  next  is  the  California 

County  Law  Library  Basic  List,  an  annual  core  collection  consensus 
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compiled  through  knowledge  gained  by  consultant  visits.  The  Basic 
List  includes  prices,  supplementation  status,  addresses  of  law  book 
dealers,  and  similar  aids  to  builders  of  small  collections.  The  last 
is  the  quarterly  Index  to  California  Legal  Periodicals,  which  includes 
local  publications  not  found  in  the  Index  to  Legal  Periodicals.  In  ad- 
dition, the  Law  Library  publishes  three  other  series. 

Research  Programs.  Research  in  improving  legal  bibliography 
has  resulted  in  a  group  of  quality  publications  being  produced,  pri- 
marily by  Carleton  Kenyon  during  his  tenure  as  Law  Librarian 
(1960-1969).  Two  examples  are  Locating  Legislative  Intent  by  Ex- 
trinsic Aids  (rev.  1967),  and  Survey  of  the  Distribution  of  California 
Court  Briefs  and  Their  Organization  in  Law  Libraries  (1969). 

Leadership  in  Public  Relations.     One  way  this  is  discharged  by 
the  Law  Library  is  through  travel  and  attendance  at  meetings.  How 
ever,  current  budgetary  limitations  restrict  this  to  occasional  in-state 
meetings  and  to  the  consultant  travel  mentioned  earlier. 

Another  type  of  public  relations  is  through  exploiting  the  Library's 
unique  position  in  state  government.  In  response  to  efforts  of  li- 
brarians in  the  larger  law  libraries,  in  1961  the  California  State  Li- 
brary Distribution  Act  was  amended  to  include  law  libraries  among 
depositories  of  state  documents.  The  State  Law  Library  was  centrally 
involved  in  implementing  the  legislation,  and  is  currently  working  on 
a  revision  of  the  list  of  legal  publications  available  on  deposit.  Per- 
force, if  individual  libraries  have  state  publications  problems,  the 
Law  Library  may  act  as  documents  expediter. 

And  of  course  good  service  and  cooperation  in  general  assist  in 
public  relations.  However,  activity  outside  the  foregoing  areas  is 
generally  the  province  of  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Assistant  State 
Librarian,  to  whom  the  Law  Librarian  is  responsible. 

Continuing  Education.  The  Law  Library  realizes  this  in  two 
ways.  One  way  is  through  conducting  training  courses  here,  for  new 
law  librarians.  A  program  of  up  to  two  weeks  has  been  given  for  li- 
brarians from  county,  university  and  government  law  libraries.  The 
other  way  is  through  participation  in  workshops,  institutes,  etc.,  in 
which  the  specialized  knowledge  and  experience  of  State  Law  Library 
staff  is  made  available  to  others. 

Service  to  Libraries 

This  section  will  emphasize  the  State  Law  Library's  activities  that 
relate  particularly  to  the  different  kinds  of  libraries  enumerated  at 
the  beginning  of  this  article. 

County  law  library  assistance  is  best  described  in  an  article  by 
Carleton  Kenyon,  "California  State  Law  Library  Services  to  Cali- 
fornia County  Law  Libraries",  in  62  Law  Library  Journal  131 
(1969).  Of  course,  the  principal  elements  of  that  assistance  can  be 
inferred  from  this  article  in  general. 

Law  school  libraries  are  aided  primarily  through  the  depository 
scheme,   whereby   their   scholars    are   provided    many   of    the    raw 
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materials  of  California  legal  history.  The  principal  problem  area  re- 
maining is  the  lack  of  availability  of  transcripts  of  legislative  hear- 
ings, so  desirable  in  helping  establish  legislative  intent.  Unfortu- 
nately, no  solution  is  yet  in  sight.  (Insofar  as  the  larger  county  law 
libraries  take  on  the  character  of  research  libraries,  they  are  served 
in  the  same  manner.) 

Government  law  libraries,  primarily  in  the  Sacramento  area,  de- 
pend on  the  State  Law  Library  for  backup  interlibrary  loan  service. 
Company  law  libraries  do  the  same,  particularly  if  their  local  county 
law  library  is  not  a  strong  one.  Also,  company  law  libraries  will  re- 
quest help  in  problems  in  early  California  legal  materials. 

There  is  a  trickle  of  service  to  individual  attorneys,  usually  ones 
facing  a  court  deadline  and  lacking  a  good  county  law  library.  It  is 
expected  that  ultimately  the  local  county  law  library  will  be  able  to 
process  these  requests,  transmitting  them  to  the  State  Law  Library 
if  necessary.  Encouragement  of  good  local  public  relations  will  help 
achieve  this. 

Public  and  general  academic  libraries  receive  conventional  inter- 
library  loan  service.  Many  ask  advice  on  legal  materials  for  their 
own  collections.  A  series  of  Law-Reference  Workshops  was  held 
throughout  the  state  in  May  1967  to  assist  these  general  libraries  with 
their  legal  book  selection  and  reference  problems. 

Prison  libraries  are  the  last  category,  especially  in  budgetary  as- 
sistance. This  is,  of  course,  a  problem  with  the  whole  correctional 
program.  The  Law  Library  maintains  a  separate  collection  of  the 
most  needed  series  of  court  reports  and  laws  solely  for  circulation  to 
prison  libraries,  and  supplements  this  both  with  the  contents  of  the 
general  collection  and  with  electrostatic  copying.  Last  year  almost 
4,000  volumes  circulated  to  inmates. 

However,  a  recent  court  decision  will  likely  change  this  picture.  In 
Gilmore  v.  Lynch,  the  U.  S.  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District 
of  California  required  the  State  Department  of  Corrections  to  take 
on  the  brunt  of  law  book  service  to  its  charges.  It  is  conceivable  that 
the  State  Law  Library  will  then  be  a  backup  collection  for  correc- 
tional libraries,  if  the  latter  assume  collective  primary  responsibility 
for  their  needs. 

Even  if  this  occurs,  the  State  Law  Library  will  still  receive  direct 
requests  from  the  Federal  Correctional  Institution,  Terminal  Island, 
and  from  several  county  penal  facilities.  The  Los  Angeles  County 
Law  Library  generously  maintains  a  large  collection  at  the  central 
jail,  but  administrative  difficulties  result  in  requests  being  sent  to  the 
State  Law  Library  for  materials  not  in  its  jail  collection,  or  from  in- 
mates in  Los  Angeles  County  facilities  outside  the  central  jail.  Many 
other  county  law  libraries  also  make  some  provision  for  inmate  serv- 
ice, but  not  all  are  able  to. 

Conclusion 

Californians'  needs  for  legal  information  have  grown  rapidly.  The 
strains  of  a  burgeoning  population  are  borne  only  through  increasing 
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the  rule  of  law,  and  that  law  in  return  evermore  impinges  on  the  life 
of  each  of  us.  At  the  same  time  as  population  grows,  the  world 
shrinks,  and  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  other  nations  becomes  increas- 
ingly a  necessity. 

It  is  to  meet  those  factors  that  the  law  libraries  of  California  in1 
general,  and  the  State  Law  Library  in  particular,  must  address  them- 
selves. No  one  library,  no  one  activity,  will  solve  all  problems.  Only 
through  cooperative  action — networks,  referral  services,  allocation  of 
responsibilities — can  law  libraries  meet  the  challenge.  It  is  a  noble 
opportunity  for  the  State  Law  Library  to  play  a  part  in  achieving 
total  law  library  service. 


Not  Quiet,  Nor  Is  It  Empty— SFPL's  Anna  Waden  Branch

San  Francisco's  Anna  E.  Waden  Library  is  winner  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  1970  Award  of  Merit,  one  of  two  public  li- 
braries to  be  so  honored.  In  announcing  its  decision  the  ALA  awards 
committee  wrote:  "this  small,  urban  library  relates  well  to  the  com- 
munity, without  overwhelming  it,  and  exhibits  a  keen  understanding 
of  the  area."  Architecturally  and  philosophically,  that  is  what  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library's  newest  branch  is  all  about. 

The  Hunters  Point-Bayview  district  served  by  the  Waden  Branch 
is  a  predominantly  Black,  low-income  community.  Its  library  facili- 
ties were  limited  to  a  series  of  temporary  stations  and  rented  store 
fronts  until  the  will  of  a  spinster  stenographer,  Anna  E.  Waden, 
made  funds  available  for  a  permanent  library. 

From  the  first  stages  of  planning,  the  aim  of  the  library  staff  was 
community  involvement.  The  librarian  put  in  charge — before  the 
library  was  even  constructed — is  George  Alfred,  an  energetic,  young, 
personable  Black  man  who  dresses  in  bell-bottom  trousers  and  open- 
neck  shirts.  He  began  by  walking  through  the  community,  introduc- 
ing himself  to  people,  finding  out  where  local  interests  lay,  and  mak- 
ing it  clear  that  he  was  not  a  "forbidding  librarian  type." 

Then  he  invited  the  neighborhood  to  a  sidewalk  dance,  during 
which  the  children  could  paint  pictures  on  a  fence  surrounding  the 
library  construction  site.  During  the  months  of  building,  members 
of  the  community  were  consulted  on  what  they  wanted  to  see  in  their 
library.  When  the  building  was  nearly  done,  Alfred  held  a  contest

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among  neighborhood  school  children,  who  submitted  drawings,  poems, 
whatever  they  thought  appropriate  to  be  preserved  at  their  library. 
The  contest  winners  got  to  inscribe  their  entries  in  the  fresh  cement 
of  the  sidewalk  around  the  building. 

In  its  effort  to  "relate  to  the  community  without  overwhelming  it" 
the  Waden  Branch  bent  many  of  the  traditional  library  rules.  Alfred 
explains  that  the  library  would  be  empty  if  he  enforced  middle-class 
library  traditions  of  dress,  deportment  and  rules.  Many  patrons  come 
from  large  families  where  television  and  record  player  are  going 
simultaneously  all  day.  It  would  be  unrealistic  to  think  they'll  talk 
quietly  in  the  library  when  they've  been  shouting  to  be  heard  all 
their  lives.  So  the  Waden  Library  is  not  quiet,  nor  is  it  empty — far 
from  it. 

Its  meeting  room,  seating  80  people,  is  in  use  virtually  every  day. 
Neighborhood  rock  music  groups  perform  under  permanent  "No 
Silence"  signs. 

The  most  popular  books  right  now  in  Hunters  Point-Bayview  are 
H.  Rap  Brown's  Die  Nigger  Die  and  Cecil  Brown's  Life  and  Loves 
of  Mr.  Jiveass  Nigger,  so  those  are  some  of  the  books  the  library  has 
in  multiple  copies.  Sixty  copies  of  Soul  on  Ice,  Eldridge  Cleaver's 
best-selling  book,  are  in  constant  circulation.  Alfred  feels  that  regard- 
less of  what  his  patron's  are  reading,  it  is  important  to  keep  them 
reading.  Some  of  his  most  popular  books  are  by  so-called  radical 
writers  and  on  guerilla  warfare.  "If  you  don't  supply  these  books," 
he  says,  "they'll  just  go  underground,  and  the  people  will  rightly  feel 
the  library  has  let  them  down." 

While  concentrating  on  bringing  ghetto  dwellers  into  the  library 
now,  and  making  them  feel  at  home  there,  the  staff  of  the  Waden 
Branch  are  preparing  for  the  future  too.  They  are  not  stopping  at 
Soul  on  Ice,  but  beginning  there.  They  are  building  a  strong  collection 
with  special  attention  to  Black  History  and  African  culture,  but  by 
no  means  limited  to  those  areas. 

The  library,  more  than  just  a  place  for  reading,  has  become  a  focal 
point  of  community  activity.  It  hosted  celebrations  of  Negro  History 
Week  in  February  and  the  birth  of  Malcolm  X  in  May,  with  films 
and  a  lecture  by  Black  novelist  Cecil  Brown.  Ecology  films,  children's 
movies,  and  a  powerful  film  version  of  Leroi  Jones'  play  "The  Dutch- 
man" have  brought  enthusiastic  responses  from  neighborhood  resi- 
dents. The  Waden  Branch  has  become  what  SFPL  administrators 
and  the  architects,  John  S.  Bolles  Associates,  hoped  it  could  be:  "a 
recognizable  community  symbol  to  which  the  neighborhood  would 
come  and  from  which  the  library's  programs  would  emanate." 

Their  envisaged  role  for  the  library,  they  felt,  called  for  a  strong, 
|  simple  architectural  statement.  The  designers  wanted  to  create  a  feel- 
ing of  warmth  and  security  in  a  bright  and  comfortable  setting.  They 
accomplished  this  through  the  use  of  reinforced  brick  masonry 
throughout  the  building.  The  ceilings  are  of  exposed  concrete  beam 
and  slab.  From  an  8-foot  high  entryway  and  desk  area,  the  ceilings 
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reach  to  IS  feet  in  the  reading  room  and  11  feet  in  the  community 
room.  The  reading  rooms  are  bathed  in  natural  light  from  clerestory] 
windows  at  the  15-foot  level. 

On  the  outside  the  building  is  largely  windowless,  with  its  entry I 
area  an  alcove  set  back  50  feet  from  the  street  to  make  a  break  in 
the  street  facade  and  draw  users  into  the  building.  A  free-form  brick 
sculpture  by  San  Francisco  artist  Jacques  Overhoff  forms  part  of  the 
entranceway  wall. 

The  library  has  a  total  of  6,427  square  feet  of  floor  space,  a  book 
capacity  of  26,000  volumes,  and  reader  seating  for  60.  Its  record 
collection,  mostly  popular  music  and  jazz,  contains  over  1,000  records, 
The  entire  project,  including  the  site,  construction,  and  equipment, 
cost  $350,000. 

More  than  $250,000  of  that  amount  came  from  the  estate  of  Anna 
E.  Waden,  a  shy,  frugal  stenographer  in  the  office  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Health  Department  for  forty  years.  When  she  retired,  her 
salary  had  reached  $285  a  month.  It  came  as  a  surprise  to  everyone 
that  she  could  leave  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  construction  of  a  library  bearing  her  name. 

Miss  Waden  lived  most  of  her  life  in  a  modest  cottage,  wearing 
inexpensive  clothes,  and  limiting  her  diet  to  sale  items  and  day-old 
bakery  products.  Socially  she  concentrated  on  night-school  classes 
and  free  films.  She  invested  her  money  shrewdly,  and  built  it  into  a 
fortune.  It  is  thought  that  her  fondness  for  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  stemmed  from  memories  of  her  youth  when  the  library  was 
a  center  for  social  activity. 

A  portrait  of  Anna  E.  Waden — young  and  wistful — now  hangs  in 
the  lobby  of  the  library  that  bears  her  name,  a  name  heard  often  in 
discussions  of  contemporary  urban  librarianship.

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READER  SERVICES 

There  were  a  number  of  programs  in  the  Reader  Services  Bureai 
actively  moving  forward  during  fiscal  year  1969/70.  A  highligh 
of  the  year  was  the  planning  of  a  program  for  open  stacks  foi 
the  State  Library  for  state  employees  and  individuals  doing  extendec 
research.  The  Open  Stack  Program  was  inaugurated  July  1,  1970 
Also  during  the  year  the  Reader  Services  Bureau  coordinated  a  State 
Library  representation  at  Sacramento's  Career  Explo  '70,  an  orienta-, 
tion  program  for  high  school  students  on  possible  future  career  op- 
portunities open  to  them.  Two  Workshops  on  Library  Service  to  In- 
dustry were  sponsored  by  the  State  Library  and  coordinated  by  the 
California  State  Library  Service  to  Industry  (CSLSI),  a  service  pm 
vided  by  the  Reader  Services  Bureau. 

An  emphasis  was  placed  on  work  improvement,  especially  in  rela- 
tion to  State  Library  interlibrary  reference  and  loan  services  to  Cali- 
fornia libraries.  Through  the  revision  of  working  procedures  and  the 
addition  of  special  teletype  equipment  on  which  author  requests  can 
be  recorded  on  perforated  continuous  roll  punched  cards,  considerable 
savings  in  staff  time  are  expected  to  accrue,  with  consequent  speedup 
in  service.  The  year  marked  a  sizeable  shift  in  the  method  by  which 
interlibrary  reference  and  loan  requests  are  received,  from  former 
receipt  largely  by  mail  to  the  present  well  over  50%  now  being  re- 
ceived by  teletype.  Special  emphasis  in  acquisitions  was  placed  on  ma- 
terials to  aid  the  CSLSI  program  and  also  to  build  up  collections  in 
Negro  history.  Training  was  a  very  important  part  of  staff  develop- 
ment in  the  Reader  Services  Bureau  during  the  year,  and  many  ex- 
cellent workshops,  courses,  and  other  orientation  and  training  pro- 
grams were  attended  by  different  members  of  the  bureau's  staff,  both 
clerks  and  librarians. 

Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section 

Reference  Service:  ALR  handled  12,259  reference  transactions 
in  1969/70.  This  figure  is  1,876  (18%)  greater  than  the  previous 
year  and  represents  the  eighth  year  of  consecutive  increase.

(Books  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Section 

Service  Program:  There  were  several  innovations  in  the  program 
; during  this  fiscal  year.  The  one  which  will  probably  have  the  greatest 
■continuing  impact  is  the  inauguration  of  the  Library  of  Congress  pro- 
gram of  providing  books  in  tape  cassette  form.  As  a  consequence  of 
{the  pilot  program  carried  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress  during  1969, 
J  a  number  of  General  Electric  tape  cassette  recorders  were  purchased 
land  a  quota  assigned  to  each  state.  Veterans  and  students,  in  college 

or  college-bound,  were  given  priority  in  the  assignment  of  machines, 
|  since  the  books  to  be  provided  in  this  form  were  of  a  type  which 

would  appeal  to  the  younger  readers.  One  copy  of  each  of  the  titles 
fused  in  the  pilot  program  was  sent  to  the  regional  libraries,  and  the 
|  Library  of  Congress  then  contracted  for  additional  titles.  This  library 
j  was  assigned  a  quota  of  ten  copies  of  most  of  the  new  titles.  Some  of 
|  the  titles  which  were  purchased  from  commercial  sources  were  pro- 
i  vided  in  a  lesser  number  of  copies,  ranging  from  two  to  six  copies, 
j  The  readers  have  received  this  new  form  of  recording  with  en- 
I  thusiasm. 

With  the  receipt  of  several  attractive  posters  from  the  Division  for 
:  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  Library  of  Congress,  the  Cali- 
j  fornia  State  Library  contacted  the  public  library  systems  in  this  state 

to  ask  if  they  would  like  an  exhibit  on  library  service  to  the  blind  and 

physically  handicapped.  There  was  such  an  enthusiastic  response  that

a  schedule  had  to  be  set  up  to  make  use  of  the  limited  number  of 
posters  available.  During  this  fiscal  year  exhibits  were  sent  to  the 
following : 

September  1969 — North  State  Cooperative  Library  System 
Los  Angeles  County  Library 
Mountain   View-Santa   Clara   County  Library 

System 
San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System 
January  1970 — Coalinga  District  Library 
March  1970—49-99  Library  System 

Each  system  used  the  exhibits  in  a  number  of  libraries. 

Deposit  collections  were  set  up  in  a  number  of  libraries,  hospitals 
and  institutions.  For  the  first  time  we  have  been  able  to  get  some  idea 
of  the  number  of  new  readers  who  have  been  able  to  enjoy  the  talking 
book  service.  Previously  when  we  sent  books  to  a  convalescent  hos- 
pital or  school  we  did  not  know  how  many  people  were  actually  using 
the  books.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  asked  us  this  fiscal  year  to 
keep  statistics  on  the  number  of  deposit  collections  and  to  send  a 
questionnaire  bi-annually  to  ascertain  the  number  of  readers  ac- 
tually using  the  books  in  those  deposit  collections.  We  were  not  able 
to  start  keeping  separate  statistics  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
fiscal  year  but  began  to  do  so  on  October  1,  1969.  From  that  date  to 
December  31,  1969  we  had  31  deposit  collections  serving  405  adult 
readers  and  135  juvenile  readers.  For  the  period  of  January  1,  1970 
through  June  30,  1970  we  had  a  total  of  146  deposit  collections 
serving  1,481  adult  readers  and  727  juvenile  readers. 

Special  Events:  The  final  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the 
art  exhibit  at  the  De  Young  Museum  in  San  Francisco  during  the 
month  of  January.  The  exhibit  was  entitled  "Dimension:  An  Exhibi- 
tion of  Sculpture  for  the  Sighted  and  Blind"  and  was  sponsored  by 
the  California  Arts  Commission.  This  library  helped  the  exhibit  di- 
rector to  secure  books  on  loan  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  Division 
for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  which  could  be  used  as  a 
reference  collection  on  the  periods  of  art  represented  in  the  exhibit. 
After  leaving  San  Francisco  the  exhibit  was  for  periods  of  time  at 
the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art,  the  E.  B.  Crocker  Art  Gal- 
lery in  Sacramento,  the  Fine  Arts  Gallery  of  San  Diego,  the  Fresno 
Art  Center  and  California  State  College,  Long  Beach. 

Staff:  The  position  of  Supervising  Librarian,  Books  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped  was  reclassified  to  Librarian  IV,  effective 
July  1,  1969. 
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Meetings:  The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  a  number  of  con- 
ferences and  meetings  during  the  year  including: 

Meetings  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  State  Services  for 
the  Blind  on  November  12th  and  March  12. 

The  opening  reception  of  the  art  exhibit  at  the  De  Young  Museum 
in  San  Francisco  on  January  12th  at  the  invitation  of  the  California 
Arts  Commission  and  the  Trustees  of  De  Young  Museum. 

The  annual  conference  of  the  California  Transcribers  and  Educa- 
tors of  the  Visually  Handicapped,  April  9th-llth,  at  the  Senator 
Hotel  in  Sacramento. 

"A  Public  Discussion  on  the  Blind  in  the  Age  of  Science,"  held  at 
the  Ambassador  Hotel  in  Los  Angeles  on  April  29th.  This  was 
sponsored  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind. 

The  Conference  of  Regional  Librarians  for  the  Blind  held  in  New 
York,  May  11th— 13th,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped. 

iCalifornia  Section 

Services:  Historical  materials  within  the  Section  continued  to 
draw  researchers  from  all  parts  of  California  and  from  other  states. 
JThere  was  a  noticeable  upswing  in  requests  for  historical  pictures  for 
juse  in  encyclopedias,  textbooks,  and  periodicals. 

The  Section  contributed  to  the  preparation  of  The  California  Bi- 
centennial, Two  Centuries  of  Faith,  Freedom  and  Fulfillment,  an  il- 
jlustrated  pamphlet  published  by  the  California  Bicentennial  Com- 
mission, and  assisted  in  selection  of  pictures  for  a  private  concern 
Jpreparing  a  large  mobile  exhibit  on  the  history  of  California  trans- 
portation for  statewide  showing. 

Additions  to  the  Collections:  Presented  to  the  Section  by  author 
Robin  Lampson  were  two  views  of  the  original  gold  spike  taken  a 
day  or  two  before  it  was  used  in  the  ceremony  joining  the  transcon- 
tinental railroad  at  Promontory,  Utah,  in  1869. 

They  take  on  considerable  historical  significance  because  the  let- 
tering on  these  early  pictures  does  not  conform  to  that  on  the  spike 
today. 

Other  interesting  additions  include  a  collection  of  daybooks  and 
journals  of  Luca  Cassinelli  &  Brothers,  merchants  of  Volcano,  Amador 
County,  for  the  period  1868-1890;  a  record  book  of  the  Volcano 
Blues,  a  militia  unit,  1869-1872;  waybill  books  of  Wells  Fargo  Ex- 
press from  the  San  Diego  office,  1857-1861  and  the  Stockton  office, 
1856-1857;  seven  large  scrapbooks  of  letters  written  1893-1914, 
by  a  San  Francisco  sea  captain  and  lumber  merchant  and  his  wife  to 
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General  Jonathan  Cilley;   and  17  volumes  of  diaries  kept  by  Mrs. 
John  (Annie)  Bidwell  of  Chico,  1888-191 1. 

Of  interest  to  genealogists  is  a  circulating  microfilm  of  the  type 
written  copy  of  the  special  California  census  of  1852  compiled  from 
the  original  records  by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  in 
1933-1935. 

A  collection  of  2400  books  principally  on  California  and  art  was 
given  to  the  State  Library  by  the  late  Helen  Dean,  a  retired  employee 
of  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  and  her  executrix,  Kathryn  Lar 
more.  The  gift  adds  some  new  titles  to  the  Library  and  many  second 
copies  for  circulation.

Meetings:  The  Section  was  represented  at  the  Symposium  of  His- 
torical Societies  of  Northern  California  and  Southern  Oregon  in 
Weaverville;  the  meeting  of  the  Western  Association  of  Map  Li 
brarians  in  Davis;  the  California  Library  Association  convention  in 
San  Francisco;  the  Southern  California  History  Symposium  in  River 
side;  an  archival  symposium,  "California  Records  in  the  Twentieth 
Century,"  in  San  Francisco;  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  of 
California  Historical  Societies  in  Monterey;  an  oral  history  confer- 
ence at  Irvine;  and  the  Congress  of  History  at  El  Cajon. 

Professional  Training:  The  assistant  supervising  librarian  par- 
ticipated in  a  fortnightly  Supervisors'  Forum  conducted  by  the  State 
Personnel  Board.  Other  librarians  attended  a  workshop  on  educa- 
tional resources  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Bay  Area  Reference 
Center  in  San  Francisco;  the  Department  of  Education's  three-day 
course  on  legislative  processes;  a  course  in  letter-writing;  a  meeting 
of  area  reference  librarians  at  Davis;  and  a  two-day  film  workshop  in 
San  Francisco. 

Exhibits:  The  bicentennial  was  marked  with  exhibits  featuring 
the  Portola  expedition  and  San  Diego  Mission.  Other  exhibits  during 
the  year  featured  reproductions  of  works  by  artist  William  Keith, 
pins  and  badges,  unidentified  portraits  and  views,  drawings  of  local 
historical  buildings  by  artist  Ted  Baggelmann,  and  conservation  of 
natural  resources. 

Circulation  Section 

There  was  an  increase  of  23,102  in  circulation  over  that  of  the 
previous  year.  During  the  past  year  the  Circulation  staff  participated 
in  the  planning  and  implementation  of  the  program  to  open  the  stacks 
to  state  employees  and  others  engaged  in  research  projects.  In-service 
training  sessions  were  held  for  members  of  the  Section's  staff. 
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Government  Publications  Section 

Acquisitions:  Efforts  were  directed  to  acquiring  government  pub- 
lications not  automatically  distributed  through  the  usual  channels 
and  those  needed  for  serving  business  and  industry. 

Reference:  Reference  inquiries  continued  to  increase  both  in 
number  and  difficulty,  partly  as  a  result  of  the  additional  materials 
available  and  partly  as  a  result  of  the  growth  of  library  systems  and 
networks  throughout  the  state.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  neces- 
sary to  go  beyond  the  section's  resources  and  to  tap  information  in 
government  agencies  to  provide  answers  to  complex  questions. 

Library  Distribution  Act:  In  addition  to  answering  many  in- 
quiries, both  in  person  and  by  mail,  the  librarian  for  California  state 
publications  spoke  to  a  group  of  university  documents  librarians  and 
visited  fifteen  libraries  in  southern  California.  She  also  visited  a  num- 
ber of  state  agencies. 

To  assist  libraries  in  their  work  with  California  state  publications, 

(the  Section  compiled  a  list  of  periodicals  currently  issued  by  state 
agencies,  which  was  distributed  with  the  July  issue  of  California 
State  Publications,  and  began  issuing  announcements  of  the  avail- 
ability of  selected  titles  most  in  demand. 

A  study  was  made  of  the  location  of  depositories  in  relation  to  the 
development  of  systems  and  networks,  and  recommendations  were 
[made  for  changes  in  the  standards  for  location  of  depositories.  These 
'were  approved. 

The  Section  continued  to  work  with  the  Department  of  General 
I  Services  for  further  improvements  in  the  operation  of  the  Library 
1  Distribution  Act. 

U.S.  Regional  Depository:  The  principal  activities  of  the  Section 
as  a  U.S.  regional  depositor};-  were  providing  information  and  inter- 
library  loan  service  and  assisting  other  depositories  to  dispose  of  their 
no-longer-wanted  U.S.  government  publications. 

The  librarian  for  U.S.  government  publications  spoke  to  a  library 
technical  service  class  at  a  local  college. 

GPS  Publications  Series:  A  list  of  bibliographies  issued  by  gov- 
ernment agencies  on  the  subject  "American  Minorities"  was  compiled 
and  issued  as  GPS  Publication  No.  5. 

Training:  In  addition  to  training  sessions  on  reference  resources 
held  within  the  Section,  members  of  the  staff  attended  meetings  or 
!  institutes  on  ecology,  ethnic  culture,  and  underground  newspapers;  li- 
I  brary  service  to  industry;  defensive  driving;  legislative  processes; 
[  education;  archives;  rapid  reading;  local  government  publications; 
;  and  maps. 


12  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

Reference  Section 

Services:  The  California  State  Library  Service  to  Industry  uni 
was  made  a  part  of  the  Reference  Section.  The  Section  standardize^ 
its  teletype  searching  procedures  and  brought  them  into  conformity 
with  the  rest  of  the  interlibrary  loan  procedures.  All  clerks  in  th< 
Section  were  made  responsible  for  teletype  requests.  These  step: 
helped  speed  up  interlibrary  reference  and  loan  services.

Equipment:  The  installation  of  a  TWX  machine  which  woulc 
print  directly  on  punched  cards  rather  than  a  continuous  paper  tap< 
allowed  the  resultant  cards  to  be  alphabetized  and  worked  on  ii 
batches.  They  can  also  serve  as  charge  cards.  This  new  machin* 
should  result  in  faster  and  more  efficient  service  as  well  as  bettei 
utilization  of  staff  time.  After  running  tests  on  three  different  tele 
facsimile  machines,  the  State  Library  and  several  other  California  li- 
braries settled  on  the  Graphic  Sciences  Dex  I  machine.  It  is  hopec 
that  all  library  systems  will  eventually  join  a  telefacsimile  networl 
which  would  make  the  instantaneous  transmission  of  material  betweer 
libraries  possible. 

Meetings:  The  Reference  Librarian  participated  as  a  discussior 
leader  in  the  two  Workshops  on  Library  Service  to  Business  and  In 
dustry  held  by  the  State  Library  in  San  Diego  and  San  Leandro.  The 
Assistant  Reference  Librarian  attended  a  Seminar  on  Technological 
Applications  and  Information  Retrieval  in  San  Francisco.  She  alsc 
attended  a  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Pacific  Southwest  Regional 
Medical  Libraries,  which  covered  methods  and  materials  for  hospital 
and  medical  librarians  and  a  demonstration  of  the  services  offered  by 
MEDLARS.  She  attended  a  workshop  to  promote  cooperation  among 
reference  librarians  given  by  the  reference  librarians  at  the  University 
of  California  at  Davis. 

Professional  Training:  The  Reference  Librarian  attended  a  three- 
day  seminar  on  improved  methods  of  management  put  on  by  the 
American  Management  Association  in  San  Francisco. 

Sutro  Library 

The  Sutro  Library  continued  its  usual  statewide  reference  and  loan 
services,  showing  an  increased  volume  during  the  year.  1969  was  high- 
lighted particularly  by  a  happy  combination  of  exhibits  and  tours.  A 
special  sampling  of  the  Branch's  rich  manuscripts  collections  excited 
considerable  interest  in  the  fall  of  1969,  especially  during  the  visit 
to  Sutro  Library  (in  September)  of  members  of  the  Manuscript 
Society,  gathered  in  San  Francisco  for  their  annual  conference.  The 
San  Francisco  Examiner  ran  a  story  on  the  display.  In  the  spring  of 
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1.9  70  another  sampler  occupied  the  museum  cases — a  depiction  of 
Sutro  Branch's  aiding  and  comforting  of  researchers  over  the  years 
unilin  the  form  of  a  display  of  books  and  articles  aided  by  Sutro  ma- 
izetterials,  and  by  acknowledgements  and  dedications  to  the  branch  for 
rid  this  help.  In  May  of  1970  our  "visiting"  exhibit  was  a  very  success- 
ful show  of  large,  full-color  photographs  of  flowers  and  of  Sierra 
epilSTevada  landscapes  by  San  Francisco  photographer  Robert  Siegen- 
i  thaler. 

There  were  a  number  of  tours  during  the  year,  perhaps  the  most 
'<  successful  being  those  of  the  Manuscript  Society  members  in  Septem- 
P  ber  1969;  of  California  Library  Association  members  during  the  De- 
1  cember  annual  conference  of  CLA;  and  of  USF  Alumni  during  a 
DjjMarch  1970  get-together. 

Sutro  also  continued  its  service  of  supplying  scholars  with  Xerox 
copies  of  non-circulating,  rare  materials  in  the  collection.  The  largest 
such  order  filled  was  the  copying  of  141  Mexican  pamphlets. 


TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

The  fourth  volume  of  a  five-volume  work  authored  by  the  Institute 
of  Library  Research,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  was  released 
during  this  fiscal  year.  The  volume  deals  with  a  proposed  serials 
control  system. 

Experimentation  with  the  conversion  of  catalog  records  to  machine 
readable  format  was  begun  in  January,  1970.  Selected  titles  of  science 
and  technology  books  in  the  General  Collection  were  rekeyed  using 
an  optical  character  recognition  font.  Tagging  of  principal  fields  will 
be  accomplished  with  an  automatic  field  recognition  program  de- 
veloped by  the  Institute  of  Library  Research. 

Conferences  attended  by  the  Technical  Services  Bureau  staff  in- 
cluded the  annual  California  Library  Association  Conference,  the 
annual  convention  of  the  American  Society  for  Information  Science, 
and  a  special  MARC  Institute  sponsored  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  the  Information  Science  and  Automation  Division  of  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association. 

Acquisitions  Section 

Monographs:  This  unit  processed  14,563  items  acquired  by  pur- 
chase or  gift  for  the  State  Library's  collections.  Over  5,000  items 
selected  for  inclusion  in  the  book  collection  could  not  be  ordered  be- 
cause of  a  lack  of  sufficient  book  funds.  Approximately  1,300  gifts 
were  unprocessed  due  to  increased  workload  and  staff  shortages. 

Serials:  The  physical  arrangement  of  the  periodicals  collection 
changed  during  the  fiscal  year.  From  August  to  November,  1969,  the 
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bound  volume  collection  of  alphabetic-classed  periodicals  was  shiftec 
to  relieve  overcrowding  and  to  make  room  for  future  expansion.  The 
Periodicals  Reading  Room  shelves  were  surveyed  and  shifted,  witt 
non-current  issues  of  selected  titles  moved  into  the  stack  area  in  line 
with  the  policy  of  storage  for  the  non-binding  period  of  five  years. 

Newspaper  microfilm  records  were  updated  and  new  and  corrected 
reports  were  made  to  the  Microfilm  Clearing  House  for  inclusion  in 
the  new  edition  of  Newspapers  on  Microfilm. 

Book  Repair  Section 

Binding:  This  Section  continued  reinforcing  paper-covered  books 
and  reports  for  library  use.  Chipboards  or  cloth  bindings  were  pro- 
vided for  1,906  items,  tagboards  and  pamphlet  binders  for  4,087 
items,  and  duracovers  for  723  paperbacks  of  a  nature  that  does  not 
require  more  permanent  binding. 

Processing  and  Repairing:  All  new  material  added  to  the  various 
library  collections  are  processed  in  some  manner  for  library  use.  This 
includes  stamping  ownership,  marking  the  spines,  and  covering  the 
book  with  plastic  jackets.  Approximately  8,000  books  were  repaired 
during  the  year  because  of  damage  incurred  from  circulation.  One- 
fourth  of  these  consisted  of  material  that  needed  extensive  or  com- 
plete rebinding. 

Special  Workload:  364  items  required  special  mounting  and  fram- 
ing. 6,635  leather-bound  volumes  were  oiled  and  polished  for  preser- 
vation of  these  special  bindings.  Other  duties  included  report  collat- 
ing and  stapling  in  addition  to  paper  and  card-stock  cutting  with  the 
precision  cutter. 

Catalog  Section 

The  Section  cataloged  and  classified  9,451  new  titles  during  the 
year  and  processed  524  withdrawals.  1,158  reference  titles  were  re- 
cataloged  and  reclassified.  The  Section  duplicated  25,092  card  sets, 
including  titles  cataloged  by  the  Law  Library,  Government  Publica- 
tions, and  Administrative-Legislative  Preference  Section.  The  backlog 
of  items  to  be  cataloged  reached  a  high  of  5,968  titles  due  to  vacancies 
on  the  professional  staff. 

Union  Catalog  Unit:  From  348,837  cards  submitted  by  81  mem- 
ber libraries,  40,632  new  titles  and  editions  were  added  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Union  Catalog  and  10,422  withdrawals  were  made  during  the 
year.  Entries  now  total  1,978,381  cards.  From  the  Lists  of  Unlocated 
Books,  200  out  of  257  titles  were  located  for  interlibrary  loan  re- 
quests. The  unit  has  a  backlog  of  81,499  cards  to  be  filed  and  44,909 
cards  to  be  withdrawn. 
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eij  Photo  Services  Section 

The  Section  completed  the  fiscal  year  with  excellent  productive  ac- 
complishments. The  project  of  microfilming  bound  volumes  of  Cali- 
fornia newspapers  continued  with  14,294  feet  of  microfilm  exposed. 
The  quality  of  newsprint  in  the  project  remained  very  poor,  requiring 
added  time  to  prepare  these  documents  for  filming. 

Requests  for  photostats  remained  at  a  similar  level  to  last  year's, 
with  1,743  prints  made.  Requests  for  photography,  with  1,843  units 
completed,  and  Xerox  copies,  numbering  54,588,  continued  a  steady 
annual  climb  over  previous  years  and  represented  the  Section's  largest 
workload. 

Newspaper  handling  and  shipment,  both  current  and  bound 
volumes,  exceeded  last  year's  figure.  Maintenance  of  the  library's 
Xerox  machine,  microfilm  reader-printer,  and  the  motion  picture  film 
collection  is  also  the  responsibility  of  this  section. 

Processing  Center 

The  Processing  Center  processed  and  shipped  100,192  volumes  for 
its  45  members  during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  number  of  new  fiction  titles  cataloged  equaled  2,585;  non- 
fiction  22,706.  Card  sets  reproduced  and  finished  for  Sacramento 
City- County  Library  totaled  79,525  sets. 

This  year  saw  the  inauguration  of  a  night  shift,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  staff,  to  handle  the  additional  workload. 

In  1970-71,  58  libraries  have  contracted  for  Processing  Center 
services,  with  an  estimated  workload  in  excess  of  200,000  volumes. 

Property  and  Shipping  Section 

The  Section  processed  303,911  incoming  and  294,321  outgoing  ship- 
ments in  1969/70,  and  reproduced,  addressed,  and  mailed  State  Li- 
brary publications.  The  Section  also  purchases  equipment  and  main- 
tains services  and  supplies,  including  the  storing  of  supplies  and  fill- 
ing supply  requests.  The  overall  activities  increased  by  approximately 
four  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Section  weeded  and  shifted  the  entire  Braille  and  Talking 
Book  collection  in  order  to  keep  it  in  sequence  and  allow  space  for 
new  issues. 

A  major  project  of  the  Section  was  the  preparation  of  the  book 
stacks  to  be  opened  to  the  public  on  July  1.  This  project  entailed 
complete  shifting  of  the  books  on  the  ninth  stack  and  portions  of 
stack  5,  7,  11,  12  and  13;  moving  carrel  desks  to  a  permanent  loca- 
tion; and  installation  of  special  signs,  shelves  and  panels.

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LAW  LIBRARY 

Law  Library  service  to  inmates  in  correctional  institutions  was  im- 
proved in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  Corrections.  Changes 
include  enlarging  the  list  of  available  titles,  use  of  copying  services, 
and  increasing  the  use  of  court  reports  by  shortening  their  loan  period 
from  five  weeks  to  three. 

In  the  first  year's  program  of  sending  main  entry  cards  for  new 
materials,  25  law  libraries  subscribed.  Four  shipments  totaled  41,900 
cards.  Other  bulk  distribution  included  shipments  of  duplicate  ses- 
sion laws  to  53  libraries. 

Seven  county  law  libraries  were  visited,  and  a  survey  and  report 
made  for  one  of  them.  In  response  to  requests  by  county  law  libraries, 
a  statistical  questionnaire  was  developed  for  county  law  libraries. 
The  first  compilation  will  appear  in  the  Winter  1971  issue  of  News 
Notes. 

Implementation  of  the  extended  book  stack  use  program  required 
extensive  shifting  of  materials  and  detailed  identification  within  the 
book  stack  area. 

Publications  included  bibliographies  on  "Women's  Rights  in  Em- 
ployment," "Military  Service  and  the  Law,"  "Commitment  of  Men- 
tally Irresponsible  Persons,"  "Obscenity  Law,"  "Population  Con- 
trol," "Legal  Services  to  the  Poor,"  "Landlord  and  Tenant  Rela- 
tions," and  "Prisons."  The  cumulation  of  volumes  1-5  of  "Index  to 
California  Legal  Periodicals"  was  completed.  Routine  publications  in- 
cluded the  "1970  County  Law  Library  Basic  List,"  and  the  quarterly 
"Selected  Publications  Added  to  the  Law  Library,"  and  "Index  to 
California  Legal  Periodicals." 

Foreign  acquisitions  included  laws  and  court  reports  of  Scotland, 
Malaysia  and  India.  A  unique  domestic  purchase  was  the  24  volumes 
of  appellants'  briefs  and  transcripts  in  U.S.  v.  Dennis,  the  controver- 
sial 1949  Communist  trial  conducted  by  Judge  Harold  Medina. 

Cataloging  and  classing  was  done  for  2,376  titles,  including  bar 
association  proceedings  for  all  states.  With  the  addition  of  3,138 
volumes,  the  collection  totaled  143,550  volumes. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Travel  Statistics  and  Visitors  to  the  Consultant  Services 

The  Library  Consultant  Services  activities  reflected  the  vacancy  of 
two  Consultants  during  the  year.  The  Consultants  made  536  visits  to 
112  public  and  State  Institutional  libraries  during  the  year.  There 
was  need  for  recurring  visits  to  many  of  the  libraries,  particularly 
those  receiving  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  and  Public 
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Library  Services  Act  grants.  Library  system  operation  activities  de- 
manded considerable  attention  of  the  Consultants. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  with  the  libraries  and  librarians 
through  visits,  calls  and  correspondence,  there  were  34  visits  made 
to  the  Library  Consultant  Services  Bureau  by  librarians,  library  gov- 
erning officials,  foreign  visitors,  and  others  interested  in  public  li- 
brary or  institutional  library  service. 


Special  Studies  and  Publications 
One  special  study  was  completed  during  the  year: 

Santa  Cruz  City-County  Library  Extension  Development,  A  Study 

Iby  Ann  E.  Kirkland,  August  1969. 

Regular  Bureau  publications  included  the  Salary  Information  Serv- 
ice compilations  and  quarterly  issues  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries.  The  Summer,  1969  issue  of  News  Notes  was  devoted  to  a 
Statistical  Study  of  Library  Systems,  1963-1968,  by  David  Sabsay, 
and  the  Fall  issue  surveyed  some  of  the  new  public  library  buildings 
in  the  state.  The  proceedings  of  the  seminar,  Library  Systems  for 
the  1970's,  held  at  Yosemite  in  November  1969,  were  published  in  a 
special  supplementary  issue  following  the  regular  Winter,  1970  Sta- 
tistics and  Directory  issue.  The  Spring,  1970  issue  contained  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  workshop  on  Library  Buildings  for  the  70's,  as  well 

ias  the  sixth  (and  final)  annual  report  of  the  Public  Library  Develop- 

[ment  Board. 

!  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  Services 

The  sixth  year  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  pro- 
gram brought  federal  spending  cuts  which  reduced  the  funds  for  many 
continuing  programs  contributing  to  total  library  service  and  public 
library  development  in  California.  However,  reduced  grant  funds 
were  made  available  for  reference  center  services,  considered  to  be  a 
top  priority  under  the  State  Plan.  The  reference  centers  included  the 
Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System,  the  Metropolitan  Coopera- 
tive Library  System,  the  Mountain-Valley  Library  System,  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library's  Southern  California  Answering  Network 
(SCAN),  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  and  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library's  cooperative  effort  in  the  Bay  Area  Ref- 
erence Center  (BARC)  project,  the  Serra  Library  System's  services 
taking  in  the  libraries  of  Imperial  County,  and  the  Lassen  County 
Cooperative  reference  program  across  state  boundaries  with  the 
Washoe  County,  Nevada,  Library  with  their  California-Nevada  Inter- 
state Cooperative  Demonstration  Project. 

There  were  continuing  projects  which  included  the  joint  Young 
Adult  Program  (YAP)  of  the  Santa  Clara  County  Library  System 
and  Camino  Real  Library  System.  Other  "Outreach"  projects  included 
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the  Culturally  Deprived  and  Shut-Ins  project  of  the  Los  Angele 
Public  Library,  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library's  "The  Wa 
Out"  for  the  disadvantaged,  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  Systenr 
Bookmobile  Services  to  the  Migrant  Worker,  and  San  Mateo  Count 
Library's  East  Palo  Alto  program. 

One  new  Title  I  project  was  funded  late  in  fiscal  1970  for  the  Sa 
Francisco  Public  Library  for  a   demonstration   of  developing  anllst 
providing  library  service  consistent  with  and  innovatively  sensitiv.«j;ei 
to  the  South  of  Market  Street  Area  of  the  City.  Library  service  t 
the  elderly  will  be  stressed,  but  all  segments  of  population  in  th 
South  Market  Area/Tenderloin/Central  City  areas  will  be  serve 
The  use  of  a  multi-media  bookmobile  is  envisioned. 

The  Metropolitan  Cooperative  Library  System  and  its  projec 
"The  Library  and  the  Economic  Community"  completed  its  firs 
year  of  implementation.  It  included  the  publication  of  a  summary  t| 
the  study  "The  Library  and  the  Economic  Community,"  by  Rober 
S.  Meyer  and  Dr.  Gerhard  N.  Rostvold. 

As  part  of  the  implementation  of  Title  I  of  the  Library  Servicer 
and  Construction  Act  in  fiscal  1970,  the  California  State  Library 
offered  to  the  library  systems  established  under  the  California  Public 
Library  Services  Act  the  opportunity  to  conduct  intern  programs 
during  the  summer  of  1970.  The  purpose  of  the  program  was  to  give 
supervised  work  experience  on  a  pre-professional  level  to  college 
undergraduates  who  are  potential  recruits  to  the  library  profession. 
Six  systems  and  22  interns  participated. 

Federal  Title  I  funds  ended,  at  the  close  of  fiscal  1970,  for  the!! 
following:   California  Library  Association's  recruitment  demonstra-a 
tion;  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System's  Foreign  Language  Books, 
Inland  Library  System's  Reference  and  Audio-Visual  Center,  and  theti 
Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library's  "The  Way  Out"  project. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  II,  Construction 

Title  II  funds  allocated  to  California  for  the  year  were  completely 
eliminated  and  then  in  April  of  1970  only  partly  restored.  California's 
Title  II  allocation  for  the  year  1970  was  just  $388,295,  sufficient  to 
allow  the  funding  of  only  one  grant,  to  the  Auburn-Placer  County! 
Library  Headquarters  project.  The  Title  II  funds  had  been  cut  to 
just  a  little  over  a  million  in  1969,  which  was  an  already  reduced 
figure  from  $3,170,504  received  by  California  in  1966-1967  under 
this  Title  II,  Library  Construction  program. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  III,  Interlibrary  Cooperation 

Fiscal  year  1970  allowed  Title  III  funds  to  be  allocated  to  the 
Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System's  continuing  project  for  a 
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•Cooperative  information  network  including  all  types  of  libraries.  Orig- 
inally funded  in  1969,  the  project  network  established  interlibrary 
13  cooperation  between  members  of  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library 
^System's  seven  member  public  libraries  and  Moorpark  College.  Fund- 
ing from  the  1970  allocation  was  for  expanding  the  network  to  in- 
21  elude  30  special  libraries  within  the  system  area.  The  Lassen  County 
D(  and  Washoe  County,  Nevada,  Title  I  and  Title  III  interstate  coopera- 
tive project  was  to  receive  no  Title  III  funds  for  its  continued  opera- 
tion. For  its  additional  year  Lassen  County  is  being  funded  under 
"'Title  I.  Title  III  funds  were  allocated  late  in  fiscal  year  1970  to  the 
^  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System's  project  for  developing  a  co- 
operative plan  for  a  service  network  of  periodical  resources,  to  in- 
cl  elude  all  types  of  libraries  in  a  Library  Periodical  Network.  The 
project  will  cover  a  five-county  area :  Amador,  Calaveras,  Tuolumne, 
t0  Stanislaus,  and  San  Joaquin. 

The  study  funded  in  1969  by  the  California  State  Library  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  and  Title  III  of  LSCA  for  potential  co- 
operation among  the  libraries  in  Humboldt  County  was  completed  in 
May  of  1970  by  the  Public  Administration  Service.  This  study,  "Cali- 
fornia North  Coast  Libraries,  A  Plan  for  Interlibrary  Cooperation," 
proposes  a  program  of  interlibrary  cooperation  resulting  in  improved 
services  to  all  of  the  people  in  the  area  through  the  utilization  of  all 
types  of  libraries:  total  library  service.  The  study  is  receiving  wide- 
spread publicity  for  implementation. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  IVA,  State  Institutional  Library 
Services,  and  Title  IVB,  Library  Services  to  the  Physically  Handicapped 

Funds  allocated  to  California  for  State  Institutional  Library 
Services  were  so  limited  that  no  new  projects  could  be  funded.  How- 
ever, there  were  seven  continuing  projects — three  correctional  insti- 
tutions (California  Conservation  Center,  California  Men's  Colony, 
and  Correctional  Training  Facility),  three  hospitals  (Agnews, 
Atascadero  and  Metropolitan),  and  one  Youth  Authority  institution 
(Los  Guilucos  School  for  Girls).  Two  of  these  projects  (Atascadero 
State  Hospital  and  Los  Guilucos  School  for  Girls)  were  cooperative 
programs  with  the  local  public  library  systems. 

Title  IVB  funds  were  sufficient  for  one  continuing  project,  which 
was  the  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System's  project  for  materials  for 
the  blind  and  physically  handicapped. 

Public  Library  Services  Act 

The  Public  Library  Services  Act,  in  operation  since  1963,  has  as 
its  purpose  the  granting  of  state  funds  to  public  library  systems  for 
the  improvement  of  library  service  to  the  public. 
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Because  of  the  great  need  for  better  library  services  at  the  local 
level,  librarians  and  the  public  alike  developed  this  program,  with 
the  result  that  within  the  short  seven-year  period  of  its  existence,  21 
library  systems  have  formed  to  serve  nearly  18  million  Calif ornians. 
The  Library  Consultant  Services  has  provided  advisory  service  to 
these  systems. 

The  number  of  public  libraries  in  this  program  has  increased 
rapidly,  but  the  state  appropriation  has  not  increased  significantly. 
As  a  result,  a  number  of  the  library  systems  have  been  forced  to  cut 
services  which  had  been  initiated  when  the  systems  were  formed. 

Several  library  systems  gained  new  member  libraries  in  1969-70. 
The  Burbank  Public  Library  joined  the  Metropolitan  Cooperative 
Library  System.  The  Santa  Cruz  City-County  Library  joined  the 
Monterey  Bay  Area  Cooperative  Library  System.  The  Woodland 
Public  Library  joined  the  Mountain- Valley  Library  System.  The  al- 
ready existing  San  Mateo  County  Library  System  cooperated  with 
Burlingame  Public  Library,  Daly  City  Public  Library,  Redwood  City 
Public  Library,  San  Bruno  Public  Library,  and  San  Mateo  City 
Public  Library  to  form  the  Peninsula  Library  System.  Tulare  County 
Library  joined  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System.  Newport 
Beach  Public  Library  and  Fullerton  Public  Library  joined  the  San- 
tiago Library  System.  Escondido  Public  Library  and  San  Diego 
County  Library  became  members  of  the  Serra  Library  System,  thus 
making  Serra  System  services  universal  throughout  San  Diego 
County. 

121  California  public  libraries  were  members  of  systems  in 
1969-70.  The  total  appropriation  for  grants  from  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act  that  year  was  $1,251,616.

ANNUAL  STATISTICS 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  specifies  that  the  State  Librarian  shall 
"collect  and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  tc 
libraries,  which  shall  be  available  to  other  libraries  within  the  State 
applying  for  the  information." 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  imme 
diately  following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which 
the  statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's  Con- 
sultant Services  Bureau. 

Definitions 

A  single  library  system  includes  the  central  library  and  other  out 
lets  if  one  jurisdiction,  together  with  all  its  affiliated  libraries  and 
their  outlets,  and  any  library  service  points  operated  by  the  juris- 
diction, by  contract,  to  serve  another  jurisdiction  or  jurisdictions 
Other  definitions  of  library  system,  as  they  legally  apply  to  the  im- 
plementation of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963,  are  given 
in  Education  Code  Division  20,  Chapter  1.5,  Article  5,  Section  2  7125. 

The  term  public  library  includes  city,  county,  and  district  libraries 
which  have  been  legally  established  by  public  officials,  are  supported 
by  income  from  taxation  or  other  public  funds,  and  have  their  own 
trustee  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  outlet  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch,  station,  or  bookmobile  station  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  library  system,  distributes  books  or  otherwise 
renders  library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  public  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  district 
library  which  has  joined  the  county  library  for  supplementary  serv- 
ice. The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other 
governing  body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local 
public  library  in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  library  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system 
and  with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days  a 
week.  It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than  1,400 
square  feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000  volumes. 
It  has  a  staff  equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one  non- 
professional employee  on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open  to  the 
public. 

A  station  is  a  library  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system.  A  branch  housed  in  a  school  but  giving 
service  to  the  whole  community  is  counted  as  a  community  agency; 
a  school  agency  affiliated  for  school  service,  as  a  school  agency. 
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Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to 
an  established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  materials  is  the 
ount  of  one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamphlet,  or  periodical  lent 
for  home  use,  from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the 
[e  count  of  each  renewal.  A  county  library  also  includes  the  circulation 
of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies,  including  affiliated 
libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their  own  annual  report 
totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  materials  is  counted 
separately  from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types 
of  sound  recording  is  by  album,  of  films,  by  title.  Circulation  of  all 
such  miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For  example, 
the  count  of  recordings  is  by  album,  regardless  of  record  speed 
or  numbers  of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by  title, 
and  circulation  is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title  is 
in  use  for  showings,  regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
audience  for  such  showings. 

Interlibrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 
part  of  a  system.  (Such  intrasystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 
ments.) Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed 
on  interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation;  the  interlibrary  loan 
itself  is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to  one 
outlet  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time  equiva- 
lent of  part-time  and  other  employees.  Professional  employees  are 
defined  as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school 
graduates,  and  those  who  attained  professional  status  through  li- 
brary experience  and/or  examination.  They  perform  work  of  pro- 
fessional grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or 
scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely 
mechanical  parts).  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and 
building  force  are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  major  categories:  Sal- 
aries, library  materials,  service  and  supplies.  The  last  contains  a 
sub-category,  payment  of  funds  for  contract  services  and  system 
membership. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  build- 
ings, sites,  additions,  remodeling  and  major  repairs,  and  new  furni- 
ture and  equipment  purchased  for  new  or  enlarged  buildings.  Ex- 
penditures for  replacement  furniture  and  equipment,  and  for  mobile 
equipment,  are  listed  under  operating  expenses,  as  are  also  books 
and  other  library  materials.

Grouping  of  public  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  fol 
lows  to  some  extent  the  classification  of  libraries  employed  in  th< 
Public  Library  Inquiry  and  specifications  in  the  Public  Librarj 
Service  Standards  for  California. 

This  listing  of  all  public  libraries  runs  together  county,  district,  anc 
municipal  libraries  within  the  five  groups  of  population  they  serve 

It  should  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  statistics  for  an  individual 
library  affiliated  with  a  larger  library  will  appear  only  under  the 
larger  population  group  of  the  entire  library  system  (i.e.,  the  total 
population  served  by  all  affiliated  municipal  or  district  libraries,  01 
such  as  two  county  libraries) . 

Since  population  figures  are  for  area  taxed  and  served,  the  popu- 
lation listed  for  a  county  library  does  not  include  population  of  cities 
or  districts  (in  that  county)  operating  independent  and  unaffiliated 
public  libraries.  Population  figures  of  affiliated  libraries  are,  therefore, 
listed  in  parentheses  to  indicate  that  they  have  been  included  in  the 
population  figure  for  the  larger  service  unit  or  library  system. 

The  basic  population  figure,  that  for  the  fiscal  year  of  report,  for 
each  library  jurisdiction  is  based  on  the  1960  U.S.  Census,  a  special 
census  taken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  or  an  estimate 
prepared  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  State  of  California,  _ 
whichever  was  most  recent  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.^ 

The  grouping  of  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  and  thej 
treatment  of  populations  served  by  libraries  affiliated  with  county! 
libraries  does  not  apply  to  cooperative  library  systems  established' 
under  the  California  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  to  the 
member  libraries  of  those  systems.  For  present  reporting  purposes, 
public  libraries  which  are  now  members  of  cooperative  library  sys- 
tems are  still  grouped  as  they  have  been  in  past  years,  on  the  basis' 
of  the  population  served  within  the  local  taxing  area.

The  count  of  174  systems  equals  the  count  of  independent  libraries  (through  which  18  other  libraries  are 
served,  through  affiliation).  The  count  of  192  public  libraries  includes  174  independent  libraries  and  18 
affiliated  libraries.  For  purposes  of  the  chart  above,  the  two  counties  served  by  contract  by  other  counties 
are  counted  as  affiliated  county  libraries  (Mariposa  and  Sierra),  as  are  similarly  three  of  the  counties 
served  by  contract  by  city  libraries  (Riverside,  San  Joaquin  and  Santa  Cruz).  The  county  and  city 
libraries  giving  service  (Merced  and  Plumas  Counties;  Riverside,  Stockton  and  Santa  Cruz  cities)  are 
included  above  as  independent  libraries.  The  three  city  libraries  which  give  service  to  Santa  Barbara 
County  are  treated  as  independent  libraries  and  included  above  in  the  population  groups  (including 
county  area  served)  in  which  they  are  listed  on  the  statistical  charts. 

Changes  in  library  organization  subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1969-70  are  not  shown  in  the  above 
chart.

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CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professiona 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  th< 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  o. 
personnel  classification: 

Professional  Employee — An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires 
college  or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  anc 
performance  of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  anc 
skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as 
distinguished  from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in 
this  list. 

Assistant   Librarian — Professional   employee   who   coordinates   the 
work  of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a 
major  portion  of  planning  and  policy-making  for  the  library  as  a  M 
whole. 


Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a 
regular  schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library  ma- 
terials. 

Chief  Librarian — Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation 
of  the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city 
or  county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other 
major  parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on: 
policies,  plans  and  programs. 

Department  Head — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of 
the  library,  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,  and 
does  highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I) — Beginning  professional  position,  re- 
quiring a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no 
professional  experience  is  required. 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  or  departments  or  a  particular 
kind  of  work  (e.g.  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures;  develops 
programs  of  service.

INTRODUCTION

The  California  State  Library  has  had  for  several  years  a  program 
designed  to  give  service  to  industry  throughout  the  state.  Six  work- 
shops on  service  to  industry  for  librarians  have  been  sponsored  by  the 
California  State  Library. 

In  May,  1970,  Assistant  State  Librarian  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton 
asked  professional  societies  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  about  their  in- 
terest in  cosponsoring  a  symposium  for  men  in  industry.  The  Los 
Angeles  Section  of  the  American  Institute  of  Aeronautics  and  Astro- 
nautics and  the  Los  Angeles  Council  of  the  Institute  of  Electrical  and 
Electronics  Engineers  responded,  and  sent  their  representatives, 
Joseph  P.  Ryan,  Assistant  Executive  Secretary  (A. I. A. A.)  and  Ed- 
ward Grazda,  Communications  Consultant  (I.E.E.E.),  to  a  meeting 
in  June  to  discuss  what  might  be  done. 

Mrs.  Dalton  also  invited  three  resource  persons  who  attended:  a 
special  librarian,  Miss  Edythe  Moore,  Manager,  Charles  C.  Laurit- 
sen  Library,  Aerospace  Corporation,  El  Segundo;  a  university  li- 
brarian, Mrs.  Johanna  Tallman,  Head,  Physical  Sciences  Libraries, 
University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles;  and  an  information  special- 
ist, Dr.  Arnold  Goodman,  Division  Assistant — Scientific  Applications, 
Information  Systems  Division,  McDonnell  Douglas  Astronautics 
Company,  Huntington  Beach. 

Shifting  employment  was  discussed.  Industries  are  changing  and 
engineers  must  learn  new  technology.  One  day  an  engineer  is  a  tech- 
nical expert  and  the  next  day  he  is  a  technical  novice.  People  have  to 
change.  How  do  they  get  there  from  here?  It  was  decided  that  the 
greatest  need  was  to  help  unemployed  engineers  and  scientists  from 
the  aerospace  industry  who  were  searching  for  new  jobs.  Industry  is 
involved  in  a  critical  situation  today.  The  atmosphere  is  different. 
Could  we  get  people  concerned  with  technical  information  that  will 
help  them  to  make  the  shift  in  employment  from  aeronautics  to  other 
industries?  The  question  was,  what  can  libraries  do  to  help  these  men? 

It  was  decided  that  the  meeting  must  be  topic-oriented.  The  topic 
must  stimulate  interest;  it  must  appeal  to  the  need  of  the  moment; 
it  must  be  dramatic. 

The  Planning  Commitee  agreed,  and  the  decision  was  made  to  pre- 
sent a  symposium  for  300  engineers  and  scientists  in  Los  Angeles 
and  Orange  Counties  on  "Information  Sources  for  Career  Explora- 
tion." 

It  was  agreed  that  the  symposium  must  be  carefully  structured  and 
planned,  with  the  aim  of  presenting  information  to  those  who  do  not 
know  information  exists.  The  symposium  should  focus  on  the  group 
now  shifting  employment.  This  is  the  group  with  the  greatest  need 
now.

II.  To  describe  and  display  information  that  will  answer  these  ques- 
tions : 

1.  How  has  it  been  done  by  individuals  who  have  accomplished  idi 
such  reorientation  of  activities? 

2.  How  can  new  areas  for  activity  be  identified?  (Interdiscipli- 
nary information;  new  education  programs;  surveys  of  areas 
to  which  existing  technology  is  being  applied  in  innovative 
ways;  surveys  of  problems  waiting  for  technological  solu 
tions;  corporate  business  and  industrial  information;  govern-, 
ment  undertaking  at  all  levels  including  local  and  regional.) 

3.  What  technical  information  tools  exist  in  specialized  fields 
outside  of  those  of  present  individual  specialization?  (New 
indexes  and  abstracts  outside  of  aerospace  and  nuclear 
sciences;  sources  of  state-of-the-art  information  in  less  widely 
known  technologies  and  currently  developing  applications; 
technological  aspects  of  environmental  and  social  planning  ac- 
tivities.) 

4.  What  accessible  information  services  are  available  to  serve 
specialists  and  interdisciplinary  needs? 

The  consensus  of  the  committee  was  that  the  symposium  would  em- 
phasize information: 

1.  Sources  and  how  to  reach  them; 

2.  answers  to  specific  questions;  e.g.,  show  that  no  matter  what  the 
question  is,  there  is  an  answer  in  the  literature,  even  if  it  is  a 
negative  answer ; 

3.  libraries  can  establish  avenues  to  answers  even  if  the  answer  it- 
self is  not  in  the  library. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  Planning  Committee  to  get  name  speakers 
who  would  be  dynamic,  enthusiastic,  and  stimulating.  One  would  cite 
case  histories  to  illustrate  career  transfer  ("I  was  a  technologist  for 
the  X  Company,  an  expert,  and  now  I  am  working  as  an  apprentice 
to  the  project  engineer  for  the  Z  Company").  Another  would  present 
the  business  and  economic  outlook.  A  third  speaker  would  bring  the 
facts  concerning  employment  in  California. 

There  were  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Planning  Committee,  and 
Mrs.  Dalton  appointed  a  Panel  Content  Subcommittee  to  work  on 
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:he  organization  and  structure  of  the  panel  presentation.  Three  raem- 
3ers  of  the  Planning  Committee  served  on  the  Panel  Content  Subcom- 
mittee:  Goodman,  Moore,  and  Tallman.  Lew  Byrd,  Vice-President 
3f  Bradco,  Inc.,  Santa  Ana,  accepted  the  invitation  to  serve  as  panel 
jpioderator,  and  attended  some  meetings  of  the  Subcommittee.  Two 
jlibrarians  who  accepted  the  invitation  to  serve  on  the  panel,  Roderick 
If.  Casper,  Readers  Service  Librarian,  Millikan  Memorial  Library, 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  Pasadena,  and  Edward  Plummer, 
Business  Librarian,  Fresno  County  Library,  also  attended  meetings 
bf  the  Subcommittee.  When  Alfred  J.  Maupin  joined  the  staff  of  the 
California  State  Library  in  July  as  a  Library  Consultant  with  primary 
responsibility  for  the  development  of  library  service  to  business  and 
industry,  he  began  to  serve  on  the  Planning  Committee  and  the  Panel 
Content  Subcommittee. 

The  Panel  Content  Subcommittee  agreed  that  the  panel  would  be  a 
structured  presentation;  that  it  would  be  composed  of  a  team  asking 
questions,  a  team  answering  questions,  and  a  moderator  coordinating, 
setting  scenes  and  changing  focus  among  roles  being  played  by  the 
questioning  team.  The  presentation  would  be  from  problem  to  solu- 
tion. The  following  questions  would  be  considered :  technical  informa- 
tion update;  establishing  one's  own  business;  transferring  to  fields  of 
environmental  problems;  non-defense;  civil  service;  consulting  or 
bales  careers;  teaching  and  other  careers  in  education;  self-assess- 
jment;  professional  career  counseling  and  placement;  continuing  edu- 
cation needs.

William  Redmond  is  Chief,  Client  Development  Sendees  Section,  California 
Department  of  Human  Resources  Development.  He  joined  the  staff  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Employment  Service  in  1947,  and  served  in  positions  of  increasing 
responsibility  until  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  Employment  Service  in  January, 
1963.

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A  MANPOWER  AGENCY  LOOKS  AT  CAREER  CHANGE

The  last  time  I  addressed  a  group  of  engineers,  I  started  by  saying: 
"To  anyone  lacking  a  knowledge  of  the  complex  factors  affecting  en- 
gineering and  scientific  employment,  this  might  seem  a  peculiar  time 
to  hold  a  conference  on  employment  problems.  Such  conferences  are 
usually  held  in  periods  of  economic  distress.  But  we  are  enjoying  a 
period  of  great  and  growing  prosperity,  with  employment  at  an  all- 
time  high  ..."  That  was  in  March  of  1966.  I  only  wish  I  could  start 
out  this  talk  with  these  same  words. 

Restrictive  monetary  and  fiscal  policies  designed  to  control  in 
flationary  excesses,  together  with  reductions  in  defense  and  aerospace 
expenditures,  have  brought  a  slowdown  in  the  national  and  California 
economies. 

As  the  restraining  forces  took  effect,  California's  industrial  growth 
tapered  off  and  the  economy  failed  to  produce  enough  jobs  to  mater, 
normal  increases  in  the  labor  market.  Consequently,  during  1970,  the 
level  of  unemployment  and  the  rate  of  unemployment  in  California 
rose  substantially. 

Over  the  year,  total  unemployment  in  the  state  had  increased  b> 
175,000,  or  46%,  by  August  of  1970,  and  the  seasonally  adjusted  un- 
employment rate  had  jumped  from  4.6%  to  6.5%.  Today  that  rat< 
stands  at  7.2%.  

Although  the  year-to-year  increase  in  unemployment  was  wide 
spread  throughout  the  state,  including  nearly  all  smaller  areas,  heav> 
layoffs  in  defense  and  space-related  industries  resulted  in  a  concentra- 
tion of  the  number  of  unemployed  in  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  San  Diego 
and  Santa  Clara  counties.  These  four  counties  combined  accountec 
for  about  62%  of  the  state's  year-to-year  increase  in  unemploymen 
from  August  of  1969. 

Employment  in  the  aerospace  industries  (that  is  electronics,  air 
craft,  ordnance  and  instruments)  peaked  at  616,200  in  Decembei 
1967.  Since  that  time,  the  level  has  fallen  by  132,200  to  484,000  ir 
August  of  1970,  with  82,300  of  the  layoffs  occurring  between  Augus 
of  1969  and  August  of  1970.  Of  these  82,300  layoffs,  the  four  counties  a 
I  just  mentioned  accounted  for  93%. 

The  prognosis  for  the  future  of  the  aerospace  industry  in  California  p 
is  not  too  bright.  Certainlv,  no  one  expects  a  big  enough  resurgence  tc  o 
permit  the  rehiring  of  all  the  uperrmloyed  aerospace  professionals,  ad- 
ministrators, technicians  and  skilled  workers.  That-  being  the  case  >■ 
many  of  these  displaced  workers  will  have  to  shift  to  new  industries  \) 
and  occupations.  Many  of  them,  no  doubt,  will  command  a  smalleij ;« 
income  than  they  have  been  accustomed  to  in  aerospace.  But  this;  ^ 
undoubtedly,  is  not  news  to  you.  Your  presence  here  tonight  indicate; 
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to  me  that  you  have  already  reached  the  conclusions  I  have  stated. 
The  Labor  Supply  and  Demand  Summary  published  by  my  Depart- 
ment for  the  30-day  period  ending  October  14,  1970  lists  many  aero- 
space occupations  as  surplus  (that  is,  the  supply  exceeds  the 
demand).  These  occupations  range  from  aeronautical,  electronic,  elec- 
trical, industrial  and  mechanical  engineers  to  aircraft  electricians. 
Compounding  the  problem,  the  list  of  occupations  for  which  demand 
exceeds  supply  was  very  short,  especially  in  terms  of  occupations  of- 
fering easy  transitions  to  new  fields  for  the  aerospace  worker  whose 
occupation  is  on  the  surplus  list. 

However,  there  are  other  industries  which  are  still  growing.  Prin- 
cipal among  these  are  trade,  service,  and  government.  Of  these  three 
major  industry  divisions  which  posted  substantial  gains   over  the 
last  year,  certain  detailed  industry  groups  show  the  greatest  gains. 
Within  the  trade  sector,  the  major  gains  are  shown  by  wholesale 
trade,  general  merchandise  and  food  stores.  Among  the  service  in- 
dustries, medical  service  accounted  for  the  largest  volume  of  new 
jobs.  Of  the  other  service  groups,  substantial  numbers  of  new  jobs 
ere  created  by  miscellaneous  business  service,  automobile  repairs, 
d  miscellaneous  services.  Overall  gains  in  government  were  par- 
ially  offset  by  an  actual  decline  in  federal  employment  within  the 
tate.   In  contrast,   state   government   and   local   government   both 
howed  substantial  employment  gains.  Gains  in  education  (both  state 
nd  local)  were  substantial. 

Now  let  me  turn  to  the  possibilities  for  assistance  you  might  find 
n  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  Development.  The  Secretary 
)f  Labor  recently  made  $9,000,000  available  to  our  Department  for 
use  in  California.  This  additional  funding  was  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  workers  displaced  by  the  economic  downturn. 
Contrary  to  conclusions  which  have  been  reached  in  some  quarters, 
the  $9,000,000  is  not  solely,  or  even  primarily,  for  professionals. 
It  is  to  assist  all  occupational  levels. 

I  Of  the  $9,000,000,  we  have  allocated  $3.4  million  to  Los  Angeles 
County,  $2  million  to  Orange  County,  $1.9  million  to  San  Diego 
Hounty,  and  $1.7  million  to  Santa  Clara  County.  You  will  recall 
hat  I  said  earlier  that  these  four  counties  combined  accounted  for 
)3%  of  the  layoffs  which  have  occurred  in  the  past  year  in  the 
terospace  industry. 

We  depended  upon  local  people  to  develop  the  programs  for  the 
pending  of  this  $9  million  in  the  four  counties.  Consequently,  the 
>rograms  are  not  uniform  within  the  four  counties,  but  there  is  a 
;reat  deal  of  similarity.  We  have  in  the  manpower  picture  an  or- 
anization  called  the  Cooperative  Area  Manpower  System,  or 
?AMPS.  It  was  these  local  CAMPS  committees  in  these  four  coun- 
ies  which  developed  the  programs.  They  did  not  have  final  say — 
ttieir  recommendations  were  reviewed  by  my  department  and  by  the 
jlegional   Manpower   Administrator   of  the  Department  of  Labor. 
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However,  the  final  programs  which  were  adopted  were  substantially 
in  accord  with  the  recommendations  which  came  from  the  CAMPS 
committee. 

In  all  of  the  four  counties,  we  find  a  great  deal  of  the  money 
devoted  to  job-finding  activities — people  engaged  in  surveying  major 
employers  for  two  purposes:  (1)  to  attempt  to  break  down  the  re- 
sistance of  the  non-aerospace  employer  to  hiring  the  aerospace 
worker — and  I  need  hardly  tell  you  of  the  stereotypes  which  exist 
in  the  mind  of  the  non-aerospace  employer — and  (2)  to  getting 
immediate  job  openings,  and  placing  the  unemployed  in  these  job 
openings  when  they  are  secured. 

Three  of  the  four  counties,  excluding  San  Diego  County,  have 
money  allotted  for  what  we  call  the  Labor  Mobility  Project.  This 
permits  grants  to  unemployed  individuals  who  have  secured  em 
ployment  in  other  areas  and  need  assistance  in  relocating  to  those 
areas,  and  grants  can  be  made  up  to  a  maximum  of  $500  for  such 
assistance.  Money  is  also  allotted  for  on-the-job  training.  Under 
on-the-job  training,  an  employer,  in  effect,  receives  a  subsidy  for 
taking  someone  who  lacks  some  of  the  skills  which  he  needs  in  his 
particular  firm,  giving  him  on-the-job  training,  so  he  can  acquire  these 
skills.  In  all  cases  in  on-the-job  training,  we  will  be  attempting  tc 
find  training  slots  which  will  build  on  the  skills  that  the  displaced 
aerospace  workers  already  have.  Possibly  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
subsidy  for  the  employer  might  help  break  down  some  of  this  re- 
sistance that  I  mentioned. 

In  addition,  and  last  on  this  list  of  priorities,  there  is  institu- 
tional training — classroom  training.  We  find,  under  this  heading, 
training  to  give  engineers  skills  in  environmental  control.  We  find' 
training  for  self -employment.  We  find  training  for  government  em- 
ployment. We  find  training  for  such  occupations  as  color  TV  re- 
pairer and  electric  mechanical  repairer  for  the  skilled  people  whc 
have  been  displaced. 

My  department  is  now  in  the  process  of  developing  the  contract  ' 
which  will  be  signed  by  our  Department  and  the  Department  of  ;, 
Labor,  giving  us  the  nine  million.  As  soon  as  this  contract  is  signed. 
we'll  start  operation  in  the  four  areas  that  I  mentioned.  In  the 
meantime,  any  of  you  who  are  interested  in  participating  have  only 
to  go  to  our  Professional  and  Commercial  Office  here  in  Los  Angeles 
and  make  known  your  interests,  and  you  will  be  registered  and 
given  a  chance  to  participate. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  have  something  else  which  is  relatively 
new.  Our  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  the  National  Society  of  Professional  Engineers,  has  established 
a  national  registry  for  engineers,  located  in  our  headquarters  office 
in  Sacramento.  This  is  a  job-applicant  matching  operation,  com- 
puterized. It  receives  applications  from  unemployed  engineers 
throughout  the  nation,  and  receives  job  orders  from  employers  alsc 
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throughout  the  nation.  We  will  attempt  to  match  these  every  day 
by  using  the  computer,  using  a  key-word  system  for  coding  them. 
We  will  send  to  the  employer  the  applications  of  those  individuals 
who  meet  his  requirements.  It  is  up  to  the  employer  to  contact  any 
individual  in  whom  he  is  interested.  This  is  not  the  normal  type 
of  operation  that  we  have  in  the  State  Employment  Service,  where 
we  actually  make  a  referral  to  the  employer  and  actually  attempt 
to  get  the  person  located  in  employment.  In  this  operation,  each 
unemployed  person  who  participates  will  strictly  be  on  his  own. 
When  his  application  is  mailed  to  the  employer,  it  may  or  may  not 
be  mailed  in  conjunction  with  other  applications.  If  it  is  mailed 
in  conjunction  with  other  applications,  it  means  that  he  will  be 
competing  with  those  other  persons  for  the  jobs.  Whether  or  not 
the  employer  contacts  any  individuals  from  whom  he  receives  ap- 
plications is  entirely  up  to  that  particular  employer.  All  of  our  offices 
throughout  the  state  have  received,  or  will  very  shortly  receive,  the 
forms  which  are  necessary  to  file  applications  and  to  send  in  job 
orders.  Since  it  is  a  computerized  operation,  it  is  essential  that  these 
standardized  forms  be  used — and  this  is  strictly  a  mail  operation.  The 
applications  are  mailed  in  and  job  orders  are  mailed  in. 

One  final  thing  which  I  would  like  to  cover,  which  we  have  had  at 
the  State  Employment  Service  for  some  time,  is  a  computerized  job- 
applicant  matching  system  within  the  State  of  California.  This  is 
primarily  for  white-collar  workers,  although  we  are  attempting  to 
extend  this  now  to  other  categories  as  well.  This  is  our  Labor  In- 
ventory Communications  System — LINCS.  Again,  anyone  who  is  in- 
erested  in  trying  to  secure  employment  through  this  computerized 
pplicant-job  matching  operation  should  contact  our  local  Commercial 
nd  Professional  Office  at  3223  West  Sixth  Street  in  Los  Angeles. 

That  about  summarizes  the  information  that  I  have  for  you  at  this 
oint.  Probably  of  all  of  these,  the  most  exciting  and  the  most  hopeful, 
jn  terms  of  helping  solve  the  problems  which  you  are  facing,  are  the 
wo  latest  things  on  the  scene — the  $9  million  and  the  National  Reg- 
try.  I  hope  you  will  participate ;  I  hope  it  will  offer  you  some  assist- 
nce;  and  I  will  be  available  later  to  answer  any  questions.

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CASES  EXEMPLIFYING  SUCCESSFUL  CAREER  TRANSFERS

I've  had  one  of  those  days,  gentlemen.  I'm  sure  you've  had  them — 
presently  or  in  the  past — when  everything  goes  wrong.  I  got  up  at 
about  five  o'clock  this  morning  to  prepare  for  an  eight  o'clock  meet- 
ing. Before  I  left  for  that  meeting,  the  president  of  the  company 
called  me.  "Burt,  we're  not  meeting  at  the  plant.  We're  meeting  up  at 
my  house.  I'm  feeling  a  little  bit  ill  so  would  you  come  up  here?  And 
on  your  way  would  you  go  out  to  the  airport  and  pick  up  the  Vice 
President  of  Sales?"  (It's  only  fifty  miles  out  of  the  way.) 

That's  how  consultants  serve  management's  needs.  I  did  all  of  those 
things  and  went  up  the  hill,  where  we  had  our  meeting.  After  the 
meeting,  the  president  said,  "Why  don't  you  have  lunch  with  the  Vice 
President  of  Sales  and  talk  over  that  new  program."  We  went  out  to 
lunch  and  I  found  out  that  the  V.P.  of  Sales  really  doesn't  eat.  He's 
on  a  diet — liquid!  At  my  best,  I'm  maybe  a  two-drink  man.  He  also 
smokes  these  big  black  cigars,  which  I'm  sure  are  smuggled  in  from 
Cuba.  By  two  p.m.,  I  didn't  know  what  was  going  on.  I  had  to  rush 
back  to  my  office  to  prepare  a  special  presentation  for  a  meeting  with 
another  client  at  four  p.m.,  hoping  to  get  out  at  six,  and  make  it  over 
here  on  time. 

We  were  rushing  around  "coordinating."  At  the  last  minute  the 
meeting  was  cancelled,  which  gave  me  a  little  breather.  It  took  me 
three  trips  around  campus  to  find  this  place.  I  finally  found  the  park- 
ing lot,  but  I  also  found  that  I  didn't  have  50  cents.  Fortunately,  I 
found  a  space  along  the  curb,  near  a  stop  sign  and  some  red  paint. 
Then  I  leave  here  later  tonight  to  catch  a  plane  to  Cleveland,  and 
I'll  get  there  at  six  a.m.  for  an  eight  o'clock  meeting  tomorrow  morn- 
ling... 

The  definition  of  a  consultant,  which  I  have  been  for  15  years,  is 
jthat  he's  an  unemployed  professional  man.  There  are  those  of  us 
who  have  been  on  the  job  market  from  time  to  time,  and  to  cover  up 
the  three  or  four  months'  lapse  while  relocating,  we  often  record  that 
we  have  been  employed  as  consultants.  I  wonder  how  many  consul- 
tants there  are  here  tonight?  I  wonder  also  if  there  are  any  people 
here  (and  I  don't  mean  to  put  you  on  the  spot)  who  have  been  unem- 
ployed for  six  months?  [Show  of  hands.]  Any  longer  than  that? 
[Show  of  hands.]  How  about  three  months?  [Show  of  hands.]  How 
many  are  still  employed?  [Show  of  hands.]  Wonderful!  Could  I 
Iborrow  50  cents? 

Let  me  tell  you  about  what  has  happened  to  a  few  people  I  know, 
land  about  a  few  job  areas  that  seem  promising.  These  people  have 
relocated  in  federal,  state,  and  municipal  government,  the  educational 
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system,  service  industries,  and  commercial  sales  and  industrial  manu- 
facturing environments.  These  are  aerospace  people  in  engineering 
and  scientific  fields,  who  have  made  employment  transfers: 

— Director  of  Business  Services,  municipal  government,  at 
$19,000  and  no  decrease  in  salary. 

— Administrative  Assistant,  Business  Affairs,  school  system,  at 
$14,000  and  no  decrease  in  salary. 

— Assistant  Maintenance  Director,  state  government,  at  $17,000 
and  12%  decrease  in  salary. 

— Staff  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  Operations,  public  works, 
at  $20,000  and  a  10%  decrease  in  salary. 

— Business  Manager  of  Operations,  federal  government,  at 
$18,000  and  a  15%  decrease  in  salary. 

— Instructor,  junior  college  system,  at  $15,000  and  a  22%  de- 
crease in  salary. 

In  the  service  industry,  aerospace  engineers  I  know  have  made 
transfers  as: 

— District  Manager  at  $17,000,  janitorial  service,  a  15%  de- 
crease in  salary. 

— Software  Computer  Service  Manager,  at  $20,000  with  a  5% 
decrease  in  salary. 

—Several  people  made  transfers  as  Systems  Analysts  at  an 
average  of  $20,000  and  no  decrease  in  salary. 

— Mobile  Home  Real  Estate  Manager  at  $25,000  and  an  in- 
crease of  10%  in  salary. 

— General  Manager  in  a  health  maintenance  organization,  at 
$30,000  and  a  12%  increase  in  salary.  Incidentally,  this 
is  a  new  field  worthy  of  investigation.  Legislation  in  com- 
prehensive health  planning  is  now  before  Congress. 

In  the  area  of  sales,  which  is  basically  a  percentage  commission- 
type  business: 

— Average  income  for  those  people  in  land  sales  has  been 
around  $18,000  for  the  successful  ones,  and  represents  a 
decrease  of  20%  in  earnings. 

— Mobile  home  sites:  again  a  commission  business,  where  aver- 
age income  for  successful  individuals  has  been  $20,000,  a 
decrease  of  15%  from  previous  earnings. 

— Mutual  funds  commissions  have  produced  an  average  income 
of  $22,000  for  successful  individuals,  which  represents  a 
decrease  of  10%  from  previous  earnings. 

In  the  manufacturing  area,  people  in  aerospace  have  made  these 
kinds  of  transfers: 

— General  Manager  of  a  firm  that  makes  portable  outhouses 
for  the  construction  industry,  at  $23,000  and  no  decrease 
from  previous  income. 
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— Engineering  Manager,  leisure-time  products,  at  $20,000  sal- 
ary and  no  decrease  in  earnings. 

— Design  Group  Supervisor,  medical  electronics,  at  $18,000,  a 
decrease  of  12%  in  salary. 

— Materials  Manager,  soft-drink  industry,  at  $16,000,  a  de- 
crease of  20%. 

— Manufacturing  Engineer  Manager,  tape  recorder  manufac- 
turing, with  a  salary  of  $19,000,  a  decrease  of  5%. 

— Quality  Control  Manager,  ethical  drug  manufacturer,  at  a 
salary  of  $17,000,  a  decrease  of  8%. 

— And  finally  a  very  creative  individual  who  made  a  transfer 
as  a  Cost  Reduction  Group  Director  at  $22,000,  a  de- 
crease in  salary  of  8%. 

These  examples  show  what  can  be  done.  I've  tried  illustrating 
some  areas  where  there  are  opportunities,  some  fields  that  are  worthy 
of  exploration.  These  findings  also  indicate  that  aerospace  people 
will  have  to  expect  a  10-15%  decrease  in  salary  as  they  transfer 
their  skills  to  other  industries. 

Let  me  tell  you,  though,  of  seven  other  people. 

— Jerry  Able  transferred  from  one  aerospace  company  to  an- 
other. Jerry  has  an  M.E.E.  It  took  him  three  months  to  relocate 
at  a  15%  decrease  in  salary.  He's  doing  well.  Of  professional 
people,  Jerry  is  one  of  seven  making  a  transfer  from  aerospace 
to  aerospace. 

— Ray  Baker  left  aerospace  to  engage  in  land  sales.  Ray  has 
a  Master's  Degree  from  M.I.T.  He's  working  as  a  commissioned 
salesman.  It  took  him  nine  months  to  find  this  particular  job 
and,  by  his  own  admission,  he  feels  that  he  is  failing.  He's  not 
producing  income.  Of  those  professional  people  effecting  transfers, 
Ray  is  one  in  seven  who  has  gone  on  to  a  new  field,  sales. 

— Ralph  Charley  (my  secretary  made  these  names  up)  was  for 
many  years  the  Chief  Engineer  of  a  major  division  of  an  aero- 
space company.  Ralph  is  a  risk-taker.  He  relocated  as  the  Chief 
Engineer  in  a  mini-computer  company,  at  one-half  the  salary. 
He's  a  risk-taker  because  he's  betting  that  this  company  will 
succeed  and  he'll  get  his  reward  later  in  exercising  his  stock  op- 
tions. Now  Ralph  is  one  of  those  professional  people  relocating. 
Ralph  is  also  one  in  seven. 

— Brian  Dog  was  Project  Engineer  in  an  aerospace  mechanical 
engineering  group.  He  transferred  to  an  electrical  apparatus  manu- 
facturing company.  He  merchandised  a  transfer  in  principles  of 
his  mechanical  engineering  knowledge,  and  he  capitalized  on  aero- 
space sophistication.  His  exposure  to  value  engineering,  zero- 
defect  programs  and  all  the  other  concepts  aerospace  companies 
invested  in  that  small  companies  cannot  afford  became  plus  fac- 
tors appealing  to  a  new  employer.  He's  in  a  learning  situation 
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in  an  unfamiliar  setting.  Of  the  professional  people  presently  re- 
locating, Brian  Dog  is  one  in  seven  who  made  this  kind  of  transfer. 

— Jim  Easy,  Aerospace  Engineer,  EE,  relocated  to  a  small  town 
in  the  Midwest.  He's  a  professional  dropout.  He  bought  a  pancake 
franchise.  He's  now  working  15  hours  a  day,  6  days  a  week,  mak- 
ing the  same  amount  of  money  as  he  was  making  in  aerospace  in 
southern  California.  Jim  is  satisfying  an  entrepreneurial  need.  In 
moving  to  a  small  community,  Jim  is  also  saying  "I  want  out."  Of 
the  professional  people  now  relocating,  Jim  is  one  in  seven. 

— Peter  Frank  in  an  Aerospace  Supervisor  on  welfare.  He  has  an 
engineering  degree  plus  an  MBA.  He  was  laid  off  in  November 
1969  and  is  still  unemployed.  His  wife  works  from  time  to  time. 
Now  Peter  Frank  is  a  casualty.  He's  a  fallout.  Of  the  professional 
people,  Peter  Frank  is  one  in  seven. 

— Paul  Go,  Aerospace  Industrial  Engineering  Manager,  went 
into  the  consulting  field  when  he  was  laid  off  in  the  fall  of  1969. 
Paul  went  bankrupt.  He  called  me  last  week  and  said,  "I'll  take 
any  job."  His  salary  level  had  been  $20,000  or  so.  He'll  relocate 
anywhere  in  the  country.  He  needs  to  get  back  on  his  feet.  Paul 
represents  one  in  seven  of  those  professional  people  relocating,  or 
two  in  seven  who  are  presently  unemployed. 

Such  stories  are  not  to  scare  you,  but  to  indicate  reality:  these 
things  are  happening.  In  my  judgment — maybe  Bill  can  correct  me 
— 20%  of  the  professional  people  in  the  southern  California  area  are 
presently  unemployed. 

A  friend  at  Bekins  Moving  and  Storage  Company  indicates  that 
more  families  are  moving  out  of  state  than  are  moving  in.  My 
counterparts  in  Ernst  &  Ernst  offices  in  other  areas  of  the  country 
are  saying  that  while  the  East  Coast  and  the  West  Coast  are  in 
terrible  shape,  there  is  activity  in  the  Midwest  and  in  the  Southeast. 
You  don't  like  that,  eh?  A  president  of  a  $100  million  electronics 
company  lost  his  job.  He  may  have  been  your  company  president. 
He's  now  president  of  a  university  in  Texas.  And  he  may  be  one  of 
the  lucky  ones. 

From  a  hiring  standpoint,  the  sales  field  is  very  active.  However, 
sales  is  not  necessarily  the  best  field  for  engineers,  because  they  ap- 
proach selling  technically,  and  not  from  a  human  relations  stand- 
point. They're  generally  not  successful.  They're  like  Ray  Baker. 

Data-processing,  accounting,  and  most  manufacturing  people  are 
having  less  trouble  relocating.  In  the  last  six  months,  however,  it  has 
tightened  up.  Employers  are  being  more  selective.  They're  upgrading 
internally,  sifting  out  dead  wood,  taking  more  care  in  hiring  new 
people.  Certainly,  data-processing  people  are  not  so  much  in  demand 
as  they  were  a  year  ago  when  most  companies  were  pirating  them 
extensively. 

Engineering  personnel  are  probably  in  the  most  trouble  at  this 
time.  The  key  phrase  today  is  "cost  reduction."  The  need  is  to  reduce 
cost  because  companies  are  experiencing  a  drastic  profit  squeeze. 
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Anything  you  can  use  in  your  background — the  transfer  of  knowledge, 
the  transfer  of  principles — related  to  cost  reduction,  is  of  extreme 
value  to  a  potential  employer. 

I'm  sure  all  of  you  in  aerospace  have  been  through  "crash"  pro- 
grams, haven't  you?  There  were  times  when  you  had  to  work  around 
the  clock,  when  you  really  had  to  dig  in,  when  you  had  to  use  your 
best  thought  and  energy  to  achieve  results.  It's  going  to  take  that 
same  kind  of  approach  now  to  relocate.  It's  going  to  take  that  same 
kind  of  energy,  effort,  good  thought,  and  persistence  to  relocate  in 
today's  market.  There's  only  one  comfort  about  the  process  that  you 
might  consider.  It  can  be  a  tremendous  adventure.  At  this  time,  at 
this  stage  in  your  life,  there  is  something  a  little  bit  exciting  in  doing 
just  about  anything,  going  any  place  that  you  want.  And  these  kinds 
of  things  are  happening.  Our  friend  who  acquired  a  pancake  franchise 
is  really  inspecting  some  of  his  basic  values.  And  lots  of  people  are 
doing  this  today.  They  are  questioning,  "What's  it  worth?"  Sur- 
prisingly, it's  not  just  young  people  reorienting  their  beliefs. 

Yes,  it  can  be  an  adventure,  and  it  can  be  painful.  It's  difficult 
when  you  get  out  there.  Yesterday,  you  were  so  well-known.  You 
knew  where  to  go  and  what  to  do,  and  whom  to  have  coffee  with. 
Everybody  knew  you  in  the  plant — and  the  next  day  you  wake  up 
and  say,  "My  God,  what's  wrong  with  me?"  The  one  piece  of  advice 
I  have,  the  one  experience  I  can  share  with  you,  is  that  I  don't  know 
a  man  who  hasn't  felt  the  butterflies  or  questioned  "What's  wrong 
with  me?"  That  includes  me,  and  the  potential  employer  sitting  on  the 
other  side  of  the  desk.  Like  love  and  laughter,  the  experience  seems 
fairly  universal. 

The  doubts,  the  anguish,  the  stress,  are  all  things  that  pass  away. 
Surprisingly,  most  people  relocate.  In  extreme  cases,  the  ones  we  have 
seen  and  counseled  with  at  "Thursday  13"  over  the  past  15  years,  we 
think  they'll  never  make  it.  But  they  do.  They  relocate.  They  find 
jobs.  They  live  useful  lives.  And  they're  very  happy.  You  may  take 
a  little  bit  longer  in  today's  market — but  there's  someone  out  there 
now  looking  for  you.

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THE  ECONOMIC  OUTLOOK  AND  ITS  EFFECT  ON  THE 
ENGINEER  AND  THE  SCIENTIST  IN  CALIFORNIA

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  be  with  you  here  tonight,  to  participate 
in  this  very  important  session.  I  only  wish  that  my  message  this 
evening  could  be  as  positive  as  the  other  two  gentlemen's.  But  I'm 
afraid  that  when  one  looks  at  the  economic  outlook,  both  here  in 
California  as  well  as  nationally,  things  are  not  shaping  up  in  any 
particularly  encouraging  fashion.  I  will  be  brief  tonight,  by  neces- 
sity— time  is  limited,  so  what  I  say  will  be  broad-brush  in  treatment, 
and  if  any  of  you  have  a  question,  don't  forget  to  save  it  to  the 
end  of  the  program. 

But  as  our  first  speaker  indicated,  economic  policy  in  the  country 

for  the  past  couple  of  years  has  fundamentally  been  in  a  restrictive 

stance.  Beginning  in  1965,  we  have  managed  to  ruin  a  good  thing. 

I  don't  know  if  you  remember  the  tax  cuts  of  1964  or  1965,  but 

these  were  tax  cuts  engaged  in  to  get  the  economy  moving,  which 

they  did;    and  they  worked  very  successfully.  And  by  mid- 196 5, 

the  economy  throughout  the  country  and  in  California  was  at  a 

full-employment  level,  approaching  4%.  We  had  fairly  low  interest 

|  rates,  we  were  moving  back  to  a  balanced  budget,  and  prices  hadn't 

I  really  moved  anywhere  for  about  five  years  or  seven  years  in  time. 

|  But  on  top  of  this,  we  superimposed  a  little  adventure  called  Viet 

(Nam,  and  as  usual  in  this  country,  we  just  didn't  get  around  to 

financing  the  adventure  out  there.  So  by  fiscal  1968,  we  had  built 

{up  a  budgetary  deficit  of  25  billion  dollars  plus.  We  had  engendered 

jiin  the  country  an   inflation   rate   that  was  becoming  increasingly 

|  Intolerable. 

It  became  very  apparent  that  we  had  to  do  something  about  this — 
Hit  was  of  course  about  three  years  late  when  we  got  around  to  it. 
;  jBut  in  mid- 1968,  Congress  did  pass  the  surcharge  tax  increase  and 
i  put  some  expenditure  restraints  on  the  federal  government — much 
1  to  California's  dismay.  But  in  any  event  with  the  tax  increase  and 
;with  the  expenditure  restraints  and  in  fact  expenditure  cutbacks, 
j  particularly  in  the  defense/space  areas,  we  effectively  converted  this 
deficit  from  a  2  5 -plus  billion  dollar  level  into  a  small  surplus  in 
:  fiscal  1969.  This  was  a  swing  of  over  30  billion  dollars  in  the  gov- 
?!  prnment's  fiscal  accounts.  We've  since  moved  back  a  little  bit  into 
i,  fleficit,  but  this  hasn't  really  been  enough  to  do  much  in  the  way 
£  j>f  stimulating  the  economy. 

E  I   So,   in  any  event,  we've  had  a  very  strongly  restrictive  fiscal 
;  policy  in  the  country.  And  as  I  say,  the  most  important  thing  for  us 
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here  in  California  is  that  of  the  total  cutbacks,  we  took  about  25 
to  30%  of  them,  because  most  of  the  cuts  were  in  the  defense/space 
area  and  that's  about  our  share.  So  that  while  the  country  has  gone 
through  some  fiscal  restraint,  California  has  gone  through  three 
times  its  share. 

But  monetary  policy  also  played  a  role.  Beginning  in  late  1968, 
the  monetary  authority  in  the  country,  the  Federal  Reserve  System, 
moved  toward  tightness  in  a  more  vicious  fashion  than  it  has  ever 
done  before  in  the  history  of  the  country.  By  the  end  of  1969,  the 
banks  in  this  country  were  in  the  tightest  position  that  they  ever  have 
been  in  their  history.  Interest  rates  had  hit  all-time  record  highs — 
mortgage  rates  running  up  above  10%,  the  bank's  prime  rates  were 
at  8^,  and  rates  across  the  board  were  at  all-time  highs.  But  you  take 
the  combination  of  these  two  policies,  sharp  fiscal  restraint  and  tight 
money:  they  effectively  worked  to  slow  the  U.S.  economy.  In  1968 
we  were  advancing  at  a  real  rate,  that  is  an  increase  in  output  after 
correction  for  prices,  at  8%  a  year.  By  the  fourth  quarter  of  1969, 
this  growth  rate  had  been  reduced  to  a  negative  rate — not  a  very  big 
negative,  but  that's  a  big  comedown  from  an  8%  growth  rate  to  some- 
thing negative.  We  repeated  that  again  in  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year,  and  have  since,  moved  up  a  notch — just  a  notch.  In  the  process 
of  this,  of  course,  we  created  unemployment.  Nationally  it's  currently 
at  the  level  of  5.6%.  One  of  our  earlier  speakers  mentioned  that  Cali- 
fornia is  at  7.2.  So  that  we  have  essentially  taken  the  steam  out  of  the 
economic  boom.  What  we  haven't  done,  of  course,  is  to  take  the 
steam  out  of  the  wage-price  spiral. 

The  average  wage  increase  in  this  country,  in  the  first  ten  months 
for  the  first  year  of  settlement,  is  averaging  about  14.7%.  This  is 
about  five  times  the  increase  that  we've  had  in  productivity  in  recent 
months,  so  that  we  still  have  a  very  harsh  inflationary  situation  be- 
fore us,  and  I  would  second  the  notion  that  anybody  who  knows  any- 
thing about  cost-cutting  has  an  opportunity.  But  in  any  event,  our 
policies,  both  monetary  and  fiscal,  continue  on  this  basic  tack  of  re- 
stricting the  growth  in  the  economy.  So  as  far  as  I  can  see,  and  until 
this  policy  is  fundamentally  changed,  the  best  we  can  expect  in  1971 
(and  here  again  I'm  speaking  more  for  the  nation  than  for  the  state) 
is  for  a  very  sluggish  rise  in  the  economy;  perhaps  in  the  order  of 
three  to  four  per  cent  in  real  terms— output  after  price  correction. 
And  with  this  type  of  growth  rate,  the  national  unemployment  rate 
is  more  likely  to  stav  fairly  close  to  where  it  is;  it's  not  likely  to  go 
down.  To  get  unemployment  down,  you  need  a  growth  rate  well  above 
4%.  You  need  the  4%  just  to  take  care  of  the  new  entrants  into  the 
labor  force  and  those  who  are  let  go  because  of  productivity  improve- 
ments. So  that  no  matter  how  I  add  it  up,  it's  a  very  sluggish  ad 
vance  for  the  national  economy. 

Turning  to  California,  the  scene  gets,  perhaps,  a  little  worse.  Cali 
fornia  has  been  caught  in  the  middle  of  this  policy  stance  of  fiscal 
money  and  restraint.  As  I  mentioned  earlier,  we  took  about  30%  of 
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the  cutbacks  in  federal  defense/space  expenditures.  And  this  has  pro- 
duced, certainly,  our  most  severe  and  most  prolonged  readjustment 
period  in  the  state's  history.  Unemployment,  as  I  said,  is  at  7.2%, 
and  it's  going  up  from  there ;  it  isn't  going  down,  at  least  not  through 
mid- 1971.  We've  lost,  as  I  think  one  of  our  earlier  speakers  men- 
tioned, 83,000  jobs  in  the  aerospace  industries  just  in  the  past  year, 
and  if  you  look  at  the  program  cuts  in  existing  defense/space  pro- 
grams, our  forecast  is  for  another  loss  of  60-70,000  jobs  in  1971. 

So  these  types  of  cutbacks  in  what  really  have  been  our  basic 
growth  industries  in  the  state  are  now  beginnning  to  impact  on  the 
other  industries  in  California.  Other  manufacturing  activities  are  all 
now  down  from  a  year  ago — across  the  board,  you  name  it — metals, 
machinery,  whatever.  And  the  restrained  income  growth  in  the  state, 
and  the  likelihood  that  this  is  our  first  year  for  net  out-migration 
from  California,  have  also  put  a  good  deal  of  damper  on  what  used 
to  be  our  strong  service- type  industry  growth.  These  used  to  run  5 
and  6%  ahead  of  previous  years.  We're  now  down  to  the  2%  level. 

The  only  bright  spot  in  the  state  at  the  moment  is  in  the  housing 
area,  where  we  are  building  against  a  backlog  of  demand,  and  with 
the  easing  in  monetary  policies  and  some  comedown  in  mortgage 
rates,  this  has  permitted  activity  to  go  up. 

So  there's  no  use  kidding  ourselves.  I  think  the  economic  atmos- 
phere, here  in  the  state  and  in  the  nation,  is  going  to  be  a  sluggish 
one.  The  growth  of  new  job  opportunities  is  going  to  be  a  good  deal 
less  than  it  has  been  in  previous  years,  which  means  a  stagnant 
labor  market  with  a  heavy  overhang  of  unemployed.   It's  always 

J  easier,  of  course,  to  redirect  and  reorient  one's  career  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  buoyant  economic  growth.  I'm  afraid  this  is  not  likely  to  be 
around,  at  least  until  1972 — so  that  I  can't  offer  you  any  palliative 
here.  This  is  how  it  pragmatically  adds  up  for  me. 

I'm  sure  there  are  increasing  opportunities  as  federal,  state  and 
local  government  budgets  are  shifted — the  priorities  are  changing — 
we're  now  more  interested  in  things  called  ecology  and  environment. 
But  here  again,  I  think  these  priorities  change  slowly.  I  don't  see 
anything  dramatic  happening  in  1971 ;  we  are  not  likely  to  get  a  10- 
billion-dollar  pollution  control  program.  These  are  going  to  come 
slowly,  in  an  evolutionary  sort  of  way. 

But  in  any  event,  I  think  there  are  opportunities  in  this  general 
area.  And  I  don't  want  to  discount  any  previous  statement,  but  I 

s  iwould  suspect — and  this  may  be  a  hopeful  thing  for  California 
.regardless  of  how  you  feel  about  it  politically — I'd  be  very  much 
surprised  if  the  defense  budget  didn't  go  up  in  fiscal  1972,  and  not 
idown.  I  think  the  pressures  are  now  building  in  that  direction  rather 

i"  Severely.  In  addition  to  that,  there  is  the  redirection  of  spending 

i  within  the  budget — the  funds  that  formerly  were  going  to  Viet  Nam 
are  now  going  back  to  strategic  systems,  so  that  this  may  impart  a 
somewhat  more  buoyant  scene  in  California  towards  the  end  of  1971 

}  1 — not  a  major  source  of  new  jobs,  but  at  least  it  will  eliminate  a  sharp 
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contractive  force  on  the  state,  so  that  our  underlying  growth  trends 
again  can  exert  themselves. 

So  let  me  sum  it  up  briefly  and  apologize  again  for  being  so  gloomy. 
I  think  we  have  a  difficult  period  ahead;  I  think  we  have  a  difficult 
period  in  the  job  market.  The  unemployment  rate  is  going  to  stay 
up  well  above  7%  all  year  in  California.  And  I'm  sorry  that's  the 
way  I  see  it  and  that's  the  only  way  I  can  call  it.  And  thank  you 
very  much.

INTRODUCTION  TO  PANELS

It's  very  nice  to  be  among  librarians  when  you  don't  have  to 
whisper.  It's  also  encouraging  to  see  the  communication  that  can 
exist,  as  is  exemplified  by  this  meeting  tonight,  between  librarians  and 
the  technical  community.  That  might  seem  to  be  a  strange  thing  to 
say,  but  if  I  may  paraphrase  Shaw,  I  believe  characteristically  the 
technical  community  and  librarians  are  sometimes  separated  by  a 
common  language. 

This  problem  was  really  brought  home  to  me  in  an  A.I.A.A.  work- 
shop, where  one  man  came  to  me  in  the  first  session  and  said  that  he 
wanted  to  contact  a  Vice  President  of  Engineering  at  a  particular 
company,  because  he  realized  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  com- 
municate in  writing  directly  to  a  man  by  name.  I  told  him,  "It's  very 
easy  to  find  this  man's  name.  You  go  to  your  public  library  or  your 
university  library  and  get  this  information  from  standard  reference 
books,  like  Standard  and  Poor's  or  the  Dun  &  Bradstreet  reports. 
Any  number  of  documents  give  you  this  information."  The  gentleman 
thanked  me  profusely.  I  saw  him  again  the  following  week  and  asked 
him  if  he  had  found  the  information  he  was  looking  for.  He  said,  "No, 
I  did  go  to  the  library,  but  I  didn't  quite  find  what  I  was  looking  for." 
I  said,  "Did  you  ask  the  librarian  to  help  you?"  and  he  said,  "No.  I 
didn't  want  to  bother  her."

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Now  I  hope  this  is  not  characteristic  of  the  group  here  tonight, 
but  it  is  encouraging  to  realize  that  the  State  Library,  and  librarians 
as  a  group,  realize  that  this  has  been  a  problem  with  technical  per- 
sonnel in  the  past.  They  have  seen  technical  people  come  into  li- 
braries and  wander  aimlessly  in  the  Business  Reference  Section,  and 
have  gone  up  to  these  gentlemen,  who  were  probably  seeking  em- 
ployer information,  and  said  "May  I  help  you  find  anything  in  par- 
ticular?" And  the  normal  reaction  in  the  past  has  been,  "No  thank 
you,  that's  fine,  I  can  handle  it  myself."  But  they  really  can't  handle 
it  themselves. 

Now  unfortunately  the  "technical  community"  did  not  kick  this 
meeting  tonight  off.  It  was  the  "library  community,"  because  they 
realized  this  was  the  problem,  and  this  meeting  is  one  step  in  the  di- 
rection toward  solving  that  problem. 

The  idea  of  the  panel  tonight  is  not  to  have  six  individual  speakers 
give  their  ideas  on  what  the  particular  problem  is,  or  how  to  find 
information  in  the  library,  but  to  engage  in  dialogues  between  a 
typical  technical  person  and  a  bona  fide  librarian,  sitting  here  at  this 
table.  They  will  trade  questions  and  answers,  giving  examples  that 
are  available  in  most  libraries;  and  if  they  are  not  available,  they  can 
certainly  tell  you  where  you  can  get  the  particular  information  you 
want  to  have. 

We  will  have  three  different  dialogues,  and  at  the  conclusion  there 
will  be  a  question  period  which  will  include  all  the  panel  members  as 
well  as  the  previous  three  speakers. 
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JEROME  ARISTEI  is  a  member  of  the  technical  staff  at  Hughes  Aircraft 
Company.  He  has  been  working  in  aerospace  and  related  industries  since  he 
earned  his  Bachelor's  degree  in  electrical  engineering  from  Pratt  Institute  in 
1943.  Mr.  Aristei  was  born  in  Villerupt,  France,  and  migrated  to  the  United 
States  at  the  age  of  eight.  He  lives  in  southern  California. 

RODERICK  J.  CASPER  has  been  Principal  Librarian,  Readers'  Services,  Milli- 
kan  Library,  California  Institute  of  Technology,  since  1964.  He  received  his 
B.A.  from  UCLA  and  his  M.S.L.S.  from  the  University  of  Southern  California. 
At  Cal  Tech  he  has  been  especially  active  in  improving  and  refining  interlibrary 
cooperation,  and  in  enlarging  the  collection  of  basic  and  specialized  reference 
tools.  He  was  responsible  for  pioneering  the  first  working  program  of  automa- 
tion in  the  library.

"JOB  COUNSELING  AND  TESTING" 

Jerome  Aristei 
Roderick  J.  Casper 

Aristei:  I  would  like  to  determine  if  I  have  any  aptitudes  which 
might  lead  to  a  different  career.  How  would  I  go  about  this? 

Casper:  Well,  it  would  be  best  to  seek  counseling  and  perhaps  take 
a  series  of  aptitude  and  personality  tests. 

Aristei:  What  agencies  do  this? 

Casper:  Locally,  USC's  Counselor  Education  Department  offers  a 
free  counseling  service,  with  a  $1.00  charge  for  test  scoring.  All  the 
work  here  is  done  by  graduate  students  as  a  practicum. 

UCLA's  Counseling  Center  is  part  of  the  University  Extension. 
Counseling  here  involves  25  hours  of  testing  and  is  designed  to  fit 
the  individual  needs  of  the  client.  The  fee  is  $150.00. 

On  the  national  level,  the  American  Personnel  and  Guidance  As- 
sociation in  Washington  offers  a  list  of  accredited  psychological  and 
vocational  testing  agencies  (fee  is  $2.00). 

Aristei:  Are  there  any  comprehensive  guides  to  available  tests? 

Casper:  If  you  want  to  get  an  overview  of  a  large  number  of  voca- 
tional and  psychological  tests,  and  just  what  talents,  traits,  strengths 
or  weaknesses  can  be  measured,  take  a  look  at  Tests  in  Print.  This  is 
a  comprehensive  bibliography  of  tests  for  use  in  education,  psy- 
chology and  industry.  The  Mental  Measurements  Yearbook — here's 
the  index — lists  multiple-aptitude  batteries  and  vocational  tests,  as 
well  as  a  list  of  books,  reviews,  and  periodicals  which  cover  psych- 
ological and  vocational  tests.  Personality  Tests  and  Reviews  is  a  com- 
prehensive summary  of  all  tests  that  have  been  given  in  the  last  forty 
years.

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Aristei:  If  counseling  or  tests  were  to  bring  out  some  unexplored 
aptitude,  is  there  something  I  can  check  to  match  these  talents  against 
a  new  kind  of  job? 

Casper:  Yes,  there  are  several  items.  One  is  the  Dictionary  of  Oc 
cupational  Titles  published  by  the  Department  of  Labor.  Volume  One  \ 
is  an  alphabetical  list  of  titles  and  their  definitions.  You  can  see  that 
this  is  a  very  detailed  description.  Here  is  "Program  Director,"  which 
is  a  complete  description  that  could  apply  to  people  who  have  been 
aerospace  project  directors  or  project  managers.

Part  Two  of  the  Dictionary  contains  the  Occupational  Classifica- 
tion and  Industry  Index.  Here  you  have  a  category,  "Industrial  En- 
gineering and  Related  Work."  It  describes  the  work  performed,  the 
worker's  requirements,  clues  for  relating  applicants  to  requirements, 
training,  and  methods  of  entry.  Notice  also  the  "Related  Classifica- 
tions" and  the  "Qualifications  Profile."  By  consulting  these  codes, 
you  can  learn  what  requirements  you  would  need  to  fill  the  bill.

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Aristei:  How  about  sample  examinations  for  certain  jobs? 

Casper:  For  many  year  a  publishing  house  called  Arco  has  been 
offering  a  great  variety  of  tests  and  examination  manuals  for  every 
conceivable  job.  Many  are  based  on  exams  given  for  civil  service 
positions.  Here's  one  for  Electrical  Engineer,  and  one  for  Employ- 
ment Interviewer.  Public  libraries  have  these  as  well  as  other  sample 
examinations  and  other  review  guides  referred  to  as  "Outline  Series." 

Aristei:  I  would  like  to  move  out  of  Southern  California.  How  can 
I  get  information  about  other  cities? 

Casper:  You  can  write  to  the  various  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
locating  addresses  in  the  Thomas  Register.  You  can  also  get  a  profile 
of  various  cities  and  towns  by  going  to  the  publication  Editor  and 
Publisher:  Market  Guide.  This  guide  is  principally  for  advertisers,  in 
that  it  lists  newspapers  in  each  place,  but  it  gives  much  more  informa- 
tion as  well:  climate,  water  quality,  number  of  automobiles,  depart- 
ment stores,  and  so  forth. 

Aristei:  As  an  individual,  I  can  try  to  qualify  for  a  different  job, 
or  perhaps  relocate.  How  about  the  whole  aerospace  industry  moving 
elsewhere? 

Casper:  Sort  of  a  giant  skill-transfer  overlaying  the  organizational 
know-how  of  aerospace  onto  some  other  challenging  task? 

Aristei:  Yes. 

Casper:  Well,  skill-transfer  on  a  grand  scale  has  been  suggested 
by  David  Wilemon  in  the  October,  1970  issue  of  Conference  Board 
Record.  He  suggests  that  project  management  techniques  developed 
by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  be  used  in 
solving  the  complex  problems  of  the  public  sector. 

Aristei:  How  could  this  be  done? 

Casper:  He  recommends  the  transfer  of  the  expertise  which  co- 
ordinated interdisciplinary  effort  in  aerospace  to  the  societal  or  en- 
vironmental management — which  also  necessitates  interdisciplinary 
cooperation.  He  says  this  can  be  implemented  by  seminars,  docu- 
mentation, and  pilot  projects  for  government  agencies  and  private 
enterprise. 

Aristei:  I  would  like  to  get  into  a  company  doing  work  which  is 
non-defense  oriented.  What  companies  in  Los  Angeles  and  Orange 
Counties  are  doing  work  on  environmental  problems? 

Casper:  You  might  want  to  begin  by  looking  at  publications  such 
as  the  Engineer  of  Southern  California.  This  lists  meetings  and  news 
of  the  area.  Then  there's  the  Journal  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Association,  and  the  journal  put  out  by  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  Environmental  Science  and  Technology.  The  November,  1970 
issue  has  a  special  section  on  pollution  control.  It's  a  complete  direc- 
tory of  products,  consultants,  meetings,  and  books.  Here's  the  Cali- 
fornia Engineer,  a  special  issue  on  Man  and  His  Environment.  The 
;table  of  contents  includes  "Ecology,  Computers  and  Systems  Ana- 
>  lysis,"  "Is  Technology  Relevant?"  and  "Exorcising  the  Engineer." 
i    Aristei:  What  about  actual  companies? 
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Casper:  You  can  start  by  checking  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Business  Directory  and  Buyers  Guide,  and  the  Air  Pol- 
lution Control  Association's  West  Coast  Section  Directory.  You  will 
want  to  look  at  Dun  &  Bradstreet's  directories,  the  Thomas  Register, 
and  Poor's  Register  of  Corporations.  Check  the  publication  Career 
Opportunities  in  Southern  California,  which  lists  the  profiles  of  firms 
offering  opportunities  to  college  graduates  and  junior  executives.  Here 
is  its  Occupational  Index,  showing  companies  offering  positions  in 
accounting,  administration,  computer  sciences,  and  various  types  of 
engineering  (aeronautical,  architectural,  and  chemical).  Here  is  some 
more  detail  on  specific  companies,  with  a  listing  of  requirements  and 
opportunities  and  the  benefits  and  current  openings. 

Aristei:  What  material  is  there  to  help  me  select  an  organization? 

Casper:  Here's  the  Technical  Career  Index — a  complete  index  to 
companies,  salaries,  benefits,  and  job  selection.  It  starts  off  with 
" Choosing  an  industry  and  a  company"  and  as  the  article  goes  on 
gives  you  measurements  by  which  to  judge  a  company — for  instance, 
rate  of  innovation;  growth  rate;  and  dependence  on  government  busi- 
ness. Then,  "How  to  examine  a  company" — financial  health  of  the 
company  (it  suggests  a  review  of  Standard  and  Poor's  listing) ;  divi- 
dend policy;  research  record;  source  of  company  financing;  etc. 

The  next  part  of  the  publication  is  a  chart  showing  various  com- 
panies. I  think  we  have  someone  from  Hunt- Wesson  Foods  here  to- 
night-— this  shows  what  personnel  they  desire.  Do  they  support 
graduate  programs?  Do  they  pay  for  your  professional  society  meet- 
ings? How  do  they  feel  about  deferments  for  military  service?  It 
lists  types  of  insurance,  vacation  policies,  pension  plans,  salary  re- 
view, and  salary  ranges. 

Aristei:  Probably,  if  I  could  find  out  who  is  working  on  contracts, 
I  could  have  a  better  idea  of  what  company  to  approach. 

Casper:  Yes,  for  contracts  the  DMS  Market  Intelligence  Reports 
describes  contracts,  awards,  and  programs.  You  will  find,  for  instance, 
a  survey  of  all  active  National  Air  Pollution  Control  Administration 
contracts.  It  also  does  special  surveys  and  studies. 

This  is  divided  into  two  sections.  The  first  is  Civil  Programs,  in 
which  you  have  air  pollution,  anti-poverty,  education,  health,  housing 
and  urban  development,  law  enforcement,  post  office  automation, 
transportation,  and  water  resources. 

Next  comes  Environmental  Programs,  with  another  Table  of  Con- 
tents: the  problems  of  air,  environment,  noise,  solid  waste,  and  water. 

Then  there  is  a  list  of  contracts.  Here  is  one  for  Aerojet  General 
Corporation,  El  Monte:  "Systems  evaluation  of  refuse  as  a  low  sulfur 
fuel"  ($300,000  for  that  contract).  Here's  more  detail  on  sonic 
booms,  and  NASA's  allocating  a  million  dollars  for  that  study.  Here 
is  the  analysis  on  the  problem  of  water  and  sewage  facilities  grants 
— it  shows  the  problems,  the  scope,  the  funding  aspects,  and  the  final 
comments. 
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One  more  thing:  Pollution  Abstracts,  which  is  published  in  La 
Jolla.  It  has  a  contract  section  in  which  you  can  find  out  what  people 
are  doing.  Here's  one:  "Study  the  effects  of  solid  waste  disposal  sites 
upon  property  values."  This  is  a  $99,000  award  to  General  Behavioral 
Systems  of  Torrance,  California.

Aristei:  How  could  I  find  out  about  opportunities  within  govern- 
ment agencies? 

Casper:  By  applying  to  a  civil  service  bureau:  city,  county,  state, 
or  federal.  One  should  check  special  districts  of  governmental  agen- 
cies, like  the  Metropolitan  Water  District  of  Southern  California. 
Many  agencies  have  their  own  personnel  departments,  for  example 
the  Los  Angeles  City  School  District  and  the  Department  of  Water 
and  Power.  Also  some  people  have  looked  into  the  Peace  Corps.  All 
libraries  have  information  on  these  agencies.  Tonight  we  have  on 
display  a  book  called  Careers  in  California  State  Government. 

Aristei:  How  about  the  Federal  level? 

Casper:  On  the  Federal  level,  a  new  agency  has  been  formed.  The 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  includes  the  following  bureaus: 
^Federal  Water  Quality  Administration  (Interior) ;  National  Air  Pol- 
lution Control  Administration  (HEW) ;  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Man- 
agement (HEW) ;  Bureau  of  Water  Hygiene  (HEW) ;  Bureau  of 
[Radiological  Health  (HEW) ;  Pesticides  Standards  and  Research 
j(HEW);  and  Federal  Radiation  Standards  (AEC).  There  is  also 
another  agency  called  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Ad- 
ministration (NOAA). 

Aristei:  You  hear  a  lot  about  grants  being  given  out.  Can  an  in- 
dividual get  a  grant  without  being  associated  with  a  company  or 
institution? 

Casper:  If  you  were  writing  a  book  that  would  be  possible;  but 
generally  grants  are  given  out  through  universities  which  provide  the 
hecessary  facilities  for  research. 

i    Aristei:  How  can  I  find  out  about  what  grants  are  available  and 
fvho  is  receiving  them? 

!    Casper:  Among  the  many  directories  about  grants  are:  the  Foun- 
dation Directory,  put  out  by  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation ;  the  Grants 
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Register  (this  includes  grants  outside  the  United  States  as  well  as 
in);  and  the  Annual  Register  of  Grant  Support,  a  guide  to  grant 
support  programs  of  government  agencies,  foundations,  and  busi- 
ness and  professional  organizations.  Here  is  a  sample  page  of  that 
one,  showing  the  Automotive  Safety  Foundation.  It  gives  the  type 
of  fellowship,  purpose,  eligibility,  financial  data  ($3,000  for  this 
grant),  application  information  and  deadline,  address,  and  special 
stipulations. 

Aristei:  Is  there  any  library  that  specializes  in  information  on 
foundations? 

Casper:  Yes,  the  UCLA  Research  Library  has  a  section  in  the 
Reference  Department  that  specializes  in  grant  and  foundation  in- 
formation. 

Aristei:  What  kind  of  grants  are  being  awarded? 

Casper:  According  to  Science  Magazine  (October  9,  1970),  the 
trend  is  moving  away  from  supporting  basic  research  and  towards 
utilitarian  research  and  those  projects  which  have  potential  social 
impact,  and  which  depend  on  interdisciplinary  approaches.  Some  of 
the  projects  are:  Designing  and  Management  of  Environmental  Sys- 
tems (Michigan  State  University);  Political  and  Scientific  Effective- 
ness of  Nuclear  Materials  Control  (Kansas  State  University);  and 
Land  Use  and  Energy  Flow  Component  of  a  Model  of  Society 
(University  of  California,  Davis).  These  are  all  National  Science 
Foundation  grants. 

Aristei:  Thank  you  very  much.

Plummer:  I've  been  thinking  of  going  into  the  manufacturing 
business,  manufacturing  ceramics  and  refractory  materials.  How  can 
I  determine  short-range  and  long-range  markets  for  such  materials? 

Maupin:  Before  we  can  use  any  of  these  things  which  will  give 
us  information,  we  will  have  to  find  out  what  the  SIC  number  is 
for  your  material.  This  is  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  num- 
ber assigned  by  the  federal  government  to  almost  all  manufactured 
goods,  processes,  and  services.  Most  business  materials  nowadays 
are  listed  that  way.  To  find  the  number  we  use  the  SIC  Manual — 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  It  seems  that  there 
are  two  kinds  of  refractory  materials:  non-clay  and  clay.  So  we 
have  two  numbers,  not  one,  to  deal  with.  The  Manual  also  gives 
definitions  of  what's  included  in  the  number. 

3297     Nonclay  Refractories 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  refractories  and  cru- 
cibles made  of  materials  other  than  clay.  This  industry  also  includes  es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  all  graphite  refractories, 
whether  of  carbon  bond  or  ceramic  bond.

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Once  we  have  the  number  we  can  go  to  a  tool  called  Predicasts, 
which  indexes  and  gives  information  about  articles  that  predict  or 
forecast.  Here  under  "Refractory  materials,"  for  example,  we  have 
base  year,  short-term,  long-term  (and  year  is  defined  for  base,  short 
and  long),  and  quantities  either  in  dollars  or  actual  numbers  pro- 
duced; and  the  reference  to  the  article  is  on  the  right.  Sometimes 
this  will  give  you  all  the  information  you  want  without  actually 
having  to  look  at  the  article. 

Plummer:  If  I  wanted  to  look  at  one  of  the  articles,  would  I 
be  able  to  get  that  from  the  library? 

Maupin:  Yes,  most  libraries  will  have  these  materials.  If  not,  they 
can  certainly  be  borrowed  for  you  from  another  library  that  does. 

Plummer:  Where  can  I  find  a  list  of  companies  which  are  already 
in  the  business  of  manufacturing  ceramics  and  refractory  materials? 

Maupin:  The  most  easily  accessible  source  is  Thomas  Register 
of  American  Manufacturers.  It  is  an  alphabetical  listing  by  type 
of  product,  and  in  some  specificity — not  just  ceramics,  for  example, 
but  various  types  of  ceramics.  It  gives  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  manufacturers.  It  also  includes  a  great  deal  of  advertising,  which 
sometimes  is  very  helpful  because  it  gives  some  idea  of  what  related 
products  the  company  makes. 

If  you're  interested  just  in  local  producers,  the  Los  Angeles  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Business  Directory  gives  information  about  a 
company  in  very  minimal  form:  the  number  of  employees,  the  of-j 
fleers'  names,  the  address  and  phone  number. 

For  the  state  of  California,  there's  the  California  Manufacturers 
Register,  which  does  the  same  thing  in  a  little  more  detail.

Plummer:  Now  that  I  have  a  list  of  companies,  how  can  I  find 
out  something  about  them — management  and  so  forth? 

Maupin:  One  of  the  first  places,  if  it's  a  West  Coast  company, 
would  be  Walker's  Manual  of  Far  Western  Securities — it  has  an 
index  that  helps  us  to  find  refractory  materials  again.  If  you  need 
more  than  this,  you  go  on  to  Moody's  Industrial  Manual  or  Stand 
ard  and  Poor's — they're  very  similar  in  many  ways. 

Here  we  have  the  Ferro  Corporation,  as  listed  in  Moody's  Indus- 
trial Manual.  This  gives  a  great  deal  of  information  about  the  conn  { 
pany's  history,  its  officers,  what  its  subsidiaries  are,  and  then  a  ?( 
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financial  statement  that  goes  back  at  least  five  years,  in  some  cases 
more. 

Plummer:  Is  it  possible  to  determine  how  much  competition  there 
is  going  to  be  from  imported  materials? 

Maupin:  Yes,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  publishes  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  Schedule  A,  which  shows  imports  by  country  of 
origin  and  by  type  of  material.  In  this  case  the  table  shows  the 
type  of  material,  the  dollar  value  (or  the  weight  in  some  cases), 
and  the  way  it  arrived — either  by  vessel  or  by  air. 

Plummer:  Would  it  be  possible  for  me  to  determine  what  com- 
panies overseas  produce  these  materials? 

Maupin:  Yes,  certainly.  The  most  commonly  found  directory  of 
this  kind  in  almost  any  sizable  library  would  be  Kelly's  Directory, 
which  lists  manufacturers  by  country,  with  their  addresses.  In  ad- 
dition, there  are  specialized  directories  for  individual  countries.  Many 
of  those  from  Germany,  or  Sweden,  or  most  of  the  industrialized 
countries,  are  very  comprehensive.  This  one  is  from  Japan,  and  gives 
a  list  of  all  the  manufacturers  of  refractory  materials  in  Japan. 

Plummer:  Are  there  any  governmental  agencies  that  help  the  small 
businessman? 

Maupin:  Yes,  the  most  well-known,  certainly,  is  the  Small  Busi- 
ness Administration,  and  that  would  be  the  one  that  you  should 
approach  first.  However,  by  checking  some  indexes  to  periodical 
articles,  we  may  be  able  to  find  some  others. 

Plummer:  How  about  trade  organizations? 

Maupin:  The  Encyclopedia  of  Associations  will  give  us  some  from 
I  alphabetical  index  (in  this  case  there  turned  out  to  be  only  one— 
le  Refractories  Institute).  It  tells  us  something  about  the  organiza- 

on:  who  the  principals  are;  what  they  do;  if  they  publish  some- 
ling;  if  they  have  an  annual  meeting.

I  Plummer:  Since  I'm  going  to  be  starting  up  a  new  company,  is 
pere  any  place  I  can  find  the  legal  requirements  for  incorporation 
•   ft  California? 
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Maupin:  I  assume  you've  already  checked  with  your  attorney  and 
with  your  accountant.  However,  you  can  get  the  forms  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  California.  If  you  want  to  see  all  the  things 
that  might  be  involved,  there  is  a  set  of  books  called  Cal  Forms 
which  are  available  in  most  sizable  libraries. 

Plummer:  Well,  before  I  pay  too  much  money  to  accountants  and 
lawyers,  is  it  possible  to  find  out  what  the  tax  advantages  might  be 
of  various  types  of  organizations? 

Maupin:  Yes,  Commerce  Clearing  House,  a  commercial  organiza- 
tion, publishes  an  abstract  service  called  Current  Accounting  Arti- 
cles. This  sample  shows  you  the  types  of  things  that  it  lists.  This 
is  very  current — it  comes  out  every  couple  of  weeks  and  lists  new 
items  that  are  of  interest  to  small  business  in  organization  and  in 
financing. 

Plummer:  I'm  going  to  need  some  money  in  order  to  get  started. 
Do  you  have  any  ideas  of  possible  sources  for  funds? 

Maupin:  Most  banks  have  Small  Business  Advisors,  and  the  Small 
Business  Administration  itself  might  be  able  to  help  you.  We  just 
came  up  with  this  article  here  in  the  Connecticut  CPA  on  the  role 
of  the  Small  Business  Administration  in  financing.  So  these  will  lead 
you  to  other  sources  hopefully. 

Plummer:  Most  of  my  experience  has  been  in  the  lab.  I  under- 
stand that  management  seems  to  be  one  of  the  big  problems  foi 
any  new  company.  Are  there  any  schools  that  offer  courses  in  the 
evening  or  on  weekends? 

Maupin:  College  catalogs,  I  think,  are  available  in  almost  al 
libraries,  and  those  would  certainly  be  the  first  things  to  consult 
After  that,  those  libraries  that  have  Business  and  Industry  depart- 
ments (the  university  libraries  certainly)  post  on  their  bulletir 
boards  the  announcements  from  the  American  Management  Associa- 
tion and  the  National  Industrial  Conference  Board,  of  the  shon 
courses  and  seminars  that  they  provide. 

Plummer:  How  about  books  that  I  might  read  on  my  own,  tha1, 
would  help  me  with  management  theories  and  so  forth? 

Maupin:  There  are  a  great  many  of  these;  they  come  out  all  the 
time.  I  think  these  would  be  available  in  any  public,  university,  coll, 
lege  and  community  college  library.  The  librarians  there  can  recomi  |e, 
mend  the  newest  ones,  or  the  standard  authors  of  the  older  ones,    n 

Plummer:  Can  you  tell  me  anything  about  the  American  Man.  J 
agement  Association? 

Maupin:  The  Association  is  a  membership  organization  with 
fairly  stiff  membership  fee.  It's  possible  that  if  you  start  your  owj 
company,  you  may  want  to  take  out  a  company  membership,  rathe 
than  an  individual  one.  You  should  write  to  them  describing  you  it 
own  circumstances.  They  also  publish  a  ten-year  list  of  publications  ttfu 
which  is  a  very  helpful  source  of  information  on  personnel,  finance  cat 
planning,  and  all  kinds  of  problems  management  generally  faces.     % 
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Plummer:  I've  developed  some  new  processes  and  have  what  I 
think  is  a  promising  start  on  some  new  materials.  How  do  I  go 
about  getting  patent  protection  for  these? 

Maupin:  You  should  first  of  all  consult  a  patent  attorney,  because 
this  is  a  very  tricky  business.  If  you  want  to  see  what  other  patents 
have  been  registered  in  fields  similar  to  yours,  the  only  complete 
patent  depository  west  of  Chicago  is  in  the  Science  and  Technology 
Department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library.  There  is  a  partial 
depository  in  Sunnyvale,  but  it  only  dates  from  1962.  Most  other 
libraries  have  the  Patent  Office  Gazette  which  is  helpful  in  locating 
patents.  It  may  be  on  film,  but  it's  usually  there — that  is,  in  large 
libraries  which  carry  government  publications. 

Plummer:  Now  we  come  to  the  problem  of  equipment.  I'm  not 
sure  about  buying  or  leasing  equipment.  Can  you  get  me  information 
on  that? 

Maupin:  You  can  look  in  the  Business  Periodicals  Index — here's 
an  article  called  "Make-or-buy  decision."  This  is  a  fairly  recent  one 
and  there  have  been  others  since.  This  is  a  common  problem,  and  one 
that's  debated  all  the  time  in  the  literature  of  management.  This 
article  won't  give  you  a  "yes"  or  "no"  answer  to  your  question,  but 
t  can  give  you  the  current  thinking. 

Plummer:  Assuming  that  I  have  enough  money,  I  would  like  to 

j^ngage  a  consulting  firm  to  help  me.  Is  there  a  list  of  management 

onsultants,  and  how  can  I  find  something  about  their  reputations? 

Maupin:  There  are  two  lists.  One  is  Consultants  and  Consulting 

rganizations  (Cornell  University,  1966),  edited  by  Paul  Wasserman. 

t  is  very  thorough  but  had  no  restrictions  on  who  was  to  be  listed; 

inyone  who  sent  in  his  name  and  described  his  operation  was  listed. 

The  other  is  extremely  restricted  and  has  only  50  companies  in  it. 

This  is  the  Directory  of  Consulting  Management  Engineers,  and  it 

Iso  is  put  out  by  the  American  Management  Association. 

Plummer:  I  know  practically  nothing  about  sales  promotion  or  ad- 

ertising.  Can  you  refer  me  to  some  materials  on  salesmanship  and 

arket  analysis? 

Maupin:  Yes,  any  business  library  has  numerous  books  on  sales- 
anship.  They  appear  with  alarming  frequency.  They  vary  in  quality 
you'll  want  to  look  at  a  great  many  of  them  before  you  choose, 
hey're  becoming  more  and  more  mathematical  and  I  hope  you  can 
nderstand  them,  but  if  you've  had  engineering  training,  you  prob- 
ity can. 

1  Plummer:  Is  there  a  list  of  advertising  agencies,  and  more  speci- 
ally of  those  that  handle  industrial  advertising? 
I  Maupin:  Yes,  there  is  a  Standard  Directory  of  Advertising  Agen- 
\es,  which  gives  you  the  name  of  the  agency,  its  address,  its  per- 
innel,  and  a  list  of  its  clients.  This  is  a  national  directory  and  very 
|eful.  There  is  another  volume  which  is  arranged  by  advertisers,  so 
fat  if  you  want  to  know  where  your  competition  is  advertising,  or 
o  their  agent  is,  this  is  easy  to  locate. 
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Plummer:  Do  you  have  any  ideas  on  what  sort  of  background, 
reading  I  might  do — periodicals,  things  like  that? 

Maupin:  We  can  determine  quickly  what  the  periodicals  in  your 
field  are.  There  are  two  directories:  one  limited  to  American  and 
Canadian  periodicals,  called  the  Standard  Periodical  Directory;  anq 
this  one,  Ulrich's  Periodicals  Directory.  Ulrich's  lists  foreign  period- 
icals as  well,  and  it  also  tells  whether  the  periodicals  accept  adver- 
tising, cost  of  the  subscription,  etc.  Again,  the  library  will  probably 
have  it;  if  not,  it  is  possible  that  it  may  be  borrowed. 

Plummer:  Thank  you  very  much.  I  think  I've  got  some  ideas  on 
what  I  might  do  now.

"SOURCES  OF  TECHNICAL  INFORMATION" 

Jordan  Greer 
Johanna  Tallman 

Greer:  Mrs.  Tallman,  in  my  new  job  I'm  beginning  to  work  with 
composite  materials.  I'd  like  to  learn  more  about  these.  Do  you  have 
jany  information? 

Tallman:  Composite  materials?  Do  you  mean  materials  that  have 
filaments  embedded  in  them  to  strengthen  them? 

Greer:  Yes,  the  filaments  or  fibers  can  be  made  of  glass,  for 
example,  and  embedded  in  various  matrix  materials. 

Tallman:  Let's  see  what  we  have  in  the  card  catalog — librarians 
like  to  look  there  first.  The  first  book  we  have  here  is  a  Primer  on 
Composite  Materials.  It  has  bibliographies  which  will  give  you  ad- 
ditional information.  So  if  you  like  that,  you  can  copy  the  call  num- 
ber and  we  can  get  the  book  later. 

The  next  book  happens  to  be  a  thesis  which  was  done  at  UCLA. 
This  reminds  me  that  you  might  want  to  consult  the  Dissertation 
Abstracts  International,  which  lists  all  the  new  dissertations;  Section 
B  is  on  Sciences  and  Engineering.  This  comes  out  monthly. 

The  next  one  is  a  Symposium  on  Composite  Materials.  You  might 
want  to  consult  that. 

By  the  way,  there  are  a  number  of  indexes  to  conference  proceed- 
ings and  papers,  and  you  might  want  to  jot  these  down  and  look  at 
them.  One  is  Interdok's  Directory  of  Published  Proceedings,  and 
covers  science,  engineering,  medicine,  and  technology.  These  are  pro- 
ceedings of  conferences  that  have  already  taken  place.  Another  one  is 
called  Proceedings  in  Print;  and  a  new  one  that  has  come  up  fairly 
recently  is  called  Current  Index  to  Conference  Papers  in  Engineering. 
There's  a  similar  one  that  deals  with  chemical  engineering.  This  is  an 
index  to  the  actual  papers — not  just  the  conference  as  a  whole,  but 
the  actual  papers. 
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This  is  one  of  the  issues  of  that,  and  here  you  see  under  "Com- 
posite Materials"  that  there  is  a  paper;  we  have  the  author  and  the' 
code  number  in  the  back.  We  look  up  the  code  number  and  it  tells 
us  the  name  of  this  conference  and  where  it  was  held,  what  it  covered, 
and  where  you  can  get  the  Proceedings. 

Greer:  I'm  glad  to  know  about  these.  I've  often  wondered  how 
one  can  have  access  to  papers  given  at  meetings. 

I  see  that  the  next  card  in  the  catalog  lists  a  particular  journal. 
I'll  want  to  look  into  some  recent  issues  of  this  item. 

Tollman:  Yes,  we'll  make  a  note  of  that.  Before  we  leave  the 
catalog,  I  see  we  have  a  cross  reference  to  some  other  subject  head- 
ings under  which  there  is  material:  Composite  Construction,  Fibrous 
Composites,  Laminated  Materials,  and  Metallic  Composites.  And  in 
looking  under  one  of  these  cross  reference  subjects,  we  find  another 
book  on  Ceramic  Fibers  by  Rauch,  so  we  can  make  a  note  on  that. 

Now  let's  look  at  some  of  the  materials  we've  selected.  Here's  the 
Journal  of  Composite  Materials.  Its  masthead  shows  the  editorial 
board  and  one  of  them  is  a  professor  at  UCLA;  so  if  you  want  to 
consult  someone  locally,  here's  someone  you  can  turn  to. 

This  is  the  book  by  Rauch,  and  in  addition  to  the  text,  there  are 
some  Contact  Reports  which  describe  what  various  specific  com- 
panies have  done  on  these  materials.  Farther  on  in  the  book  there 
are  a  number  of  patent  listings.  Under  the  heading  of  Composite 
Products  and  Manufacturing  Methods  we  see  a  series  of  patent  num- 
bers. Looking  in  the  back,  we  find  actual  descriptions  of  these,  par- 
ticular patents.  As  you  may  have  heard  the  previous  librarian  say, 
if  you  want  additional  information  on  patents,  you  can  go  to  the 
Patents  Room  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library;  or  if  you  want  a 
brief  description  and  have  a  particular  number,  you  can  look  at  the 
Official  Gazette  of  the  U.S.  Patent  Office. 

Greer:  That  is  most  helpful.  Can  you  tell  me  how  I  can  find  recent 
journal  articles  dealing  with  composite  materials? 

Tollman:  Yes,  there  are  a  number  of  general  and  specific  indexes. 
Here,  for  example,  is  the  Applied  Science  and  Technology  Index. 
This  is  arranged  by  subject,  and  under  Composite  Construction  we 
see  quite  a  few  articles.  Here  is  one  called  "Surveying  the  70's:  Com- 
posites and  Nonmetallics."  It  gives  the  name  of  the  magazine,  the 
volume,  the  page  and  the  date.

Another  index  is  the  Engineering  Index.  In  addition  to  the  citation, 
this  also  has  an  abstract,  so  that  you  have  a  better  idea  of  what  the 
article  is  about.  And  there's  also  an  indication,  for  this  one,  that  there 
are  12  references,  which  is  good  to  know.

A  new  index  is  Pandex.  This  uses  key  words,  and  under  "Com- 
posite" there  are  various  articles  which  have  the  word  "composite" 
in  them.  Not  all  of  these  deal  with  composite  materials.  We  do  find 
there  are  two  here,  and  again  we  have  to  look  up  the  code  to  see 
which  journals  these  are  in.  We  find  that  one  of  these  is  the  Inter- 
national Journal  of  Solids  and  Structures,  and  the  other  is  the  Journal 
of  the  Acoustical  Society  of  America. 

You  wanted  to  know  about  some  trade  journals.  Here  is  a  maga- 
zine, Materials  Engineering,  with  an  article  called  "Engineer's  Guide 
to  Electrical  Insulation."  It's  rather  a  long  article  which  includes 
composite  materials,  ceramics,  and  some  other  materials.  I  notice 
that  the  footnote  mentions  a  new  handbook  of  materials  and  processes 
for  electronics.  It's  just  been  published,  and  we  expect  our  copy  very 
Ishortly.  The  same  magazine  had  a  special  issue  in  mid-October  on 
"Materials,"  and  as  you  can  see  from  the  table  of  contents,  there 
are  tables  and  data  sections.  Looking  at  the  index  of  tables,  we  see, 
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under  "Composite  Materials,"  that  there's  quite  a  good  breakdowr 
of  the  subject,  with  references  of  course  to  the  sections  where  the  in- 
formation is.

There's  also  a  Directory  of  Manufacturers  of  Composite  Materials, 
and  as  we'll  see,  there  are  several  of  them  here  in  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia area. 

By  the  way,  I  know  one  of  the  librarians  working  in  one  of  these 
companies.  Would  you  like  to  have  me  call  her  and  find  out  what 
kinds  of  products  her  company  is  making  out  of  composite  materials? 

.  .  .  Well,  this  is  what  she  told  me.  These  are  some  of  the  products 
this  company  makes  from  composite  materials:  suitcases,  campers, 
furniture,  disc  brakes,  snowmobiles,  rubber  life  rafts,  terrain  vehicles, 
containers  for  materials  handling,  food  centers  for  commencial  planes, 
cones  for  hi-fi  speakers,  foamed  air-raid  shelters,  automobile  bumper 
frames,  and  ocean  capsules  for  recovery  of  sunken  submarines.  She 
also  said  that  she  knows  a  number  of  steel  companies  who  are  now 
going  into  composite  materials.  So  you  might  think  about  working 
for  one  of  the  steel  companies  if  they're  going  into  this  area. 

Greer:  I  had  no  idea  there  were  so  many  products  that  could  be 
offered  in  this  particular  area.  Just  to  round  out  the  information,  do 
you  suppose  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  would  have  some  articles 
on  composite  materials? 

Tollman:  Probably  not  in  great  detail;  but  the  McGraw-Hill  En- 
cyclopedia of  Science  and  Technology,  and  especially  some  of  the 
annual  supplements,  would  probably  have  some  material.  In  the  1970 
Yearbook,  we  do  find  an  article  of  several  pages  on  composite  ma- 
terials, and  there's  rather  a  nice  bibliography  of  additional  references. 

Greer:  I  believe  there  might  be  some  technical  reports  on  this  par- 
ticular subject.  Do  you  have  any  indexes  to  them? 

Tollman:  Yes,  we  can  start  with  the  U.S.  Government  Research 
and  Development  Reports  Index,  which  lists  the  reports  done  on 
contract  to  various  government  agencies.  In  the  subject  index,  under 
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"Composite  Materials,"  we  find  references  to  two  of  them  in  sub- 
division 11D.  We  find  that  the  whole  of  11D  concerns  composite 
materials.  Here  is  a  listing  of  the  technical  report,  with  the  termin- 
ology under  which  it  is  indexed,  and  a  rather  lengthy  abstract  with 
a  number  by  which  this  can  be  identified  and  ordered.  There  are  sev- 
eral other  reports  which  are  briefly  referred  to  with  cross-references. 
One  is  to  STAR,  Scientific  and  Technical  Aerospace  Reports,  where 
you  will  find  a  more  complete  abstract  and  two  other  cross-references 
to  other  sections  where  these  are  located  in  this  particular  issue.

Greer:  I'm  glad  you  thought  of  the  societies  as  a  source  of  infor- 
mation. These  sources  you've  brought  to  my  attention  should  keep  me 
pretty  busy.  Thank  you !

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QUESTIONS  FROM  THE  FLOOR 

Question:  My  question  is  directed  to  Mr.  Redmond,  and  it's  re- 
ated  to  two  topics  you  talked  about — help  for  unemployed  engineers 
ind  on-the-job  training.  How  about  help  for  the  working  engineer 
ivho  wants  to  transfer  into  a  non-aerospace  industry,  although  he 
:urrently  has  a  nice  job  in  the  industry? 

William  Redmond:  Certainly  from  the  standpoint  of  a  manpower 
agency  this  would  make  a  great  deal  of  sense  philosophically;  how- 
ever, the  magnitude  of  the  problem  facing  us  forces  us  into  dealing 
with  the  unemployed  engineer  almost  exclusively.  The  first  priority 
will  go  to  the  unemployed  professionals. 

Question:  What  opportunities  are  there  for  on-the-job  training  in 
3ublic  systems  for  engineers  or  systems  engineers? 

Redmond:  I  can't  tell  you  specifically.  We  will  be  seeking  such 
3pportunities.  In  Santa  Clara  County  and  Orange  County  they  are 
specially  interested  in  seeking  out  these  kinds  of  opportunities  in 
ipublic  employment,  but  until  such  time  as  we  finish  contacting  the 
public  agencies,  we  can't  tell  you  specifically  what  opportunities  are 
[available.  But  this  will  be  a  high  priority. 

Question:  I'd  like  to  address  my  question  to  Mr.  Maupin  and  Mr. 
IPlummer.  You  talked  about  a  manufacturing  situation.  I  wonder  if 
there  is  similar  material  for  service  industries? 

Alfred  Maupin:  Yes,  quite  a  lot.  In  fact,  in  the  last  two  or  three 
iyears  there  has  been  a  deluge  of  service-oriented  materials.  It  was  not 
until  the  new  edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  came  out,  about  three  years 
jago,  that  there  were  ever  any  numbers  for  service  industries — dry- 
'cleaning,  hotels,  what  have  you.  But  this  is  very  much  in  the  litera- 
ture at  the  moment. 

Question:  First  I'll  question  Mr.  Bishow,  and  possibly  Mr.  Red- 
imond  may  want  to  comment  on  it  too. 

Some  of  us  have  been  affiliated  with  biomedical  engineering  since 
we've  been  out  of  the  aerospace  industry,  and  we  find  there's  a 
Itremendous  future  ahead  for  it.  Would  you  please  comment  on  job 
and  training  possibilities  in  biomedical  engineering — have  you  noticed 
lany  tendency  for  this  to  come  to  the  fore? 

Burt  Bishow:  Yes.  I  picked  one  of  the  examples  I  used  for  that 
(particular  reason.  It  was  the  medical  electronics  field.  Also  I  men- 
tioned what  are  called  the  HMO's — the  health  maintenance  organiza- 
tions. This  is  the  field  to  go  into.  This  is  a  coming  field — a  real 
positive  area. 

Redmond:  Under  the  $9  million  program,  San  Diego  County  has 
a  project  for  biomedical  engineers. 

Question:  Something  I've  missed  here  this  evening  is  this:  twenty 
iyears  ago  you  could  have  stood  here  and  predicted  that  the  aero- 
ispace  industry  might  become  a  major  industry,  and  it  would  have 
been  a  fairly  safe  prediction.  Something  I've  not  heard  here  this 
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evening  is  predictions  on  a  five-,  ten-,  or  twenty-year  basis,  on  wha 
we  might  look  for  here  in  California  as  major  new  technical  induj 
tries,  for  those  of  us  who  don't  care  to  toss  flapjacks. 

Bishow:  I'll  take  a  crack  at  that.  I  think  certainly  in  the  nex 
five  or  ten  years  the  medical  field — the  health  care  industry — i 
going  to  have  100  million  employees,  with  a  dollar  gross  somewher 
around  $5.5  billion.  This  is  here.  Senate  Bill  17750  is  a  format  fo 
comprehensive  health  planning.  A  similar  bill  has  already  been  passes 
in  California,  and  our  state  may  lead  in  this  area.  So  the  health  car 
field  is  one  specific  answer  to  your  question. 

Question:  I  have  a  comment  on  this  question.  Some  of  you  ma; 
not  be  aware  of  a  course  that  is  being  taught  at  U.C.,  Irvine,  callei 
"Developing  a  Second  Career."  First,  they  go  through  and  try  t 
help  you  find  out  what  your  aptitudes  are;  then,  when  you  fim 
out  where  you  want  to  be,  how  do  you  get  there — and  is  there  any 
thing  there  once  you  get  there. 

Lew  Byrd:  Is  that  a  question? 

Question:  No,  but  I  have  a  question  in  reference  to  an  article  iij 
U.S.  News  &  World  Report  of  November  2,  called  "Where  the  Job 
Will  be  in  the  Next  Ten  Years."  One  of  the  comments  it  makes  i 
that  about  one-third  of  the  new  jobs  in  the  next  ten  years  will  b 
in  government  agencies — specifically  state  and  local.  The  questioi 
here  is,  does  that  apply  to  aerospace  engineers,  or  is  there  no  aero 
space  experience  applicable  to  that? 

Byrd:  Mr.  Redmond,  he's  asking  you  if  you  have  any  prejudice 
in  the  state  budgets. 

Redmond:  Not  at  all.  We  are  placing  a  high  priority  on  attemptin 
to  get  people  into  public  employment,  just  for  this  reason.  It  i 
expanding,  it's  going  to  continue  to  expand.  How  far  we  can  g< 
with  the  engineers  is  problematical.  We're  really  not  going  to  knov 
until  we  get  into  it. 

Jordan  Greer:  Another  article  in  the  same  magazine,  in  the  Apri 
27  issue,  backs  up  the  article  you  just  mentioned.  It  deals  with  th< 
service  industries,  areas  that  we  talk  about  in  the  A.I.A.A.  workshops 
For  example,  service  industries  in  general  will  increase  by  11%. 

Question:  Mr.  Bishow,  in  many  of  the  examples  you  gave  wher 
people  had  gone  from  aerospace  into  new  jobs,  these  new  jobs  wen 
in  management.  Now,  were  these  men  also  in  management  jobs  ii 
aerospace,  and  if  not,  what  are  the  chances  of  a  non-managemen 
aerospace  person  getting  into  a  management  job? 

Bishow:  The  examples  I  gave  in  my  initial  talk  were  based  on  th< 
fact  that  most  of  those  men  who  made  transfers  were  in  managemen 
in  aerospace.  They  made  successful  transfers  to  other  industries.  Tha 
happens  to  be  the  sample.  The  second  part  of  your  question  was 
what  are  the  chances  of,  say,  a  staff  engineer  moving  into  industry  a 
management  level?  Very  small.  Management  is  a  particular  skill,  ar 
acquired  skill,  and  you  don't  get  the  chance  to  experiment  with  it 
That's  the  cycle — you  have  to  have  the  experience  to  get  the  job 
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ind  you  don't  get  the  job  unless  you  get  the  experience.  Specifically, 
10.  The  answer  is  negative. 

Question:  This  is  for  Mr.  Redmond.  A  friend  of  mine  returned 
;rom  Washington  a  couple  of  days  ago,  and  he  says  that  there  is  a 
arge  sum  of  money  (I  think  it  is  in  the  billions  of  dollars)  which  is 
)eing  made  available  for  minority  training.  I  wonder  if  you  know 
ibout  that — not  necessarily  professional  but  right  across  the  line — 
something  like  three  billion  to  be  spread  across  the  country.  Now  of 
;ourse  that  would  apply  to  some  of  the  minority  groups  that  are  now 
jut  of  work.  Can  you  say  anything  about  that,  please? 

Redmond:  No,  I  know  of  no  money  earmarked  specifically  for 
ninority  training  under  the  Manpower  Development  and  Training 
\ct  (which  may  well  be  phased  out  very  shortly).  Rather  large 
imounts  of  money  are  being  made  available  for  training,  with  pri- 
nary  emphasis  on  the  disadvantaged.  This  encompasses  all  ethnic 
groups.  But  I  know  of  no  training  specifically  for  minorities. 

Question:  I  live  in  Orange  County,  and  I  find  that  there  is  a  tre- 
nendous  lack  of  the  kind  of  information  that  Mr.  Redmond  indicated. 
Does  this  mean  that  I  have  to  drive  all  the  way  to  Los  Angeles  to 
s;et  this  information,  or  do  you  plan  to  bring  this  information  to  the 
putlying  areas? 

Redmond:  Two  of  the  things  I  described  to  you  are  new.  One  is 
the  $9  million  which  was  just  made  available,  and  the  other  is  the 
National  Registry  of  Engineers.  They're  very  new.  They  are  so  new 

I  that  I  haven't  completed  the  contract  to  get  the  $9  million,  let  alone 
get  the  details  out  to  the  field.  As  soon  as  the  programs  are  under 
way,  the  information  will  be  available  in  Orange  County,  as  well  as 
everywhere  else. 

With  regard  to  the  National  Registry  of  Engineers,  for  example, 

you  will  be  able  to  wander  into  any  of  our  offices  and  they  will  have 

the  necessary  forms  for  sending  in  an  application.  On  the  $9  million 

program,  you  will  be  able  to  get  the  information  in  almost  any  of  our 

:!offices  in  these  four  counties,  as  soon  as  we  get  started.  Right  now 

flwe're  just  not  that  far  along — but  we're  moving  rapidly. 

Question:  If  one  does  want  to  retrain  in  the  health  maintenance 
flfield,  what  are  some  of  the  first  steps  that  one  should  take? 

Bishow:  Certainly  this  group  who  devoted  a  great  amount  of 
flenergy  and  thought  to  the  library  approach  was  most  helpful.  I  think 
HI  would  start  there:  What  is  this  field?  Where  is  it  going?  What  are 
iits  manpower  needs  in  the  future?  How  do  you  train  yourself  for  it, 
ifrom  an  academic  standpoint?  From  a  practical  standpoint,  I  would 
jinspect  myself  in  terms  of  what  skills  I  have  that  are  transferable 
now,  and  to  what  areas  of  the  health-care  field  are  these  skills  im- 
mediately applicable. 

Question:  I  would  like  some  additional  information,  say,  some 
specific  books  or  articles,  on  employment  and  how  to  conduct  oneself 
in  an  interview  to  get  a  position ;  also  a  book  or  article  on  how  to  go 
about  changing  jobs. 
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Bis  how:  There  is  an  organization  here  in  Los  Angeles,  a  manpowe 
non-profit  clinic  called  Thursday  13.  They're  listed  in  the  phon< 
book.  Business  people  there  devote  their  time  to  the  guidance  o 
individuals  seeking  knowledge  of  the  relocation  process.  I  believe  the^ 
have  a  charge  of  $25.00  for  materials  and  a  year's  membership.  Yoi  (?" 
can  go  up  the  boulevard  and  pay  several  hundred  or  several  thousanc  i  < 
for  the  same  information.  I  would  suggest  that  this  is  a  good  sourq  i$ 
of  information  for  people  who  have  not  been  out  on  the  market  verj 
often.  You  may  need  your  skills  rehoned.  And  certainly,  the  A.I.A.A 
workshops  are  extremely  valuable  in  bring  the  same  message  to  you 

In  my  judgment,  there  are  no  good  books  on  interviewing.  There  He 
are  some  good  books  on  job  relocation — these  librarians  can  help  you 
best  there. 

Byrd:  One  thing  you  will  find  is  that  a  book  on  interviewing  is 
very  similar  to  a  book  on  swimming.  You  have  to  get  wet  to  learr. 
anything. 

Redmond:  I  can  add  a  little  to  that.  We  recognize  in  the  Depart- 
ment that  those  of  you  who  have  been  engaged  for  years  in  a  single 
occupation  and  with  very  little  unemployment  are  not  really  going 
to  know  very  much  about  how  to  start  looking  for  jobs.  For  that 
reason,  in  all  four  of  the  counties  I  mentioned,  significant  amounts  of 
money  are  being  devoted  to  what  we  call  job-finding  workshops 
bringing  together  groups  of  people  to  attempt  to  give  you  just  those 
skills — how  to  apply  for  work,  how  to  sit  through  an  interview,  this 
sort  of  thing. 

Question:  Mr.  Redmond,  I've  been  in  computer  programming  in 
the  scientific  areas,  and  now  most  of  the  jobs  are  in  business  fields 
And  the  jazz  I  get  is  that  I  don't  have  the  proper  programming  lan- 
guage experience,  which  I  don't  think  is  a  very  valid  comment.  Now, 
I  would  like  to  know  if  I  could  tell  these  companies  I  am  applying  to 
that  they  could  get  a  subsidy  for  training  me  on  the  job.  Is  that  true? 

Redmond:  Yes.  The  subsidy  is  50%  of  salary  for  a  given  number 
of  weeks.  The  number  of  weeks  is  the  number  estimated  to  give 
you  the  additional  skills  you  need,  and  this  is  related  to  the  occu- 
pation. 

Question:  Do  they  apply  to  the  Department  of  Human  Resources 
Development  for  this?  Who  makes  the  application — do  I  make  it? 

Redmond:  We'll  be  looking  them  up.  But  if  you  have  a  lead,  if 
any  of  you  know  where  you  could  get  a  job  but  for  the  fact  that 
you  don't  have  some  additional  skills  that  the  employer  wants,  and 
the  employer  is  interested  in  being  subsidized  while  he  trains  you 
on  the  job,  come  to  our  offices  and  let  them  know  about  it.  We  will 
have  lots  of  money  set  aside  for  on-the-job  training,  probably  more 
money  that  we  can  find  slots  for  on  our  own.  Any  assistance  you 
can  give  us  is  going  to  be  appreciated. 

Question:  And  did  I  understand  you  correctly  that  you'll  loan  me 
$500  to  relocate? 
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Redmond:  Not  loan,  but  grant!  We  have  done  this  before,  under 
he  Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act  in  an  experimental 
obrogram,  and  we  found  that  it  was  more  expensive  to  loan  and  try 
ley  to  collect  than  it  was  just  to  make  the  grants. 

Question:  This  is  a  comment.  I've  been  unemployed  seven  months 
flthnd  anticipate  I  may  be  unemployed  for  several  more  months,  be- 
cause the  holiday  season  is  coming  up  and  they're  not  hiring  so 
nuch.  I  thought  I  could  pick  up  the  training  I  needed  in  six  months, 
jut  I  found  I  could  not  collect  unemployment  and  go  to  college.  I 
think  this  is  something  that  ought  to  be  remedied  by  HRD  if  pos- 
ible,  with  the  employment  situation  as  it  is  today. 

Redmond:  I  agree.  The  remedy  however  is  up  to  the  Legislature, 
since  unemployment  insurance  availability  requirements  are  written 
into  the  law. 

Question:  My  question  was  stimulated  by  Mr.  Plummer  and  Mr. 
Maupin,  but  I'd  like  to  address  it  to  Mr.  Bishow  or  Mr.  Byrd.  If 
a  person  is  interested  in  establishing  a  business  that's  different  from 
lis  previous  experience,  would  it  be  best  to  try  to  get  employment 
in  that  industry  first,  before  starting  on  his  own;  and  if  so,  what's 
the  best  approach  to  an  existing  company?  Does  he  tell  them  he's 
interested  in  becoming  a  competitor? 

Bishow:  Certainly,  you  should  apprentice  (in  a  loose  sense  of  the 
word)  that  field  which  you  want  to  go  into.  If  you  are  asked  "What 
are  you  doing  this  for?"  I  see  no  degree  of  danger  to  yourself  in 
saying  "I  am  interested  in  going  into  this  field  on  a  permanent  basis, 
whether  this  company  offers  me  future  growth  potential"  (and  this 
may  be  a  very  valid  thing  for  you  to  consider)  "or  whether  I  go  out 
on  my  own." 

Byrd:  Thank  you  very  much  for  your  attention  tonight.  Please 
take  advantage  of  the  information  that  is  available  to  you;  please 
turn  the  cards  in.  Mrs.  Dalton,  the  meeting  is  yours. 

Mrs.  Dalton:  Just  one  or  two  words  before  you  go.  This  does  con- 
clude our  symposium.  My  whole  life  flashed  before  me  this  evening 
as  I  listened,  and  I  discovered  that  I  had  six  careers  or  occupa- 
tions of  my  own — none  of  which  was  related  to  another.  So  it  can 
be  done,  and  it  is  known  as  what  you  call  a  checkered  career. 

Be  sure  you  fill  out  the  cards  you  received,  and  if  you  have  any 
other  comments,  send  them  to  the  A.I.A.A.  or  the  California  State 
Library.  Use  the  exhibits,  talk  with  the  resource  librarians — and  I 
wish  you  well  in  the  future. 
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RESPONSE  TO  THE  SYMPOSIUM 

As  part  of  the  Symposium  on  Information  Sources  for  Career  Ex- 
ploration, each  attendee  was  asked  to  fill  out  a  card  asking  for  his  re- 
actions to  the  meeting.  Most  of  the  cards  were  returned,  and  follow 
ing  is  some  of  the  information  obtained  from  them,  as  analyzed  by 
Edward  Grazda,  A.I.A.A.,  a  member  of  the  Planning  Committee: 

1.  Attendees  came  from  practically  all  the  greater  Los  Angeles 
area,  with  some  coming  from  locations  45  or  50  miles  from  the  meet- 
ing. 

2.  The  great  majority  of  comments  were  favorable,  with  specific 
appreciation  expressed  for  the  speakers,  the  panels,  the  handouts  and 
the  display  materials.  A  large  number  of  respondents  noted  their 
amazement  at  the  wealth  of  career  materials  available  in  libraries,  as 
well  as  the  many  sources  for  this  information. 

3.  The  great  majority  of  respondents  stated  that  they  found  the 
information  presented  at  the  Symposium  useful. 

4.  The  majority  of  respondents  indicated  satisfaction  with  the 
type  of  information  presented  at  the  meeting.  Some  felt  that  not 
enough  specific  job-seeking  and  career  transfer  information  was  pre- 
sented; this  was,  however,  not  the  announced  purpose  of  the  meet- 
ing. The  majority  appeared  satisfied  that  nothing  important  had  been 
left  out  of  the  presentation.

INTRODUCTION 

The  relationship  between  publicly-supported  libraries  and  our  law- 
making bodies  and  elected  officials  is  often  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
librarians,  in  these  days  of  budget-cutting  and  economizing,  with  the 
implications  so  eloquently  described  by  Senator  Albert  Rodda  in  his 
statement  at  the  beginning  of  this  issue. 

The  first  part  of  the  issue  is  devoted  to  reports  by  persons  working 
directly  with  the  state's  lawmakers  or  active  on  library  committees  at 
the  statewide  level.  We  go  on  to  examine  some  of  the  specialized  li- 
brary services  being  provided  to  legislators  in  Sacramento  by  the 
California  State  Library,  and  in  Washington  by  the  newly-reorganized 
Congressional  Research  Service  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  Another 
specialized  service  of  the  California  state  government  is  the  State 
Archives — not  a  library  in  the  traditional  sense,  but  a  treasury  of 
California  legislative,  historical,  and  cultural  materials  that  should  be 
better  known  to  librarians  and  researchers. 

Two  final  papers  are  concerned  with  the  founding  and  producing 
of  a  new  state  government  journal  and  with  the  currently  available 
sources  for  evaluating  the  voting  records  of  elected  officials. 

The  recently  revised  and  adopted  Administrative  Code  citations  re- 
lating to  grants  of  state  funds  to  libraries  and  library  systems  under 
the  Public  Library  Services  Act  are  appended  to  this  issue,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  available  to  librarians  and  others  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. This  revised  text  of  the  citations  supersedes  that  printed  in  the 
Fall,  1969,  and  Fall,  1970  Special  Supplements  to  NNCL,  pages 
472.1-472.8.

Re:   Statement  for  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries 

Libraries  certainly  perform  an  important  service  on  behalf  of 
both  the  legislative  and  educational  processes.   My  experiences 
as  both  a  teacher  and  a  legislator  have  brought  this  fact  to  my 
attention  many  times.   This  dual  experience  has  taught  me,  also, 
that  libraries  are  experiencing  dramatic  change  as  they  respond 
to  the  emerging  pattern  of  innovation  in  our  communication  capa- 
bilities.  It  is  also  clear,  however,  that  although  technological 
innovations  have  improved  our  ability  to  achieve  the  mass 
dissemination  of  information,  they  are  essentially  supplementary 
to  and  not  a  substitute  for  printed  materials.   The  new  technology 
in  communication  requires,  therefore,  for  its  effective  use  an 
expansion  and  diversification  of  basic  library  service.   Furthermore, 
the  modern  library,  properly  staffed  and  equipped,  is  absolutely 
essential  for  the  survival  and  improvement  of  a  highly  developed 
technological  society. 

If  one  can  agree  with  the  above  statement,  one  may  only 
conclude  that  an  advanced  society  which  assigns  library  service 
a  low  priority  among  its  public  services  is  turning  away  from  that 
aspect  of  its  culture  upon  which  all  else — scientific,  religious 
and  humanistic — ultimately  is  dependent. 

It  is  a  sad  commentary  upon  our  affluent  American  society 
that  it  has  fallen  into  the  habit  of  neglecting  library  service. 
It  is  neglecting  a  basic  knowledge  resource  upon  which  it  is  most 
vitally  dependent.

Primarily,  the  legislative  function  of  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation is  threefold:  (1)  to  serve  as  the  salient  voice  and  resource 
for  representation  of  issues  affecting  librarians,  libraries,  and  educa- 
tional matters  generally;  (2)  to  provide  a  means  through  which 
librarians  and  all  interested  persons  may  participate  in  and  achieve 
such  representation;  and  (3)  to  function  as  a  centralized  agency 
through  headquarters  operations  in  screening  current  legislation  and 
proposed  bills  and  effecting  liaison  contacts  with  legislators  on  a 
district  basis. 

Anything  concerning  policies,  priorities  and  goals  insofar  as  legis- 
lative matters  are  concerned  is  determined  by  the  CLA  Legislation 
Committee.  The  committee  reviews  current  legislation,  makes  recom- 
mendations on  positions  of  support  which  CLA  should  assume,  and 
makes  suggestions  regarding  drafting  of  proposed  legislation  as  well 
as  the  adoption  of  positions  taken  in  behalf  of  and  in  cooperation 
with  other  associations  and  organizations. 

Possibly  the  foremost  priority  needs  to  be  assigned  to  legislation 
with  financial  and  budgetary  implications.  Because  those  long-range 
plans  conceived  within  the  framework  of  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act  of  1963  (PLSA)  are  still  severely  limited  and  handicapped  by 
the  considerably  inadequate  funding  which  has  continued  over  the 
years  since  inception  of  the  Act,  the  annual  budget  item  for  this 
appropriation  as  well  as  the  item  for  the  State  Library  budget  itself 
receive  high  priority  each  year  in  CLA's  legislative  program.  This 
is  easily  and  understandably  justifiable,  since  no  other  single  pro- 
gram (i.e.  PLSA)  or  agency  (i.e.  the  State  Library)  so  directly 
affects  and  embraces  as  broad  a  scope  of  library  services.  The  effect 
of  the  aforementioned  is  directly  dependent  upon  the  extent  to  which 
funding  has  been  achieved,  but  the  concomitant  obligations  inherent 
in  the  programs  involved  are  thoroughly  consistent  with  those  speci- 
fied in  the  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services  *  This  plan 
[i|  provides  that  the  State  Library  serve  as  a  top-level  resource  back- 
stop to  all  types  of  libraries  in  California,  while  the  ultimate  con- 
cept of  library  systems  within  the  Master  Plan  assumes  the  involve- 
ment of  all  libraries  in  the  common  goal  of  total  library  service. 

Fiscal  or  budgetary  bills  affecting  other  types  of  library  services 
also  receive  high  priority.  As  an  Association,  we  are  representative 
of  all  other  library  interests  and  groups  and,  through  legislative 
efforts,  strive  to  reflect  those  interests  in  such  a  way  and  to  the 
extent  that  would  provide  the  greatest  benefit.  Appropriations  for

j  *  Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services,  adopted  by  the   California  Library  Asso- 
ciation at  its  annual  conference  on  December  13,  19  69.  California  Librarian,  April 
1970,  pp.  108-9. 
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University  of  California  and  State  College  library  budgets  appear 
as  line  items  in  their  respective  annual  budget  bills,  but  through 
CLA's  efforts  with  professional  and  library  standards,  our  support 
can  be  used  to  obtain  budgets  more  adequate  to  meet  those 
standards. 

CLA's  efforts  in  working  towards  the  passage  (or  defeat)  of  bills 
other  than  those  related  to  fiscal  matters  are  also  worthy  of  note. 
Some  bills  are  occasionally  brought  to  legislators  of  representatives 
of  CLA  for  introduction.  Senate  Bill  337,  which  was  introduced  dur- 
ing the  1970  legislative  session  by  Senator  Albert  S.  Rodda,  provided 
for  a  means  to  create  a  registry  of  librarians — a  first  step  toward  an 
eventual  program  of  accrediting  library  services  in  California.  Other 
bills  to  which  CLA  has  directed  its  attention  have  related  to  binding 
services  for  the  state  colleges  and  bills  affecting  school  library  serv- 
ices. CLA  has  traditionally  opposed  bills  dealing  with  measures  de- 
signed to  restrict  the  access  of  persons  to  various  types  or  categories 
of  materials.  For  example,  SB  732  was  killed  in  committee  during 
the  1970  legislative  session  thanks  to  CLA's  intervention.  Bills  deal- 
ing with  censorship  arouse  occasional  but  nevertheless  expressed  con- 
troversy among  persons  associated  with  libraries  or  governmental 
units.  This  principle  is  expressed  in  the  several  published  documents 
affecting  the  citizen's  right  to  enjoy  freedom  of  access  to  all  mate- 
rials.* However,  CLA  has  repeatedly  and  consistently  testified  against 
all  bills  restricting  such  freedom  of  access  to  material  or  informa- 
tion. 

The  California  Library  Association  is  equally  concerned  with  legis- 
lation on  the  federal  level.  The  Executive  Director  serves  as  the 
Association's  Federal  Legislation  Coordinator  and,  in  this  capacity, 
maintains  a  liaison  between  the  American  Library  Association's 
Washington  office  and  the  CLA  Legislation  Committee.  Efforts  on 
the  federal  level  are  directed  mainly  toward  working  for  the  funding 
of  library-related  bills  (i.e.,  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act,  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  the 
Higher  Education  Act  of  1965,  etc.). 

In  order  to  assure  contacts  on  a  local  district  basis,  the  CLA  office 
has  succeeded  in  assigning  a  specific  person  in  every  federal  and  state 
legislative  district  to  act  as  liaison  with  his  respective  legislator.  Leg- 
islative contacts  are  encouraged  on  a  regular  basis  throughout  the 
year;  in  this  way,  direct  approach  can  be  made  more  effective  when 
reference  can  be  made  to  prior  conversations. 

Once  liaison  contacts  are  established  on  statewide  district-by-dis- 
trict bases,  it  becomes  a  relatively  simple  matter  to  assure  an  effective 
communication  with  legislators  on  the  local  basis.  Liaison  contacts 
are  kept  informed  of  current  legislative  concerns.  When  specific  con- 
tacts are  desired,  the  legislative  liaison  is  notified  by  mail  or,  if  neces-

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sary,  by  telephone  and  TWX  (the  CLA  office  has  recently  installed 
aTWX). 

The  responsibility  for  legislative  work  in  the  Capitol  rests  with 
the  Executive  Director,  who  serves  also  as  Legislative  Advocate.  He 
not  only  screens  all  bills  and  keeps  abreast  of  scheduled  hearings, 
but  also  performs  the  essential  contacts  and  represents  CLA  at  hear- 
ings and  through  testimony.  The  Executive  Director  works  closely  not 
only  with  concerned  members  of  CLA  but  also  with  representatives 
from  other  associations  and  organizations  having  allied  goals  and 
interests.

FUNDING-A  TRUSTEE'S  VIEW 

Jean  Smith 

California's  librarians  have  pledged  themselves  to  support  the  con- 
cept of  total  library  services,  as  outlined  in  the  Master  Plan.  Many- 
are  exploring  ways  to  achieve  total  library  service  that  will  mean 
complete  access  to  the  resources  of  any  type  of  library,  by  anyone, 
and  wherever  the  need  arises. 

As  a  public  library  trustee  I  question  whether  this  concept  of  total 
library  service  can  be  achieved  until  governing  bodies — whether  they 
be  trustees,  city  councils,  county  supervisors  or  state  legislators — are 
made  more  aware  of  the  library  as  it  is  today. 

The  librarian  knows  how  much  greater  the  role  of  the  library  has 
become.  He  knows  that  as  scientific  inquiry  has  advanced,  libraries 
have  been  required  to  seek  ways  to  supply  any  scientist  anywhere 
with  precisely  the  resources  he  needs. 

The  librarian  knows  that  with  increased  emphasis  on  independent 
study  the  need  has  also  increased  for  his  services,  not  only  in  select- 
ing and  organizing  materials,  but  in  making  them  available  to  stu- 
dents and  faculty  engaged  independently  in  a  multitude  of  projects. 

The  librarian  also  knows  that  there  are  those  who  have  been  left 
behind  in  the  struggle  for  education,  whose  skills  are  no  longer 
marketable,  or  who  may  never  have  developed  a  skill.  He  knows 
that  whether  a  man  takes  advantage  of  the  adult  education  opportuni- 
ties offered  by  his  community,  or  whether  he  studies  on  his  own,  he 
will  call  on  libraries  to  aid  him  in  his  lifelong  quest  for  learning. 
And  he  knows  that  a  distinctive  kind  of  library  service  is  required 
in  many  instances,  and  that  communities  vary  in  their  needs. 

My  point  is  that  the  officials  who  are  responsible  for  the  funding 
essential  for  providing  these  services  often  do  not  consider  the  library 
as  important  as  other  municipal  services.  They  are  usually  informed 
and  concerned  about  public  safety,  community  development,  trans- 
portation, and  problems  of  revenue  and  taxation.  But  for  some  reason 
the  library  is  often  not  a  top  priority  in  their  planning.  It  seems  rea- 
sonable that  our  elected  officials  would  be  more  receptive  to  budget 
requests,  or  to  new  legislation  favorable  to  libraries,  if  librarians 
made  a  greater  effort  to  acquaint  them  with  the  importance  of  librar- 
ies. 

Some  steps,  however,  are  being  taken  in  this  direction.  For  several 
years  the  League  of  California  Cities  had  a  Library  Committee  to 
review  matters  of  statewide  interest  in  the  field  of  library  service, 
and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  League's  Board  of  Directors 
concerning  their  implementation.  In  1968,  the  Library  Committee 
and  the  County  Supervisors  Association  of  California  Library  Corn- 
Mrs.  Smith  is  a  Trustee  of  the  Burbank  Public  Library. 
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mittee  formed  a  joint  committee  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  cooperation 
among  the  California  Library  Association,  the  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Board,  and  city  and  county  elected  officials. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Board  was  abolished  in  1969 
under  the  plan  for  reorganization  of  the  executive  branch  of  Cali- 
fornia state  government.  In  that  same  year  the  League  of  California 
Cities  reorganized  its  structure,  many  committees  were  combined, 
and  the  League  Library  Committee  was  eliminated.  Libraries  now 
have  a  representative  on  the  League's  Committee  on  Municipal  Gov- 
ernment and  Administration.  It  was  a  privilege  for  me  to  receive  ap- 
pointment to  that  committee,  and  to  be  reappointed  for  1971. 

Another  positive  move  occurred  during  the  five-day  seminar  on 
"Library  Systems  for  the  70's"  at  Yosemite  in  November,  1969,  when 
representatives  from  all  types  of  libraries,  as  well  as  delegates  from 
each  of  the  established  library  systems  in  the  state,  explored  the  steps 
necessary  for  library  development  in  the  decade  ahead.  At  that  time, 
I  there  was  discussion  of  possible  regional  meetings  to  which  elected 
city,  county,  and  state  officials  would  be  invited  to  join  with  librarians 
in  planning  for  future  library  development. 

As  President-Elect  of  the  Trustees  Division  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association,  I  hope  that  such  meetings  will  be  held,  and  that 
all  other  means  will  be  explored  of  bringing  home  to  our  elected  offi- 
cials the  importance  of  libraries  in  the  70's,  and  always. 
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LIBRARY  SERVICE  FOR  THE  CALIFORNIA 
STATE  LEGISLATURE

In  February,  after  a  14-month  study  financed  by  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion, The  Citizens  Conference  on  State  Legislatures  issued  its  Report 
on  an  Evaluation  of  the  50  State  Legislatures,  ranking  the  California 
State  Legislature  best  in  the  nation.  For  the  purposes  of  the  study 
the  Conference  established  standards  in  five  performance  categories 
for  legislatures:  the  functional,  the  accountable,  the  informed,  the 
independent,  and  the  representative.  California  was  the  only  state 
to  rank  first,  second,  or  third  in  all  categories.  In  the  information 
category,  California  ranked  second,  after  New  York,  and  in  the  inde- 
pendence category  (related  to  information-gathering),  third,  after 
Florida  and  Illinois.  An  explanation  of  these  rankings  (with  or  with- 
out reference  to  library  service)  will  be  published  this  spring  under 
the  title  Technical  Report  of  the  Legislative  Evaluation  Study. 

The  following  article  will  summarize  legislative  reference  and  re- 
search in  California  with  particular  emphasis  on  service  provided  by 
the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section  of  the  California 
State  Library,  its  present  services,  and  the  advantages  for  the  Legis- 
lature in  a  total  library  service  program  for  California. 

The  California  Legislature  and  its  Reseatch  Staff 

The  members  of  the  State  Legislature  make  use  of  many  of  the 
existing  research  and  library  services  in  California.  The  University 
of  California,  consultant  firms,  and  the  executive  departments  of  state 
government  have  made  studies  for  the  Legislature;  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  legislative  research  program  is  the  work  of  the 
staff  of  the  Legislature  itself. 

Two  legislative  research  agencies  provide  service  to  both  houses 
of  California's  Legislature.  One  of  these  is  the  Legislative  Analyst's 
Office,  established  to  provide  the  Legislature  with  fiscal  information, 
with  particular  emphasis  upon  the  Governor's  Budget,  appropriation 
bills,  revenue  bills,  and  bills  affecting  governmental  operations  and 
organization.  The  other  agency  is  the  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau, 
which  provides  legal  assistance  to  members  in  the  drafting  and 
amending  of  legislative  measures,  and  advises  them  as  to  the  con- 
stitutionality of  proposed  and  pending  measures. 

While  the  Legislature  as  a  whole  has  its  own  fiscal  and  legal 
research  services,  it  does  not  have  a  general  reference  and  research 
agency  providing  information  to  both  houses.  The  general  research 
service  of  the  Legislature  is  a  function  of  many  legislative  offices, 
committees,  and  individuals.  The  looseness  of  the  general  research

I  function  in  California  is  the  outcome  of  legislative  traditions,  the 
two-party  system  of  government,  and  the  organization  of  the  Legis- 
lature; just  plain  politics  determines  which  legislative  offices  have 
the  strongest  research  roles  in  preparing  legislative  programs. 

The  California  State  Library 

Though  it  is  an  agency  of  the  Executive  Branch,  the  California 
State  Library  is  the  only  agency  at  the  state  level  that  provides 
all  120  legislators  with  confidential,  non-partisan  reference  service. 
This  is  a  major  function  of  the  State  Library,  and  its  Administra- 
tive-Legislative Reference  Section  is  the  library  section  with  respon- 
sibility for  its  coordination.  In  1969-70,  the  Administrative-Legisla- 
tive Reference  Section  answered,  or  referred  to  other  sections  of  the 
Library,  7500  legislative  requests,  while  the  other  sections  in  the 
State  Library  received  additional  legislative  requests  directly.  These 
requests  come  from  the  legislators'  offices,  the  Legislative  Analyst's 
Office,  the  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau,  and  the  administrative  and 
clerical  offices  of  the  Legislature. 

The  California  State  Library  has  a  long  history  of  service  to  the 
Legislature.  The  Library  was  established  in  1850  for  the  use  of  the 
Legislators  and  other  state  officials  and,  for  many  years,  was  housed 
in  the  Capitol  Building  between  two  legislative  chambers.  The 
Library  was  made  a  division  of  the  State  Department  of  Education 
in  1927  and  in  the  following  year  moved  across  Tenth  Street  to  its 
present  location  in  the  Library  and  Courts  Building.  In  retrospect 
it  appears  that  a  legislative  library  branch  of  the  State  Library 
should  have  been  retained  in  the  Capitol.  Between  1959  and  1961, 
after  many  years  of  planning  and  discussion,  the  State  Library  and 
the  Legislature's  Joint  Committee  on  the  Legislative  Reference  Li- 
brary operated  a  branch  in  the  Capitol  staffed  by  the  Library's 
Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section.  The  branch  was  sub- 
sequently taken  over  by  the  Assembly,  and  since  1961  space  for 
library  quarters  in  the  Capitol  has  continued  as  a  need.  Service  to 
the  Legislature,  provided  by  the  Administrative-Legislative  Refer- 
ence Section  in  the  Library  and  Courts  Building,  has  become  an 
important  part  of  the  services  supporting  the  Legislature's  research 
programs. 

The  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section 

Guidelines  and  standards  for  library  service  to  state  legislatures 
were  initially  developed  in  professional  groups  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton,  California's  Assistant  State  Librarian: 
Standards  for  Library  Functions  at  the  State  Level,  first  issued  by 
the  American  Library  Association  in  1963,  and  now  revised  and 
reissued  in  1970,  and  Library  Service  for  State  Legislators  and  Staff 
Members:  Guidelines,  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Legislative  Reference  Com- 
mittee of  the  American  Association  of  State  Libraries  in  1968.  These 
are  minimum  standards  and  broad  guidelines  that  may  be  adapted 
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for  use  in  all  fifty  states.  The  Administrative-Legislative  Reference 
Section,  backed  by  the  services  and  resources  of  the  entire  State 
Library,  attempts  to  meet  and  surpass  these  standards,  and  to  de- 
velop the  services  along  lines  that  fill  the  particular  needs  of  the 
California's  State  Legislature. 

Before  the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section,  or  ALR 
as  it  is  called  in  the  Library,  was  established,  the  departmental 
organization  of  the  Library's  collections  made  use  of  its  resources 
time-consuming  and  involved.  At  that  time  the  library  had  on  its 
Reference  Section  staff  a  Library  Consultant  to  State  Employees 
and  Agencies  whose  duties  included  co-ordination  of  library  searches 
for  the  Executive  Branch  of  the  state  government.  It  was  decided  that 
this  co-ordinating  function  would  be  an  appropriate  basis  for  a 
library  section  serving  all  state  government.  ALR  was  established 
in  1953  with  this  as  its  basic  function. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  State  Legislature  has  been  in  ses- 
sion in  Sacramento  more  than  seven  months  out  of  the  twelve.  The 
State  Library  is  now  more  often  than  not  the  "first  point  of  library 
contact"  for  legislators,  and  especially  for  the  legislative  staff,  most 
of  whom  are  employed  in  Sacramento  on  a  year-round  basis. 

The  following  are  the  services  now  provided  by  ALR: 

1)  Acquisition.  In  order  to  collect  current  material  for  legis- 
lative use,  ALR  staff  regularly  consult  special  bibliographies  and 
publishers'  lists  and  make  selections  for  purchase.  ALR  attempts 
to  anticipate  legislative  needs,  and  to  acquire  an  adequate  number 
of  copies  of  books  in  advance.  Telephone  calls  can  be  made  and 
messengers  can  be  sent  to  local  bookstores  to  speed  receipt  of 
material  so  that  emergency  needs  can  be  met.  Library  funds  being 
available,  the  Library  accepts  all  recommendations  for  the  pur- 
chase of  materials  needed  for  legislative  work. 

2)  Subject  analysis.  In  addition  to  the  Library's  regular  cata- 
loging program,  ALR  analyzes  California  legislative  publications 
in  depth.  This  program  supports  efficient  and  rapid  legislative  re- 
ference service. 

3)  Research,  Bibliographies.  In  work  on  some  subject  requests 
and  in  the  process  of  preparing  bibliographies  for  the  use  of  legis- 
lative researchers,  ALR  does  extensive  literature  searches.  The 
bibliographies  furnish  the  researcher  with  basic  sources  of  informa- 
tion on  his  subject  available  at  the  State  Library,  and  can  be  com- 
piled to  include  other  sources. 

4)  Current  awareness.  In  addition  to  specially  prepared  biblio- 
graphies, ALR  issues  a  monthly  bibliography,  Problems  of  Govern- 
ment, available  to  the  Legislature  and  related  agencies  only.  This 
bibliography  is  an  annotated  listing  of  material  currently  received 
by  the  State  Library  on  subjects  of  legislative  interest. 

5)  Reference.  ALR  gives  on-the-spot  reference  service  and 
answers  more  complex  reference  questions.  The  section  selects  and 
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assembles  library  materials  to  fill  requests  for  specific  subject  in- 
formation. 

6)  Open  stacks.  The  stacks  are  open  to  legislators  and  legisla- 
tive research  staff.  A  limited  number  of  carrels  is  available  on  a 
reserve  basis. 

7)  Circulation.  In  circulation  work,  ALR  assists  the  legisla- 
tors and  their  staffs  so  that  personal  visits  to  the  Library  are  not 
essential  for  borrowing  materials.  There  is  a  messenger  service  to 
the  Capitol.  Interlibrary  borrowing  service  is  available  to  the  leg- 
islators when  they  are  in  Sacramento,  and  interlibrary  loan  service 
direct  to  their  district  offices  is  also  available. 

8)  Copying.  ALR  provides  a  fast  copying  service,  supplying 
legislators  and  their  staffs  with  facsimiles  of  materials  in  the  library 
collection.  Telefacsimile  transmission  is  available  for  receiving 
copies  of  material  transmitted  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Li- 
brary and  other  libraries. 

9)  Orientation.  ALR  staff  give  orientation  in  the  use  of  the 
Library  to  legislative  staff  members  annually  as  a  group,  and  to 
individual  researchers  from  time  to  time.  A  brochure,  Focus  on 
Facts,  describing  ALR  services  is  distributed  at  the  beginning  of 
sessions  to  legislative  offices. 

10)  Information  and  referral  center.  ALR  acts  as  an  informa- 
tion and  referral  center  for  legislative  requests.  The  resources  of 
the  State  Library  are  highly  relevant  to  the  activities  of  the  Legis- 
lature— a  collection  of  more  than  2,250,000  items  with  extensive 
collections  in  public  administration,  politics  and  government,  law, 
Californiana,  and  government  publications,  and  a  large  biblio- 
graphic and  reference  collection.  One  of  ALR's  functions  is  the 
referral  of  legislative  requests  to  appropriate  sections  of  the  State 
Library  and  the  coordination  of  searches  involving  more  than  one 
Library  section.  Like  most  special  library  services,  ALR  makes 
calls  both  within  state  government  and  outside  to  libraries  and 
other  organizations  to  locate  books  and  information.  Special  files 
assist  ALR  librarians  in  providing  current  information  from 
ephemeral  materials,  and  a  copy  of  the  card  catalog  of  .the  Institute 
of  Government  Studies,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  is  an 
important  bibliographic  source  as  an  aid  in  interlibrary  borrowing 
service. 

Total  Library  Service  for  the  State  Legislature 

One  of  the  "Key  Program  Elements  For  Implementation  Of  Total 
Library  Service  For  The  1970's  In  California"  is  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  public  research  needs  of  the  state  should  be  served  by 
a  Research  Access  System  including  various  types  of  libraries.  Many 
of  the  necessary  elements  of  total  library  service  for  the  Legislature 
are  now  in  existence.  Legislators  and  legislative  staff  have  access  to 
the  resources  of  the  state  at  their  first  point  of  library  contact,  the 
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State  Library.  The  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Service  is] 
currently  providing  some  access  to  the  resources  of  libraries  and  or- 
ganizations throughout  California.  What  is  needed  is  a  broadening 
and  strengthening  of  access  to  these  resources.  The  development  of 
interlibrary  communications  systems — teletype  and  telefacsimile 
transmission  systems — between  the  State  Library  and  other  libraries 
and  organizations  that  can  be  utilized  for  legislative  service,  and  the 
development  of  a  Subject  Network  of  libraries  and  organizations 
specializing  in  government-related  research  projects — these  are  im- 
portant tasks  for  the  1970's. 

Programs  strengthening  cooperation  and  communications  between 
the  State  Library  and  other  libraries  and  organizations  in  the  State 
will  insure  that  the  research  and  report-writing  programs  of  the  Leg- 
islature will  be  carried  out  efficiently  with  strong  supporting  library 
service  provided  by  the  State  Library  and  statewide  information 
sources. 
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THE  ROLE  OF  THE  CONGRESSIONAL 
RESEARCH  SERVICE

As  the  concerns  and  complexity  of  the  Federal  Government  have 
broadened,  the  Congress  has  required  more  and  more  information 
resources  and  greater  assistance  in  order  to  develop  and  effectively 
carry  out  its  role  in  policy  formulation.  In  response  to  this  need, 
the  Legislative  Reference  Service  of  the  Library  of  Congress  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  principal  research  and  reference  arms  of 
the  legislative  branch.  This  legislative  role  of  the  Service  was  re- 
defined and  enlarged  by  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1970 
which  changed  the  name  of  the  Service  to  the  Congressional  Re- 
search Service  (CRS)  and  expanded  its  responsibilities  and  services 
to  the  Congress.  This  article  presents  a  brief  overview  of  the  devel- 
opment of  the  Service,  the  impact  of  the  new  Act,  and  the  services 
that  CRS  provides  to  the  Congress. 

Background 

In  1800,  the  Congress  created  the  Library  of  Congress  as  a  small 
working  library  to  assist  itself  in  governing  the  Nation.  The  Library 
grew  in  scope  throughout  the  years  until  its  functions  became  so 
varied  and  collections  so  great  that  it  was  in  fact  the  National 
Library.  By  the  early  1900's,  the  Library  staff  had  become  so  in- 
volved in  the  complexities  of  operating  a  general  research  institution 
that  the  Congress  felt  the  need  for  a  special  section  of  the  Library 
which  would  concentrate  solely  on  matters  of  legislative  interest. 
A  number  of  bills  were  introduced  in  the  Sixty-first  and  Sixty- 
second  Congresses  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  legislative  refer- 
ence bureau,  similar  to  the  bureaus  that  had  been  set  up  in  several 
States.  The  main  House  bill  was  introduced  by  Representative  Nel- 
son of  Wisconsin  and  the  Senate  bill  by  Senator  LaFollette,  also 
of  Wisconsin,  which  had  one  of  the  more  well  developed  State  legis- 
lative reference  services.  Among  witnesses  testifying  in  favor  of  the 
proposals  were  Woodrow  Wilson  and  Lord  Bryce. 

The  Librarian  of  Congress  established  by  administrative  action 
the  Legislative  Reference  Service  as  a  division  of  the  Library  in 
1914.  After  over  thirty  years  of  service  to  the  Congress,  the  Legisla- 
tive Reference  Service  was  given  an  expanded  role  and  a  permanent 
statutory  basis  by  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1946  which 
created  the  Service  as  a  separate  department  in  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

Since  1914,  the  Service  has  grown  steadily  in  staff  and  in  the 
demands  that  Congress  has  made  upon  it.  In  calendar  year  1970, 
the  Service  responded  to  173,171  Congressional  inquiries.  The  an- 
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swers  were  provided  by  its  237  research  specialists,  supported  by  an 
additional  126  staff  members.  An  "inquiry" — which  statistically  is 
a  single  stroke — may  be  as  simple  as  a  question  on  the  population 
of  California,  or  as  complex  as  a  study  of  the  possible  ways  to  pro- 
vide medical  care  to  the  aged.  The  one  required  a  few  seconds  by 
a  researcher,  the  other  occupied  three  analysts  for  a  period  of  six 
months. 

The  Members  of  Congress  can  turn  to  the  Service  for  a  whole 
catalogue  of  types  of  assistance:  for  preparation  of  background  re- 
ports on  public  issues;  for  pro-and-con  analyses  of  legislative  pro- 
posals; for  studies  of  alternative  proposals  for  solutions  to  national 
problems;  for  section-by-section  comparisons  of  bills;  for  legal 
opinions;  for  surveys  of  court  decisions;  for  statutory  interpreta- 
tions; for  spot  factual  information;  for  newspaper  searches;  for 
assistance  in  preparing  draft  statements  and  speeches;  for  transla- 
tions; for  legislative  histories;  for  the  preparation  of  charts,  graphs, 
and  maps;  for  bibliographies;  for  tabulations  of  statistics;  for  as- 
sistance in  answering  constituent  inquiries;  and  so  forth.  It  is  a 
place  that  Congressional  committees  can  turn  to  for  these  same 
services  and  also  for  assistance  in  identifying  and  developing  topics 
to  be  covered  by  hearings,  in  suggesting  the  names  of  qualified 
experts  to  be  called  as  witnesses,  in  drafting  questions  to  be  put 
to  witnesses,  in  analyzing  testimony  presented  at  hearings,  in  pre- 
paring committee  reports,  and  even  in  borrowing  staff  members  for 
specific  periods  of  time.  The  subject-matter  of  the  inquiries  can  be 
anything  within  the  broad  interest  of  Congress. 

The  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  7970 

In  order  to  meet  the  growing  need  of  Congress  for  expanded 
access  to  information  and  research,  the  Legislative  Reorganization 
Act  of  1970  redesignated  the  Service  as  the  Congressional  Research 
Service  (CRS)  and  provided  for  enlarged  research  capabilities  and 
broadened  policy  analysis  responsibilities.  In  addition  to  the  assist- 
ance it  has  traditionally  offered  to  Members  and  committees,  the 
Service  is  now  directed  to  acquire  additional  staff,  including  staff 
which  shall  be  available  for  special  work  with  committees,  and  to 
carry  out  the  following  new  or  expanded  duties,  all  of  which  are 
to  be  performed  without  partisan  bias: 

(1)  Upon  request,  CRS  is  to  advise  and  assist  all  committees 
and  joint  committees  of  Congress  (a)  in  the  analysis  and  evalua- 
tion of  legislative  proposals,  (b)  in  determining  the  advisability  of 
enacting  such  proposals,  (c)  in  estimating  the  probable  results  of 
such  proposals  and  of  alternatives  to  them,  and  (d)  in  evaluating 
alternative  methods  for  accomplishing  the  goals  of  such  proposals. 

(2)  Upon  request,  CRS  is  to  provide  such  other  research  and 
analytical  services,  to  assist  committees  in  evaluating  legislative 
proposals  and  recommendations  generally,  as  the  committees  con- 
sider appropriate. 
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(3)  The  Service  is  to  maintain  continuous  liaison  with  all  com- 
mittees. 

(4)  At  the  opening  of  each  new  Congress  after  the  92nd,  CRS 
is  to  provide  each  committee  and  joint  committee  with  a  list  of 
programs  and  activities,  under  the  committee's  jurisdiction,  sched- 
uled to  expire  during  that  Congress. 

(5)  At  the  opening  of  each  new  Congress  after  the  92nd,  CRS 
is  to  provide  each  committee  and  joint  committee  with  a  list  of 
subjects  and  policy  areas  the  committee  might  profitably  analyze 
in  depth. 

(6)  Upon  request,  CRS  is  to  supply  any  committee  or  Member 
of  Congress  with  a  concise  memorandum  on  any  legislative  measure 
scheduled  for  hearings. 

That  memorandum  is  to  contain  "a  statement  of  the  purpose 
and  effect  of  each  such  measure,  a  description  of  other  relevant 
measures  of  similar  purpose  or  effect  previously  introduced  in  the 
Congress,  and  a  recitation  of  all  action  taken  theretofore  by  or 
within  the  Congress  with  respect  to  each  such  measure." 

Organization  of  CRS 

Through  the  years  of  trial  and  error,  plus  the  ever-present  need  for 
more  and  more  specialized  knowledge,  the  Service  has  reached  its 
present  form  of  organization.  It  now  attempts  to  house  a  diversity 
of  subject  specialists  who  match  the  spectrum  of  Congressional  needs. 
They  provide  services  solely  to  the  Congress  (i.e.,  no  work  is  done 
for  the  Executive,  the  Judiciary,  or  directly  for  the  public),  and  they 
work  closely  with  Congressional  Members  and  staffs  as  legislation  is 
developed  in  each  subject  field. 

Some  feeling  of  the  scope  of  the  expertise  available  can  be  seen  in 
the  method  by  which  an  inquiry  is  assigned  to  one  of  the  eight  subject 
divisions  of  the  Service. 

When  a  request  or  query  is  made  of  the  CRS,  the  staff  of  its 
Coordinator  of  Research  first  asks  the  question,  "Is  this  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  answer  is  purely  factual?  Will  it  appear  in  a  book,  in 
a  previously  prepared  CRS  report,  or  in  one  of  the  Service's  informa- 
tion files?"  If  so,  the  inquiry  is  sent  immediately  to  the  Congressional 
Reference  Division  where  a  staff  of  professional  reference  librarians 
will  respond  at  once  to  the  inquiry.  Working  from  a  typical  public 
library  reference  collection  and  the  Service's  materials  on  national 
affairs,  this  division  handles  in  excess  of  100,000  inquiries  a  year. 
Almost  50  percent  of  these  are  answered  either  "while  the  asker 
waits"  or  during  the  day  of  their  receipt;  75  percent  are  answered 
within  24  hours. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  incoming  inquiry  is  of  such  nature  that  it 
will  require  the  preparation  of  a  report,  the  projection  of  statistics, 
the  analysis  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  an  issue,  or  any  subject-oriented 
research,  it  will  be  sent  to  one  of  the  research  divisions.  These,  noted 
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alphabetically  with  a  very  short  statement  of  their  prime  obligations, 
demonstrate  the  spectrum  of  specializations  from  which  the  Coordina- 
tor will  choose : 

The  American  Law  Division  answers  inquiries  concerning  Con- 
stitutional, statutory,  and  case  law,  and  prepares  such  continuing 
publications  as  the  biweekly  "Digest  of  Public  General  Bills"  and 
the  decennial  "Annotated  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

The  Economics  Division  covers  the  fields  of  money  and  banking, 
international  trade,  industrial  organization,  labor,  communications, 
housing,  urban  development,  transportation,  commerce,  and  con- 
sumer affairs. 

The  Education  and  Public  Welfare  Division  is  responsible  for 
such  fields  as  social  security,  public  health,  crime,  immigration,  and 
education. 

The  Environmental  Policy  Division  is  concerned  with  the  gov- 
ernmental role  in  water  resources,  agriculture,  mining,  forestry, 
energy  and  fuels,  and  air  and  water  pollution. 

The  Foreign  Affairs  Division  is  arranged  in  a  miniature  State 
Department  of  "desks" — Western  European,  Latin  American, 
Southeast  Asian,  etc.,  with  additional  coverage  of  military  affairs, 
foreign  policy  and  international   organizations. 

The  Government  and  General  Research  Division  is  divided  into 
three  sections:  one  provides  information  on  public  administration, 
voting  analyses,  legislative  organization,  and  State  and  local  gov- 
ernment; a  second  does  the  editorial  work  of  the  Service  and 
assists  with  the  drafting  of  speaking  materials  for  the  Member; 
and  the  third  provides  foreign  language  translations  to  the  Con- 
gress. 

The  Science  Policy  Research  Division  aids  Congress  in  the  eval- 
uation of  Federal  programs  relating  to  space,  atomic  energy, 
oceanography,  technology  assessment  and  forecasting,  research  in 
medicine  and  the  life  sciences,  noise,  and  government  support  of 
scientific  development  and  professional   education. 

Finally,  distributed  throughout  the  Service  are  some  twenty- 
five  Senior  Specialist  positions.  Their  role  and  subject  specializa- 
tion are  described  by  statute  and  the  positions  are  filled  with 
nationally  recognized  experts  who,  as  a  rule,  have  published  widely 
and  have  had  extensive  careers  outside  the  CRS — either  in  gov- 
ernment, on  the  campus,  or  in  private  business.  Frequently  their 
experience  has  been  in  all  three  areas.  The  Senior  Specialists' 
positions  cover  such  fields  as  the  following:  agriculture,  American 
Government,  American  Public  Law,  business  economics,  Congres- 
sional organization,  conservation,  education,  environmental  policy, 
Government  finance,  housing,  international  relations,  national  de- 
fense, national  security,  Russian  affairs,  science  and  technology, 
social  security  legislation,  social  welfare,  space  and  transportation 
technology,  taxation  and  fiscal  policy. 
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In  addition  to  these  subject  divisions,  there  is  the  Library 
Services  Division  which  does  not  itself  handle  Congressional  in- 
quiries but  instead  is  designed  to  support  the  other  CRS  divisions 
and  their  researchers.  It  acquires  and  distributes  books,  periodi- 
cals, newspapers,  and  documentary  material  used  by  the  Service. 
In  addition,  this  division  has  a  staff  of  bibliographers  working  on 
current  material  which  is  of  top  priority  and  importance  to  mod- 
ern legislative  research.  A  product  of  this  work  is  a  computer- 
based  Selective  Dissemination  of  Information  system  (SDI)  which 
generates  weekly  selected  bibliographic  reports  to  250  subscribers, 
including  CRS  researchers,  Congressional  offices,  and  Congres- 
sional committees.  Each  subscriber  has  on  file  an  individual  sub- 
ject profile  which  structures  his  report  to  his  information  needs. 

Research  for  Congress 

A  researcher  has  a  great  number  of  ways  he  may  answer  a  Con- 
gressional inquiry,  each  depending  on  what  is  most  appropriate  to 
the  subject  matter  and  which  will  be  most  useful  to  the  Member. 
The  form  and  nature  of  the  Service's  assistance  must  be  geared 
to  its  intended  purpose.  Given  the  same  subject  matter,  the  response 
will  vary  considerably  if  the  end  result  is  to  be  published  as  a 
committee  print,  if  it  is  to  be  used  in  examining  witnesses  at  a 
commitee  hearing,  if  it  is  to  brief  a  Member  before  his  appearance 
before  a  committee,  to  be  used  in  floor  debate,  or  if  it  is  to  form 
a  part  of  an  address  to  be  given  in  the  home  district.  Thus  the 
researcher  may  elect  to  reply  to  the  question  simply  by  telephoning 
the  answer  to  the  Member,  drawing  on  his  own  knowledge  of  the 
subject.  He  can  find  the  answer  in  one  of  the  Library  of  Congress' 
16  million  volumes  and  either  photocopy  the  material,  abstract  it, 
or  loan  the  contents  to  the  Congressional  office.  He  may  prepare  a 
written  report,  analysis,  or  survey.  He  may  draft  the  factual  por- 
tions of  an  address.  He  may  assemble  a  kit  of  material  from  dupli- 
cate copies  of  reports,  documents,  or  photocopied  articles.  Or  he 
may  go  personally  to  the  inquiring  Member  or  committee  or  a  staff 
assistant  and  consult  with  him  on  the  matter — and  such  a  consul- 
tation can  be  as  short  as  a  conversation,  or  as  long  as  a  series  of 
hearings  extending  through  the  greater  part  of  the  legislative  session. 

When  a  topic  is  generating  general  legislative  interest,  one  of  the 
earliest  inquiries  received  on  the  subject  is  answered  with  a  summary 
of  the  problem,  a  description  of  past  governmental  activities,  and 
alternative  solutions  for  the  future.  This  reply  will  then  be  dupli- 
cated in  quantities  from  350  to  as  many  as  5,000  copies  in  anticipa- 
tion of  further  inquiries.  Such  stockpiling  and  storage,  of  course, 
permits  faster  response. 

In  addition  to  such  individually  tailored  replies,  the  Service  pro- 
vides continuing  tools  which  assist  the  Members  with  the  daily  flow 
of  legislation.  Using  on-line  computer  terminals,  it  prepares  a  bi- 
weekly "Digest  of  Public  General  Bills"  which  identifies  each  new 
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piece  of  legislation  introduced  in  either  House.  This  "Bill  Digest" 
provides  an  abstract  of  each  bill,  keeps  track  of  the  status  of  its 
progress  through  the  Congress,  keeps  a  list  of  bills  by  the  names 
of  the  Members  who  introduce  them,  and  contains  an  index  of  the 
legislation  by  subject. 

A  second  legislative  aid,  "The  Legislative  Status  Report,"  which 
is  also  prepared  by  use  of  computer  terminals,  appears  weekly 
and  traces  only  the  250-300  most  active  pieces  of  legislation.  Besides 
identifying  committee  activity,  amendments,  and  the  progress  of 
these  major  bills,  it  provides  a  table  of  Public  Law  numbers,  and  a 
running  account  of  the  amount  of  money  requested  by  the  President, 
recommended  by  the  Congressional  committees,  and  actually  appro- 
priated as  the  session  progresses. 

Finally,  the  Service  sends  each  Member  each  month  a  list  of  the 
major  studies  done  by  the  Service,  so  the  Congressional  offices  can 
know  what  has  been  newly  prepared  and  what  is  currently  stockpiled 
in  the  CRS  on  major  Congressional  issues.  At  any  one  time,  over  a 
thousand  such  studies  are  in  print  and  available. 

The  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1970  emphasizes  that  the 
informational  needs  of  Congress  go  beyond  merely  acquiring,  storing, 
and  retrieving  data  and  information  produced  elsewhere.  The  com- 
plexity of  the  legislative  activity  of  the  Congress  requires  that  there  be 
available  a  staff  of  experts  who  are  capable  of  creating  and  producing 
pertinent  new  information  and  data  as  well  as  undertaking  the  kind 
of  creative  research  that  not  only  analyzes  and  evaluates  but  also 
supplies  viable  and  constructive  alternatives  to  proposed  policies  and 
programs.  It  is  no  longer  sufficient  for  the  Service  to  be  a  primarily 
reference-oriented  organization.  The  Congressional  Research  Service 
is  now  striving  to  improve  and  expand  the  performance  of  its  tradi- 
tional services  to  the  Congress  as  well  as  to  fulfill  its  broadened  re- 
sponsibilities as  a  research  organization  focused  on  policy  analysis 
for  the  Congress. 
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LEGISLATIVE  SOURCE  MATERIALS  IN  THE 
CALIFORNIA  STATE  ARCHIVES 

David  L.  Snyder 

The  State  Archives,  located  in  Sacramento,  is  the  custodian  of  Cali- 
fornia's official  records.  The  legislature,  acting  in  its  capacity  as  the 
principal  lawmaking  body,  is  one  of  the  largest  contributors  to  the 
documentary  history  of  this  state.  An  examination  of  the  legislative 
record  is  both  a  rewarding  experience  and  a  necessity  for  the  study 
of  any  aspect  of  the  legislative  process. 

The  first  Legislature,  sitting  in  San  Jose,  created  the  archives  as  a 
part  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State.  Historically,  the  archives  was 
established  to  preserve  the  records  of  the  1849  Legislature  and  to 
serve  as  a  source  of  reference  for  future  sessions.  In  the  early  years  of 
statehood,  concern  for  the  preservation  of  the  archives  was  of  con- 
siderable importance.  To  see  why  this  should  be,  one  has  but  to  look 
at  the  legislative  record.  It  is  more  complete  for  the  1850's  than  for 
any  decade  prior  to  World  War  II. 

A  result  of  the  early  legislative  action  was  the  creation  of  a  number 
of  record  groups  basic  to  the  framework  and  understanding  of  the 
legislative  process.  Among  the  most  important  record  groups  begun 
by  the  first  Legislature  are  the  legislative  bill  file,  the  legislative 
papers  file,  and  the  original  laws  or  statutes  file. 

In  recent  years  other  record  groups  were  created  which  provide  ad- 
ditional insight  into  the  legislative  process.  Two  of  the  more  impor- 
tant are  the  Governor's  chaptered  bill  file  and  the  departmental  legis- 
lative files.  Other  sources  in  the  archives  merit  attention  and  will  be 
described  below  in  greater  detail. 

Legislative  Bill  File  Record  Group 

The  framework  of  the  legislative  process  is  documented  in  the  bills, 
resolutions,  constitutional  amendments,  and  journals  of  each  session 
of  the  Legislature.  The  legislative  bill  file  includes  virtually  every 
bill  introduced  in  each  session  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  the  bill 
became  law.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  the  Senate  and  House  resolu- 
tions which  are  rarely  found  in  manuscript  form  and  are  customarily 
printed  in  the  Journals. 

In  each  bill,  or  bill  unit,  the  same  information  is  obtainable:  the 
bill  as  originally  introduced;  the  various  amendments  as  proposed 
and  adopted;  and  a  calendar  of  the  bill's  movement  through  the 
Legislature,  from  date  of  introduction  through  final  disposition,  as 
found  on  the  bill's  jacket.  The  latter  point  is  of  particular  significance 
since  printed  calendars  were  not  regularly  produced  until  the  late 
1880's. 

Bill  units  are  filed  numerically  by  house  for  each  regular  or  special 
session.   Resolutions   and   Constitutional   Amendments   are   likewise 
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filed.  In  a  number  of  sessions  a  small  miscellaneous  group  of  bills 
and  resolutions  is  found.  Here  are  included  bills  and  amendments 
without  reference  to  bill  numbers.  These  may  be  drafts  or  copies  of 
numbered  bills  or  they  may  be  legislation  never  introduced.  Except 
in  a  few  cases  no  effort  has  been  made  to  identify  these  documents. 

In  recent  years  the  records  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly  were  added  to  the  materials  regularly  deposited 
in  the  archives.  These  housekeeping  records  reflect  the  internal  move- 
ment of  bills  and  resolutions  as  they  are  referred  to  committee,  en- 
grossed, enrolled,  etc.,  and  constitute  one  of  the  little-known  aspects 
of  the  legislative  process. 

The  original  or  daily  journals  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  in  terms 
of  description,  are  considered  a  part  of  the  legislative  bill  file  record 
group.  In  content  the  original  journals  are  no  different  from  their 
printed  counterparts.  As  the  primary  source  the  original  journals  must 
be  consulted  whenever  a  discrepancy  or  question  arises  as  a  result  of 
reference  to  the  printed  version. 

Original  Laws  Record  Group 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  charged  with  the  preservation  of  the 
original  laws  or  statutes  passed  by  each  session  of  the  Legislature. 
Like  the  journals,  the  statutes  are  easily  accessible  in  print  and  must 
be  consulted  as  the  primary  source  whenever  a  discrepancy  arises 
The  primary  difference  between  the  original  and  printed  versions  is 
that  the  former  includes  the  signatures  of  the  Governor  and  Senate 
and  Assembly  officers  by  which  the  document  becomes  the  official  law 
of  California.  For  security  purposes  the  original  laws  are  annually 
microfilmed  and  a  copy  stored  outside  of  Sacramento. 

Legislative  Papers  File  Record  Group 

Records  found  in  the  legislative  papers  file  document  the  functions 
and  activities  of  the  legislative  committees  and  other  aspects  of  the 
legislative  process.  These  activities  are  frequently  not  recorded  in 
the  legislative  journals.  The  legislative  papers  file,  while  incomplete 
for  any  given  session,  includes  the  reports  and  related  papers  of 
standing,  select,  special,  and  interim  committees,  messages  exchanged 
between  the  two  houses  and  between  the  Legislature  and  the  Gover- 
nor's office,  and  messages,  reports,  and  other  reports  received  from 
other  than  legislative  sources.  In  modern  files  these  series  are  re- 
placed by  records  of  a  slightly  different  character.  The  common  ele- 
ment is  the  committee  file  centered  around  the  hearing  transcript 
Committee  files  and  related  papers  are  dealt  with  in  the  next  section 

Legislative  papers  for  the  period  1850-circa  1930  include  reports 
of  action  on  bills  referred  to  committee.  The  reports,  whether  favor 
able  or  unfavorable,  occasionally  include  amendments  not  found  in 
the  journals  or  with  individual  bill  files.  Other  reports,  in  addition  to 
the  preceding,  provide  a  discourse  on  the  bills'  merits  or  faults  and 
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thus  provide  a  commentary  on  the  issues  and  criteria  of  a  particular 
time.  A  good  example  is  the  papers  of  committees  concerned  with 
contested  elections.  Most  contested  elections  commenced  as  civil  ac- 
tions in  the  local  courts,  and  the  resulting  transcripts  and  depositions 
provide  a  valuable  insight  into  the  election  process  as  well  as  social 
and  political  conditions  at  the  local  level.  In  a  few  cases  committee 
minute-books  were  preserved.  Such  records  are  unique,  as  committee 
activities  are  rarely  reported  in  the  journals. 

Messages  exchanged  between  the  two  houses  and  between  each 
house  and  the  Governor's  office  are  less  unique.  Most  messages  are 
in  print  and  the  largest  number  pertain  to  notification  as  to  action 
taken  on  legislation.  Other  types  of  communications  include  the  Gov- 
ernor's annual  and  buget  messages,  veto  messages,  and  messages  re- 
questing legislative  attention  to  specific  bills  and  issues. 

Reports  and  messages  received  from  other  than  legislative  sources 
reflect  both  the  legislative  process  and  the  operations  of  state  govern- 
ment. Messages  and  related  papers  in  this  series  were  often  submitted 
at  the  Legislature's  request  or  by  virtue  of  existing  state  law,  as  in 
the  cases  of  annual  or  biennial  reports  of  constitutional  officers  and 
state  agencies.  As  in  previous  series  such  documents  are  of  value  be- 
cause of  their  commentary  on  issues  and  events  of  a  period. 

The  final  series  in  the  legislative  papers  file  are  miscellaneous  docu- 
ments not  falling  into  any  of  the  above  categories.  The  subject  matter 
for  a  given  session  varies  greatly.  A  few  of  the  more  common  record 
types  found  include  house  rules,  miscellaneous  records  of  Sergeants- 
at-Arms  and  other  minor  legislative  officers,  unidentified  roll  calls  of 
votes,  abbreviated  minutes  of  secret  sessions,  and  miscellaneous  cor- 
respondence, in  some  cases  not  related  to  legislative  business. 

A  project  is  now  under  way  to  describe  in  some  detail  the  records 
comprising  this  file  and  to  identify  the  unique  documents.  At  the 
completion  of  the  project  an  inventory  will  be  developed  for  distribu- 
tion to  libraries  and  research  facilities  throughout  California. 

Modern  Legislative  Committee  Papers 

In  recent  years  new  sources  of  legislative  committee  records  have 
become  available  to  the  researcher.  Legislative  committees  of  today 
are  more  complex  and,  acting  as  interim  bodies,  more  active  than 
their  19th  century  counterparts.  Prior  to  1935  few  transcripts  of 
legislative  hearings  were  produced  in  multiple  copies.  Transcripts 
that  were  produced  normally  became  the  property  of  individual  com- 
mittee members  and  as  a  result  few  reached  the  archives.  With  the 
advent  of  inexpensive  and  rapid  duplicating  equipment  the  trend  has 
reversed  itself. 

The  State  Archives'  present  holdings  of  legislative  hearing  tran- 
cripts  now  include  in  excess  of  700  titles.  95%  fall  within  the  years 
1945-70  and  of  these  two-thirds  are  Assembly  interim  committee 
records.  Transcripts  for  a  given  committee  are  often  incomplete  and 
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in  many  cases  committee  files  are  nonexistent  in  the  archives'  collec- 
tions, One  reason  lies  in  the  fact  only  one  in  seven  hearing  transcripts 
is  reproduced  for  distribution.  In  recent  years  legislative  policy  has 
undergone  a  considerable  change.  In  1967  the  Assembly  Office  of 
Research  named  the  archives  one  of  fourteen  statewide  depositories 
for  transcripts  available  for  distribution.  The  Senate  has  adopted  a 
similar  policy.  In  addition  the  Joint  Legislative  Budget  Committee 
has  deposited  in  the  archives  several  hundred  transcripts  which  will 
be  made  public  at  a  future  date. 

In  a  significant  number  of  cases  the  working  papers  of  individual 
committees  are  filed  with  the  transcripts.  A  working  file  of  this  type 
may  include  any  or  all  of  the  following:  a  verbatim  transcript,  usually 
on  dictabelts;  unedited  and/or  edited  transcripts;  statements  and 
testimony  presented  before  committee  hearings — unique  in  many 
cases  because  such  statements  are  not  always  included  in  the  tran- 
script; agendas;  news  releases;  newspaper  clippings  regarding  com- 
mittee activities;  data  and  research  materials  gathered  by  the 
committee  staff;  and  correspondence  and  memoranda  to  and  from 
committee  members.  Like  the  legislative  bill  unit,  an  individual  com- 
mittee hearing  can  often  be  documented  in  a  single  file  or  files. 

Parallel  to  the  legislative  committee  files  are  the  files  of  individual 
legislators.  Such  collections  of  papers,  while  few  in  number,  are  rich 
in  source  materials  on  a  number  of  aspects  pertaining  to  the  legisla- 
tive process.  Among  the  more  important  series  are  the  files  of  legisla- 
tion introduced  or  coauthored  by  the  individual  legislator.  One  can 
find  in  the  file  reference  to  the  legislative  intent  and  legal  opinion  as 
provided  by  the  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel.  In  some  cases  the 
wishes  of  constituents,  in  the  form  of  letters  supporting  or  opposing 
a  particular  bill,  are  documented.  Closely  related  are  requests  of  in- 
dividuals and  special-interest  groups  for  specific  legislation.  Records 
in  the  latter  class  often  document  conditions  at  the  local  level.  A  third 
series  reflects  the  legislator's  activities  with  respect  to  committee  as- 
signments. Records  found  here  are  the  same  as  described  above  under 
Modern  Legislative  Committee  Papers. 

Governors  Chaptered  Bill  File  Record  Group 

Another  of  the  modern  record  groups  is  the  chaptered  bill  file 
originating  within  the  Governor's  office.  The  origin  of  this  group 
can  be  traced  to  the  first  administration  of  Earl  Warren.  The  file 
is  complete  from  1943  through  1969  and  covers  the  administrations 
of  Governors  Warren  (1943-53),  Knight  (1954-57),  Brown  (1958- 
66),  and  Reagan  (1967-69). 

In  each  case  where  a  bill  was  signed  into  law,  or  vetoed,  a  separate 
file  unit  was  created.  The  file  bears  the  chapter  number  by  which 
it  is  commonly  known.  Each  file  unit  includes  several  documents 
common  to  nearly  all  files.  The  first  is  a  copy  of  the  bill  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  Legislature.  Next  is  a  statement  by  the  bill's  author 
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giving  the  background  and  legislative  intent.  The  third  and  fourth 
items  are  bill  analyses  by  the  offices  of  Legislative  Counsel  and 
Attorney  General.  Both  analyses  concern  themselves  with  the  bill's 
constitutionality  and  effect  upon  existing  codes,  statutes,  etc.  The 
final  document  is  a  capsule  summary  and  analysis  by  the  Gover- 
nor's Legislative  Secretary  with  a  recommendation  for  approval  or 
veto. 

Chaptered  bill  files  may  include  additional  documentation.  In 
cases  where  the  bill  will  affect  a  government  agency  or  a  special- 
interest  group,  one  or  more  letters  will  normally  be  found  supporting 
or  opposing  the  measure.  Such  statements  may  be  requested  by  the 
Governor's  office  or  received  independently.  In  cases  of  highly  con- 
troversial issues  the  sentiments  of  John  Q.  Public  can  also  be  found. 
The  jacket  of  the  bill  file  provides  a  general  index  to  the  contents 
within.  In  vetoed  bill  files  there  is  in  addition  a  statement  of  the 
Governor's  reason (s)   for  vetoing  said  measure. 

Agency  Legislative  Files 

At  each  legislative  session  most  state  agencies  submit  one  or  more 
measures  to  update  their  particular  programs.  In  other  cases  one 
agency  will  propose  legislation  which  will  in  turn  affect  other  agen- 
cies. As  a  result,  within  the  files  of  an  agency  director  or  other  execu- 
jtive  officer  one  can  expect  to  find  source  materials  on  yet  another 
i  facet  of  the  legislative  process.  The  key  documents  are  those  which 
(provide  information  as  to  background  and  intent  and  the  analyses 
of  how  a  bill  will  affect  existing  agency  programs.  One  may  also  find 
considerable  supporting  evidence  in  the  form  of  position  statements 
by  non-government  and  private  interest  groups. 

Agencies  must  work  through  individual  legislators  for  the  intro- 
duction and  passage  of  their  measures.  As  a  result  it  is  frequently 
possible  to  find  correspondence  between  a  legislator  or  legislators 
and  the  agency.  Legislative  intent  and  position  statements  are  fre- 
j  quently  found. 

Because  agency  legislation  is  occasionally  referred  to  interim  or 
special  committee  study,  the  agency  files  provide  a  third  source  for 
the  acquisition  of  hearing  transcripts.  Many  of  the  same  document 
types  can  be  found  in  the  agency  file  as  are  found  in  the  committee 
files. 


I  Petitions  to  the  Legislature  and  Governor's  Office  Record  Group 

A  basic  privilege  of  the  individual  is  the  right  of  petition.  Petitions 
j  take  many  forms.  Among  these  are  requests  for  redress  of  grievances 
j  and  special  consideration  and  position  statements  on  current  or  pro- 
;  posed  state  programs  or  measures.  The  State  Archives  has  a  small 
j  collection  of  petitions  addressed  to  both  the  Legislature  and  the 
1  Governor's  office.  These  petitions  cover  a  wide  variety  of  topics  and 
reflect  many  social  and  economic  factors  of  a  given  time  period. 
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One  may  find,  for  example,  requests  of  individuals  or  corporations 
for  the  sole  establishment  of  toll  roads  or  bridges,  petitions  for  more 
stringent  regulations  of  Asiatic  immigration,  requests  for  state  aid 
in  suppressing  Indian  hostilities,  or  statements  in  opposition  to  the 
construction  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  Many  petitions  resulted  in 
the  introduction  of  bills  or  resolutions.  Others  were  referred  directly 
to  committee  and  the  legislative  response,  in  the  form  of  reports, 
provides  additional  historical  commentary.  With  few  exceptions  none 
of  the  petitions  in  either  of  these  record  groups  are  in  print. 

Two  additional  record  groups  merit  attention,  the  records  of  the 
Office  of  Legislative  Counsel  and  the  election  papers  file.  Created 
in  1913,  the  Legislative  Counsel  assists  legislators  in  drafting  and 
amending  legislative  measures  and  advising  them  as  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  proposed  or  pending  measures.  The  inquiries  and  letters 
of  individual  legislators  comprise  the  most  interesting  element.  Here 
one  will  find  the  intent  of  a  particular  measure,  frequently  with 
reference  to  the  situation  or  conditions  which  brought  the  measure 
about.  The  importance  of  this  file  is  its  uniqueness.  Unless  the  pa- 
pers of  the  individual  legislator  are  available,  and  the  largest  per- 
centage are  not,  no  other  file  normally  contains  this  type  of  informa- 
tion. The  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel  is  currently  microfilming  this 
record  series.  Future  researchers  will  thus  have  available  an  addi- 
tional source  of  reference. 

The  election  papers  file  as  maintained  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
California's  chief  elections  officer,  contains  a  wide  variety  of  source 
material  dealing  with  the  candidacy  and  election  of  legislators  and 
ballot  issues.  Materials  relating  to  the  ballot  issues  are  perhaps  the 
most  pertinent  to  the  legislative  process.  Ballot  issues  occur  as  a 
result  of  the  initiative  and  referendum  processes  or  by  constitu- 
tional amendments  initiated  by  the  Legislature.  In  both  cases  the 
ballot  arguments  are  frequently  found  as  part  of  the  official  record 
and  provide  information  as  to  background  and  intent.  Another  series 
of  possible  interest  is  the  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
which  must  be  filed  by  the  various  groups  supporting  or  opposing 
a  particular  measure  or  candidate. 


No  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  author  to  detail  the  specific 
subject  matter  in  the  several  record  groups  discussed  above.  To  do 
so  would  require  far  too  much  room.  Most  records  are  catalogued 
and  the  researcher  can  determine  quickly  whether  the  State  Archives 
has  a  specific  committee  transcript,  bill,  working  file,  etc.

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CALIFORNIA  JOURNAL  A  NEW  STATE 
GOVERNMENT  INFORMATION  SERVICE

Often  during  the  last  year  I  have  been  asked  by  friends  and  sub- 
scribers to  the  California  Journal  how  we  came  to  found  the  publica-, 
tion,  what  we  intend  to  accomplish  with  it,  and  what  the  future 
holds  in  store  for  us.  It  was  with  pleasure,  therefore,  that  I  accepted 
the  invitation  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  to  write  about 
the  Journal. 

A  recent  national  survey  found  the  California  Legislature  to  be  the 
best  in  the  nation  in  terms  of  its  procedures  and  operations.  And  if  a 
comparison  were  made  of  the  executive  and  judicial  branches  of  gov- 
ernment, similarly  high  rankings  could  be  expected. 

California  also  probably  has  the  best  reported  state  legislature  in 
the  country.  There  is  a  large  press  corps  housed  in  the  Capitol  Build- 
ing competing  to  cover  the  news  as  it  develops.  Legislative  documents 
are  among  the  best  in  the  country  as  well,  according  to  the  same  na- 
tional survey.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  a  comprehensive,  ob- 
jective news  source  comparable  to  Congressional  Quarterly  at  the  na- 
tional level  first  evolved  in  California. 

The  need  for  such  a  publication  stems  from  the  fact  that  the  daily 
press  does  not  have  the  resources  to  gather  detailed  data  on  a  regular 
basis  or  to  provide  comprehensive  coverage  beyond  that  which  will 
be  of  interest  to  a  mass  audience.  In  addition,  the  various  state  pub- 
lications, however  excellent  compared  to  other  states,  provide  only 
limited  and  certainly  uncritical  information. 

California  Journal  is  wholly  owned,  managed  and  edited  by  four 
former  legislative  staffers.  Having  worked  for  the  legislature  for 
from  five  to  ten  years  each,  we  recognize  the  lack  of  comprehensive, 
accurate  and  readily  available  information  on  the  sweep  of  state  gov- 
ernment. We  had  watched  with  hope  the  launching  in  1967  of 
California  Digest,  which  was,  as  far  as  we  know,  the  first  general-cir- 
culation magazine  which  attempted  to  cover  state  government 
broadly.  Unfortunately  a  shortage  of  funds  and  skilled  staff  brought 
that  effort  to  an  end  after  only  eight  months,  though  it  had  evoked 
considerable  interest  during  that  short  time. 

Two  weekly  newsletters,  one  of  them  now  defunct,  were  important 
measures  of  the  interest  in  such  a  venture.  The  California  News  Re- 
porter, a  six-page  summary  of  state  government  news,  was  published 
weekly  for  most  of  1967.  It  was  founded  and  first  published  by  Rudd 
Brown  and  edited  by  Jack  Germaine,  and  rapidly  earned  wide  respect 
for  its  skilled  reporting.  Poor  business  management  under  a  new 
publisher  soon  brought  about  the  demise  of  the  Reporter,  however. 

Mr.  Hoeber  is  Editor  of  California  Journal. 
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The  greatest  success  story  in  the  field  of  state  government  reporting 
was  the  Sacramento  Newsletter,  published  weekly  by  Agnes  Booe.  A 
typewritten  four-page  gossipy  newsletter,  it  has  become  an  institution 
in  the  24  years  it  has  been  published. 

The  existence  of  these  publications  demonstrated  that  there  was  a 
considerable  degree  of  interest  in  state  government  news  in  greater 
depth  than  that  provided  by  the  daily  press.  What  was  needed,  how- 
ever, was  something  with  even  more  authoritative  and  comprehensive 
coverage.  It  was  with  this  in  mind  that  I  began  to  think  of  starting 
a  state  government  journal  myself. 

In  early  1969  Judson  Clark  left  the  Legislature  to  set  up  a  private 
consulting  firm,  California  Research  Consultants.  He  had  been  think- 
ing of  the  need  for  a  journal  of  state  government  as  well.  Toward  the 
end  of  1969  a  mutual  friend,  Victor  Fazio,  who  was  then  leaving  the 
assembly  staff  to  join  Clark,  brought  us  together.  By  the  middle  of 
November  we  had  decided  to  pursue  the  possibility  seriously.  Two 
other  members  of  the  legislative  staff  joined  us  shortly  thereafter: 
Jerome  Evans  and  William  Geyer. 

The  chief  problem  in  starting  any  publishing  venture  is  capital.  In 
the  case  of  California  Journal  the  problem  was  compounded  because 
we  felt  that  the  Journal's  independence  and  objectivity  could  not  be  : 
complete  if  we  accepted  advertising.  We  contemplated  and  rejected 
the  possibility  of  foundation  funding  because  we  did  not  have  the 
patience  or  the  financial  resources  to  pursue  the  interminable  path 
to  a  grant. 

The  path  we  chose  instead  was  to  use  our  own  limited  resources 
and  make  them  go  as  far  as  possible  by  keeping  the  cost  of  publish- 
ing as  low  as  possible:  we  would  earn  our  personal  livelihoods  in  the 
consulting  business  and  work  around  the  clock  to  research,  write, 
edit,  and  lay  out  the  Journal  in  our  "spare"  time.  My  memories  of 
the  first  year  of  California  Journal  are  dominated  by  6:00  a.m.  drives 
across  town  to  deliver  the  articles  we  had  written  and  edited  all  night. 
Now,  with  some  18  full-  and  part-time  staff,  things  are  different. 

During  the  first  year  most  of  our  efforts  were  bent  on  survival  and 
the  attaining  of  an  acceptable  level  of  quality  and  comprehensiveness. 
The  pursuit  of  consistent  journalistic  excellence  and  greater  compre- 
hensiveness is  the  task  in  the  future. 

Objective,  balanced,  accurate,  and  readable  reporting  of  state  gov- 
ernment and  politics  is  an  art.  To  achieve  it  consistently  is  perhaps 
an  unattainable  goal  but  one  which  we  strive  for  in  California  Jour- 
nal. 

In  gathering  material  for  Journal  articles,  emphasis  is  placed  on 
reporting  all  forces  that  play  on  the  subject:  the  people,  the  execu- 
tive departments,  the  judiciary,  the  Legislature,  private  enterprise, 
lobbyists,  other  governmental  bodies,  the  organized  and  unorganized 
public.  Stories  are  based  on  hard  fact  as  much  as  possible  and  on  the 
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analysis  and  interpretation  of  not-so-hard  opinions  and  beliefs  of 
participants.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  readability  as  well  as  insight. 

Most  of  all,  California  Journal  strives  for  objectivity.  However, 
objectivity  is  difficult  to  achieve  without  sacrificing  insight,  because 
interpretation  is  necessary  to  convey  meaning  about  complex  events, 
and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  analyze  and  to  interpret  without  ap- 
pearing to  bias.  Obviously,  even  the  selection  of  what  to  cover  and 
the  decision  on  what  is  important  or  not  important  in  an  article  is 
an  expression  of  a  kind  of  bias. 

Under  these  circumstances,  achieving  objectivity  means  first  non- 
partisanship  and  then  an  honest  effort  at  balanced  reporting  of  major 
events.  The  first  is  easy  for  us  to  achieve.  We  all  worked  for  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats  when  we  were  with  the  Legislature.  Survival 
there  is  predicated  on  the  ability  to  work  for  all  legislators  regardless 
of  party. 

Balanced  coverage  is  much  harder.  At  the  simplest  level  it  would  be 
possible  to  make  each  article  balanced  in  terms  of  criticism  and 
praise,  and  acceptable  to  all  parties.  However,  such  coverage  distorts 
the  truth.  Events  are  simply  not  half  "good,"  half  "bad,"  half  "right," 
half  "wrong."  Nor  is  balance  necessarily  achieved  in  the  fifteen 
articles  in  a  typical  issue  of  the  Journal.  Rather,  balance  is  a  matter 
of  zig-zags  which  in  the  short  run  may  appear  to  stray  from  a  bal- 
anced perspective,  but  which  over  a  longer  period  of  time  describe  a 
fairly  consistent  line  down  the  middle. 

It  seems  that  we  can  claim  some  success  in  achieving  objectivity. 
Republicans  and  Democrats,  Governor's  office  and  legislative  leader- 
ship have  all  praised  the  Journal.  More  indicative,  perhaps,  is  that 
upon  occasion  we  have  received  outraged  letters  accusing  us  of  being 
pawns  of  either  the  Governor  or  of  the  Democrats. 
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SOURCES  IN   EVALUATING  VOTING  RECORDS 
OF  ELECTED  OFFICIALS

In  a  period  when  an  informed  electorate  is  essential  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  a  society,  if  not  to  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the 
society,  it  is  important  that  the  public  have  access  to  information  that 
would  allow  it  to  evaluate  the  philosophy  and  actions  of  its  elected 
officials. 

Recent  events  would  indicate  that  access  to  such  material  is  rapidly 
becoming  a  vital  concern  of  many  segments  of  our  society.  The  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  for  instance,  noted  on  May  7,  1970  that  students 
at  Stanford  University  intended  to  increase  their  political  activity  by 
"researching  records  of  Congressmen,  to  determine  which  one  to  sup- 
port." l 

The  UCLA  Daily  Bruin  on  May  15,  1970  reported  a  proposal  to 
suspend  classes  for  two  weeks  prior  to  the  election  to  allow  students 
to  involve  themselves  in  meaningful  political  activity.2 

The  Wall  Street  Journal  of  May  15,  1970  reported  that  students 
are  establishing  lobbying  headquarters  in  Washington  and  are  mobi- 
lizing students  "to  help  peace  minded  candidates  in  Congressional 
primaries  and  the  fall  elections."  3 

James  Reston  in  the  New  York  Times  of  May  10,  1970  observed 
that  university  students  had  begun  to  understand  the  difference  be- 
tween political  demonstrations  and  political  organizations  and  would 
begin  their  realistic  view  of  politics  by  active  campaigning  for  peace 
candidates.4 

All  of  these  news  items  imply  a  vast  number  of  people  interested 
in  obtaining  access  to  material  which  would  allow  them  to  evaluate 
candidates  and  the  voting  records  of  elected  officials.  This  access  is 
not,  however,  as  simple  to  achieve  as  it  may  seem.  This  is  not  neces- 
sarily due  to  deliberate  secrecy  or  evasiveness,  but  is  more  likely 
the  result  of  the  total  complexity  of  the  democratic  process  which 
operates  on  a  continual  basis  at  city,  state,  and  federal  levels  of 
government.  The  problem  is  compounded  by  the  serial  method  of 
reportage,  where  the  votes  of  elected  officials  are  reported  in  the  press 
or  official  journals  as  they  occur  and  are  seldom  consolidated  to  show 
the  overall  voting  record  in  a  more  easily  read  fashion. 

There  are,  however,  several  sources  which  consolidate  and  often 
evaluate  this  information,  and  thus  simplify  the  search  for  this  ma- 
terial. Unfortunately,  these  sources  are  often  yearly  or  irregular  fea- 
tures of  periodicals  in  the  field  of  labor  or  political  affairs  and  are 
often  too  specialized  to  be  in  the  collections  of  any  but  the  largest 
libraries.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of  this  material  is  published  by  or- 
ganizations with  specialized  interests,  such  as  labor  unions  and  politi-

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cal  groups,  in  inexpensive  newsletters  and  pamphlets  that  should  not 
be  beyond  the  reach  of  any  library. 

The  origin  and  nature  of  this  material  often  causes  problems  in 
collecting,  since  the  commonly  accepted  principles  governing  selection 
of  library  materials  often  place  undue  emphasis  on  the  overall  value 
of  a  particular  title.  Quite  often,  however,  the  library  serves  as  a 
center  for  disseminating  bits  of  miscellaneous  information.  Unless 
this  aspect  is  sufficiently  recognized  in  a  library's  selection  policy,  a 
library  will  fail  in  one  of  its  most  crucial  roles,  that  of  a  data  center. 

The  procedures  to  be  considered  when  building  a  collection  of  in- 
formation bits  requires  a  different  approach  than  one  which  places  the 
emphasis  on  the  title  as  a  whole.  Some  works  are  of  value  to  a  col- 
lection only  when  considering  some  minor  feature  of  the  work  or  its 
use  in  conjunction  with  other  material. 

For  instance,  smaller  libraries  would  usually  not  require  a  large 
number  of  union  periodicals  in  their  collection  if  the  periodical  is  only 
to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  periodical  collection.  Yet  if  the  peri- 
odical includes  as  a  yearly  feature  some  material  that  is  not  dupli- 
cated elsewhere,  then  the  subscription  becomes  logical,  even  if  each 
issue  except  that  with  the  unique  data  is  discarded  immediately  upon 
receipt. 

Regardless  of  the  reasons  this  material  is  generally  not  readily 
available  and  accessible  in  libraries,  it  only  remains  for  the  interested 
library  to  recognize  the  importance  of  the  material,  to  collect  it  (or 
prevent  its  being  discarded),  and  to  establish  records  identifying  it 
for  easy  accessibility. 

Gathering  some  sort  of  consolidated  voting  data  on  the  local  and 
state  levels  of  government  presents  the  most  difficulty  for  a  library. 
Occasionally,  newspapers  will  print  some  kind  of  comparative  tabula- 
tion. For  instance,  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  on  October  17,  1969 
published  a  tabulation  of  the  votes  on  26  issues  by  five  members  of 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  running  for  re-election,  pro- 
viding the  voter  with  some  sort  of  way  to  initiate  comparison  of  the 
candidates.5 

In  a  similar  vein,  the  San  Francisco  Progress  on  March  4,  1970 
published  an  article  on  the  San  Francisco  environment  which  included 
the  voting  records  of  Supervisors  on  various  issues." 

Another  element  that  can  be  used  to  judge  officials  is  their  attend- 
ance records  at  scheduled  meetings.  Newspapers  frequently  present 
this  data.  The  Los  Angeles  Times  on  May  10,  1970,  for  instance, 
presented  the  City  Council  absenteeism  records  for  each  Councilman 
for  various  months  and  for  a  ten-month  period.7 

Since  published  material  consolidating  voting  records  of  state  and 
local  government  officials  is  infrequently  noted,  libraries  should  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  system  of  recording  voting  data  appearing  in 
published  sources  in  order  to  tabulate  them  in  a  consolidated  and 
thus  more  accessible  form.  This  need  not  be  comprehensive  or  com- 
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plicated ;  only  votes  on  important  issues  need  be  recorded.  Since  pub- 
lications of  local  and  state  governments  are  inadequately  indexed, 
such  a  store  of  data  would  prove  useful  to  the  general  public  as  well 
as  to  members  of  the  press,  television  and  other  media.  It  should  be 
noted  that  in  establishing  such  a  file,  a  library  would  only  record 
votes ;  it  would  not  attempt  to  evaluate  them  as  to  whether  they  were, 
a  right  or  wrong  vote  on  the  issue.  Nevertheless,  merely  recording 
votes  in  a  consolidated,  tabular  fashion  would  simplify  evaluating 
candidates  running  for  re-election. 

The  following  listings  indicate  sources  which  either  evaluate  voting 
records  or  present  them  in  a  consolidated,  tabular  fashion.  These 
listings  are  not  to  be  considered  complete;  they  simply  indicate  a 
sampling  of  the  types  of  organizations  which  provide  voting  datq  on  a 
regular  basis.  The  Congressional  Record  and  other  sources  which  of- 
ficially record  votes  are  omitted,  as  is  the  Commerce  Clearing  House 
Congressional  Index,  which,  while  listing  voting  on  bills,  does  not 
evaluate  or  compile  the  data  in  any  tabulated  or  compressed  form. 

Sources  of  voting  data  for  the  California  Legislature  are  included 
in  order  to  suggest  the  types  of  organizations  libraries  could  contact 
within  their  respective  states. 

In  each  listing,  the  date  of  the  issue  reviewed  has  been  noted.  Since 
such  features  are  usually  published  annually,  it  can  be  safely  assumed, 
that  future  issues  will  continue  to  update  the  data  in  a  format  similar 
to  that  described. 

SOURCES  OF  VOTING  RECORDS— CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATURE 

California  AFL-CIO  News.  California  Labor  Federation,  AFL-CIO, 
995  Market  Street,  San  Francisco,  California.  Weekly.  $3.50 
yearly. 

The  "1969  Legislative  Report"  was  published  as  a  special  supple- 
ment to  the  California  AFL-CIO  News.  This  is  an  overall  survey  of 
the  activities  of  the  legislature.  Those  bills  sponsored  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Labor  Federation  are  noted  in  the  discussion.  No  tabulation  of 
votes  is  given  and  in  the  discussion  of  the  various  measures  few  legis- 
lators are  mentioned  by  name  as  opposing  or  proposing  the  California 
Labor  Federation's  viewpoint. 

However,  a  tabulation  of  voting  records  with  "R"  and  "W"  used 
to  indicate  right  and  wrong  votes  according  to  the  Federation's  posi- 
tion was  published  in  the  Sacramento  Story:  Labor  and  the  Legisla-' 
ture.  Besides  a  summary  of  legislative  action,  votes  were  tabulated  on 
17  Assembly  and  11  Senate  votes  in  the  1965  edition,  the  last  pub- 
lished. Unfortunately,  the  Federation  indicates  that  this  publication 
has  been  indefinitely  suspended. 

An  insert  into  the  "1968  Legislative  Report"  titled  "Voting  Records 
on  Key  California  State  Assembly  and  Senate  Roll  Call  Votes — 1968 
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Regular  Legislative  Session"  did  continue  this  tabulation,  giving  "R" 
and  "W"  on  18  Assembly  roll  calls  and  12  Senate  roll  calls.

Similar  in  format  and  intent  to  the  Congressional  Quarterly  Weekly 
Report.  Monthly  issues  contain  key  legislative  vote  listings  for  the 
Senate  and  the  Assembly  "Y"  and  "N"  on  votes  during  the  month 
on  important  topics.  Actual  votes  are  recorded.  Publication  began  in 
January  1970  with  the  intent  to  provide  "a  new  way  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  constant  flow  of  information  about  what's  happening  in  Cali- 
fornia government."

Voting  records  of  legislators  on  important  bills  in  29  fields  are 
covered.  The  publisher  notes  "the  value  judgments  expressed  are 
those  of  the  Legislative  Survey.  Our  readers  are  encouraged  to  make 
their  own  judgments  as  to  the  performance  of  their  Senators  and 
Assemblymen." 

Environmental  Voting  Index.  Planning  and  Conservation  League, 
909  Twelfth  Street,  Sacramento,  California  95814.  Annual. 
Single  issue,  50^. 

The  report  covering  1970  voting  includes  an  evaluation  of  votes 
on  five  bills  in  the  Senate  and  seven  in  the  Assembly.  "Good"  and 
"Bad"  are  used  to  indicate  how  the  Planning  and  Conservation 
League  evaluated  the  vote.  Measures  such  as  offshore  drilling,  beach 
and  river  access,  lead  in  gasoline,  and  rapid  transit  are  evaluated. 

FCL  Newsletter.  Friends  Committee  on  Legislation  of  California, 
2160  Lake  Street,  San  Francisco,  California  94121.

The  issue  includes  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  major  bills  under  categories  such  as  education,  equal- 
ity, criminal  justice,  and  health  and  welfare,  indicating  the  action 
taken  on  the  bills  and  including  in  many  cases  references  to  the 
groups  that  either  opposed  or  sponsored  the  bills.  Votes  on  selected 
issues  for  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate  are  tabulated.  Ten  votes  are 
tabulated  for  the  Assembly  and  ten  votes  for  the  Senate.  "Y"  and 
"N"  are  used  to  indicate  the  actual  vote.  Evaluation  of  the  vote 
from  any  point  of  view  is  not  attempted.  The  tabulation  notes  "Do 
not  use  this  voting  record  as  a  guide  to  whether  a  legislator  is  'good' 
or  'bad.'  Any  voting  record  must  be  used  with  caution.  It  cannot  tell 
why  a  legislator  voted  as  he  did.  It  does  not  tell  what  he  did  about 
the  bill  before  the  floor  vote,  in  committee  or  behind  closed  doors. 
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The  most  critical  part  of  the  legislative  process  is  the  committer 
work — and  few  recorded  votes  are  taken  there."  The  votes  are  com- 
piled not  to  indicate  good  or  bad  votes  but  "as  a  starting  point  foi 
discussions  of  the  issues,  hopefully  for  discussion  with  the  legislators 
themselves." 

The  votes  tabulated  are  those  on  bills  representative  of  FCL 
concerns,  such  as  tuition  charges  for  university  students,  removing 
marijuana  from  a  narcotics  classification,  sealing  of  minors'  drunk 
driving  records,  tenants'  rights,  boosting  aid  for  dependent  childrer 
allowances,  proclaiming  UN  Day,  expanding  child  care  centers,  etc

This  reprints  the  compilation  of  voting  prepared  by  the  Friends 
Committee  on  Legislation  which  is  described  as  "the  only  'people 
oriented'  group  that  keeps  a  full-time  lobbyist  in  the  Capitol  yeai 
round." 

The  December  1969  issue  reprinted  the  "Votes  on  Selected  Issues 
1969"  for  the  California  Legislature.  Only  the  tabulated  votes  are 
reprinted.  The  discussion  of  issues  and  of  bills  that  did  not  reach  the 
voting  stage  is  not  reprinted.

The  issue  covering  votes  of  the  1970  session  of  the  Legislature  in- 
cludes a  record  of  eighteen  votes  in  the  Senate  and  sixteen  in  thei 
Assembly.  The  NAACP  position  on  the  measures  is  indicated  and  a 
table  lists  the  actual  votes,  with  a  summary  of  right  and  wrong  votes 
according  to  the  NAACP  position  for  each  legislator. 

Selected  for  analysis  are  measures  of  interest  to  the  NAACP  suchi 
as  decentralization  of  the  Los  Angeles  School  District,  police-corn-, 
munity  relations,  establishment  of  Black  American  Day,  wage  attach- 
ments, the  eighteen-year-old  vote,  and  school  busing.

This 
publication  is  "an  analysis  and  statistical  evaluation  of  the  voting 
records  of  Members  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  over  specific 
periods  of  years."  It  records  votes  on  those  legislative  measures  which 
have  a  "significant  bearing  on  the  preservation  of  the  spirit  and  prin- 
ciples of  the  Constitution." 
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The  areas  of  interest  the  index  covers  are  those  for  safeguarding 
the  rights  of  the  individual,  for  sound  money,  for  a  private,  competi- 
tive market,  for  local  self-government,  for  private  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  the  means  of  production,  for  individual  liberty,  rights  and 
responsibility,  for  strengthening  national  sovereignty. 

17  issues  for  the  House  and  16  issues  for  the  Senate  are  used  in 
the  evaluation.  "P"  and  "M"  are  used  to  indicate  plus  and  minus 
if  the  vote  was  for  or  against  a  policy  which  would  safeguard  or 
strengthen  rights  and  guarantees  based  upon  Constitutional  prin- 
ciples. 

Summary  tables  group  the  votes  into  the  broader  areas  of  interest 
and  a  single  figure  representing  the  ACA  Consistency  Index  is  ar- 
rived at. 

Occasional  special  issues  are  published.  A  1964  publication  pro- 
vided a  similar  analysis  of  President  Johnson's  voting  record  during 
his  last  six  years  as  a  U.S.  Senator,  1955  through  1960.

The  January  1970  issue  includes  "The  Ninety-First  Congress  First 
Session  Voting  Record."  In  presenting  its  tabulation,  ADA  World 
notes  that  "it  is,  of  course,  no  measure  of  a  legislator's  creative  ability 
or  the  diligence  with  which  he  performs  his  work  in  committee,"  but  a 
record  of  votes  which  the  ADA  believes  to  be  in  harmony  with  liberal 
policies. 

A  system  of  pluses  and  minuses  is  used  to  arrive  at  a  liberal  quo- 
tient. Selected  issues  such  as  the  nuclear  test  ban  treaty,  the  Otepka 
nomination,  selective  service  reform,  and  cigarette  labeling  are  used. 
In  the  issue  cited,  15  votes  are  used  for  the  House  of  Representatives' 
evaluation  and  18  votes  are  used  for  the  Senate  to  arrive  at  the  liberal 
quotient.

Issues 
used  for  Congressmen  include  the  21 -day  rule,  rent  supplement,  model 
cities,  teachers'  aid,  food  stamps,  etc.  Issues  for  Senators  include  votes 
on  filibusters,  rent  supplement,  drugs. 

A  system  of  pluses  and  minuses  is  used  to  indicate  votes  for  or 
against  "your  interests." 

AFL-CIO  News.  AFL-CIO  Headquarters,  815  16th  Street,  N.  W., 
Washington,  D.  C.  20006.  Weekly.  $2.00  yearly. 
The  January  17,  1970  issue  reports  on  the  91st  Congress.  Congress- 
men are  judged  on  ten  key  issues,  Senators  on  eleven.  A  "R"'  and 
"W"  indicate  an  evaluation  of  the  vote  on  the  basis  of  the  position 
the  AFL-CIO  took. 
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The  tabulation  notes:   "A  congressman  or  senator  may  claim  hei 
supported  labor's  position  because  he  voted  for  final  passage  of  a  bilL  $ 
But  in  most  cases,  the  key  vote  was  on  an  amendment  that  would  $i 
have  seriously  weakened  or  greatly  improved  the  bill.  The  votes  usedj 
here  are  those  considered  most  significant."

The  California  Congressional  Recognition  Project  was  organized 
in  1955  "to  increase  public  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the 
work  of  the  California  members  of  the  United  States  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives and  to  direct  attention  to  specific  instances  of  outstand- 
ing service."  The  reports  on  each  representative  are  the  product  of 
the  collective  views  and  judgment  of  California  citizens  of  a  "broad, 
range  of  political  philosophies." 

Each  Congressman  is  covered  in  an  essay  of  about  a  page.  "Facts 
are  provided  concerning  their  party  affiliation,  the  districts  they  rep-( 
resent,  their  personal  careers,  their  prior  service  in  public  office,  and 
the  committee  assignments  they  held  in  the  second  session  of  the 
Ninetieth  Congress.  In  addition,  there  are  included  some  brief  re- 
views of  the  principal  activities  of  each  Congressman,  with  emphasis 
upon  the  1968  session."

Article  1.     General   Provisions 

20100.  Scope.  The  regulations  contained  in  Subchapter  2  of 
Chapter  2  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code  shall  imple- 
ment Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

20101.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  subchapter: 

(a)  "The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963"  means  Chapter  1.5 
of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

(b)  "Affiliated  library"  means  any  library  operated  by  a  city  or  dis- 
trict, the  tangible  property  of  which  is  also  subject  to  taxation  in  sup 
port  of  county  library  service. 

(c)  "Establishment  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Educa 
tion  Code  Section  27144. 

(d)  "Per  capita  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27145.5. 

(e)  "Provisional  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27146. 

(f)  "Provisional  system"  means  a  library  or  libraries  receiving  a 
provisional  grant. 

(g)  "Unserved  county"  means  a  county  which  does  not  operate  a 
library  and  which  does  not  contract  with  another  public  agency  for 
library  service  through  branches  or  other  extension  outlets. 

Article  2.      Library  Systems 

20150.  Elements  of  a  "Library  System."  As  used  in  this  subchap- 
ter and  where  used  in  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code, 
"library  system"  shall  mean  one  or  more  libraries  providing  the  follow- 
ing basic  elements  of  library  service,  involving  but  not  necessarily  lim- 
ited to  book  and  periodical  resources: 

(a)  The  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated 
or  in  a  coordinated  manner. 

(b)  The  organization  of  materials  for  use,  including  cataloguing, 
classification,  and  physical  preparation,  in  a  consolidated  or  in  a  co- 
ordinated manner. 

(c)  The  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  with  the  return  of  such 
materials  unrestricted  as  to  service  outlet. 

(d)  Reference  and  research,  including  assistance  to  users  by  li- 
brary staff,  consolidated  or  coordinated  where  necessary  to  provide 
the  maximum  utilization  of  the  total  resources  of  all  participating 
libraries.

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(e)  The  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among  all 
service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  a 
method  by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specific 
holdings  of  other  participating  libraries. 

20151.  Plans  of  Service.  To  qualify  for  grants  pursuant  to  The 
3ublic  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  a  system  must  meet  the  minimum 
equirements  set  forth  in  Education  Code  Section  27131.  A  plan  of 
lervice  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  grant  as  required  in  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  shall  include  all  of  the  services

20152.  Formation  of  a  Library  System.  An  existing  library  sys- 
tem shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  system  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  until  it  has  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions contained  in  Education  Code  Section  27126. 

20153.  Participation  by  Libraries  Not  Eligible  for  Grants.  A  li- 
Hbrary  which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  local  support  contained 

in  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and  (g)  or  Section  20310  (e)  of 
jthis  subchapter  may,  with  the  consent  of  all  other  members,  become  a 
ijmember  of  a  library  system,  and  may  participate  in  the  services  pro-

(c)  "Equal  access"  shall  mean  that  all  of  the  services  of  each  li 
brary  in  a  system  are  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of  th<  }j 
area  served  by  the  system.  If  after  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year 

a  member  library  finds  an  imbalance  of  service  and  wishes  to  negotiate 
agreements  or  exchange  of  funds  or  establish  individual  user  fees  th< 
system   shall   amend   its   plan   of  service  to  incorporate   the  proposec,  «. 
changes. 

(d)  "New  book  titles"  shall  mean  individual  titles,  new  to  the  sys; 
tern  and  currently  useful. 

(e)  "Program  for  the  maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for  ref 
erence  use  of  periodicals"  shall  mean  a  systemwide  program,  coordi 
nated  among  the  various  units  of  the  system,  and  providing  a  means  oi 
access  to  all  such  back  files  and  indexes  by  all  residents  of  the  are? 
served  by  the  system. 

(f)  "Capital  expenditures,"  which  are  to  be  excluded  from  the  com 
putation  of  operating  expenses,  in  accordance  with  Education  Code 
Section  27131  (f),  as  the  term  is  used  in  said  section,  shall  mean  funds 
expended  for  land  and  buildings,  including  remodeling,  the  initial  pur- 
chase of  furniture  and  equipment  for  such  buildings,  and  school  library 
services. 

(g)  "Assessed   valuation   of   the   area   served"   shall   mean   the   asij 
sessed  valuation  of  all  property,  secured  and  unsecured,  upon  which 
local  taxes  are  levied  for  the  support  of  a  given  library.  The  assessed 
valuation  shall  be  equivalent  to  that  used  for  the  purpose  of  subjecting;! 
such  property  to  such  local  taxes. 

(h)  "Funds  from  local  sources"  as  used  in  Education  Code  Section' 
27131  (f )  and  (g)  shall  include  tax  funds  levied  and  expended  by  localij 
public  agencies  for  public  library  purposes  as  well  as  other  local  funds 
expended  for  public  library  purposes.  However,  where  one  public  agency 
maintaining  a  public  librae  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public 
agency  which  also  maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  in  ex-J 
change  for  the  payment  of  which  the  latter  public  agency  provides  free; 
public  library  service  to  certain  residents  of  the  area  from  which  the) 
former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public  library  purposes,  any! 
funds  so  paid  by  any  such  former  public  agency  to  any  such  latter 
public  agency  for  the  purposes  mentioned  shall  be  taken  into  account 
only  once  and  the  former  public  agency  alone  shall  be  credited  with' 
having  paid  such  funds. 

(i)   "Subscriptions"  shall  mean  titles. 

20201.  Population  Count  Where  Residents  Served  by  Another 
Public  Agency.  Where  one  public  agency  maintaining  a  public  li-i 
brary  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public  agency  which  also* 
maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  for  the  purposes,  in  the 
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Iianner,  and  under  the  conditions,  expressed  in  Section  20200  (h),  the 
esidents  of  the  area  from  which  the  former  public  agency  collects 
axes  for  public  library  purposes,  to  which  residents  the  latter  public 
gency  provides  free  public  library  service,  shall  be  considered  a  popula- 
vi«  ion  of  the  former  public  agency  only  where  a  population  count  is  neces- 
ary  in  connection  with  the  making  of  grants. 

20202.  Expenditure  Year.  The  minimum  expenditure  of  funds 
j|rom  local  sources  as  required  by  Education  Code  Section  27133  (f) 
,nd  (g)  shall  be  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  that  in  which  an  appli- 
ation  for  a  grant  is  made.  The  actual  expenditure  of  local  funds  for 
ibrary  purposes  shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  public 
igency,  upon  a  form  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  provisions  of 
his  section  and  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f )  and  (g)  shall  not 
pply  to  a  library  established  in  an  unserved  county. 


20203.  Per  Capita  Expenditures.  In  computing  the  per  capita 
■xpenditures  from  local  funds  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
27131  and  by  this  subchapter,  the  population  of  the  area  served  by  a 
ibrary  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  from  local  sources  were  ex- 
bended  shall  be  based  upon  one  of  the  following  official  sources,  which- 
ever was  the  most  recent  at  the  beginning  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year: 

(a)  The  latest  decennial  census  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce ;  or 

(b)  A  special  census  taken  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce ;  or 

(c)  An  estimate  prepared  by  the  California  State  Department  of 
Finance,  Budget  Division,  Financial  and  Population  Kesearch 
Section. 


20204.  Affiliated  Libraries.  A  library  affiliated  with  a  county  li- 
brary may  elect  to  participate  jointly  with  the  county  library  for  es- 
tablishment grants  or  per  capita  grants.  In  such  a  joint  application  the 
combined  expenditures  of  the  affiliated  library  and  the  county  library 
shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  qualifications  of  both  li- 
braries under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and  (g). 

Article  4.     Grants 

20250.  Purpose.  An  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
ipose  of  implementing  a  plan  of  service  for  a  previously  unserved 
■county,  or  a  plan  which  involves  two  or  more  libraries,  or  two  or  more 
[library  systems  as  defined  in  Education  Code  Section  27125. 

20251.  Consolidation.  If  two  or  more  public  agencies  wish  to 
consolidate  their  libraries  into  a  single  library  an  establishment  grant 
'for  each  such  agency  may  be  made  for  this  purpose,  pursuant  to  Edu- 
cation   Code  Section  27144  even  though  one  or  more  of  the  libraries 

does  not  qualify  individually  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f) 
'or  (g)  or  Section  20310  (e)  of  this  subchapter,  provided  that  the  re- 
| suiting  consolidated  library  shall  qualify  under  Education  Code  Section 
J 27131   (f)   or  (g)  or  Section  20310  (e)  of  this  subchapter  as  a  library 

system  or  part  of  a  qualifying  library  system  under  The  Public  Library 

Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter.

20252.  Capital  Expenditures.  An  establishment  grant  may  b< 
used  for  the  acquisition  of  land  or  buildings,  or  the  construction  oli 
buildings,  or  the  remodeling  of  existing  buildings,  but  only  if  such  imJ 
provements  are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  service  or  services  t( 
the  entire  area  to  be  served  by  the  system  or  are  necessary  to  a  con 
solidation  made  pursuant  to  Section  20251. 

20253.  Limitations.  An  establishment  grant  shall  not  be  made  tc 
implement  a  plan  of  service  involving  only  a  single  public  agency  excepl 
where  such  agency  establishes  or  extends  service  to  a  previously  un 
served  county  and  where  such  establishment  or  extension  is  a  part  of  g 
plan  of  service  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library 
Services  Act  of  1963. 

20254.  Renewal  of  Grants.  Establishment  grants  for  each  library 
that  has  participated  in  forming  a  library  system  will  be  paid  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  for  each  such  library,  unless  otherwise  limited  by 
the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27133  (b),  both  in  the  firsl 
year  of  establishment  and  in  the  second  year,  provided  said  system  con-i 
tinues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Services 
Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  unavail- 
able. 

20300.  Population.  In  computing  the  population  of  the  area 
served  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  total  amount  of  the  grant 
as  provided  in  Education  Code  Section  27145.5  the  sources  set  forth  in 
Section  20203  shall  be  used.  Whichever  source  of  population  figure  is 
used  shall  be  that  which  is  most  recent  as  of  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  the  application  for  a  grant  is  made.  More  than  one  per  capita 
grant  shall  not  be  made  simultaneously  with  respect  to  persons  resi- 
dent in  any  given  area. 

20301.  Population  Per  Square  Mile.  In  computing  the  average 
population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served  by  a  library  system  orj 
portion  thereof,  in  the  event  that  the  size  of  such  area  is  not  readilyM 
ascertainable  from  official  sources,  the  average  population  per  square  I 
mile  of  the  area  in  question  within  a  given  county  shall  be  deemed! 
to  be  the  same  as  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  countyfl 
as  a  whole. 

20302.  Renewal  of  Grants.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State  Li-j 
brarian  to  renew  annually  the  per  capita  grant  made  for  a  system, Si 
provided  said  system  continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  suffi-' 
cient  funds  are  unavailable.  Award  of  an  establishment  grant  shall  not 
of  itself  guarantee  the  subsequent  award  of  per  capita  grants. 


Article  5.     Provisional  Systems 

20310.  Interim  Standards,  in  order  that  there  be  reasonable  as-> 
sura  nee  that  a  provisional  system  proposed  for  grants  under  Education 
Code  Section  27146  can  attain  all  of  the  minimum  standards  required1 
within  a  four-year  period,  the  provisional  system  must  meet  interim 
minimum  standards  as  stated  in  this  section.  The  four-year  period  shallj 
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egin  on  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  system  is  established  or 
ecomes  provisional.  The  following  interim  minimum  standards  must 
e  met  by  the  provisional  system  at  the  time  of  application  : 

(a)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  annual 
addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  200,000  vol- 
umes, 40,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten 
years. 

(b)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase annually  of  400  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(c)  The  provisional  library  system  having  less  than  75  population 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the 
annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  100,- 
000  volumes,  30,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the 
past  ten  years. 

(d)  The  provisional  library  system  having  under  75  population 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the 
purchase  annually  of  at  least  200  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(e)  The  library  or  libraries  participating  shall  have  expended 
funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses  excluding  capi- 
tal expenditures  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the 
following  minimums.  whichever  is  less: 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  rate  of  ten  cents 
($0.10)  on  each  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  the  area  served  by  the  library  as  shown  by  the  equal- 
ized assessment  role  of  such  areas  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year ;  or 

(2)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  capita  in  the  area  served  by  the 
library. 

20311.  Limitation.  A  public  agency  or  agencies  comprising  a 
>rovisional  library  system  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  provisional 
rants  under  Education  Code  Section  27146  for  more  than  four  con- 
ecutive  years. 

Article  6.     Reports 

20325.  Periodic  Reports.  Written  contracts  entered  into  between 
he  respective  public  agencies  and  the  State  Librarian  for  the  payment 
>f  grants  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  27132  shall  specify  that 
mch  public  agencies  shall  submit  to  the  State  Librarian  annual  progress 
Sports  on  progress  made  in  implementing  the  plan  of  service,  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Librarian. 

20326.  Special  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  may  require  any 
oublic  agency  or  library  system,  as  a  condition  to  receiving  any  future 
[payments,  to  supply  such  additional  information  as  the  State  Librarian 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  The  Public  Li- 
brary Services  Ad  of  1963  and  this  subchapter. 

Article  7.     Applications 

J  20350.  Forms.  Applications  for  all  grants  shall  be  made,  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  Plans  of  service  must  accompany  ini- 
tial applications  for  grants. 
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20351.  Filing  Dates,  (a)  Applications  for  grants  received  by  thi 
State  Librarian  by  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each  fiscal  year  shal 
be  considered  during  October  of  each  respective  fiscal  year  with  respec 
to  grants  made. 

(b)  A  statement  of  continued  eligibility  on  a  form  prescribed  anc 
supplied  by  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  required  of  the  library  systen 
for  subsequent  grants.  Such  a  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Stat< 
Librarian  within  sufficient  time  that  it  is  received  by  the  State  Li 
brarian  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September  in  the  fiscal  year  foi 
which  the  grant  is  to  be  made. 

(c)  Applications  for  grants  received  by  the  State  Librarian  after  th( 
expiration  of  the  applicable  filing  date  for  grants  may  be  approved  ij 
sufficient  funds  are  available. 

20352.  Amendments  to  a  Plan  of  Service.  If  a  library  systen 
desires  to  amend  its  plan  of  service,  amendments  to  that  plan  shall  be 
filed  with  the  State  Librarian  for  approval  on  or  before  the  30th  day. 
of  September.  Amendments  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Educa 
tion  Code  Section  27126. 

Article  8.     Payment  of  Funds 

20400.  Claims.  Any  payment  of  funds  to  a  public  agency  pur 
suant  to  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter 
shall  be  made  only  upon  a  claim  presented  by  such  agency  to  the  State 
Librarian  on  a  form  provided  by  him. 

20401.  Payments.  All  funds  paid  to  a  public  agency  pursuant  tc 
The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter  shall  be 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  period  in  which  expenditures  are  to  be' 
made  by  such  agency,  whether  it  be  quarterly,  annually,  or  otherwise, 
according  to  the  type  of  grant,  the  amount  of  each  such  payment  to  bf 
stated  in  the  contract  between  such  public  agency  and  the  State  Li 
brarian.  Each  cooperative  library  system  shall  designate  one  fiscal, 
agent  for  the  system.

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The  Past,  Present  and  Future  of  Title  IV-A 

Phyllis  I.  Dalton 

I  could  begin  this  talk  this  morning  by  saying  that  we  did  not  have 
enough  funding  in  the  past,  we  do  not  have  enough  funding  in  the 
present,  and  I  do  not  anticipate  enough  funding  in  the  future  to  make 
any  significant  change.  However,  I  won't.  Better  I  should  say  I  shall 
talk  about  "the  shape  of  the  future"  in  institutional  library  service. 
I  know  I  have  a  reputation  for  saying  that  money  is  the  most  needed 
ingredient  in  library  service.  Just  the  other  day  I  wrote  a  letter  to  an 
administrator  in  another  state  agency  about  a  service  he  wanted  us 
to  perform.  He  said  in  the  meeting  we  had  subsequently,  "There  is 
one  idea  that  comes  out  loud  and  clear  in  Phyllis'  letter — MONEY." 

My  reason  for  making  that  the  most  needed  ingredient  is  that  we 
have  the  other  ingredients  already — creativity,  commitment,  love  of 
service,  intellectualism  and  on  and  on.  Right  in  this  room  we  have 
quantities  of  all  the  ingredients  that  are  needed,  but  we  must  have 
funding  to  make  all  of  this  go. 

I  shall  not  really  talk  about  all  of  the  projects  in  California  that 
we  have  had  under  Title  IV-A.  The  people  who  know  the  most  about 
those  projects  are  you,  and  if  I  need  to  fill  in  the  chinks  later,  I  shall 
do  so  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

With  so  little  funding  to  fill  such  a  need — $39,509 — we  do  of 
course  have  to  set  priorities,  all  of  us.  We  are  living  in  a  space  age 
but  I  fear  that  some  of  our  hospital  and  institutional  libraries  are  not 
yet  in  that  space  age.  You  are  not  living  in  the  past  but  you  just  can't 
take  that  giant  step  into  the  future  that  you  need.  I  read  recently  that 
Dr.  von  Braun  is  a  space-age  Renaissance  man.  In  the  year  1969  a 
humanist  like  von  Braun  virtually  was  required  to  address  himself 
to  the  question  of  national  priorities.  Specifically,  in  the  midst  of  our 
celebration  over  landing  man  on  the  moon  for  the  first  time  in  history, 
he  said  he  did  not  question  the  sincerity  of  the  people  who  ask 
"Shouldn't  this  money  for  space  be  spent  to  fight  poverty?"  But  he 
did  disagree  with  their  implications  that  space-poverty  is  an  "either- 
or"  proposition,  that  money  actually  could  be  switched  from  one 
pocket  to  another,  or  that  poverty-curing  would  be  a  nobler,  more 
worthwhile  goal. 

We,  too,  must  set  our  priorities,  and  not  in  an  either-or  concept, 
but  rather  in  the  climate  of  a  consideration  of  alternatives.  We  need 
less  a  transfer  of  dollars  from  a  program  like  the  space  program  than 
we  need  a  transfer  of  spirit  from  the  space  program  to  other  pro- 
grams. Could  not  the  lessons  in  achievement  born  of  specific  goals 
set  and  to  be  reached  within  a  definite  time  period  be  applied  to 
political  and  social  fields?  To  your  own  field?  We  must  all  be  innova- 
tors— with  or  without  funding,  but  preferably  with. 

Mrs.  Dalton  is  Assistant  State  Librarian,  California  State  Library.  Her  talk  was 
given  at  a  meeting  of  the  Hospital  and  Institutions  Division,  California  Library 
Association,  in  October,  1970. 
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You  in  the  hospital  and  institutional  libraries  need  to  take  libraries 
to  the  people — the  people  your  institution  serves.  Those  of  us  who 
have  a  choice  of  libraries  and  library  services  are  in  a  different  situa- 
tion from  those  who  are  hospitalized  or  institutionalized. 

Factors  that  you  must  take  into  consideration  in  developing  plans 
under  Title  IV-A  or  any  library  program  include  the  assurance  that 
you  have  the  staff  to  do  the  job- — professional  or  not,  they  must  have 
the  competency  to  do  the  job.  The  bibliotherapy  program  at  Agnews 
State  Hospital  was  a  beautiful  plan  and  one  that  we  were  happy  to 
fund  under  Title  IV-A,  but  without  the  dedicated  staff  who  could  also 
implement  a  plan,  that  program  would  not  have  been  the  demon- 
strated success  that  it  was  and  is.  In  talking  about  competent  staff, 
I  am  not  talking  about  the  traditional  library  competency  necessarily ; 
I  am  talking  about  whatever  competency  is  uniquely  needed  to  put 
the  innovative  program  into  operation — it  might  be  a  Spanish-lan- 
guage story-teller.  Too  often  the  traditional  methods  of  planning  and 
evaluation  are  used:  1.  circulation,  2.  health  standards.  You  need  to 
work  with  all  media — I  trust  that  books  are  included  under  media — 
but  you  need  films,  tapes,  cassettes,  records,  EVR,  TV,  whatever  is 
needed  to  communicate  with  the  people  you  serve. 

The  recent  book  Libraries  at  Large,  based  on  the  findings  of  the 
National  Advisory  Commission,  says  that  LCSA  Title  IV-A  will  help 
to  meet  the  learning  needs  of  the  institutionalized — people  too  often 
neglected  in  library  service.  In  1966  it  was  noted  that  only  about  one 
million  volumes  were  available  for  all  the  inmates  of  penal  or  cor- 
rectional institutions.  By  accepted  standards  this  number  of  inmates 
should  have  some  2.1  million  professionally  selected  volumes. 

They  go  on  to  ask,  what  does  the  future  hold  for  this  federal  pro- 
gram? The  actions  of  Congress  are  of  course  crucial.  It  can  be  said, 
however,  that  a  core  of  experience  has  been  built  in  programs  aiding 
library  resources  in  this  country.  This  can  be  the  basis  for  expanded 
programs.  Your  successful  programs  will  demonstrate  that  the  funds 
are  well  used  and  are  needed. 

Of  course,  I  don't  think  that  you  should  be  considering  just  Title 
IV-A,  even  though  that  is  the  title  specifically  designed  for  hospitals 
and  institutions.  I  think  you  need  to  look  at  the  entire  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  and  at  all  federal  programs  and  any  place 
else  that  you  can  get  help ! 

Because  I  have  just  a  few  minutes  today,  I  shall  confine  my  talk 
to  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  As  you  know,  there  is 
a  Title  III  of  this  Act  which  also  is  not  lavishly  funded  but  it  is  there. 
Title  III  is  to  fund  interlibrary  cooperation.  As  you  may  know,  there 
is  a  beautiful  program  in  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  Sys- 
tem, a  public  library  system  funded  under  the  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act,  a  state  act.  Within  the  area  served  by  that  system  are  some 
of  the  state  institutions  represented  in  this  room.  They  are  working 
with  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  under  a  Title  III 
grant  to  the  system  and  are  working  with  community  colleges,  the 
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University  of  California,  law  libraries,  special  libraries  and  all.  In 
addition  the  Atascadero  State  Hospital  has  a  contract  with  the  San 
Luis  Obispo  County  Library  for  service.  All  tied  in  together  make  a 
beautiful  whole. 

The  North  State  Cooperative  Library  System  is  moving  in  that 
direction  also  and  will  take  in  all  libraries  in  northern  California 
above  Sacramento.  Systems  of  libraries  working  together  can  provide 
better  service  to  all.  By  developing  and  implementing  the  Master 
Plan  for  Total  Library  Services  adopted  by  the  California  Library 
Association  last  year,  your  own  programs  are  enhanced. 

What  about  Title  IV- A  in  California?  We  have  not  employed  a 
Title  IV  consultant,  so  that  much  of  your  planning  has  had  to  be 
on  your  own  time  and  with  your  own  thoughts.  Should  we  be  able  to 
find  the  right  person  at  the  right  time,  we  shall  employ  such  a  con- 
sultant, but  in  the  meantime  we  shall  continue  to  let  you  sink  or 
swim.  We  always  have  a  request  for  this  consultant  in  our  state 
budget,  but  as  usual  this  is  not  the  year. 

Institutional  interest  is  represented  on  our  advisory  committee  for 
LSCA  by  Mr.  Roland  Wood  of  the  institution  at  Corona.  Mr.  Wood 
is  very  library-minded.  There  has  been  no  librarian  in  his  institution 
for  quite  some  time  so  he  is  working  with  the  Inland  Library  System 
and  specifically  with  the  Corona  Public  Library  to  develop  a  plan 
for  improved  library  service.  We  have  placed  the  funds  out  in  the 
state — Agnews  State  Hospital  Library  has  had  a  grant  for  the  now 
famous  Bibliotherapy  Project  for  which  funds  were  first  granted  in 
1968.  Probably  never  has  so  much  been  done  with  so  little  funding 
but  with  such  creative  ability  and  dedication. 

The  Atascadero  State  Hospital  Library  Reciprocal  Cooperative 
Program  was  first  funded  in  1968.  This  is  the  contract  with  the  San 
Luis  Obispo  County  Library.  I  am  sure  that  we  have  more  than  re- 
ceived our  money's  worth,  and  have  developed  a  continuing  interest 
between  the  public  libraries  and  the  institution  libraries  that  will  in- 
creasingly improve  library  service  in  the  institutions  and  hospitals. 

The  Expanded  Library  Services  to  Conservation  Camps  provided 
through  the  California  Conservation  Center  in  Susanville  has  with  a 
small  amount  of  money  added  somewhat  to  that  1966  figure  of  one 
million  volumes  I  quoted  earlier.  The  cooperation  between  Lassen 
County  Library  and  the  Washoe  County  Library  in  Nevada  under  a 
Title  III  contract  is  something  to  be  admired!  Again,  little  money 
here,  well  invested,  has  done  much  to  improve  library  service. 

The  Developmental  Program  for  Recreational  Reading  at  the  Cali- 
fornia Men's  Colony,  Los  Padres,  Inmates  Library  has  added  to 
the  total  resources  available.  The  amount  of  funding  is  small  but  the 
investment  again  has  paid  off  in  improved  service,  and  Mr.  White  is 
working  with  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  under 
Title  III  as  is  Mrs.  Marie  Logan  of  Atascadero. 

The  California  Rehabilitation  Center  Library  program  with  Corona 
Public  Library  is  being  funded  with  little  money — I  am  speaking  of 
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less  than  $5,000  per  year  when  I  speak  of  little  money — but  is  pro- 
viding library  service  to  the  Center  through  the  Corona  Public 
Library  and  the  Inland  Library  System. 

The  Correctional  Training  Facility,  Soledad,  has  a  small  funding 
for  upgrading  the  quantity  and  quality  of  available  recreational  li- 
brary material.  You  will  realize,  I  trust,  that  the  librarians  did  not 
ask  for  small  funding.  We  found  it  necessary  in  some  cases  to  reduce 
from  $37,000  to  $3,500.  Money  is  that  short — but  again  the  librarians 
with  the  small  amount  of  funds  have  invested  the  money  well  to  pro- 
vide better  service  to  inmates  and  patients. 

The  In-Depth  Book  Collection  Project  with  the  Metropolitan  State 
Hospital  was  an  excellent  project.  I  was  especially  pleased  with  this 
because  the  books  purchased  with  the  funding  were  processed  at  the 
processing  center  of  the  California  State  Library.  This  meant  that  the 
books  arrived  completely  processed  and  were  available  for  use  very 
shortly  after  arrival.  Again,  this  was  low  funding  with  high  dividends. 

The  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County  Los  Guilucos  School  for  Girls 
Bookmobile  Project  has  been  a  fascinating  project  that  took  off  from 
the  first.  We  have  not  really  achieved  our  goal  in  that  project  but  we 
are  giving  service.  Everyone  is  learning  from  this  project. 

Each  of  these  projects  is  innovative  and  each  differs  from  the 
others.  Each  will  be  worked  into  the  existing  pattern  of  the  institution 
or  hospital  and  will  be  supported  at  some  level  with  state  or  other 
funds.  But  let  me  tell  you  of  those  which  we  have  not  been  able  to 
fund:  a  college  program  reserve  reading  list;  a  language  laboratory; 
a  minorities  culture  project;  an  inservice  training  program;  a  video- 
tape recording  center;  a  Spanish  Language  Library;  a  music  appreci- 
ation center;  a  college  library;  a  listening  center;  a  Latin  American 
Library;  an  occupational  guidance  center;  study  carrels;  a  library 
improvement  project;  increased  availability  of  library  service;  a 
project  to  update  a  professional  library;  a  feasibility  study  of  pa- 
tients' library  service;  a  patients'  library  development  plan;  a  com- 
munity health  information  center  for  northwestern  California;  an  ex- 
panded selected  book  collection;  an  audio  center  for  the  mentally 
retarded;  strengthening  existing  collections;  a  visiting  library  service 
for  retarded  patients;  an  expansion  of  ward  library  services;  an  ex- 
pansion of  library  services  in  a  five-year  program. 

The  total  amount  of  money  needed  over  a  two-year  period  for  these 
projects  is  $233,590.97.  Not  that  we  could  have  funded  all  of  these 
had  we  had  the  funds,  but  this  is  a  sampling  of  expressed  needs.  Of 
those,  12  were  from  the  Department  of  Corrections;  4  from  the 
Youth  Authority;  and  10  from  Mental  Hygiene. 

Three  hopeful  projects  with  which  I  have  been  associated  are: 

1.  The  Association  of  Hospital  and  Institution  Libraries  Special 
Projects  Committee,  of  which  I  have  been  chairman.  This  committee 
held  a  special  two-day  meeting  in  Chicago  and  developed  plans  for 
the  future  of  institutional  libraries — hopefully  to  take  them  forward. 
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The  AHIL  Executive  Board  adopted  the  recommendations  at  the 
annual  ALA  Conference  in  1969. 

2.  I  have  been  on  the  advisory  committee  which  developed  the 
"Standards  for  Library  Service  in  Health  Care  Institutions"  which 
was  recently  published.  These  standards  are,  of  course,  not  the  final 
answer;  but  they  are  a  step  in  the  direction  of  moving  health  care 
institution  library  service  forward.  If  you  are  looking  for  statisics 
in  these  standards,  you  will  not  find  them;  but  you  will,  I  believe, 
find  standards  which,  when  met,  can  and  will  improve  library  service 
in  health  care  institutions.  I  appreciated  very  much  the  help  that  I 
received  from  members  of  the  California  Library  Association  Hos- 
pital and  Institutions  Division  in  the  development  of  these  standards. 
The  standards  for  correctional  insitutions  are  also  being  revised  and 
I  have  been  involved  in  that  revision. 

3.  The  third  project,  which  is  of  great  interest  to  me,  is  the  de- 
velopment of  a  manual  for  library  service  to  patients.  I  am  on  the 
ALA  Advisory  Committee  for  the  development  and  publication  of  this 
manual. 

What  of  the  future?  The  immediate  future  is  more  of  the  same 
funding.  I  am  not  sure  how  proposals  will  be  requested  and  projects 
funded.  With  a  small  amount  of  funding  it  means  that  many  people 
do  much  work  with  little  return  when  we  just  open  the  doors  and  say 
"send  us  proposals."  We  know  the  need,  but  we  have  only  so  much 
money,  and  we  must  build  on  strength  and  plan  where  it  is  most 
likely  to  produce  results. 

As  you  know,  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  ends  on 
June  30,  1971,  and  if  the  program  is  to  continue,  there  must  be  legis- 
lation. Bills  are  now  in  Congress  and  one  of  them  hopefully  will  pass 
that  will  extend  LSCA,  and  an  appropriation  bill  will  also  pass  which 
will  fund  the  program. 

Probably  the  best  words  I  can  say  of  the  future  are  that  the  good 
programs  you  have  developed  will  be  the  very  best  testimony  that 
can  be  presented  to  Congress  and  to  the  President  to  tell  them  of  the 
effectiveness  of  the  program.  I  know  that  the  National  Advisory  Com- 
mission on  Libraries  can  have  some  effect  in  providing  better  services 
through  libraries  to  those  who  are  in  hospitals  and  institutions.  The 
Commission  said,  in  Libraries  at  Large,  "Our  libraries  can  strive  to 
become  a  vital  positive  force  in  the  social  and  intellectual  reconstruc- 
tion of  a  broadening  and  changing  society."  They  said  of  all  libraries, 
"All  will  be  obligated  to  change  many  of  their  methods  of  work,  their 
interrelationships  and  some  of  their  roles  and  objectives  in  the  years 
ahead." 

I  know  that  you  are  well  on  your  way  to  innovate,  to  develop  in- 
terrelationships and  to  tailor  your  roles  and  objectives  in  relation  to 
the  people  you  serve  and  the  age  in  which  we  live,  for  providing  li- 
brary service  is  like  rowing  upstream — not  to  advance  is  to  drop  back. 
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LSCA  Amendments  of  1970— Title  I:  A  New  Challenge 

Margaret  C.  Hannigan 

It  took  an  act  of  Congress  J  to  set  in  motion  a  nationwide  program 
to  establish  and  improve  library  services  to  some  of  society's  most 
disadvantaged  and  invisible  members — people  in  state  institutions  and 
those  who  are  physically  handicapped.2  As  the  projects  described 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  indicate,  effective,  often  dramatic  programs 
and  services  have  been  developed  with  federal  assistance  under  LSCA 
Title  IV.  Due  to  the  low  level  of  funding,  however,  the  services  have 
never  attained  their  full  potential.  Even  so,  there  is  a  growing  under- 
standing and  recognition  of  the  unique  contribution  which  librarians 
and  libraries  have  to  make  to  the  achievement  of  institutional 
objectives — whether  they  are  therapeutic,  rehabilitative  or  educa- 
tional— and  to  the  improvement  and  enrichment  of  the  lives  of  insti- 
tutionalized people. 

In  1970  Congress  again  acted  to  help  librarians  move  toward  their 
ideal  of  total  library  services  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  all 
the  people.  In  the  1970  LSCA  Amendments,  three  service  programs 
were  merged  into  a  new  Title  I  called,  simply  but  significantly,  "Li- 
brary Services."  Consolidated  are  the  current  Title  I,  Public  Library 
Services,  and  Titles  IV-A,  State  Institutional  Library  Services,  and 
IV-B,  Library  Services  to  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

To  guarantee  that  the  services  begun  under  Titles  IV-A  and  IV-B 
will  be  continued,  the  Act  requires  that  the  minimum  annual  funding 
of  these  programs  during  each  of  the  next  five  years  be  not  less  than 
the  total  federal,  state  and  local  expenditures  for  such  programs  dur- 
ing fiscal  year  1971.  This  should  be  considered  as  a  floor  level  for 
these  programs,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  seek  funding  for 
more  adequate  services.  If  the  needs  of  the  institutionalized  and  the 
handicapped  are  to  be  met,  state  and  local  support  will  have  to  be 
increased  and,  where  possible,  additional  federal  grants  secured.  It 
is  heartening  to  note  that  a  trend  in  this  direction  is  developing,  with 
funds  for  library  services  appearing  as  new  items  in  institutional  and 
departmental  budgets  in  some  states,  and  as  increased  line  items  in 
others. 

The  Act  makes  it  clear  that  state  institutional  library  services 
means  providing  of  books  and  other  library  materials,  and  of  library 
services,  to  inmates,  patients  and  other  residents  of  institutions  oper- 
ated or  substantially  supported  by  the  state,  and  that  library  services 
for  the  physically  handicapped  means  providing  services  to  handi- 
capped persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  unable  to  read  or

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use  conventional  printed  materials  as  a  result  of  physical  limitations. 
We  have,  then,  services  with  specialized  features  which  set  them 
apart  from  the  broad  spectrum  of  activities  usually  thought  of  as 
library  services  to  the  public.  Yet  the  people  needing  these  services — 
those  confined  in  institutions  and  the  handicapped  wherever  they 
live — are  actually  residents  of  a  community,  district  or  region  served 
by  publicly  supported  libraries. 

If  we  can  incorporate  these  specialized  resources  and  services  into 
the  overall  pattern  of  library  services;  if  we  can  make  these  special 
resources  a  mobile  part  of  interlibrary  cooperation  networks;  if  we 
can  see  the  institutionalized  and  the  handicapped  as  persons,  as  in- 
dividuals who — although  different  in  some  ways  from  "normal" 
people — are  part  of  their  communities,  then  we  will  have  made  great 
strides  toward  reaching  our  goal  of  service  to  all.  As  a  guideline,  we 
have  Section  101,  LSCA  Amendments  of  1970,  which  gives  the  pur- 
poses of  Title  I,  Library  Services,  as: 

.  .  .  the  extension  of  public  library  services  to  areas  without  such 
services  and  the  improvement  of  such  services  in  areas  in  which 
such  services  are  inadequate,  for  making  library  services  more  ac- 
cessible to  persons  who,  by  reason  of  distance,  residence,  or  physi- 
cal handicap,  or  other  disadvantage,  are  unable  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  public  library  services  regularly  made  available  to  the 
public,  for  adapting  public  library  services  to  meet  the  particular 
needs  of  persons  within  the  States,  and  for  improving  and 
strengthening  library  administrative  agencies. 

Here  we  have  a  broad  challenge  to  consolidate  our  programs  and 
to  reach  new  levels  of  excellence  in  library  services  to  all  people. 
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The  Agnews  State  Hospital  Bibliotherapy  Program 

LeahAnn  Griffith 

The  Patients  Library  of  Agnews  State  Hospital  received  a  grant 
for  a  project  in  bibliotherapy  in  June,  1968.  The  purpose  of  the  grant 
was  "to  demonstrate  that  beneficial  results  could  be  achieved  through 
the  instrumentality  of  books  in  the  general  treatment  program  of  a 
mental  hospital." 

Many  ways  of  using  books  for  therapy  have  been  attempted,  and 
the  successes  reported.  As  the  conditions  differ,  the  therapist  builds 
his  program  to  adapt  to  his  goal.  In  the  mental  hospital  the  develop- 
ment of  self-understanding  and  the  growth  of  desirable  emotional 
habits  are  regarded  as  a  path  to  recovery.  Rosa  Alexander,  experi- 
menting with  bibliotherapy  at  Agnews  State  Hospital,  found  that  pa- 
tients gained  increased  ratings  on  attitudes,  task  orientation,  inter- 
action capacity,  and  accessibility.  This  report  emphasized  the  special 
value  of  bibliotherapy  among  people  with  mental  illness  and  was  a 
call  to  further  experimentation.* 

The  grant  allowed  $4,650  for  personnel  and  $350  for  equipment 
and  materials.  A  tape  recorder  was  purchased  so  that  sessions  might 
be  studied  in  depth  from  the  recordings.  Since  the  landing  pattern 
for  the  local  airport  is  low  and  over  the  hospital,  the  resulting  tapes 
have  been  discouraging.  However,  we  are  still  interested  in  this  possi- 
bility, especially  as  an  aid  in  training  therapists. 

Spoken  records  were  purchased  for  use  as  the  reading  selection  in 
bibliotherapy  sessions.  The  recordings  have  not  been  extensively  used, 
but  some  recordings  of  mixed  poetry  and  music  have  introduced  very 
successful  sessions.  These  successes  encouraged  the  variation  in  style 
and  have  furthered  interest  in  its  development. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  grant,  it  was  found  that  the  librarian 
had  too  many  other  duties  to  give  the  bibliotherapy  sessions  herself. 
As  no  librarians  were  available,  the  only  alternative  was  to  find  a 
person  having  empathy  with  patients  and  understanding  of  psycho- 
logical problems,  and  to  develop  the  project  and  the  therapist  to- 
gether. This  presented  many  problems.  It  was  January  before  a  bib- 
liotherapist  was  found  and  a  working  program  was  established.  The 
method  evolved  was  to  read  aloud,  to  about  eight  patients,  a  story 
short  enough  to  be  completed  in  ten  minutes.  As  stimulating  stories 
are  chosen,  talk  of  the  story  theme  starts  a  conversation.  No  effort 
is  made  to  steer  the  discussion,  so  each  is  unique  even  though  the 
same  story  is  used.  Staff  psychologists  and  psychiatrists  approved  the 
project,  and  several  participated  intensively. 

The  year's  successful  establishment  of  the  bibliotherapy  program 
was  recognized  by  a  renewed  grant  to  carry  the  project  to  June,  1970.

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In  the  second  year,  play-reading  was  introduced  in  some  sessions. 
Patients  who  had  not  followed  the  stories  and  participated  in  groups 
using  stories  were  found  to  enjoy  reading  their  parts  in  a  short  play. 
It  was  found  that  bibliotherapy  was  inducing  participants  to  read, 
and  a  few  to  write.  Occasionally  they  shared  their  work  with  the 
group. 

Since  the  project  was  well  established  by  December,  a  panel  dis- 
cussion was  given  at  the  California  Library  Association  Conference 
in  San  Francisco.  A  former  patient,  a  staff  psychiatrist,  the  chaplain, 
a  psychologist,  a  nurse,  and  the  librarian  took  part.  Those  attending 
this  Hospital  and  Institutions  Division  program  were  very  interested, 
and  requested  additional  information  and  copies  of  the  report  and 
bibliography.  Many  librarians  later  came  to  visit  sessions  at  the 
Agnews  State  Hospital  library.  When  a  short  article  appeared  in 
Hospital  and  Community  Psychiatry  *,  more  inquiries  arrived  from 
all  over  the  country. 

The  third  year  of  the  bibliotherapy  project  has  been  a  year  of  con- 
tinued growth  and  development  within  the  hospital,  and  of  expanding 
opportunities  to  share  techniques  and  experience  through  writing  and 
visitors.  The  number  of  sessions  held  in  the  third  year  nearly  doubled 
the  total  of  the  previous  year.  These  sessions  were  held  in  the  library, 
in  the  wards,  and  in  the  high  school.  Plays  and  music  were  used  to 
induce  discussion,  as  well  as  stories  and  poems.  The  interest  shown 
by  visitors  and  others  has  called  attention  to  the  need  for  training 
and  instruction  aids. 

The  following  shows  how  a  bibliotherapy  session  moves: 

The  bibliotherapist  and  the  psychologist  meet  and  consider  the 
story  for  the  session  before  the  patients  have  come.  The  patients 
come  singly  and  in  small  groups.  Some  are  obviously  dependent  on  the 
good- will  of  another  patient  for  guidance  and  help.  Most  are  greeted 
by  name,  as  they  have  attended  bibliotherapy  before.  They  select 
their  chairs  and  are  invited  to  help  themselves  to  coffee.  Eight  pa- 
tients make  an  optimum  group,  but  there  are  ten  today. 

Today  I'm  a  Star  is  read  by  the  bibliotherapist.  In  this  selection 
Bea  and  Julia,  middle-aged  roommates,  are  arguing.  Bea,  who  has  a 
job,  insists  that  Julia,  a  faded  actress  and  an  alcoholic,  go  to  the  un- 
employment office  and  request  the  benefit  payments.  Julia  feels  this 
step  is  acknowledging  defeat,  and  cannot. 

The  bibliotherapist  is  surprised  that  after  just  a  few  comments  on 
Julia,  the  discussion  centers  on  the  role  Bea  plays.  Her  jealously,  as 
she  never  had  the  success  Julia  had  known,  the  sly  way  she  reveals 
the  hiding  place  of  the  liquor,  her  "motherly"  but  non-supportive 
role,  are  all  brought  out  by  the  patients.  They  are  all  against  her. 

A  patient  tells  something  of  her  sister  and  their  interaction. 
Another  is  reminded  of  her  mother,  and  relates  an  incident  illustrat- 
ing a  similarity  with  the  story  situation.  Several  mentions  are  made

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of  ways  of  facing  up  to  dreaded  situations.  Now,  one  patient  begins  to 
describe  her  difficulty  in  relating  to  her  family  and  friends.  She  ex- 
plains how  she  has  learned  to  accept  what  she  cannot  change,  and 
her  rationale  for  her  condition.  This  lengthy  monolog  wins  signs  of 
approbation  from  the  psychologist,  and  brings  the  session  to  a  close. 

This  is  a  typical  session  of  bibliotherapy  as  practiced  at  Agnews 
State  Hospital.  The  group  meets  in  a  relaxed,  friendly,  non-demand- 
ing atmosphere.  After  sharing  the  story,  they  discuss  the  characters 
and  situation.  These  patients  have  attended  psychodrama,  and  have 
participated  in  therapy  with  psychologists  and  psychiatrists,  and  they 
have  the  understanding  to  look  below  the  surface.  Later,  similar 
situations  from  personal  experience  are  presented  by  patients,  with 
the  reactions  and  feelings  they  had.  The  interchange  of  these  life 
situations  illustrates  the  similarity  of  problems  among  people,  dif- 
ferent approaches  to  handling  them,  and  how  they  look  from  another 
point  of  view. 

Variations  occur  in  other  sessions.  At  the  request  of  the  doctor,  one 
entire  ward  of  approximately  55  men  meets  with  the  doctor,  the 
ward  staff,  and  the  bibliotherapist.  In  other  sessions,  plays  are  read. 
For  instance,  students  in  one  English  class  of  the  hospital  high  school 
have  a  session  which  begins  with  a  play.  The  students  read  the  char- 
acter parts.  Poetry  and  music  are  used  in  some  sessions.  Twice  groups 
have  enjoyed  a  trip  to  a  county  park,  and  held  the  bibliotherapy 
meeting  there. 

Among  the  people  with  mental  illness,  many  are  not  motivated  to 
read.  The  illness  itself  may  leave  the  patient  incapable  of  reading. 
The  drugs  prescribed  often  affect  the  eyes  to  the  extent  of  making 
reading  impossible.  Yet,  the  librarian  realizes  that  literature  can  con- 
tribute to  the  well-being,  welfare,  and  recovery  of  the  patients.  This 
bibliotherapy  activity  does  not  require  reading.  As  the  selection  is 
presented  after  the  group  has  gathered,  the  experience  is  shared,  and 
the  impact  is  fresh.  The  group  meeting  helps  the  patient,  who  is  past 
the  acute  stage,  to  socialize.  After  two  or  three  meetings,  the  patient 
begins  to  trust  the  group,  and  joins  the  discussion.  The  librarian 
hopes  that  the  discussion  may  give  pleasure,  further  self-understand- 
ing, and  aid  the  recovery  of  the  patients.  The  discussions  are  not  led, 
but  move  in  the  direction  the  group  desires.  No  probing  or  analysis 
is  ever  done.  Neither  is  the  story  or  author  studied  as  in  literature 
classes.  The  situation,  the  characters,  and  the  emotion  the  story 
shows  are  the  topics  of  the  discussion,  and  the  bridge  to  personal 
revelation. 

When  bibliotherapy  sessions  were  introduced,  it  was  generally  felt 
that  any  sensitive  person  with  a  knowledge  of  literature  and  empathy 
with  patients  would  be  a  competent  bibliotherapist.  Social  workers, 
technicians,  psychologists,  chaplains,  and  college  students  all  or- 
ganized groups  and  read  stories  to  induce  discussion.  Soon  the 
librarian  was  called  on  for  stories  for  older  women,  something  for 
alcoholics,  a  mother-son  interaction  .   .  .  Bibliotherapy  requires  a 
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librarian's  time  to  select  stories  which  can  provoke  the  listeners.  If 
full  use  of  indexes  and  bibliographies  is  not  made,  much  time-con- 
suming searching  and  reading  is  necessary.  The  librarian  must  also 
organize  the  sessions,  obtaining  referrals  of  patients  from  the  doctors 
or  ward  team,  set  up  the  rooms,  and  determine  who  shall  read.  Pa- 
tients, especially  any  with  acting  experience,  often  like  to  read  the 
story. 

All  the  hospital  start  like  to  know  about  new  programs.  While  it 
is  obvious  that  the  departments  whose  cooperation  is  needed,  such 
as  accounting  and  personnel,  will  be  informed,  the  approval  and 
understanding  of  all  administrative  staff  is  desirable.  At  the  same 
time,  as  the  librarian  will  have  many  demands  to  meet,  the  project 
should  be  kept  close  to  the  library  in  philosophy  and  administration. 

At  present,  the  bibliotherapist  is  working  on  a  subject  indexed 
bibliography.  This  will  have  annotations,  and  will  give  the  collection 
from  which  stories  were  taken. 

Later  we  hope  to  prepare  tapes  and  a  manual  for  training  in  this 
technique  of  bibliotherapy. 


404  NEWS  NOTES  OF   CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

With  a  Little  Help  Among  Friends:  The  Atascadero 
State  Hospital  Library  Program

A  brief  description  of  Atascadero  State  Hospital  and  its  library 
service  is  in  order  prior  to  giving  details  of  our  two-year  LSCA 
Library  Grant  Program. 

Atascadero  State  Hospital  is  a  maximum  security  facility  operated 
by  the  California  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  to  provide  care 
and  treatment  for  approximately  1400  male  patients  committed 
directly  from  the  Superior  Courts  of  the  State  of  California.  The 
population  is  about  evenly  divided  between  those  patients  committed 
as  "Sex  Offenders" — men  convicted  of  the  commission  of  a  sexual 
offense — and  those  committed  as  "Mentally  111"  or  "Mentally  111 
Criminal  Offenders."  The  former  have  no  criminal  charges;  the  latter 
are  persons  accused  of  a  criminal  offense  who  are  not  able  to  coop- 
erate in  their  own  defense,  or  who  have  been  found  to  be  not  guilty 
of  their  offense  by  reason  of  insanity. 

The  therapeutic  goal  of  the  hospital  is  the  short-term  treatment 
and  return  to  society  of  its  patients.  The  main  efforts  of  the  treatment 
program  are  directed  toward  the  utilization,  through  psychotherapy, 
rehabilitation  and  socialization  techniques,  of  the  assets  and  resources 
of  the  patients  to  develop  acceptable  habit  patterns.  The  goal  is  social 
habilitation  rather  than  complete  personality  change.  The  basic  task 
of  the  hospital  has  been  stated  as  "helping  our  patients  ready  them- 
selves for  a  successful  return  to  society."  The  medical  and  paramed- 
ical staff-patient  ratio  is  approximately  one  to  three. 

Emphasis  on  an  accelerated  program  of  treatment  has  been  accom- 
panied by  an  increased  stress  on  education,  training,  and  research. 
There  are  continuing  programs  of  education  and  training  for  staff 
members  which  center  on  clinical  work  and  forensic  psychiatry.  These 
range  from  the  one-year  psychiatric  technician  training  in  Nursing 
Service  to  the  consultant  program  in  which  continuing  seminars  are 
conducted  in  psychology,  psychiatry,  neurology,  criminology,  psy- 
chiatry and  the  law,  group  therapy  and  behavior  therapy.  The  result 
of  this  program  is  reflected  in  the  decrease  in  the  total  population  of 
this  hospital,  and  in  a  recidivism  rate  of  less  than  25%. 

There  is  one  librarian,  Mrs.  Marie  Logan,  to  supervise  and  admin- 
ister both  the  Patients'  and  Professional  Libraries.  The  Professional 
Library  is  a  neuropsychiatric  library  containing  approximately  6,000 
volumes;  it  receives  165  professional  journals  and  periodicals,  and 
has  about  1,750  pamphlets  and  2,000  bound  journals.  An  annual  book 
and  training  funds  budget  of  $2,500  has  been  supplemented  by  a 
Medical  Resource  Grant  for  the  past  three  years.  The  library  has 
books  and  journals  in  the  fields  of  general  medicine,  neurology,  den- 
tistry, psychiatry,  psychology,  sociology,  penology,  criminology,  hos-

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pitals  and  nursing.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  our  specialties  of 
forensic  psychiatry,  sex  pathology  and  criminal  insanity.  We  have 
built  comprehensive  collections  in  behavior  therapy,  psychotherapy, 
transactional  analysis,  psychological  statistics  and  management  with 
the  help  of  the  supplementary  Medical  Resource  Grant  Funds. 

The  Patients'  Library  contains  approximately  17,500  volumes  with 
41  magazine  subscriptions.  Its  functions  are  basically  the  same  as  a 
small  public  library.  The  17,500-volume  inventory  includes  rotating 
ward  collections  for  28  wards  and  is  composed  of  a  high  percentage 
of  outdated  donation  books.  The  $1,000  yearly  book  budget  leaves 
us  no  choice  but  to  use  much  outdated  donation  material  both  in  the 
Patients'  Library  and  on  the  wards.  In  spite  of  much  ancient  mate- 
rial, statistics  show  heavy  usage  particularly  in  non-fiction. 

There  are  usually  six  to  ten  patient  clerks  assigned  to  the  libraries 
to  handle  circulation  routines,  clerical  chores  and  housekeeping.  At 
the  time  of  the  grant  application  a  psychiatric  technician  was,  and 
still  is,  on  loan  to  the  Patients'  Library  to  help  supervise  patient 
clerks  and  extend  the  open  hours  to  evenings  and  weekends.  With 
this  kind  of  staffing,  as  any  institution  librarian  knows,  at  least  half 
of  the  librarian's  time  must  be  given  to  clerical  work  and/or  training 
and  retraining  and  checking  on  assigned  patient  clerks.  Our  grant 
included  a  full-time  clerical  position  in  the  library,  not  only  to  help 
with  the  extra  work  load  of  the  grant  program  but  to  free  the  librarian 
from  excessive  clerical  duties. 

The  objectives  of  the  Atascadero  State  Hospital  LSCA  grant  as 
stated  in  the  grant  application  were:  to  establish  and  develop  a  pro- 
gram between  hospital  library  facilities  and  community  library  fa- 
cilities for  mutual  program  enrichment;  to  promote  greater  interest 
in  our  library  services  and  materials;  to  allow  for  more  efficient  use 
of  personnel;  and  to  improve  and  add  to  the  services  offered.  We  gave 
it  the  impressive  title  of:  Atascadero  State  Hospital  Reciprocal  Co- 
operative Library  Program;  however,  it  came  to  be  referred  to  as  the 
Patients'  Library  Grant  to  differentiate  from  the  Medical  Resource 
Grant  for  development  of  the  Professional  Library. 

The  proposal  included  a  monthly  rotating  collection  of  nonfiction 
books  from  the  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Library;  use  of  a  block  of 
10  to  15  films  per  6-week  period  from  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative 
Library  Film  Circuit;  interlibrary  loan  privileges  and  legitimate 
reference  service  from  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System 
for  hospital  staff  and  appropriate  patient  requests ;  a  full-time  clerical 
assistant;  purchase  of  a  photocopier;  and  from  the  Atascadero  State 
Hospital  Professional  Library  the  use  of  its  specialized  resources  to 
patrons  areawide  who  have  legitimate  need. 

An  agreement  with  the  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Library  went  into 
effect  a  month  prior  to  the  scheduled  beginning  of  the  grant  period 
on  July  1,  1968.  A  rotating  collection  of  100  current  nonfiction  books 
per  month  were  delivered  to  us  to  supplement  outdated  material  in 
the  Patients'  Library.  Along  with  this  was  included  interlibrary  loan 
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privileges  for  patients,  which  had  been  nonexistent  prior  to  the  grant. 
Although  statistics  never  give  the  full  picture,  they  do  give  some 
indication  of  enrichment  in  materials  and  services  (see  statistics). 
There  is  much  inlibrary  usage  of  materials  and  many  books  are  passed 
among  several  patients  on  a  ward  during  a  single  checkout  period. 
Statistics  cannot  indicate  the  unfailing  appreciation  of  patients  for 
interlibrary  loan  privileges,  and  the  eager  anticipation  of  each  month's 
shipment.  The  1200  titles  per  year  plus  interlibrary  loan  privileges 
of  this  service  has  more  than  proved  its  value  to  staff  and  patients 
and  is  now  continuing  with  state  budget  support. 

The  rotating  blocks  of  films  from  the  Black  Gold  Film  Circuit 
were  always  well  received.  We  receive  12  to  15  short  subject  16mm 
films  every  6  weeks  or  approximately  160  films  per  year.  For  the 
two-year  duration  of  the  grant,  the  films  were  scheduled  for  two 
weekly  showings  in  the  hospital  auditorium,  and  they  could  also  be 
used  by  hospital  clubs,  motivation  groups  or  wards.  The  first  year 
shows  particularly  heavy  use  (see  statistics).  By  the  second  year 
many  of  the  films  were  the  same  in  each  block  so  that  viewing  statis- 
tics dropped  off,  although  they  were  still  getting  good  use.  This  part 
of  the  program  continues  as  part  of  our  cooperative  agreement  with 
the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System. 

The  problems  arising  from  hiring  clerical  staff  for  the  library  not 
authorized  by  civil  service  rules  and  regulations  were  considerable. 
We  did  not  resolve  the  internal  problems  of  hiring  a  library  assistant 
until  August  2,  1968.  We  were  never  able  to  hire  during  the  2-year 
grant  period  on  more  than  a  temporary  basis  for  two  reasons;  there 
is  no  library  assistant  or  library  technician  classification  in  state  civil 
service,  and  there  has  never  been  a  clerical  position  assigned  to  the 
library  in  state  institutions.  This  particular  problem  remains  the 
same,  although  we  had  a  strong  recommendation  for  a  clerical  posi- 
tion in  the  library  from  our  Professional  Library  Committee.  The 
temporary  clerical  position  was  necessarily  terminated  in  9  months, 
and  the  only  way  I  was  able  to  keep  the  well-trained  and  efficient 
person  on  the  staff  was  through  unusual  cooperation  from  the  San 
Luis  Obispo  County  Library,  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty! 

Considerable  unexpected  delay  was  encountered  with  purchasing 
our  photocopier.  However,  it  finally  arrived  in  May,  1970.  The  photo- 
copy statistics  are  primarily  from  the  usage  of  a  hospital  photocopier 
physically  far  removed  from  the  Professional  Library,  which  caused 
much  loss  of  time  just  to  get  the  material  to  and  from  the  photo- 
copier. We  actually  had  a  photocopier  in  the  library  for  only  the  last 
two  months  of  the  two-year  grant  period.  This  convenience  plus 
added  ILL  requests  caused  phenomenal  usage  this  past  year.  The 
photocopier  has  been  a  key  factor  in  supplying  materials  from  our 
specialized  holdings  to  patrons  in  our  tricounty  coastal  area.  There 
has  been  some  book  loaning,  but  most  requests  are  for  journal 
articles  (again  see  statistics). 
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By  the  end  of  the  grant  period  the  services  and  materials  provided 
were  firmly  established  and  valued  as  an  integral  part  of  the  hospital 
library  program.  There  is  now  state  budget  support  for  the  services 
from  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Library  and  evidence  is  that  this  will 
continue.  Although  a  permanent  clerical  position  in  the  libraries  has 
not  been  accomplished,  there  is  sympathy  and  support  on  the  local 
level.  In  the  meantime,  we  have  received  approval  for  a  new  1971-72 
LSCA  grant  which  includes  salary  for  a  position  and  will  give  tem- 
porary help.  It  is  by  no  means  adequate  but  better  than  none  at  all. 
The  other  part  of  the  new  grants  involves  us  in  cooperative  selection 
and  purchase  of  basic  library  materials  to  upgrade  and  update  the 
Patients'  Library  at  Atascadero  State  Hospital  and  the  Paso  Robles 
School  for  Boys  at  Paso  Robles,  a  Youth  Authority  Institution. 

Our  cooperation  and  good  working  relations  with  the  Black  Gold 
Library  System  continues.  It  brings  us  advantages  far  outweighing 
what  is  asked  of  us  from  our  specialized  resources.  The  Black  Gold 
System  has  embarked  on  a  bold  new  implementation  of  the  concept 
of  Total  Library  Service  called  TIE — Total  Interlibrary  Exchange. 
It  is  an  informal  organization  of  sixty  libraries  of  all  types  in  our 
area  agreeing  to  improve  services  by  sharing  and  exchanging  our 
total  capabilities  in  resources  and  services.  It  is  an  exciting  program 
and  both  Paso  Robles  School  for  Boys  and  Atascadero  State  Hospital 
are  participants  so  that  the  1971-72  grant  can  utilize  the  quick  com- 
munication and  delivery  service,  which  we  began  to  use  with  our 
grant  agreement.  They  are  now  a  basic  part  of  the  expanded  services 
available  through  TIE.  Our  initial  involvement  with  the  Black  Gold 
Library  System  through  the  grant  has  been  the  key  for  us  to  the 
larger  cooperative  endeavor  of  which  all  TIE  members  are  now  a 
part.  It  is  an  evolving  organization  that  provides  better  information 
service  to  all  patrons  in  less  time  and  with  less  cost.  A  spirit  of  en- 
thusiastic support  and  very  real  cooperation  exists  among  us. 

The  Medical  Library  Resource  Grant  has  provided  resources  for 
strengthening  the  Professional  Library  in  the  areas  of  our  specialities 
for  the  past  three  years.  This  enrichment,  plus  participation  in  the 
Southwest  Regional  Medical  Library  System,  has  served  to  mesh  with 
the  LSCA  Patients'  Library  Grant  to  provide  maximum  service  to 
and  from  our  libraries  through  subject  and  geographical  library  net- 
works. It  is  a  warm  feeling  to  be  a  part  of  expanded  library  services. 
No  longer  are  we  an  isolated  institution,  with  just  the  bare  minimum 
level  of  library  service.  One  of  our  staff  members  enthusiastically 
affirms  that  "the  library  can  do  anything,"  and  as  we  make  use  of 
the  expanded  resources  and  capabilities  now  available  to  us,  we  do 
begin  to  feel  "the  difficult  we  do  immediately,  the  impossible  takes 
a  little  longer."

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The  California  Conservation  Center  Library  System

The  California  Conservation  Center  Library  System  includes  15 
|  conservation  and  ecology  camps  spread  throughout  northern  Cali- 
fornia from  the  Pacific  to  the  Nevada  state  line  and  from  Oregon 
to  Highway  80.  Each  conservation  or  ecology  camp  has  its  own 
library  stocked  with  books  from  the  California  Conservation  Center 
library,  which  is  the  hub  of  the  system.  The  CCC  library  satisfies 
individual  requests,  exchanges  books  in  multiples  of  100,  and  in- 
creases the  size  of  the  conservation  camp  libraries  at  the  request 
of  the  camp  commander  or  camp  librarian. 

The  need  for  and  use  of  books  and  other  library  materials  is 
widespread  and  intense  at  the  California  Conservation  Center  and 
the  satellite  conservation  camps.  Each  department,  such  as  medical, 
dental,  religious,  maintenance,  educational,  vocational,  and  landscap- 
ing, maintains  its  own  professional  book  collection.  The  Inservice 
Training  Officer  supervises  a  library  of  materials  specifically  for 
correctional  officer  and  caseworker  development. 

Mr.  B.  R.  Trout,  Superintendent  of  Education,  administers  an 
educational  program  ranging  from  literacy  training  classes  to  gradu- 
ation from  Lassen  Community  College,  with  the  coordination  of  the 
local  school  district.  This  program  of  education  has  been  expanded 
to  the  conservation  and  ecology  camps  previously  mentioned,  with 
Mr.  Trout  acting  as  liaison  between  the  local  schools  and  colleges 
and  the  camps. 

Since  the  Director  of  Libraries  has  coordinated  and  instructed 
college  classes  on  the  California  Conservation  Center  campus  and 
served  as  Chairman  of  Foreign  Languages  for  the  Susanville  Exten- 
sion Division,  we  have  been  particularly  sensitive  to  the  needs  of 
the  students  for  resource  materials. 

The  college  program  has  been  particularly  popular  and  valuable, 
many  students  having  transferred  to  state  colleges  on  their  release. 
It  has  also  provided  a  goal  with  later  objectives  for  our  high  school 
graduates.  It  is  possible  for  a  student  at  the  California  Conservation 
Center  to  enroll  for  15  units  of  college  credits  per  semester.  The 
inauguration  of  this  program  a  few  years  ago  led  to  an  intense 
demand  for  study  materials  supplementary  to  the  college  texts  and 
courses. 

The  Vocational  Department,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
Mr.  Roy  Wilson,  Director  of  Trades  and  Vocational  Placement,  has 
made  many  requests  for  books  dealing  with  CCC  and  conservation 
camp  programs  such  as  mill  and  cabinet,  auto  body,  auto  engine, 
general  metals  and  welding,  culinary,  bricklaying,  and  masonry.  The 
courses  offered  by  this  department  are  outstanding  and  stimulate 
desire  for  further  reading  by  their  students. 

Mr.   Dykstra   is   Director   of   Libraries   and   Law   Librarian,    California    Conservation 
Center,  Susanville,  California. 
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One  of  the  causes  for  the  inception  of  the  California  Conservation 
Center  was  Associate  Director  Merle  Schneckloth's  concept  of  the 
group  as  a  living,  working,  interacting  unit  of  16  men  promoting 
rehabilitative  change  by  constant  contact  under  the  guidance  and 
supervision  of  the  caseworker.  Group  counseling  has  created  constant 
demands  for  materials  on  psychology,  sociology,  alcohol,  narcotics, 
ecology,  religion,  and  law  enforcement. 

The  formation  of  ethnic  organizations  has  also  occurred  in  the 
last  few  years.  They  include  the  Afro-American,  the  Chicano,  and 
the  Antelope  Indian  Circle.  The  Director  of  Libraries  had  the  privi- 
lege of  sponsoring  the  earliest  such  groups  at  CCC.  These  groups 
have  spread  to  the  conservation  camps.  It  has  been  important  to 
build  new  collections  of  books  for  these  significant  organizations, 
which  are  most  enthusiastic  in  their  study  and  research. 

Unfortunately,  our  budget  did  not  increase  substantially  in  recent 
years  to  satisfy  the  urgent  requests  for  books  for  these  varied  pur- 
poses. This  was  particularly  true  in  the  far  flung  conservation  and 
ecology  camps  which  are  often  sited  in  primitive  and  isolated  areas. 
The  result  was  a  definite  lack  of  reading  materials,  especially  in  the 
less  active  winter  months. 

At  precisely  the  moment  of  greatest  urgency,  Mrs.  Carma  R.  Leigh, 
State  Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton,  Assistant  State  Librarian, 
notified  us  of  the  projected  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
Title  IV- A  grants  and  made  suggestions  on  application  procedures. 
During  the  last  three  years,  they  have  repeatedly  advised  us  on  how 
to  make  maximum  use  of  the  federal  IV-A  grants. 

We  have  now  received  three  annual  grants  which  enabled  us  to 
purchase  many  books,  particularly  in  the  subject  areas  mentioned, 
including  ethnic  studies,  supplementary  college-level  reading,  voca- 
tional trades,  rehabilitation,  and  conservation.  As  a  historical  note, 
it  may  be  added  that  the  California  Conservation  Center  was  the 
first  state  institution  to  receive  such  a  grant. 

The  1 5  conservation  and  ecology  camp  libraries  have  been  substan- 
tially strengthened.  We  are  currently  better  able  to  satisfy  demands 
for  specific  titles  or  books  on  specific  subjects.  Thus  our  library 
caters  better  to  the  rehabilitative  needs  of  our  clients.  Appreciation 
for  the  books  purchased  with  the  federal  grant  funds  has  been  wide- 
spread. As  professionals,  we  are  vitally  interested  in  the  quality  and 
size  of  our  facilities. 

In  conclusion  we  should  like  to  express  our  gratitude  and  appre- 
ciation to  the  California  Conservation  Center  and  satellite  camps 
staff,  who  have  ensured  our  success.  Their  cooperation  made  it  pos- 
sible to  expend  all  funds  received  on  reading  materials  alone.  Existing 
state  offices  and  officers  processed  the  procurement,  accounting,  ware- 
housing, accessioning,  and  transporting  of  all  books  purchased  with 
federal  IV-A  grants  in  the  course  of  their  routine  duties  and  at  no 
extra  cost. 
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The  Title  IV-A  Program  at  California 
Men's  Colony,  Los  Padres

When  the  California  Men's  Colony  began  to  get  Title  IV  funds 
four  years  ago  we  had  two  principal  goals  in  mind. 

The  first  was  to  increase  services  for  minority  groups  through  the 
purchase  of  literature  of  specific  interest  to  them.  The  second  was  to 
replace  outdated  material  in  the  reference  and  technical  areas. 

A  large  part  of  the  funds  we  got  the  first  year  were  used  to  pur- 
chase reference  materials,  vocational  texts,  Spanish  classical  literature 
and  modern  literature  in  the  Spanish  language. 

In  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  growing  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  Chicano  population  in  books  on  the  cultural  and  social  prob- 
lems of  Mexican-Americans.  In  attempting  to  fill  this  need  we  have 
found  that  there  is  relatively  little  good-quality  material  in  this  area 
on  the  current  book  market. 

In  the  Black  literature  field,  where  we  have  made  extensive  pur- 
chases, there  is  a  wide  variety  to  choose  from. 

The  attempt  of  some  publishers  to  profit  from  the  current  interest 
in  Black  studies  has  resulted  in  a  great  deal  of  poor-quality  material 
coming  on  the  market,  and  care  must  be  exercised  in  selection.  It 
seems  probable  that  the  same  thing  will  happen  with  materials  aimed 
at  the  Chicano  market. 

The  Title  IV  funds  have  been  most  useful  in  enabling  us  to  pur- 
chase replacements  for  the  more  expensive  reference  materials,  espe- 
cially encyclopedia  sets  which  were  about  ten  years  old.  Most  of  last 
year's  funds  were  spent  on  replacement  of  standard  items  for  the 
basic  collection. 

This  year's  funds  will  be  spent  primarily  on  scientific  and  technical 
materials  and  renewals  of  periodicals  which  we  usually  have  on  three- 
year  subscriptions. 

Expansion  of  the  collection  would  have  been  almost  impossible 
without  Title  IV  funds,  since  a  large  part  of  our  annual  budget  is 
spent  on  repairs  to  our  collection  and  on  replacements  resulting  from 
a  high  rate  of  loss  and  damage. 

For  this  library,  Title  IV  funds  have  made  the  difference  between 
just  holding  our  own  and  making  progress.

When  the  Central  and  North  Facility  Libraries  at  Soledad  became 
eligible  for  funds  from  Title  IV-A  of  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act,  the  library  collections  were  down  to  four  volumes  of 
fiction  per  inmate,  far  below  the  standard  set  by  the  departmental 
library  manual  which  calls  for  twelve  volumes  of  fiction  per  man.  The 
first  order  placed  under  the  grant  was  therefore  a  quantity  order,  to 
provide  as  many  fiction  books  as  rapidly  as  possible.  These  books 
were  standard  fiction  with  a  good  number  of  westerns  included.  The 
following  quarterly  orders  became  more  selective  by  ordering  more 
recently  published  fiction,  plus  westerns  and  science  fiction.  Towards 
the  end  of  our  contract  we  were  ordering  fewer  books,  but  "salting" 
our  orders  with  newly-published  fiction. 

By  the  end  of  the  contract  both  libraries  together  had  added  over 
4,000  volumes  of  fiction,  and  the  Central  Library  added  170  feet  of 
shelf  space  to  accommodate  the  increase.  Circulation  rose  by  five 
percent  and  Gresham's  Law  (hoarding  of  books,  in  this  case)  was  re- 
pealed, at  least  temporarily. 

As  our  circulation  rose  and  our  shelves  filled,  demand  created 
more  demand,  and  shortcomings  in  our  nonfiction  collection  became 
more  noticeable.  Our  reference  library  collections  have  been  out  of 
date  for  some  time.  Two-thirds  of  the  collection  is  over  10  years  old, 
worn  out,  or  damaged,  and  consists  of  75%  ready-reference  material 
and  25%  informational  literature  of  current  value.  Our  objective 
would  be  to  increase  the  percentage  of  informational  material  by  at 
least  10%,  to  bring  it  up  to  35%  of  the  total  reference  collection. 

A  Job  Information  Center  is  now  being  created  and  housed  in  the 
Central  Library  reference  room,  with  the  aid  of  Department  of  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation  advice  and  financial  help.  This  will  provide  job 
information  and  add  to  services,  and  could  benefit  from  a  supple- 
mental government  grant. 

Another  area  we  explored  with  the  State  Library  was  federal  funds 
for  inmate  legal  libraries,  but  there  are  no  funds  available  for  this 
purpose  at  present.

In  the  Public  Administration  Service  survey  conducted  in  1967 
for  the  California  State  Library,  the  Los  Guilucos  School  for  Girls 
was  shown  to  have  the  lowest  library  expenditure  of  any  Youth 
Authority  institution,  the  smallest  book  collection  (94%  of  which 
was  fiction),  and  no  library  staff.  This  lack,  or  inadequacy,  of  library 
facilities  was  fully  recognized  by  the  administration  of  Los  Guilucos, 
and  it  was  they  who  approached  the  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County 
Public  Library  for  help.  This  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  correc- 
tional institution  was  a  significant  factor  in  the  project's  continued 
success. 

As  originally  designed,  the  project  was  divided  into  two  stages, 
each  to  cover  a  twelve-month  period,  beginning  June,  1968.  Stage  I 
was  the  provision  of  bookmobile  service  to  the  inmates  on  a  half-day 
per  week  basis,  using  the  Library's  existing  late-model,  3500-volume 
capacity  vehicle.  The  staff  would  include  a  librarian  and  a  driver- 
clerk.  While  this  would  be  shared  time,  the  qualifications  desired  of 
the  professional  person  included  interest  in  minority  group  struggles, 
work  experience  with  delinquent  youth,  preferably  in  an  institutional 
setting,  and  willingness  to  adapt  standard  library  practices  to  uncon- 
ventional situations.  Stage  II  was  to  be  the  establishment  of  an  on-site 
library  at  Los  Guilucos,  operated  as  part  of  the  public  library  system, 
and  meeting  standards  for  correctional  institutions.  A  conscious  impli- 
cation of  the  project's  design,  and  one  calling  for  cautiousness  on  both 
parts,  was  the  potential  for  workable  cooperation  between  public 
agencies  of  dissimilar  governing  bodies. 

Stage  I  proceeded  as  planned,  with  the  first  bookmobile  visit  in 
October,  1968.  An  enthusiasm  bordering  on  avarice  greeted  us.  The 
inmates,  at  that  time  ranging  in  age  from  10-18  (later  to  include 
women  up  to  age  21,  and  just  recently,  a  few  younger  boys),  were 
quick,  frank  and  vocal  in  expressing  their  reading  interests.  A  pre- 
vious agreement  with  the  school  administration  stipulated  that  the 
service  was  to  be  conducted,  within  security  limits,  in  the  same 
manner  as  an  outside  stop.  Contemporary  rehabilitative  practice 
places  value  on  inmate  contact  with  the  realities  and  workings  of 
the  outside  world;  the  bookmobile  is  part  of  this  experience.  No 
censorship  of  materials  exists;  all  materials  available  to  "free"  public 
library  patrons  are  accessible  to  inmates  and  staff.  These  include  the 
entire  book  resources  of  the  Library  and  the  North  Bay  Cooperative 
Library  System,  as  well  as  books  obtainable  on  interlibrary  loan 
from  the  State  Library  and  other  non-system  libraries. 

The  regular  bookmobile  collection  is  necessarily  a  representative 
one,  consisting  of  fiction  and  nonfiction  for  adults,  children  and  young 
adults,  the  last  interest  supported  by  a  sampling  of  paperbacks.  From

the  initial  response  it  was  evident  that  more  specialized  materials 
would  be  needed  for  reinforcing  the  rehabilitative  and  recreational 
programs  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  its  educational  and  vocational 
ones.  Project  funds  were  budgeted  for  hardcover  single-copy  titles, 
which  were  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  future  on-site  library,  and  a 
Special  Materials  Fund  covered  paperbacks,  pamphlets  and  materials 
unavailable  within  the  system.  The  library  purchased  paperbacks 
directly  from  the  shelves  of  a  large  local  distributor,  and  they  re- 
ceived minimal  processing  with  no  cataloging.  Fresh  selections  were 
made  on  a  fairly  regular  basis,  as  the  need  for  current  titles  and 
duplicate  copies  became  evident.  These  materials  are  transferred  to 
the  bookmobile  exclusively  for  the  Los  Guilucos  stop. 

The  high  interest-low  vocabulary  dilemma  has  not  been  a  problem 
of  great  proportion.  Certainly,  finding  materials  for  girls  with  under- 
developed reading  skills  is  a  challenge,  but  no  more  of  a  problem 
than  finding  a  well-balanced  exposition  on  prostitution  requested  by 
a  fourteen  year  old  girl  equipped  with  both  high  interest  and  high 
vocabulary.  Perhaps  the  most  enlightening  observation  is  that  "slow" 
readers  CAN  and  DO  read  when  they  are  sufficiently  motivated  with 
materials  relevant  to  their  experiences.  It  may  take  two  months  and 
help  with  some  words,  but  a  young  woman  with  a  4th  grade  reading 
level  who  has  been  "down  these  mean  streets"  will  read  that  book. 
It  seems  that  young  adults,  in  this  case  incarcerated  ones,  are  more 
highly  motivated  by  subject  matter  than  by  format.  To  put  a  groovy 
colored  cover  on  a  teen-age  "love  story"  of  the  Dujardin-Emery- 
Cavanna  genre  is  to  invite  the  most  critical  reaction  possible:  "It's 
phony."  REAL  love  stories  are,  quite  naturally,  those  including 
overt  sex. 

Ghetto  life,  minorities  and  the  oppressed,  sex  (including  birth 
control,  venereal  disease,  pregnancy),  drugs,  law  and  crime,  and  the 
occult  are  topics  often  requested,  much  as  we  had  anticipated.  Areas 
where  we  had  not  anticipated  such  intense  interest  as  we  received  are 
prostitution,  homosexuality,  non-Western  religions,  group  psychology 
and  sense  awareness,  poetry,  radical  politics,  and  mental  illness  and 
retardation.  Areas  in  which  we  had  anticipated  heavy  interest,  but 
find  very  little,  are  "feminine  crafts"  (e.g.,  knitting,  sewing),  beauty 
culture,  homemaking  and  careers.  By  "interest"  here  is  meant  natu- 
ral, or  institutionally  unprodded,  interest  rather  than  interest  in- 
culcated by  the  educational  curriculum.  In  the  first  two  years,  effort 
was  made,  in  the  few  instances  in  which  teachers  did  use  the  book- 
mobile (and  then  primarily  for  personal  rather  than  professional 
reading),  to  publicize  the  resources  available  to  supplement  their 
teaching  units.  Discussions  were  necessarily  brief  and  disjointed  and, 
with  one  exception,  rather  ineffectual.  The  schedule  demanded  that 
the  girls  be  released  from  classes  for  about  twenty  minutes  to  use 
the  bookmobile,  and  some  teachers  seemed  to  view  this  as  a  disrup- 
tion rather  than  an  opportunity.  One  notable  exception  to  the  ineffec- 
tuality  of  teacher-librarian  relationships  at  this  time  was  the  intensive 
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juse  of  resources  by  the  teacher  of  Black  History,  a  course  instituted 
jabout  the  same  time  as  the  project.  He  viewed  the  service  as  a  valu- 
jable  resource  for  supplementary  reading,  and  his  students  responded 
iwith  equal  enthusiasm. 

The  project  had  been  in  operation  only  a  few  months  when  the 
original  two-book  limit  (imposed  by  the  institution,  which  had  taken 
its  responsibility  for  care  of  materials  very  seriously)  was  challenged 
by  the  girls,  and  through  the  democratic  process  and  effective  argu- 
mentation by  one  of  the  most  serious  readers,  the  restriction  was 
lifted.  The  20  minutes  biweekly,  actually  reduced  to  about  10  for 
browsing  time,  it  still  seen  as  a  real  limitation,  but  scheduling  pre- 
vents any  change  at  this  point.  Circulation  per  trip  averages  150, 
with  a  monthly  high  of  over  1,000  experienced  last  July.  In  the  two 
and  one  half  years  of  bookmobile  service,  approximately  80  books, 
1 90%  being  inexpensive  paperbacks,  have  not  been  returned;  in  many 
cases  the  girls  had  been  released  before  overdue  notices  were  prepared 
lin  the  normal  course  of  events.   Five  books  have  been  mutilated 
j  beyond  repair. 

One  of  the  difficult  areas  in  establishing  working  cooperation  be- 
i  tween  the  Library  and  correctional   staff  has   been   to   achieve   a 
i  balance  between  use  of  the  bookmobile  as  a  right  and  a  real  source 
of  enjoyment  and  knowledge,  and  use  of  the  bookmobile  as  a  tool  for 
!  the  teaching  of  responsibility.  We  have  discouraged  the  imposition  of 
bookmobile  restriction  as  a  punishment,  and  try  to  eliminate  "hassles" 
as  much  as  possible.  From  the  ward's  point  of  view,  one  of  the  main 
!  attractions  of  the  service  is  freedom  of  choice,  with  no  interference 
I  from  staff;  they  feel,  and  we  have  responded  in  similar  fashion,  that 
!  the  bookmobile  is  there  firstly  to  serve  them.  Nevertheless,  occasional 
'  restrictions  are  placed  on  individuals  or  entire  dormitories  which  have 
!  infringed  upon  library  or  institutional  rules.  That  the  institution  has 
|  found  restriction  of  library  privileges  an  effective  form  of  behavior 
modification  is  evidence  of  the  value  placed  by  the  girls  on  reading. 
Other  demonstrations  are  less  evident,  such  as  when,  last  holiday 
season,  there  were  several  requests  for  battery-powered  lamps  to  ap- 
pear on  the  authorized  list  of  receivable  Christmas  gifts.  The  au- 
thorities responded  by  allowing  extended  voluntary  "lights  on"  time 
for  reading. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  funded  for  the  second  year  with  an 
amount  equal  to  the  first  year,  although  the  possibility  of  an  on-site 
library,  as  planned  in  our  original  design,  seemed  more  remote.  Dur- 
ing the  second  year  selection  and  cataloging  of  the  permanent  library 
continued,  and  about  300  of  the  approximately  1,000  volumes  were 
placed  in  the  small  Los  Guilucos  bookroom.  Although  it  had  been 
weeded  and  made  more  attractive,  we  casually  refused  to  call  it  a 
library.  With  the  injection  of  these  attractive  titles,  a  spurt  of  heavy 
usage  followed.  A  part-time  teaching  assistant  is  in  charge  of  this 
room,  and  a  ward  aide  performs  page  and  secretarial  tasks.  One  of 
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the  goals  in  Stage  II  will  be  to  expand  and  develop  this  ward  aide 
position  to  provide  real  vocational  training  in  library  technology. 

Staff  usage  of  the  bookmobile  service  increased  during  the  second 
year,  and  even  played  an  active  role  in  acquiring  bibliographies  and 
materials  used  in  planning  such  new  programs  as  family  living  and 
group  therapy.  While  educators  have  alternative  resources  for  profes- 
sional materials,  the  rehabilitative  and  correctional  staffs  rely  on  the 
bookmobile,  and  the  resources  which  back  it,  for  professional  read- 
ing. Interlibrary  loan  has  provided  highly  specialized  and  technical 
works  for  the  psychology  staff. 

Meetings  with  the  administration  of  the  institution  revealed  their 
unconditional  delight  with  the  bookmobile  service,  and  the  continu- 
ation of  it  was  their  most  immediate  concern.  This  satisfaction,  com- 
bined with  the  paucity  of  funds  that  many  institutions  are  suffering, 
seemed  to  prevent  them  from  considering  the  on-site  materials  center 
as  anything  but  a  dream  at  this  time.  We  saw  our  responsibility  in 
impressing  upon  them  the  necessity  for  working  toward  a  more  com- 
plete type  of  library  service  which  would  be  truly  a  vital  force  in  the 
institution.  The  Manual  of  Correctional  Standards  *  was  repeatedly 
referred  to  as  an  outline  of  what  we  were  working  toward.  It  was 
favorably  received,  partially  because  the  standards  had  been  promul- 
gated not  by  some  idealistic  library  committee,  but  by  the  American 
Correctional  Association  itself.  Stage  II,  hopefully,  will  provide  a 
setting  against  which  we  can  both  test  and  measure  the  efficacy  of 
these  existing  standards,  particularly  as  they  are  applied  to  Youth 
Authority  institutions.  The  evaluation  of  standards  is  a  major  goal 
of  this  project. 

In  July,  1970,  the  project  entered  its  third  year  still  at  Stage  I, 
with  Stage  II  nowhere  in  sight.  In  November,  following  a  review 
meeting  by  participating  personnel,  an  "Outline  for  the  Interim  Stage 
of  the  Project"  was  drawn  up  and  presented  for  consideration  to  the 
ESEA  coordinator,  who  had  been  put  in  charge  of  library  develop- 
ment for  Los  Guilucos.  It  stated  that  the  public  library,  while  recog- 
nizing the  value  of  bookmobile  service,  saw  it  now  as  perpetuating 
achieved  project  goals  rather  than  demonstrating  new  ones,  and  sug- 
gested a  plan,  scaling  out  work  to  remaining  time  and  money,  and 
proceeding  with  the  real  possibility  that  the  project  might  not  be 
funded  for  the  fourth  year.  It  concluded  that  the  library  judged  an 
assessment  of  the  actual  reading  and  informational  needs  of  the  in- 
stitution, both  current  and  future,  to  be  of  primary  concern  at  this 
point.  We  hoped  to  form  a  concept,  for  ourselves  and,  especially,  for 
the  staff  of  Los  Guilucos,  of  the  kind  of  materials  center  needed  to 
serve  its  long-range  goals.  To  this  end,  it  was  agreed  to  set  up  direct 
interviews  between  the  Project  Librarian  and  a  cross  section  of  Los 
Guilucos  staff  to  discuss  how  the  library  could  become  a  functional 
part  of  life  at  Los  Guilucos  and,  generally,  to  increase  awareness

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)f  the  written  word  and  its  role  in  communication  in  a  correctional 
setting.  The  Project  Librarian  maintained  the  strong  belief  that,  if 
;he  library  were  to  become  a  viable  force,  all  levels  of  staff  should 
De  behind  it  and  involved  in  it.  The  first  interviews  were  held  with 
small  groups  of  non-management  staff. 

Meetings  had  to  be  planned  for  a  time  when  all  staff  of  a  certain 
level  could  meet.  This  in  itself  is  no  easy  task  in  a  highly-structured 
security  institution.  The  ESEA  coordinator  acted  as  liaison  between 
the  Project  Librarian  and  staff.  The  first  meeting,  with  twelve 
teachers  and  the  Supervisor  of  Instruction,  was  introduced  by  the 
librarian  handing  out  a  questionnaire,  designed  to  determine  the  ex- 
tent of  scattered  classroom  collections.  Intending  to  emphasize  the 
value  of  a  centralized  materials  center  and  how  its  services  might 
enrich  the  learning  process,  the  librarian  instead  found  herself  an- 
swering questions  such  as,  "Are  you  from  the  city  or  county  library?" 
Little  was  accomplished,  and  the  questionnaire  results  revealed  only 
that  books  were  dispersed  all  over  the  institution,  from  classrooms  to 
Jbroom  closets.  Another  meeting,  with  the  Youth  Counselors,  curious 
that  the  librarian  was  interested  in  their  viewpoints,  proved  more  en- 
thusiastic. Some  of  the  day-to-day  problems  and  advantages  of  li- 
brary service,  from  a  lower  hierarchical  point  of  view,  were  brought 
jout.  Another  meeting  with  supervisory  "middle  management"  per- 
sonnel in  the  cottages  received  zealous  feedback.  These  staff  have  the 
ability  most  closely  to  observe  reading  habits,  interests  and  responses 
of  the  girls  themselves.  They  expressed  concern  for  the  development 
of  a  relevant  staff  library.  One  in  the  group  concluded,  primed  but  not 
prodded,  that  a  centralized  materials  center  would  best  serve  the 
special  but  diverse  needs  of  both  staff  and  wards,  and  that  the  staff 
library  should  in  no  way  be  apart  from  the  ward  library. 

At  this  time  a  monthly  series  of  library-sponsored  film  programs 
was  initiated.  Another  outcome  of  this  Interim  Stage  grew  from  a 
concern  about  what  could  be  done  to  encourage  library  users  to  make 
use  of  the  public  libraries  in  the  communities  in  which  they  will  live 
after  being  paroled.  To  this  end,  we  are  provided  by  the  School  with 
a  list  of  girls  who  have  indicated  in  pre-parole  sessions  their  interest 
in  receiving  cards  from  their  local  public  libraries.  We  write  to  YA 
librarians  in  those  communities,  explaining  the  project  and  asking 
for  a  card  made  out  to  the  girl,  along  with  publicity  materials  and 
branch  schedules.  Most  respond  cooperatively,  even  offering  sugges- 
tions on  how  their  particular  libraries  relate  to  young  adults,  or 
suggesting  programs  in  which  the  girls  would  be  welcome. 

These  meetings  served  several  purposes.  Most  importantly,  they 
gave  the  Project  Librarian  a  view  into  the  institution,  its  workings, 
its  problems,  its  needs.  For  the  staff  liaison  in  charge  of  (among 
many,  many  other  things)  developing  library  services,  the  meetings 
pointed  out  the  concerns  of  a  variety  of  levels  of  her  own  staff.  It 
was  beginning  to  be  apparent  that  the  library  did  not  consider  itself 
a  "fringe  benefit"  for  recreational  reading,  or  even  a  dispenser  of 
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books,  but  that  it  intended  to  assume  an  integral,  active  role  in  the 
institution. 

Other  meetings  were  planned,  including  a  videotaped  one  with 
non-library-using  wards,  but  were  interrupted  by  a  surprise  phone 
call  from  the  coordinator  in  January  of  this  year,  requesting  the 
Project  Librarian's  accompaniment  on  an  inspection  of  the  Fricot 
Ranch  for  Boys  library  in  San  Andreas.  For  financial  reasons,  this 
boys'  Youth  Authority  institution  is  in  the  process  of  closing,  and 
its  model  materials  center,  an  ESEA  Title  II  Phase  II  project  devel- 
oped during  the  past  year,  is  to  be  transferred  to  Los  Guilucos  if 
the  latter  is  able  to  meet  the  conditions  of  providing  a  building  and 
staff.  The  library  is  an  exceptionally  well  developed  one,  having 
received  excellent  consultant  services  and  direction  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  audiovisual  and 
an  orientation,  of  course,  toward  male  interests.  With  the  new  coedu- 
cational program  at  Los  Guilucos  and  a  public  library  collection 
developed  around  the  girls'  expressed  interests,  the  two  parts  would 
fall  together  to  form  a  well-rounded  core  library. 

The  material  development  efforts  converged  smoothly,  but  our 
concern  now  was  the  direction  or  possible  cessation  of  our  LSCA 
Title  IV-A  project.  Had  Los  Guilucos  seen  the  advantages  of  a  co- 
operative effort  with  a  local  public  library,  or  did  it  envision  its 
new  library  as  a  self-contained  Youth  Authority  school  library? 

In  brief,  it  was  decided  that,  because  the  institution  would  benefit 
from  continuing  the  demonstration  project,  the  new  development 
would  simply  constitute  the  Stage  II  which  had  been  delayed  but 
not  forgotten.  A  written  agreement  delineated  the  respective  respon- 
sibilities of  both  agencies.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  double  relocatable 
building  containing  approximately  1800  square  feet  will  be  erected 
and  the  Fricot  materials  transferred  by  autumn,  when  the  Fricot 
school  librarian  will  arrive.  In  addition  to  the  building  and  librarian, 
Los  Guilucos  will  provide  shelving  and  furnishings,  and  full-time 
paraprofessional  as  well  as  security  staff.  The  public  library  will 
provide  selection,  acquisition,  cataloging  and  processing  services,  as 
well  as  continued  access  to  the  extensive  resources  of  book  and  non- 
book  library  materials  owned  by  or  available  to  it.  In  addition,  we 
will  provide  a  part-time  professional  librarian  for  on-site  development 
and  supervision  of  the  School  library,  and  substitute  professional 
staffing  as  required.  Library  personnel,  whether  employed  by  the 
School  or  by  the  City-County  Library,  will  be  functionally  supervised 
by  the  Library,  although  they  will  be  under  the  authority  of  their 
respective  employers.  It  remains  to  be  evaluated  how  smoothly  this 
unorthodox  but  necessary  arrangement  will  run. 

The  project's  thrust  in  Stage  II  will  be  its  paramount  one:  to 
demonstrate  the  advantages  of  an  institutional  library  operated  by 
and  drawing  from  resources  at  the  local  public  library  level,  as 
opposed  to  a  possible  Department  of  Corrections  library  structure. 
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This  horizontal  rather  than  vertical  structuring  would  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Development  of  Public  Library 
Service  in  California,  which  has  as  its  basic  concept  the  principle 
that  every  citizen  of  the  state  has  an  equal  right  to  a  wide  variety 
and  depth  of  library  service  of  which  he  "should  not  be  deprived 
through  the  accident  of  residence  or  economic  weakness  of  the  gov- 
ernmental unit  in  which  he  lives."  *  Thus  inmates  have  access  not 
simply  to  an  individual  school  library  or  a  self-contained  institutional 
library,  but  to  the  wide  variety  and  depth  of  collections  and  expertise 
of  a  substantial  county  library  and  the  resources  available  to  it.  We 
hope  to  establish  a  feasible  pattern  for  other  state  institutions.  In 
addition,  any  future  projects  the  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County  Public 
Library  might  have  for  interlibrary  cooperation  with  junior  college 
or  college  libraries  will  have  important  implications  for  the  Los 
Guilucos  Project,  since  select  wards  will  be  attending  the  local  junior 
college  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  meantime,  the  outside  is  bringing  "right  on"  materials  to 
the  inside.

The  "In-Depth  Book  Collection"  Project  was  designed  to 
strengthen  the  collection  in  certain  areas  in  which  patients  had  shown 
great  interest  and  demand  in  the  five  years  previous  to  application, 
but  where  the  library  did  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  build  to  the 
point  of  supplying  that  demand.  These  areas  were: 

1.  Classics  in  general  literature  (poetry;  essays;  English,  Ameri- 
can, and  continental  European  drama;  Greek  and  Roman  literature 
of  all  types) ; 

2.  Classics  in  fiction,  especially  late  19th  century  and  the  first 
half  of  the  20th; 

3.  Classics  in  philosophy  (ancient,  Renaissance,  and  modern 
schools  of  philosophy,  including  systems  of  thought  which  have  in- 
fluenced the  course  of  history  such  as  those  proposed  by  Adam 
Smith,  John  Maynard  Keynes,  and  Karl  Marx) ; 

4.  Religion  (general  works  on  the  major  religions  of  the  world; 
history  of  Judaism  and  history  of  the  Christian  Church;  concord- 
ances, dictionaries  and  various  Bible  translations  for  reference 
use); 

5.  Science  (general  and  theoretical;  high  school  level  and  ad- 
vanced) ; 

6.  Technology  (applied  science  in  electronics,  computers,  auto- 
motive, space  and  aviation;  vocational  training  ranging  from  sec- 
retarial to  janitorial,  from  building  trades  and  electronics  to  air 
conditioning  and  graphic  arts;  including  materials  to  assist  in  job 
applications,  interviews  and  personal  appearance) ; 

7.  High  school  level  books  (recent  grammar  and  spelling;  re- 
cent mathematics,  including  the  "new  math";  geography;  biog- 
raphy) ; 

8.  Adult  interest  but  elementary  vocabulary  books,  to  assist  the 
educationally  handicapped  and  the  foreign-born; 

9.  Bind  the  National  Geographic  Magazine  for  the  years  1957— 
67,  to  make  it  a  feasible  reference  tool  and  to  make  it  more  readily 
available  for  browsing  while  less  likely  to  be  stolen  or  lost. 

In  addition  to  the  high-school  level  books  specified  in  item  7,  ap- 
proximately %  to  \  of  the  books  would  be  selected  for  their  recom- 
mended use  on  the  high  school  or  junior  high  school  levels. 

The  plan  was  to  purchase  these  books  and  have  them  processed 
ready  for  shelving  by  the  Processing  Center  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, thus  adding  285-300  basic  and  vitally  needed  books  to  the  col- 
lection, as  well  as  binding  49  volumes  of  the  National  Geographic  for 
reference  use. 

Mr.  Domney  is  Patients'  Librarian,  Metropolitan  State  Hospital,  Norwalk,  California ; 
Mr.  Tooker  was  previously  Patients'  Librarian.  This  article  was  edited  from 
their  reports  on  the  project. 
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The  patient  population  includes  the  illiterate,  foreign-born,  school 
dropouts,  high  school  and  college  graduates,  and  persons  from  a  great 
many  skilled  trades  and  professions.  The  treatment  program  of  recent 
years  has  radically  changed  so  that  the  patient  constitutency  has  also 
radically  changed.  There  are  only  a  few  of  the  chronic  patients  who 
formerly  constituted  a  large  segment  of  the  population.  At  present 
the  hospital  has  a  rapid  turnover  of  patients,  who  range  from  those 
who  do  not  speak  English  to  the  highly  educated,  and  from  the  un- 
skilled who  need  vocational  retraining  to  those  who  are  highly  skilled 
in  many  specialized  fields  and  professions.  There  is  increasing  em- 
phasis on  rehabilitation,  vocational  retraining,  and  the  completion  of 
the  high  school  education  for  those  who  do  not  have  their  diplomas. 

The  inadequacies  of  the  library  were  especially  acute  because  it 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1955  and  was  rebuilt  through  gift  books  and 
an  annual  expenditure  of  $500.  In  recent  years  this  was  augmented 
through  additional  funds  from  the  Patients'  Benefit  Fund,  but  this 
was  not  sufficient  to  strengthen  the  collection  in  all  of  the  areas 
where  it  has  been  weak  and  the  demand  great. 

As  books  were  received  in  the  early  periods  of  the  program,  there 
were  almost  immediate  results  in  circulation,  which  made  it  possible 
to  do  some  evaluation  of  the  program.  The  Life  Science  and  Nature 
Libraries  were  an  instantaneous  hit,  especially  those  volumes  dealing 
with  the  theoretical  sciences  and  technology.  Books  on  vocational  as- 
sistance were  used  quite  frequently,  pointing  to  a  real  need  for  more 
of  this  material. 

After  consultation  with  the  prison  chaplains  it  became  evident 
that  there  was  a  need  for  current  religious  material  of  a  non-denom- 
inational nature,  and  books  by  such  contemporary  writers  as  Mal- 
colm Boyd  and  Dave  Wilkerson  were  ordered  and  received.  The 
response  to  the  classic  writers  in  the  literary  fields  was  somewhat 
mixed.  The  greatest  response,  in  terms  of  use,  was  to  collections  of 
poetry,  essays,  and  short  stories,  both  of  older  writers  and  of 
twentieth-century  authors.  There  is  also  a  steady  demand  for  classic 
writers,  as  opposed  to  a  high  or  periodic  demand,  here  as  in  any 
public  library. 

By  the  end  of  the  first  period  of  the  grant,  with  books  being  added 
in  quantity,  it  was  no  longer  unusual  to  have  patients,  staff  and 
visitors  remark  that  this  was  a  "good"  library.  Many  had  expected 
to  find  nothing  but  old,  dated  and  worn  books. 

The  amount  of  money  spent  for  processing  the  books  was  more 
than  worth  the  cost.  It  would  have  been  virtually  impossible  for  the 
limited  staff  to  catalog,  classify  and  process  the  additional  books 
acquired  through  the  grant.  In  essence,  hours  of  time  were  reduced 
to  minutes,  and  the  books  were  available  for  the  patients'  use  within 
a  matter  of  only  one  to  three  days  after  receiving  them. 

During  the  second  period  of  the  grant,  an  attempt  was  made  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  history  collection.  Much  of  the  collection 
consisted  of  outdated  history  texts;   we  were  especially  lacking  in 
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current  events.  In  the  selection  of  history  titles,  emphasis  was  laid 
upon  patients'  interests  (Nazi  Germany,  ancient  Rome,  medieval 
Europe)  and  on  the  quality  of  the  writing  (Michael  Grant,  HJ 
Koenigsberger). 

Because  some  of  the  female  patients  were  enrolled  in  nursing 
courses,  interest  developed  in  the  fields  of  biology,  layman's  medicine 
and  practical  nursing,  and  titles  in  these  fields  were  included  along 
with  the  usual  orders  for  books  of  vocational  interest. 

Although  our  religion  and  philosophy  sections  were  very  good,, 
updating  was  needed,  and  we  added  titles  by  Martin  Buber,  Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer,  Gabriel  Marcel  and  Malcolm  Boyd.  The  philosophies 
of  the  East  were  especially  in  demand  by  younger  patients.  Along 
with  the  writings  of  these  philosophers  and  theologians,  we  also 
ordered  monographs  discussing  and  explaining  their  viewpoints. 

The  new  titles  in  history  began  to  circulate  and  were  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  patients.  The  monographs  dealing  with  laymen's  medi- 
cine and  practical  nursing  were  snapped  up  as  soon  as  they  were 
displayed.  Permission  was  granted  to  make  some  of  the  funds  avail- 
able to  purchase  record  players  and  earphones.  These  were  especially 
needed  by  some  of  the  adult  illiterates  and  young  drug  addicts,  who 
often  had  difficulty  in  concentrating  long  enough  to  read  a  book. 

With  many  patients  trying  to  earn  their  high  school  diplomas, 
there  was  an  increasing  demand  for  titles  in  such  subjects  as  English, 
chemistry,  physics,  mathematics,  algebra,  and  geometry.  Purchasing 
of  books  dealing  with  job  opportunities  and  high  school  subjects  was 
emphasized,  with  the  idea  of  having  boks  dealing  with  the  job  possi- 
bilities of  each  of  the  subject  areas  covered. 

Now  that  a  basic  collection  is  established,  it  will  be  easier  to  keep 
current  with  our  limited  budget.  Each  year  now  the  library  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  buy  current  material  without  worrying  about  the 
basic  necessities.

i|5tate  Aid  to  Public  Library  Systems 

Martin  E.  Thomas 

No  national  organization  collects  and  publishes  statistics  on  state 
■libraries  on  a  current  basis,  and  there  is  little  information  on  state 
jlbraries  in  the  budgets  and  other  publications  of  the  individual  states. 
Perhaps  national  organizations  choose  not  to  publish  in  this  area 
because  it  is  so  difficult  to  arrive  at  meaningful  statistics.  A  number 
pf  states  do  not  have  a  state  library  in  the  sense  that  California  has 
I  state  library.  Various  "state"  library  functions,  in  some  states,  are 
dispersed  among  a  variety  of  state  agencies. 

I  Nevertheless,  the  California  State  Library  has  collected  1970-71 
statistics  on  state  aid  as  the  result  of  questionnaires  mailed  to  each 
state  library  or  library  department.  It  is  hoped  that  the  figures  in  the 
following  table  will  be  useful  in  showing  1970-71  dollar  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  various  state  legislatures  for  state  aid  to  public 
library  systems  or  public  libraries,  for  total  state  library  budget  other 
pan  state  aid,  for  state  library  salaries,  and  for  state  library  books 
|and  subscriptions. 

Eleanor  Ferguson's  sound  January,  1970  article  on  state  aid  to 
■public  libraries  states  that,  according  to  unpublished  figures  col- 
lected by  the  American  Association  of  State  Libraries,  "appropria- 
tions by  the  states  for  assistance  to  local  public  libraries  and  public 
:  library  systems  totaled  $45,551,965  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  in 
i  1969."  *  This  figure  does  not  include  Hawaii,  where  all  library  sup- 
fcort  is  from  state  funds.  In  1969,  18  states  had  no  state  aid  for  public 
'library  systems  or  public  libraries.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  1971, 
Mthe  number  of  states  providing  no  state  aid  for  public  library  systems 
I  or  public  libraries  was  15,  and  appropriations  by  the  states,  excluding 
IjHawaii,  totalled  $54,567,083,  an  increase  of  16.5%. 

State  aid  to  public  library  systems  or  public  libraries  is  not  spread 
Ijvery  evenly  throughout  the  country.  Three  states,  Illinois,  New 
Jersey,  and  New  York,  have  a  combined  total  appropriation  of  $28,- 
!  '410,198,  which  is  52.1%  of  the  total  appropriation  for  all  the  states, 
\ (excluding  Hawaii.  With  the  continuing  rise  in  price  levels,  the  total 
jpicture  is  not  encouraging.  For  example,  California,  the  most  popu- 
lous state  in  the  nation,  has  an  excellent,  detailed  plan  for  total  li- 
brary service,  but  the  meager  state  aid  appropriation  of  $1,000,000 
;does  not  enable  it  to  achieve  excellence  in  statewide  library  service. 

The  American  Association  of  State  Libraries  would  furnish  an  ef- 
fective financial  aid  to  the  profession  if  it  published  annually  an 
'audited  table  of  statistics  on  state  aid  to  public  library  systems  and  to 
,public  libraries.

CALIFORNIA  LIBRARY  LAWS 

This  issue  contains  a  basic  compilation  of  California  library  laws,  as- 
sembled for  the  convenience  of  librarians  and  others  to  whom  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries  is  regularly  distributed. 

The  library  laws  have  been  completely  reset  and  repaged,  and  this 
compilation  supersedes  the  previous  one  issued  in  looseleaf  format  and 
comprising  the  issue  of  Fall,  1965  and  the  Special  Supplements  of  Fall, 
1966,  Fall,  1967,  Fall,  1968,  Fall,  1969,  and  Fall,  1970.  Those  issues  may 
now  be  discarded.  The  present  compilation  will  be  revised  each  year 
and  reprinted  complete,  so  that  each  Library  Laws  issue  will  supersede 
the  previous  one  and  no  reference  to  previous  compilations  will  be 
necessary. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  closing  date  of  June  30  was  established  for 
the  contents  of  this  issue.  Pertinent  legislation  enacted  and  signed  into 
law  after  June  30,  1971,  has  not  been  included.

Business  and  Professions  Code,  Sec.  6301  (b)  and  (d)  allows  munici- 
pal courts  greater  representation  on  County  Law  Library  boards  of 
trustees. 

Education  Code,  Sec.  6505.5  (e)  clarifies  procedures  for  auditors  or 
controllers  of  Joint  Powers  entities.

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STATE  LIBRARY 

General  Provisions 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27000-27105) 

Article  1.    Division  of  Libraries  in  Department  of 
Education 

27000.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  that  there  be  a 
general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  intelligence  through  the  establish- 
ment and  operation  of  public  libraries.  Such  diffusion  is  a  matter  of 
general  concern  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  provide 
encouragement  to  the  voluntary  lifelong  learning  of  the  people  of  the 
state. 

The  Legislature  further  declares  that  the  public  library  is  a  supple- 
ment to  the  formal  system  of  free  public  education,  and  a  source  of 
information  and  inspiration  to  persons  of  all  ages,  and  a  resource  for 
continuing  education  and  re-education  beyond  the  years  of  formal  edu- 
cation, and  as  such  deserves  adequate  financial  support  from  govern- 
ment at  all  levels. 

27001.  Division  of  libraries.  There  is  in  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion the  Division  of  Libraries. 

Note — The  State  Library  was  governed  by  a  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the  Legislature  from  1861 
(Stats.  1861:45,  Ch.  57)  until  1899;  by  a  board  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  governor  from  1899  (Stats. 
1899:30,  Ch.  31)  until  1921;  by  the  Board  of  Control  in  the  Department  of  Finance  from  1921  (Stats. 
1921:1027,  Ch.  603)  until  1927.  Since  1927  it  has  been  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Education  (Stats. 
1927:969,  Ch.  579) . 

27002.  State  Librarian.  The  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  chief 
who  shall  be  a  technically  trained  librarian  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
"State  Librarian." 

27003.  Appointment.  The  State  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by 
and  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Senate. 

27004.  Duties.  The  State  Librarian  shall  administer  the  State  Li- 
brary in  accordance  with  law  and  such  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  which  board  shall  determine  all  poli- 
cies for  the  conduct  of  the  State  Library. 

27005.  Hours.  The  State  Librarian  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the 
library  during  office  hours. 

27006.  Assistant.  The  State  Librarian  may  appoint  an  assistant  who 
shall  be  a  civil  executive  officer. 
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Article  2.    Powers  and  Duties 

27051.  Department  of  Education  duties.  The  Department  of  Edu- 
cation may: 

(a)  Make  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  the  State  Library. 

(b)  Authorize  the  librarian  to  appoint  such  other  assistants  as  are 
necessary. 

(c)  Sell  or  exchange  duplicate  copies  of  books.  i 

(d)  Keep  in  order  and  repair  the  books  and  property  in  the  library. 

(e)  Prescribe  rules  and  regulations  permitting  persons  other  than 
Members  of  the  Legislature  and  other  state  officers  to  have  the  use  of 
books  from  the  library. 

(f)  Collect  and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining 
to  libraries,  which  shall  be  available  to  other  libraries  within  the  state 
applying  for  the  information. 

(g)  Establish,  in  its  discretion,  deposit  stations  in  various  parts  of  the 
state  under  the  control  of  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  State  Library. 
No  book  shall  be  kept  permanently  away  from  the  main  library,  which 
may  be  required  for  official  use.  Books  and  other  library  materials  from 
public  libraries  of  the  state  may  be  accepted  for  deposit,  under  agree- 
ments entered  into  by  the  State  Librarian  and  the  public  libraries  con- 
cerned, whereby  materials  which  should  be  preserved  but  are  rarely 
used  in  the  region  may  be  stored  and  made  available  for  use  under  the 
same  conditions  that  apply  to  materials  in  the  State  Library. 

(h)  Collect,  preserve,  and  disseminate  information  regarding  the 
history  of  the  state. 

(i)  Serve  as  regional  library  for  the  blind,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

(j)  Give  advisory,  consultive,  and  technical  assistance  with  respect  to 
public  libraries,  to  librarians  and  library  authorities,  and  assist  all  other 
authorities,  state  and  local,  in  assuming  their  full  responsibility  for  li- 
brary services. 

(k)  Serve  as  the  central  reference  and  research  library  for  the  depart- 
ments of  state  government  and  maintain  adequate  legislative  reference 
and  research  library  services  for  the  Legislature. 

(1)  Acquire,  organize  and  supply  books  and  other  library  information- 
al and  reference  materials  to  supplement  the  collections  of  other  public 
libraries  of  the  state  with  the  more  technical,  scientific  and  scholarly 
works,  to  the  end  that  through  an  established  interlibrary  loan  system, 
the  people  of  the  state  shall  have  access  to  the  full  range  of  reference 
and  informational  materials. 

(m)  Make  studies  and  surveys  of  public  library  needs  and  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  allocation  of  federal  funds  to  public  libraries. 

(n)  Contract,  at  its  discretion,  with  other  public  libraries  in  the  state 
to  give  public  services  of  the  types  referred  to  in  subdivision  (g)  and 
(1)  of  this  section,  when  service  by  contract  appears  to  be  a  needed 
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supplement  to  the  facilities  and  services  carried  on  directly  by  the  State 
Library. 

27052.  Same.     The  Department  of  Education  shall  also: 

(a)  Purchase  books,  maps,  engravings,  paintings,  and  furniture  for 
the  library. 

(b)  Number  and  stamp  all  books  and  maps  belonging  to  the  library, 
and  keep  a  catalog  thereof. 

(c)  Have  bound  all  books  and  papers  that  require  binding. 

(d)  Keep  a  register  of  all  books  and  property  added  to  the  library,  and 
of  the  cost  thereof. 

(e)  Keep  a  register  of  all  books  taken  from  the  library. 

27053.  Federal  aid  to  public  libraries.  The  State  Department  of 
Education  is  hereby  named  and  designated  as  the  proper  state  agency 
to  accept,  receive  and  administer  any  and  all  funds,  moneys  or  library 
materials,  granted,  furnished,  provided,  appropriated,  dedicated  or 
made  available  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  departments,  commis- 
sions, boards,  bureaus  or  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  giving  aid  to  public 
libraries  in  the  State  of  California. 

27054.  Powers.    The  Department  of  Education  may: 

(a)  Contract  with  counties,  cities,  or  districts  within  this  state,  agen- 
cies of  the  state,  and  agencies  of  the  United  States  Government  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  library  services. 

(b)  Establish  and  operate  library  service  centers. 

27055.  Tape  recordings  of  books,  etc.,  to  blind  persons.  The  State 
Librarian  shall  make  available  on  a  loan  basis  to  legally  blind  persons, 
or  to  persons  who  are  visually  or  physically  handicapped  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  are  unable  to  read  conventional  printed  materials,  in 
the  state  tape  recordings  of  books  and  other  related  materials.  The  tape 
recordings  shall  be  selected  by  the  State  Library  on  the  same  basis  as 
the  State  Library's  general  program  for  providing  library  materials  to 
legally  blind  readers. 

27056.  Duplication  of  Braille  masters.  The  State  Librarian  may 
duplicate  any  braille  book  master,  other  than  textbook  masters,  pre- 
sented by  any  legally  blind  person  directly  to  the  State  Librarian  for 
duplication.  The  State  Librarian  may  duplicate  any  braille  book  master, 
other  than  textbook  masters,  presented  by  any  other  person  or  agency 
directly  to  the  State  Librarian  for  duplication. 

Article  3.    Books 

27101.  Withdrawal  from  library.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  li- 
brary by  the  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  by  other  state  officers  at 
any  time. 
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27102.  Failure  to  return.  The  Controller,  when  notified  by  the  De- 
partment of  Education  that  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  state  for 
whom  he  draws  a  warrant  for  salary  has  failed  to  return  any  book  taken 
by  him,  or  for  which  he  has  given  an  order,  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  rules,  or  the  time  within  which  it  was  agreed  to  be  returned,  and 
which  notice  shall  give  the  value  of  the  book,  shall,  after  first  informing 
the  officer  or  employee  of  the  notice,  upon  failure  by  him  to  return  the 
book,  deduct  from  the  warrant  for  the  salary  of  the  officer  or  employee, 
twice  the  value  of  the  book,  and  place  the  amount  deducted  in  the 
General  Fund. 

27103.  Purchase  of  duplicate.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  on 
the  part  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  state  to  return  a  book  for 
which  he  has  given  an  order  or  a  receipt  or  has  in  his  possession,  the 
Department  of  Education  may  purchase  for  the  library  a  duplicate  of 
the  book,  and  notify  the  Controller  of  the  purchase,  together  with  the 
cost  of  the  book.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  notice  from  the  department, 
the  Controller  shall  deduct  twice  the  cost  of  the  duplicate  book  from 
the  warrant  for  the  salary  of  the  officer  or  employee,  and  place  the 
amount  deducted  in  the  General  Fund. 

27104.  Legal  actions.  The  Department  of  Education  may  bring 
suit  in  its  official  capacity  for  the  recovery  of  any  book,  or  for  three 
times  the  value  thereof,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  against  any  person 
who  has  the  book  in  his  possession  or  who  is  responsible  therefor.  If  the 
department  has  purchased  a  duplicate  of  any  book,  it  may  bring  suit  for 
three  times  the  amount  expended  for  the  duplicate,  together  with  costs 
of  suit. 

27105.  Liability  of  borrower.  Every  person  who  injures  or  fails  to 
return  any  book  taken  is  liable  in  three  times  its  value. 

SUTRO  LIBRARY 

(Stat.  1915:822,  Ch.  492) 

Sec.  1.  Acceptance  of  Sutro  Library  by  State  Library.  The  action 
of  the  trustees  of  the  State  Library  in  accepting  as  a  gift  from  the  heirs 
of  the  late  Adolph  Sutro,  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  California  the  collec- 
tion of  rare  books  and  manuscripts  gathered  by  the  said  Adolph  Sutro 
is  hereby  approved  and  validated. 

Sec.  2.  Establishment  of  San  Francisco  branch.  The  establishment 
by  the  trustees  of  the  State  Library  of  a  branch  of  the  State  Library  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  known  as  the  "Sutro  Li- 
brary," in  which  branch  the  said  collection  of  rare  books  and  manus- 
cripts shall,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  gift,  be  maintained  is 
hereby  approved  and  validated. 
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BOARD  OF  LIBRARY  EXAMINERS 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27150-27150.1) 

27150.  How  constituted.  There  is  in  the  state  government  a  com- 
mission known  as  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consisting  of  the 
State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board,  the  President 
of  the  California  Library  Association,  the  librarian  of  the  public  library 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services,  except  their  actual  and  necessary  trav- 
eling expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries. 

27150.1.  Duties.  The  board  shall  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  all 
persons  desiring  to  become  county  librarians,  maintain  a  register  of  all 
librarians  who  meet  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  the  board,  and 
maintain  a  register  of  qualified  library  assistants.  The  board  may,  in 
writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its 
own  government,  and  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

REGISTER  OF  LIBRARIANS 

(Educ.  Code,  Sec.  27150.1  supra; 
Admin.  Code,  Title  5,  Sees.  21000-21005) 

21000.  Register  of  librarians.  There  is  hereby  established  a  register 
of  librarians.  It  shall  consist  of  all  persons  who  will  have  met  the  qualifi- 
cations for  such  registration,  as  established  by  the  Board  of  Library 
Examiners. 

21001.  Qualifications  for  registered  librarian.  A  registered  librar- 
ian shall  meet  and  furnish  evidence  of  the  following  qualifications  in 
section  21001  (a),  (b)  and  (c): 

(a)  Have  graduated  from  a  four-year  school  of  collegiate  level  and 
hold  a  bachelor's  degree. 

(b)  Have  fulfilled  one  of  the  following  requirements: 

( 1 )  Graduation  from  a  graduate  library  school  program  accredited 
by  the  American  Library  Association; 

or 

(2)  Hold  a  graduate  degree  in  library  science  and  have  completed 
a  program  of  at  least  twenty-four  (24)  graduate  units  in  library 
science; 

or 

(3)  Have  the  equivalent  of  section  21001  (b)   (2); 
or 
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(4)  Have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  graduate  study  and  hold 
a  California  credential  based  on  professional  preparation  in  librarian- 
ship  authorizing  service  in  the  public  schools  as  librarian; 

or 

(5)  Have  the  equivalent  of  section  21001  (b)  (4) 
(c)  Have  furnished  evidence  of  identity. 

21002.  Secretary  to  administer.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Li- 
brary Examiners  shall  administer  and  maintain  the  Register  of  Librari- 
ans and  prescribe  the  form  of  application  for  registration,  the  form  of 
evidence  of  registration,  and  the  form  of  the  Register  of  Librarians. 

21003.  Title  of  registered  librarian.  Only  a  person  enrolled  on  the 
Register  of  Librarians  may  be  known  as  a  registered  librarian. 

21004.  Expiration.  Registration  as  librarian  shall  expire  (a)  five  (5) 
years  after  registration  or  (b)  at  death,  whichever  first  occurs. 

21005.  Renewal.  Registration  may  be  renewed  on  expiration  upon 
application;  provided,  however,  the  power  to  amend,  revoke,  or  repeal 
the  provisions  of  sections  21000  through  21005  hereof  is  hereby  re- 
served. 
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COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27151-27271) 

Article  1.    Establishment 

27151.  County  free  libraries.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  may  establish  and  maintain,  within  their  respective  coun- 
ties, county  free  libraries  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (commencing  at 
Section  27151). 

27152.  Establishment.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may 
establish  at  the  county  seat  or  elsewhere  in  the  county,  a  county  free 
library  for  that  part  of  the  county  lying  outside  of  cities  maintaining  free 
public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  districts  maintaining  district  li- 
braries, and  for  all  such  additional  portions  of  the  county  as  may  elect 
to  become  a  part  of,  or  to  participate  in,  the  county  free  library  system 
as  provided  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151). 

27153.  Notice.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior 
to  taking  any  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  newspa- 
per designated  by  it  and  published  in  the  county,  notice  of  the  contem- 
plated action,  giving  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  action  is 
proposed  to  be  taken. 

27154.  Participation  of  city  and  library  district  libraries.  After  the 
establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  trustees,  common 
council,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  in  the  county  maintaining 
a  free  public  library,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district 
maintaining  a  district  library,  may  notify  the  board  of  supervisors  that 
the  city  or  library  district  desires  to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free 
library  system.  Thereafter  the  city  or  library  district  shall  be  a  part  of 
the  system  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
county  free  library,  and  the  property  within  the  city  or  library  district 
shall  be  liable  to  taxes  levied  for  county  free  library  purposes. 

27155.  Withdrawal.  The  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
district  may  on  or  before  February  1st  of  any  year,  notify  the  board  of 
supervisors  that  the  city  or  library  district  no  longer  desires  to  be  a  part 
of  the  county  free  library  system.  Thereafter  the  city  or  library  district 
shall  cease  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  county  free  library,  and 
the  property  situated  in  the  city  or  library  district  shall  not  be  liable  to 
taxes  for  county  free  library  purposes. 

27156.  Effective  date  of  withdrawal.  If  the  notice  is  given  after 
February  1st  of  any  year,  the  property  situated  in  the  city  or  library 
district  shall  be  liable  to  taxes  for  county  free  library  purposes  during 
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the  immediately  succeeding  year,  and  the  notice  shall  not  be  effective 
until  the  next  succeeding  year,  and  library  service  shall  be  rendered  in 
the  city  or  library  district  during  the  year  for  which  taxes  are  levied  for 
library  purposes  in  the  city  or  library  district. 

27157.  Notice.  Before  any  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
district  gives  notice  that  the  city  or  library  district  desires  to  become  a 
part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  or  gives  notice  of  withdrawal 
from  the  system,  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or  other  legis- 
lative body  of  the  city  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library  district  shall 
publish  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to  the  giving 
of  either  notice,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council,  or  other  legislative  body  of  the  city  or  the  board  of 
library  trustees  of  the  library  district,  and  circulating  throughout  the 
city  or  library  district,  notice  of  the  contemplated  action,  giving  the 
date  and  the  place  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  contemplated  action  is 
proposed  to  be  taken. 

27158.  Contracts  with  cities.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  coun- 
ty in  which  a  county  free  library  has  been  established  may  enter  into 
contracts  with  any  city  maintaining  a  free  public  library,  and  any  such 
city,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative  body,  may  enter 
into  contracts  with  the  county  to  secure  to  the  residents  of  the  city  the 
same  privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  granted  to,  or  enjoyed 
by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  the  city,  or  such  privileges  as 
are  agreed  upon  in  the  contract,  upon  such  consideration  named  in  the 
contract  as  is  agreed  upon,  to  be  paid  into  the  county  free  library  fund. 
Thereupon  the  residents  of  the  city  shall  have  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  the  county  free  library  as  the  residents  of  the  county  outside 
of  the  city,  or  such  privileges  as  are  agreed  upon  by  the  contract. 

27159.  Contracts  with  other  counties.  The  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  in  which  a  county  free  library  has  been  established  may 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  other  county 
to  secure  to  the  residents  of  the  other  county  such  privileges  of  the 
county  free  library  as  are  agreed  upon  by  the  contract  and  upon  such 
consideration  as  are  agreed  upon  in  the  contract  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund.  Thereupon  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  county 
shall  have  such  privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  agreed  upon 
by  the  contract. 

27160.  Library  tax.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  another  county 
in  which  a  county  free  library  has  been  established,  and  may  levy  a 
library  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  contract. 

27161.  County  librarian.     The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
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may  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  other  county  or  two 
or  more  other  counties  to  provide  for  the  services  of  a  single  qualified 
librarian  to  serve  simultaneously  as  the  county  librarian  of  each  county. 
When  so  appointed  the  county  librarian  shall  be  required  to  establish 
a  residence  in  but  one  of  the  counties  in  which  he  is  appointed. 

27162.  Termination  of  contract.  The  making  of  the  contract  shall 
not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  during  the  continuance 
of  the  contract  from  establishing  a  county  free  library  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151) ,  if  none  is  already 
established.  Upon  the  establishment  of  any  county  free  library,  the 
contract  may  be  terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 

27163.  Contract  with  city  library.  Instead  of  establishing  a  separate 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract 
with  the  board  of  library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free 
public  library  of  any  city  and  the  board  of  library  trustees,  or  other 
authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public  library,  may  make  such  a  contract. 
The  contract  may  provide  that  the  free  public  library  of  the  city  shall 
assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free  library  within  the  county  with 
which  the  contract  is  made,  including  cities  in  the  county.  The  board 
of  supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  library  fund  of  the  city 
such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  Either  party  to  the  contract  may 
terminate  the  contract  by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  intention  to  do 
so. 

27164.  Disestablishment.  After  a  county  free  library  has  been  es- 
tablished, it  may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  estab- 
lished. At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to  taking  any 
action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  newspaper  designated 
by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice  of  the  contemplated 
action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  contemplat- 
ed action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

27165.  Annexation  of  territory.  Whenever  any  of  the  territory  be- 
ing served  by  a  county  free  library  is  annexed  to,  or  otherwise  included 
within,  any  municipal  corporation  not  served  by  the  county  free  library, 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  order  the  county  free  library 
to  continue  to  serve  the  territory  annexed  to,  or  otherwise  included 
within  the  municipality,  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  or  years  for 
which  a  tax  has  been  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  annexed  territory 
for  the  support  of  the  county  free  library. 

27166.  Non-resident  fee.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  establish  a 
reasonable  fee  to  be  collected  from  persons  who  desire  to  participate 
in  the  services  and  benefits  of  the  county  free  library  and  who  are  not 
residents  of  the  territory  in  the  county  which  is  liable  for  taxes  for 
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county  free  library  purposes.  In  establishing  the  fee,  the  board  may  also 
prescribe  such  regulations  or  limitations  applicable  to  the  use  of  the 
county  free  library  by  such  persons  as  may  reasonably  be  necessary. 


Article  2.    The  County  Librarian 

27201.  County  librarian.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian. 

27201.5.  Civil  service  benefits.  If  any  county  adopts  a  civil  service 
system  or  a  limited  civil  service  system  for  county  officers  and  em- 
ployees, the  county  librarian  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  such 
civil  service  system. 

This  section  does  not  limit  any  powers  conferred  on  any  county  by 
charter. 

27202.  Certificate.  No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  county 
librarian  unless  prior  to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office. 

27203.  Residence.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  the  county  li- 
brarian need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State 
of  California. 

27204.  Sex.  Persons  of  either  sex  are  eligible  to  certification  for  the 
office  of  county  librarian. 

27205.  Oath  and  bond.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath 
of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  superior  court 
in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be  the  county  librarian,  in  such 
sum  as  is  determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 

27206.  Duties.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  to  the  general 
rules  adopted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  build  up  and  manage,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  principles  of  library  management,  a  library  for  the  use 
of  the  people  of  the  county,  and  shall  determine  what  books  and  other 
library  equipment  shall  be  purchased. 

27207.  Payment  of  salary.  The  salary  of  the  county  librarians  shall 
be  paid  by  each  of  the  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the 
salaries  of  other  county  officers  are  paid. 

27207.1.  Source  of  salary.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  a  county  over 
400,000  population,  as  determined  by  the  1960  Decennial  Census,  main- 
taining a  county  free  library  may  provide  that  the  salary  of  the  county 
librarian  be  paid  from  the  same  fund  used  for  maintaining  and  operat- 
ing the  county  free  library. 
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Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  modifying  the  status  of 
the  county  librarian  as  a  county  official  pursuant  to  Section  24000  of  the 
Government  Code. 

27208.  Traveling  expenses.  The  county  librarian  and  his  assistant 
shall  be  allowed  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred  on 
the  business  of  the  office. 

27209.  Qualification  certificate.  Except  when  the  county  librarian 
is  temporarily  absent,  no  person  shall  serve  in  the  position  of  county 
librarian  under  the  title  of  acting  county  librarian,  or  assistant  librarian 
in  charge,  or  any  other  such  title,  unless  the  person  has  received  from 
the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the 
position  of  county  librarian. 

In  the  event  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of  the  county  librar- 
ian cannot  be  found,  the  county  supervisors  shall  secure  a  written  per- 
mission from  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  to  appoint  an  unqualified 
person  to  the  position.  This  written  permission  may  be  granted  by  the 
library  examiners  for  a  period  of  time  up  to  but  not  exceeding  one  year. 
The  examiners  may  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion  renew  the 
permit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  present  appoint- 
ment or  reappointment  of  any  person  serving  on  September  11,  1957, 
in  any  position  which  is  in  lieu  of  the  position  of  county  librarian. 

Article  3.    Government 

27253.  Duties  of  board  of  supervisors.  The  county  free  library  is 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  may: 

(a)  Make  general  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  policy  of  the 
county  free  library. 

(b)  Establish,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  county  librarian, 
branches  and  stations  throughout  the  county  and  may  locate  the 
branches  and  stations  wherever  deemed  advisable. 

(c)  Determine  the  number  and  kind  of  employees  of  the  library. 

(d)  Appoint  and  dismiss  the  employees  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian. 

27254.  Removal  of  Employees.  No  employee  shall  be  removed  ex- 
cept for  cause. 

27255.  Reinstatement.  If  any  removal  is  made  upon  the  ground 
that  the  services  of  the  employee  are  no  longer  required,  the  removed 
employee  shall  have  the  first  right  to  be  restored  to  the  employment 
when  his  services  are  again  required. 

27256.  Employment  for  definite  term.  The  board  of  supervisors 
may,  at  the  time  of  appointing  any  employees,  and  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  county  librarian,  enter  into  an  agreement  that  the 
employee  is  employed  for  a  definite  time  only. 

2— S21S0 
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27257.  Grades  of  employees.  All  employees  of  the  county  free  li- 
brary whose  duties  require  special  training  in  library  work  shall  be 
graded  in  grades  established  by  the  county  librarian,  with  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  State  Librarian,  according  to  the  duties  required  of 
them,  experience  in  library  work  and  other  qualifications  for  the  serv- 
ice required. 

27258.  Examinations.  Before  appointment  to  a  position  in  the 
graded  service,  the  candidate  shall  pass  an  examination  appropriate  to 
the  position  sought,  satisfactory  to  the  county  librarian,  and  show  a 
satisfactory  experience  in  library  work.  Work  in  approved  library 
schools  or  libraries,  or  certificates  issued  by  the  Board  of  Library  Exam- 
iners, may  be  accepted  by  the  county  librarian  in  lieu  of  such  examina- 
tion. 

27259.  Apprentices.  The  county  librarian  may  accept  as  appren- 
tices, without  compensation,  candidates  possessing  personal  qualifica- 
tions satisfactory  to  him  and  may  dismiss  them  at  any  time  if  in  his 
judgment  their  work  is  not  satisfactory  to  him. 

27260.  Supervision  by  State  Librarian.  The  county  free  libraries 
are  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall  from 
time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  county 
free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  visits  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries. 

27261.  Annual  convention.  The  State  Librarian  shall  annually  call 
a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to  assemble  at  such  time  and  place 
as  he  deems  most  convenient,  for  the  discussion  of  questions  pertaining 
to  the  supervision  and  administration  of  the  county  free  libraries,  the 
laws  relating  thereto,  and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and 
interest  of  the  county  free  libraries  as  are  properly  brought  before  it. 
All  county  librarians  shall  attend  and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention.  The  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  county  librarians 
attending  the  convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  free  library 
fund. 

27262.  Report.  The  county  librarian  shall,  on  or  before  August  31st, 
in  each  year,  report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  State  Librar- 
ian on  the  condition  of  the  county  free  library,  for  the  year  ending  June 
30th  preceding.  The  reports  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed 
expedient  by  the  county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other 
information  as  is  deemed  desirable  by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this 
purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to  the  several  county  librarians 
instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  com- 
parative study  of  library  conditions  in  the  State. 
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27263.  Tax.  The  board  of  supervisors,  after  a  county  free  library 
has  been  established,  shall  annually  levy,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  time  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied,  and  in  addition  to  all  other 
taxes,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  three  mills  ($0,003)  on  the  dollar  ($1)  of 
assessed  valuation  upon  all  property  in  the  county  outside  of  cities 
maintaining  free  public  libraries,  union  high  school  library  districts 
maintaining  district  free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  districts 
maintaining  district  libraries,  and  upon  all  property  within  cities  and 
library  districts,  which  have  elected  to  become  a  part  of  any  county  free 
library  system,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  property  for,  establishing, 
and  maintaining  the  county  free  library. 

27264.  Tax  for  site  and  buildings.  In  counties  wherein  a  union  high 
school  library  district,  maintaining  a  district  free  public  library  was 
established  prior  to  June  30,  1912,  and  such  district  has  not  elected  to 
become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors may  levy  a  tax  in  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  upon  all  the 
property  in  the  county  outside  of  cities  maintaining  free  public  librar- 
ies, union  high  school  library  districts  maintaining  district  free  public 
libraries  and  outside  of  library  districts  maintaining  district  libraries, 
and  upon  all  property  within  cities  and  library  districts  which  have 
elected  to  become  a  part  of  any  county  free  library  system,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  sites  for,  and  constructing,  leasing,  building,  re- 
building, furnishing,  refurnishing,  or  repairing  county  free  library 
buildings.  In  all  other  counties,  county  bonds  may  be  issued,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Article  1,  Chapter  6,  Division  3,  Title  3  of  the 
Government  Code,  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  county  free 
library  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  land  therefor. 

27264.5.  Special  taxing  zones.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  create 
special  taxing  zones  within  the  territory  of  the  county  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  county  free  library  purposes  for  the  purpose  of  levying  special 
taxes  within  the  zones  when  it  is  found  by  the  board  that  the  territory 
within  the  zones  require  special  services  or  special  facilities  in  addition 
to  those  provided  generally  by  the  county  free  library  system  and  that 
the  special  tax  levy  is  commensurate  with  the  special  benefits  to  be 
provided  in  the  zones. 

27265.  Gifts.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  receive  on  behalf  of  the 
county,  any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  free  library,  or  for  any 
branch  or  subdivision  of  the  library. 

27266.  Title  to  library  property.  The  title  to  all  property  belonging 
to  the  county  free  library  is  vested  in  the  county.  All  laws  applicable  to 
the  collection  of  county  taxes  shall  apply  to  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
provided  in  Sections  27263  and  27264.  All  moneys  of  the  county  free 
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library,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  in  the 
custody  of  the  county  treasurer. 

27267.  Claims.  Each  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund 
shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  county  librarian,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county  by  his  assistant.  It  shall  then  be  acted  upon  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  claims  against  the  county. 

27268.  Contracts  with  county  law  libraries.  In  any  county  of  this 
state  where  a  law  library  exists  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  5  of 
Division  3  of  the  Business  and  Professions  Code,  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors of  the  county  may  enter  into  contracts,  or  agreements  with  the 
board  of  law  library  trustees  of  the  law  library  for  the  co-operation  of 
the  law  library  and  the  county  free  library,  and,  in  that  connection,  may 
contract  or  agree  with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of  the  law 
library  that  the  county  librarian  and  other  employees  of  the  county  free 
library  perform  the  duties  required  to  be  done  or  performed  by  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  law  library  for  a  compensation  to  be 
named  in  the  contract  or  agreement,  and  to  be  paid  into  the  county  free 
library  fund. 

27269.  School  and  Teachers'  Libraries.  The  board  of  supervisors 
may  accept  on  behalf  of  the  county  free  library,  all  books  and  other 
property  of  school  libraries  and  of  the  teachers'  library,  and  may  man- 
age and  maintain  them  as  a  part  of  the  county  free  library. 

27270.  Continued  existence.  Any  county  library  which  was  estab- 
lished and  existed  on  April  26,  1911,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "an  act  to  provide  county  library  systems,"  approved  April  12, 
1909,  is  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at 
Section  27151) ,  and  shall  be  considered  the  same  as  if  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151).  If  a 
contract  has  been  entered  into  between  any  county  board  of  supervi- 
sors and  any  city  pursuant  to  this  article  (commencing  at  Section 
27151),  the  contract  shall  continue  in  force,  and  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 27163  shall  be  applicable  thereto,  until  the  establishment  and 
equipment  of  a  county  free  library  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  27151),  unless  sooner  terminated. 

27271.  Construction  and  repair  of  buildings.  The  board  of  supervi- 
sors of  any  county  in  which  there  has  been  established  a  county  free 
library  which  does  not  serve  the  entire  county  may,  on  behalf  of  the 
county  free  library,  construct,  build,  repair  or  refurnish  buildings  to  be 
used  for  county  free  library  purposes,  payment  for  which  may  be  made 
from  the  general  fund  of  the  county.  If  payment  is  made  from  the 
county's  general  fund,  the  county  auditor  shall  each  fiscal  year  thereaf- 
ter transfer  from  the  county  free  library  fund  to  the  county's  general 
fund  as  a  prior  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund  for  as  many 
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years  as  are  determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors  but  not  to  exceed 
20,  an  equal  annual  installment  in  such  amount  that  over  the  designated 
period  of  years  the  entire  payment  from  the  county's  general  fund  will 
be  completely  repaid.  Payment  of  the  costs  of  the  construction  of  a 
county  free  library  building  may  also  be  made  from  the  employees 
retirement  fund  of  a  retirement  system  established  under  the  authority 
of  the  County  Employees  Retirement  Law  of  1937  as  an  investment  of 
that  fund  and  under  the  conditions  specified  in  that  law. 

Alternative  Method  of  Maintenance 

(Gov.  Code,  Sees.  25351,  25358,  25450,  25450.4,  25450.41,  25457-25457.4,  26150) 

25351.  Construction  and  repair  of  buildings.  The  board  may  con- 
struct, lease,  build,  rebuild,  furnish,  refurnish,  or  repair  buildings  for  a 
hospital,  almshouse,  courthouse,  jail,  historical  museum,  aquarium,  li- 
brary, art  gallery,  art  institute,  exposition  building  for  exhibiting  and 
advertising  farming,  mining,  manufacturing,  livestock  raising,  and 
other  resources  of  the  county,  stadium,  coliseum,  sports  arena,  or  sports 
pavilion  or  other  building  for  holding  sports  events,  athletic  contests, 
contests  of  skill,  exhibition,  spectacles  and  other  public  meetings,  and 
such  other  public  buildings  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  work  of  the 
county  government.  Library  buildings  shall  be  constructed,  built,  re- 
paired or  refurnished  only  from  taxes  levied  upon  property  which  is  a 
part  of  the  county  free  library  system  as  defined  in  Chapter  2,  Division 
11  of  the  Education  Code. 

25358.  Maintenance  of  buildings.  The  board  shall  provide  all 
necessary  officers,  employees,  attendants,  and  supplies  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  the  county  buildings. 

25450.  When  construction  exceeds  $4,000.  Whenever  the  estimat- 
ed cost  of  construction  of  any  wharf,  chute,  or  other  shipping  facility, 
or  of  any  hospital,  almshouse,  courthouse,  jail,  historical  museum, 
aquarium,  county  free  library  building,  branch  library  building,  art 
gallery,  art  institute,  exposition  building,  stadium,  coliseum,  sports 
arena  or  sports  pavilion  or  other  building  for  holding  spectacles  and 
other  public  meetings,  or  other  public  building  or  the  cost  of  any  repairs 
thereto  exceeds  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000),  inclusive  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished  pursuant  to 
Section  25457,  the  work  shall  be  done  by  contract.  Any  such  contract  not 
let  pursuant  to  this  article  is  void. 

25450.4.  Construction  less  than  $6,500.  In  counties  containing  a 
population  of  500,000  or  over,  the  work  referred  to  in  Section  25450 
need  not  be  done  by  contract  if  the  estimated  cost  thereof  is  less  than 
six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($6,500),  exclusive  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished  pursuant  to  Section  25457.4. 
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25450.41.  Construction  less  than  $50,000.  In  counties  containing  a 
population  of  2,000,000  or  over,  the  provisions  of  Sections  25450  and 
25450.4  do  not  apply  to  alteration  or  repair  work  upon  county-owned 
buildings,  if  the  cost  of  such  work  is  under  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,- 
000),  and  if  before  the  work  is  authorized  the  board  of  supervisors 
determines  that  detailed  plans  for  the  existing  building  are  obsolete  or 
do  not  exist  and  that  because  of  the  age  or  condition  of  the  building  it 
is  impracticable  to  have  detailed  plans  and  specifications  prepared  for 
the  proposed  work. 

25457.  Purchases  by  purchasing  agents.  In  counties  employing  a 
purchasing  agent,  furnishings,  materials,  supplies  and  employment  of 
independent  contractors  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  of  the 
works  mentioned  in  Section  25450  costing  not  more  than  four  thousand 
dollars  ($4,000)  in  total  may  be  purchased  by  the  purchasing  agent  in 
accordance  with  Article  7  of  this  chapter  without  the  formality  of  ob- 
taining bids,  letting  contracts,  preparing  specifications,  and  the  other 
things  required  by  this  article  and  said  Article  7  for  purchases  or  con- 
tracts costing  more  than  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000). 

25457.1.  Purchases  by  county  administrative  officer.  The  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county  may  delegate  to  the  county  administrative 
officer  or  the  county  executive  officer  in  an  equivalent  position,  the 
power  to  enter  into  and  execute  on  behalf  of  the  county  any  contracts, 
which  do  not  involve  the  expenditure  of  more  than  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($2,500) ,  which  relate  to  purposes  previously  approved 
and  budgeted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  subject  to  ratification  of  such 
approval  and  execution  by  the  board  of  supervisors.  This  section  shall 
not  apply  to 

(a)  Matters  within  the  purview  of  Section  25457; 

(b)  Contracts  for  the  construction  of  public  improvements; 

(c)  Contracts  which  must  be  awarded  after  public  notice  and  com- 
petitive bidding. 

25457.4.  Purchases  by  purchasing  agents — counties  of  500,000  or 
more  population.  In  counties  containing  a  population  of  500,000  or 
more  and  employing  a  purchasing  agent,  furnishings,  materials  and 
supplies  to  be  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  of  the  works 
mentioned  in  Section  25450  and  estimated  as  costing  not  more  than 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  may  be  purchased  by  the 
purchasing  agent  in  accordance  with  Article  7  of  this  chapter  without 
the  formality  of  obtaining  bids,  letting  contracts,  preparing  specifica- 
tions, or  the  other  things  required  by  this  article,  and  the  estimated  cost 
thereof  shall  not  be  considered  or  included  in  the  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  construction  for  the  purposes  of  Section  25450  and  25450.4. 

26150.  Acquisition,  furnishing,  etc.  County  free  libraries  may  be 
constructed,  leased,  built,  rebuilt,  furnished,  refurnished,  or  repaired 
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pursuant  to  the  Education  Code,  or  pursuant  to  this  part;  provided  that, 
in  counties  wherein  a  union  high  school  library  district  maintaining  a 
district  free  public  library  was  established  prior  to  June  30, 1912,  county 
free  libraries  shall  be  constructed,  leased,  built,  rebuilt,  furnished,  refur- 
nished or  repaired  pursuant  to  Section  22174  of  the  Education  Code 
until  such  time  as  the  union  high  school  library  district  elects  to  become 
a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system.

24000.     County  officers.     The  officers  of  a  county  are:

(r)   A  county  librarian. 


24001.  Eligibility  for  county  office.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  Sections  27550.1  and  27641.1  of  this  code  or  in  this  section,  a  person 
is  not  eligible  to  a  county  or  district  office,  unless  at  the  time  of  his 
election  or  appointment  he  is  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  a  citizen 
of  the  State,  and  an  elector  of  the  county  or  district  in  which  the  duties 
of  the  office  are  to  be  exercised. 

25300.  Regulation  of  compensation.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall 
regulate  the  compensation  of  all  county  officers,  other  than  the  board 
of  supervisors,  the  district  attorney,  and  the  auditor,  and  the  number, 
method  of  appointment,  terms  of  office  or  employment,  and  compensa- 
tion of  all  deputies,  assistants,  and  employees  of  the  county. 

25304.  Filling  of  Vacancies.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  fill  by 
appointment  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  office  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  board  and  elective  county  officers,  except  judge  of  the 
superior  court  and  supervisors.  The  appointee  shall  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term  or  until  the  first  Monday  after  January  1st  succeeding 
the  next  general  election.

21050.  Examination  for  certificate  for  county  librarian.  The  Board 
of  Library  Examiners  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  examinations  for 
the  qualification  of  persons  under  Section  27150.1  of  the  Education 
Code  as  county  librarians  and  shall  issue  a  certificate  therefor. 

21051.  Application  and  certificate.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  application  and  of  said  certificate  and 
shall  administer  such  examinations. 
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21052.  Qualification  for  county  librarian's  certificate.  A  candidate 
for  the  county  librarian's  certificate  shall  meet  the  following  qualifica- 
tions in  Section  21052  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  and  (f): 

(a)  Have  graduated  from  a  four-year  school  of  collegiate  level  and 
hold  a  bachelor's  degree. 

(b)  Have  fulfilled  one  of  the  following  requirements: 

( 1 )  Graduation  from  a  graduate  library  school  program  accredit- 
ed by  the  American  Library  Association; 

or 

(2)  Have  completed  a  program  of  at  least  twenty-four    (24) 
graduate  units  in  library  science; 

or 

(3)  Have  the  equivalent  of  Section  21052  (b)   (2). 

(c)  Have  completed  three  full  years  of  acceptable  experience  in 
library  work  of  a  professional  nature,  at  least  one  year  of  which  experi- 
ence must  have  been  of  an  administrative  character. 

(d)  Have  passed  the  prescribed  written  examination  for  said  certifi- 
cate. 

(e)  Have  passed  the  prescribed  oral  examination. 

(f)  Must  otherwise  not  be  unable  to  qualify  for  the  office  of  county 
librarian. 

21053.  Expiration.  A  county  librarian's  certificate  shall  expire  (1) 
five  (5)  years  after  issuance  or  (2)  at  death,  whichever  first  occurs. 

21054.  Renewal.  A  county  librarian's  certificate  may  be  renewed 
after  expiration  upon  application  and  showing  of  satisfactory  experi- 
ence as  a  county  librarian  in  the  State  of  California  at  the  time  of 
expiration  and  within  one  year  of  expiration;  provided,  however,  that 
the  power  is  reserved  to  amend,  revoke,  or  repeal  the  provisions  of 
Sections  21050  through  21054  hereof. 

Service  at  County  Institutions

26151.  Service  at  county  institutions.  The  board  of  supervisors  may 
provide  library  service  at  charitable,  detention,  and  penal  institutions 
of  the  county  under  its  supervision  and  control,  and  may  also  provide 
to  officers  and  employees  of  county  departments  such  library  service  as 
is  required  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Such  service  shall  be 
rendered  through  the  county  free  library  and  the  cost  is  a  charge  upon 
the  county  payable  out  of  the  general  fund.

COUNTY  LAW  LIBRARIES 

General  Provisions 

(Bus.  and  Prof.  Code,  Sees.  6300-6365) 

Article  1.    Boards  of  Law  Library  Trustees 

6300.  Boards  of  trustees.  There  is  in  each  county  of  the  state  a 
board  of  law  library  trustees,  which  governs  the  law  library  established 
for  the  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

6301.  How  constituted.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  is  constitut- 
ed as  follows: 

(a)  In  a  county  where  there  are  no  more  than  three  judges  of  the 
superior  court,  each  of  such  judges  is  ex  officio  a  trustee;  in  a  county 
where  there  are  more  than  three  judges  of  the  superior  court,  the 
judges  of  the  court  shall  elect  three  of  their  number  to  serve  as  trustees. 
However,  where  there  are  no  more  than  three  judges  of  the  superior 
court,  the  judges  may  at  their  option  select  only  one  of  their  number 
to  serve  as  a  trustee,  and  in  such  event  they  shall  appoint  two  additional 
trustees  who  are  members  of  the  bar  of  the  county. 

Any  judge  who  is  an  ex  officio  or  elected  member  may  at  his  option 
designate  a  member  of  the  bar  of  the  county  to  act  for  him  as  trustee. 

(b)  In  a  county  in  which  one  or  more  municipal  courts  have  been 
established,  the  judges  of  such  court  or  courts  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  serve  as  trustee.  In  a  county  in  which  three  or  more  munici- 
pal courts  have  been  established,  the  judges  of  such  courts  may  elect 
two  of  their  number  to  serve  as  trustees. 

(c)  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  is  ex  officio  a  trustee, 
but  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  request  of  the  chairman  may  appoint 
a  member  of  the  bar  of  the  county  or  any  other  member  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  to  serve  as  trustee  in  place  of  said  chairman. 
The  appointment  of  the  person  selected  in  lieu  of  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  shall  expire  when  a  new  chairman  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  is  selected,  and  such  appointment  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  6302. 

(d)  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  as  many  additional  trust- 
ees, who  are  members  of  the  bar  of  the  county,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  board  of  five  members  in  any  county  in  which  a  municipal 
court  has  not  been  established,  or  of  six  members  in  any  county  where 
the  municipal  courts  have  elected  one  member,  or  of  seven  members 
in  any  county  where  the  municipal  courts  have  elected  two  members 
to  serve  as  trustees. 

6301.5.  How  constituted.  In  any  county  in  which  a  municipal  court 
has  not  been  established  and  in  which  there  is  no  county  bar  association, 
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if  the  board  of  supervisors  determines  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  members  of  the  State  Bar  residing,  and  with  their  principal 
places  of  office  for  the  practice  of  law,  in  the  county  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  board  of  library  trustees  by  the  board  of  supervisors  pursu- 
ant to  subdivision  (d)  of  Section  6301  for  the  constitution  of  a 
five-member  board  of  library  trustees,  the  board  of  library  trustees  may 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  members. 

6302.  Appointment  of  trustees.  Appointments  of  trustees  which 
are  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  be  made 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  after  the  establishment 
of  a  law  library  in  the  county,  the  appointees  to  serve  until  the  first 
meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  succeeding  January.  The 
board  shall,  at  any  such  meeting  in  each  succeeding  January,  appoint 
such  trustees  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

6303.  Compensation.  The  office  of  trustee  is  honorary,  without 
salary  or  other  compensation. 

6304.  Meetings.  Each  board  of  law  library  trustees  shall  meet  regu- 
larly each  month  on  such  day  as  it  shall  appoint,  but  if  it  appoint  no  day, 
it  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month, 
and  any  board  may  meet  at  such  other  times  as  it  may  appoint,  at  a  place 
to  be  designated  for  that  purpose.  The  president  of  the  board  may  call 
a  special  meeting  at  any  time  for  the  transaction  of  necessary  business. 
A  majority  of  the  members  constitutes  a  quorum  for  business,  and  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  required  to  exercise  the 
powers  of  the  board. 

6305.  Removal.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  remove  any 
trustee,  except  an  ex  officio  trustee,  who  neglects  to  attend  or  who 
absents  himself  from  the  meetings  of  the  board,  and  may  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  from  any  cause  occur  in  the  board. 

6306.  President.  Each  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  number  as 
president. 

6307.  Secretary.  Each  board  shall  elect  a  secretary,  who  shall  keep 
a  full  statement  and  account  of  all  property,  money,  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures, and  shall  keep  a  record  and  full  minutes  in  writing,  with  the 
ayes  and  noes  at  length,  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board.  The  secretary 
may  certify  to  such  proceedings,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  his  hand, 
verified  by  an  official  seal  adopted  and  provided  by  the  board  for  that 
purpose. 

6307.5.  Records  open  to  public.  All  records  of  the  board  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  the  public  during  regular  office  hours. 
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Article  2.    Law  Library  Funds 

6320.  Collections.  All  money  collected  for  the  law  library  in  each 
county,  must  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  who  must 
keep  the  same  separate  and  apart  in  a  trust  fund  or  trust  account  to  be 
disbursed  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees.  Money  may  be  disbursed 
only  as  in  this  chapter  provided,  and  only  for  the  purposes  herein 
authorized. 

Whenever  a  law  library  and  a  board  of  trustees  to  govern  the  same, 
is  in  existence  under  the  provisions  of  any  law,  other  than  the  law 
superseded  by  this  chapter,  in  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  money  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  those,  and  in 
the  manner,  provided  by  such  law. 

6321.  Filing  fee.  On  the  commencement  in,  or  the  removal  to,  the 
superior  court  of  any  county  in  this  state,  of  any  civil  action,  proceeding, 
or  appeal  and  on  the  commencement  in,  or  removal  to,  the  municipal 
court  or  justice  court  in  any  county,  of  any  civil  action  or  proceeding, 
the  party  instituting  such  proceeding,  or  filing  the  first  papers,  shall  pay 
to  the  clerk  of  the  court,  for  the  law  library,  on  filing  the  first  papers, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1)  as  costs,  in  addition  to  the  fees  fixed  by  law. 

6322.  First  appearance  fee.  Thereafter,  any  defendant,  respond- 
ent, adverse  party,  or  intervening  party,  on  his  first  appearance  in  a 
superior  or  municipal  court,  or  any  number  of  such  defendants,  re- 
spondents, or  parties,  appearing  jointly,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  for  the  law  library,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1)  as  costs,  in  addition 
to  the  fees  fixed  by  law. 

6322.1.  Increase  fee.  The  board  of  law  library  trustees  of  any  coun- 
ty may  increase  the  costs  provided  in  Sections  6321  and  6322  to  not  more 
than  five  dollars  ($5)  for  each  event  there  described  whenever  they 
shall  determine  that  the  increase  is  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  law  library. 

6323.  Exceptions.  Such  costs  shall  not  be  collected,  however,  in 
small  claims  court,  nor  shall  they  be  collected  in  justices'  courts  in 
counties  in  which  there  are  more  than  25  municipal  court  judges,  nor 
shall  they  be  collected  on  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  letters  of  adoption, 
or  the  filing  of  a  disclaimer. 

6324.  Additional  appropriation.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
county  may  set  apart  from  the  fees  collected  by  the  county  clerk  sums 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  in  any  one 
fiscal  year,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  clerk  into  the  law  library  fund  in 
addition  to  the  moneys  otherwise  provided  to  be  deposited  in  that  fund 
by  law.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  also  appropriate  from  the  county 
treasury  for  law  library  purposes  such  additional  sums  as  may  in  their 
discretion  appear  proper.  When  so  paid  into  the  law  library  fund,  such 
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sums  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  fund  and  be  used  for  the  same 
purposes. 

6325.  Audit.  The  orders  and  demands  of  the  trustees  of  the  law 
library,  when  duly  made  and  authenticated  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  verified  and  audited  by  the  auditing  officer,  and  paid  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  out  of  the  law  library  fund.  Full  entry  and  record 
shall  be  kept  as  in  other  cases. 

6326.  Revolving  fund.  A  revolving  fund  of  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  may  be  established  from  money  in 
the  law  library  fund,  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  law  library  trustees, 
for  expenditures  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  for  purposes 
for  which  the  law  library  fund  may  lawfully  be  expended.  The  board 
shall  prescribe  the  procedure  by  which  money  may  be  drawn  from  the 
revolving  fund,  the  records  to  be  kept,  and  the  manner  in  which  reim- 
bursements shall  be  made  to  the  revolving  fund  by  demand  and  order 
from  the  law  library  fund.  All  or  any  part  of  the  money  in  the  revolving 
fund  may  be  deposited  in  a  commercial  account  in  a  bank,  subject  to 
payments  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  by  check  on  the 
signature  of  the  secretary  or  any  other  person  or  persons  designated  by 
the  board. 

Article  3.    Duties  and  Powers  of  Boards 

6340.  Establishment  and  maintenance.  Each  board  of  law  library 
trustees  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  law  library  at  the  county  seat  of 
the  county  in  which  it  is  appointed  and  may  lease  suitable  quarters 
therefor  or  construct  quarters  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
and  may  provide  leased  or  constructed  quarters  with  suitable  furniture 
and  utility  services. 

6341.  Branches.  Any  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  establish 
and  maintain  a  branch  of  the  law  library  in  any  city  in  the  county,  other 
than  the  county  seat,  in  which  a  session  of  the  superior  court  or  of  a 
municipal  court  is  held,  or  in  which  a  municipal  court  has  been  author- 
ized by  statute  but  has  not  yet  begun  to  operate.  In  any  city  constituting 
the  county  seat,  any  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  establish  and 
maintain  a  branch  of  the  law  library  at  any  location  therein  where  four 
or  more  judges  of  the  municipal  court  are  designated  to  hold  sessions 
more  than  10  miles  distant  from  the  principal  office  of  the  municipal 
court.  In  any  city  and  county  any  board  of  law  library  trustees  may 
establish  and  maintain  branches  of  the  law  library.  A  branch  is  in  all 
respects  a  part  of  the  law  library  and  is  governed  accordingly. 

6342.  Expenditures.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  order  the 
drawing  and  payment,  upon  properly  authenticated  vouchers,  duly 
certified  by  the  president  and  secretary,  of  money  from  out  of  the  law 
library  fund  for  any  liability  or  expenditure  herein  authorized,  and 
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generally  do  all  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter. 

6343.  Rules  and  regulations;  Expenditures.  A  board  may  make  and 
enforce  all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administra- 
tion, government,  and  protection  of  the  law  library,  and  of  all  property 
belonging  thereto,  or  that  may  be  loaned,  devised,  bequeathed,  or 
donated  to  it.  A  board  may  make  expenditures  for  the  suitable  mainte- 
nance, repair,  protection  and  insurance  against  loss  of  such  property, 
both  real  and  personal. 

6344.  Purchases.  A  board  may  purchase  books,  journals,  other  pub- 
lications, and  other  personal  property.  It  may  dispose  of  obsolete  or 
duplicate  books,  and  other  unneeded  or  unusable  property. 

6345.  Librarian.  A  board  may  appoint  a  librarian  and  define  the 
powers  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  any  officers,  determine  the  number, 
and  elect  all  necessary  subordinate  officers  and  assistants,  and  at  its 
pleasure  remove  any  officer  or  assistant. 

For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  recruitment  of  professional  and 
technically  trained  persons  to  fill  positions  for  which  there  is  a  shortage 
of  qualified  applicants,  a  board  may  authorize  payment  of  all  or  a  part 
of  the  reasonable  travel  expense  of  applicants  who  are  called  for  inter- 
view and  all  or  part  of  the  reasonable  travel  and  moving  expense  of 
persons  who  change  their  place  of  residence  to  accept  employment 
with  the  law  library. 

6346.  Salaries,  bonds,  etc.  A  board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  the  secre- 
tary, librarian,  and  other  officers  and  assistants,  and  may  require  a  bond 
of  any  officer  or  assistant,  in  such  sum  as  it  may  fix.  The  premium  on 
any  such  bond  given  by  an  authorized  surety  company  may  be  paid 
from  the  law  library  fund. 

6346.5.  Affiliation  with  State  Retirement  System.  A  board  of  law 
library  trustees  may  contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the 
State  Employees'  Retirement  System,  to  make  all  or  any  of  the  officers 
or  employees  of  the  law  library  members  of  the  system. 

6347.  Contracts.  A  board  may  contract  with  any  law  library  as- 
sociation to  make  use  of  its  library  as  a  public  law  library,  under  proper 
rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  board,  either  by  lease  or 
such  other  contracts  as  may  best  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter. 

6348.  Real  Property.  A  board  may  expend  surplus  funds  in  excess 
often  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  under  its  control,  not  necessary  for  use 
to  maintain  the  law  library,  to  acquire  or  lease  real  property  and  erect 
thereon  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library.  In  the  alternative, 
a  board  of  law  library  trustees,  may  appropriate  from  such  surplus  funds 
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in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) ,  so  much  as  in  the  discretion 
of  said  board  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  adequate  quarters  for  the  law 
library  in  any  building  hereafter  erected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  in  which  the  law  library  is  maintained.  The  moneys  so 
appropriated  shall  not  be  more  than  the  proportion  of  the  total  cost  of 
such  building  which  the  space  allotted  to  the  law  library  bears  to  the 
total  usable  space  in  the  building.  The  moneys  so  appropriated  may  be 
transferred  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  for  use  in  erecting 
the  building,  or  may  be  paid  directly  on  contracts  for  the  erection 
thereof  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 

6348.1.  Buildings:  Appropriation:  Land  for  library  building.  An  ap- 
propriation to  obtain  quarters  for  the  law  library  in  a  building  to  be 
erected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  may  be  made  subject 
to  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  approval  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  regarding  maintenance  and  use  of  the  quarters,  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  and  the  board 
of  supervisors. 

Where  a  board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  to  erect  a  library 
building  to  house  the  law  library,  the  State  of  California  or  the  county 
or  the  city  in  which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  may  set  apart  and 
dedicate  or  lease  land  owned  by  any  of  them  for  the  permanent  use  of 
the  building  and  access  thereto. 

6348.2.  Loan  for  building.  When  a  board  of  law  library  trustees  in 
any  county  having  a  population  in  excess  of  two  million  determines  to 
erect  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library,  it  may  borrow  money 
for  that  purpose  and  repay  the  loan  from  its  future  income.  The  board 
may  borrow  the  money  from  any  person,  or  private  or  public  agency, 
or  corporation,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  half  of  the  funds  of  the 
board  allocated  to  the  construction  of  the  building,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  board  and  the  lender  and  approved  by 
resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

6348.3.  Library  building.  A  library  building  erected  to  house  the 
law  library  may  include  not  more  than  four  courtrooms  with  offices  in 
connection  therewith,  offices  for  use  of  a  county  bar  association,  and  an 
office  for  a  notary  public  and  public  stenographer,  which  courtrooms 
and  offices  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  lease,  the  income  to 
be  deposited  in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.4.  Sale  of  real  property.  Real  property  acquired  by  a  board 
other  than  by  dedication,  may  be  sold  by  the  board  to  the  State  of 
California  or  to  any  governmental  agency,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited 
in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.5.  Investment  of  surplus  funds.  A  board  of  law  library  trust- 
ees may  invest  surplus  funds,  with  the  approval  of  the  county  treasurer, 
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in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  or  of  the  average 
annual  expenditures  of  the  library  for  the  four  fiscal  years  immediately 
preceding  the  investment,  whichever  is  lesser,  in  bonds  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.  Bonds  so  purchased  may  be 
sold  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  board.  In  computing  average 
annual  expenditures  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  capital  expendi- 
tures for  the  purchase  of  real  property  and  construction  of  a  library 
building  shall  not  be  included. 

6348.6.  Contract  with  supervisors  for  building.  In  any  county  hav- 
ing a  population  of  400,000  but  less  than  700,000,  a  board  of  law  library 
trustees  may  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreeable  for  the  construction  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  a  law  library  building  or  any  part  thereof  or  for 
quarters  in  a  building  to  be  erected  by  the  board  of  supervisors.  Such 
agreement  may  be  made  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  including 
approval  of  plans  and  specifications,  regarding  the  furnishing  and 
equipping  of  the  building  or  quarters,  and  regarding  maintenance  and 
use  of  the  quarters,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of 
law  library  trustees  and  the  board  of  supervisors.  Such  contract  may 
provide  that  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  shall  make  payments  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  out  of  future  income  in  payment  for  construct- 
ing or  furnishing  or  equipping  such  law  library  building  or  part  thereof 
or  such  quarters  in  a  building.  Any  contract  heretofore  executed  by  a 
board  of  law  library  trustees  and  a  board  of  supervisors,  which,  if  execut- 
ed subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  section  would  be  valid,  is 
hereby  ratified  and  validated. 

6349.  Annual  report.  Each  board  of  law  library  trustees,  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  August  of  each  year,  shall  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  law  library  is 
maintained,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of 
June.  A  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  the  county. 

The  report  shall  give  the  condition  of  their  trust,  with  full  statements 
of  all  their  property  and  money  received,  whence  derived,  how  used 
and  expended,  the  number  of  books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
on  hand,  the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise  during  the 
year,  the  number  lost  or  missing,  vand  such  other  information  as  might 
be  of  interest. 

6350.  Financial  report.  A  financial  report,  showing  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  money,  shall  be  made  by  the  secretary,  duly  verified 
by  his  oath,  at  the  same  time  that  the  report  of  the  board  is  made. 

Article  4.    General  Provisions 

6360.  Use  of  Library.  A  law  library  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  shall  be  free  to  the  judiciary,  to  state  and  county 
officials,  to  members  of  the  State  Bar,  and  to  all  residents  of  the  county, 
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for  the  examination  of  books  and  other  publications  at  the  library  or  its 
branches. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  permit  the  removal  of  such 
books  and  other  publications  from  the  library  and  its  branches  as  it 
considers  proper,  subject  to  such  rules,  and,  in  its  discretion,  the  giving 
of  such  security,  as  it  may  provide  to  insure  the  safekeeping  and  prompt 
return  thereof,  but  no  security  shall  be  required  of  members  of  the 
judiciary  or  county  officials.  The  board  may  provide  for  the  levying  of 
fines  and  charges  for  violation  of  the  rules,  and  may  make  charges  to 
cover  the  cost  of  special  services,  such  as  the  making  of  photo  copies  of 
pages  of  library  books,  and  messenger  service. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  require  persons  other  than 
members  of  the  judiciary,  county  officials,  and  members  of  the  bar 
resident  in  the  county,  to  pay  such  dues  as  the  board  may  fix  for  the 
privilege  of  removing  books  and  other  publications  from  the  library. 

6361.  Quarters.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
the  law  library  is  established  shall  provide  sufficient  quarters  for  the  use 
of  the  library  upon  request  of  the  board  of  law  library  trustees,  except 
that  the  board  of  supervisors  need  not  provide  such  quarters  when  the 
board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  it  has  sufficient  funds,  over  and 
above  those  necessary  for  operation  and  maintenance  expenses,  to  pro- 
vide its  own  quarters.  Such  provision  may  include,  with  the  room  or 
rooms  provided,  suitable  furniture,  window  shades,  floor  coverings, 
lighting,  heat  and  telephone  and  janitor  service. 

6362.5.  Information  on  new  materials.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
periodically  supply  to  each  law  library  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  and  requesting  the  same,  information  regarding  newly 
published  materials  to  aid  such  libraries  in  their  selection  of  new 
materials. 

6363.  Declaration  of  intent.  Whenever  a  law  library,  and  a  board 
of  trustees  to  govern  the  same,  is  in  existence  under  the  provisions  of 
any  law,  other  than  the  law  superseded  by  this  chapter,  in  any  county, 
or  city  and  county,  in  this  state,  this  chapter  shall  not  be  considered  a 
repeal  of  any  legislation  under  which  such  library  was  established  and 
is  now  governed,  but  shall  be  deemed  to  confer  upon  such  library  the 
benefits  of  Sections  6321,  6322,  6322.1,  6326,  6341,  6345,  6346,  6346.5,  and 
6347. 

6364.  Discretion  of  supervisors.  It  is  discretionary  with  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  any  county  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  application 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  the  county. 

6365.  Discontinuance  of  Library.  Whenever  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors in  any  county  in  this  state  in  which  there  is  but  one  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  which  board  shall  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this 
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chapter  and  established  a  law  library,  desire  to  discontinue  such  lav 
library,  they  shall  by  ordinance  declare  their  intention  so  to  do,  anc 
shall  provide  in  such  ordinance  that  the  books  already  in  the  library 
shall  be  transferred  to  and  kept  in  the  chambers  of  the  judge  of  the 
superior  court  of  such  county.  All  moneys  on  hand  in  the  law  library 
fund  of  such  county,  and  the  office  of  member  of  the  board  of  lav 
library  trustees  of  such  law  library  shall  be  abolished.  After  such  ar 
ordinance  takes  effect,  the  county  clerk  of  such  county  shall  not  colled 
the  fees  and  costs  provided  for  the  law  library.

Article  1.    Establishment 

27301.  Establishment  by  legislative  body.  The  common  council, 
board  of  trustees,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  in  the  state  may, 
and  upon  being  requested  to  do  so  by  one-fourth  of  the  electors  of  the 
municipal  corporation  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  article  (com- 
mencing at  Section  22201)  [Ed.  Note — now  Section  27301],  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, establish  in  and  for  the  municipality  a  public  library  if  there  is 
none  already  established  therein. 

27302.  Petition  of  electors.  The  request  may  be  by  a  single  peti- 
tion, or  by  several  petitions.  The  several  petitions  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  same  form.  The  single  petition,  or  several  petitions  in  the  aggre- 
gate, shall  have,  the  signatures  of  the  requisite  number  of  electors. 

Article  2.    Trustees 

27351.  Board  of  library  trustees.  The  public  library  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  library  trustees,  consisting  of  five  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  other 
executive  head  of  the  municipality,  with  the  consent  of  the  legislative 
body  of  the  municipality. 

27352.  Term  of  office  and  compensation.  The  trustees  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years,  serving  without  compensation.  The  members  of 
the  first  board  appointed  shall  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that  one  of 
their  number  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year, 
two  at  the  end  of  one  year  thereafter,  and  two  at  the  end  of  two  years 
thereafter. 

27353.  Eligibility.  Men  and  women  are  equally  eligible  to  appoint- 
ment as  trustees. 

27354.  Vacancies.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the 
unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appointments  are 
made. 

27355.  Monthly  meetings.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall  meet  at 
least  once  a  month  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  fix  by  resolu- 
tion. 

27356.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  three  trustees,  by  written  notice  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  three  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  proposed  meeting. 
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27357.  Quorum.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

27358.  President.  The  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  number  presi- 
dent, who  shall  serve  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed, 
and  in  his  absence  shall  select  a  president  pro  tern. 

27359.  Records.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its  pro- 
ceedings to  be  kept. 

27360.  Rules,  regulations  and  bylaws.  The  board  of  library  trustees 
may  make  and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations,  and  bylaws  necessary  for 
the  administration,  government,  and  protection  of  the  libraries  under 
its  management,  and  all  property  belonging  thereto. 

27361.  Administration  of  trusts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may 
administer  any  trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated 
in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose 
of  the  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27362.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library;  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  or  positions  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  board. 

27363.  Purchase  of  personal  property.  The  board  of  library  trust- 
ees may  purchase  necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other 
personal  property. 

27364.  Purchase  of  real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees 
may  purchase  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  buildings 
or  rooms,  as  may  be  necessary,  when  in  its  judgment  a  suitable  building, 
or  portion  thereof,  has  not  been  provided  by  the  legislative  body  of  the 
municipality  for  the  library. 

27365.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quire the  Secretary  of  State  and  other  State  officials  to  furnish  the 
library  with  copies  of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications 
of  the  State  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27366.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries,  and  may 
allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board 
may  prescribe. 

27367.  General  duties.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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27368.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees,  or  if  there  is 
no  board  of  trustees,  then  the  administrative  head  of  the  library  shall, 
on  or  before  August  31st,  in  each  year,  report  to  the  legislative  body  of 
the  municipality  and  the  State  Librarian  on  the  condition  of  the  library, 
for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report 
shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of 
trustees  or  administrative  head  of  the  library,  contain  such  statistical 
and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desirable  by  the  State  Librarian. 
For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to  the  several  boards  of 
trustees  or  administrative  heads  of  the  library  instructions  or  question 
blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library 
conditions  in  the  State. 

Article  3.    Support  of  Libraries 

27401.  Tax  levy.  The  legislative  body  of  any  municipality  in  which 
a  public  library  is  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (commencing  at 
Section  27301) ,  shall  in  making  the  annual  tax  levy  and  as  part  thereof, 
if  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  library  has  not  been  other- 
wise provided  for,  levy  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  main- 
taining the  library  and  purchasing  property  necessary  therefor.  The  tax 
shall  be  in  addition  to  other  taxes,  the  levy  of  which  is  permitted  in  the 
municipality.  The  tax  levy  shall  not  exceed  thirty  cents  ($0.30)  per  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  assessed  valuation.  As  used  in  this  section 
maintenance  includes  preserving,  repairing  and  altering  existing  struc- 
tures. 

27402.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  apportioned  to  a  fund  to  be  designated 
the  library  fund,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  authorized  in  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301). 

27403.  Administration  of  gifts.  If  payment  into  the  treasury  is  in- 
consistent with  the  conditions  or  terms  of  any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest, 
the  board  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  fund,  and 
the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  devise,  or  bequest. 

27404.  Warrants,  payments  from  the  fund  shall  be  made  upon  war- 
rants issued  after  due  audit  by,  and  an  order  from,  the  library  trustees. 
The  warrants  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board  of  library  trustees.  The  treasurer  of  the  municipality  shall  pay 
such  warrants  without  any  further  order  or  warrant  from  any  other 
authority. 
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Article  4.    Government 

27451.  Rules.  Every  library  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  27301)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants 
and  nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  municipality,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  boards  of  library 
trustees.  Any  person  who  violates  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law  may 
be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27452.  Contract  with  city  or  county.  The  board  of  library  trustees 
and  the  legislative  body  of  any  neighboring  municipality  or  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  public  library  is  situated,  may 
contract  for  lending  the  books  of  the  library  to  residents  of  the  county 
or  neighboring  municipality,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to  be 
paid  by  the  county  or  neighboring  municipality. 

27453.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acquisi- 
tion, or  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  municipality  in  which  the 
library  is  situated,  and  in  the  name  of  the  municipal  corporation  may 
be  sued  for  and  defended  by  action  at  law  or  otherwise. 

27454.  Continued  existence.  Any  municipal  library  which  was  es- 
tablished and  existed  on  June  11,  1909,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  establish  free  public  libraries  and  reading  rooms," 
approved  April  26, 1880,  is  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter (commencing  at  Section  27301)  and  shall  be  considered  the  same 
as  if  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at 
Section  27301).  This  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301)  has  no 
application  to  any  library  established  or  governed  by  a  city  charter,  and 
any  city  charter  is  in  no  manner  affected  by  this  chapter  (commencing 
at  Section  27301). 

27455.  Disestablishment.  Any  ordinance  establishing  a  library 
adopted  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301)  shall 
be  repealed  by  the  body  which  adopted  it  upon  being  requested  to  do 
so  by  51  percent  of  the  electors  of  the  municipal  corporation,  as  shown 
by  the  great  register.  Upon  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  the  library  is 
disestablished  in  the  municipal  corporation. 

27456.  Dissolution  of  boards.  Whenever  the  governing  bodies  of 
two  or  more  cities  or  counties  consolidate  their  existing  public  library 
services,  as  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  under  Chapter  5  (commencing 
with  Section  6500) ,  Division  7,  Title  1,  of  the  Government  Code,  and  the 
ownership  or  management  of  the  cities'  and  counties'  library  facilities 
and  other  library  assets  are  turned  over  to  a  newly  formed  joint  agency, 
any  boards  of  public  library  trustees  existing  prior  to  the  consolidation, 
may  be  dissolved  by  ordinance.

Article  1.    Formation,  Annexation,  and  Dissolution 

27751.  Purposes.  A  library  district  may  be  organized,  as  provided 
in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751) .  The  library  district  may 
establish,  equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature  and  may  exercise 
the  powers  granted  or  necessarily  implied  pursuant  to  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27752.  Territory.  The  library  district  may  include  incorporated  or 
unincorporated  territory,  or  both,  in  any  one  or  more  counties,  so  long 
as  the  territory  of  the  district  consists  of  contiguous  parcels  and  the 
territory  of  no  city  is  divided. 

27753.  Petition.  Whenever  the  formation  of  a  library  district  is 
desired,  a  petition  which  may  consist  of  any  number  of  instruments  may 
be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  is  located  the  largest  proportionate  value  of  the  lands 
within  the  proposed  district  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  county 
assessment  roll.  The  board  of  supervisors  to  whom  the  petition  is  pre- 
sented is  designated  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  as 
the  supervising  board  of  supervisors. 

27754.  Signatures.  The  petition  shall  be  signed  by  registered  voters 
residing  within  the  proposed  library  district  equal  in  number  to  at  least 
5  percent  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  territory  comprising  the 
proposed  district  at  the  last  preceding  general  state  election  at  which 
a  governor  was  elected. 

27755.  Procedure.  The  proceedings  for  the  filing  and  hearing  of 
the  petition  are  governed  and  controlled  by  the  provisions  of  Sections 
58032,  58033,  58034,  58060,  and  58061  of  the  Government  Code. 

27756.  Final  hearing.  The  proceedings  for  final  hearing  of  the  peti- 
tion and  the  formation  of  the  district  are  governed  and  controlled  by 
the  provisions  of  Articles  4  and  5  (commencing  with  Section  58090)  and 
Article  7  (commencing  with  Section  58200)  of  Chapter  1,  Title  6  of  the 
Government  Code. 

27757.  Protest.  On  the  filing  of  written  protests  by  registered  vot- 
ers residing  in  the  proposed  district  equal  in  number  to  at  least  50 
percent  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  territory  comprising  the 
proposed  district  at  the  last  preceding  general  state  election  at  which 
a  governor  was  elected,  the  proceeding  for  the  formation  of  the  district 
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shall  be  terminated  as  provided  in  Sections  58103  and  58104  of  the 
Government  Code. 

27758.  Districts  in  more  than  one  county.  No  library  district  in- 
cluding territory  in  more  than  one  county  shall  be  organized  under  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  without  the  concurrent  con- 
sent by  resolution  of  each  board  of  supervisors  involved,  as  well  as  the 
consent  of  the  governing  body  of  each  city  to  be  included. 

27759.  Annexation  or  exclusion.  Territory  may  be  annexed  to  or 
excluded  from  a  library  district  organized  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27751)  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  8  (com- 
mencing with  Section  58230)  of  Chapter  1,  Title  6  of  the  Government 
Code,  upon  petition  signed  by  the  same  number  of  qualified  petitioners 
required  for  signature  on  the  petition  for  organization  of  the  district 
under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27760.  Consolidation.  Two  or  more  districts  organized  under  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  may  be  consolidated  in  the 
manner  provided  in  Article  9  (commencing  with  Section  58260)  of 
Chapter  1,  Title  6  of  the  Government  Code. 

27761.  Dissolution.  A  library  district  organized  under  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  27751)  may  be  dissolved  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  Article  10  (commencing  with  Section  58300)  of  Chapter  1,  Title 
6  of  the  Government  Code. 

Article  2.    Trustees 

27801.  Trustees.  Within  30  days  after  the  filing  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  resolution  declaring  the  organization  of  the  district,  a 
board  of  three  library  trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  the  district.  The 
board  shall  consist  of  one  trustee  to  be  appointed  from  each  unit,  in  the 
case  of  any  unincorporated  territory  by  the  board  of  supervisors  and  in 
the  case  of  a  city  by  the  governing  body  thereof. 

If  a  board  thus  appointed  would  consist  of  more  than  three  members, 
the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  three  library  trustees 
from  the  district  at  large. 

If  the  board  thus  appointed  consists  of  less  that  three  members,  the 
supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  from  the  district  at  large 
enough  additional  members  to  make  a  board  of  three  trustees. 

As  used  in  this  section,  "unit"  means  all  unincorporated  territory  in 
the  district  which  lies  in  a  single  county  and  also  means  each  city  in  the 
district. 

27802.  Designation.     The  governing  board  of  the  district  shall  be 

called  "the  board  of  library  trustees  of library  district" 

(inserting  the  name  of  the  particular  district) . 
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27803.  Term.  The  trustees  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years  beginning  on  the  second  day  of  the  calendar  year  next  succeeding 
their  appointment  or  election.  In  any  existing  district  the  term  of  office 
of  the  trustees  expiring  prior  to  the  first  general  election  to  be  held  in 
an  even-numbered  year  shall  continue  until  his  successor  in  office  is 
duly  elected  in  such  election. 

27804.  Same:  First  board.  The  first  board  of  library  trustees  ap 
pointed  in  a  district  shall  at  their  first  meeting  so  classify  themselves  by 
lot  that  their  terms  shall  expire:  one  on  the  second  day  of  the  secon 
calendar  year  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  one  at  the  end  of  th 
year  thereafter,  and  one  at  the  end  of  two  years  thereafter. 

27805.  Organization.  At  its  first  meeting  called  after  the  original 
appointment  of  the  board,  and  annually  thereafter  at  its  first  meeting, 
called  after  the  second  day  of  the  calendar  year,  the  board  shall  organ- 
ize by  electing  one  of  its  number  president,  and  another  one  of  its 
number  secretary.  They  shall  serve  as  such  for  one  year  or  until  their  * 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

27806.  Certificate  of  establishment.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper 
record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  library  district,  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  bei 
made  out  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  i 
a  certificate  showing  that  the  library  district  has  been  established,  with; 
the  date  thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board 
chosen  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

27807.  Vacancies.  A  vacancy  in  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall : 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  appointment  of  the  supervising, 
board  of  supervisors. 

27808.  Holding  office.  Each  library  trustee  shall  hold  office  until; 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

27809.  Monthly  meetings.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  resolution. 

27810.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  two  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  12  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

27811.  Quorum.  Two  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans-  \ 
action  of  business. 

Article  3.    Powers 

27851.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  enforce 
all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administration,  gov- 
ernment, and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management,  and  all 
property  belonging  to  the  district. 
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27852.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
:rust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by  gifts,  devise,  or 
Dequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  State 
Dr  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  prop- 
3rty  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27853.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
afficers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  board. 

27854.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

27855.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  buildings  or  rooms,  as 
in  its  judgement  are  necessary  property  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

27856.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  re- 
quire the  Secretary  of  State  and  other  State  officials  to  furnish  the 
library  with  copies  of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications 
of  the  State  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27857.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries,  and  may 
allow  nonresidents  of  the  district  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions 
as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

27858.  General  powers.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow 
money,  give  security  therefor,  purchase  on  contract,  and  do  and  per- 
form any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27859.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file, 
through  the  librarian,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  August  of  each  year, 
a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento  giving  the  condition  of 
its  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters 
deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  district  librarian, 
contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desirable  by 
the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to 
the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to 
obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions  in  the 
State. 
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27860.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
All  public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 27751)  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  during  every  day  in 
the  year. 

27861.  Estimate  of  costs.  Annually,  at  least  15  days  before  the  first 
day  of  the  month  in  which  county  taxes  are  levied,  the  board  of  library 
trustees  of  each  library  district  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  the  district  or  any  part  thereof  is  situated,  an 
estimate  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  all  purposes 
required  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  during  the 
next  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

27862.  Tax  levy.  Each  board  of  supervisors  in  which  any  part  of  the 
district  is  situated  shall  thereupon  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  taxable 
property  of  the  county  lying  within  the  district  sufficient  in  amount  to 
maintain  the  district. 

27863.  Rate.  The  tax  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  of  fifteen 
cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  all  taxable  property  within  the  district,  but  it  may  be  in  addition 
to  all  other  taxes  allowed  by  law  to  be  levied  upon  the  property. 

27864.  Library  district  fund.  The  tax  shall  be  computed,  entered 
upon  the  tax  rolls,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  county  taxes  are 
computed,  entered,  and  collected.  All  money  collected  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  particular  library  district 
fund  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  district  board,  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary. 

27865.  District  in  more  than  one  county.  If  the  district  embraces 
territory  lying  in  more  than  one  county,  the  amount  estimated  shall  be 
ratably  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  in  the  district  in  pro- 
portion to  the  exact  value  of  the  property  in  the  several  counties  includ- 
ed within  the  district  as  shown  upon  the  last  equalized  assessment  rolls 
of  the  counties.  The  estimates  apportioned  to  the  several  counties  shall 
be  rendered  to  the  respective  boards  of  supervisors,  and  the  tax  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  by  the  officials  of  the  counties  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  the  district  lying  in  each  county. 

27866.  Gifts.  All  money  acquired  by  gifts,  devise,  bequest,  or  oth- 
erwise, for  the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district,  subject  only  to 
the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district. 

27867.  Administration  of  gifts.  If  payment  into  the  treasury  is  in| 
consistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest, 
the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preserva- 
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tion  of  the  fund,  and  the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest. 

27868.  Warrants.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  county  auditor  of  an 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  order. 

27869.  Nonpayment.  When  any  warrant  is  presented  to  the  treas- 
urer for  payment  and  it  is  not  paid  for  want  of  funds,  the  treasurer  shall 
endorse  thereon  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  with  the  date  of  presenta- 
tion and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  from  that  time  the  warrant  bears 
interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  it  is  paid  or  until  funds 
are  available  for  its  payment  and  the  county  treasurer  gives  notice  to 
the  warrant  holder  that  funds  are  available  for  the  payment.  The  giving 
of  the  notice  is  deemed  complete  upon  deposit  thereof  in  the  United 
States  mail  in  a  sealed  envelope  addressed  to  the  warrant  holder  at  his 
address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  presentation  of  the  warrant  to  the 
treasurer,  with  postage  thereon  fully  prepaid  and  registered. 

27870.  Rules.  Every  library  established  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27751)  shall  be  forever  free  to  inhabitants  and 
nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees.  For  violation  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law  a  person  may 
be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27871.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acquisi- 
tion, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
library  is  or  is  to  be  situated. 

27872.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of library  district  (using  the  name  of  the 

district)  of county  (using  the  name  of  the  county  or  counties 

in  which  the  district  is  situated) .  In  that  name  the  trustees  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  district.  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  designation  of 
any  library  district. 

27873.  Contracts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  and  the  board  of 
trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  governing  bodies  of 
neighboring  cities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  counties  in  which  public 
libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend  the  books  of  libraries  created 
under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  to  residents  of  the 
counties,  neighboring  cities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  counties,  neighboring  cities,  or  library 
districts. 
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27874.  Construction.  Anything  in  Sections  27151  to  27270,  inclu- 
sive, to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding,  the  property  in  any  library  dis- 
trict created  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751) 
subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library  is  subject  to 
taxation  for  county  free  library  purposes  as  though  the  library  district 
had  not  been  created. 

Article  3.5.    Claims 

27891.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  district 
are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and  Part  4 
(commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes  or  regula- 
tions expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  4.    Biennial  Election  of  Trustees 

27901.  Biennial  election.  An  election  shall  be  held  biennially  in 
each  library  district  for  the  election  of  one  or  more  library  trustees  who 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years  beginning  on  the  second  day  of  the 
calendar  year  next  succeeding  his  election.  This  election  shall  be  known 
as  the  general  district  election  and  shall  be  held  in  the  district  on  the 
same  day  as  the  state  general  election  in  the  even-numbered  years. 

27902.  Electors.  To  be  qualified  to  vote  at  any  library  district  elec- 
tion a  person  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  library  district,  a  qualified  elector 
of  the  county,  and  shall  be  registered  in  the  district  in  which  the  elec- 
tion is  held  at  least  fifty-four  days  before  the  election. 

27902.1.  Election  not  held.  If  on  the  20th  day  prior  to  a  general 
election  one  person  only  has  been  nominated  for  each  of  the  positions 
of  trustee  to  be  filled  at  that  election,  or  no  person  has  been  nominated 
for  any  such  position,  and  a  petition  signed  by  5  percent  of  the  regis- 
tered voters  requesting  that  the  election  be  held  has  not  been  present- 
ed to  the  board,  an  election  shall  not  be  held. 

27902.2.  Notice.  In  such  case  the  publication  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 27903  shall  instead  of  calling  an  election  state  that  no  election  is  to 
be  held  but  that  the  board  of  supervisors  will  appoint  those  nominated 
for  the  positions  of  trustee. 

27902.3.  Appointment  of  trustees.  If  pursuant  to  Section  27902.1  a 
district  election  is  not  held,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in 
which  the  district,  or  the  largest  part  thereof  in  area,  is  situated  shall 
at  its  next  regular  meeting  appoint  to  the  positions  of  trustee  those 
persons  nominated,  and  such  persons  shall  qualify,  take  office,  and  serve 
exactly  as  if  elected  at  a  general  district  election.  If  no  person  has  been 
nominated,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  any  qualified  voter  of 
the  district  to  the  position. 
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27903.  Notices  and  elections.  Articles  1  and  6  of  Chapter  1  of  Title 
6  of  the  Government  Code  relating  to  notices  and  elections  shall  govern 
and  control  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

Article  5.    Bonds 

27951.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  may, 
when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall,  upon  a  peti- 
tion of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library  district,  call  an 
election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district,  the  proposition  of 
whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  will  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 27751). 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

27952.  Election.  The  bond  election  shall  be  called  and  conducted 
and  the  results  thereof  canvassed,  returned,  and  declared  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  Article  6  of  Chapter  1  of  Title  6  of  the  Government 
Code. 

27953.  Contents  of  resolution.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  set  forth 
in  the  resolution  calling  for  a  bond  election  the  amount  and  denomina- 
tion of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest,  the  number  of  years  that  all  or 
any  part  of  the  bonds  are  to  run,  and  the  information  required  in 
Section  58170  of  the  Government  Code. 

27954.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be  "Bonds 
— Yes"  and  "Bonds — No."  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  election  shall  put 
a  cross  ( +)  upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words  "Bonds 
— Yes,"  or  "Bonds — No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  indicate  whether  they 
have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the  bonds. 

27955.  Favorable  vote.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet  on 
the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  8  o'clock  p.m.,  and  canvass  the 
returns.  If  it  appears  that  at  the  election  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast 
were  cast  in  favor  of  issuing  the  bonds,  or  that  60  percent  of  the  votes 
so  cast  were  cast  in  favor  of  issuing  the  bonds  where  the  proposition  of 
issuance  of  the  bonds  was  submitted  at  the  same  time  as  a  statewide 
primary  or  general  election,  the  board  shall  enter  the  fact  upon  its 
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minutes  and  shall  certify  all  the  proceedings  to  the  supervising  board 
of  supervisors.  Thereupon  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  issue  the  bonds 
of  the  district,  in  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  the  proceedings, 
and  the  district  shall  be  named  on  the  bonds.  The  bonds  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  building  fund  of  the  district. 

The  money  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  the  payment  of 
interest  thereon  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property 
in  the  district. 

27956.  Bond  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall  not 
exceed  5  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown  by 
the  last  equalized  assessment  roll  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the 
district  is  situated. 

27957.  Form  and  term.  The  supervising  board  of  supervisors  by  an 
order  entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  in  the  form  of  the  bonds 
and  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the  time 
when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

27958.  Interest.  Sale.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount 
of  interest  than  6  per  cent,  to  be  payable  annually  or  semiannually.  The 
bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors, but  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund 
of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes  of  which 
the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  money  is  drawn  out. 

27959.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in  which 
any  part  of  the  district  is  situated,  at  the  time  of  making  the  levy  of  taxes 
for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon  the  taxable 
property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value  thereof  for  that 
year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds.  The  tax  shall  not  be 
less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  bonds  for  that  year,  and 
such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during  the  year.  In  any 
event  the  tax  shall  be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half 
of  the  term  the  bonds  are  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest 
thereon,  and  during  the  balance  of  the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  the 
annual  interest  and  to  pay,  annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  the 
bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  the 
bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  the  bonds 
then  have  to  run. 

27960.  Payment  of  bonds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district,  and 
shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor, 
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out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor.  The  county  auditor  shall  cancel  and 
file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they 
are  paid. 

27961.  Cancellation.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  this  article 
(commencing  at  Section  27951)  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  supervising  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library 
district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or  of  any 
library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which,  at  the  time 
of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  was  em- 
braced within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  the 
unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  market  and  canceled. 

27962.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervising  board 
of  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  be  not 
more  than  30  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time 
and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms, 
to  be  published  as  provided  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27751). 

27963.  Order.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing 
is  postponed,  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons 
that  are  submitted  for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they 
deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in  the  petition 
that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make  and  enter  an  order 
in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled. 
Thereupon  the  bonds,  and  the  vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to 
be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  validity  whatever.

LIBRARY  DISTRICTS  IN  UNINCORPORATED  TOWNS  AND 

VILLAGES 

(Educ.  Code  Sees.  27501-27665) 

Article  1.    Formation 

27501.  Establishment.  Any  unincorporated  town  or  village  of  this 
state  may  establish,  equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature,  in 
accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27502.  Petition  and  election.  Upon  the  application,  by  petition,  of 
50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  unincorporated  town  or 
village  to  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  the  town  or 
village  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library  district,  and 
setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  within  10  days  after  receiving  the  petition,  by  resolution, 
order  that  an  election  be  held  in  the  proposed  district  for  the  determi- 
nation of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  of  the 
proposed  district  to  conduct  the  election. 

27503.  Election  notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  no- 
tice in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  proposed  library  district, 
and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper,  if  there  is  one,  at  least 
once  a  week  for  not  less  than  15  days.  The  notices  shall  specify  the  time, 
place,  and  the  purposes  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the 
polls  will  be  kept  open. 

27504.  Voting  hours.  In  districts  with  a  population  of  10,000  or 
over,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until  7 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  10,000,  the 
polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.,  and  shall  be  kept  open 
not  less  than  six  hours. 

27505.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applica- 
ble, without  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except  that 
the  ballot  shall  contain  the  words,  "For  library  district,"  and  the  voter 
shall  write  or  print  after  the  words  on  his  ballot  the  word  "Yes,"  or  the 
word  "No." 

27506.  Electors.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the 
proposed  district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote  at  a 
general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 

27507.  Report  of  results.  The  election  officers  shall  report  the  re- 
sult of  the  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  five  days  after  the 
election. 
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27508.  Board  of  library  trustees.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  at  the 
dection  is  in  favor  of  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  by 
esolution,  establish  the  library  district,  and  shall  appoint  five  trustees, 

who  shall  be  qualified  electors  and  residents  within  the  limits  of  the 
district,  to  be  known  as  a  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  town  or  village 
or  which  they  are  appointed. 

27509.  Compensation.  The  trustees  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. 

27511.  Vacancies.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  supervi- 
ors  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

27512.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  is  against 
a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  by  order,  so  declare,  and 
no  other  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  relation  thereto  until  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation  of  the  petition. 

27513.  Conclusiveness  of  proceedings.  The  fact  of  the  presentation 
Df  the  petition,  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  and  mak- 
ing the  appointment  of  the  five  library  trustees,  shall  be  entered  in  the 
minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of  the  petition- 
ers was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the  petition,  a 
taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the  fact  and 
regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature  provided 
for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  27501) ,  and  of  the  existence 
and  validity  of  the  district. 

Article  2.    Powers 

27551.  Monthly  meeting.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  resolution. 

27552.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  three  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member 
at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

27553.  Quorum.  Three  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

27554.  Organization  of  board.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the 
general  district  election  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its 
number  president,  and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They  shall 
serve  as  such  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

27555.  Certificate  of  establishment.    The  board  shall  cause  a  proper 
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record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made  out  and  filed 
with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date  thereof,  the  names 
of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

27556.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  enforce 
all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administration,  gov- 
ernment, and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management,  and  all 
property  belonging  to  it. 

27557.  Gifts.     The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  state 
or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  prop-  j 
erty  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27558.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  board. 

27559.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

27560.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  also  pur- 
chase such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  building  or 
rooms,  as  in  its  judgment  is  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27561.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quest the  appropriate  state  officials  to  furnish  the  library  with  copies  of 
any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not  other- 
wise disposed  of  by  law. 

27562.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries.  It  shall 
allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may 
prescribe. 

27563.  General  duties.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27564.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file, 
through  the  librarian,  on  or  before  the  last  day  in  the  month  of  August 
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of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento  giving  the 
condition  of  the  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in  addition  to 
other  matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  librar- 
ian, contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desira- 
ble by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may 
send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so 
as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions 
in  the  state. 

27565.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  is  open  for  the  use  of  the  public.  All 
public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27501 ) ,  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  during  every  day  in  the 
year  except  on  such  legal  holidays  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  library  trustees. 

27566.  Annual  estimate  of  costs.  In  any  library  district  formed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501), 
which  maintains  a  public  library,  or  which  has  petitioned  for  and  been 
granted  permission  to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain  a  public  library 
in  accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501),  the 
board  of  library  trustees  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  the  library  district  is  situated,  each  and  every  year,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  any  or 
all  of  the  following: 

(a)  Leasing  temporary  quarters. 

(b)  Purchasing  a  suitable  lot. 

(c)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(d)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(e)  Conducting  and  maintaining  the  library  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

27567.  Bond  elections.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may,  when  in 
its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  upon  the  petition  of  50  or  more 
taxpayers  residing  within  the  library  district  shall,  call  an  election  and 
submit  to  the  electors  of  the  library  district  the  question  of  whether  the 
bonds  of  the  library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  any  or  all  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27568.  Tax  levy.  When  the  estimate  has  been  submitted  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing county  taxes,  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  of  the  taxable  property 
within  the  limits  of  the  library  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to  maintain 
the  public  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and  equip  the  building, 
improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this 
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chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501).  The  taxes  shall  be  computed, 
entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  computed,  entered,  and  collected. 

27569.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  in  which  the  tax  is  collected, 
subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district.  If  pay- 
ment into  the  treasury  is  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide 
for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  fund,  and  the  application  thereof 
to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

27570.  Warrants.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  county  auditor  of  an 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  order. 

27571.  Nonpayment.  When  any  warrant  is  presented  to  the  treas- 
urer for  payment  and  it  is  not  paid  for  want  of  funds  the  treasurer  shall 
endorse  thereon  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  with  the  date  of  presenta- 
tion and  sign  his  name  thereto  and  from  that  time  the  warrant  bears 
interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  it  is  paid  or  until  funds 
are  available  for  its  payment  and  the  county  treasurer  gives  notice  to 
the  warrant  holder  that  funds  are  available  for  payment.  The  giving  of 
the  notice  is  deemed  complete  upon  deposit  thereof  in  the  United 
States  mail  in  a  sealed  envelope  addressed  to  the  warrant  holder  at  his 
address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  presentation  of  the  warrant  to  the 
treasurer,  with  postage  thereon  fully  prepaid  and  registered. 

27572.  Rules.  Every  library  established  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27501)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  and 
nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees.  For  any  violation  of  the  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  a  person 
may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27573.  Service  contracts.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the  boards 
of  trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative  bodies  of 
neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  in 
which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend  the  books  of 
the  libraries  to  residents  of  the  counties  or  neighboring  municipalities, 
or  library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the 
counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts. 

27574.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  libraries,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acquisi- 
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tion,  or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
libraries  are,  or  are  to  be  situated. 

27575.     Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of library  district,  (using  the  name  of  the 

district),  of county,  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  the  district  is  situated) .  In  that  name  the  trustees  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  district.  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  designation  of 
any  library  district. 

Article  2.5.    Claims 

27591.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  district 
are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and  Part  4 
(commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes  or  regula- 
tions expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  3.    Election  of  Trustees 

27601.  Elections.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  article,  all 
district  elections  shall  be  called,  held,  and  conducted  in  all  respects  as 
nearly  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  the  Uniform  District  Election 
Law. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter,  the  terms  of 
office  of  members  of  the  board  in  all  districts  existing  on  January  1, 1969, 
shall  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  23505  of  the  Elections  Code, 
and  the  terms  of  office  of  members  of  the  board  in  all  new  districts  shall 
be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  23506  of  the  Elections  Code. 

27606.  Notice  of  election.  Not  less  than  30  days  before  the  election, 
the  trustees  shall  post  notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  district,  one 
of  which  places  shall  be  the  public  library  and  copies  shall  be  posted  in 
each  branch  library,  and  cause  such  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspa- 
per of  general  circulation  in  the  district.  The  notices  shall  specify  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the  polls  will 
be  kept  open.  If  within  10  days  of  holding  the  election  the  trustees  have 
failed  to  post  the  notices,  then  any  three  electors  of  the  district  may  give 
notice.  In  odd-numbered  years,  not  less  than  10  days  before  the  day 
fixed  for  the  election,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  mail  to  each  registered 
voter  residing  within  the  district,  a  card  designating  the  polling  place 
and  time  of  the  election,  and  a  sample  ballot.  In  even-numbered  years, 
notification  of  time  of  election  and  polling  place  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
registered  voter  residing  within  the  district  with  the  notification  of  state 
primary  election. 

27610.  Qualified  electors.  Every  elector,  resident  of  the  library 
district,  who  is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered 
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in  the  district  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  54  days  before  the 
election,  may  vote  at  the  election. 

Article  4.    Bonds 

27651.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  may, 
when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall,  upon  a  peti- 
tion of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library  district,  call  an 
election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district  the  question  of 
whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building,  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  li- 
brary. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

27652.  Notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notices, 
signed  by  the  board,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district, 
for  not  less  than  20  days  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  the 
notice  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a  newspa- 
per published  in  the  district  if  there  is  one,  or  if  there  is  none,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county. 

27653.  Contents  of  notice.     The  notice  shall  contain: 

(a)  Time  and  place  of  holding  the  election. 

(b)  The  names  of  inspectors  and  judges  to  conduct  the  election. 

(c)  The  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

(d)  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest, 
and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  40,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
bonds  are  to  be  run. 

27654.  Conduct  of  elections.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  relating  to  the  election  of  trustees,  inso- 
far as  they  are  applicable  to  the  election  for  bonds. 

27655.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be,  "bonds 
— Yes,"  and  "bonds — No."  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  election  shall  put 
a  cross  (+)  upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words, 
"bonds — Yes,"  or  "bonds — No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  indicate  whether 
they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The  ballot  shall 
be  handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his 
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presence,  deposit  the  ballot  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter 
the  elector's  name  on  poll  list. 

27656.  Favorable  vote.  On  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  8 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
board  shall  meet  and  canvass  the  returns,  and  if  it  appears  that  more 
than  one-half  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  issuing  the 
bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  the  fact  to  be  made  upon 
its  minutes  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  all  the  proceed- 
ings had  in  the  premises.  Thereupon  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  district,  to  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  the 
proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  the  district,  naming  the 
district. 

27657.  Taxation.  The  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the 
taxable  property  in  the  district,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  the 
payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

27658.  Bonded  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 

27659.  Form  and  term.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  en- 
tered upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the  time  when  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  shall  be  payable,  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

27660.  Interest.  Sale.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount 
of  interest  than  6  per  cent,  to  be  payable  annually  or  semiannually.  The 
bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors, but  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund 
of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

27661.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  tax  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year 
upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value 
thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds.  The 
tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  bonds  for 
that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during 
the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall  be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually, 
for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the  bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to 
pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  during  the  balance  of  the  term,  high 
enough  to  pay  the  annual  interest  and  to  pay,  annually,  a  proportion  of 
the  principal  of  the  bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole 
amount  of  the  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years 
the  bonds  then  have  to  run. 
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27662.  Payment  of  bonds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district,  and 
shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor, 
out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor.  The  county  auditor  shall  cancel  and 
file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they 
are  paid. 

27663.  Cancellation.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  this  article 
(commencing  at  Section  27651)  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library  district  for 
or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or  of  any  library  district 
composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the 
election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  was  embraced  within 
the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  may 
petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  the  unsold  bonds  to  be  with- 
drawn from  market  and  canceled. 

27664.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervisors  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  be  not  more  than  30  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hear- 
ing, and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for 
10  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the 
library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper  published 
in  the  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at  the  county  seat 
of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  or  part  thereof  is  situated. 

27665.  Order.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing 
is  postponed,  the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  are  submitted 
for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  deem  it  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  library  district  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled, 
they  shall  make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings 
that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled.  Thereupon  the  bonds,  and  the  vote 
by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any 
validity  whatever. 
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Unified  School  District  Public  Libraries  and  Union  High 
School  District  Public  Libraries 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  28001-28652) 

Article  1.    Definitions 

28001.  "Trustees."  "Trustees,"  or  "library  trustees"  as  used  in  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  means  the  regularly  elected 
union  high  school  trustees  who  reside  within  the  library  district. 

28002.  "Library  district."  "Library,"  "library  district,"  or  "library 
districts,"  as  used  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  mean 
"union  high  school  library  district." 

Article  1.5.    Applicability  to  Unified  School  Districts 

28021.  Establishment  of  Library  District.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter  a  unified  school  district  has  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  a 
union  high  school  district.  A  library  district  may  be  formed  upon  the 
application  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  unified  district, 
and  after  an  election,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  chapter  for  the 
formation  of  a  library  district  upon  the  application  of  taxpayers  and 
residents  of  a  union  high  school  district.  If  the  requisite  number  of  votes 
cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  a  unified  school  district  library  district 
the  board  of  supervisors  shall  by  resolution  establish  the  library  district 
and  place  the  district  in  the  control  of  the  governing  board  of  the 
unified  school  district. 

28022.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  chapter  the  words  "union  high 
school  district"  mean  union  high  school  district  or  unified  school  district 
and  the  words  "union  high  school"  mean  union  high  school  or  unified 
school  district.  Whenever  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  being  exer- 
cised by,  or  are  being  made  applicable  in,  a  unified  school  district,  the 
words  "union  high  school  district"  and  "union  high  school"  shall  be 
deemed  to  mean  unified  school  district. 

28023.  Establishment  of  unified  school  district  library  district.     If 

there  are  formed  substantially  within  the  territory  of  a  union  high 
school  library  district  two  or  more  unified  school  districts,  the  library 
district  shall  become  a  unified  school  district  library  district  which  shall 
be  governed  by  the  governing  board  of  the  unified  school  district  whose 
territory  includes  the  largest  portion  of  the  territory  of  the  library 
district. 

Article  2.    Establishment 

28051.  Purposes.  Any  union  high  school  district  may  establish, 
equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissemination  of  knowledge 
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of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature,  in  accordance  with  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001). 

28052.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acquisi- 
tion, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
library  is,  or  is  to  be,  situated. 

28053.  Rules.  Every  union  high  school  library  established  under 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the 
inhabitants  and  nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject 
always  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the 
board  of  library  trustees.  For  violations  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law 
a  person  may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

Article  3.    Formation  of  District 

28101.  Petition  and  election.  Upon  the  application  by  petition  of 
50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  union  high  school  district  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  the  union  high  school 
district  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library  district,  and 
setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  within  10  days  after  receiving  the  petition,  by  resolution, 
order  that  an  election  be  held  in  the  proposed  district  for  the  determi- 
nation of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  thereof 
to  conduct  the  election. 

28102.  Notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notices  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  proposed  library  district,  and  by 
publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper  therein,  if  there  is  one,  at  least 
once  a  week  for  not  less  than  15  days.  The  notices  shall  specify  the  time, 
place,  and  the  purpose  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the 
polls  will  be  kept  open. 

28103.  Voting  hours.  In  districts  with  a  population  of  10,000  or 
over,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.m.  and  kept  open  until  7 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  10,000,  the 
polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.  and  shall  be  kept  open 
not  less  than  six  hours. 

28104.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applica- 
ble, without  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except  that 
the  ballots  shall  contain  the  words,  "For  Union  High  School  Library 
District."  The  voter  shall  write  or  print  after  the  words  on  his  ballot  the 
word  "yes"  or  the  word  "no." 

28105.  Electors.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the 
proposed  district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote  at  a 
general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 
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28106.  Result  of  election.  The  election  officers  shall  report  the 
result  of  the  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  five  days  subse- 
quent to  the  holding  thereof. 

28107.  Favorable  vote.  If  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  elec- 
tion are  in  favor  of  a  union  high  school  library  district,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  the  library  district,  and  place 
the  district  in  the  control  of  the  governing  board  of  the  union  high 
school  district. 

28108.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  more  than  one-third  of  the  votes  cast 
in  the  election  is  against  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall, 
by  order,  so  declare  and  no  other  proceeding  shall  be  taken  in  relation 
thereto  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation 
of  the  petition. 

28109.  Conclusive  evidence.  The  fact  of  the  presentation  of  the 
petition  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of 
the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the 
petition  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the  fact 
and  regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature  pro- 
vided for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  28101)  and  of  the 
existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 

28110.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of" library  district  (using  the  name  of  the 

district)   of County   (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  the  district  is  situated) ."  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of 
the  designation  of  any  library  district. 

28111.  Legal  action.  In  the  name  of  the  library  district,  the  govern- 
ing board  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  district. 

28112.  Term  of  trustees.  The  trustees  in  whose  control  the  library 
district  has  been  placed  shall  severally  hold  office  during  the  term  for 
which  they  have  been  elected  as  trustees  of  the  union  high  school 
district. 

Article  4.    Dissolution  of  Districts 

28151.  Election.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  if  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  an  election  called  by  the  library  trustees  upon 
the  question  of  dissolution  are  in  favor  of  the  dissolution. 
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28152.  Conduct  of  election.    The  election  shall  be  called  and  con 
ducted  in  the  same  manner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 

28153.  Property.  Upon  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  district  shall 
vest  in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  the  library  is  situated. 

28154.  Bonded  indebtedness.  If  at  the  time  of  the  election  to  dis- 
solve the  district,  there  is  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  the  district  shall  dissolve  it  for  all  purposes 
excepting  only  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  the 
indebtedness.  From  the  time  the  district  is  dissolved  until  the  bonded 
indebtedness,  with  the  interest  thereon,  is  fully  paid,  satisfied,  and 
discharged,  the  board  of  supervisors  is  ex  officio  the  library  board  of  the 
district.  The  board  shall  levy  such  taxes  and  perform  such  other  acts  as 
are  necessary  in  order  to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  the  indebted- 
ness and  the  interest  thereon. 

Article  5.    Meetings  of  Boards  of  Trustees 

28201.  Monthly  meetings.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  resolution 

28202.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  two  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  12  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

28203.  Quorum.  Three  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

28204.  Organization.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the  first  day  of 
July  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number  president, 
and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They  shall  serve  as  such  for 
one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

28205.  Records.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its  pro- 
ceedings to  be  kept. 

28206.  Certificate  of  establishment.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  formed  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  28001)  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made  out 
and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  certificate 
showing  that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date  thereof,  the 
names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the 
current  fiscal  year. 

Article  6.    Powers  of  Boards  of  Trustees 

28251.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  enforce 
all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administration,  gov- 
ernment, and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management,  and  all 
property  belonging  to  the  library. 
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28252.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library  and  receive  by  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  state 
or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  prop- 
erty for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

28253.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  boards. 

28254.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

28255.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip  such  buildings  or  rooms, 
as  in  its  judgment  are  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001). 

28256.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quest the  appropriate  state  officials  to  furnish  the  library  with  copies  of 
any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not  other- 
wise disposed  of  by  law. 

28257.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  and  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries,  and 
shall  allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may 
prescribe. 

28258.  General  powers.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001). 

28259.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file 
through  the  librarian  on  or  before  the  last  day  in  August  of  each  year, 
a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento,  giving  the  condition 
of  its  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  district  librar- 
ian, contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desira- 
ble by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may 
send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so 
as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions 
in  the  state. 

28260.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  will  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
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28261.  Hours.  All  public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  28001) ,  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public 
at  all  reasonable  times. 

28262.  Service  contracts.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the  boards 
of  trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative  bodies  of 
neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  in 
which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend  the  books  of 
the  libraries  to  residents  of  the  counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or 
library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the 
counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts. 

Article  7.    Estimates  of  Funds  Needed 

28301.  Annual  estimates.  In  any  library  district  formed  under  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001),  which  maintains  a  public  li- 
brary, or  which  has  petitioned  for  and  has  been  granted  permission  to 
establish,  and  intends  to  maintain,  a  public  library  in  accordance  with 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001),  the  board  of  library  trust- 
ees shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the 
library  district  is  situated,  each  and  every  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  September,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  Leasing  temporary  quarters. 

(b)  Purchasing  a  suitable  lot. 

(c)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(d)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building,  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(e)  Conducting  and  maintaining  the  library  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

Article  8.    Tax  Levy 

28351.  Tax  levy.  When  the  estimate  provided  for  in  Section  28301 
has  been  submitted  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  in  which 
a  library  district  has  been  established,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at 
the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  taxable 
property  within  the  limits  of  the  library  district. 

28352.  Amount.  The  tax  levied  shall  be  sufficient  in  amount  to 
maintain  the  union  high  school  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and 
equip  the  building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any  or  all 
of  the  purposes  enumerated  in  Section  28301. 

28353.  Computation  and  collection.  The  taxes  levied  shall  be  com- 
puted, entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  taxes  are  computed,  entered  and  collected. 

28354.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise  for  the 
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purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  in  which  the  tax  was  collected, 
subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district. 

28355.  Administration  of  gifts.  If  the  payment  into  the  treasury  is 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest, 
the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  fund  and  the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  devise,  or  bequest. 

Article  8.5.    Claims 

28381.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  district 
are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and  Part  4 
(commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes  or  regula- 
tions expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  9.    Election  for  Issuance  of  Bonds 

28401.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  union  high  school 
library  district  may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and 
shall  upon  a  petition  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library 
district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district  the 
proposition  of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  union  high  school 
library. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 28001). 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

28401.1.  Amount.  In  determining  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued 
and  sold,  the  board  of  trustees  may  include: 

(a)  Legal  or  other  fees  incidental  to  or  connected  with  the  authoriza- 
tion, issuance  and  sale  of  the  bonds. 

(b)  The  costs  of  printing  the  bonds  and  other  costs  and  expenses 
incidental  to  or  connected  with  the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  bonds. 

If  such  a  determination  is  made,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
may  be  used  to  pay  such  costs  and  fees. 

28402.  Voting  hours.     The  hours  during  which  the  polls  shall  be 
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opened  at  the  election  shall  be  as  established  by  the  board,  but  in  no 
event  for  less  than  nine  hours. 

28403.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be  "Bonds 
— Yes"  and  "Bonds — No".  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  election  shall  put 
a  cross  ( + )  upon  their  ballot  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words  "Bonds 
— Yes"  or  "Bonds — No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  indicate  whether  they 
have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The  ballot  shall  be 
handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his 
presence,  deposit  it  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter  the 
elector's  name  on  the  poll  list. 

28404.  Canvass.  On  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  8  o'clock 
p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of  trustees,  the  board 
shall  meet  and  canvass  the  returns. 

28405.  Favorable  vote.  If  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  issuing  the  bonds,  the  board  shall 
cause  an  entry  of  the  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall  certify 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the  proceedings  had  in  the 
premises. 

28406.  Notice.  Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  substantially  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  time  provided  in  Section  28102. 

28407.  Consolidation.  Any  election  called  pursuant  to  this  article 
may  be  consolidated  with  any  other  election  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  4  (commencing  with  Section  23300)  of  Part  2  of  Division  12 
of  the  Elections  Code.  In  such  event,  the  provisions  of  law  governing 
such  other  election  with  respect  to  the  manner  of  marking  ballots  and 
hours  of  elections  shall  apply. 

28408.  Validation.  No  error,  irregularity,  or  omission  which  does 
not  affect  the  substantial  rights  of  the  taxpayers  within  the  district  or 
the  electors  voting  at  any  election  at  which  bonds  of  any  district  are 
authorized  to  be  issued  shall  invalidate  the  election  or  any  bonds  au- 
thorized by  such  election. 

Article  10.    Issuance  and  Sale  of  Bonds 

28451.  Issuance.  After  the  provisions  of  Section  28401  to  28405, 
inclusive,  have  been  complied  with,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  district,  to  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  the 
proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  the  district,  naming  it, 
and  the  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  in 
the  district,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon. 
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28452.  Bonded  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 

28453.  Interest.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of  inter- 
est than  6  percent,  payable  annually  or  semiannually. 

28454.  Form.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and  of  the  interest 
coupons  attached  thereto. 

28455.  Time  of  payment.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  fix  the  time  when  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  will  be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more 
than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

28456.  Sale  of  bonds.  The  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than  par. 

28457.  Deposit  of  proceeds.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  money  is  drawn  out. 

Article  11.    Cancellation  of  Bonds 

28501.  Petition.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  remain  unsold  for  the 
period  of  six  months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
library  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or  of 
any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which,  at  the 
time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  was 
embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  the  unsold  bonds 
to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 

28502.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervisors  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  30  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hear- 
ing, and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for 
10  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper  published 
in  the  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at  the  county  seat 
of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  or  part  thereof  is  situated. 

28503.  Order.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing 
may  be  postponed,  the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be 
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submitted  for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  deem 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in  the  petition  that 
the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make  and  enter  an  order  in  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled. 

28504.  Cancellation.  Thereupon  the  bonds  and  the  vote  by  which 
they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  validity 
whatever. 

Article  12.    Tax  for  Interest  and  Redemption  of  Bonds 

28551.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
a  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value 
thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds. 

28552.  Amount.  The  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  of  the  bonds  for  that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as 
is  to  become  due  during  the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall  be  high 
enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the  bonds  have 
to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and,  during  the 
balance  of  the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  the  annual  interest,  and  to  pay 
annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  equal  to  a  sum 
produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  outstanding  and 
dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  the  bonds  then  have  to  run. 

28553.  Use  of  funds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district,  and  be 
used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  and  for  no 
other  purpose. 

Article  13.    Payment  of  Interest  and  Bonds 

28651.  Payment.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor, 
out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor. 

28652.  Cancellation  of  bonds.  The  county  auditor  shall  cancel  and 
file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they 
are  paid. 
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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27111-27146) 

Article  1.    Policy 

27111.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  development  of  free  public  libraries  throughout  the 
state  by  grants  to  public  library  systems  for  the  purpose  of: 

(a)  Assisting  them  in  establishing,  improving,  and  extending  library 
services. 

(b)  Encouraging  them  to  establish  library  systems  in  areas  where 
such  co-operation  would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

27111.5.  Legislative  intent.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  under 
this  act  to  distribute  grants  for  the  development  and  improvement  of 
public  library  service  to  library  systems  by  a  formula  that  recognizes 
factors  of  need,  ability,  and  effort.  Need  is  recognized  by  basing  the 
distribution,  in  part,  on  the  population  served  by  library  systems  and  by 
allowing  a  special  weighting  for  low  density  of  population.  Ability  is 
recognized  by  adjusting  the  population  estimates  by  the  relative  stand- 
ing of  such  systems  with  respect  to  assessed  valuation  per  capita.  Effort 
is  recognized  by  establishing  as  a  qualification  for  receiving  a  grant  a 
minimum  level  of  local  support,  expressed  either  as  a  tax  rate  or  as  an 
amount  of  expenditure  per  capita,  and  by  establishing  minimum  stand- 
ards of  service. 

27112.  Legislative  policy.  In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legislature 
declares  that  its  policy  shall  be: 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration  of 
public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a  supple- 
ment to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment,  nonbook  services,  or  particular  book  or 
periodical  titles. 

Article  2.    Definitions 

27113.  Definitions.    As  used  in  this  chapter: 

(a)  "Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency  created 
pursuant  to  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  6500)  of  Division  7 
of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code)  authorized  by  law  to  provide  public 
library  services. 

(b)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such

libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  pursuant  to  this  chap- 
ter. 

(d)  "Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board.* 

(e)  "Plan  of  service"  means  a  statement  describing  the  specific  pur- 
poses for  which  a  system  is  formed,  the  means  and  the  agencies  by 
which  such  purposes  are  to  be  accomplished,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
funds  necessary  for  their  accomplishment  and  the  public  agency  or 
agencies  who  are  to  receive  those  funds. 

Article  3.    Administration 

27114.  Administration  by  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
administer  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  prescribe  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

27114.1.  Expenditure  of  funds.  The  State  Librarian  may  expend 
any  funds  appropriated  for  expenditure  under  this  chapter. 

Article  4.    Local  Control 

27121.  Local  control.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  as 
authorizing  the  state  to  require  libraries,  as  a  condition  for  receiving 
grants  to: 

(a)  Acquire  or  exclude  any  specific  book,  periodical,  film,  picture,  or 
other  material,  or  any  specific  equipment,  or  to  acquire  or  exclude  any 
classification  of  books  or  periodicals  by  author,  subject  matter  or  type. 

(b)  Institute  or  eliminate  any  particular  type  of  library  service. 

(c)  Include  or  exclude  for  employment  any  particular  number  or 
class  of  personnel  or  to  include  or  exclude  any  specific  person  for  em- 
ployment. 

(d)  Require  minimum  qualifications  of  library  personnel. 

Article  5.    Library  Systems 

27125.  Library  systems.  A  library  system  may  consist  of  any  of  the 
following  systems: 

(a)  A  library  system  consisting  of  a  library  operated  by  a  single  pub- 
lic agency. 

(b)  A  consolidated  library  system,  in  which  two  or  more  public  agen- 
cies consolidate  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library. 

(c)  A  co-operative  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  public  agen- 
cies enter  into  a  written  agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  service  for 
the  agencies  so  contracting. 

27126.  Formation.  The  formation  of  a  library  system  shall  be  ac- 
complished in  the  following  manner: 

*  The  Public  Library  Development  Board  was  eliminated  by  the  Governor's  Reorganization  Plan 
Number  1  of  1969,  which  became  effective  September  11,  1969. 
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(a)  An  application  for  grants  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Librarian,  together  with  a  plan  of  service  approved  by  the  par- 
ticipating public  agency  or  agencies.  The  application  for  grants 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  resolution  passed  by  the  city 
council  in  the  case  of  a  city,  the  county  board  of  supervisors  with 
respect  to  county  libraries,  or  the  governing  board  of  a  library 
district  with  respect  to  library  district  libraries.  The  system  plan  of 
service  shall  be  incorporated  by  reference  in  the  resolution.  A  plan 
of  service  shall,  among  other  things,  where  a  co-operative  library 
system  is  involved,  designate  an  executive  committee  for  the  sys- 
tem appointed  by  the  governing  bodies  of  the  appropriate  public 
agencies. 

(b)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  plan  of  service  to  the 
board.* 

(c)  The  board  shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  any 
recommendations  on  a  plan  of  service  within  30  days  from  the  date 
the  plan  is  so  submitted  to  the  board.  Failure  of  the  board  to  submit 
recommendations  within  30  days  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
recommendation  that  the  plan  be  approved  as  submitted.* 

(d)  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  approve  an  application  until 
funds  are  available  for  the  grants  sought  [nor  until  at  least  30  days 
have  elapsed  from  the  date  that  the  plan  of  service  for  that  applica- 
tion has  been  submitted  to  the  board.*] 

(e)  If  the  State  Librarian  approves  the  plan  of  service  and  the 
application,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  execute  a  contract 
with  the  State  Librarian  specifying  the  services  to  be  rendered  in 
order  to  implement  the  plan  of  service.  The  contracts  shall  be 
subject  to  the  limitations  provided  in  Article  4  and  shall  contain  the 
minimum  provisions  specified  in  Section  27132. 

27127.  Assistance  from  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
assist  public  agencies  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  applications 
for  inclusion  in  an  existing  library  system. 

27128.  Final  date  for  grant  applications.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
determine  the  final  date  each  year  for  the  submission  of  requests  for 
grants,  and  any  remaining  funds  which  had  been  tentatively  allocated 
for  grants  which  subsequently  did  not  qualify  shall  be  distributed  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  among  those  grants  which  did  qualify. 

27129.  Contract  with  school  district.  The  governing  board  of  a 
school  district,  whose  territory  is  served  by  one  or  more  public  agencies 
authorized  to  provide  public  library  services,  may  contract  with  one  or 
more  of  them  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  services  available  to  the 
pupils  attending  the  schools  maintained  by  the  district.  Expenses  in- 
curred by  a  school  district  pursuant  to  such  a  contract  shall  be  a  proper 
charge  upon  the  general  fund  of  the  school  district.

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Article  6.    Grants  in  General 

27130.  Program  of  grants.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  grants,  as 
follows: 

(a)  Establishment  grants. 

(b)  Annual  per  capita  grants. 

27131.  Requirements  to  qualify.  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this 
chapter,  a  library  system,  once  established,  must: 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents 
of  the  area  served  by  the  system.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent 
the  negotiation  of  agreements,  or  the  exchange  of  funds,  or  the  estab- 
lishment of  individual  user  charges  designed  to  wholly  or  partially  cor- 
rect any  imbalance  of  service  caused  by  adherence  to  this  subdivision; 
provided  that  over  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  the  public  agen- 
cies exchanging  funds  or  the  public  agency  imposing  the  user  fee  find 
that  an  imbalance  of  service  exists. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles 
to  each  library  system  which  has  a  population  of  less  than  75  persons  per 
square  mile,  and  the  annual  addition  of  7,000  book  titles  to  each  library 
system  which  has  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile. 

(c)  Have  available  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than  75 
persons  per  square  mile  at  least  100,000  volumes,  40,000  of  which  have 
been  acquired  within  10  years,  and  in  each  system  having  a  population 
of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile  at  least  200,000  volumes,  60,000 
of  which  have  been  acquired  within  10  years. 

(d)  Have  available  in  the  system  at  least  7,500  reference  book  titles 
in  its  noncirculation  collection. 

(e)  Have  acquired  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than 

75  persons  per  square  mile  subscriptions  to  at  least  400  periodicals, 
including  both  juvenile  and  adult  types,  with  one-half  of  such  periodi- 
cals being  on  microform  or  in  back  files  for  the  past  10  years,  and  in  each 
system  having  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile 
subscriptions  to  at  least  700  periodicals,  including  both  juvenile  and 
adult  types,  with  three-quarters  of  such  periodicals  being  on  microform 
or  in  back  files  for  the  past  10  years. 

(f)  Have  expended  funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  ex- 
penses, excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  each  library  within  the  sys- 
tem, in  the  fiscal  year  immediately  preceding  that  in  which  application 
is  made,  and  also  have  budgeted  for  the  year  in  which  application  is 
made  equivalent  to  the  minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  That 
minimum  shall  be  either  (1)  the  equivalent  of  a  tax  rate  of  fiteen  cents 
($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system,  as 
shown  by  the  equalized  assessment  roll  or  rolls  of  such  area  for  the 
preceding  year,  or  (2)  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  annually  per 
capita  in  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system, 
whichever  is  less. 
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(g)  Not  expend  less  funds  per  capita  from  local  sources  for  operating 
expenditures  than  it  did  in  the  preceding  year. 

(h)  Carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  entered  into  with  the 
State  Librarian  designed  to  implement  the  plan  of  service. 

27131.5.  Legislative  review.  The  financial  qualifications  required 
for  grants  by  Section  27131  (f)  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Legislature  at 
its  1969  Regular  Session. 

27132.  Requirement  of  contracts  for  grants.  All  grants  shall  be 
made  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  terms  of  the 
written  contracts  entered  into  between  the  respective  public  agencies 
and  the  State  Librarian.  These  contracts,  for  establishment  and  per 
capita  grants,  shall,  among  other  things: 

(a)  Specify  the  public  agency  or  agencies  to  which  payment  is  to  be 
made,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  grants  are  to  be  expended. 

(b)  Specify  the  amount,  time,  and  manner  of  payment. 

(c)  Specify  that  payment  is  to  be  conditioned  upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  any  progress  report  from  the  system,  if  it  is  one  which  has  been 
requested  for  submission  by  the  date  of  payment  by  the  State  Librarian. 

(d)  Specify  that  the  grant  can  be  expended  only  in  augmentation, 
and  not  in  lieu  of,  local  appropriations. 

(e)  Specify  that  all  requirements  of  Section  27131  shall  be  met. 

(f)  Specify  that  if  no  state  grants  are  made  the  public  agencies  will 
not  be  bound  to  follow  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

27133.  Limitation  on  expenditures,  (a)  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  that  the  total  amount  which  may  be  appropriated,  for  ex- 
penditure during  any  fiscal  year,  under  this  chapter  shall  not  exceed  the 
percentage  limitations  provided  for  in  Section  27133.5  of  the  total  ope- 
rating expenditure  of  all  the  public  libraries  of  the  state  from  funds 
received  from  local  sources  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  An  establishment  grant  for  a  system  shall  not  exceed  25  percent 
of  the  total  operating  expenditures  for  the  library  or  each  of  the  librar- 
ies within  that  system,  excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  the  last  com- 
Ipleted  fiscal  year,  except  where  there  were  no  expenditures  for  the 
]  library  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year,  in  which  case  the  establish- 
ment grant  for  the  system  shall  be  the  maximum  provided  for  in  Section 
27144. 

27133.5.  Limitation  of  increases.  The  percentage  limitation  for  the 
indicated  fiscal  years  shall  be  as  follows:  4  percent  in  1966-67,  to  6 
percent  in  1967-68,  to  8  percent  in  1968-69  and  to  10  percent  in  1969-70. 
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Article  8.    Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

27144.  Annual  maximum  grants  in  amount  of  $10,000.  Establish- 
ment grants  in  the  annual  maximum  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  shall  be  made  for  the  system: 

(a)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  with  one  or 
more  other  public  agencies  in  forming  a  library  system. 

(b)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  an  established 
system. 

(c)  For  each  library  which  is  established  in  a  previously  unserved 
area  and  which  qualifies  as  part  of  a  system  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
state  aid. 

An  establishment  grant  shall  be  paid  as  to  each  library  under  subdivi- 
sions (a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section,  in  respect  to  each  of  the  first  two 
years  during  which  it  is  part  of  a  library  system. 

27145.5.  Minimum  standards  for  annual  per  capita  grants.  From 
funds  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  under  this  chapter,  require- 
ments for  establishment  grants  shall  have  priority  as  determined  by  the 
State  Librarian.  From  funds  remaining  after  allocations  for  establish- 
ment grants,  annual  per  capita  grants  shall  be  made  for  each  library 
system  which  is  formed  following  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  5 
and  which  meets  the  minimum  standards  specified  in  Article  6  as  fol- 
lows: 

(a)  Determine  the  assessed  value  of  properties  subject  to  taxation  for 
library  support  in  each  single  library  area; 

(b)  Adjust  the  values  determined  by  paragraph  (a)  by  applying  to 
them  the  factor  provided  for  in  Sections  17261  and  17262  of  this  code 
appropriate  to  the  county  wherein  the  values  lie,  but  in  no  event  shall : 
any  of  the  other  provisions  of  those  sections  be  applicable; 

(c)  Determine  the  sum  of  the  populations  taxed  for  library  support 
of  all  single  libraries  in  the  state  and,  similarly,  determine  the  sum  of 
the  assessed  valuations  computed  in  paragraph  (b); 

(d)  Divide  the  total  valuation  assessed  for  library  support  in  the  state  i 
by  the  population  of  the  state  taxed  for  libraries;  this  will  determine  the 
assessed  valuation  per  capita; 

(e)  For  each  single  library  divide  adjusted  assessed  valuation  of  each  I 
library's  area  by  its  population  to  determine  each  single  library's  as- 
sessed valuation  per  capita; 

(f)  For  each  single  library,  divide  the  adjusted  statewide  assessed 
valuation  per  capita  in  the  state  by  the  adjusted  assessed  valuation  per 
capita  in  the  library  area; 

(g)  Multiply  the  population  in  each  library  area  by  the  figure  of  each 
such  library  as  determined  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (f);  these 
figures  shall  be  designated  as  basic  weighted  population  values;  and 
shall  be  the  basis  of  determining  the  basic  per  capita  grants; 

(h)  Multiply  the  basic  weighted  population  of  each  of  the  library 
areas  by  a  factor  of  0.3  (or  30  percent)  as  to  all  library  areas  wherein) 
the  population  per  square  mile  is  100  or  less;  the  resulting  values  shall 
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be  designated  as  supplementary  weighted  population  values,  and  shall 
be  the  basis  of  determining  supplementary  project  grants  for  such 
sparsely  populated  library  areas; 

(i)  Determine  the  sum  of  the  basic  and  supplementary  weighted 
population  for  the  entire  state; 

(j)  Divide  the  amount  available  for  distribution  to  the  libraries  by 
the  total  weighted  population,  basic  and  supplementary,  of  the  state,  in 
one-thousandths;  the  resulting  amount  may  be  apportioned  on  account 
ed  of  each  one-thousandth  of  weighted  population,  basic  and  supplemen- 
tary in  any  single  library; 

(k)  With  regard  to  basic  weighted  populations,  any  qualifying  library 
system  is  eligible  to  receive  funds  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  (j); 

(/)  With  regard  to  supplementary  weighted  populations,  any  library 
system  which  has  single-library  populations  of  100  or  less  per  square 
mile  may  apply  for  project  grants,  but  only  up  to  a  total  amount  equal 
re  to  the  sum  of  all  of  the  supplementary  weighted  population  in  one- 
thousandths  contained  within  the  system  multiplied  by  the  figure  de- 
termined in  paragraph  (j);  those  sums  would  be  available  as  project 
ln  grants  for  the  purpose  of  extending  and  improving  library  services  in 
such  sparsely  populated  areas. 

Money  not  distributed  under  initial  allocations  may  be  reapportioned 
to  library  systems  on  the  basis  of  the  shares  that  each  system's  basic 
weighted  populations  represent  in  relation  to  the  basic  weighted  popu- 
lation of  all  the  library  systems  receiving  grants. 

27146.  Consolidated  or  co-operative  systems.  If  a  public  agency  or 
two  or  more  public  agencies  desiring  to  form  a  consolidated  or  co- 
operative system,  applying  for  grants  is  unable  to  meet  all  of  the  mini- 

ort  mum  standards  of  Section  27131,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  may 
submit  to  the  State  Librarian  a  plan  of  service  officially  adopted  by  the 
jpublic  agency  or  agencies  concerned  for  meeting  all  of  the  standards 

ate  within  a  period  of  four  completed  fiscal  years,  the  plan  to  indicate  how 
much  progress  toward  meeting  the  standards  it  is  anticipated  will  be 
achieved  each  year.  The  State  Librarian  may  then  approve  grants  in  the 
full  amount  to  which  the  public  agencies  would  be  eligible  were  they 
to  meet  all  standards,  subject  to  the  condition  that  a  review  will  be 
made  by  the  State  Librarian  of  the  provisional  annual  reports  for  the 
library  systems,  and  that  the  second  annual  per  capita  grant  will  be 

perl  contingent  upon  satisfactory  achievement  of  the  goals  set  up  for  the 
first  fiscal  year,  according  to  the  plan  of  service. 
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Property  Valuations  for  Allocation  of  Money  to  School  Districts 
(Collier  Act  Factor) 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  17261-17262) 

17261.  Certification  of  modification.  On  the  basis  of  computations 
made  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  the  secretary  of  that  board 
shall  certify  on  or  before  October  1st  of  each  year  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  the  factor,  carried  to  two  decimal  places,  by  which 
the  total  assessed  value  of  all  tangible  property  on  the  current  local  roll 
of  each  county  must  be  modified  to  conform  to  the  statewide  average 
assessment  level;  provided  that  property  belonging  to  a  county,  city  and 
county,  or  municipal  corporation  which  is  taxable  under  Section  1, 
Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  and  constituting  more  than  10  percent 
of  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  a  school  district 
shall  be  excluded  from  the  assessed  value  and  the  full  cash  value  that 
are  used  to  compute  such  factor. 

17262.  Modification  of  district  valuation.  Any  state  department, 
board,  or  agency  which  allocates  funds  to  any  school  district  on  the  basis 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  within  the  district,  or  which  makes 
any  computation  on  this  basis  for  school  building  fund  repayment  pur- 
poses, shall  average  the  factor  certified  for  the  current  year  under 
Section  17261  for  the  local  roll  of  the  county  in  which  the  district  is 
located  with  the  factors  so  certified  for  the  two  immediately  preceding 
years.  The  department,  board,  or  agency  shall  then  modify  that  part  of 
the  valuation  of  the  district  shown  on  the  local  roll,  other  than  any  part 
of  the  valuation  which  was  excluded  under  Section  17261,  by  applica- 
tion of  this  three-year  average  factor,  or  by  application  of  the  factor  for 
the  current  fiscal  year,  whichever  factor  is  lowest.  If  a  district  is  located 
in  more  than  one  county,  this  modification  shall  be  made  by  applying 
the  average  factor  or  the  single-year  factor  appropriate  for  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  upon  the  local  roll  of  each  county  within  which 
the  district  is  located.

Article  1.     General  Provisions 

20100.  Scope.  The  regulations  contained  in  this  chapter  shall  im- 
plement Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

20101.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  chapter: 

(a)  "The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963"  means  Chapter  1.5  of 
Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

(b)  "Affiliated  library"  means  any  library  operated  by  a  city  or  dis- 
trict, the  tangible  property  of  which  is  also  subject  to  taxation  in  support 
of  county  library  service. 

(c)  "Establishment  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27144. 

(d)  "Per  capita  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27145.5. 

(e)  "Provisional  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27146. 

(f)  "Provisional  system"  means  a  library  or  libraries  receiving  a 
provisional  grant. 

(g)  "Unserved  county"  means  a  county  which  does  not  operate  a 
library  and  which  does  not  contract  with  another  public  agency  for 
library  service  through  branches  or  other  extension  outlets. 

Article  2.     Library  Systems 

20150.  Elements  of  a  "Library  System."  As  used  in  this  chapter  and 
where  used  in  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code,  "li- 
brary system"  shall  mean  one  or  more  libraries  providing  the  following 
basic  elements  of  library  service,  involving  but  not  necessarily  limited 
to  book  and  periodical  resources: 

(a)  The  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or 
in  a  coordinated  manner. 

(b)  The  organization  of  materials  for  use,  including  cataloguing, 
classification,  and  physical  preparation,  in  a  consolidated  or  in  a  coor- 
dinated manner. 

(c)  The  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  with  the  return  of  such 
materials  unrestricted  as  to  service  outlet. 

(d)  Reference  and  research,  including  assistance  to  users  by  li- 
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brary  staff,  consolidated  or  coordinated  where  necessary  to  provide 
the  maximum  utilization  of  the  total  resources  of  all  participating 
libraries. 

(e)  The  inter  availability  of  materials  and  information  among  all 
service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  a 
method  by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specific 
holdings  of  other  participating  libraries. 

20151.  Plans  of  Service.  To  qualify  for  grants  pursuant  to  The  Pub- 
lic Library  Services  Act  of  1963  a  system  must  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  set  forth  in  Education  Code  Section  27131.  A  plan  of 
service  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  grant  as  required  in  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  shall  include  all  of  the  services 
specified  in  Section  20150  and  shall  describe  the  exact  manner  in  which 
each  is  to  be  provided.  A  plan  of  service  shall  also  include  a  statement 
of  each  participating  library's  standards  for  branches,  stations  or  other 
extension  of  service  beyond  its  headquarters  building.  A  plan  of  service 
shall,  in  addition,  take  into  consideration  total  public  library  service  in 
that  area. 

20152.  Formation  of  a  Library  System.  An  existing  library  system 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  system  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Services  Act  of  1963  until  it  has  complied  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  Education  Code  Section  27126. 

20153.  Participation  by  Libraries  Not  Eligible  for  Grants.  A  library 
which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  local  support  contained  in 
Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and  (g)  or  Section  20310  (e)  of  this 
chapter  may,  with  the  consent  of  all  other  members,  become  a  member 
of  a  library  system,  and  may  participate  in  the  services  provided  by  the 
system  through  grant  funds,  provided  such  library,  as  a  minimum  condi- 
tion, pays  into  the  system  an  amount  to  be  determined  on  a  per  capita 
basis  by  dividing  the  total  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  in  which  the  ineligible  library  is  applying  by  the  total 
state  population  served  by  systems  approved  under  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act  of  1963.  The  per  capita  amount  determined  by  such 
method  shall  then  be  multiplied  by  the  population  of  the  service  area 
of  such  ineligible  library  to  determine  the  minimum  amount  to  be  paid 
into  the  system.  Population  sources  used  shall  be  the  same  as  those  used 
in  determining  grants  for  eligible  libraries.  In  addition,  such  a  library 
participating  in  a  system  in  the  manner  prescribed  may  be  required  to 
pay  an  annual  surcharge  in  an  amount  determined  by  the  members  of 
the  system,  which  amount  shall  be  based  upon  considerations  of  propor- 
tionate sharing  of  expenses  on  the  one  hand,  and  relative  advantages 
derived  through  membership  on  the  other  hand,  by  each  member  of 
the  system. 

Such  participation  shall  not  exceed  three  fiscal  years  from  the  date 
a  library  is  admitted  to  a  system  as  a  library  not  eligible  for  grants. 
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Article  3.     Qualifications  for  Receiving  Grants 

20200.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  their 
respective  terms  as  used  in  this  chapter  and  in  The  Public  Library 
Services  Act  of  1963,  or  in  some  section  of  said  Act,  where  such  section 
is  more  particularly  referred  to  in  a  definition. 

(a)  "A  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such  libraries,  operated 
by  a  public  agency"  shall  mean  a  public  library  which  has  a  single 
administration  and  organization. 

(b)  "A  single  library  area"  is  that  area  serviced  by  a  single  public 
library  plus  that  area  serviced  by  it  under  a  total  library  services  con- 
tract. 

(c)  "Equal  access"  shall  mean  that  all  of  the  services  of  each  library 
in  a  system  are  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of  the  area 
served  by  the  system.  If  after  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  a 
member  library  finds  an  imbalance  of  service  and  wishes  to  negotiate 
agreements  or  exchange  of  funds  or  establish  individual  user  fees  the 
system  shall  amend  its  plan  of  service  to  incorporate  the  proposed 
changes. 

(d)  "New  book  titles"  shall  mean  individual  titles,  new  to  the  system 
and  currently  useful. 

(e)  "Program  for  the  maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for  refer- 
ence use  of  periodicals"  shall  mean  a  systemwide  program,  coordinated 
among  the  various  units  of  the  system,  and  providing  a  means  of  access 
to  all  such  back  files  and  indexes  by  all  residents  of  the  area  served  by 
the  system. 

(f)  "Capital  expenditures,"  which  are  to  be  excluded  from  the  com- 
putation of  operating  expenses,  in  accordance  with  Education  Code 
Section  27131  (f) ,  as  the  term  is  used  in  said  section,  shall  mean  funds 
expended  for  land  and  buildings,  including  remodeling,  the  initial  pur- 
chase of  furniture  and  equipment  for  such  buildings,  and  school  library 
services. 

(g)  "Assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served"  shall  mean  the  assessed 
valuation  of  all  property,  secured  and  unsecured,  upon  which  local  taxes 
are  levied  for  the  support  of  a  given  library.  The  assessed  valuation  shall 
be  equivalent  to  that  used  for  the  purpose  of  subjecting  such  property 
to  such  local  taxes. 

(h)  "Funds  from  local  sources"  as  used  in  Education  Code  Section 
27131  (f)  and  (g)  shall  include  tax  funds  levied  and  expended  by  local 
public  agencies  for  public  library  purposes  as  well  as  other  local  funds 
expended  for  public  library  purposes.  However,  where  one  public 
agency  maintaining  a  public  library  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another 
public  agency  which  also  maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount 
in  exchange  for  the  payment  of  which  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service  to  certain  residents  of  the  area  from  which 
the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public  library  purposes,  any 
funds  so  paid  by  any  such  former  public  agency  to  any  such  latter  public 
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agency  for  the  purposes  mentioned  shall  be  taken  into  account  only 
once  and  the  former  public  agency  alone  shall  be  credited  with  having 
paid  such  funds. 

(i)   "Subscriptions"  shall  mean  titles. 

20201.  Population  Count  Where  Residents  Served  by  Another  Pub- 
lic Agency.  Where  one  public  agency  maintaining  a  public  library 
contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public  agency  which  also  maintains 
a  public  library  an  annual  amount  for  the  purposes,  in  the  manner,  and 
under  the  conditions,  expressed  in  Section  20200  (h) ,  the  residents  of 
the  area  from  which  the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public 
library  purposes,  to  which  residents  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service,  shall  be  considered  a  population  of  the  for- 
mer public  agency  only  where  a  population  count  is  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  the  making  of  grants. 

20202.  Expenditure  Year.  The  minimum  expenditure  of  funds 
from  local  sources  as  required  by  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and 
(g)  shall  be  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  that  in  which  an  application 
for  a  grant  is  made.  The  actual  expenditure  of  local  funds  for  library 
purposes  shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  public 
agency,  upon  a  form  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  and  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and  (g)  shall  not 
apply  to  a  library  established  in  an  unserved  county. 

20203.  Per  Capita  Expenditures.  In  computing  the  per  capita  ex- 
penditures from  local  funds  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
27131  and  by  this  chapter,  the  population  of  the  area  served  by  a  library 
in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  from  local  sources  were  expended  shall 
be  based  upon  one  of  the  following  official  sources,  whichever  was  the 
most  recent  at  the  beginning  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year: 

(a)  The  latest  decennial  census  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce. 

(b)  A  special  census  taken  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce. 

(c)  An  estimate  prepared  by  the  California  State  Department  of 
Finance,  Budget  Division,  Financial  and  Population  Research  Sec- 
tion. 

20204.  Affiliated  Libraries.  A  library  affiliated  with  a  county  li- 
brary may  elect  to  participate  jointly  with  the  county  library  for  estab- 
lishment grants  or  per  capita  grants.  In  such  a  joint  application  the 
combined  expenditures  of  the  affiliated  library  and  the  county  library 
shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  qualifications  of  both  librar- 
ies under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  and  (g) . 
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Article  4.     Grants 

20250.  Purpose.  An  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  implementing  a  plan  of  service  for  a  previously  unserved  coun- 
ty, or  a  plan  which  involves  two  or  more  libraries,  or  two  or  more  library 
systems  as  defined  in  Education  Code  Section  27125. 

20251.  Consolidation.  If  two  or  more  public  agencies  wish  to  con- 
solidate their  libraries  into  a  single  library  an  establishment  grant  for 
each  such  agency  may  be  made  for  this  purpose,  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27144  even  though  one  or  more  of  the  libraries  does  not 
qualify  individually  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  or  (g)  or 
Section  20310  (e)  of  this  chapter,  provided  that  the  resulting  consolidat- 
ed library  shall  qualify  under  Education  Code  Section  27131  (f)  or  (g) 
or  Section  20310  (e)  of  this  chapter  as  a  library  system  or  part  of  a 
qualifying  library  system  under  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963 
and  this  chapter. 

20252.  Capital  Expenditures.  An  establishment  grant  may  be  used 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  or  buildings,  or  the  construction  of  buildings, 
or  the  remodeling  of  existing  buildings,  but  only  if  such  improvements 
are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  service  or  services  to  the  entire  area 
to  be  served  by  the  system  or  are  necessary  to  a  consolidation  made 
pursuant  to  Section  20251. 

20253.  Limitations.  An  establishment  grant  shall  not  be  made  to 
implement  a  plan  of  service  involving  only  a  single  public  agency  ex- 
cept where  such  agency  establishes  or  extends  service  to  a  previously 
unserved  county  and  where  such  establishment  or  extension  is  a  part 
of  a  plan  of  service  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Li- 
brary Services  Act  of  1963. 

20254.  Renewal  of  Grants.  Establishment  grants  for  each  library 
that  has  participated  in  forming  a  library  system  will  be  paid  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  for  each  such  library,  unless  otherwise  limited  by  the 
provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27133  (b) ,  both  in  the  first  year 
of  establishment  and  in  the  second  year,  provided  said  system  continues 
to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of 
1963  and  this  chapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  unavailable. 

20300.  Population.  In  computing  the  population  of  the  area  served 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  total  amount  of  the  grant  as  provided 
in  Education  Code  Section  27145.5  the  sources  set  forth  in  Section  20203 
shall  be  used.  Whichever  source  of  population  figure  is  used  shall  be  that 
which  is  most  recent  as  of  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  applica- 
tion for  a  grant  is  made.  More  than  one  per  capita  grant  shall  not  be 
made  simultaneously  with  respect  to  persons  resident  in  any  given  area. 
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20301.  Population  Per  Square  Mile.  In  computing  the  average 
population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served  by  a  library  system  or 
portion  thereof,  in  the  event  that  the  size  of  such  area  is  not  readily 
ascertainable  from  official  sources,  the  average  population  per  square 
mile  of  the  area  in  question  within  a  given  county  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  same  as  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  county 
as  a  whole. 

20302.  Renewal  of  Grants.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State  Librar- 
ian to  renew  annually  the  per  capita  grant  made  for  a  system,  provided 
said  system  continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  chapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are 
unavailable.  Award  of  an  establishment  grant  shall  not  of  itself  quaran- 
tee  the  subsequent  award  of  per  capita  grants. 

Article  5.     Provisional  Systems 

20310.  Interim  Standards.  In  order  that  there  be  reasonable  assur- 
ance that  a  provisional  system  proposed  for  grants  under  Education 
Code  Section  27146  can  attain  all  of  the  minimum  standards  required 
within  a  four-year  period,  the  provisional  system  must  meet  interim 
minimum  standards  as  stated  in  this  section.  The  four-year  period  shall 
begin  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  system  is  established  or 
becomes  provisional.  The  following  interim  minimum  standards  must 
be  met  by  the  provisional  system  at  the  time  of  application: 

(a)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  annual 
addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  200,000  volumes, 
40,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten  years. 

(b)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase annually  of  400  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(c)  The  provisional  library  system  having  less  than  75  population 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the 
annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  100,000 
volumes,  30,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten 
years. 

(d)  The  provisional  library  system  having  under  75  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase annually  of  at  least  200  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(e)  The  library  or  libraries  participating  shall  have  expended 
funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses  excluding  capi- 
tal expenditures  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the 
following  minimums,  whichever  is  less: 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  rate  of  ten  cents 
($0.10)  on  each  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  the  area  served  by  the  library  as  shown  by  the  equal- 
ized assessment  role  of  such  areas  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year;  or 
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(2)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  capita  in  the  area  served  by  the 
library. 

20311.  Limitation.  A  public  agency  or  agencies  comprising  a  provi- 
sional library  system  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  provisional  grants 
under  Education  Code  Section  27146  for  more  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

Article  6.     Reports 

20325.  Periodic  Reports.  Written  contracts  entered  into  between 
the  respective  public  agencies  and  the  State  Librarian  for  the  payment 
of  grants  pursuant  to  Education  code  Section  27132  shall  specify  that 
such  public  agencies  shall  submit  to  the  State  Librarian  annual  progress 
reports  on  progress  made  in  implementing  the  plan  of  service,  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Librarian. 

20326.  Special  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  may  require  any  pub- 
lic agency  or  library  system,  as  a  condition  to  receiving  any  future 
payments,  to  supply  such  additional  information  as  the  State  Librarian 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  The  Public  Li- 
brary Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  chapter. 

Article  7.     Applications 

20350.  Forms.  Applications  for  all  grants  shall  be  made  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  Plans  of  service  must  accompany  initial 
applications  for  grants. 

20351.  Filing  Dates,  (a)  Applications  for  grants  received  by  the 
State  Librarian  by  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each  fiscal  year  shall 
be  considered  during  October  of  each  respective  fiscal  year  with  re- 
spect to  grants  made. 

(b)  A  statement  of  continued  eligibility  on  a  form  prescribed  and 
supplied  by  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  required  of  the  library  system 
for  subsequent  grants.  Such  a  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Librarian  within  sufficient  time  that  it  is  received  by  the  State  Librarian 
on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September  in  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
grant  is  to  be  made. 

(c)  Applications  for  grants  received  by  the  State  Librarian  after  the 
expiration  of  the  applicable  filing  date  for  grants  may  be  approved  if 
sufficient  funds  are  available. 

20352.  Amendments  to  a  Plan  of  Service.  If  a  library  system  desires 
to  amend  its  plan  of  service,  amendments  to  that  plan  shall  be  filed  with 
the  State  Librarian  for  approval  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September. 
Amendments  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Sec- 

1  tion  27126. 
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Article  8.     Payment  of  Funds 

20400.  Claims.  Any  payment  of  funds  to  a  public  agency  pursuant 
to  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  chapter  shall  be 
made  only  upon  a  claim  presented  by  such  agency  to  the  State  Librar- 
ian on  a  form  provided  by  him. 

20401.  Payments.  All  funds  paid  to  a  public  agency  pursuant  to 
The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  chapter  shall  be  paya- 
ble on  the  first  day  of  the  period  in  which  expenditures  are  to  be  made 
by  such  agency,  whether  it  be  quarterly,  annually,  or  otherwise,  accord- 
ing to  the  type  of  grant,  the  amount  of  each  such  payment  to  be  stated 
in  the  contract  between  such  public  agency  and  the  State  Librarian. 
Each  cooperative  library  system  shall  designate  one  fiscal  agent  for  the 
system.

50110.  County  and  city  publications.  The  legislative  body,  and 
each  office,  officer,  or  employee  of  a  local  agency  shall  furnish  the  clerk 
three  copies  of  each  printed,  mimeographed,  or  processed  book,  pam- 
phlet, report,  bulletin,  or  other  publication  issued  by  them  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  local  agency.  The  clerk  shall  send  one  copy  of  each 
publication  to  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento,  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Administration  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  and  the 
Bureau  of  Governmental  Research  of  the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles,  to  be  preserved  for  reference  use  in  those  institutions. 

456.  Great  Register  indexes.  The  county  clerk  shall  have  bound 
together  in  one  or  more  volumes  a  general  index  of  the  books  of  affida- 
vits of  registration,  arranged  alphabetically  by  precincts,  and  shall  keep 
at  least  one  copy  of  the  general  index  in  his  office  for  public  reference. 
He  shall  also  transmit  one  copy  of  the  general  index  to  the  State  Librar- 
ian in  Sacramento.

9303.5.  Public  inspection,  (a)  Except  as  provided  in  subdivision 
(b) ,  before  final  adoption  of  a  textbook,  or  a  textbook  the  content  of 
which  is  substantively  revised  or  modified  whether  previously  made 
available  for  public  inspection  or  not,  it  shall  be  made  available  for 
public  inspection  for  60  days  in  at  least  50  public,  school,  or  college 
libraries  throughout  the  state.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  deter- 
mine the  location  of  such  textbook  displays. 

(b)  Before  final  adoption  of  a  United  States  history  textbook,  or  a 
United  States  history  textbook  the  content  of  which  is  substantively 
revised  or  modified  whether  previously  made  available  for  public  in- 
spection or  not,  it  shall  be  made  available  for  public  inspection  for  60 
days  in  at  least  200  public,  school,  or  college  libraries  throughout  the 
state.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  determine  the  location  of  such 
textbook  displays. 

18531.  Display  of  textbooks  and  notice  of  hearing.  The  State  Board 
of  Education  shall  cause  the  textbooks  recommended  for  adoption  to  be 
displayed  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section  9303.5.  At  the  time 
and  in  each  place  where  the  textbooks  are  so  displayed,  there  shall  also 
be  displayed  both: 

(a)  a  copy  of  Article  1  of  Chapter  3  of  Division  20  of  Title  5  of  the 
California  Administrative  Code. 

(b)  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  public  hearing  to  be  given 
the  Curriculum  Commission  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  9303. 

9317.  Purchase  by  county  libraries.  Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be 
construed  as  prohibiting  the  governing  board  of  any  school  district,  or 
any  county  library,  from  ordering  and  purchasing  such  supplementary 
textbooks  as  are  required. 

9254.  Report  by  county  librarian.  Each  fiscal  year,  the  governing 
board  of  each  school  district,  each  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  each  county  librarian  shall  prepare  and  transmit  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  on  forms  that  he  shall  provide,  a  report 
on  supplementary  books  or  textbooks,  which  shall  include  the  total 
amount  expended  by  the  district,  county  superintendent  of  schools,  or 
library  for  the  purchase  of  supplementary  books  or  textbooks  during  the 
fiscal  year  immediately  preceding.  The  Director  of  Education  shall 
compute  the  total  amount  expended  during  each  fiscal  year  for  supple- 
mentary books  or  textbooks,  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  all  districts. 

9701.  Disposal  to  county  libraries.  Obsolete  textbooks  that  are  usa- 
ble for  educational  purposes  may  be  disposed  of  by  governing  boards 
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of  school  districts  in  which  a  superintendent  of  schools  is  employed,  and 
in  other  school  districts  with  the  approval  of  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  in  any  of  the  following  ways: 

(a)  They  may  be  used  as  supplementary  textbooks  by  the  districts  or 
may  be  placed  in  the  county  free  library  and  handled  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  other  supplementary  textbooks. 


Employment  of  Aliens 

(Labor  Code,  Sees.  1940-1944) 

1940.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  article: 

(a)  "Citizen"  means  a  native-born  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States. 

(b)  "Person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen" 
does  not  include  a  person  who  fails  to  secure  his  certificate  of  naturaliza- 
tion within  six  months  after  the  time  he  is  entitled  to  secure  such 
certificate. 

1941.  Citizens  only.  No  person  except  a  citizen  shall  be  employed 
in  any  department  of  the  State,  or  any  county,  or  city. 

1942.  Citizens  only.  No  person,  elected,  appointed,  or  commis- 
sioned to  any  office  in  the  State,  any  county,  or  city,  or  in  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  shall  appoint  or  employ  any  person  to  perform  any  duties 
whatsoever,  unless  such  person  so  appointed  or  employed  is  a  citizen. 

1943.  Payments.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury 
or  out  of  the  treasury  of  any  county  or  city  to  any  officer  or  employee 
unless  such  person  is  a  citizen. 

1944.  Exceptions.     This  article  shall  not  apply: 

(a)  Teachers.  To  the  employment,  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  or 
teaching  force  in  public  schools  or  in  schools  supported  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  state,  of: 

(1)  Any  person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

(2)  Any  native-born  woman  of  the  United  States  who  has  married  a 
noncitizen. 

(3)  Any  person  present  in  the  United  States  on  a  valid  temporary 
visa  issued  by  an  American  consular  officer  except  where  federal  law 
prohibits  gainful  employment  of  that  person  in  the  United  States. 

For  purposes  of  the  preceding  sentence,  a  declaration  of  intention  to 
become  a  citizen  shall  consist  of  either:  (1)  the  declaration  of  intention 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  petition  for  naturalization, 
or  comparable  document  prescribed  by  federal  law;  or  (2)  an  affidavit 
filed  with,  and  in  the  form  prescribed  by,  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
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by  an  individual  otherwise  eligible  for  issuance  of  a  public  school  certifi- 
cation document,  declaring  that  he  will,  at  the  first  opportunity  at 
which  the  applicable  federal  law  permits,  file  such  a  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  petition  for  naturali- 
zation, or  comparable  document.  In  the  event  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation determines  that  an  individual  who  has  filed  under  alternative  (2) 
of  the  preceding  sentence,  has,  without  good  cause,  failed  at  the  first 
opportunity  provided  under  federal  law  to  file  one  of  the  specified 
documents  prescribed  by  federal  law,  it  shall  forthwith  revoke  any 
public  school  certification  documents  issued  to  the  individual. 

(b)  College  faculty,  librarians,  student  assistants.  To  any  member  of 
the  faculty  or  teaching  force  or  student  body,  or  to  any  professional 
librarian,  or  to  student  assistants,  of  any  college  or  university  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state. 


(g)   Professional  librarians.  To  any  professional  librarian,  other  than 
a  chief  librarian. 


Foundations  for  Institutions  of  Arts  and  Sciences 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  31101-31115) 

Incorporated  Libraries 

(Corporations  Code,  Sees.  9000-9801) 

9200.  Purposes.  Incidental  profit.  A  nonprofit  corporation  may 
be  formed  by  three  or  more  persons  for  any  lawful  purposes  which  do 
not  contemplate  the  distribution  of  gains,  profits,  or  dividends  to  the 
members  thereof  and  for  which  individuals  lawfully  may  associate 
themselves,  such  as  religious,  charitable,  social,  educational  or  cemetery 
purposes,  or  for  rendering  services,  subject  to  laws  and  regulations 
applicable  to  particular  classes  of  nonprofit  corporations  or  lines  of 
activity.  Carrying  on  business  at  a  profit  as  an  incident  to  the  main 
purposes  of  the  corporation  and  the  distribution  of  assets  to  members 
on  dissolution  are  not  forbidden  to  nonprofit  corporations,  but  no  cor- 
poration formed  or  existing  under  this  part  shall  distribute  any  gains, 
profits,  or  dividends  to  any  of  its  members  as  such  except  upon  dissolu- 
tion or  winding  up. 
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Joint  Exercise  of  Powers 

(Gov.  Code,  Sees.  6500-6578) 

Article  1.    Joint  Powers  Agreements 

6500.  "Public  agency"  defined.  As  used  in  this  article,  "public 
agency"  includes  the  federal  government  or  any  federal  department  or 
agency,  this  state,  an  adjoining  state  or  any  state  department  or  agency, 
a  county,  county  board  of  education,  city,  public  corporation,  or  public 
district  of  this  state  or  an  adjoining  state. 

6501.  Approval.  This  article  does  not  authorize  any  state  officer, 
board,  commission,  department,  or  other  state  agency  or  institution  to 
make  any  agreement  without  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Gen- 
eral Services  or  the  Director  of  General  Services  if  such  approval  is 
required  by  law. 

6502.  Authorization.  If  authorized  by  their  legislative  or  other  gov- 
erning bodies,  two  or  more  public  agencies  by  agreement  may  jointly 
exercise  any  power  common  to  the  contracting  parties,  even  though 
one  or  more  of  the  contracting  agencies  may  be  located  outside  this 
state. 

6503.  Purpose  and  method.  The  agreements  shall  state  the  pur- 
pose of  the  agreement  or  the  power  to  be  exercised.  They  shall  provide 
for  the  method  by  which  the  purpose  will  be  accomplished  or  the 
manner  in  which  the  power  will  be  exercised. 

6504.  Contributions  and  payment.  The  parties  to  the  agreement 
may  provide  that  (a)  contributions  from  the  treasuries  may  be  made 
for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  agreement,  (b)  payments  of  public 
funds  may  be  made  to  defray  the  cost  of  such  purpose,  (c)  advances  of 
public  funds  may  be  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  agreement, 
or  (d)  personnel,  equipment  or  property  of  one  or  more  of  the  parties 
to  the  agreement  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  other  contributions  or  ad- 
vances. The  funds  may  be  paid  to  and  disbursed  by  the  agency  or  entity 
agreed  upon. 

6505.  Accountability  of  funds.  Annual  audit.  The  agreement 
shall  provide  for  strict  accountability  of  all  funds  and  report  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements. 

In  addition,  and  provided  a  separate  agency  or  entity  is  created,  the 
public  officer  performing  the  functions  of  auditor  or  controller  as  deter- 
mined pursuant  to  Section  6505.5,  shall  either  make  or  contract  with  a 
certified  public  accountant  or  public  accountant  to  make  an  annual 
audit  of  the  accounts  and  records  of  every  agency  or  entity.  In  each  case 
the  minimum  requirements  of  the  audit  shall  be  those  prescribed  by  the 
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State  Controller  for  special  districts  under  Section  26909  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code  and  shall  conform  to  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 

Where  an  audit  of  an  account  and  records  is  made  by  a  certified 
public  accountant  or  public  accountant,  a  report  thereof  shall  be  filed 
as  public  records  with  each  of  the  contracting  parties  to  the  agreement 
and  also  with  the  county  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  each  of  the 
contracting  parties  is  located.  Such  report  shall  be  filed  within  12 
months  of  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  under  examination. 

Any  costs  of  the  audit,  including  contracts  with,  or  employment  of, 
certified  public  accountants  or  public  accountants,  in  making  an  audit 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  borne  by  the  agency  or  entity  and  shall 
be  a  charge  against  any  unencumbered  funds  of  the  agency  or  entity 
available  for  the  purpose. 

All  agencies  or  entities  whose  annual  budget  does  not  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  may,  by  unanimous  request  of  the  governing 
body  thereof,  with  unanimous  approval  of  the  contracting  parties  re- 
place the  annual  special  audit  with  an  audit  covering  a  two-year  period. 

6505.1.  Bonding  of  responsible  officers.  The  contracting  parties  to 
an  agreement  made  pursuant  to  this  chapter  shall  designate  the  public 
office  or  officers  or  person  or  persons  who  have  charge  of,  handle,  or 
have  access  to  any  property  of  the  agency  or  entity  and  shall  require 
such  public  officer  or  officers  or  person  or  persons  to  file  an  official  bond 
in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  contracting  parties. 

6505.5.  Treasurer.  If  a  separate  agency  or  entity  is  created  by  the 
agreement,  the  agreement  shall  designate  the  treasurer  of  one  of  the 
contracting  parties,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  the  county  treasurer  of  a  county 
in  which  one  of  the  contracting  parties  is  situated  to  be  the  depositary 
and  have  custody  of  all  the  money  of  the  agency  or  entity,  from  what- 
ever source. 

The  treasurer  so  designated  shall: 

(a)  Receive  and  receipt  for  all  money  of  the  agency  or  entity  and 
place  it  in  the  treasury  of  the  treasurer  so  designated  to  the  credit  of 
the  agency  or  entity; 

(b)  Be  responsible  upon  his  official  bond  for  the  safekeeping  and 
disbursement  of  all  agency  or  entity  money  so  held  by  him; 

(c)  Pay,  when  due,  out  of  money  of  the  agency  or  entity  so  held  by 
him,  all  sums  payable  on  outstanding  bonds  and  coupons  of  the  agency 
or  entity; 

(d)  Pay  any  other  sums  due  from  the  agency  or  entity  from  agency 
or  entity  money,  or  any  portion  thereof,  only  upon  warrants  of  the 
public  officer  performing  the  functions  of  auditor  or  controller  who  has 
been  designated  by  the  agreement;  and 

(e)  Verify  and  report  in  writing  on  the  first  day  of  July,  October, 
January,  and  April  of  each  year  to  the  agency  or  entity  and  to  the 
contracting  parties  to  the  agreement  the  amount  of  money  he  holds  for 
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the  agency  or  entity,  the  amount  of  receipts  since  his  last  report,  and 
the  amount  paid  out  since  his  last  report. 

The  officer  performing  the  functions  of  auditor  or  controller  shall  be 
of  the  same  public  agency  as  the  treasurer  designated  depositary  pursu- 
ant to  this  section.  He  shall  draw  warrants  to  pay  demands  against  the 
agency  or  entity  when  the  demands  have  been  approved  by  any  person 
authorized  to  so  approve  in  the  agreement  creating  the  agency  or 
entity.  If  such  officer  is  the  county  auditor  or  controller  he  shall  estab- 
lish such  funds  and  accounts  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  agree- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  uniform  accounting  procedures 
prescribed  by  the  State  Controller  for  counties  pursuant  to  Section 
30200. 

The  governing  body  of  the  same  public  entity  as  the  treasurer  and 
auditor  specified  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  determine  charges  to  be 
made  against  the  agency  or  entity  for  the  services  of  the  treasurer  or 
auditor. 

6506.  Parties.  The  agency  or  entity  provided  by  the  agreement  to 
administer  or  execute  the  agreement  may  be  one  or  more  of  the  parties 
to  the  agreement  of  a  commission  or  board  constituted  pursuant  to  the 
agreement  or  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  designated  in  the  agree- 
ment. One  or  more  of  the  parties  may  agree  to  provide  all  or  a  portion 
of  the  services  to  the  other  parties  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
agreement.  The  parties  may  provide  for  the  mutual  exchange  of 
services  without  payment  of  any  consideration  other  than  such  services. 

6507.  Separate  agency.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article,  the  agency 
is  a  public  entity  separate  from  the  parties  to  the  agreement. 

6508.  Common  power.  The  agency  shall  possess  the  common  pow- 
er specified  in  the  agreement  and  may  exercise  it  in  the  manner  or 
according  to  the  method  provided  in  the  agreement.  If  the  agency  is 
not  one  or  more  of  the  parties  to  the  agreement  but  is  a  public  entity, 
commission  or  board  constituted  pursuant  to  the  agreement  and  such 
agency  is  authorized,  in  its  own  name,  to  do  any  or  all  of  the  following: 
to  make  and  enter  contracts,  or  to  employ  agents  and  employees,  or  to 
acquire,  construct,  manage,  maintain  or  operate  any  building,  works  or 
improvements,  or  to  acquire,  hold  or  dispose  of  property  or  to  incur 
debts,  liabilities  or  obligations,  said  agency  shall  have  the  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued  in  its  own  name. 

The  governing  body  of  any  agency  having  the  power  to  sue  or  be  sued 
in  its  own  name,  created  by  an  agreement  entered  into  after  the 
amendment  to  this  section  at  the  1969  Regular  Session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, between  parties  composed  exclusively  of  parties  which  are  cities, 
counties,  or  public  districts  of  this  state,  irrespective  of  whether  all  such 
parties  fall  within  the  same  category,  may  as  provided  in  such  agree- 
ment, and  in  any  ratio  provided  in  the  agreement,  be  composed  exclu- 
sively of  officials  elected  to  one  or  more  of  the  governing  bodies  of  the 
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parties  to  such  agreement.  Any  existing  agreement  composed  of  parties 
which  are  cities,  counties  or  public  districts  which  creates  a  governing 
board  of  any  agency  having  the  power  to  sue  or  be  sued  may,  at  the 
option  of  the  parties  to  the  agreement,  be  amended  to  provide  that  the 
governing  body  of  the  created  agency  shall  be  composed  exclusively  of 
officials  elected  to  one  or  more  of  the  governing  boards  of  the  parties 
to  such  agreement  in  any  ratio  agreed  to  by  the  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment. The  governing  body  so  created  shall  be  empowered  to  delegate 
its  functions  to  an  advisory  body  or  administrative  entity  for  the  pur- 
poses of  program  development,  policy  formulation,  or  program  im- 
plementation, provided,  however,  that  any  annual  budget  of  the 
agency  to  which  the  delegation  is  made  must  be  approved  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  Joint  Powers  Agency. 

In  the  event  that  such  agency  enters  into  further  contracts,  leases  or 
other  transactions  with  one  or  more  of  the  parties  to  such  agreement, 
an  official  elected  to  the  governing  body  of  such  party  may  also  act  in 
the  capacity  of  a  member  of  the  governing  body  of  such  agency. 

6508. 1.  Assumption  of  obligations.  If  the  agency  is  not  one  or  more 
of  the  parties  to  the  agreement  but  is  a  public  entity,  commission  or 
board  constituted  pursuant  to  the  agreement,  the  debts,  liabilities  and 
obligations  of  the  agency  shall  be  debts,  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the 
parties  to  the  agreement,  unless  the  agreement  shall  specify  otherwise. 

6509.  Restrictions.  Such  power  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  upon 
the  manner  of  exercising  the  power  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties, 
which  party  shall  be  designated  by  the  agreement. 

6509.5.  Investments.  Any  separate  agency  or  entity  created  pursu- 
ant to  this  chapter  shall  have  the  power  to  invest  any  money  in  the 
treasury  pursuant  to  Section  6505.5  that  is  not  required  for  the  immedi- 
ate necessities  of  the  agency  or  entity,  as  the  agency  or  entity  deter- 
mines is  advisable,  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  conditions 
as  local  agencies  pursuant  to  Section  53601  of  the  Government  Code. 

6510.  Termination.  The  agreement  may  be  continued  for  a  defi- 
nite term  or  until  rescinded  or  terminated.  The  agreement  may  pro- 
vide for  the  method  by  which  it  may  be  rescinded  or  terminated  by  any 
party. 

6511.  Disposition  of  property.  The  agreement  shall  provide  for  the 
disposition,  division,  or  distribution  of  any  property  acquired  as  the 
result  of  the  joint  exercise  of  powers. 

6512.  Surplus  money.  The  agreement  shall  provide  that  after  the 
completion  of  its  purpose,  any  surplus  money  on  hand  shall  be  returned 
in  proportion  to  the  contributions  made. 
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6512.1.  Revenue-producing  facilities.  If  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
the  agreement  is  the  acquisition,  construction  or  operation  of  a  reve- 
nue-producing facility,  the  agreement  may  provide  (a)  for  the  repay- 
ment or  return  to  the  parties  of  all  or  any  part  of  any  contributions, 
payments  or  advances  made  by  the  parties  pursuant  to  Section  6504  and 
(b)  for  payment  to  the  parties  of  any  sum  or  sums  derived  from  the. 
revenues  of  said  facilities.  Payments,  repayments  or  returns  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  made  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  specified  in 
the  agreement  and  may  be  made  at  any  time  on  or  prior  to  the  rescis- 
sion or  termination  of  the  agreement  or  the  completion  of  the  purpose 
of  the  agreement. 

6513.  Immunity.  All  of  the  privileges  and  immunities  from  liabili- 
ty, exemptions  from  laws,  ordinances  and  rules,  all  pension,  relief,  disa- 
bility, workmen's  compensation,  and  other  benefits  which  apply  to  the 
activity  of  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  any  such  public  agency  when 
performing  their  respective  functions  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
their  respective  public  agencies,  shall  apply  to  them  to  the  same  degree 
and  extent  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  any  of  their  functions 
and  duties  extraterritorially  under  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

6514.  Mentally  retarded — agencies.  Any  state  department  or 
agency  concerned  with  the  provisions  of  services  or  facilities  to  mental- 
ly retarded  persons  and  their  families  may  enter  into  agreements  under 
this  chapter. 

Article  2.    Power  to  Issue  Revenue  Bonds 

6540.  "Bonds"  defined.  As  used  in  this  article,  "bonds"  means 
revenue  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness. 

6541.  "Bondholder"  defined.  "Bondholder"  or  "holder  of  bonds" 
or  any  similar  term,  as  used  in  this  article,  shall  mean  any  person  who 
shall  be  the  bearer  of  any  outstanding  revenue  bond  or  the  owner  of 
bonds  which  shall  at  the  time  be  registered  to  other  than  to  bearer. 

6542.  "Entity"  defined.  "Entity"  as  used  in  this  article  means  any 
agency,  board  or  commission  provided  for  by  a  joint  powers  agreement 
pursuant  to  Article  1  of  this  chapter.  Such  agency,  board  or  commission 
is  an  entity  separate  from  the  public  agencies  which  are  parties  to  the 
agreement. 

6543.  "Governing  body"  defined.  "Governing  body"  as  used  in  this 
article  means  the  board  or  commission  provided  for  by  a  joint  powers 
agreement,  pursuant  to  Article  1  of  this  chapter. 
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6544.  "Indenture"  defined.  "Indenture"  as  used  in  this  article 
means  the  instrument  providing  the  terms  and  conditions  for  the  issu- 
ance of  the  revenue  bonds,  and  may  be  a  resolution,  order,  agreement 
or  other  instrument. 

6545.  "Project"  defined.  "Project"  as  used  in  this  article  means 
buildings,  structures,  improvements  and  all  facilities  appurtenant 
thereto  or  provided  therefor  together  with  land  and  off-street  parking 
facilities  necessary  therefor  to  be  financed  by  revenue  bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  this  article. 

6546.  Power  to  issue  bonds.  In  addition  to  other  powers,  any 
agency,  commission  or  board  provided  for  by  a  joint  powers  agreement 
pursuant  to  Article  1,  if  such  entity  has  the  power  to  acquire,  construct, 
maintain  or  operate  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  projects: 

(a)  An  exhibition  building  or  other  place  for  holding  fairs  or  exhi- 
bitions for  the  display  of  agricultural,  livestock,  industrial,  or  other 
products; 

(b)  A  coliseum,  a  stadium,  a  sport  arena  or  sports  pavilion  or  other 
building  for  holding  sport  events,  athletic  contests,  contests  of  skill, 
exhibitions,  spectacles  and  other  public  meetings; 

(c)  Any  other  public  buildings; 

(d)  In  a  county  having  a  population  in  excess  of  4,000,000,  a  re- 
gional public  park  or  regional  public  recreation  area  and  all  facilities 
and  improvements  related  thereto; 

may  issue  revenue  bonds  pursuant  to  this  article  to  pay  the  cost  and 
expenses  of  acquiring  or  constructing  a  project  for  any  or  all  of  said 
purposes. 

6547.  Additional  power.  The  power  of  the  entity  to  issue  revenue 
bonds  is  additional  to  the  powers  common  to  the  parties  to  the  joint 
powers  agreement,  but  shall  not  be  exercised  until  authorized  by  the 
parties  to  that  agreement. 

6547.1.  Power  to  incur  other  forms  of  indebtedness.  Any  entity 
which  shall  have  been  authorized  to  exercise  the  power  to  issue  reve- 
nue bonds  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  have  the  further  additional 
power  to  incur  other  forms  of  indebtedness  pursuant  to  this  section. 
Said  further  additional  power  shall  not  be  exercised  until  authorized  by 
the  parties  to  the  agreement.  Said  indebtedness  may  be  evidenced  by 
one  or  more  bonds  of  any  denomination  issued  pursuant  to  this  article, 
or  may  consist  of  a  note,  warrant  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness 
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which  may  be  secured  by  a  pledge,  with  the  power  of  sale,  of  all  or  any 
part  of  bonds  theretofore  authorized  or  issued  under  this  article.  Said 
bond  or  bonds,  or  notes,  warrants  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
may  be  issued  in  negotiable  form  in  which  case  they  shall  be  negotiable. 
The  resolution  authorizing  the  incurring  of  an  indebtedness  pursuant 
to  this  section  may  make  any  of  the  covenants  and  provide  any  of  the 
j  terms  or  conditions  authorized  to  be  made  or  provided  for  in  the  case 
of  bonds  issued  under  this  article,  may  provide  for  the  sale  or  other 
disposition  of  any  pledged  bonds,  and  may  contain  any  other  covenant, 
term  or  condition  which  the  governing  body  of  the  entity  deems  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  facilitate  the  incurring  of  said  indebtedness  or  for 
the  protection  of  the  lender.  Any  such  indebtedness  shall  be  payable 
only  from  such  sources  as  are  authorized  under  this  article  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  or  from  the  proceeds  of 
refunding  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  article.  Such  indebtedness  of 
the  entity  shall  not  constitute  a  debt,  liability  or  obligation  of  any  of  the 
public  agencies  who  are  parties  to  the  agreement  creating  such  entity. 

6548.  Purposes  of  issuance.  The  revenue  bonds  may  be  issued  to 
provide  all  or  any  part  of  the  funds  required  for  the  acquisition,  con- 
struction and  financing  of  said  project,  including  any  or  all  expenses 
incidental  thereto  or  connected  therewith,  and  such  expenses  may 
include  engineering,  inspection,  legal  and  fiscal  agents'  fees,  costs  of  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds,  working  capital,  reserve  fund,  and  bond 
interest  estimated  to  accrue  during  the  construction  period  and  for  a 
period  of  not  to  exceed  12  months  after  completion  of  construction.  The 
proceeds  of  the  bonds  shall  be  used  only  for  the  project  provided  for 
the  indenture  pursuant  to  which  such  revenue  bonds  are  issued. 

6549.  Terms  of  indenture.  An  indenture  providing  the  terms  and 
conditions  for  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  and  the  convenants  relating 
thereto  shall  be  adopted  in  or  approved  by  resolution.  Such  indenture 
shall  describe  or  state  the  revenues  and  funds  from  which  the  bonds 
shall  be  payable.  Such  funds  or  revenues  shall  include  the  revenues 
derived  from  the  operation  of  the  project  or  projects  for  which  the  bond 
proceeds  are  used  or  expended  and  any  other  revenues  derived  there- 
from, and  may  also  include  revenue,  including  existing  funds,  of  the 
entity  derived  from  any  other  building  or  buildings,  coliseum,  stadium, 
facilities  or  other  sources  and  any  or  all  extensions  or  renewals  thereof. 

6550.  Payment  of  principal  and  interest.  The  principal  and  inter- 
est of  the  bonds  shall  be  payable: 

(a)  First,  out  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  pro- 
|  ject  or  projects  for  which  the  bond  proceeds  were  or  are  to  be  used  or 

expended,  or  any  other  revenues  derived  from  said  project; 

(b)  Second,  from  such  other  revenues,  including  existing  funds,  of 
the  entity  as  are  described  or  stated  as  security  for  the  bonds  in  the 
indenture  in  accordance  with  Section  6549  hereof. 
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6551.  Bonds  not  obligation  of  parties.  Revenue  bonds  issued  under 
this  article  and  contracts  or  obligations  entered  into  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  for  which  bonds  are  issued,  payable  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  shall  not  consitute  a  debt,  liability  or  obliga- 
tion of  any  of  the  public  agencies  who  are  parties  to  the  agreement 
creating  such  entity. 

6552.  Recital  of  bond.  All  bonds  issued  by  the  entity  shall  contain 
a  recital  on  their  face  that  neither  the  payment  of  the  principal  or  any 
part  thereof  nor  any  interest  thereon  constitutes  a  debt,  liability  or 
obligation  of  any  of  the  public  agencies  who  are  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment creating  such  entity. 

6553.  Recitals  of  indenture.  The  indenture  authorizing  the  issu- 
ance of  such  bonds  shall  recite  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  the 
bonds  are  to  be  issued,  which  may  include  any  or  all  of  the  purposes 
stated  in  this  article  and  which  shall  comprise  the  project,  the  principal 
amount  of  the  bonds,  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  to  be  payable  there- 
on which  shall  not  exceed  7  percent  per  annum,  payable  semiannually, 
except  that  interest  for  the  first  year  may  be  made  payable  at  the  end 
of  said  year,  the  date  or  dates  of  issue  of  said  bonds,  the  maturity  date 
or  dates  thereof,  and  the  fund  or  funds  from  which  said  bonds  and  the 
interest  thereon  and  premiums  upon  the  redemption  of  any  thereof  are 
to  be  payable,  and  such  other  provisions  authorized  by  this  article  as  the 
governing  body  of  the  entity  deems  necessary  or  desirable.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  issued  in  negotiable  form  and  shall  be  negotiable.  The  recitals 
of  regularity  of  proceedings  in  any  revenue  bond  issued  and  sold  under 
this  article  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  article  and  of  the  validity  of  such  bond.  Said  bonds  may  be 
issued  and  sold  to  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, or  to  any  appropriate  department  or  agency  thereof,  to  provide 
a  source  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  any  loan  made  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  State  of  California,  or  agency 
thereof,  to  any  agency  created  by  an  agreement  entered  into  pursuant 
to  this  chapter. 

6554.  Same.  The  indenture  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds 
shall  provide  the  denomination  or  denominations  of  the  bonds,  the 
medium  of  payment  of  principal  thereof  and  interest  thereon,  the  place 
or  places  of  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest,  which  may  be  within 
or  without  the  State  of  California,  the  form  of  said  bonds  (including 
recitals  of  regularity  of  proceedings  for  the  issuance  thereof)  and  of 
interest  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  the  form,  denominations  and 
conditions  of  any  temporary  bonds  or  interim  certificates,  and  the  man- 
ual and  facsimile  signatures  to  be  attached  to  the  bonds  or  certificates 
(one  signature  upon  which  must  be  manual)  and  the  manual  or  facsim- 
ile signature  to  be  affixed  to  the  interest  coupons. 
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6555.  Additional  terms.  In  the  indenture  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  said  bonds  the  governing  body  may  also  fix  additional  terms  and 
conditions  and  may  in  any  article,  section  or  clause  thereof  make  such 
provision  or  covenant  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  facilitate 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  bonds  or  for  the  protection  or  security  of 
the  holders  thereof,  including,  without  affecting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  provision  for  any  or  all  of  the  matters  stated  in  Sections  6556 
to  6568  of  this  article. 

6556.  Redemption.  Said  indenture  may  prove  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions under  which  said  bonds  may  be  paid,  redeemed  before  maturity 
(including  the  premiums,  if  any,  to  be  payable  upon  bonds  redeemed 
prior  to  maturity) ,  exchanged,  registered,  transferred,  and  negotiated. 
No  bond  shall  be  redeemable  prior  to  maturity  unless  a  statement 
substantially  to  that  effect  is  contained  in  the  bond. 

6557.  Indenture  provisions.  Said  indenture  may  include  covenants 
or  other  provisions  relating  to  the  bonds  issued  thereunder  requiring 
the  entity  to  fix,  prescribe  and  collect  rates,  tolls,  fees,  rentals  or  other 
charges  in  connection  with  the  services  and  facilities  furnished  from  the 
project  acquired  or  contructed  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds,  and  it  may 
require  such  rates,  tolls,  fees,  rentals  or  other  charges  to  be  sufficient 
to  pay  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  as  they  become  due, 
together  with  all  expenses  of  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
project  and  such  additional  sums  as  may  be  required  for  any  sinking 
fund,  reserve  fund  or  other  special  fund  provided  for  the  further  secu- 
rity of  such  bonds,  or  as  a  depreciation  charge  or  other  charge  in  con- 
nection with  such  project;  provided,  however,  that  all  rates,  tolls,  fees, 
rentals  or  other  charges  in  connection  with  the  services  and  facilities 
furnished  by  the  project  shall  be  subject  to  such  provisions,  if  any, 
relative  thereto  as  may  be  contained  in  the  contract  or  agreement 
between  the  public  agencies  creating  such  entity. 

6558.  Same.  The  indenture  may  include  covenants  or  other  provi- 
sions relating  to  the  collection,  deposit  and  safekeeping  of  the  revenues, 
the  permissible  uses  thereof,  the  special  fund  or  funds  to  be  kept  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds,  including  reserve,  sink- 
ing, bond  service,  redemption  and  trust  funds,  and  any  special  fund  set 
up  therefor;  the  permissible  investments  for  moneys  in  said  funds,  or 
any  thereof,  the  accounts  and  records  to  be  kept,  audits  thereof  and 
examination  thereof  by  bondholders  and  others,  and  reports  to  be  made 
by  the  entity. 

6559.  Insurance.  The  indenture  may  include  a  covenant  or  other 
provision  relating  to  the  insurance  upon  such  project,  or  any  part 
thereof,  against  any  or  all  risks,  and  in  case  of  loss  the  application  of  the 
insurance  proceeds. 
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6560.  Limitations  on  sale  or  lease.  The  indenture  may  include  a 
covenent  or  other  provision  containing  prohibitions  against  or  limita- 
tions upon  the  issuance  of  any  additional  bonds  or  the  incurring  of 
aditional  indebtedness  payable  from  the  revenues  of  the  project. 

6561.  Limiting  issuance  of  additional  bonds.  The  indenture  may 
contain  covenants  or  other  provisions  providing  for  prohibitions  against 
or  limitations  upon  the  issuance  of  any  additional  bonds  or  the  incurring 
of  additional  indebtedness  payable  from  the  revenues  of  the  project. 

6562.  Modification  or  change.  The  indenture  may  contain  cove- 
nants or  other  provisions  whereby  the  consent  or  agreement  of  a  stated 
percentage  or  number  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  may  bind  all  bond- 
holders to  modifications  of  or  changes  in  all  or  part  of  the  provisions  of 
the  indenture  authorizing  or  providing  for  the  issuance  of  such  bonds, 
and  the  provisions  subject  to  modification  or  change  shall  be  specified 
or  stated  in  such  indenture. 

6563.  Duplicate.  The  indenture  may  provide  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  in  the  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
governing  body  of  the  entity  may  determine,  in  the  event  any  bond, 
temporary  bond,  coupon  or  interim  certificate  of  any  issue  is  lost,  de- 
stroyed or  mutilated. 

6564.  Impairment  of  rights.  The  indenture  may  include  a  cove- 
nant or  provision  against  the  entering  into  of  any  agreement  which 
impairs  the  operation  of  the  project  or  any  part  of  it  necessary  to  secure 
adequate  revenues  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds,  or 
which  otherwise  would  impair  the  rights  of  the  bondholders  with  re- 
spect to  the  revenues  or  the  operation  of  the  project. 

6565.  Default;  waiver.  The  indenture  may  provide  for  events  of 
default  and  the  terms  upon  which  the  bonds  may  be  declared  due 
before  maturity  and  the  terms  upon  which  that  declaration  and  its 
consequences  may  be  waived. 

6566.  Breach.  The  indenture  may  provide  for  the  rights,  liabilities, 
powers  and  duties  arising  upon  the  entity's  breach  of  any  covenants, 
conditions  or  obligations  of  the  indenture. 

6567.  Fiscal  agent.  The  indenture  may  provide  for  a  fiscal  agent 
and  the  deposit  of  funds  therewith. 

6568.  Additional  provisions.  The  indenture  may  contain  any  other 
provision  or  covenant  valid  under  the  Constitutions  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  United  States  of  America  which  the  governing  body 
of  the  entity  deems  necessary  or  desirable  to  facilitate  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  the  bonds  or  for  the  protection  or  security  of  holders  thereof. 
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6569.  Contract.  The  indenture  authorizing  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  and  all  resolutions  or  orders  in  the  proceeding  for  the  issuance 
of  said  bonds  shall  constitute  a  contract  with  the  holders  of  the  bonds, 
and  such  contract  may  be  enforced  by  any  holder  by  mandamus,  injunc- 
tion or  any  applicable  legal  action,  suit,  proceeding  or  other  remedy. 

6570.  Time  payable.  Any  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  pay- 
able within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  issue 
thereof.  No  bond  may  be  made  payable  at  a  time  later  than  the  end  of 
the  term  of  the  agency,  board  or  commission  as  provided  in  the  joint 
powers  agreement  in  effect  at  the  time  the  bonds  are  issued. 

6571.  Issuance  and  sale;  proceeds.  The  bonds  shall  be  issued  and 
sold  as  the  governing  body  may  determine,  and  for  not  less  than  par  and 
accrued  interest  to  date  of  delivery.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  (except 
premium  and  accrued  interest,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the  bond  serv- 
ice or  other  fund  designated  or  established  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds)  shall  be  paid  into  the  construction 
fund  designated  by  the  indenture  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and  purposes  set  forth  in 
such  indenture,  including  all  expenses  incidental  thereto  or  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  and  also  including  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds 
during  the  period  of  contruction  of  the  project  and  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  twelve  (12)  months  after  completion  of  such  contruction. 

6572.  Security.  The  bonds  shall  be  secured  by  a  pledge  of  and  lien 
upon  the  revenues  of  the  project  described  in  the  indenture  authoriz- 
ing the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  and  such  revenues  may  be  used  only  as 
provided  in  said  indenture.  The  revenues  of  the  project  include  reve- 
nues from  improvements  to  or  additions  to  or  extensions  thereof  later 
constructed  or  made.  The  bonds  shall  also  be  secured  by  additional 
revenues,  including  existing  funds,  if  any,  of  the  entity  from  other 
sources,  to  the  extent  set  forth  in  the  indenture. 

6573.  Use  of  revenues  when  bonds  outstanding.  So  long  as  any 
bonds  or  interest  coupons  thereof  are  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the 
revenues  and  interest  thereon  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  not 
authorized  by  the  indenture,  unless  the  authority  to  make  such  use  of 
revenues  shall  be  authorized  by  the  bondholders  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  indenture,  and  during  such  period  the  joint  powers  agree- 
ment shall  be  irrevocable  and  may  not  be  amended  or  modified  in  any 
manner  to  the  detriment  of  the  bondholders.  Any  bond  for  the  payment 
and  discharge  of  which,  upon  maturity  or  upon  redemption  prior  to 
maturity,  provision  has  been  made  through  the  setting  apart  in  a  re- 
serve fund  or  special  trust  account  created  pursuant  to  this  article  to 
insure  the  payment  thereof,  of  moneys  sufficient  for  that  purpose  or 
through  the  irrevocable  segregation  for  that  purpose  in  some  sinking 
fund  or  other  fund  or  trust  account  of  moneys  sufficient  therefor,  shall 
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be  deemed  to  be  no  longer  outstanding  and  unpaid  within  the  meaning 
of  any  provision  of  this  article. 

6574.  Operation  and  maintenance.  The  entity  shall  operate,  main- 
tain and  preserve  the  project  in  good  repair  and  working  order,  and 
shall  operate  the  project  in  an  efficient  and  economical  manner;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  entity  may  lease  or  rent  concessions,  or  lease 
or  rent  the  project  or  any  part  thereof,  or  otherwise  provide  for  the 
operation  of  the  project  or  any  part  thereof. 

6575.  Tax  exemption.  All  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  or  in- 
come therefrom  are  exempt  from  all  taxation  in  this  state  other  than 
gift,  inheritance  and  estate  taxes. 

6576.  Refunding  bonds.  The  entity  may  provide  for  the  issuance, 
sale  or  exchange  of  refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  or 
retiring  any  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  entity  and  any  other  indebted- 
ness incurred  by  the  entity.  All  provisions  of  this  article  applicable  to 
the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  are  applicable  to  the  funding  or  refund- 
ing bonds  and  to  the  issuance,  sale  or  exchange  thereof. 

6577.  Bond  amount.  Funding  or  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in 
a  principal  amount  sufficient  to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  (includ- 
ing premium)  of  all  bonds  to  be  funded  or  refunded  thereby,  and 
interest  thereon,  and  in  addition  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  calling,  retiring  or  paying  of  such  outstanding  bonds,  and 
the  issuance  of  such  funding  or  refunding  bonds. 

6578.  Liberal  construction.  This  article  shall  be  liberally  construed 
to  effectuate  its  purposes.

Deposit  of  Newspapers  in  Libraries 

28751.  Authorization.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may 
authorize  the  county  recorder  to  deposit  with  any  free  public  library 
maintained  at  the  county  seat,  or  with  the  State  Library,  such  newspa- 
per files,  or  portions  thereof,  as  may  be  in  the  custody  of  the  recorder 
by  virtue  of  Chapter  110  of  the  Statutes  of  1862,  relating  to  the  purchase 
and  preservation  of  newspapers,  or  by  virtue  of  any  other  act. 

28752.  Agreement  as  to  care.  Before  making  the  deposit,  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  obtain  from  the  board  of  trustees  or  authorities  in 
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charge  of  the  free  public  library,  or  the  Department  of  Education,  an 
agreement  that  it  will  properly  preserve  and  care  for  the  newspaper 
files,  and  make  them  accessible  to  the  public. 

28753.  Transfer  to  State  Library.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
county  may  authorize  the  boards  of  trustees  or  other  authorities  in 
charge  of  any  free  public  library  with  which  newspaper  files  have  been 
deposited  in  accordance  with  Section  28751  to  deposit  the  newspaper 
files  with  the  State  Library.

Offenses  Against  Libraries 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  28801-02;  Penal  Code,  Sees.  496b,  602(o)) 

28801.  Malicious  mischief.  Any  person  who  maliciously  cuts,  tears, 
defaces,  breaks,  or  injures  any  book,  map,  chart,  picture,  engraving, 
statue,  coin,  model,  apparatus,  or  other  work  of  literature,  art,  mechan- 
ics, or  object  of  curiosity,  deposited  in  any  public  library,  gallery,  mu- 
seum, collection,  fair,  or  exhibition,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  minor  who  willfully  and  maliciously 
commits  any  act  within  the  scope  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  so  caused  by  the  minor. 

28802.  Retention  of  property.  Any  person  who  wilfully  detains  any 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript,  or  other  property 
belonging  to  any  public  or  incorporated  library,  reading  room,  mu- 
seum, or  other  educational  institution,  for  30  days  after  notice  in  writing 
to  return  the  article  or  property,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
for  which  by  the  rules  of  the  institution  the  article  or  property  may  be 
kept,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  minor  who  willfully  and  maliciously 
commits  any  act  within  the  scope  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  so  caused  by  the  minor. 

496b.  Buying  or  receiving  stolen  books.  Every  person  who,  being 
a  dealer  in  or  a  collector  of  secondhand  books  or  other  literary  material, 
or  the  agent,  employee  or  representative  of  such  dealer,  or  collector, 
buys  or  receives  any  book,  manuscript,  map,  chart,  or  other  work  of 
literature,  belonging  to,  and  bearing  any  mark  or  indicia  of  ownership 
by  a  public  or  incorporated  library,  college  or  university,  without  ascer- 
taining by  diligent  inquiry  that  the  person  selling  or  delivering  the 
same  has  a  legal  right  to  do  so,  is  guilty  of  criminally  receiving  such 
property  in  the  first  degree  if  such  property  be  of  the  value  of  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twice  the  value 
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of  the  property  received,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and 
is  guilty  of  criminally  receiving  such  property  in  the  second  degree  if 
such  property  be  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  or  under,  and  is  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  one  month,  or  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  twice  the  value  of  the  property  received,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

602  (o).  Refusal  to  leave  public  building.  Refusing  or  failing  to 
leave  a  public  building  of  a  public  agency  during  those  hours  of  the  day 
or  night  when  the  building  is  regularly  closed  to  the  public  upon  being 
requested  to  do  so  by  a  regularly  employed  guard,  watchman,  or  custo- 
dian of  the  public  agency  owning  or  maintaining  the  building  or  prop- 
erty, if  the  surrounding  circumstances  are  such  as  to  indicate  to  a 
reasonable  man  that  such  person  has  no  apparent  lawful  business  to 
pursue;  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

14900.  State  policy.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  State  of  California  to 
make  freely  available  to  its  inhabitants  all  state  publications  by  distribu- 
tion to  libraries  throughout  the  state,  subject  to  the  assumption  by  such 
libraries  of  the  responsibilities  of  keeping  such  documents  readily  ac- 
cessible for  use,  and  of  rendering  assistance  in  their  use  to  qualified 
patrons  without  charge. 

14901.  Number  of  copies.  To  the  end  that  the  policy  specified  in 
Section  14900  may  be  effectively  carried  out,  the  State  Printer  shall 
print  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  copies  of  each  state  publication  unless  the 
Department  of  Finance  with  the  advice  of  the  State  Librarian  deter- 
mines that  a  lesser  number  will  meet  the  requirements  for  deposit  in 
a  "library  stockroom"  (to  be  maintained  by  the  State  Printer  for  that 
purpose)  for  distribution  to  libraries  as  hereinafter  provided,  except 
that  of  legislative  bills,  daily  journals,  and  daily  or  weekly  histories,  only 
one  hundred  (100)  copies  shall  be  printed  for  such  deposit  and  distribu- 
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tion,  and  of  publications  not  printed  by  the  State  Printer,  the  depart- 
ment, commission  or  other  agency  concerned  shall  print  one  hundred 
(100)  copies  for  such  distribution.  An  additional  two  (2)  copies  of  each 
state  publication  as  selected  by  the  State  Archivist  shall  be  printed  and 
delivered  to  the  State  Archivist  by  the  State  Printer  or  the  department, 
commission,  or  other  agency  concerned,  and  all  remaining  copies  in 
excess  of  two  (2)  copies  heretofore  received  shall  be  distributed  to 
interested  parties  without  charge  or  destroyed.  The  cost  of  printing, 
publishing,  and  distributing  such  copies  shall  be  fixed  and  charged 
pursuant  to  Section  14866.  Additional  amounts  shall  be  charged  by  the 
State  Printer  to  cover  the  cost  of  preparing,  printing,  and  distributing 
the  lists  of  publications  required  by  Section  14910. 

14902.  "State  publication"  defined.  "State  publication"  or  "publi- 
cation" as  herein  employed  is  defined  to  include  any  document,  compi- 
lation, journal,  law,  resolution,  Blue  Book,  statute,  code,  register, 
pamphlet,  list,  book,  report,  memorandum,  hearing,  legislative  bill, 
leaflet,  order,  regulation,  directory,  periodical  or  magazine  issued  by 
the  state,  the  Legislature,  constitutional  officers,  or  any  department, 
commission  or  other  agency  thereof  in  print,  and  "print"  is  defined  to 
include  all  forms  of  duplicating  other  than  by  the  use  of  carbon  paper. 
The  publications  of  the  University  of  California,  however,  and  intraof- 
fice  or  interoffice  publications  and  forms  shall  not  be  included. 

14903.  Distribution  to  State  Library,  University  and  colleges.     As 

soon  as  practicable  after  deposit  of  the  copies  in  the  library  stockroom, 
the  State  Printer  shall  forward  of  each  publication  other  than  the  legis- 
lative bills,  daily  journals  and  daily  or  weekly  histories,  fifty  (50)  copies 
to  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento,  twenty-five  (25)  copies  each  to  the 
University  of  California  libraries  at  Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles,  and  fifty 
(50)  copies  to  the  California  State  Colleges,  to  be  allocated  among  the 
libraries  thereof  as  directed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  California  State 
Colleges.  Such  copies  in  excess  of  the  number  required  for  the  institu- 
tions themselves,  may  be  used  for  exchanges  with  other  institutions  or 
with  agencies  of  other  states  and  countries. 

14904.  Distribution  of  remaining  copies.  The  copies  remaining  in 
the  library  stockroom,  including  the  legislative  bills,  daily  journals,  and 
daily  or  weekly  histories,  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  practicable  by 
the  State  Printer  first  one  copy  each  to  the  libraries  which  are  on  his 
mailing  list  as  "complete  depositories,"  second  one  copy  each  to  the 
libraries  which  are  on  his  mailing  list  as  "selective  depositories,"  and 
third  the  balance  to  any  libraries  which  may  write  for  a  copy  or  copies. 
Publications  not  printed  by  the  State  Printer  shall  be  distributed  by  the 
issuing  department,  commission  or  other  agency  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  printing,  first  to  all  "complete  depositories,"  and  second  to  "selec- 
tive depositories,"  designated  by  the  Department  of  General  Services. 
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14905.  Depository  libraries.  To  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  as  a 
"complete  depository"  or  as  a  "selective  depository,"  a  library  must 
contract  with  the  Department  of  General  Services  to  provide  adequate 
facilities  for  the  storage  and  use  of  the  publications,  and  must  agree  to 
render  reasonable  service  without  charge  to  qualified  patrons  in  the  use 
of  the  publications.  A  library  designated  as  a  "complete  depository" 
shall  be  sent  one  copy  of  every  state  publication,  while  a  library  desig- 
nated as  a  "selective  depository"  shall  be  sent  one  copy  of  each  publica- 
tion of  the  type  or  issuing  agency  it  selects. 

14905.1.     Interstate  exchange  agreements  by  State  Library.     The 

California  State  Library  may  enter  into  agreements  with  the  appropri- 
ate state  agencies  of  each  of  the  49  other  states  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  to  establish  a  program  for  the  exchange  of  publications  of 
legislative  service  agencies,  other  than  publications  of  the  Joint  Legisla- 
tive Audit  Committee  and  of  the  Joint  Legislative  Budget  Committee. 
The  California  legislative  reports  to  be  exchanged  shall  be  selected  by 
the  State  Librarian  after  consultation  with,  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of,  the  Joint  Committee  on  Legislative  Organization.  The  legislative 
research  reports  or  state  university  library,  the  library  of  any  incor- 
porated college  or  university  in  this  state,  and  the  State  Library,  may 
contract  as  above  provided.  Applications  are  to  be  considered  in  the 
order  of  their  receipt  by  the  Department  of  General  Services. 

14907.  Same:  Law  Libraries.  Upon  application,  county  law  librar- 
ies, the  law  libraries  of  any  law  school  approved  by  the  State  Bar  of 
California,  the  Supreme  Court  Library,  and  the  law  libraries  of  the 
Department  of  Justice  and  the  law  library  of  the  Continuing  Education 
of  the  Bar  of  the  University  of  California  Extension  may  contract  as 
provided  in  Section  14905  to  become  a  selective  or  complete  depository 
library. 

14908.  Law  libraries:  Proximity  to  depository  libraries  disregarded.- 

Because  of  the  specialized  service  rendered  the  citizens  of  this  state 
through  assistance  in  the  administration  of  justice,  proximity  to  another 
depository  library  shall  be  disregarded  in  the  selection  of  a  law  library 
as  a  depository  of  legal  materials. 

14909.  Same:  Maintenance  of  basic  legal  documents.  Maintenance 
of  basic  general  documents  shall  not  be  required  of  law  library  deposito- 
ries, but  basic  legal  documents  shall  be  maintained  by  them.  Such  basic 
legal  documents  shall  include  legislative  bills,  legislative  committee

All  state  departments,  commissions  and 
other  agencies  shall,  upon  request,  supply  information  to  the  State 
Printer  for  the  preparation  of  the  monthly  or  quarterly  lists  and  the 
annual  cumulative  lists.  Such  lists  may  be  compiled  by,  or  with  the 
cooperation  of,  the  State  Library. 

14911.  Correction  of  mailing  lists.  Whenever  any  state  agency 
maintains  a  mailing  list  of  public  officials  or  other  persons  to  whom 
publications  or  other  printed  matter  is  sent  without  charge,  the  state 
agency  shall  correct  its  mailing  list  and  verify  its  accuracy  at  least  once 
each  year.  This  shall  be  done  by  addressing  an  appropriate  post  card  or 
letter  to  each  person  on  the  mailing  list.  The  name  of  any  person  who 
does  not  respond  to  such  letter  or  post  card,  or  who  indicates  that  he 
does  not  desire  to  receive  such  publications  or  printed  matter,  shall  be 
removed  from  the  mailing  lists.  The  responses  of  those  desiring  to  be 
on  the  mailing  list  shall  be  retained  by  these  agencies  for  one  year. 

9791.  Distribution  of  laws,  resolutions  and  journals.  The  laws, 
resolutions  and  journals  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  distributed  by  the 
Department  of  General  Services  as  follows:

(d)  To  the  Attorney  General,  six  copies,  and  as  many  additional 
copies  as  may  be  requested,  not  exceeding  the  number  necessary  to 
supply  each  Assistant  Attorney  General,  and  each  Deputy  Attorney 
General  with  one  copy  of  each. 

(e)  To  the  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau,  as  many  copies  as  may  be 
requested,  not  exceeding  the  number  necessary  to  supply  one  copy  of 
each  for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Counsel  and  each  Deputy  Legislative 
Counsel.

c.  assures  that  it  will  submit  to  the  Office  of  Education,  and  other- 
wise make  public  (1)  the  State's  long-range  program  on  or 
before  June  30,  1972,  and  (2)  the  State's  annual  program  on  or 
before  July  1  of  each  fiscal  year.

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g.  assures  that  it  will  establish  and  specify  in  the  State's  long-range 
program  its  policies,  priorities,  criteria  and  procedures  neces- 
sary to  the  implementation  of  all  programs  in  which  the  State 
will  participate  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which  are  incor- 
porated by  reference  herein. 

h.  assures  that  it  will  set  forth  in  the  State's  long-range  program 
its  policies  and  procedures  for  the  coordination  of  programs  and 
projects  supported  under  this  Act  with  library  programs  and 
projects  operated  by  institutions  of  higher  education  or 
local  elementary  or  secondary  schools,  with  other  public  or 
private  library  services  programs,  and  with  other  related  serv- 
ice programs. 

i.  assures  that  it  has  established  a  State  Advisory  Council  on  Li- 
braries as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  §130.8  of  the 
regulations.  (See  attached  certification.) 

j.  assures  that  it  has  available  for  expenditure  under  Title  I  of  the 
Act  in  this  fiscal  year  (FY  1972) .

k.  assures  that  it  will  expend  in  this  fiscal  year  (FY  1972)  from 
Federal,  State,  and  local  sources,  and  amount  not  less  than  the 
amount  expended  by  the  State  from  such  sources  for  State  insti- 
tutional library  services,  and  library  services  to  the  physically 
handiapped  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971. 

2.  The  State  Agency  herewith  sets  forth  (a)  criteria  to  be  used  in 
determining  the  adequacy  of  public  library  services  to  geograph- 
ical areas,  and  for  groups  of  persons  in  the  States,  including  criteria 
designed  to  assure  that  priority  will  be  given  to  programs  or  pro- 
jects which  serve  urban  and  rural  areas  with  high  concentration 
of  low-income  families.

3.  This  Basic  State  Plan  has  been  submitted  to  the  Governor  for  his 
review;  and  his  comments,  or  a  statement  that  no  comments  have 
been  made,  is  attached.  Any  amendment  to  this  Plan,  as  well  as 
projections  required  under  the  program,  will  also  be  submitted  for 
the  Governor's  review;  and  comments,  if  any,  will  accompany  the 
amendments  or  other  required  program  material  when  they  are 
submitted  to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education. 
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4.  The  State  Agency  will  make  public  the  Basic  State  Plan  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner. 

5.  The  State  agency  assures  that  it  will  otherwise  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  issued  thereunder  (45  CFR  Part  130) . 

6.  Assurance  is  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  Title  VI  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  (42  U.S.C.  2000d  et  seq.)  and  the  regula- 
tions issued  thereunder  by  the  Department  of  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare  (45  CFR  Part  80) ,  no  individual  shall,  on  the  ground 
of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in, 
be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  otherwise  subjected  to  discrimina- 
tion under  this  Plan.  The  State  Agency  has  established  and  will 
maintain  methods  of  administration  to  assure  that  each  program 
or  activity  for  which  it  receives  Federal  financial  assistance  will  be 
operated  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  paragraph  of  this  state- 
ment. The  State  Agency  will  amend  its  methods  of  administration 
from  time  to  time  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which 
this  statement  is  given. 

The  State  Agency  recognizes  and  agrees  that  Federal  financial 
assistance  will  be  extended  in  consideration  of,  and  in  reliance  on, 
the  representations  and  agreements  made  in  this  statement;  and 
that  the  United  States  shall  have  the  right  to  seek  administrative 
and  judicial  enforcement  thereof.

STATEMENT  OF  CRITERIA 

1.  The  State  Agency's  criteria  for  determining  the  adequacy  of  pub- 
lic library  services  to  geographical  areas  and  for  groups  of  persons 
in  the  State  are: 
A.  Adequacy  of  library  service: 

a.  Do  all  people  living  in  a  given  area  have  public  library  serv- 
ices easily  accessible? 

Two  counties  in  California  having  no  county-wide  library 
service  are  receiving  library  demonstrations.  One  other 
county  has  no  county-wide  library  service;  a  city  library  in 
this  county  serves  its  own  city  residents  but  gives  only  lim- 
ited service  to  county  residents  who  seek  help.  Many  cities 
have  grown  far  beyond  the  periphery  of  the  service  areas  of 
existing  central  libraries  and  branches.  In  metropolitan 
areas,  fringe  cities  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  central  cities 
have  not  been  able  to  furnish  library  service  outlets  in  pro- 
portion to  population  growth. 

b.  Where  there  is  a  library  system  established,  does  this  library 
system  have  sufficient  budget,  facilities,  materials,  and  staff 
to  provide  total  geographic  coverage;  has  the  service  of  this 
library  system  kept  pace  with  population  growth? 

Many  areas  with  a  library  service  are  virtually  "unserved" 
because  the  libraries  have  not  been  able  to  fulfill  these  re- 
quirements. 
The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  geographic  areas  are  "inade- 
quately served"  are: 

c.  Does  the  public  library  service  to  which  the  people  have 
access  provide  minimum  service  when  checked  against  the 
Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  Public  Li- 
brary Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  the 
American  Library  Association's  Minimum  Standards  for 
Public  Library  Systems,  1966,  A  Master  Plan  for  the  Develop- 
ment of  Public  Library  Service  in  the  State  of  California,  and 
Master  Plan  for  Total  Library  Services?1

library  system  have  one  current  periodical  title  for  each  250 
people  in  the  service  area  and  are  50%  of  these  retained  in 
back  files;  (3)  does  the  library  system  provide  librarians  with 
professional  training  and  specialized  experience  in  adminis- 
tration, technical  processes,  adult  reference  and  readers  ad- 
visory work,  children's  reference  and  readers  advisory  work, 
and  library  extension? 

Do  the  residents  of  this  area  have  access  to  library  service 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  local  library?  Do  they  have  access 
to  a  collection  of  100,000  books?  (1)  Do  they  have  the  benefit 
of  specialized  professional  reference  staff  to  help  them  use 
these  books?  (2)  Do  they  have  indexes  which  help  them 
locate  these  materials  both  in  the  local  library  and  in  other 
libraries,  and  the  benefit  of  rapid  communication  and  deliv- 
ery service  for  bringing  the  materials  to  them? 
When  annual  reports  submitted  to  the  State  Agency  were 
checked  against  these  standards,  no  library  was  found  to 
meet  all  of  them.  Libraries  inadequate  in  any  respect  will  be 
considered  eligible  to  be  served  under  the  Plan.  A  demon- 
stration of  standard  service  might  most  easily  be  given 
through  a  library  or  system  which  is  now  approaching  stand- 
ards. 

2.  Priority  within  the  geographical  areas  will  be  given  to: 

A.  Persons  residing  in  sparsely  settled  areas  of  California  which  are 
distant  from  adequate  public  library  facilities  based  upon  the 
number  of  persons  per  square  mile  in  a  given  geographic  area 
as  determined  from  a  current  official  census  and  as  defined  in 
the  Public  Library  Services  Act  (Education  Code  Sections 
27111-27146;  State  of  California).  Section  27145.5  of  the  Public 
Library  Services  Act  defines  "sparsely  populated  areas"  as  ".  .  . 

all  library  areas  wherein  the  population  per  square  mile  is  100 
or  less;  .  .  ." 

B.  Economically  disadvantaged  persons  residing  in  areas  with 
high  concentrations  of  low-income  families  as  determined  in  3 
below. 

C.  Physically  handicapped  persons  including  the  blind  or  other 
visually  handicaped.  (See  4  below) 

D.  Inmates,  patients,  or  residents  of  penal  institutions,  reformato- 
ries, residential  training  schools,  orphanages,  residential  schools 
for  handicapped  persons,  and  other  general  or  special  institu- 
tions or  hospitals  operated  or  substantially  supported  by  the 
State.  (See  5  below) 

3.  A.  The  criteria  used  in  the  determination  of  an  economically 

disadvantaged  area,  both  urban  and  rural,  as  having  a  high- 
concentration  of  low-income  families  are: 
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(1)  The  annual  family  income  is  less  than  three  thousand  dol- 
lars ($3,000). 

(2)  Twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  families  in  the  designated 
areas  report  annual  income  less  than  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000)  according  to  the  most  recent  federal  census  for 
which  statistics  are  available. 

(3)  An  urban  economically  disadvantaged  area  shall  have  a 
population  of  not  less  25,000.

5.  The  criteria  used  in  designating  those  physically  handicapped  per- 
sons including  the  blind  or  other  visually  handicaped  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to: 

(a)  Standards  shall  be  those  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  and  its  affiliates  and  shall  include 
standards  developed  by  other  agencies  and  groups  working 
with  the  physically  and  visually  handicapped.  Some  of  the 
sources  for  these  are  as  follows:  American  Library  Associa- 
tion's Minimum  Standards  for  Public  Library  Systems,  1966; 
American  Association  of  State  Libraries'  Standards  for  Library 
Functions  at  the  State  Level;  American  Library  Association's 
Round  Table  on  Library  Service,  in  cooperation  with  the  Divi- 
sion of  the  Blind  of  the  Library  of  Congress'  Standards  for 
Regional  Libraries  for  the  Blind;  American  Standards  Associa- 
tion's American  Standard  Specifications  for  Making  Buildings 
and  Facilities  Accessible  to  and  Usable  by  the  Physically 
Handicapped;  Commission  on  Standards  and  Accreditation  of 
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Services    for    the    Blind's    Comstac  Report:   Standards  foi 
Strengthened  Services. 

(b)  A  project  or  program  should  include  all  kinds  of  library  serv- 
ices to  the  physically  and  visually  handicapped  and  not  be 
restricted  to  one  type  of  handicapped. 

(c)  A  project  or  program  should  include  all  applicable  existing 
service  programs  for  providing  materials  for  those  eligible. 
The  work  being  done  by  non-profit  organizations,  institutions, 
schools,  hospitals,  foundations,  service  organizations,  and  oth- 
ers should  be  coodinated  so  that  cooperation  can  make  possi- 
ble good  library  service. 

(d)  A  project  or  program  will  be  flexible  to  insure  maximum 
advantage  to  the  physically  and  visually  handicapped,  in- 
cluding the  work  with  the  blind.  The  project  or  program 
shall  be  designed  to  strengthen,  enrich,  and  extend  any  exist- 
ing, and  not  replace,  such  programs.
